New? 


Some  people  seem  to  associate  magic 
with  the  New  Year.  During  the  past 
year  things  were  not  what  they  should 
have  been,  but  in  the  New  Year  they 
will  be  different!  I'm  making  a  resolu- 
tion that  where  I  "goofed"  last  year, 
I'll  not  in  the  coming  year.  That  cer- 
tain project  I  didn't  get  accomplished 
last  year,  this  year  will  blossom  into 
reality.  This  is  a  new  year! 

But  is  the  New  Year  new?  What 
difference  is  there  between  December 
31st,  and  January  1st;  between  the  old 
and  the  new?  Can  the  calendar  per- 
form the  alchemy  of  making  success 
out  of  failure;  making  new  out  of  old? 
Can  mere  determination  bring  about 
such  a  change?  Probably  not. 

Most  likely  the  person  who  is  going 
to  have  a  good  year  in  1 969  has  had  a 
good  year  in  1968.  Moving  from  one 
year  to  another  is  no  different  from 
moving  from  one  month  to  another. 
His  business  is  in  order,  and  he  is 
in  persistent  persuit  of  success.  He 
is  on  his  way.  He  will  make  prog- 
ress in  1969  because  he  had  planned 
his  work  in  1968.  Success  in  his  re- 
lationships in  the  New  Year  will  de- 
pend largely  upon  foundations  of  good 
relationships  in  1968.  This,  rather 
than  magic  or  the  calendar,  will  make 
the  New  Year  a  really  new  experience 
for  him. 

The  one  real  benefit  to  coming  to  a 
new  year  is  the  fact  of  taking  inventory 
of  our  stewardship,  of  our  progress  in 
our  program.  This  is  the  real  benefit 
as  seen  by  the  business  world.  So  it 
must  be  in  Christian  service.     If  we 


really  have  had  it  in  our  heart  to  love 
our  neighbor,  no  matter  what  his 
station  in  life  or  the  color  of  his  skin, 
and  have  not,  then  we  must  dedicate 
ourselves  to  accomplishing  that  goal 
in  the  year  ahead.  We  must  look  at 
ourselves,  measuring  success  by  the 
standards  in  the  Word  of  God.  If  in 
our  hoping,  determining,  resolving  to 
do  better  we  have  dragged  along  with 
us  prejudices  and  selfish  ambitions,  we 
can  expect  nothing  new  or  better  in 
the  ensuing  year.  We  are  simply  put- 
ting new  wine  in  old  wine  skins.  It  will 
not  last.  There  must  be  a  change  of 
heart;  we  must  trust  God  to  work  a 
new  thing  in  us. 

God  is  challenging  His  church  to  re- 
vival. Some  might  call  it  renewal. 
Whatever  the  terminology,  there  is 
great  need  for  a  fresh  stirring  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  our  hearts  and  lives. 
This  will  not  be  accomplished  by  the 
calendar;  and  it  likely  will  not  be  ac- 
complished en  masse.  It  might  start 
for  some  at  the  dawning  of  the  New 
Year;  for  others  it  might  be  in  Febru- 
ary, or  May,  or  September.  But  once 
inertia  is  overcome  and  we  get  in  mo- 
tion, God  grant  that  we  will  continue 
in  motion  indefinitely  in  a  fervency 
for  the  Lord  that  will  be  well  pleasing 
to  Him.  With  such  a  Holy  Spirit-im- 
planted change  of  heart,  the  New  Year 
will  be  new.  So  will  every  month, 
week,  and  day.  There  will  be  fresh  op- 
portunities for  soul  winning  and  for 
a  practical  expression  of  the  love  of 
God  tow.rd  others.

MEXICO  -  That  Great  Lan< 


Be 


between  the  United  States  to  the 
north  and  Central  America  to  the 
south  lies  the  cornucopia-shaped  land 
of  Mexico,  the  largest  of  the  Middle- 
American  countries.  It  has  an  area 
roughly  equal  to  one-fourth  that  of 
continental  United  States. 

HISTORY 

Mexico's  early  history  is  shrouded 
in  mystery.  At  least  two  civilized  races 
—the  Mayas  and  later  the  Toltecs— 
preceded  the  wealthy  Aztec  empire. 
The  word  Mexico  is  connected  with 
the  name  of  the  group  of  American 
tribes  calling  themselves  Mexica,  or 
Azteca.  The  word  is  related  to  the 
name  of  a  Mexican  national  war  god, 
Mexitl.  About  1325,  the  Aztecs 
founded  on  the  Lake  of  Dezcuco  the 
permanent  settlement  of  Mexico  Te- 
nochtitlan,  which  is  still  represented 
by  the  capital  city  of  Mexico.  When 
early  in  the  sixteenth  century  the 
Spaniards  found  their  way  from  the 
West  Indian  islands  to  this  part  of  the 
mainland  of  America,  they  came  in 
view  of  nations  cultured  high  above 
the  level  that  they  had  hitherto  met  in 
the  new  world.  Here  were  not  rude 
and  simple  tribes  like  the  islanders  of 
the  Antilles,  but  nations  with  orga- 
nized armies,  official  administrators, 
courts  of  justice,  high  agricultural  and 
mechanical  arts.  And  what  struck  the 
white  men  especially  were  the  stone 
buildings  whose  architecture  and  sculp- 
ture were  often  of  dimensions  and 
elaborateness  to  astonish  the  builders 
and  sculptors  of  Europe. 


In  1521,  the  Spanish  Conquest 
under  Hernando  Cortes  brought  the 
native  history  of  Mexico  to  an  end. 
Spain  ruled  for  the  next  300  years 
until  1810  (the  date  was  September  16 
and  is  now  celebrated  as  Independence  ! 
Day),  when  the  Mexicans  first  revolted. 
They  continued  the  struggle  and  finally 
won  independence  in  1821. 

There  were  turbulent  times  from 
1821  to  1867  with  emperors,  dictators, 
and  presidents  changing  on  the  average 
of  every  nine  months  until  1867,  when 
the  presidency  of  the  Indian  patriot, 
Benito  Juarez,  began  to  calm  the  inter- 
nal unrest.  Problems  still  prevailed 
with  the  United  States  over  boundaries 
until  about  1917.  Since  then,  Mexico 
has  progressed  to  be  a  leading  country 
in  Latin  America. 

TERRAIN 

To  give  Charles  V  of  Spain  some 
idea  of  the  landscape  of  Mexico,  Cor- 
tez  is  said  to  have  put  before  him  a 
crumpled  paper.  There  are  very  few 
places  in  Mexico  where  one  is  not  in 
sight  of  mountains.  Towering  snow- 
capped peaks  make  wonderful  scenery, 
but  only  seven  percent  of  the  Mexican 
land  surface  can  be  used  for  agriculture. 
Illinois  has  more  arable  acres  than  all 
of  Mexico.  Iowa  has  only  eight  percent 
of  Mexico's  population,  and  yet  it  har- 
vests from  more  land.  Ironically, 
Mexico's  croplands  lie  largely  in  the 
regions  of  great  earthquake  and  vol- 
canic activity.  In  1943,  near  the  vil- 
lage of  Paracutin,  eruptions  began  in  a 
cornfield  and  eight  months  later  had 
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built  a  cone  1,500  feet  high.  Irrigation 
projects  have  been  opening  desert  areas 
for  agriculture  in  recent  years. 

PEOPLE 

The  Mexican  people  are  made  up  of 
three  main  groups.  Thirty  percent  are 
racially  and  culturally  Indian.  This  is 
the  great  silent  chorus  which  has 
played  a  tragic  part  in  the  drama  of 
Mexican  history.  More  than  400 
years  after  the  Conquest,  there  are 
still  groups  of  Indians  who  maintain 
their  isolation,  even  to  the  extent 
of  not  speaking  Spanish.  Ten  per- 
cent of  the  population  are  the  criollos, 
the  descendants  of  Spanish  and  other 
European  immigrants.  Although  born 
on  Mexican  soil,  they  have  always 
had  their  eyes  turned  toward  Europe. 
Sixty  percent  of  the  Mexican  people 
are  mestizos,  the  mixture  of  Spanish 
and  Indian  blood.  This  group  be- 
gan at  the  time  of  the  Conquest 
in  the  early  1500's.  As  it  swelled 
it  served  to  unite  the  diverse  Indian 
groups  and  was  a  bridge  for  European 
culture.  The  mestizo  has  given  Mexico 
its  distinctive  culture.  Without  losing 
contact  with  the  native  civilizations  of 
the  past,  it  has  supplied  the  drive  to 
make  a  place  for  Mexico  among  the 
nations  of  the  modern  world. 

ECONOMY 

The  economic  growth  of  Mexico  is 
seven  percent  per  year  of  late,  which  is 
considered  above  normal  for  most 
countries.  Agricultural  exports  are 
mostly  sisal  hemp  and  chicle,  the  base 
for  chewing  gum.  Cotton  is  another  of 
the  major  crops  to  be  exported— raw, 
or  in  industry,  to  be  made  into  cloth. 
Other  industrial  products  are  beer, 
sugar,  iron,  and  steel.  The  land  is  rich 
in  minerals.  Silver  is  the  leader,  fol- 
lowed by  gold,  lead,  copper,  and  zinc. 
Income  has  been  increasing  yearly, 
but  is  still  less  than  $500  per  capita 
per  year. 

RELIGIONS 

Most  of  the  people  of  Mexico  say 
they  are  Roman  Catholic.  Not  a  very 
large  percentage  are  faithful  in  atten- 
dance at  their  church,  however.  Among 
the  Indian  population,  paganism  con- 
tinues much  as  it  did  when  the  Spanish 
arrived.  Protestants  comprise  about 
eight  percent  of  the  population,  but 
that  includes  the  cults  as  well  as  the 
evangelicals,  which  are  only  about  half 
of  the  group.

Mission   History 

The  Brethren  field  in  Baja  California 
was  opened  in  1951  with  the  A.  L. 
Howard  and  Walter  Haag  families  locat- 
ing in  San  Ysidro,  California,  across  the 
international  border  from  Tijuana,  Baja 
California.  Shortly  thereafter  the  How- 
ard family  moved  to  Calexico,  Cali- 
fornia, across  from  Mexicali,  Baja  Cali- 
fornia. These  locations  put  next  door 
to  the  missionaries  the  major  portion 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  peninsula.  A 
concentrated  effort  was  made  in  the 
large  border  cities  and  an  occasional 
trip  was  made  down  the  peninsula. 

Vision  was  enlarged  to  include  all 
of  Mexico  as  the  field  when  the  Sibley 
Edmiston  family  joined  the  work  in 
1954  at  the  border  city  of  Laredo, 
Texas,  with  their  outreach  to  Nuevo 
Laredo.  Later  they  moved  south  to 
the  state  of  Guanajuato  in  the  interior 
of  Mexico. 

The  Phillip  Guerena  family  entered 
the  capital  city  in  1963  to  work  with 
the  university  students,  and  now  they 
are  reaching  out  into  the  community 
where  they  live  in  Mexico  City. 

The  James  Dowdy  family  came  to 
El  Paso,  Texas,  as  self-supporting  mis- 
sionaries in  1964,  and  they  work  as 
they  are  able  in  Juarez  across  the 
border. 

The  Jack  Churchill  family  came  to 
the  Mexico  field  on  loan  from  Argen- 


tina in  1966,  and  are  located  in  San 
Ysidro  with  a  ministry  in  a  mission  in 
Tijuana  as  well  as  Mr.  Churchill  being 
the  director  of  the  Bible  Institute. 

Mission  Activities 

Besides  the  church-building  along 
the  border  and  in  Mexico  City,  a  Bible 
institute  program  has  been  carried  on 
at  Tijuana  since  1959,  and  most  of  our 
pastors  have  received  their  training 
with  us. 

As  a  literature  ministry,  a  limited 
amount  of  printing  has  been  done, 
mostly  the  denominational  magazine 
for  the  field.  A  bookstore  was  estab- 
lished in  1962  in  Tijuana  as  a  cooper- 
ative venture  entered  into  by  mission- 
ary Haag  and  men  of  several  other  de- 
nominations. A  second  store  was 
opened  in  1968  in  Mexicali.  These  en- 
able people  in  these  large  centers  of 
population  to  have  near  at  hand  the 
printed  materials  they  need. 

A  very  pleasant  and  challenging 
ministry  is  the  summer  camp  program. 
Many  of  the  present  leaders  of  the 
church  were  challenged  to  Christian 
service  in  camp.  Summer  missionaries 
helped  in  camp  and  in  vacation  Bible 
schools  this  past  year.  It  was  a  chal- 
lenge to  them  and  of  great  help  to  the 
missionaries,  who  look  forward  to  hav- 
ing more  helpers  in  the  years  to  come. 
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I  his  page  is  being  written  more 
than  a  month  before  it  will  reach  you. 
Publication  deadlines  make  this  neces- 
sary. So,  at  this  point,  we  can  only 
anticipate  what  the  final  total  will  be 
for  the  Brethren  Foreign  Missions  of- 
fering for  1968.  If  the  present  trend 
continues  (and  we  see  no  reason  why 
it  should  not),  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  will  have  received  the  largest 
annual  offering  in  its  history.  An  in- 
crease of  $50,000  over  1967  was  need- 
ed to  meet  the  added  expense  caused 
by  a  significant  increase  in  missionary 
personnel  (the  FMSsent  out  an  average 
of  a  missionary  a  month  in  1968),  in- 
flation, and  expansion.  By  October 
the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  had  al- 
ready expended  over  a  half-million 
dollars,  anticipated  expenditures  for 
the  year  being  close  to  $600,000.  But 
the  work  is  the  Lord's  and  He  will  see 
to  it  that  the  needs  are  met.  So,  with 
faith  in  God's  promise,  we  confidently 
assert  that  the  foreign  missions  offer- 
ing will  set  a  new  high  in  mission  giv- 
ing. We  praise  Him  for  His  faithfulness 
in  supplying  the  needs  of  our  mission- 
aries, and  for  His  abundant  blessing 
upon  their  ministries.  Thank  you, 
brethren,  for  your  generous  support  of 
foreign  missions.  "He  which  soweth 
bountifully  shall  reap  also  bountifully" 
(II  Cor.  9:6).  Now  the  challenge  of 
1969  is  before  us.

6,  Rev.  Ray  Thompson  and  I  visited 
our  mission  points  in  Mexico  City  and 
Juarez.  The  Phil  Guerenas  concen- 
trated on  their  immediate  neighbor- 
hood during  the  past  year,  and  now 
have  a  group  of  middle-class  families 
who  have  shown  sufficient  interest  to 


serve  as  a  nucleus  for  a  Brethren  testi- 
mony in  Mexico  City.  About  twelve 
women  from  the  area  meet  in  the 
Guerena  home  every  Thursday  morn- 
ing for  a  Bible  study.  A  men's  Bible 
class  is  soon  to  begin.  Prospects  look 
good  in  Mexico  City. 

A  tight  schedule  permitted  us  to 
spend  only  a  few  short  days  in  El 
Paso-Juarez  with  the  Jim  Dowdy  fam- 
ily. The  Dowdy s  are  self-supporting 
missionaries.  Jim  is  a  supervisor  in  the 
language  department  of  the  public 
school  system,  and  thus  the  family  is 
able  to  give  only  limited  time  to  the 
work  on  the  Mexican  side  of  the  bor- 
der. They  plead  for  more  workers  to 
help  them  in  this  rapidly-growing  area. 
Here  is  a  challenge  for  both  the  home 
and  foreign  mission  outreach.  Who 
among  the  readers  of  the  Missionary 
Herald  would  be  willing  to  move  into 
El  Paso  as  self-supporting  missionaries 
to  help  the  Dowdys  establish  churches 
on  both  sides  of  the  border?  Those 
in  the  teaching  profession  especially 
would  find  this  a  rewarding  ministry 
for  the  Lord. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  For- 
eign Missionary  Society  will  meet  at 
Winona  Lake  January  27  through  31. 
We  request  your  prayers  on  behalf  of 
these  sessions  that  God  will  grant  wis- 
dom and  understanding  as  the  will  of 
the  Lord  is  sought  concerning  His  for- 
eign mission  program.  T

^Jood  morning,  sir.  We  represent 
the  Christian  Literature  Campaign.  Our 
purpose  is  to  offer  to  the  homes  of 
this  town  the  most  important  Book  in 
the  world,  the  Bible-theWord  of  God. 
Are  you  acquainted  with  the  Bible? 
Look!  This  complete  Bible,  with  more 
than  a  thousand  pages,  so  nicely  bound, 
sells  for  only  350  pesos  (one  dollar), 
about  one-fourth  the  price  you  would 
expect  to  pay  at  a  bookstore.  You 
really  cannot  afford  to  be  without  this 
Book,  for  this  Book  gives  us  the  answer 
to  these  troubled  times  and  assures  us 
of  what  eternity  holds  for  us.  You 
know  that  one  can  usually  afford  some- 
thing if  it  is  within  his  reach  when  he 
really  wants  it  and  knows  its  value  .... 
That's  right,  only  350  pesos!  .  . . 

"Also,  I  would  like  to  leave  this 
little  booklet  with  you.  Its  message 
is  taken  directly  from  the  Bible  you 
just  bought  and  clearly  explains  what 
God  wants  to  do  for  you. 

"And  before  I  go  I  want  to  invite 
all  of  you  to  the  Villa  Theater  tonight, 
where  a  very  interesting  science  film 
will  be  shown.  It's  all  about  the  mar- 
velous world  that  God  has  created  for 
us  to  live  in  ...  .  No,  you  don't  need 
to  worry  about  bringing  the  children. 
These  films  are  completely  wholesome 
for  all  ages.  . . . 

"Fine!  We'll  look  forward  to  seeing 
you  tonight.  Hasta  luego." 

Not  all  towns  respond  to  a  con- 
certed literature  campaign  as  did 


Huinca  Renanco  and  Canada  Verde. 
Institute  students  and  other  young 
people,  headed  by  Practical  Works  Di- 
rector Alberto  Sotola,  reported  many 
opportunities  to  talk  to  people  about 
their  spiritual  need.  One  lady,  who 
had  recently  written  for  a  book  offered 
over  our  Brethren  radio  program  "The 
Open  Bible,"  became  interested  when 
she  found  she  was  talking  with  the 
young  lady  who  handles  the  radio  cor- 
respondence. After  hearing  the  plain 
presentation  of  the  Gospel,  she  made 
her  profession  of  faith  in  the  Lord 
Jesus. 

Each  home  received  a  copy  of  the 
tract,  Have  You  Heard  About  God's 
Gift?  written  by  Rev.  Dean  Risser  and 
translated  and  published  by  the  Argen- 
tine Church  Literature  Committee 
(funds  provided  by  the  Free  Literature 
Fund  of  the  Brethren  Missionary  Her- 
ald Company.)  The  sale  of  Bibles  and 
Bible  portions  averaged  about  seven- 
teen dollars  per  day  for  the  five  days, 
which  is  high  for  such  work  in  this 
Roman  Catholic  country.  After  each 
tiring  but  fruitful  day,  the  workers 
eagerly  waited  their  turn  to  tell  of  op- 
portunities to  witness. 

In  both  towns  the  literature  cam- 
paign was  followed  by  a  special  film 


presentation  under  the  direction  of 
Missionary  Gordon  Austin,  featuring  a 
Moody  Science  film  along  with  other 
gospel  films.  Some  four  hundred 
gathered  in  the  downtown  theater  in 
Huinca  Renanco  to  see  these  films,  and 
in  Canada  Verde,  a  town  much  smaller, 
at  least  250  accepted  the  invitation  to 
attend.  Both  theaters  were  offered 
free  of  charge  by  the  local  authorities. 
Other  expenses,  such  as  travel  and  film 
rentals,  were  paid  by  the  local  Brethren 
church  of  Huinca  Renanco. 

It  was  an  encouraged  and  experi- 
enced group  that  returned  to  their 
studies  at  the  Bible  Institute.  Sum- 
ming it  up,  Director  Sotola  said:  "This 
is  another  proof  that  we  need  to  keep 
busy  in  colportage  work  as  a  means  of 
evangelism.  This  has  been  a  real  en- 
couragement to  us.  And  by  the  way, 
could  you  supply  us  with  more  of  the 
children's  books  and  also  give  us  some 
idea  of  what  would  be  good  for  teen- 
agers? We're  planning  for  a  campaign 
in  Cordoba  next  weekend  and  we'll  be 
needing. . . ." 

Planting!  Watering!  Harvesting! 
Pray  with  us  and  for  us  that  we  may 
be  faithful  workers  in  God's  vineyard 
before  "the  night  cometh,  when  no 
man  can  work"  (John  9:4).  T

The  chief  was  happy  that  his  first- 
born was  a  son;  he  had  great  plans  for 
the  years  ahead. 

About  the  time  the  chief  thought 
the  boy  was  old  enough  to  share  some 
of  the  problems  of  a  village  chief,  the 
Gospel  began  to  be  heard.  Betina  (bay- 
tea-na),  the  son,  was  immediately  in-

terested.  Another  country  where  there 
is  no  death,  no  tears,  no  sorrow— that 
was  something  to  find  out  about.  He 
soon  learned  that,  according  to  this 
Word,  this  earth  country  was  doomed 
as  well  as  all  who  would  not  become 
followers  of  this  one  they  called  Christ. 
Betina  accepted  Christ  and  took  on 


the  name  of  John.  He  soon  learned  to 
read,  and  he  was  a  good  singer.  The 
African  preacher  asked  him  to  teach  a 
group  in  his  own  village. 

This  was  too  much  for  the  father, 
chief  of  the  village.  He  asked  the  son 
to  give  up  that  foolishness.  John  would 
not.  The  father  whipped  him  severely, 
but  John  did  not  stop. 

The  father  insisted  that  John  must 
take  a  second  wife,  a  step  toward  be- 
ing a  chief.  John  refused,  and  there 
was  another  whipping.  John  still  kept 
on  with  his  classes,  and  also  was  in  the 
"Workers.  Training  Classes."  The  father 
reported  his  son  as  a  rebel  and  the  Ad- 
ministrator put  John  in  jail.  After  ser- 
ving his  term,  John  still  did  not  change 
his  mind,  but  made  request  to  go  to 
the  Bible  Institute.  He  was  accepted. 
Upon  learning  this,  the  father  was  furi- 
ous, and  John  again  was  humiliated  by 
being  whipped. 

He  graduated  from  Bible  Institute, 
and  a  few  years  later  was  licensed  to 
the  ministry.  Then  he  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  Directional  Committee 
of  our  dispensary  and  medical  work. 

John  kept  witnessing  to  his  father, 
and  his  father  saw  that  John  was  re- 
ceiving position  and  honor  that  he,  the 
father,  had  not  known  about.  At  last, 
the  father  accepted  Christ. 

John  was  ordained  as  an  elder  of 
The  Brethren  Church  this  past  Septem- 
ber, and  some  of  the  happy  witnesses 
to  the  event  were  John's  saved  -father 
and  his  mother.

WINONA  LAKE,  IND.  On  Feb.  2, 
1969,  Rev.  Scott  Weaver  will  terminate 
his  ministry  with  the  Brethren  Board 
of  Evangelism.  This  decision  has  been 
made  by  Mr.  Weaver  because  of  health 
problems  which  have  hindered  his 
evangelism  during  the  past  four  months. 
He  will  assume  the  pastorate  of  the 
Ireland  Road  Grace  Brethren  Church, 
South  Bend,  Ind.,  at  that  time.  On 
Jan.  5,  1969,  Rev.  Allen  Herr  joined 
the  Brethren  Board  of  Evangelism  staff 
as  evangelist.  Though  Mr.  Herr  has 
been  in  our  fellowship  of  churches 
only  a  short  time,  he  has  already 
aroused  great  interest  and  has  become 
known  as  a  man  of  God  with  a  great 
passion  for  souls.  We  believe  that  God 
has  supplied  us  with  a  man  who  has  a 
message  for  these  critical  times,  and  we 
want  to  commend  him  to  our  churches 
everywhere. 

SOUTHERN  OHIO  DISTRICT.  The 
Southern  Ohio  District  met  in  a  special 
conference  session  on  Dec.  3,  and  ap- 
proved a  committee  recommendation 
to  establish  a  retirement  home  in  the 
district.  A  board  of  nine  men  was 
elected  and  authorized  to  incorporate 
and  establish  a  home  to  be  known  as 
Grace  Brethren  Village.  Mr.  Harold 
Huddleston  is  chairman  of  the  board 
and  Rev.  Clair  Brickel  is  secretary. 


RICHLAND,  WASH.  The  move  to 
our  new  meeting  place  has  been  a  real 
boost  to  the  morale  of  members  and 
friends.  There  have  been  six  first-time 
decisions,  five  of  which  are  teen-agers. 
Seven  people  are  considering  baptism. 
During  the  month  of  December  we 
reached  an  all-time  high  in  attendance 
with  39  in  Sunday  school  and  43  in 
the  morning  worship  service.  There 
were  59  who  attended  our  first  Christ- 
mas program  on  Dec.  22.  We  are  re- 
joicing in  what  the  Lord  is  able  to  do 
through  a  Brethren  home-mission 
church.  Nelson  Hall,  pastor. 

DAYTON,  OHIO.  In  September, 
Rev.  Nathan  Casement  resigned  as  pas- 
tor of  the  Patterson  Park  Brethren 
Church,  and  Rev.  John  Terrell  accepted 
a  unanimous  call  to  become  pastor. 
Rev.  Dan  Grabill  recently  accepted  the 
call  to  become  associate  pastor  and 
hopes  to  assume  responsibilities  in  Feb- 
ruary. In  August  the  church  purchased 
a  beautiful  $325,000  school  facility 
which  includes  12  large  classrooms  and 
a  gymnasium.  Presently,  we  have 
classes  for  nursery,  kindergarten,  and 
grades  one  to  six.  The  school  enroll- 
ment is  now  over  160.  The  adult  Sun- 
day-school department  has  adopted  the 
elective  course  system  in  which  six 
different  Bible-centered  courses  will  be 
offered  each  quarter.  The  adults  may 
choose  their  courses  of  study  accord- 
ing to  their  needs  and  interests  rather 
than  according  to  their  age.  John 
Terrell,  pastor.

I  his  conflict  weighs  very  heavily 
on  hearts  of  sincere  pastors  today.  One 
said,  "I  have  changed  the  sign  on  my 
door.  It  used  to  be  'Pastor's  Study.' 
Now  it  reads  'Pastor's  Office.'  I  have 
become  an  administrator  running  the 
complicated  machinery  of  my  congre- 
gation." Another  said,  "This  has  been 
a  tough  week.  One  of  our  leading  busi- 
ness men  died  suddenly.  He  was  a 
member  of  my  congregation  but  did 
not  come  to  church  regularly.  He  was  a 
self-reliant,  self-righteous  nice  man  re- 
spected by  all,  but  he  gave  no  evidence 
of  dependence  on  Christ.  It  was  a 
hard  funeral,  for  over  and  over  again  I 
thought-'why  didn't  I  talk  to  this  man 
about  his  relationship  to  Christ  as  I 
had  intended  and  as  a  pastor  should?' 
The  answer-'you  have  been  too  busy 
with  your  organizational  administra- 
tion and  have  neglected  your  people.'  " 
Another  very  sincere  pastor  said,  "I 
am  ashamed  how  little  time  I  have 
actually  spent  dealing  personally  with 
the  souls  of  my  people  as  a  pastor 
should.  I  have  become  an  executive 
instead  of  a  shepherd."  What  is  the 
answer? 

One  answer,  of  course,  is  that  our 
active  lay  Christians  can  take  over 
more  and  more  of  these  administrative 
duties  in  a  local  congregation  to  give 
the  pastor  time  to  be  a  shepherd.  Your 
church  council  should  discuss  this  very 
frankly  with  your  pastor.  Here  we 
have  the  privilege  to  involve  more  lay 
people  in  the  activities  of  the  church. 
It  is  good  for  them,  too,  for  the  surest 
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way  to  get  a  friend  is  to  ask  him  to  do 
something  for  you.  Then  we  pastors 
must  have  confidence  to  leave  many  of 
these  administrative  affairs  of  organi- 
zations, committees,  and  boards  to  our 
consecrated  lay  people.  Many  pastors 
give  excellent  direction  to  administra- 
tion in  meetings  of  the  Joint  Workers' 
Council  composed  of  all  board  mem- 
bers, officers,  and  leaders  of  all  organi- 
zations and  committees  in  the  congre- 
gation as  it  meets  three  or  four  times 
a  year  to  pray  for  and  plan  the  overall 
program  of  the  congregation.  Lay 
visitors  who  call  regularly  each  month 
on  the  careless,  indifferent,  and  new 
people  in  the  community  can  surely 
lessen  the  pressure  on  the  pastor. 

Then,  too,  perhaps  you  need  another 
full-time  worker  who  can  take  much 
of  the  administrative  work  that  your 
pastor  is  now  doing.  For  example, 
one  could  take  over  the  business  affairs 
of  your  congregation.  One  could  be  in 
charge  of  the  educational  program  and 
could  direct  the  program  of  lay  visita- 
tion. One  could  direct  the  entire 
youth  program.  As  a  rule,  additional 
workers  in  a  congregation  pay  for 
themselves  in  dollars  and  cents  through 
the  extra  people  they  bring  into  the 
church. 

But  there  is  another  answer.  Pas- 
tors can  use  administration  to  do  the 
work  of  shepherding  and  personal  soul- 
winning.  Every  meeting,  every  contact 
presents  an  opportunity  for  the  pastor 
to  do  something  for  the  souls  of  the 
people  involved  if  he  will  always  main- 
tain that  shepherd  spirit. 

One  pastor  met  personally  with 
each   Leaguer   who   was  to  discuss  a 
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topic  at  League.  Some  would  say— 
"What  a  waste  of  time!"  But  not  for 
him.  He  used  these  sessions  to  reach 
the  souls  of  his  young  people  for 
Christ.  He  was  quite  surprised  when 
the  committee  had  chosen  Ralph  as  a 
speaker,  for  he  had  not  demonstrated 
loyalty  to  Christ.  In  his  talk  with  him 
he  geared  the  material  discussed  into 
Ralph's  own  life.  They  faced  what 
was  really  involved  in  being  a  true  fol- 
lower of  Christ.  The  next  morning 
early,  the  telephone  rang.  It  was 
Ralph.  He  said,  "Pastor,  I  must  see 
you  as  soon  as  possible.  I've  hardly 
slept  all  night."  That  morning  in  the 
pastor's  study,  Ralph  gave  his  heart  to 
Jesus  Christ.  Today  he  is  in  the  minis- 
try. Think  of  the  possibility  in  pro- 
gram building  if  we  put  people  ahead 
of  program,  soul  before  mechanics. 
Think  of  the  natural  setting  for  per- 
sonal soul-winning  and  soul-shepherd- 
ing in  all  plans  and  discussions  that 
have  to  do  with  meetings  and  pro- 
grams. 

One  pastor  said,  "Often  I  spent 
much  time  with  my  church  custodian. 
We  discussed  temperature,  cleaning 
furniture,  repairs,  etc.  One  day  my 
custodian  opened  his  heart  and  was 
much  concerned  because  he  was  not 
sure  that  Christ  was  his  Saviour.  We 
shared  the  Scriptures.  We  knelt  at  the 
alter,  just  the  two  of  us.  He  found 
new  joy.  I  was  ashamed.  I  had  been 
an  administrator,  but  had  failed  my 
custodian  as  his  pastor." 

In  one  of  our  large  congregations, 
I  was  quite  amazed  over  the  high 
spiritual  tone  manifested  in  the  leader- 
ship.   Then  the  pastor  explained  that 


they  always  used  twenty  minutes  to 
half  an  hour  for  Bible  study  and  prayer 
at  every  meeting  of  the  church  council 
with  each  member  taking  part  in  short 
prayers.  I  asked,  "What  happens  when 
some  leader  in  the  community  is  elect- 
ed to  the  council  not  especially  because 
of  his  spiritual  insight  and  is  not  able 
to  take  part  in  prayer?"  The  pastor 
replied,  "Often  after  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  congregation  some  new 
members  feel  out  of  place  at  our  first 
meeting  of  the  council,  but  then  I  meet 
with  them  privately  and  help  them  in 
their  life  in  Christ.  Some  need  help 
to  receive  assurance  of  their  salvation. 
Others  need  help  in  their  personal 
prayer  life."  This  pastor  used  his  ad- 
ministrative work  with  his  leaders  to 
be  a  shepherd  of  souls,  a  true  pastor. 
He  put  people  first  before  program. 
Over  a  period  of  a  few  years,  he 
touched  personally  the  soul  of  a  large 
number  of  leaders  in  his  parish. 

The  organist  was  very  conscientious 
and  capable.  The  pastor  would  confer 
with  him  often  about  the  order  of  ser- 
vice and  special  music.  One  day,  in 
time  of  illness,  the  organist  confessed 
that  he  had  no  peace  with  God  and 
did  not  know  where  he  stood.  The 
pastor  was  deeply  disturbed.  He  helped 
the  organist  to  a  new  joy  in  Christ, 
and  asked,  "What  have  I  been  doing?  I 
have  missed  being  a  pastor  even  to  my 
own  organist.  I  have  been  just  an 
executive." 

Even  sick  calls  can  become  admin- 
istrative routine.  I  can  become  more 
concerned  about  making  the  call  than 
about  the  person  on  whom  I  am  call- 
ing.   One  patient  related  how  two  pas- 


tors called  on  her  after  surgery.  One 
asked  many  questions  about  her  illness 
and  then  visited  about  things  in  gener- 
al. Before  he  left,  he  gave  some 
general  admonitions  regarding  spiritual 
life,  but  left  no  Scripture,  no  tracts, 
asked  nothing  about  the  soul— only 
about  the  body  and  did  not  even  offer 
prayer.  How  different  the  other  visit. 
This  pastor  expressed  interest  in  the 
surgery,  but  with  much  love  asked  the 
patient  if  she  had  joy  and  peace  in 
Christ.  He  shared  several  rich  promises 
from  the  Bible  and  helped  the  patient 
grasp  them  with  new  meaning.  He 
prayed  warmly  and  sincerely.  Before 
he  left,  he  wrote  the  Bible  references 
he  had  used  on  a  card  and  encouraged 
the  patient  to  look  them  up  in  her  own 
Bible  and  underline  them.  He  shared 
with  the  patient  some  very  helpful 
tracts.  The  patient  said  to  her  doctor, 
"My  pastor  was  here  and  helped  me  so 
much  as  he  showed  me  how  to  trust 
more  in  the  great  promises  that  Christ 
has  given  me.  I  feel  so  much  better. 
It  was  good  both  for  my  body  and 
soul." 

Lay  members  of  the  church— your 
pastor  is  concerned  about  your  soul. 
He  wants  to  help  you  to  greater  joy 
and  more  power  in  your  walk  with 
your  Saviour.  He  is  your  best  friend. 
Share  with  him  what  is  on  your  heart— 
your  questions,  your  doubts,  your  bat- 
tles, your  joys,  your  victories  in  Christ. 
He  desires  deeply  to  be  your  pastor, 
your  shepherd,  and  not  just  an  admin- 
istrator, an  executive. 

In  this  you  can  help  him!   Pray  for 

him  daily!  Tell  him  so!  ▼

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/And  as  he  (Saul)  journeyed,  he 
came  near  Damascus:  and  suddenly 
there  shined  round  about  him  a  light 
from  heaven:  and  he  fell  to  the  earth, 
and  heard  a  voice  saying  unto  him, 
Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest  thou  me? 
And  he  said,  Who  art  thou,  Lord? 
And  the  Lord  said,  I  am  Jesus  whom 
thou  persecutest:  it  is  hard  for  thee  to 
kick  against  the  pricks.  And  he  trem- 
bling and  astonished  said,  Lord,  what 
wilt  thou  have  me  to  do?"  (Acts 
9:3-6). 

This  in  brief  tells  of  one  of  the 
most  unusual  and  extraordinary  con- 
versions in  Christian  history.  Here  a 
man  utterly  opposed  to  Christianity 
became  the  greatest  Christian  of  all. 
No  one  anticipated  that  Saul  of  Tarsus 
would  turn  from  violent  opposition  to 
zealous  endorsement  of  the  Christian 
faith.  Saul  had  been  the  ringleader  for 
the  concerted  attack  on  Stephen  and 
he  was  responsible  for  Stephen's  being 
stoned  to  death. 

The  radical  change  in  Saul  "is  the 
Lord's  doings;  it  is  marvelous  in  our 
eyes"(Ps.  118:23). 

Joyce  Kilmer's  well-known  poem, 
"Trees"  has  a  thought  I  would  change 
a  bit  to  express  in  these  words:  "Ser- 
mons are  made  by  fools  like  me,  but 
only  God  can  set  man  free." 

Recognizing  that  only  God  can 
make  a  Christian  is  not  to  be  con- 
strued as  an  excuse  for  not  going  about 
and  trying  to  recruit  people  for  the 
kingdom  of  God.  Rather,  it  is  an  en- 
couragement. 


If  God  did  not  make  seeds  to 
sprout,  send  roots  down  and  stems 
upward,  form  the  leaves,  and  at  last 
the  grain,  farmers  would  be  utterly  dis- 
couraged in  planting,  cultivating,  and 
preparing  for  the  harvest.  What  God 
does  marvelously  is  an  incentive  to  do 
our  part  in  assisting  Him. 

Because  we  have  forgotten  that  only 
God  can  save  a  soul,  we  neglect  our 
mission  of  cultivating  people  for  God. 
God  meets  with  people  in  different 
ways,  depending  on  the  kind  of  person 
with  whom  He  is  dealing.  Some  He 
woos  with  gentle  persuasion,  others 
with  thunder  and  lightning,  as  in  Saul's 
case. 

Divine   Illumination 

Whatever  method  God  uses,  He 
penetrates  deep  into  the  citadel  of 
man's  ego;  there  is  no  superficial  ac- 
costing as  far  as  God  is  concerned. 
He  humbles  a  person  and  makes  him 
understand  how  utterly  lost  and  in- 
capable of  self-development  he  is. 

Saul  did  not  plan  or  expect  an  en- 
counter with  God.  He  was  in  no  mood 
to  become  a  Christian.  God  caught 
him  with  his  guard  down.  He  did  not 
give  him  time  beforehand  to  reason  his 
way  out  of  a  commitment. 

God  often  handicaps  or  cripples  a 
person  to  save  him.  Saul  became  blind 
for  the  time.  Jacob  of  old  had  his  hip 
dislocated.  Others  have  heart  attacks 
or  suffer  the  loss  of  a  loved  one.  The 
jailer  with  his  life  in  jeopardy  cried 
out,  "What  must  I  do  to  be  saved?" 
He  was  probably  thinking  of  physical 


salvation,  but  he  found  spiritual  sal- 
vation in  the  process. 

God's  methods  are  above  and  be- 
yond the  natural.  The  natural  man 
cannot  receive  the  things  of  God  (I 
Cor.  2:14),  so  supernatural  revelation 
is  involved.  Jesus  said  to  Peter  when 
he  confessed  that  Jesus  was  the  Son 
of  God:  "Blessed  (happy)  art  thou, 
Simon  Barjona:  for  flesh  and  blood 
hath  not  revealed  it  unto  thee,  but  my 
Father  which  is  in  heaven"  (Matt. 
16:17). 

Natural  elements  may  be  involved, 
but  in  the  divine  encounter  there  is 
something  more  than  the  usual  order 
of  things.  This  is  the  reason  sociology 
and  psychology  cannot  cope  with  the 
reality  of  conversion. 

Psychologists  skirt  around  the  phe- 
nomenon of  conversion  and  all  too 
often  discount  what  has  happened  as  a 
coincidence,  or  a  chance  combination 
of  circumstances  that  brought  the  sub- 
conscious up  into  the  conscious  and 
brought  to  light  a  childhood  experi- 
ence which  then  caused  the  change  in 
personality. 

Skeptics  say  Paul  had  a  sunstroke 
on  the  road  to  Damascus.  If  he  did, 
let's  pray  that  more  people  have  sun- 
strokes. When  a  person  has  a  sun- 
stroke he  actually  is  incapacitated.  He 
can't  stand  to  be  in  the  sun  after  that; 
he  becomes  weak,  and  sometimes  inco- 
herent in  his  speech.  Saul  had  a  Sow- 
stroke,  not  a  sunstroke. 

God  Uses  the  Church 

When  God  saves  a  person  from  sin 
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and  death  He  leads  him  into  the  fel- 
lowship of  believers.  The  Lord  identi- 
fied himself  with  His  people  when 
Saul  was  bent  on  destroying  them: 
"Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest  thou  me? 
...  it  is  hard  for  thee  to  kick  against 
the  pricks  (goad)." 

Saul  was  fighting  God  when  he  op- 
posed the  Christians.  To  fight  God  is  as 
futile  as  plowing  oxen's  kicking  against 
the  pricks  of  the  goad  in  front  of  the 
plow.  The  oxen  hurt  only  themselves, 
not  the  plow  or  the  plowman. 

God  uses  the  local  church  (not  the 
official  institution),  the  living  organism 
of  two  or  three  meeting  together  in  the 
name  of  Christ  (Matt.  18:19-20).  It  is 
only  in  the  church  that  any  of  us  has 
influence  in  winning  souls  for  Christ. 
People  are  not  drawn  to  Christ  in  a 
vacuum.  The  church  is  the  body  of 
Christ.  We  see,  touch,  work  with 
Christ,  when  we  are  part  of  the  fellow- 
ship of  believers. 

God  used  Ananias,  a  trusted  ser- 
vant, (not  the  infamous  liar  of  that 
name  in  Acts  5:1-4)  to  meet  with  Saul, 
to  heal  him  of  his  blindness,  to  give 
him  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  and 
to  call  him  "Brother  Saul." 

Obedience  Impelled 

In  a  sense,  to  obey  God  is  man's 
part  and  certainly  his  responsibility, 
but  obedience  to  God  by  one  touched 
by  God  is  like  iron  being  drawn  to  a 
magnet.  If  obedience  depended  on 
one's  own  exerted  will  power,  he 
could  not  obey  God. 

We  need  God's  original  encounter 


to  be  extended  through  the  irresistible 
drawing  power  of  His  love.  We  obey 
because  we  delight  to  obey.  Years 
later  Saul,  then  called  Paul,  exulted  be- 
fore King  Agrippa  after  telling  of  his 
Damascus  experience,  "Whereupon,  0 
King  Agrippa,  I  was  not  disobedient 
unto  the  heavenly  vision"  (Acts  26;  19). 
He  was  not  bragging  but  praising  God. 

God  spoke  to  me  in  the  backyard 
of  our  home  when  I  was  fourteen  years 
old.  The  impact  was  so  tremendous 
that  to  follow  through  on  what  God 
commanded  me  to  do  was  a  happy 
obedience,  a  desire  like  an  appetite. 
It  was  not  a  "have  to"  following  of 
orders.  When  God  makes  himself 
known,  the  sinner  who  accepts  the  call 
finds  a  new  heart  and  a  new  purpose 
that  makes  commandments,  challenges, 
and  laws  privileges. 

If  one  would  think  of  obedience  as 
gladly  giving  in  to  the  entrancing  pull 
of  divine  love,  instead  of  exerting  will 
power,  he  would  have  little  trouble 
breaking  the  chains  of  a  bad  habit, 
whether  it  be  temper,  alcohol,  tobacco, 
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sex,  miserliness,  or  laziness. 

Do  you  know  yourself  to  be  a  real, 
genuine  Christian?  You  don't  need  to 
know  the  day  or  the  hour  when  God 
met  with  you.  But  you  need  to  know 
you  belong  to  Christ,  heart  and  soul. 

Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and 
trust  Him,  have  confidence  in  Him, 
obey  Him  and  you  are  one  of  the  re- 
deemed. You  can  be  sure.  Just  be 
humble  enough  to  take  God  at  His 
word,  and  not  depend  on  your  own 
feelings  and  opinions. 

The  Real  Christian 

After  making  one  a  Christian,  God 
calls  on  him  to  be  ready  to  assist  in 
making  others  Christians.  Ananias  was 
ready  to  call  on  Brother  Saul  who  was, 
in  turn,  prayerfully  waiting  for  him  to 
make  the  call. 

There  are  people  about  us  who  are 
waiting  for  us  to  call.  God  will  make 
the  initial  penetrating  and  supernatural 
encounter  with  His  offer  of  redemp- 
tion, but  we  are  to  follow  with  an  in- 
vitation to  belong  to  the  Christian  fel- 
lowship and  minister  in  Christ's  name 
to  meet  their  needs  and  guide  them 
in  their  further  enlightenment. 

There  needs  to  be  much  more  pray- 
ing to  have  conversions  happen  among 
us.  Conversions  are  miracles.  Only 
God  can  make  a  Christian,  but  in  the 
making  He  uses  those  whom  He  has 
previously  made  Christian.  We  are 
saved  to  help  save  others.

There  have 
been  times  when  I  have  asked  myself 
these  questions. 

But,  I  know  the  answers.  I  know 
that  we  are  living  not  only  in  the  place, 
but  in  the  very  house  which  God  has 
indicated  as  His  will  for  us.  I  see  God 
use  our  children  to  open  doors  of 
friendship  and  opportunities  to  witness 
for  Him.  And  I  hear  from  their  lips 
their  desire  to  tell  others  the  Good 
News  and  their  concern  for  those  who 
have  not  responded. 

I  see  God's  hand  of  blessing  on 
Phil  as  he  teaches  his  Bible  classes  and 
communicates  with  families  who  for- 
merly would  never  even  enter  a  Protes- 
tant home-but  they  will  now,  because 
they  have  met  a  Christian  man  whom 
they  respect  for  his  testimony  of  God's 
saving  and  keeping  power. 

And  then,  too,  I  marvel  at  the  work 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  lives  of  some 
of  these  among  whom  we  have  come 
to  serve.  Some  have  expressed  them- 
selves as  follows: 

"Now  I  have  peace  because  you 
taught  me  how  to  invite  the  Lord 
Jesus  into  my  heart"  (a  young  mother). 
"I  never  thought  I  would  be  a  trai- 
tor to  my  own  religion-just  think  how 
long  it  took  for  me  to  realize  that 
(that  Jesus  alone  saves) .  .  .  now  I'm  an 
evangelical"  (our  maid,  Dona  Petra). 
"I  want  to  ask  Jesus  into  my 
heart"  (a  young  teen-ager  upon  hear- 
ing the  story  of  the  prodigal  son). 

"Now  I  know  that  a  Christian  is  a 
person  who  has  invited  Christ  to  live  in 
his  heart"  (a  mother  of  seven).

My  early  education  was  begun  in 
the  home,  using  the  Calvert  Course. 
When  I  was  nine  years  old  I  entered 
fourth  grade  in  the  nearby  public 
school-two  rooms,  four  grades  in 
each.  My  last  year  of  high  school  was 
finished  by  correspondence.  During 
school  years  my  time  was  occupied 
helping  my  mother  in  the  work  of  the 
home  and  the  mission,  Bible  schools, 
camps,  and  so  forth.  For  recreation 
we  hiked,  rode  horseback,  or  played 
basketball,  ping-pong,  and  baseball. 
All  in  all,  it  was  very  much  an  out-of- 
doors  life. 

When  I  was  twenty  I  entered  Moody 
Bible  Institute  and  studied  there  for 
nearly  two  and  one-half  years.  Then, 
after  spending  another  year  at  home, 
I  entered  Biola  Bible  College  in  Los 
Angeles.  A  year  later  my  brother, 
Valdo  (now  a  missionary  in  France), 
introduced  me  to  his  best  friend,  Phil 
Guerena. 

I  had  always  been  interested  in 
Africa,  probably  through  the  influence 
of  my  parents.  But,  after  the  Lord 
brought  Phil  and  me  together,  I  real- 
ized "  that  a  latent  interest  in  Latin 
America  was  becoming  predominant- 
although  I  knew  almost  nothing  at  all 
about  Mexico,  its  culture,  people,  lan- 
guage-I  was  hardly  even  aware  of  its 
location  on  the  map! 

We  both  graduated  from  Biola  in 


1957  and  were  married  that  summer 
in  Montana.  In  the  fall  Phil  enrolled 
in  Grace  Seminary,  and  graduated  in 
1960. 

In  March,  1963,  we  arrived  in  Mexi- 
co City.  I  will  never  forget  our  first 
impression  of  the  city  as  we  arrived  at 
night  and  saw  the  thousands  of  lights 
glittering  through  the  darkness-it  was 
such  a  contrast  to  the  small  towns 
through  which  we  had  driven  on  our 
way. 

And  now  nearly  six  years  have 
passed.  We  have  had  thrills  that  glitter 
with  a  more  durable  brilliance-and 
that  is  perhaps  because  they  have  also 
cost  us  more  in  love,  time,  sacrifice, 
and  prayer.  Others,  too,  are  involved 
in  this  labor-those  who  serve  through 
giving  that  we  may  be  here,  and  those 
who  pray  that  God  will  pour  out  His 
blessings  on  this,  His  work. 

We  are  engaged  in  holding  forth  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  our  friends 
and  neighbors,  and  to  their  friends  and 
neighbors. 

Surely  not  the  least  evidence  of 
God's  will  is  the  testimony  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  my  own  heart-when  perhaps 
in  the  midst  of  the  confusion  of  a 
children's  class,  or  in  the  quiet  of  a 
home  visiting  with  a  mother— I  sudden- 
ly realize  that  right  here  in  Mexico,  do- 
ing what  we  are  doing  is  exactly  what 
I  want  to  do-and  my  heart  glows  with 
peace  and  joy  because  He  has  done  it 
all.  T

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Let's  take  a  boat  ride  on  the  Sea 
of  Galilee.  It  is  as  smooth  as  glass  to- 
day, but  they  tell  us  a  storm  can  come 
up  quickly  and  endanger  ships  and 
lives.  This  reminds  us  of  the  disciples 
and  their  experiences,  especially  when 
Jesus  said,  "Peace  be  still,"  and  im- 
mediately there  was  a  calm.  He  can 
still  the  tempest  in  our  breast  today 
if  we  listen  to  His  words.  One  of  the 
beautiful  "3:16's"  of  the  Bible  is  II 
Thessalonians  3:16,  "Now  the  Lord  of 
peace  himself  give  you  peace  always 
by  all  means"  and  Isaiah  26:3,  "Thou 
wilt  keep  him  in  perfect  peace,  whose 
mind  is  stayed  on  thee." 

As  we  rode  on  Galilee  the  guide 
pointed  out  Mt.  Herman -one-half  now 
belongs  to  Israel,  and  the  other  half  to 
Jordan.  He  pointed  out  the  Mount  of 
Beatitudes  and  where  the  5,000  were 
fed,  and  also  where  Jesus  went  to  pray. 
Beside  this  Sea,  Jesus  called  the  first 
disciples  to  be  fishers  of  men. 

Did  you  know  a  fish  called  Ichtus 
was  the  first  secret  sign  of  the  early 
Christians?  A  fish  on  the  doorpost 
told  of  a  place  of  refuge  in  times  of 
persecution  and  that  a  fellow  believer 
lived  there. 

The  children  of  Israel  are  so  dear! 
They  hold  out  their  hands  and  say,

"Shalom,  Shalom"  (peace,  peace)  as 
they  beg  for  money.  One  little  girl 
said,  "Merry  Christmas"  as  she  held 
out  a  grimy  hand.  Shalom  is  like  a 
password-the  hello,  good-by,  and  hi— 
used  everywhere  in  Israel.  Sometimes 
they  have  candy,  gum,  and  postcards 
to  sell. 

The  shops  in  Old  Jerusalem  were 
filled  with  goodies  of  all  kinds.  They 
looked  enticing.  In  one  shop  there  were 
bags  of  dried  fruits,  figs,  raisins,  and 
nuts  of  all  kinds.  The  most  beautiful 
fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  (cabbages 
and  cauliflower  as  large  as  dishpans) 
were  on  display.  The  oranges  rivaled 
California  and  Florida  oranges  for 
sweetness  and  juice.  There  was  neither 
ice  nor  refrigeration  of  any  type  in  the 
fish  or  meat  markets. 

We  never  tired  walking  the  narrow 
streets  in  Jerusalem.  No  cars  there- 
only  donkeys  and  people. 

Remember  David  in  the  Bible  car- 
ried a  flute  when  he  was  a  shepherd 
boy— well,  now  they  carry  a  transistor 
radio.    The  Mohammed  priests,  in  the 


past,  called  their  people  to  prayer. 
Now,  it  is  usually  a  tape  recorder  and 
loudspeaker  that  is  used. 

In  the  country  we  saw  homes  paint- 
ed bright  colors.  Superstition  causes 
the  dwellers  to  believe  this  will  keep 
evil  away.  Especially  blue  and  green 
are  used  "to  make  a  bridge  from  earth 
(green)  to  heaven  (blue)."  We  know 
there  is  only  one  bridge  between  God 
and  man— the  cross  of  Calvary  on 
which  our  Saviour  died. 

We  picked  some  lily  of  the  valley 
and  were  surprised  to  find  them  a 
beautiful  red.  The  trees,  planted  by 
visitors  and  Israelis,  have  been  bene- 
ficial to  both  people  and  the  land. 

The  leaders  of  Israel  today  are  look- 
ing for  a  Messianic  Era.  The  states- 
men, scholars,  and  religious  leaders  be- 
lieve that  education,  culture,  and 
science  will  bring  this  era  to  the  world. 
We  know  this  is  not  the  teaching  of 
Scripture,  for  the  Messianic  Era  im- 
plies a  Messiah.  The  devout  Orthodox 
Jews  still  look  for  Him  to  come  in 
person.

hen  one  thinks  of  bells,  one 
thinks  of  noise;  either  a  clanging  noise 
or  a  melodious  one.  This  is  true  in 
Mexico,  too. 

There  are  a  few  huge  organs  with 
bells  in  the  cultural  centers  of  Mexico. 
The  fire  engine  roars  through  the  city 
streets  ringing  the  huge  bell  that  differ- 
entiates it  from  the  police  or  ambu- 
lance.  Likewise,  the  cattle  roam 
through  the  cactus  on  the  barren  desert 
stretches,  clanging  the  bells  around 
their  necks  with  every  step. 

In  between  these  extremes,  there 
are  myriads  of  bells  to  be  heard— the 
vendor's  bell  on  the  taco  wagon  or  ice 
cream  cart  is  the  most  frequent.  There 
are  more  vendors'  wagons  on  the  city 
streets  in  Mexico  than  you'd  ever  guess. 
They  sell  everything  edible  you  can 
imagine  and  a  few  things  you  can't 
imagine.  In  the  downtown  area  of 
Tijuana,  there  are  two  or  three  sta- 
tioned at  every  corner  with  several 
scattered  in  between,  besides  the  roam- 
ing ones  throughout  the  suburbs.  They 
constantly  tinkle  their  bells  to  extract 
the  nickels  and  dimes  from  pockets  in 
exchange  for  fruits,  sweets,  or  hot 
steamed  foods. 

Of  course,  we  can't  omit  the  school 
bell  even  if  it  isn't  such  a  welcome 
sound  on  a  drowsy  day. 

The  number  of  Roman  Catholic 
churches  with  bells  chiming  is  amazing 
to  the  foreigner.  Catholicism  is  the 
nationally  respected  religion  of  Mexico, 
and  Rome  clamors  constantly  for  the 
attention  and  the  money  of  the  Mexi- 
can people. 

To  hear  the  church  bell  at  rosary 
hour  is  to  remember  that  you  prom- 
ised to  attend  and  pay  for  a  certain 
number  of  prayer  gatherings  so  Grand- 
mother could  get  out  of  purgatory  and 
into  heaven.  To  hear  the  church  bell 
at  carnival  hour  is  to  excite  you  to  go 
to  the  church  fair  to  drink  and  dance 
and  gamble  like  a  good  supporter  of 
your  church,  because  all  profits  go  to 
the  building  fund. 

To  hear  the  church  bell  after  you 
have  accepted  the  truth  of  the  Gospel, 
is  to  silently  pray  for  your  family  and 
friends  who  are  still  being  swept  along 
in  that  immense  tide  of  man's  ideas 
about  religion.

SMMs  Four-Fold  Purpose 


Hi,  girls! 

A  new  year  has  begun!  What  does 
it  hold?  Only  God  knows.  Often  at 
the  beginning  of  a  new  year,  we  look 
back  to  the  ones  that  are  now  history. 
Let's  take  a  look  at  some  of  the  past 
years  of  SMM  and  see  what  we  can 
learn. 

From  a  1930  scrapbook  we  learn 
that  SMM  has  a  fourfold  purpose:  1. 
To  develop  a  symmetrical  Christian 
young  woman.  2.  To  bind  together 
for  service  the  young  women  of  our 
denomination.  3.  To  aid  in  sending; 
the  Gospel  into  all  the  world.  4.  To 
do  practical  and  benevolent  work. 

How  is  this  purpose  to  be  accom- 
plished? This  purpose  is  to  be  accom- 
plished through  becoming  informed  as 
to  conditions,  putting  this  information 
into  practical  use  in  personal  service, 
and  in  giving.  Our  time  and  our  mon- 
ey are  not  our  own,  but  are  to  be  in- 
vested in  the  cause  of  Him  whom  we 
claim  as  our  Lord.  We,  as  Christian 
young  women,  dare  not  spend  our 
time  and  income  for  selfish  purposes 
without  first  giving  back  to  God  that 
which  belongs  to  Him. 

Another  SMM  scrapbook  from  the 
years  1933-1938  gives  a  devotional 
lesson  concerning  a  fruitful  life;  which 
includes  consecration, fellowship,  stew- 
ardship, prayer,  and  God's  Word.

I  Chronicles  29:5,  "Who  then  is 
willing  to  consecrate  his  service  this

"Truly 
our  fellowship  is  with  the  Father,  and 
with  his  Son  Jesus  Christ"  (I  John 
1:3).  Each  girl  shall  seek  to  have  an 
unbroken  and  more  intimate  associa- 
tion with  Christ. 

STEWARDSHIP 

I  Peter  4:10,  "As  every  man  hath 
received  the  gift,  even  so  minister  the 
same  one  to  another,  as  good  stewards 
of  the  manifold  grace  of  God."  Each 
Christian  girl  shall  be  faithful  in  giving 
her  money,  time,  and  talents  to  the 
Master.

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FULLERTON,  Calif.  (EP)-A  fatal  accident  involving  a  plane 
operated  by  the  Missionary  Aviation  Fellowship  took  the  lives  of  the 
pilot  and  one  passenger  on  the  Philippine  island  of  Palawan,  Decem- 
ber 22,  1968. 

George  Raney,  at  the  controls  of  the  single-engine  aircraft,  was 
killed  with  missionary  passenger,  Merle  Buckingham  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  Baptists  for  World  Evangelism  headquartered  in  Philadelphia. 

The  accident,  MAF's  second  fatal  one  in  its  24-year  history, 
occurred  during  an  attempted  parcel  drop  in  the  mountainous 
island. 

Raney  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Beth,  and  three  children;  Bucking- 
ham is  survived  by  his  wife.  They  also  have  three  children. 

MAF's  first  fatality  was  pilot  Don  Roberson,  whose  plane  crashed 
in  Venezuela  in  October  1967. 

Beth  Raney  cabled  MAF  headquarters  here:  "George's  life  now 
complete.  His  only  desire  was  to  glorify  the  Lord.  Though  our  loss 
cannot  be  measured,  the  Lord  has  given  peace.  Isaiah  43: 1-2;  44:3." 

MINNEAPOLIS,  Minn.  (EP)-Evangelist  Billy  Graham,  honorary  chairman  of  the  U.S.  Congress  on 
Evangelism  to  convene  here  September  8-13,  1969,  and  Dr.  Oswald  C.  J.  Hoffmann  of  St.  Louis,  chair- 
man of  the  congress,  are  calling  for  eight  months  of  concentrated  prayer  on  behalf  of  the  event. 

The  national  congress  is  expected  to  bring  together  8,000  delegates  from  more  than  100  denomin- 
ations for  prayer  and  study.    One-third  will  be  lay  men  and  women,  one-third  parish  pastors,  and  one- 
third  evangelists,  educators,  theological  students,  executives,  and  so  forth. 

OREGON  CITY,  Oreg.  (EP)— Dr.  Kenneth  Scott  Latourette,  renowned  historian  of  religion,  died  here 
after  being  struck  by  a  car.  He  was  84. 

The  former  professor  of  church  history  at  Yale  University  was  a  graduate  of  Oregon's  Linfield  College 
which  named  a  building  in  his  honor. 

His  most  notable  editorial  achievement  was  the  seven-volume  The  History  of  the  Expansion  of 
Christianity,  published  from  1937  to  1945. 

Dr.  Latourette  had  served  at  one  time  as  president  of  the  American  Baptist  Convention. 

Police  officers  said  the  victim  was  struck  by  a  car  driven  by  Mrs.  Joyce  Matteson,  39,  of  this  city.  Dr. 
Latourette  died  three  hours  later.  Visibility  was  limited  and  he  was  wearing  dark  clothing.  No  citation 
was  issued. 


SEATTLE,  Wash.  (EP— A  foundation  to  provide  funds  for  the  continuing  education  of  American 
Baptist  ministers  has  been  organized  with  a  $25,000  grant. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Philip  Renshaw,  in  honor  of  the  Rev.  Fred  Leach— father  of  Mrs.  Renshaw,  established 
the  fund  under  the  American  Baptist  Board  of  Education  to  enable  ministers  of  the  denomination  to 
participate  in  continuing  education  programs. 

"Virtually  every  profession  has  some  program  of  continuing  education,"  Mr.  Renshaw  stated,  "but 
many  clergymen  leave  the  seminary  and  take  up  parish  work  with  no  provison  for  keeping  abreast  of 
developments  in  their  field.  That's  ridiculous!" 

Under  the  plan,  each  minister  qualifying  is  permitted  a  week  for  each  year  of  service  to  the  church 
with  his  salary  continued  and  his  expenses  provided.  A  minister  may  elect  to  take  two  weeks  every 
other  year.

"I  wonder  if  Tom  will  give  me 
candy,  flowers,  or  maybe  something 
very  different  this  Valentine's  Day.

many  wives  can  be  thus  assured.  There 
are  too  many  who  can't. 

Yet,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  men 
sometimes  get  marked  for  over-atten- 
tion to  their  wives.  Like  the  man  who 
said  to  his  friend,  "Why  are  you  al- 
ways doing  all  these  things  for  Mary; 
;t  puts  the  rest  of  us  guys  on  the  spot! 
It's  pretty  hard  to  remember  all  the 
special  occasions,  and  then  to  have  our 
wives  tossing  it  back  to  us,  'Tom  never 
forgets  Mary'!" 


Even  the  kids  catch  on.  "Dad, 
Johnny's  dad  thinks  you're  some  kind 
of  nut.  He  thinks  you're  henpecked; 
always  jumping  around  doing  things 
for  Mom.  And  when  you  go  around 
and  open  the  car  door  for  Mom,  he 
really  laughs.  He  thinks  that's  for  kids 
on  dates  but  not  for  grown-ups. 
'Course  I  think  it's  nice,  but  not 
Johnny's  pop!" 

The  love  of  a  husband  for  his 
wife  is  basic  to  successful  married 
life.  But,  more  important  is  the 
fact  that  it  is  the  very  heart  of 
successful  marriage  for  Christian 
couples.  Not  that  being  kind,  opening 
car  doors,  and  giving  gifts  to  a  wife 
satisfies  the  requirements  of  love  in  the 
fullest  sense.     Many  couples  who  do 


these  things  and  more,  wind  up  in 
divorce  court.  There  must  be  a  basic 
and  genuine  love-principle  present  to 
make  marriage  work.  This  originates 
in  the  God  of  love,  in  the  person  and 
work  of  His  Son  Jesus  Christ.  It  comes 
to  the  individual  through  a  personal 
experience  of  Christ  as  Saviour.  Then 
with  the  love  of  God  in  their  hearts, 
man  and  wife  have  the  potential  for  a 
happy  marriage . 

But,  even  so,  they  must  work  at 
it.  What  a  boost  for  the  husband  in 
the  admonition  of  the  Apostle  Paul  in 
Ephesians  5:25:  "Husbands,  love  your 
wives,  even  as  Christ  also  loved  the 
church,  and  gave  himself  for  it."  A 
husband  who  feels  that  he  loves  his 
wife  too  much,  perhaps  feeling  that  he 
sort  of  worships  her,  is  forgetting  that 
Christ  loved  the  church  enough  to  give 
His  life  on  the  cross  for  it  (His  bride), 
and  the  husband  is  admonished  to  love 
his  wife  as  much!  Some  of  us  hus- 
bands are  much  in  debt  to  our  wives, 
and  will  need  to  "pay  up"  with  inter- 
est. So  this  year  in  addition  to  the 
box  of  candy,  maybe  we  should  also 
"eat  out,"  leaving  the  dishes  for  some- 
one else  to  do  for  a  change! 

Where  there  is  the  love  of  God  in 
hearts,  there  just  must  be  love  for  hus- 
band and  wife.  And  where  there  is  this 
genuine  love,  it  will  show  up  in  love 
of  parents  for  children,  and  children 
for  parents,  making  for  a  truly  Chris- 
tian home.  It  is  from  this  kind  of 
home  that  will  come  workers  for  the 
Lord,  and  citizens  who  will  put  into 
practice  the  teachings  of  the  Word  of 
God  in  their  everyday  lives. 

Oh  yes,  to  you  wives,  don't  forget 
that  in  the  same  chapter  in  Ephesians 
it  is  recorded,  "Wives,  submit  your- 
selves unto  your  own  husbands,  as  un- 
to the  Lord."  It  takes  the  love  of  God 
working  in  the  hearts  of  both  the  hus-

I  he  Bible  says,  "Where  there  is  no 
vision,  the  people  perish  .  .  ."  (Prov. 
29:18).  The  universal  principle  stated 
here  must  be  applied  in  the  work  of 
home  missions  and  church  extension. 

Missionary  vision  is  based  upon  a 
need,  a  recognition  of  the  means  to 
meet  that  need  and  the  expectation  or 
faith  that  God  will  supply  the  spiritual 
power  to  accomplish  His  purpose. 

The  spiritual  needs  of  our  nation  are 
reaching  alarming  proportions.  When  a 
nation  turns  against  God  and  His  Word 
and  distorts  the  basic  Bible  facts,  we 
are  standing  in  line  for  the  judgment  of 
God.  Bible  reading  and  prayer  are  be- 
ing systematically  eliminated  from  our 
schools.  Baccalaureate  services  for 
public  schools  are  being  seriously  ques- 
tioned. Leaders  in  places  of  higher 
learning  are  becoming  much  more  bold 
in  their  atheistic  teaching.  Morals 
among  adults,  college  young  people 
and  even  teen-agers  are  sinking  to  a 
frightening  low.  Immorality  has  be- 
come the  big  joke  in  the  entertainment 
world. 

Crime  continues  to  erode  our  so- 
ciety. The  Federal  Bureau  of  Investi- 
gation has  just  released  the  facts  that 
on  top  of  a  16  percent  increase  in  crime 
last  year  (highest  in  our  history)  there 
is  now  an  unprecedented  19  percent 
increase  in  the  first  part  of  this  year. 
Murder  is  up  15  percent,  rape  up  17 
percent,  robbery  up  32  percent  and 
auto  theft  is  up  22  percent.  Respect 
for  authority  continues  to  wane,  re- 
bellion on  campuses  increases,  and  the 
American  home  is  under  bitter  attack. 
The  prospects  for  a  bright  future  on 
this  earth  are  extremely  clouded. 

The  big  guns  of  criticism  are  now 
being  turned  toward  the  church  and 
clergymen.  The  American  people  look 
to  the  large  denominational  churches 
which  have  been  eroded  by  apostasy. 
This  modern  apostasy  reveals  itself  in 
three  realms:  departure  from  the  Word 
of  God,  departure  from  the  basic  rules 


of  conduct  for  Christian  living,  and 
departure  from  the  basic  purpose  of 
God  for  His  church.  Unless  the  church 
(general)  returns  to  the  true  concept 
of  God  and  His  church  as  revealed  in 
the  Word  of  God  there  will  be  no  bless- 
ing, no  power,  no  movement  of  God. 

The  bitter  sadness  of  this  situation 
arises  out  of  the  fact  that  the  common 
American  citizen  is  often  not  able  to 
delineate  between  the  churches  that 
are  true  to  the  Word  and  those  that 
are  false.  He  builds  his  rejection  of  the 
church,  its  leadership,  and  its  dogma 
on  the  premise  of  a  failing  apostate 
church. 

Fundamental,  Bible-believing  and 
spirit-moved  churches  have  a  vastly 
different  story  to  tell— souls  saved, lives 
transformed,  family  relations  restored, 
happiness  in  fellowship  and  answered 
prayer.  Such  churches  are  experiencing 
the  blessing  of  God  and  are  growing. 
Their  influence  is  wholesome,  stimu- 
lating and  vibrant. 

America  is  a  modern  Nineveh.  Many 
churches  are  similar  to  Jonah  in  that 
they  are  not  ready  to  take  the  direc- 
tion of  God  and  preach  the  truth. 
Like  Jonah  they  would  rather  take  a 
trip  in  another  direction  than  face  the 
facts. 

The  Brethren  Church,  a  conserva- 
tive, fundamental  church  has  a  glorious 
opportunity  in  our  nation.  The  spiri- 
tual need  is  great.  We  have  the  message 
that  will  bring  the  power  of  God  to 
work  in  the  American  home.     May 


God  help  us  to  catch  this  vision  and 
move  to  action! 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil stands  ready  to  accept  this  chal- 
lenge. We  need  qualified  home  mis- 
sionaries. We  need  home-mission  dol- 
lars for  their  support.  We  need  to  buy 
up  the  wonderful  opportunities  in 
growing  suburban  developments  now! 

Vision?  We  want  active  Brethren 
churches  in  every  major  city  in  the 
USA.  We  want  to  reach  the  urban,  the 
rural,  the  underprivileged,  and  the 
privileged.  We  want  a  total  ministry 
to  reach  every  person  in  our  nation. 

Alaska,  Nevada,  and  North  Carolina 
are  projected  for  1969.  We  expect 
three  or  perhaps  five  churches  to  step 
out  by  faith  and  become  self-support- 
ing. We  will  need  at  least  five  new 
church  buildings  this  year.  But  more 
than  this  we  need  to  see  goals  set  in 
every  home-mission  church  and  every 
established  church.  Goals  to  reach 
more  souls,  more  families,  more  youth 
and  more  children  for  Christ.  Why 
not  set  a  goal  to  reach  a  soul  a  week, 
a  family  a  week  for  Christ? 

The  burden  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  to  thrust  out  laborers  into  the 
harvest  field  is  a  Biblical  command. 
Are  we  doing  what  Christ  said?  Is  that 
a  number  one  request  at  your  church 
prayer  meeting?  The  need  is  great  for 
trained  leaders  to  take  advantage  of 
one  of  the  greatest  opportunities  of  a 
lifetime— to  reach  America  for  Christ.

". .  .  and  it's  not  finished  yet!"  This 
was  the  unbelieving  response  of  one 
of  our  first  time  visitors  at  the  Lexing- 
ton Grace  Brethren  Church.  The 
occasion  was  our  first  Rally  Day.  A 
twofold  goal  was  set— to  reach  two 
hundred  in  our  morning  worship  ser- 
vice and  to  add  $500  to  the  building 
fund. 

In  answer  to  the  faith  of  the  people 
the  Lord  sent  exactly  two  hundred. 
But  this  was  not  the  only  reason  for 
praise.  When  the  offering  was  counted 
we  had  a  new  high  of  nearly  $1,300. 
The  building  fund  goal  of  $500  was 
more  than  doubled. 

The  statement  of  our  visitor  came 
to  mind:  ".  .  .  and  it's  not  finished 
yet!"  She  was  right;  the  building  is 
not  finished!  The  construction  crew 
will  not  complete  its  work  at  Lexing- 
ton until  mid-January.  That  building 
will  seat  approximately  two  hundred 
in  the  sanctuary.  Thus,  we  are  present- 
ly having  plans  drawn  for  our  first  ad- 
dition.

There  are  other  conditions  to  which 
this  same  statement  applies.  As  to  the 
Lord's  work  in  Lexington,  certainly 
it's  not  finished  yet.  During  the  past 
four  weeks  we  have  seen  seventeen 
decisions,  four  of  these  were  first  time. 
However,  of  five  hundred  homes  sur- 
veyed more  than  55  percent  of  the 
people  in  the  area  attend  no  church. 

Psalm  126:6  tells  us,  "He  that  goeth 
forth  and  weepeth,  bearing  precious 
seed,  shall  doubtless  come  again  with 
rejoicing,  bringing  his  sheaves  with 
him."  Pray  with  us  that  the  Lord  will 
use  this  new  church  at  Lexington  to 
reach  this  rapidly  growing  community. 

There  is  yet  another  area  in  which 
this  statement  could  be  applied.  And 
perhaps  this  is  the  most  important 
application  of  all.  The  Lord  is  not  yet 
finished  in  your  heart!  Philippians 
1:6,  "Being  confident  of  this  very 
thing,  that  he  which  hath  begun  a  good 
work  in  you  will  perform  it  until  the 
day  of  Jesus  Christ."  How  I  wish  that 
Christians  would  really  believe  this! 
Far  too  often  the  people  in  our 
churches  feel  that  once  we  are  saved 
by  the  power  of  Christ  there  is  nothing 


else  to  the  Christian  life  until  either 
physical  death  or  the  Rapture  ushers 
us  into  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 
Somehow,  we  have  forgotten  that  we 
are  to  "present  your  bodies  a  living 
sacrifice"  (Rom.  12:1),  or  that  we  are

I  perform  some  of  the  secretarial 
duties  here  in  our  mission  office.  But, 
we  have  a  secretary  who  is  on  duty 
twenty-four  hours  a  day.  Although 
she  is  not  officially  known  as  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Brethren  Messianic 
Testimony  staff,  she  does  assist  us. 

Let  me  describe  her  for  you.  Para- 
doxically, she  is  rather  square  but  is  a 
live  wire.  She  has  all  her  buttons- 
which  are  in  good  working  order, 
some  of  which  read:  On,  Off,  Erase, 
Play  Back,  Reset,  Volume,  Rewind, 
Fast  Forward,  Auto  Answer,  Answer- 
ing Call.  She  is  gray  in  color,  but  not 
dull  as  she  sometimes  brightens  up  our 
day.  To  top  this— she  talks  back! 
And— we  all  wish  she  would  talk  back 


more! 

By  this  time  you  know  we  are  de- 
scribing our  electronic  secretary.  Mr. 
Button  records  messages  several  times 
a  week  which  lasts  approximately  two 
and  one-half  minutes,  then  gives  an 
invitation  to  those  of  Jewish  extraction 
to  leave  their  names  and  addresses  if 
they  are  interested  in  receiving  the  lit- 
erature described.  This  is  when  our 
secretary  talks  back.  Some  folks  hang 
up;  some  just  breathe;  others  give  out 
with  comments.  However,  some  do 
give  their  names  and  addresses.  Our 
literature  is  mailed  out  to  them,  and 
a  card  file  is  kept.  We  allow  two  or 
three  weeks  to  go  by,  giving  a  chance 
for  them  to  examine  the  literature. 
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Then,  we  take  these  names  and  use 
them  for  our  afternoon  call-backs. 

Does  our  talking-back  secretary  pay 
off?  One  of  these  calls  took  us  to  a 
young  Jewess,  who  denied  sending  for 
any  literature.  It  finally  turned  out 
that  her  daughter  had  called  as  a  joke, 
and  left  her  mother's  name.  During 
our  conversation  we  discovered  this 
young  Jewish  mother  had  received 
Christ  as  her  Saviour— but,  because  of 
family,  she  is  a  secret  believer.  Her 
husband  is  a  very  religious  Jew  who 
has  his  prayers  every  morning  and  is  a 
very  faithful  attendant  of  the  syna- 
gogue. We  were  able  to  sit  and  dis- 
cuss the  New  Testament  and  have 
prayer.  We  left  our  card,  inviting  her 
to  call  on  us  if  needed,  and  assured 
her  our  staff  would  be  praying  for  her 
and  her  family.  We  returned  a  few 
weeks  later  and  offered  her  the  book 
we  use  for  new  believers,  Now  That  I 
Believe  by  Robert  A.  Cook.  She  would 
only  accept  this  if  it  would  fit  in  her

handbag.  Praise  the  Lord,  it  did,  so 
we  left  her  with  this  book!  Pray  much 
for  this  young  lady ,  whom  we  saw  clasp 
her  hands  and  say,  "Oh,  I  cannot  reveal 
to  my  husband  that  I  even  think  about 
anything  like  this."  Sad,  isn't  it? 

Here  is  another  instance  of  the 
worth  of  our  secretary.  In  tracking 
down  two  other  names  at  the  same 
address,  we  found  a  brother  and  sister 
who  are  Gentiles.  The  boy  was  about 
ten  years  old  and  he  advised  us  that  he 


had  requested  the  literature  to  give  to 
his  friends.  Since  he  lives  in  the  Fair- 
fax neighborhood,  we  presume  his 
friends  are  Jewish.  If  this  is  so,  he  is 
the  youngest  missionary  to  the  Jews 
we  have  met. 

Pray  much  for  this  type  of  ministry. 
Pray  for  the  messages  as  they  are  given 
out  on  our  electronic  secretary,  for 
those  who  listen,  and  for  John  and  me 
as  we  testify  to  those  who  are  willing 
to  hear.  ▼

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Missions,  Primitive 
Conditions,  Yet 
Natives  to  Reach

H 


lave  you  been  to  the  mission 
field  lately?  Does  that  question  strike 
you  as  strange?  I  have  been  on  the 
mission  field  for  more  than  eight  years. 
I  have  had  the  experience  of  helping 
in  the  establishment  of  a  mission  sta- 
tion. I  have  been  in  worship  services 
in  primitive  facilities.  I  have  witnessed 
to  the  natives  and  been  exceedingly 
blessed  to  see  local  congregations  grow 
physically  and  spiritually  to  a  state  far 
advanced  from  that  primitive  begin- 
ning. I  have  seen  souls  born  into  the 
kingdom  of  God.  I  have  served  in  this 
mission  point  for  more  than  eight 
years-and  never  left  home! 

Yes,  I'm  being  a  bit  facetious  when 
I  say  these  things  but  in  a  very  definite 
sense  of  the  word  they  are  true  beyond 
doubt.  Sure,  the  mission  station  was  a 
home-Bible  class,  and  the  primitive 
facilities  were  a  basement  or  a  school 
auditorium.  True,  the  natives  were 
really  fellow  citizens  of  the  local  com- 


munity. This  does  not,  however,  elim- 
inate the  overwhelming  fact  that  these 
very  things  are  the  "fruit  of  the  chal- 
lenge" of  Brethren  home  missions. 

We  of  The  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches  are  especially  en- 
dowed with  the  working-tools  for  as- 
sisting in  the  evangelizing  of  America. 
Such  endowment  comes  from  the  Lord 
through  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council. 

In  light  of  the  swift  moral  descent 
of  America  we  may  even  now  be  right 
in  the  midst  of  God's  most  important 
mission  field.  The  harvest  is  no  less 
white  in  America  than  it  is  in  Africa  or 
Argentina.  There  are  countless  num- 
bers stepping  out  into  a  Christless 
eternity.  This  then,  is  the  challenge 
of  Brethren  home  missions.  The  task 
is  plain.  Have  you  been  to  the  mission 
field  lately?  Look  around  you,  you 
are  in  it.

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I  he  people-problem  is  today's 
greatest  crisis."  This  statement  was 
recently  released  as  a  part  of  a  survey 
taken  by  the  National  Industrial  Con- 
ference Board.  The  survey  clearly  in- 
dicated that  the  shortage  of  qualified 
man  power  was  the  number  one  prob- 
lem of  today's  business.  Although  no 
actual  survey  has  been  taken  within 
the  Christian  church,  there  is  every 
evidence  that  if  one  were  taken  the 
final  analysis  would  be  the  same.  The 
number  of  available  men  to  assume 
leadership  in  our  pastorless  churches 
continues  to  diminish  and  there  is  no 
relief  in  sight.  In  a  search  for  the 
reason  for  such  a  dilemma  several  ob- 
servations are  in  order. 

Parents  seem  to  be  blamed  for  near- 
ly everything  today  and  I  hesitate  to 
point  yet  another  accusing  finger. 
However,  the  evidence  clearly  shows 
that  part  of  the  guilt  can  be  traced 
directly  to  the  home.  It  would  appear 
that  the  very  desire  for  children  seems 
to  be  based  on  purely  selfish  reasons 
rather  than  on  Biblical  principles.  We 
search  in  vain  for  parents  today  who 
prevail  before  the  Lord  with  the  singu- 
lar purpose  of  Hannah  in  Old  Testa- 
ment days.  There  is  a  desperate  need 
for  such  a  spirit  that  caused  this 
mother  to  cry  out  in  bitterness  of  soul 
for  a  man-child  to  take  his  place  among 
the  servants  of  the  Lord. 

It  might  be  that  this  failure  on  the 
part  of  Christian  parents  to  dedicate 
their  children  to  the  ministry  is  due 
partly  to  the  unsavory  image  which 
has  been  fostered  by  the  media  of  to- 
day. Although  the  Bible  declares  the 
office  of  bishop  to  be  a  coveted  one, 
our  society  has  succeeded  in  portraying 
the  pastor  as  playing  a  rather  insignifi- 
cant role  in  twentieth-century  life. 

The  Christian  community  has,  like- 


wise, contributed  to  the  general  depre- 
ciation of  the  ministry.  In  its  efforts 
to  democratize  the  church  it  has  fos- 
tered a  philosophy  that  the  preacher  is 
just  a  "hired  man."  In  its  efforts  to 
tear  down  the  barriers  erected  during 
medieval  times  between  clergy  and 
laity  we  have  lost  much  more  than  the 
cloak  and  collar.  If  one  adds  to  this 
the  financial  inequities  that  tradition- 
ally have  been  associated  with  the 
pastor's  office  it  is  not  difficult  to  see 
why  young  people  have  failed  to  re- 
spond to  the  challenge  of  missionary 
endeavor. 

Closely  related  to  these  problems  is 
that  of  training.  Christian  parents 
have,  too  often,  abdicated  their  divine- 
ly ordained  responsibility.  There  must 
be  no  equivocation  on  the  Biblical 
precept  of  "train  up  a  child  in  the 
way  he  should  go  (italics  mine)."  This 
directive  places  the  parents  squarely 
in  the  place  of  decision.  Some  of  the 
greatest  men  of  history  have  been 
those  whose  parents  played  an  impor- 
tant role  in  the  determination  of  their 
destiny  while  they  were  yet  of  tender 
age.  It  doesn't  seem  contrary  to  God's 
plan  that  today's  parents  determine  to 
raise  some  pulpit  prodigies. 

In  no  area  have  we  been  so  remiss 
as  in  the  selection  of  academic  training 
centers  for  our  youth.  Victimized  by 
the  brain-washing  techniques  of  our 
twentieth  century  we  have  stood  by 
in  apathetic  silence  as  our  most  prom-

ising  young  men  have  enrolled  in  the 
secular  institutions  of  our  land.  Little 
wonder  so  few  such  secularized  stu- 
dents ever  stand  in  the  pulpits  of  our 
church.  Having  been  influenced  by 
atheistic  professors  for  four  years  the 
job  of  rehabilitation  is  almost  too 
great,  even  for  a  fundamental  semin- 
ary, when  (and  if)  such  a  student  later 
enrolls  for  theological  training. 

There  is  no  patent  panacea.  There 
is  no  such  thing  as  an  "instant  preach- 
er." Parents  must  pray,  plan,  and  pur- 
sue a  course  of  action  that  will  be  an 
encouragement  to  their  children  to 
recognize  the  ministry  as  a  vocation 
worthy  of  their  aspiration.  Little  can 
be  done  to  stop  the  production  of 
celluloid  trash  and  literary  garbage  that 
portrays  the  ministry  so  unfavorably, 
but  the  church  can  do  much  to  restore 
the  marred  image.  Every  possible 
means  must  be  used  to  upgrade  the 
office  and  regain  the  dignity,  honor, 
and  respect  that  rightfully  belongs  to 
the  clergy.  Pastors,  themselves,  must 
exercise  great  care  in  their  own  de- 
meanor. Pastoral  misconduct  has  a  de- 
moralizing effect  not  only  among  the 
adult  constituency  but  among  the 
youth  as  well. 

The  empty  pulpits  of  1968  are  but 
warning  signals— clouds  the  size  of  a 
man's  hand.  If  we  ignore  them  and 
fail  to  take  remedial  action  we  can  ex- 
pect a  greater  loss  among  our  churches. 
The  divine  indictment  so  poignantly 
proclaimed  by  the  prophet  Ezekiel 
echoes  down  to  us  today.  "I  sought 
for  a  man  among  them  that  should 
make  up  the  hedge,  and  stand  in  the 
gap  before  me  for  the  land."  In  Ezek- 
iel's  day  the  awful  answer  reverberated 
throughout  the  heavens— "I  found 
none."  Must  the  answer  be  the  same 
for  us?  ▼

Astronauts  Frank  Borman,  William  A.  Anders,  and  James  S.  Lovell,  Jr.,  read  the  story  of  Creation  from 
the  Book  of  Genesis. 

"It  would  be  interesting,"  Soviet  radio  said,  "to  know  what  this  means.  Is  it  a  joke  or  a  space  attempt 
to  strengthen  the  authority  of  religion  which  has  been  shaken  by  the  flight  itself?" 


SEATTLE,  WASH.  (EP)— For  insomnia,  neuroticism,  and  peptic  ulcers,  the  best 
antidote  is  Vitamin  R,  namely,  Religion,  according  to  Dr.  George  W.  Crane. 

In  response  to  Case  H-573,  the  doctor  said  that  when  people  worship  colored 
tablets  and  bottled  medicines  they  are  growing  idolatrous. 

"Indeed,  the  rise  of  psychiatry  is  an  indirect  indictment  of  the  decline  of  religion," 
Dr.  Crane  said.  "A  firm  partnership  with  the  Almighty  gives  you  a  wider,  cosmic 
perspective.  This  dwarfs  petty  daily  irritations.  It  then  lets  you  fall  asleep  without 
knocking  yourself  out  with  a  chemical  club  inside  your  cranium.  Remember,  too, 
that  the  drugs  you  consume  will  thus  impose  an  extra  burden  on  your  liver  and 
kidneys  and  usually  your  heart." 

"Get  on  God's  team  so  you  can  then  relax  at  night  by  asking  Him  to  take  over  the 
night  shift  for  you,"  the  journalist  physician  stated. 

BRIARCLIFF  MANOR,  N.Y.  (EP)-The  Middle  Slates  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools 
has  granted  The  King's  College  here  full  accreditation. 

"Regional  accreditation,"  said  College  President,  Dr.  Robert  A.  Cook,  "and  the  certification  of  much 
of  our  teacher  education  program  means  we  have  only  just  begun.  So  we  face  the  future  with  deep 
dedication  to  our  Lord  and  to  the  challenge  of  preparing  tomorrow's  Christian  leaders,  today."

The  plan,  developed  by  the  Board  of  Administration,  went  into  effect  Jan.  1,  1969 
in  cooperation  with  the  New  England  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  and  will  be 
financed  entirely  by  the  church.  No  contributions  from  participants  are  required. 

MOSCOW  (EP)-A  meeting  which  assembled  950  boys  and  girls  at  the  Black  Sea  youth  camp  of 
Artek  to  "root  out  religion,"  was  not  entirely  to  the  liking  of  the  editors  of  Nauka  I  Religia— science  and 
religion. 

The  Soviet  atheist  magazine  complained  that  while  most  children  said  they  did  not  believe  in  God  be- 
cause He  was  not  seen  by  cosmonauts  during  space  flights,  many  children  just  didn't  care  whether  they 
were  atheists  or  not. 

Nauka  I  Religia  charged  in  its  latest  edition  that  there  was  lack  of  enthusiasm  among  local  authorities 
and  inadequate  atheistic  education  in  the  children.  One  girl  who  turned  up  at  the  camp  came  from  a 
strictly  religious  family  in  Siberia  and  other  children  showed  no  interest,  the  periodical  declared. 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (EP)-Dr.  Edward  L.  R.  Elson,  pastor  of  Washington's  National 
Presbyterian  Church,  will  be  the  U.S.  Senate's  chaplain  for  the  next  two  years.  He  succeeds 
Dr.  Frederick  Brown  Harris,  83,  who  held  the  post  for  24  years. 

Senator  Stennis,  an  Episcopalian  and  leader  of  the  Senate  prayer  breakfast,  placed  Dr. 
Elson's  name  in  nomination,  with  Senator  Gale  McGee  (D.-Wyo.),  a  Presbyterian,  seconding 
the  nomination.  Dr.  Edward  Lewis  was  nominated  by  Senator  Lee  Metcalf  (D.-Wyo.),  a 
United  Methodist. 

When  the  Democratic  caucus  voted,  Dr.  Elson  received  28  votes,  Dr.  Lewis  20.

There  are  many  people  who  suf- 
fer from  the  malady  called  insom- 
nia, the  inability  to  sleep.  For 
various  reasons,  all  of  us  have  ex- 
perienced sleepless  nights,  but  there 
are  millions  who  have  chronic,  pro- 
longed insomnia. 

Some  years  ago  in  Leicester,  Eng- 
land, there  was  a  man  who  for  some 
unknown  reason  lost  his  desire  for 
sleep.  For  more  than  fifty  years  he 
spent  the  nights  reading,  listening 
to  the  radio,  and  resting,  but  never 
sleeping.  His  problem  amazed  doc- 
tors who  experimented  with  various 
means  of  producing  sleep.  All  plans, 
pills,  experiments,  including  hypno- 
tism, failed  to  provide  sleep. 

Although  this  is  an  extreme  odd- 
ity from  the  annals  of  medical  his- 
tory, it  probably  has  little  to  do 
with  us.  But  it  is  true  that  many 
people  today  cannot  sleep.  Most 
medical  authorities  agree  that  ten- 
sion robs  people  of  sleep  more  than 
anything  else. 

Psychiatrists  say  that  some  major 
causes  of  tension  are:  fear  of  the 
future  and  of  death;  feelings  of 
emptiness,  loneliness  and  meaning- 
lessness;  a  sense  of  guilt  and  con- 


demnation. If  these  causes  are  not 
met  head-on,  tension  will  prevail, 
often  resulting  in  sleeplessness. 

If  one  or  more  of  the  causes 
listed  above  are  evident  in  your  life, 
there  are  at  least  three  choices  avail- 
able to  you  in  coping  with  your 
problem. 

First  of  all,  you  can  just  do  noth- 
ing about  it.  Ignore  it.  Repress  it. 
Laugh  it  off.  But,  of  course,  this 
doesn't  work,  as  you  probably  al- 
ready know. 

Secondly,  you  can  consult  your 
doctor  and  use  certain  prescribed 
pills  to  either  pep  you  up  or  calm 
you  down,  whatever  your  need 
might  be.  Even  competent  psy- 
chiatric consultation  could  bring 
some  help  and  relief. 

But,  perhaps  best  of  all,  you  can 
follow  the  sensible  principles  of  the 
Christian  faith  and  experience  the 
release  and  redemption  that  millions 
have  already  found  in  Jesus  Christ. 
His  words,  "Come  unto  me,  all  ye 
that  labor  and  are  heavy  laden,  and 
I  will  give  you  rest"  are  still  valid. 
Respond  to  Him  and  much  more 
than  your  sleeplessness  will  be  cured.

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r\  n  embarrassing  question  con- 
fronts the  people  of  God  in  The  Breth- 
ren Church  at  this  time.  Are  we  help- 
ing to  sow  the  wind  which  will  eventu- 
ally develop  into  a  whirlwind?  I  am 
thinking  of  this  in  the  sense  of  omis- 
sion rather  than  commission.  But  fail- 
ure to  do  what  we  ought  to  do  only 
opens  the  way  for  those  who  press 
their  suit  in  the  positive.  Now  this  is 
what  I  mean.  Recently  I  was  im- 
pressed anew  at  the  importance  of 
work  among  the  Christian  young  peo- 
ple of  our  church,  and  came  face  to 
face  with  the  realization  that  the  one 
organization  within  the  denomination 
set  for  that  purpose  is  laboring  under 
a  heavy  deficit.  This  deficit  exists  in 
spite  of  the  frugal  budget  with  which 
they  seek  to  work.  This  means  that 
something  is  desperately  wrong. 

My  mind  then  went  back  over  the 
forty  years  that  I  have  known  The 
Brethren  Church  with  any  degree  of 
intimacy,  and  I  must  confess  that  some 
things  began  to  stand  out  quite  promi- 
nently. In  spite  of  our  loud  protesta- 
tions of  orthodoxy  and  evangelistic 
spirit,  with  rare  exceptions,  there  has 
really  been  little  concern  for  our  young 
people,  on  the  local  level,  the  district 
level,  or  the  national  level.  Any  efforts 
in  this  direction  have  been  struggles  in 
the  face  of  great  odds  and  persistent 
apathy.  It  is  amazing  that  as  much 
progress  has  been  made  as  has  been. 
But  now,  at  a  time  when  the  people  of 
God  should  be  rushing  to  the  rescue 
with  personal  and  financial  help,  there 
seems  to  be  less  concern  than  ever. 
Just  consider  a  few  things  bearing  on 
this  matter. 

This  is  fast  becoming  a  young  peo- 
ple's world.  Whether  we  like  it  or  not, 
wherever  the  majority  of  the  popula- 
tion lies,  therein  the  influence  and  con- 
trol of  the  world  will  be  exercised. 
The  force  of  this  fact  is  already  being 
felt.  Governments  are  rising  and  fall- 
ing before  the  pressure  of  youth.  In 
this  country  where  there  is  still  more 
control  felt  from  elders,  the  pressure 
of  youth  is  being  deeply  felt,  and  the 
voting  age  will  doubtless  be  lowered 
to  18  very  shortly.  The  riots  and  revo-

lution  and  seething  discontent  felt  on 
college  campuses  is  gradually  filtering 
down  to  high  school  age.  Do  not  be 
surprised  to  see  the  same  patterns  of 
conduct  breaking  out  in  the  high 
schools  across  the  land  within  the  next 
few  years. 

Satan  is  out  to  capture  the  minds 
of  men.  And  he  is  making  his  biggest 
play  for  the  minds  of  youth.  He 
knows  that  if  he  can  capture  the 
youth  of  today,  he  will  control  the 
world  for  his  purpose  tomorrow.  To 
achieve  this  result  he  has  not  hesitated 
to  infiltrate  every  area  of  education 
and  to  utilize  every  medium  of  com- 
munication. There  is  no  place  of  iso- 
lation from  this  diabolical  and  clever 
system  of  indoctrination.  Right  under 
the  eyes  of  Christian  parents  their 
children  are  subtly  slipping  into  un- 
belief, only  to  discover  it  when  they 
have  reached  college  age. 

As  parents  we  forget  that  our  chil- 
dren are  being  exposed  to  the  sub- 
tilties  of  false  philosophies  from  the 
first  grade  through  high  school.  They 
are  confronted  with  it  in  the  books 
they  read,  the  newspapers,  the  maga- 
zines. They  see  it  on  TV  and  hear  it 
over  radio.  The  exchange  among  young 
people  follows  this  pattern.  But  to 
offset  this  on  the  other  hand,  little  if 
anything  is  being  done.  Most  certainly 
the  proportion  of  effort  or  finance  or 
quality  is  not  being  brought  to  bear  in 
order  to  protect  these  young  people. 
Can  this  sort  of  response  be  justified 
in  the  face  of  the  approaching  storm? 
If  no  effort  is  made  to  nullify  the 


wind,  can  we  escape  the  blame  and  the 
shame  with  the  coming  of  the  whirl- 
wind? 

A  prophet  in  Israel  of  long  ago 
cried  out:  "For  they  have  sown  the 
wind,  and  they  shall  reap  the  whirl- 
wind" (Hos.  8:7).  He  saw  the  trend  in 
the  Northern  Kingdom:  apostasy,  idol- 
atry, immorality,  sensualism.  He  saw 
the  effect  in  the  younger  generation, 
and  he  was  certain  where  it  would  end. 
In  a  few  short  years  the  nation  disinte- 
grated within,  and  the  Assyrian  hordes 
descended  from  the  north  and  de- 
stroyed the  government  and  carried 
the  people  away  into  captivity.  The 
same  winds  of  corruption  overtook  the  i 
Southern  Kingdom,  and  one  hundred 
fifty  years  later  it  was  also  destroyed 
by  the  Babylonians.  But  in  both  cases 
these  nations  disintegrated  from  within 
before  they  felt  the  force  of  judgment 
from  without.  The  winds  of  false  doc- 
trine took  their  course  and  ended  in 
the  whirlwinds  of  judgment. 

Seven  hundred  fifty  years  after 
Samaria  fell,  there  came  into  the  land 
of  Israel  a  prophet  mighty  in  deed  and 
in  word,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  He  j 
called  twelve  men  to  himself,  and  to 
these  twelve  he  devoted  himself  for 
three  and  one-half  years.  They  were 
young  men.  Even  the  oldest,  Peter, 
was  a  young  man.  The  ages  ranged 
from  perhaps  20  to  30.  His  ministry 
among  them  produced  the  greatest 
revolution  in  religion  that  the  world 
has  ever  seen.  In  every  renewal  or 
reformation  in  the  Christian  faith  in 
the  past  19  centuries,  it  was  young 
men  who  led  the  way. 

Is  it  now  time  for  us  to  recognize 
the  important  place  of  young  people 
in  the  program  of  the  church  and  be 
ready  to  dig  deep  into  our  pockets  to 
reach  them,  and  to  give  ourselves  in 
personal  devotion  to  them?  This 
would  mean  a  revival  of  interest  on 
the  local,  district,  and  national  level  in 
our  youth.  It  would  mean  a  new  lease 
on  life  within  the  church.  It  would 
mean  more  young  people  for  full  time 
ministry  as  ministers,  missionaries, 
teachers.  The  answer  is  in  our  hands, 
personally  and  corporately.  ▼

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LIBRARY 

Four  large  classrooms  and  eight 
faculty  offices  in  the  new  library-learn- 
ing center  on  Grace  campus  are  sched- 
uled to  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the 
beginning  of  the  second  semester. 

In  addition,  there  will  be  a  language 
laboratory  listening  room  and  a  large 
night-study  area  which  could  double 
as  a  classroom  during  daytime  if  neces- 
sary. 

This  is  all  a  part  of  the  original 
building  design,  allowing  for  greater 
flexibility  in  the  use  of  the  lower  level 
space.  Later,  as  the  need  arises,  the 
library  will  be  able  to  expand  into  this 
area  by  the  simple  removal  of  portable 
partitions. 

Installation  of  the  suspended  ceiling, 
painting  of  the  walls,  preparation  of 
the  floor  for  the  laying  of  the  carpet, 
and  many  other  details  are  being 
speeded  in  order  to  be  ready  by 
"moving-in   time." 


Occupancy  of  the  second  and  third 
levels  will  take  place  as  soon  as  the 
work  is  completed  and  fixtures  in- 
stalled, by  March  if  possible. 

Dedication  of  the  library  is  set  for 
May  2,  1969. 

August,  1969  is  the  date  by  which 
the  required  $650,000  is  to  be  raised 
for  the  building.  A  total  of  $349,725 
in  cash  and  faith-promises  has  been  re- 
ceived to  date.

The  Editor  Speaks . . .

I  Are 
Your 
Ears 

Burning  ? 


There  is  an  old  saying  that  when 
your  ears  are  burning,  someone  is  talk- 
ing about  you. 

We  might  well  ask  the  institutional 
church,  "Are  your  ears  burning?"  For 
many,  many  people  both  verbally  and 
in  print  are,  in  fact,  talking  about  this 
establishment.  Some  are  saying  that  it 
is  in  trouble,  others  are  saying  that  un- 
less it  does  an  about-face  it  is  doomed. 
Still  others  say  its  days  are  numbered. 
Which  of  these  statements,  if  indeed 
any,  is  correct?  What  is  all  the  fuss 
about? 

Of  one  thing  we  can  be  certain: 
the  true  worldwide  church  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  here  to  stay  until  Christ  comes 
for  her;  it  cannot  fail.  And  the  Bible 
which  predicts  the  true  church's  ulti- 
mate success  is  here  to  stay,  even 
though  someone  has  said,  "The  age  of 
the  Book  is  over." 

But  what  of  the  organizational,  in- 
stitutional church?  It  is  indeed  in 
trouble,  deep  trouble.  With  this  many 
will  disagree,  but  let  us  face  the  facts. 
Denomination  after  denomination  is 
turning  from  the  message  of  the  Refor- 
mation: "Wholly  by  grace;  wholly 
through  Christ; wholly  by  faith; wholly 
in  Scripture."  Many  of  these  denom- 
inations, though  advocating  strength 
through  mergers,  are  abandoning  the 
message  of  salvation  through  Christ 
alone— plus  nothing,  wherein  lies  the 
potential  strength  of  the  church.  As 
a  result  many  are  claiming  that  another 
reformation  is  past  due. 

The  so-called  evangelical  church  is 
waning  in  its  zeal  to  carry  the  Gospel 
to  others.  Discouraging  statistical  re- 
ports indicate  this  clearly.  There  is  a 
lessening  of  concern  not  only  for  the 
lost  but  for  the  members  of  the  body 
of  Christ.  Too  many  are  depending 
upon  the  baby  sitter  and  the  nursing 
home  to  solve  the  problems  of  youth 
and  old  age.  A  paralyzing  indifference 


is  resulting  from  present-day  affluence. 

The  ecumenical  movement  has 
swung  to  an  extreme  position  on  social 
service;  the  evangelical  segment  of  the 
church  has  gone  in  the  opposite  di- 
rection. We  go  to  great  expense  to 
preach  the  Gospel  to  Mexicans  south 
of  the  border,  but  it  is  extremely 
difficult  for  a  Mexican  to  rent  a  decent 
apartment  in  the  area  where  I  live. 
Praise  the  Lord  for  young  people  who 
volunteer  to  go  to  Africa  to  reach  the 
"Blacks"  there.  But  what  about  our 
situation  at  home  where  many  evangel- 
icals will  sell  home  and  church  to  get 
away  from  them  here  in  the  USA! 
The  institutional  church  is  really  in 
trouble  under  such  circumstances. 

What  is  the  answer?  No  one  has  it 
fully.  But  surely  there  is  great  need 
for  a  reclaiming  of  our  first  love,  that 
genuine  concern  for  the  souls  of  peo- 
ple and  for  their  well-being.  There  is  a 
desperate  need  for  all  of  us  to  get  in- 
volved in  praying  with  and  for  people, 
thereby  seeking  to  manifest  Christian 
love  to  them.  The  world  has  seen  too 
much  sham  in  this  area.  And  there  is  an 
urgent  need  for  over-worked  pastors 
to  cease  being  administrators  and  to 
enter  upon  a  full  preaching  and  train- 
ing program  in  depth  to  train  laymen 
to  go  out  as  lay  preachers  of  the  Gos- 
pel to  reach  people  for  Christ.  We 
just  must  see  our  laymen  more  active 
in  this  type  of  ministry  if  the  institu- 
tional church  is  to  survive.  Why  not 
have  laymen  and  their  wives  "adopt" 
unsaved  couples  with  a  view  of  seeing 
them  come  to  know  Christ  as  Saviour? 

Yes,  the  ears  of  the  institutional 
church  are  burning  today.  People  are* 
talking  much  about  it.  It  is  time  that 
we  stopped  talking  and  began  doing 
something  constructive  and  positive 
about  helping  to  make  the  church  the 
great  institution  that  God  expects  it 
to  be.  ▼ 
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r^  quick  glance  at  the  map  will 
reveal  why  France  is  called  "The  Cross- 
roads of  Europe."  From  the  twentieth 
century  back  to  the  days  of  Julius 
Caesar-whose  exploits  in  Gaul  form 
the  homework  of  many  a  Latin  stu- 
dent—all the  major  currents  of  Euro- 
pean history  have  touched  this  coun- 
try. 

Though  France  is  only  twice  the 
size  of  Colorado,  its  influence  is  far 
out  of  proportion  to  its  size.  Consider- 
ing its  defeat  in  the  Second  World 
War  and  the  political  and  economic  in- 
stability which  followed,  many  wonder 
why  France  has  retained  its  voice  as  a 
world  power.  The  answer  in  part  is  its 
history.  Names  common  to  every 
schoolboy-Charlemagne,  Joan  of  Arc, 
Pascal,  Louis  XIV,  Napoleon,  Pasteur, 
to  name  a  few— form  France's  heritage 
and  explain  why  the  world  still  listens 
when  France  speaks.  Someone  has 
said  that  the  great  ideas  of  the  modern 
world  were  either  born  in  France  or 
were  developed  there. 

The  culture  and  history  of  France 
attract  thousands  of  tourists  to  its 
borders.  But  if  tourists  are  still  will- 
ing to  brave  Gallic  indifference,  com- 
plications, and  high  prices  in  order  to 
see  France,  it  is  because  there  is  more 
to  this  country  than  a  glorious  past; 
few  countries  can  rival  its  beauty.  Not 
only  does  it  have  the  greatest  variety 
of  scenery  in  Europe,  this  variety 
is  blended  together  in  an  exquisite 
harmony  that  makes  France  a  scenic 
symphony.  A  trip  of  only  several 
hours  will  take  the  tourist  from  the 
awesome  glaciers  of  Mont  Blanc  to  the 
sunny  beaches  of  the  Mediterranean, 
bordered  with  graceful  palms. 

Over  fifty  million  people  live  in 
France.  Approximately  a  fifth  of  them 
are  packed  together  in  one  place-Paris 
and  its  sprawling  suburbs.  Another 
large  segment  of  the  population  lives  in 
the  tiny  villages  that  dot  the  country- 
side, some  38,000  in  all.  The  contrast 
between  the  sophisticated  Parisian  and 
the  village  peasant  is  striking,  but  one 
is  as  truly  French  as  the  other. 

Every  Frenchman  is  a  philosopher 
in  miniature,  even  the  mechanic  who 
works  on  your  car,  and  has  strong 
ideas  on  most  subjects.  The  educated 
Frenchman,  whose  training  and  lan- 
guage permit  him  to  think  quickly  and 
accurately,  is  often  able  to  discern  a 
half-dozen   sides  to  a  question  while 


others  are  content  to  see  two. 

Paradoxically,  this  ingenuity  pro- 
vides the  background  for  what  is  per- 
haps the  greatest  weakness  of  France. 
Though  the  French  are  able  to  analyze 
problems,  they  find  it  difficult  to  agree 
on  solutions  or  to  put  solutions  into 
practice.  Extreme  individualism  and 
lack  of  discipline  are  a  bane  to  collec- 
tive effort;  De  Gaulle  once  exclaimed 
that  it  was  impossible  to  govern  a 
people  who  had  more  than  350  varie- 
ties of  cheese. 

Economically,  France  is  among  the 
rich  countries  of  the  world.  Though 
the  franc  suffered  massive  devaluation 
before  and  after  the  war,  present  aus- 
terity measures  seem  to  have  curbed 
the  threat  of  a  new  devaluation.  Liv- 
ing standards  have  risen  dramatically 
during  the  past  ten  years,  in  spite  of 
high  prices  and  low  wages.  The  com- 
plaint of  most  is  that  their  abusive 
taxation-representing  over  half  of  the 
nation's  revenues-is  slow  in  producing 
domestic  improvements,  such  as  better 
highways,  better  telephone  service,  and 
more  housing. 

The  religion  of  France  is  Roman 
Catholicism.  First  missionary  efforts 
began  in  the  second  century  with  the 
evangelization  of  the  Roman  colonies 
along  the  Rhone.  In  the  years  that  fol- 


lowed France  became  Christianized, 
but  with  a  Christianity  increasingly  re- 
moved from  the  Scriptures. 

In  the  sixteenth  century,  thousands 
manifested  their  dissatisfaction  with 
the  apostasy  and  political  intrigues  of 
the  Roman  church  by  becoming  Protes- 
tant. But  these  "Huguenot"  Christians 
met  severe  persecution,  suffered  wars 
and  deprivation,  and  finally  were  forced 
to  flee  their  country  or  else  abdicate 
their  new  faith.  Today  only  two  per- 
cent of  France's  population  is  Protes- 
tant Reformed,  most  of  them  belong- 
ing to  churches  strongly  influenced  by 
neo-orthodox  and  ecumenical  tenden- 
cies. 

Though  some  eighty  percent  of  the 
people  of  France  are  baptized  Catho- 
lics, estimates  of  those  who  are  faith- 
ful in  their  religion  vary  from  ten  per- 
cent to  thirty  percent.  In  the  village 
of  Saint-Albain,  for  example,  only  one 
person  out  of  the  four  hundred  inhabi- 
tants goes  faithfully  to  Sunday  mass, 
held  in  a  neighboring  town.  The  vast 
majority  of  Frenchmen  are  without 
personal  faith  in  God.  Many  are 
avowed  atheists,  heirs  of  the  godless 
"Enlightenment"  which  swept  France 
after  the  failure  of  the  Reformation. 

For  many  years  some  Christians 
have  recognized  France  as  a  mission

field.  Evangelistic  efforts  in  the  last 
century  from  Switzerland  and  England 
bore  much  fruit,  and  most  of  the 
Baptist,  Plymouth  Brethren,  and  other 
evangelical  movements  today  are  the 
result  of  this  work,  as  is  much  of  what 
is  now  Protestant  Reformed.  Pente- 
costals  have  also  been  active,  having 
the  greatest  number  of  churches  of 
any  of  the  evangelical  movements. 

Only  since  the  war,  however,  have 
American  Christians  awakened  to  the 
spiritual  needs  of  Europe,  and  these 
years  have  been  marked  by  missionary 
activity.  As  yet,  unfortunately,  this 
postwar  missionary  work  has  produced 
little  lasting  fruit.  Missionaries  com- 
ing to  France  must  learn  to  face  mas- 
sive indifference  which  makes  contacts 
extremely  difficult  to  find,  must  seek 
a  more  effective  communication  of 
Christ  than  is  possible  with  many  of 
the  impersonal  and  unrealistic  methods 
brought  over  from  America,  and  must 
learn  to  project  the  image  of  a  united 
body  of  Christ  rather  than  that  of  a 
multiplicity  of  competing  sects. 

Brethren  work  began  in  France  in 
1951  with  the  arrival  of  the  Fred 
Fogle  family.  After  language  study  in 
Paris  they  began  work  in  Lyon,  and 
within  a  few  years  had  opened  the 
Centre  Evangelique,  a  preaching  center 
in  the  heart  of  the  city.  In  addition  to 
other  evangelistic  efforts,  Mr.  Fogle 
constructed  a  portable  hall  in  which 
he  held  meetings  in  various  parts  of 
Lyon  and  other  cities.  The  Fogies 
spent  three  terms  in  France;  Mr.  Fogle 
is  presently  professor  of  missions  in 
the   Grace   Schools  at   Winona  Lake,

Indiana. 

The  Tom  Miens  arrived  in  late 
1958,  and  after  study  in  Geneva  and 
Grenoble  they  assumed  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Lyon  work  while  engaging 
in  other  evangelistic  efforts  in  the 
Grenoble  area.  By  the  end  of  their 
first  term  plans  had  been  formulated 
for  a  basic  change  in  the  France  ap- 
proach, using  a  neutral  center  as  a 
bridge  between  the  Frenchman  and  the 
church.  In  1964  this  led  to  the  acquisi- 
tion of  the  Chateau  of  Saint-Albain,  a 
fourteenth-century  structure  formerly 
belonging  to  Catholic  bishops.  The 
Chateau  is  presently  the  center  of 
Brethren  work  in  France. 

Jim  and  Joyce  Renick  arrived  at 
the  Chateau  in  1967  to  direct  the  work 
during  the  Juliens'  furlough.  They  are 
presently  living  in  Macon,  a  nearby 
city,  and  are  in  charge  of  Bible  classes 


and  contact  work  in  addition  to  con- 
tinuing to  share  in  the  Chateau  activi- 
ties. A  French  couple,  Monsieur  et 
Madame  Bodinier, plus  a  cadet  mission- 
ary, David  Barnhart,  complete  the 
present  staff.  Former  cadet  mission- 
aries were  Dan  Hammers,  Larry  De- 
Armey,  and  Bob  Hanson. 

The  goal  of  the  Chateau  work  is 
the  establishment  of  churches— a  task 
which  has  proved  difficult  in  modern 
France.  To  reach  that  goal  people 
must  be  won  to  Christ  and  nurtured  in 
the  faith.  To  this  end  the  mission  has 
a  full  program  of  rallies  for  youth  and 
adolescents,  activities  for  families,  Bible 
classes,  and  Sunday  morning  services 
in  Macon. 

The  Chateau  approach  is  an  experi- 
ment in  evangelism  in  France,  attempt- 
ing to  avoid  the  lack  of  continuity 
from  a  home-centered  ministry  on  the 
one  hand,  and  the  artificiality  of  having 
a  church  building  without  a  church 
on  the  other.  Four  years  have  passed 
since  the  Chateau  opened  its  doors, 
years  during  which  hundreds  of  lives 
have  been  touched,  and  some  lives 
have  been  transformed.  As  yet,  how- 
ever, the  goal  has  not  been  reached, 
and  will  not  be  until  French  leadership 
is  developed  which  will  replace  the 
leadership  of  the  missionaries. 

Coming  days  will  be  crisis  days  for 
France.  And  days  of  crisis  are  some- 
times days  of  spiritual  awakening.  Does 
the  Chateau  of  Saint-Albain  have  a 
spiritual  destiny— an  important  role  to 
play  in  the  evangelization  of  this  coun- 
try? Your  intercession  will  help  de- 
termine the  answer  to  this  question.

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If  the  Computer  Picked  You?

"And  I  sought  for  a  man  among 
them,  that  should  make  up  the  hedge, 
and  stand  in  the  gap  before  me  for 
the  land,  that  I  should  not  destroy  it: 
but  I  found  none"  (Ezekiel  22:30). 
How  does  one  search  for  men?  Or, 
that  which  is  even  more  crucial  to  our 
purpose:  how  does  one  convince  men 
that  they  should  identify  themselves 
with  the  ministry  of  our  Lord?  In  the 
Ezekiel  account  God  says  that  His 
search  was  in  vain.  History  is  repeating 
itself.  There  is  no  statistic  more  star- 
tling, no  graph  more  distressing  than 
that  which  depicts  the  rapid  drop  in 
personnel  engaged  in  the  full-time  min- 
istry of  the  church  and  her  outreach 
responsibilities.  The  tragic  spectacle  of 
empty  pulpits  and  empty  missionary 
assignments  is  cause  for  great  concern. 
Where  are  the  men? 

A  recent  story  based  on  interna- 
tional intrigue  portrays  government 
agents  in  search  of  a  man  to  help  them 
substitute  false  documents  and  recover 
valuable  government  property  from  the 
briefcase  of  an  enemy  agent.  Not  any 
man  will  do,  for  the  escapade  must  be 
carried  out  without  the  spy  suspecting 
what  has  taken  place  until  he  is  back 
in  his  own  country.  The  needed  quali- 
fications are  fed  into  a  computer  and 
seconds  later  a  card  drops  into  a  slot. 
The  machine  selected  the  only  avail- 
able man  with  the  necessary  qualifi- 
cations.     For  love  of  country  he  is 


persuaded  to  forego  his  own  personal 
plans  momentarily,  to  place  his  life  in 
jeopardy  and  involve  himself  in  a  dan- 
gerous game.  In  this  case  the  evidence 
is  so  overwhelming  that  he  is  the  only 
one  capable  of  doing  the  job  that  he 
accepts  the  assignment. 

I  suppose  it  is  possible  to  program 
a  machine  with  the  names  of  every 
Christian  in  the  United  States,  and  list 
sufficient  information  about  them  so 
that  all  one  needs  to  do  is  press  a  but- 
ton when  in  search  of  a  man  for  a 
particular  ministry.  But  would  that 
search  result  in  a  favorable  reaction 
from  the  man  chosen?  What  would 
your  response  be  if  you  were  selected 
in  this  manner  for  an  empty  church 
pulpit  or  one  of  the  vacant  missionary 
posts?  It  is  doubtful  that  shortages 
exist  because  men  feel  unqualified. 
Well,  then,  what  does  it  take  to  en- 
courage applicants? 

Added  to  the  problem  is  the  com- 
petition in  this  search  for  men.  Big 
business  is  actively  engaged  in  search- 
ing. Recruiters  appear  on  college  cam- 
puses before  graduation  and  select  the 
students  they  want  to  interview.  Sal- 
aries, benefits,  privileges,  opportunities, 
and  the  prestige  that  comes  to  one  who 
is  identified  with  their  particular  com- 
pany are  all  paraded  before  the  gradu- 
ate to  inflate  his  ego.  The  search  does 
produce  gifted  men  for  American  in- 
dustry. 


In  the  field  of  sports  men  are  active- 
ly sought.  Scouts  tour  the  sporting 
events  constantly  on  the  lookout  for 
talent  that  will  produce  winning  teams. 
Coveted  players  receive  personal  visits 
by  scouts,  coaches,  and  even  college 
presidents  to  convince  the  athlete  that 
he  is  the  one  they  are  seeking. 

Science  seeks  men.  Scholarships 
and  grants  are  offered  for  research 
projects  in  order  to  attract  the  "braini- 
est" of  men. 

The  U.S.  military  in  its  search  for 
men  merely  alerts  the  machinery  of 
the  local  draft  boards  across  the  coun- 
try and  men  are  siphoned  into  military 
assignments. 

Yes,  searches  are  being  made  for 
men,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  lack  of 
opportunity  for  those  who  meet  the 
qualifications.  Jobs  are  plentiful;  sal- 
aries are  great. 

But  in  the  most  important  realm 
there  is  a  sad  lack— for  God,  too,  is 
searching  for  men.  Each  year  that 
search  is  becoming  less  productive.  Not 
only  are  men  not  responding  to  God's 
call,  but  many  are  forsaking  their  call- 
ing. U.  S.  News  &  World  Report  for 
December  9,  1968,  reports  that  men 
are  leaving  the  ministry  by  the  thou- 
sands. The  school  recruiter,  the  office 
of  economic  opportunity  in  Washing- 
ton (now  commonly  called  the  "office 
of  ecclesiastical  opportunity"),  "spe- 
cialized ministries,"  business— all  seem 
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to  get  to  the  man  with  offers  which 
appear  much  more  attractive  than  the 
ministry  or  the  mission  field.  The  god 
of  materialism  is  well  established  on 
his  throne. 

It  is  increasingly  more  difficult  for 
the  Church  to  compete  with  the  stan- 
dard of  living,  the  security,  and  the 
fringe  benefits  demanded  by  men. 
According  to  the  thinking  of  the 
majority,  the  pulpit  or  the  mission 
field  does  not  offer  the  economic  se- 
curity of  many  other  types  of  work, 
nor  do  they  now  carry  the  prestige 
that  they  once  did.  The  preacher  is  no 
longer  a  really  important  man  in  the 
community.  And,  the  missionary  no 
longer  can  count  on  the  respect  once 
demanded  under  colonialism.  Why 
try  to  lead  men  to  God  when  they 
would  rather  forget  that  He  exists? 
Why  go  to  foreign  cultures  when  you 
are  not  wanted?  Why  endure  the 
trials  and  sufferings  of  a  mission  field 
when  there  are  so  many  other  oppor- 
tunities to  be  helpful  to  humanity? 
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Could  these  be  the  questions  which 
cause  men  to  hesitate  when  God  calls? 
If  so,  it  is  a  sad  commentary  on  the 
spiritual  poverty  of  our  generation. 
Must  the  search  for  men  be  in  vain? 
Surely  there  are  Christians  who  can 
still  hear  the  call  of  God.  Surely  there 
are  men  who  like  Abraham,  Moses,  and 
Paul  believe  that  the  will  of  God  for 
their  earthly  lives  is  of  more  impor- 
tance than  life  itself  (Phil.  1:21;  I  John 
2:15-17). 

Can  you,  dear  reader— blessed  of 
God  and  possessed  of  the  qualifications 


necessary  to  do  the  job— can  you  look 
at  the  empty  pulpits  of  The  Brethren 
Church  and  not  be  concerned?  Can 
you, yea,  dare  you  contemplate  the  list 
of  personnel  needs  noted  here  and 
still  determine  not  to  get  involved? 

Africa  pleads  for  men.  Is  it  right 
that  only  one  doctor  should  carry  the 
burden  of  responsibility  for  our  total 
medical  outreach,  or  that  the  schools 
preparing  pastors  should  be  threatened 
with  an  inadequate  program  due  to  the 
lack  of  teachers? 

In  Argentina  there  have  been  no 
additions  since  1963,  when  the  newest 
missionaries  now  there  entered  lan- 
guage school,  and  yet  Argentina  is  in- 
creasingly more  responsive  to  the  Gos- 
pel. 

San  Juan, Puerto  Rico; Mexico  City, 
Mexico;  and  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina 
are  large,  growing  cities  that  The  Breth- 
ren Church  has  embraced  as  a  part  of 
her  mission  outreach.  Still  the  search 
for  men  continues.  Who  will  answer: 
"Here  am  I;  send  me"  (Isaiah  6:8).    ▼

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•  ublicity  has  been  going  out  to 
the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  concerning  the  proposed  es- 
tablishment of  a  Brethren  work  in  the 
land  of  Germany  with  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Roger  Peugh  being  under  appointment 
as  the  first  couple  to  go  into  this  work. 
A  comprehensive  article  covering  the 
situation  under  the  title  of  "Germany 
and  the  Gospel  of  Christ,"  by  Roger  D. 
Peugh,  appeared  in  the  Missionary  Her- 
ald for  December  14,  1968. 

This  coming  June  is  the  target  date 
for  the  departure  of  the  Peugh  family 
for  Germany.  Brethren  congregations 
are  being  invited  to  assist  these  new 
missionaries  by  contributing  to  their 
outfit  fund  and  total  support  needs. 

Roger  Peugh  is  from  Harrah,  Wash- 
ington, and  grew  up  in  the  Brethren 
church  there.  He  is  a  graduate  of  both 
Grace  College  and  Grace  Theological 
Seminary,  and  during  his  seminary 
years  he  served  as  associate  pastor  of 
the  Elkhart,  Indiana,  Grace  Brethren 
Church. 

Nancy  Peugh  comes  from  Akron, 
Ohio,  and  her  home  church  is  the  First 
Brethren  Church  there.  She,  too,  is  a 
graduate  of  Grace  College,  and  during 
the  three  years  of  her  husband's  semi- 
nary training  she  was  a  teacher  in  the 
Bourbon,  Indiana,  elementary  school. 
Roger  and  Nancy  have  recently  wel- 
comed an  addition  to  their  family, 
their  first  child,  a  son,  Ryan  Douglas, 
born  on  December  21,  1968. 


Roger's  original  interest  in  Germany 
came  as  the  result  of  a  visit  to  that 
country  as  a  member  of  a  Youth  for 
Christ  Teen  Team  during  his  college 
years.  Later  he  spent  seven  months  in 
Germany  working  in  Berlin  with  YFC. 
This  past  fall  he  was  a  member  of  the 
team  which  made  an  investigative  trip 
to  Germany  at  the  request  of  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  board  of 
trustees.  Since  then  he  has  taken  part 
in  missionary  conferences  in  the  East, 
and  beginning  this  month  he  will  be 
working  in  conferences  in  the  West, 
presenting  the  challenge  of  the  new 
field.  ▼ 
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I  wo  young  men  have  just  walked 
past  our  home  here  in  Adrogue,  Argen- 
tina. They  are  engaged  in  literature 
distribution  but  theirs  is  not  related  to 
the  Gospel.  It  has  to  do  with  the 
teachings  of  the  Church  of  the  Latter 
Day  Saints,  otherwise  known  as  Mor- 
mons. What  these  men  are  doing  here 
could  be  duplicated  all  over  the  coun- 
try. 

Any  holiday  or  weekend  one  can 
see  countless  others  with  their  brief- 
cases full  of  books  from  Watchtower 
in  New  York,  seeking  to  find  entrance 
into  the  homes  for  their  erroneous 
teachings. 

Over  the  radio  comes  a  program 
entitled,  "The  Bible  Speaks  to  You." 
Sounds  good,  doesn't  it?  But  wait  a 
moment,  for  there  is  very  little  Bible 
in  it  since  it  comes  direct  from  the 
Mother  Church  in  Boston. 

Still  another  program  by  radio  offers 
its  listeners  correspondence  courses  in 
the  study  of  the  Bible.  Many  are  de- 
ceived, and  they  enroll  only  to  become 
enslaved  under  the  Law. 

Evangelical  believers  hear  on  all 
sides  the  statement  that  it  does  not 
matter  to  what  church  one  belongs, 
or  really  even  what  one  believes,  and 
that  we  are  all  one  now.  Ecumenicism 
is  going  strong  in  Argentina— among  a 
number  of  evangelical  denominations 
as  well  as  between  these  churches  and 
the  official  religion  of  this  land.  Every- 
thing is  love  and  cooperation. 

Recently  there  has  arisen  another 
group  within  the  evangelical  churches. 
Its  leaders  claim  to  be  more  spiritual 
than  their  brethren  due  to  particular 
experiences  which  they  have  had.  As 
a  result,  churches,  families  and  friends 
have  been  divided  and  the  testimony 


of  the  Gospel  brought  into  disrepute 
in  many  places. 

Truly  we  would  seem  to  be  living 
in  the  days  of  which  Paul  wrote  many 
centuries  ago,  days  when  men  will  not 
endure  sound  doctrine.  And  yet  sound

doctrine  is  the  only  remedy  which  will 
keep  people  in  this  land  from  being 
ensnared  and  taken  to  perdition  by  the 
false  teachings  of  men,  and  which  will 
protect  His  people  from  the  subtle 
teachings  being  propagated  today. 

Literature— the  printed  page— is  a 
weapon  which  is  being  cleverly  used 
by  the  enemy  with  no  small  success 
in  our  times.  Hence,  the  necessity  of 
the  hour  in  Argentina  is  sound  doc- 
trinal literature.  We  praise  God  that 
there  is  such  literature  in  Spanish. 
There  is  need  for  more.  It  needs  to  be 
placed  into  the  hands  of  the  people. 
What   wonderful   results  will  happen, 


when  this  is  done. 

One  day  a  lady  missionary  came  in- 
to our  bookstore.  Among  the  books 
which  she  purchased  was  one  entitled, 
Strange  Tongues.  Working  in  northern 
Argentina,  she  had  occasion  to  give  it 
to  a  man  who  was  becoming  confused 
and  led  away  by  the  charismatic  move- 
ment. The  Lord  used  that  book  to 
convince  him  that  these  things  are  not 
for  today.  His  confusion  disappeared 
and  he  is  now  a  happy  and  growing 
believer. 

Another  believer,  who  before  his 
conversion  was  a  militant  communist, 
began  to  have  strange  and  erroneous 
interpretations  of  many  portions  of 
the  Scriptures.  Being  accustomed  as 
he  was  in  his  former  life  to  propagate 
his  ideas,  he  became  a  potential  danger 
to  the  church  of  which  he  was  a  mem- 
ber. A  lover  of  books,  one  day  in  an 
evangelical  bookstore  he  purchased 
one  which  caused  him  to  see  that  he 
might  be  mistaken  in  some  of  his  in- 
terpretations. After  that  it  was  possi- 
ble, through  our  own  Brethren  book- 
store, to  place  good,  sound  doctrinal 
literature  in  his  hands.  The  reading  of 
these  books  together  with  his  Bible 
brought  a  great  change  in  his  life.  He 
holds  regular  meetings  in  his  home  for 
the  study  of  the  Word,  and  invites  his 
neighbors  and  acquaintances.  Several 
have  already  been  saved  and  are  grow- 
ing in  the  Lord. 

We  trust  that  through  what  we  have 
written,  the  readers  of  this  article  may 
see  the  great  necessity  of  sound  doc- 
trinal literature  in  Argentina,  and  that 
they  may  pray  and  support  our  two 
bookstores  which  are  endeavoring  to 
get  such  literature  into  the  hands  of 
the  people.  ▼

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NEW  YORK  (EP)-Property  housing  the  world  headquarters  of  -the  Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance 
and  its  mother  church,  the  Gospel  Tabernacle,  has  been  put  up  for  sale  here. 

The  headquarters  for  the  100,000-member  denomination  needs  room  for  expansion  and  is  tentatively 
set  to  relocate  in  Nyack,  N.Y.,  where  it  has  acreage  and  maintains  a  college. 

The  Gospel  Tabernacle,  whose  pastor,  the  Rev.  Robert  W.  Battles,  announced  the  move  toward  sale, 
will  move  to  a  former  German  Evangelical  Reformed  church  building  on  the  East  Side. 

Eighty  years  old,  the  Tabernacle  and  denomination  offices  are  now  on  West  44  St.,  in  the  Times 
Square  area.   Several  million  dollars  worth  of  property  is  involved. 

Pastor  Battles,  57,  said  the  Tabernacle  would  not  flee  to  the  suburbs.  Jesus  appealed  to  the  shepherd- 
less  multitudes  and  "we  deliberately  choose  to  stay  where  the  people  are." 

The  Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance  denomination  was  begun  in  1881  by  Dr.  Albert  Benjamin 
Simpson.  He  established  the  Tabernacle  with  less  than  three  dozen  members. 

ANN  ARBOR,  Mich.  (EP)-The  "Warren  Court"  which  barred  prayer  and  Bible  read- 
ing from  public  schools  when  formalized  by  local  boards,  has  not  been  an  "anti-religion" 
tribunal,  a  University  of  Michigan  law  professor  said  here. 

Prof.  Paul  G.  Kauper  said  the  Supreme  Court  under  Chief  Justice  Earl  Warren,  "has 
been  sensitive  and  hospitable  to  claims  made  in  the  name  of  religious  liberty."  A  "fair" 
reading  of  the  court's  opinions  "should  dispel  the  notion  that  it  has  been  hostile  to 
religion,"  he  said. 

The  same  week  Robert  M.  Shelton,  Imperial  Wizard  of  the  United  Klans  of  America 
in  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama,  lambasted  the  court  for  "blatantly  upholding  the  rights  of  com- 
munists and  communist  organizations  and  activities  such  as  the  notorious  NAACP,  the 
open  subversion  of  the  many  black  militant  organizations  and  the  recent  dismissal  by 
the  Supreme  Court  of  all  evidence  gathered  by  a  special  Congressional  Committee 
proving  beyond  any  reasonable  doubt  the  uncontested  guilt  of  Adam  Clayton  Powell  of 
actually  defrauding  the  U.  S.  Government  of  $40,000.  .  .  ." 

The  court  refused  to  hear  the  case  of  Robert  M.  Shelton  vs  the  United  States  of 
America.  This  means  unless  the  Alabaman  is  paroled  he  must  pay  S 1 ,000  and  serve  a 
year  in  jail  for  alleged  action  against  the  civil  rights  of  other  Americans. 

QUITO,  Ecuador  (EP)-"Lucho,"  South  America's  famous  motion  picture  and 
:elevision  star,  is  now  appearing  over  HCJB's  missionary  television  channel  and  preach- 
ng  the  Gospel  wherever  called. 

After  starring  in  six  motion  picture  smash  hits  in  two  years  he  turned  his  back  on 
fame  and  fortune  and  gave  his  heart  to  Christ  on  New  Year's  Eve,  1967  "for  the  more 
jrilliant  career  that  Jesus  offers."

Vernon  W.  Schrock  is  all  wrapped 
'up  in  diamonds. 

He  sells  them,  he  wears  them,  he's 
talked  about  them  all  over  the  United 
States  hundreds  of  times. 

Are  diamonds  Vern  Schrock's  best 
friend? 

No. 

God  is. 

Mr.  Schrock,  a  Waterloo,  Iowa  resi- 
dent, has  a  four-carat  diamond  on  his 
left  hand  and  a  well-worn  New  Testa- 
ment inside  his  coat.  To  him,  diamonds 
and  devotion  are  as  compatible  as 
Christmas  and  Christ. 

The  Christmas  season  is  the  only 
time  he  has  to  be  at  home  with 
his  wife,  Loreta.  The  rest  of  the  year 
.he's  either  working  nights  in  the  jewel- 
ry store  to  make  up  for  time  he  doesn't 
consider  lost  on  his  travels— or  speaking 
(to  everybody  from  service  clubs  to 
irosary  society  members  about  why 
(diamonds  are  like  a  man's  faith. 

His  speech  on  diamonds,  adapted 
,for  each  audience,  goes  from  a  display 
of  real   diamonds  and   replicas,  how

they  are  made  and  judged,  to  compar- 
ing the  development  of  a  diamond, 
through  heat  and  pressure,  to  the  emer- 
gence of  a  faith  in  the  emulation  of 
Christ's  sacrifices. 

Mr.  Schrock  bears  every  outward 
semblance  of  a  successful  businessman. 
His  white  hair  is  cut  in  a  crisp  crew  cut. 
He's  well-barbered,  well-tailored,  with 
a  quarter-carat  diamond  in  his  tie. 

But  on  a  plane,  in  a  car,  or  at  a 
service  station,  Vern  has  been  known 
to  deliver  so  persuasive  a  plea  for  spiri- 
tual faith  that  he  enriches  both  strang-

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ers  and  himself. 

"I  hope  I'm  not  a  religious  crack- 
pot," he  says.  "I  don't  buttonhole 
everybody  I  come  in  contact  with. 
I've  had  friends  for  35  years  I  don't 
talk  about  faith  to-but  I  notice  when 
tragedy  strikes  their  families,  they 
often  ask  me  to  come  home  with  them 
and  pray. 

"When  I  speak  before  a  service 
club,  I  can  pick  out  the  man  with  the 
little  smirk  on  his  face.  I  know  he 
doesn't  want  any  part  of  what  I'm  talk- 
ing about.  But  you'd  be  surprised  how 
some  of  them  change  their  minds  after- 
ward." 

Now  57,  this  layman  was  born  in 
North  Dakota.  He  says  even  his  father 
was  a  diamond  cutter.  "He  mowed 
the  infield  at  the  ball  park." 

The  family  moved  to  Waterloo  when 
Vern  was  12.  He  and  his  four  brothers 
grew  up  here  and  some  of  them  stayed. 
Albert,  now  retired  from  the  John 
Deere  Waterloo  Tractor  Works,  is  win- 
tering in  Texas.  Dr.  Clyde  Schrock 
practices  medicine  in  New  Rockford, 
North  Dakota.  Edwin  of  722  Western 
Ave.  is  associated  with  Wilson  &  Co. 
The  Rev.  Lynn  Schrock  is  a  mission- 
ary in  Argentina. 

Vern  married  the  daughter  of  Cleve 
Miller  who  served  on  the  Grace  Schools 
board  for  many  years.  The  couple  has 
two  daughters.  Nancy,  a  teacher,  is 
the  wife  of  the  Rev.  Ralph  Miller,  pas- 
tor of  First  Brethren  Church  of  Coving- 
ton, Ohio.  Sally,  a  nurse,  is  the  wife 
of  Terry  Kuntz,  who  has  just  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Minnesota. 

The  girls'  father  never  had  a  college 
education.  He  graduated  from  high 
school  the  year  before  the  Depression, 
unprepared  for  a  career  and  with  an 
interest  primarily  in  tinkering  with 
clocks.  On  the  strength  of  that,  he 
found  work  at  Cobb  Jewelry  Store. 
The  next  year,  at  the  age  of  18,  he  had 
his  own  corner  in  Page  Pharmacy  and 
stayed  there  until  1938. 

Then  he  moved  into  the  Cedar  Book 
Store  location  on  E.  Park  Ave.  before 
transferring  to  his  present  site  at  512 
Sycamore  St.  in  1942.  He'd  taken  a 
correspondence  course  in  horology  and 
was  taught  jewelry  manufacture  by 
local  jewelers. 

Until  1938,  Vern  Schrock  lived  the 
story  of  most  men's  lives.  He  worked, 
he  made  a  living,  he  went  to  church  on 
Sunday.  But  that  year,  he  became  a 
charter  member  of  the  Christian  Busi-

ness  Men's  Committee,  organized  by 
the  late  Graham  Hay,  then  personnel 
manager  for  Blacks. 

That  year,  too,  he  attended  a  men's 
retreat  at  Clear  Lake  and  decided  to 
dedicate  the  rest  of  his  life  to  his  faith. 

Now  he  considers  the  store  a  means 
to  an  end.  He  works  sometimes  until 
the  early  hours  in  the  morning  to  pro- 
vide enough  income  so  that  he  can 
accept  the  constant  call  of  speaking 
engagements.  Now  he  talks  more  than 
100  times  a  year,  not  only  at  religious 
conferences  but  also  at  Rotary,  Ki- 
wanis,  Sertoma  and  other  service  clubs, 
to  Catholic  groups  and  to  jewelers. 
Last  year  he  was  the  speaker  for  more 
than  200  events,  including  10  weekend 
retreats. 

Sometimes,  Schrock  says,  his  cus- 
tomers are  crowded  by  the  troubled 
strangers  and  friends  who  come  to  him 
for  help-and  hope.  On  a  long  day's 
journey  on  a  succession  of  wrong 
flights,  he  helped  a  young  soldier  find 
the  strength  to  face  his  Vietnam  assign- 
ment, found  a  new  friend  in  a  steward- 
ess who  accepted  one  of  the  pamphlets 
he  distributes  and  turned  a  retiring 
master  sergeant  into  a  lay  worker  for  a 
church  in  Los  Angeles. 

When  a  highway  patrolman  gave 
him  a  ticket, Schrock  gave  the  highway 
patrolman   a  pamphlet   and  paid  his 


fine  with  a  smile.  At  midnight  in  a 
men's  room,  he  found  a  distraught 
teen-ager  who  had  been  drinking  heavi- 
ly and  sent  him  on  his  way  rejoicing 
over  a  new  courage. 

Schrock  keeps  in  touch  with  dozens 
of  such  persons.  They  are  more  pre- 
cious to  him  than  fine  jewels.  He  be- 
lieves he  is  doing  what  God  intended 
for  him,  but  he  also  believes  that  he 
must  never  force  his  faith  on  an  unwill- 
ing listener. 

He  also  believes  that,  because  he's 
a  merchant,  he  can  sometimes  reach 
those  who  recoil  from  a  minister. 

"I  don't  try  to  take  the  place  of  a 
minister,"  he  explains.  "I  do  what  I 
do  because  I'm  a  satisfied  customer." 

Schrock  has  completed  a  three-year 
term  on  the  national  board  of  the 
Christian  Business  Men's  Committee. 
He's  also  moderator  of  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church,  and  a  director  of  the 
Home  Missions  Council  of  The  Breth- 
ren Church. 

He  tries  to  pattern  his  life  after 
the  verse  in  Revelation  describing 
Christ: 

"Behold,  I  stand  at  the  door,  and 
knock:  if  any  man  hear  my  voice,  and 
open  the  door,  I  will  come  in  to 
him ..."  ▼

I  he  Three-Dimensional  Experi- 
ence" is  the  title  of  an  article  which 
I  read  recently  in  the  Command  maga- 
zine. The  message  in  this  article  en- 
couraged me  by  its  simplicity,  and  it 
put  a  desire  within  me  to  examine 
more  fully  some  of  the  treasures  one 
gets  in  salvation.  The  promises  for  the 
victorious  life  in  a  Christian  is  what  I 
desired  to  put  into  practice.  Obvious- 
ly, salvation  is  not  only  a  state  of  being 
resulting  from  being  born  again;  it  is 
also  a  continuous  process  and  a  future 
consummation. 

We  as  Christians  have  been  accused 
of  always  talking  about  "being  saved." 
Some  wonder  why  this  is  true.  There 
could  be  two  reasons  why  a  Christian 
would  be  talking  about  being  saved. 
The  first  is  a  personal  reason.  If  one 
has  ever  experienced  Christ's  forgive- 
ness, or  in  weakness  been  made  strong 
by  His  power,  or  in  loneliness  learned 
the  joy  of  His  companionship;  then 
one  will  never  finish  talking  about  the 
Lord  and  the  salvation  He  offers. 
Then  another  reason  the  Christian 
would  have  to  be  talking  about  being 
saved  is  that  the  whole  purpose  of 
Jesus  Christ's  coming  into  the  world 
was  to  save  us. 

As  one  reads  the  New  Testament, 
one  finds  that  on  page  after  page,  it 
speaks  about  being  saved.  In  the  very 
first  chapter  of  Matthew  when  Joseph 
was  troubled  because  his  beloved  was 
with  child  out  of  wedlock,  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  assured  him  that  which  was 
conceived  in  her  womb  was  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  And  Joseph  was  instructed  to 
"call  his  name  Jesus:  for  he  shall  save 
his  people  from  their  sins." 

Salvation  in  Jesus  Christ-a  state,  a 
process,  and  a  consummation— involves 
three  prepositions.  Jesus  Christ  died 
for  me  to  save  me,  He  wants  to  live  in 
me  to  save  me,  and  He  yet  plans  to 
dwell  with  me  to  save  me.  He  died 
for  me-finished  action.  He  wants  to 
live  in  me— continuous  process  and  He 
will  dwell  with  me— future  consum- 
mation. 

Why  did  Jesus  Christ  die  for  me? 
To  save  me,  once  and  for  all,  from  the 
consequences  of  my  sin.  To  save  me 
from  the  judgment  of  God,  the  wrath 
of  His  holiness,  from  the  penalty  of  sin 
and  from  everlasting  destruction.  I  am 


not  under  the  condemnation  of  the 
judgment  of  God  to  be  eternally  separ- 
ated from  Him. 

Why  does  Jesus  Christ  want  to  live 
in  me?  What  does  He  want  to  save  me 
from  by  living  in  me?  Not  from  the 
penalty  of  sin.  He  did  that  over  1900 
years  ago.  Using  our  theme  verse 
(I  John  5:4)  "For  whatsoever  is  born 
of  God  overcometh  the  world.  .  .  ." 
We  sense  a  sound  of  victory.  Over- 
come means  to  get  the  "better  of  in 
any  conflict  or  struggle.  Jesus  wants 
to  live  in  me  to  save  me  from  covetous- 
ness,  from  meanness,  from  all  the  evils 
round  about  me,  and  from  the  power 
of  Satan.  And  positively  Jesus  Christ 
wants  to  save  me  by  living  in  me-to  be 
full-grown  in  Christ-to  be  righteous 
and  loving,  to  be  concerned  about  the 
lost,  to  be  a  loving  wife  and  responsible 
mother,  to  be  generous  and  concerned 
about  His  work  first.  The  message  of 
the  cross  is  for  the  ones  who  are  in  the 
process,  day  after  day,  of  being  saved 
from  the  power  of  sin.  He  puts  the 
power  of  His  own  risen  life  within  me 
and  by  His  imposition  He  puts  the  de- 
sire within  me  to  be  like  Him. 

Finally,  Christ  is  going  to  dwell 
with  me.  Why?  To  save  me  from 
the  presence  of  sin,  from  temptation, 
from  the  evil  consequences  of  sin. 
He  says,  "When  I  return,  rejoice.  Your 
total  and  complete  salvation  is  drawing 
nigh."  When  we  stand  in  the  presence 
of  Christ,  we  will  be  fully  like  Him. 

When  we  use  the  term  salvation  to 
mean  primarily  justification,  a  wrong 
impression  is  given  to  the  church,  the 
Bride  of  Christ.  We  should  be  con- 
cerned that  our  babies  grow.  The  pur- 
pose of  being  born  a  baby  is  ultimately 
to  become  a  mature  individual.  We 
don't  say,  "Wonderful,  he  is  born  and 
that  finishes  it."  Many  times  this 
appears  to  be  our  attitude  towards 
those  who  are  born  again  in  Christ. 
In  our  churches  do  our  converts  be- 
come healthy  children  of  Christ,  and 
then  mature  men  and  women  of  God? 
Are  we  ourselves  growing  in  the  things 
of  Christ? 

Let's  ask  ourselves  three  questions. 

First,  am  I  saved?    If  you  have  never 

accepted  Christ,  you  are  lost;  for  He  is 

the  only  Saviour.  There  is  no  hope  for

The  Schwartzes'  first  term  as  mis- 
sionaries serving  under  the  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  The  Brethren 
Church  began  in  June  of  1964,  when 
my  family  and  I  boarded  the  jet  liner 
in  Los  Angeles  for  our  long  flight  to 
the  vast  land  of  Brazil.  One  might 
wonder  what  steps  could  have  led  up 
to  such  an  event. 

The  Lord  saved  me  when  I  was  a 
very  young  child,  and  I  had  the  privi- 
lege of  being  reared  in  a  Christian  home 
as  well  as  a  good  fundamental  Bible- 
believing  church,  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Long  Beach,  California.  My 
parents  were  faithful  in  taking  me  to 
Sunday  school  and  church  and  were 
always  anxious  that  my  activities  be 
centered  in  the  church.  I  can  account 
for  many  other  influential  spiritual 
leaders  and  teachers  who  continually 
directed  and  encouraged  me  in  the 
Lord's  way  in  my  growing-up  years.  I 
remember  these  with  thanksgiving  and 
love  in  my  heart. 

The  outreach  of  the  Gospel  to 
other  lands  was  also  impressed  upon 
me  at  an  early  age.  It  was  always  a 
highlight  when  Dr.  Russell  Barnard  or 
some  of  the  missionaries  would  visit 
our  church  with  pictures  or  other 
presentations  of  the  work  on  the  mis- 
sion fields.  However,  I  became  per- 
sonally involved  in  missions  in  SMM 
when  I  learned  the  mission  fields  and 
missionaries  by  name  and  learned  how

to  pray  for  them.  SMM  also  provided 
the  opportunity  to  do  something  such 
as  to  give  toward  a  special  project  or 
to  roll  bandages  for  the  medical  work 
in  Africa. 

In  my  early  teens  I  realized  I  had  a 
lifetime  before  me  which  could  be 
used  in  the  Lord's  service.  At  a  sum- 
mer camp  I  presented  myself  to  the 
Lord  saying  that  I  would  serve  Him 
anywhere  that  He  sent  me,  even  if  it 
meant  leaving  family  and  friends  and 
going  to  another  country. 

My  graduation  from  Brethren  High 
School  was  followed  by  entry  into 
Bob  Jones  University  at  Greenville, 
South  Carolina.  In  the  latter  part  of 
my  college  course  I  became  acquainted 
with  Ralph,  who  is  now  my  husband. 
We  were  in  the  same  Sunday-school 
class.  He  was  one  of  the  class  officers 
and  often  had  the  opportunity  to  teach 
the  lesson.  Our  paths  began  to  cross 
often,  and  we  discovered  that  in  many 
ways  our  backgrounds  were  similar, 
both  having  been  raised  in  Christian 
homes  and  Brethren  churches.  Ralph 
had  entered  the  university  with  the  in- 
tention of  following  a  secular  course 
of  study,  but  before  he  completed  his 
first  year  the  Lord  had  called  him  to 
preach.    And,  not  just  to  preach,  but 


also  to  carry  the  glad  tidings  of  our 
salvation  to  another  land.  He  did  not 
know  where,  but  he  knew  that  he  was 
to  be  a  missionary.  Therefore,  I  felt 
that  if  the  Lord  would  continue  to  en- 
twine our  paths,  this  was  His  way  of 
making  His  will  known  for  my  life. 

Graduation  arrived  with  a  BA.  in 
Bible  and  education  for  Ralph  and  a 
B.S.  in  education  for  me,  and  then  we 
were  married.  One  more  year  was 
spent  in  Greenville  while  Ralph  worked 
toward  and  received  the  M.A.  in  Chris- 
tian education. 

The  following  year  found  us  in  Cal- 
ifornia, and  this  time  Ralph  was  en- 
rolled in  Biola  School  of  Missionary 
Medicine,  where  he  was  graduated  from 
the  practical  nursing  program.  And 
during  that  year  the  Lord  laid  the 
field  of  Brazil  on  our  hearts. 

By  that  time,  school  was  a  very  old 
and  tiresome  story.  But,  seminary 
training  was  necessary.  So,  if  that  was 
to  be  the  Lord's  way,  that  was  what 
we  would  do.  And  off  we  went  to 
Winona  Lake  for  three  years. 

Ralph  received  his  B.D.  from  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  in  June  of  1963. 
A  year  of  preparation  followed,  invol- 
ving a  great  deal  of  traveling,  visit- 
ing churches,  gathering  our  outfit,  and 
packing.  Then,  with  our  two  little 
ones— Sharon  and  Curtis,  who  had  been 
added  to  our  number  during  those

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Whipped  Cream, 
Clouds,  Tangelos,  and  Sand 


About  three  and  one-half  years  ago 
we  first  set  foot  in  Florida  and  had  the 
unforgettable  experience  of  feeling  its 
sand  in  our  shoes.  It  was  June  and  the 
weather  was  hot,  but  we  discovered 
that  any  patch  of  shade  was  comfort- 
able because  of  the  prevailing  pleasant 
breeze.  We  especially  enjoyed  the 
whipped  cream  clouds  that  seemed  to 
be  suspended  from  the  upside-down 
blue  bowl  of  the  sky.  In  the  evening 
we  saw  what  has  become  very  precious 
to  us— the  pine  and  palm  trees  out- 
lined against  the  delicate  hues  of  the 
sunset.  In  short,  we  fell  in  love  with 
Florida. 

Our  purpose  in  coming  to  this  beau- 
tiful state  was  to  allow  my  husband 
to  confer  with  a  small  group  of  Breth- 
ren who  deeply  wished  to  have  a 
church  of  their  faith  in  the  Orlando 
area  and  who  were  in  the  process  of 
calling  a  pastor  to  help  them  make 
their  desire  a  reality.  In  the  two  days 
that  followed,  my  husband  was  called 
and  accepted  the  challenge  that  was 
given  him,  briefly  looked  over  the  field, 
met  with  the  pastors  of  the  district, 
visited  the  district  youth  camp  then  in 
progress  and  made  arrangements  for  a 
mobile  home  which  would  be  the  par- 
sonage. 

The  following  October  found  us 
adjusting  to  mobile-home  life  and  cele- 
brating by  planting  a  tangelo  tree  in 
our  small  yard.  The  first  tasks  were  to 
find  a  larger  meeting  place  for.services, 
to  start  formalities  of  the  incorpora- 
tion of  the  church,  and  to  take  up  the 
search  for  the  land  the  Lord  was  re- 
serving on  which  would  be  erected  the 
church's  permanent  home.  In  all  these 
things  we  saw  the  Lord's  hand  in  a  re- 
markable way.  As  we  prayed  and 
worked  He  was  continually  going  ahead 
and  undertaking  for  us. 

In  the  three  years  that  followed 
many  experiences  came  to  the  small 
new  church.  Rooms  were  rented  in  a 
Christian  day  school  building,  at  first 
on  a  part-time  basis  and  later,  full 
time.  Here  the  first  Vacation  Bible 
School  was  held,  a  young  people's 
work  was  started,  and  missionary  rallies 
I  were  enjoyed. 


There  were  disappointments  also. 
The  lives  of  many  families  were  touched 
during  this  time  and  there  were  de- 
cisions for  Christ.  But  too  often  these 
families  were  lost  to  the  church;  some 
moved  to  northern  states,  some  went 
farther  south.  Still,  families  were  added 
from  time-to-time. 

Another  disappointment  came  when 
the  building  where  we  worshiped  was 
remodeled  and  was  no  longer  suitable 
for  church  use.  Space  in  a  professional 
building  was  gratefully  accepted  though 
the  quarters  were  not  as  adaptable  for 
services. 

During  the  early  months  of  the 
church's  existence  many  house-to- 
house  calls  were  made  by  two  mem- 
bers of  the  church  and  the  pastor  and 
his  wife.  More  than  800  homes  were 
contacted  using  as  a  gift  a  very  beauti- 
ful copy  of  the  Herald,  including  a  let- 
ter of  invitation  to  the  church  services. 
People  were  usually  courteous  and 
friendly.  Many  invited  us  into  their 
homes  and  often  wished  us  well  when 
we  left.  But  few  seemed  to  be  con- 
cerned about  spiritual  things.  Their 
eternal  destiny  did  not  seem  important 
in  the  lift  of  this  life's  attractions. 
This  is  a  heart-breaking  experience  for 
those  who  long  to  see  the  Lord  Jesus 
honored  and  His  gift  of  eternal  life  re- 
ceived. But  we  believe  that  seed  was 
sown  and  that  future  months  and  years 
will  yet  bring  a  harvest,  should  the 
Lord  tarry. 

During  those  early  months  in  the 
life  of  the  church  the  women  had  not 
forgotten  the  need  for  a  WMC.  Just 
when  the  materials  were  at  hand  and 
some  preliminary  promotion  was  in 
progress,  the  Randall  Maycumbers 
came  to  Orlando  on  extended  furlough 
and  Mrs.  Maycumber  became  the  first 
president.  Since  that  time  the  WMC 
has  been  very  active  in  most  avenues  of 
service,  both  spiritual  and  social.  The 
women  were  happy  to  welcome  the 
new  WMC  in  Okeechobee  by  giving  a 
tea  for  them.  The  members  have  been 
responsible  for  serving  refreshments  at 
a  number  of  church  social  functions. 
Their  latest  local  project  has  been  pro- 
viding dishes,  glassware  and  silver  for 


church  use. 

District  WMC  organization  has  been 
somewhat  slow  in  Florida  because  the 
churches  were  not  many  and  there  was 
a  large  distance  between  churches. 
Now  that  there  are  two  more  local 
WMC  councils  to  help,  a  district  organi- 
zation was  formed.  Since  then  the 
executive  board  has  met  and  put  com- 
mittees in  motion  to  implement  full- 
scale  activity.  When  district  confer- 
ence meets  in  March  the  goal  is  to  have 
a  full  program  ready  for  the  women. 
The  present  district  project  is  to  help 
the  St.  Petersburg  Sunday  school  with 
an  offering  for  visual  aids.  Please  pray 
for  this  new  district. 

Going  through  all  these  activities 
was  the  need  for  a  church  home.  The 
Lord  provided  the  ground  early  in  the 
life  of  the  church  and  by  the  time 
building  operations  began  the  full  price 
was  paid  and  also  the  architect's  fees. 
We  thank  the  faithful  members,  district 
and  national  home  mission  boards  and 
interested  friends. 

Now  an  attractive  and  adequate 
church  building  stands  on  a  two  and 
one-third  acre  plot  in  a  strategic  loca- 
tion in  the  Orlando  area  and  a  new 
pastor  has  taken  the  responsibility  for 
its  growth  and  well-being. 

As  for  us,  my  husband  also  has  a 
new  responsibility.  Although  retired, 
he  is  helping  build  a  congregation  in 
St.  Petersburg  and  is  trusting  that  he 
will  see  the  Lord  erect  another  center 
of  worship  there.  Plans  are  being  made 
to  start  a  WMC  there  in  the  near  future. 
How  wonderful  it  would  be  if  lay- 
families  in  the  Grace  Brethren  fellow- 
ship would  hear  the  call  to  come  to 
Florida  with  the  purpose  of  helping 
build  these  churches.  How  much  more 
their  help  in  visitation,  teaching,  and 
use  of  other  talents  would  mean  to  the 
Lord's  work  where  vacancies  are  wait- 
ing for  them.  Here  Christians  are  not 
called  to  the  hardships  and  loss  of 
loved  ones  experienced  on  the  foreign 
field,  but  the  people  are  just  as  pagan 
and  their  hearts  are  just  as  hard  and 
they  are  just  as  lost  as  those  on  foreign 
fields.  Come  over-and  help  us.  ▼

you  unless  you  turn  your  sinful  life 
to  Him  in  an  initial  experience  of 
penitence  and  commitment. 

Second,  am  I  being  saved?  Are  you 
more  like  the  Lord  today  than  you 
were  three  years  ago?  Is  the  Lord's 
intention  being  carried  out  day  by  day 
in  your  life?  Are  you  denying  ungodli- 
ness and  worldly  lusts,  and  are  you 
maturing  properly  as  His  child?  Are 
you  a  better  mother?  A  sweeter  wife? 
What  about  your  generosity?  Do  you 
give  more  to  the  Lord  now  than  you 
did  as  a  babe  in  Christ?  Is  His  Gospel 
hindered  because  out  of  your  abun- 
dance you  give  only  a  token  to  mis- 
sions at  home  and  abroad?  Do  you 
place  such  price  on  security  of  life  in 
the  homeland  that  your  children 
wouldn't  even  think  of  serving  the 
Lord  overseas?  Are  you  more  con- 
cerned this  year  about  the  lost  and 
the  great  mission  of  Christ  to  the 
world?  Do  you  have  more  peace  from 
the  Saviour?  Do  you  trust  Him  more? 
Are   you   getting   out   of  your   self- 


centered  trap  to  become  more  like 
Christ? 

Finally,  if  the  Lord  should  come, 
or  if  I  should  leave  this  earthly  sphere 
would  I  experience  the  quiet  confi- 
dence that  comes  from  knowing  Jesus 
Christ,  from  knowing  that  to  be  with 
Him  is  to  be  delivered  from  the  pres- 
ence of  sin  and  to  be  glorified? 

It  was  more  than  15  years  ago  that 
my  mother  went  to  be  with  the  Lord. 
As  we  started  away  from  the  grave, 
my  father  wanted  to  linger  longer.  The 
separation  at  the  grave  was  hard  at 
first  for  him.  I  reminded  him  that 
mother  was  not  really  enclosed  in  that 
casket  by  saying,  "You  know  Mother 
is  not  really  there!"  As  we  walked 
away  from  the  open  grave,  he  uttered 
the  victorious,  "Good-bye,  Alice,  I'll 
see  you  in  the  morning."  Three 
months  later  my  father's  'morning' 
arrived  and  his  tired  body  was  laid 
next  to  mother's  in  the  cemetery.  He, 
too,  went  home  to  be  with  the  Lord 
and  now  they  are  both  just  like  Jesus 
Christ.  That  is  salvation. 

Why  is  it  that  some  folks  are  always 
talking  about  being  saved? 


Two  reasons:  If  you  have  ever 
known  Jesus  Christ,  you  will  never 
finish  talking  about  it.  If  you  have 
ever  been  in  need  of  forgiveness  and 
turned  your  sins  over  to  Christ;  if  you 
have  ever  been  in  darkness  and  saw 
His  light;  and  if  you  have  ever  been 
weak  and  He  gave  you  power,  you 
never  get  through  talking  about  it. 

The  second  reason  is  that  the  whole 
purpose  of  Jesus  Christ's  coming  into 
the  world  was  to  save  us.  "I  am  the 
door;  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he 
shall  be  saved.  .  .  ."  From  the  penalty 
of  sin  because  He  died  for  us;  from  the 
power  of  sin  because  He  lives  in  us; 
and  from  the  presence  of  sin  because 
He  will  dwell  with  us. 

This  is  salvation,  and  this  is  good 
news.  It  is  all  in  Jesus  Christ.  Paul 
summed  it  up  so  beautifully  as  re- 
corded in  Galatians  2:20,  "I  am  cruci- 
fied with  Christ:  nevertheless  I  live; 
yet  not  I,  but  Christ  liveth  in  me:  and 
the  life  which  I  now  live  in  the  flesh  I 
live  by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of  God, 
who  loved  me,  and  gave  himself  for 
me."

years— we  boarded  the  airplane. 

Just  before  daybreak  that  June 
morning,  our  plane  landed  in  Belem, 
principal  port  city  of  the  Amazon 
basin  and  capital  of  the  state  of  Para. 
Immediately  we  were  impressed  with 
the  fact  that  despite  all  the  previous 
schooling,  we  were  inadequate  as  mis- 
sionaries because  we  could  not  speak 
the  language  of  the  land,  Portuguese. 
Therefore,  countless  hours  were  dedi- 
cated to  its  study  so  that  we  might 
communicate  with  the  people  to  whom 
we  had  come  to  minister. 

Now  in  the  second  term  in  Brazil, 
we  are  living  in  Belem,  not  only  con- 
tinuing but  also  trying  to  expand 
the  work  started  by  other  mission- 
aries. The  Brethren  Church  had  es- 
tablished works  in  rural  cities  and 
towns  in  this  state,  but  not  in  the 
largest  city,  until  about  three  years 
ago  when  the  Randall  Maycumbers 
moved  in  and  began  this  work.  Much 
of  the  Schwartzes'  missionary  work 
centers  around  what  Ralph  is  able  to 


do.  Several  nights  each  week  he  is 
busy  with  Bible  studies  in  believers' 
homes,  and  during  the  day,  hours  are 
spent  in  visitation.  And  he  is  called 
upon  for  numerous  other  tasks.  My 
main  duties,  of  course,  involve  keeping 
our  home  and  watching  over  our  three 
children.  Much  of  last  term  was  spent 
in  teaching  our  oldest,  Sharon,  but 
this  term  she  is  able  to  attend  the 
Amazon  Valley  Academy.

20120  Vision 


The  human  eye  is  one  of  the  great 
masterpieces  of  God,  and  is  our  most 
important  organ  for  finding  out  about 
the  world  around  us.  Consequently,  it 
is  very  important  that  we  take  special 
care  of  our  eyes.  Doctors  have  devised 
different  kinds  of  tests  to  find  whether 
our  eyes  are  healthy.  One  of  these  is 
the  use  of  a  chart  with  rows  of  letters 
diminishing  in  size  from  top  to  bottom. 
If  a  person  can  read  letters  of  the 
size  normal  for  a  person  20  feet  away, 
his  vision  is  expressed  as  20/20.  If  he 
can  read  the  letters  that  only  the  nor- 
mal eye  can  see  at  40  feet,  he  has 
20/40  vision.  But  on  the  other  hand, 
if  he  can  see  letters  from  20  feet  that 
the  normal  eye  can  see  only  from 
from  about  15  feet,  he  has  20/15 
vision,  indicating  better  than  normal 
eyesight. 

But  there  is  another  realm  in  which 
every  individual  should  be  testing  his 
eyesight.  It  is  that  general  area  which 
might  be  called  outlook,  perspective, 
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vision.  How  do  we  as  Christians  rate 
in  our  vision  of  the  work  that  is  to  be 
done  for  the  Lord?  Do  we  see  that 
work  in  relation  to  the  Word  of  God 
and  of  the  greatness  of  God?  Is  our 
outlook  positive  and  aggressive? 

Too  many  have  a  narrow  perspec- 
tive. How  refreshing  to  find  people 
who  see  their  work  as  a  great  and  mas- 
sive job  to  be  done,  but  with  the  posi- 
tive approach  that  it  can  be  done.  As 
light  increases  vision  with  our  physical 
eyes,  so  the  light  of  the  Word  of  God 
should  cause  us  to  have  the  broad  view 
of  potential  accomplishment  through 
the  power  of  God.  Is  ours  the  down- 
ward, pauper  view,  wherein  we  see  the 
dirt  and  grime  only  that  is  underfoot; 
or  is  it  the  upward,  outward  view  of 
blessings  in  Christ,  plus  the  challenge 
of  a  world  to  be  won  for  Him?  Cir- 
cumstances, too  often,  color  the  pic- 
ture that  we  see,  discouraging  us  and 
limiting  our  accomplishments. 

Certain  malfunctions  of  the  human 
eye,  resulting  in  improper  vision,  can 
be  compared  to  the  plagues  of  the 
spiritual  eye.  Nearsightedness  is  a 
condition  in  which  one  is  unable  to  see 
far  objects  clearly.  How  often  Chris- 
tians become  so  deeply  involved  in 
their  own  situations  that  they  cannot 
get  the  far-off  vision!  "We  must 
care  for  things  at  home  and  then 
we  will  care  for  things  abroad,"  they 
say.  Or  there  are  those  who  cannot 
project  their  plans  and  ideas  into  the 
future  to  broaden  the  horizon  of  the 
church's  ministry. 

And,  of  course,  there  is  the  reverse 


of  this  condition,  where  the  lense  of 
the  eye  cannot  bend  light  rays  sharply 
enough  to  fall  on  the  retina  and  bring 
into  focus  near  objects.  This  we  call 
farsightedness.  There  are  people  all 
around  us  who  need  Christ,  but  some- 
how we  cannot  see  them.  We  become 
almost  visionary  in  our  desire  to  get 
away  from  our  own  routine  to  find 
opportunities  to  witness.  We  long  night 
and  day  for  greener  pastures.  Our 
realm  of  service  is  always  out  beyond 
where  we  are  at  present. 

One  of  the  worst  malfunctions  is 
astigmatism,  or  blurred  vision.  Chris- 
tians seem  at  times  to  have  spiritual 
astigmatism.  We  seem  to  be  in  a  state 
of  confusion,  with  no  clear  plan  of 
serving  the  Lord  whether  at  home  or 
abroad.  We  confuse  the  lack  of  moti- 
vation and  purpose  with  the  lack  of 
talents.  Or,  we  are  not  clear  where 
the  Lord  would  have  us  serve,  so  we 
sit  on  the  status  quo  and  do  nothing; 
a  blurred  image. 

The  cause  of  Christ  suffers  greatly 
from  the  failure  of  Christians  to  check 
on  their  spiritual  vision  to  see  where 
they  are  in  their  accomplishments  in 
life,  and  to  make  corrections  where 
necessary.  I  have  been  greatly  en- 
couraged recently  by  a  book  entitled 
Life  Is  Tremendous  by  Charles  Jones 
in  which  he  points  out  some  basic 
principles  to  guide  people  both  in  liv- 
ing their  lives  and  in  serving  the  Lord. 
Praise  the  Lord  for  men  like  Jones  who 
shake  us  up  once  in  a  while,  and  helps 
us  to  correct  our  spiritual  vision.  How 
is  yours-20/20?  y

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"ur  Lord  was  motivated  by  a  di- 
vine imperative  to  complete  the  work 
which  the  Father  had  committed  unto 
Him  (John  5:36).  He  kept  His  eye  on 
the  day  on  which  He  would  pay  the 
supreme  price  for  the  redemption  of 
lost  men.  While  moving  from  village 
to  village,  from  city  to  country,  He 
was  always  cognizant  of  the  needs  of 
the  multitudes.  "Jesus  went  about  all 
the  cities  and  villages  .  .  .  But  when  he 
saw  the  multitudes,  he  was  moved  with 
compassion  on  them  .  .  ."  (Matt 
9:35-36). 

The  entire  career  of  Christ  was  mis- 
sionary in  nature,  for  He  came  "not 
to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minister, 
and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many" 
(Mark  10:45).  He  was  in  constant 
touch  with  His  Father  about  the  needs 
of  men.  He  constantly  taught  the  will 
and  purpose  of  God  for  men.  His  final 
instructions  to  His  disciples  were  to 
preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature 
(Mark  16:15).  His  whole  life  and  min- 
istry was  compelled  with  a  passion  for 
those  about  Him. 

The  Scripture  is  clear  in  showing  us 
that  our  missionary  motivation  must 
emanate  from  our  Saviour.  He  who 
has  redeemed  us  with  His  blood,  saved 
us  from  the  eternal  judgment  of  the 
lost  and  who  now  directs  us  through

His  Spirit  must  be  the  impelling  force 
in  our  Christian  conduct.  Any  attempt 
to  perpetuate  His  teachings  involves 
the  missionary  responsibility.  And  to 
abandon  any  service  where  He  directs 
would  be  to  repudiate  the  Lordship  of 
Christ. 

It  is  quite  obvious  that  The  Breth- 
ren Church  was  directed  to  the  United 
States  for  a  specific  reason.  God  has 
preserved  the  pure  message  of  the  Gos- 
pel in  the  hearts  of  the  believers  in  our 
church  for  a  divine  purpose.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  missionary  activity  in 
the  home  and  foreign  fields  was  acti- 
vated by  the  Spirit  of  God  through  the 
teaching  of  the  Word  and  the  response 
of  ready  hearts.  God  has  given  us  a 
task  that  is  not  finished! 

God  enhances  the  missionary  chal- 
lenge by  opening  the  eyes  of  His  people 
to  the  lost  estate  of  mankind.  Why  did 
Christ  come  to  die  if  the  need  were 
not  urgent?  For  Him  it  was,  ".  .  .  to 
do  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me,  and  to 
finish  his  work  (John  4:34).  For  us  it 
is,  ".  .  .  Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look 
on  the  fields; for  they  are  white  already 
to  harvest"  (John  4:35). 

Our  nation,  a  definite  sector  in 
God's  great  mission  field,  is  being 
shown  to  us  in  an  unusual  way  in  these 
days.  Seemingly,  the  Spirit  of  God  is 
opening  the  eyes  of  the  world  through 
the  channels  of  modern  communica- 
tion to  the  drastic  needs  of  the  Ameri- 
can people.    The  major  networks  have 


all  run  specials  on  the  conflict  of  the 
races,  strife,  rebellion  and  the  sordid 
needs  of  the  poor.  Life  magazine  has 
just  produced  a  resume  of  the  events 
of  the  year  which  seemed  to  be  domi- 
nated by  one  word,  tragedy.  Other 
periodicals  have  run  special  articles 
describing  various  phases  of  our  nation- 
al problem.  The  FBI  has  just  released 
the  latest  figures  on  crime  for  the  first 
six  months  of  1968,  an  unprecedented 
and  appalling  figure  of  twenty-one  per- 
cent increase  over  last  year.  Fear 
reigns  supreme  in  our  major  cities. 
Lawlessness,  crime,  and  chaos  lurks  in 
many  areas  of  our  society.  What  else 
does  it  take  to  cause  us  to  awake  to 
the  spiritual  needs  of  the  multitudes 
of  those  about  us? 

Surely,  the  Spirit  of  God  must  be 
pointing  these  things  to  our  attention. 
Is  The  Brethren  Church  becoming  im- 
pervious to  the  needs  of  our  nation? 
Have  our  hearts  become  so  cold  and 
calloused  living  in  the  presence  of  sin 
that  we  do  not  recognize  its  effects? 
Why  do  we  not  have  more  enthusiasm 
to  live  for  Christ,  witness  of  Christ,  and 
serve  Christ  in  our  home-mission  field? 
Why  must  we  limp  along  with  "about 
the  same  offering"  for  home  missions 
which  is  really  not  even  keeping  up 
with  inflation?  If  Christ  dominates 
our  thinking,  our  motives,  and  opens 
our  eyes  to  the  conditions,  why  are  we 
so  prone  to  do  the  same  as  in  the  past? 
Home-mission  giving  for  the  past  four 


months  has  been  running  over  $  10,000 
behind  last  year's  receipts.  How  can 
this  be— with  increased  incomes  and 
prosperity  at  an  all-time  high? 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil has  fifty  mission  points  with  130 
mission-personnel  strategically  located 
across  this  nation  to  reach  people  for 
Christ.  We  are  building  in  major  areas, 
trying  to  establish  gospel-preaching 
churches  that  will  eventually  branch 
out  with  an  efficient  program  of  evan- 
gelism. America  provides  a  golden  op- 
portunity with  its  population  explosion 
in  both  the  city  and  suburbs.  We  are 
ready  to  buy  up  these  opportunities 
as  God  opens  the  doors,  as  personnel  is 
called,  and  missionary  dollars  are  pro- 
vided. 

There  are  twenty-five  states  out  of 
fifty  that  have  at  least  one  church  be- 
longing to  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches.  By  faith,  we  are 
trusting  that  God  will  supply  the  means 
to  establish  churches  in  three  new 
states;  Alaska,  Nevada,  and  North  Car- 
olina in  1969.  However,  this  objective 
can  only  be  considered  when  present 
commitments  are  met  and  the  mission- 
ary dollars  are  supplied.  Brethren,  let 
us  take  to  heart  the  words  of  Jesus: 
".  .  .  The  harvest  is  plenteous,  but  the 
labourers  are  few;  Pray  ye  therefore 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will 
send  forth  labourers  into  his  harvest" 
(Matt.  9:37-38).  Beloved,  our  task  is 
not  finished!  ▼

Similar  ads  are  appearing  with  ever 
increasing  frequency  in  the  classified 
sections  of  American  newspapers.  Real 
estate  agents  report  that  such  listings 
are  no  longer  considered  unique,  but 
are  now  viewed  as  a  regular  part  of 
their  sales  program.  However  routine 
this  might  be  to  realtors,  it  is  not  so 
lightly  accepted  by  the  Christian  com- 
munity. So  severe  and  extensive  has 
been  this  criticism  that  every  such  sale 
is  viewed  with  suspicion  and  distrust. 
Since,  within  our  own  NFBC,  there 
has  been  occasion  for  such  sales  it 
would  seem  that  some  consideration 
is  in  order  to  determine  the  validity  of 
such  a  decision.  A  careful  analysis  of 
the  reasons  given  for  selling  church 
buildings  reveals  four  major  categories 
under  which  most  of  the  decisions 
could  be  listed. 

Although  not  listed  in  order  of  their 
priority  we  shall  begin  with  the  geo- 
graphical factors.  A  site  which  may 
have  been  favorable  to  the  building  of 
a  church  fifty  years  ago  may  now  be 
totally  unsuitable.  In  many  instances, 
the  building  for  sale  was  erected  prior 
to  the  days  of  city-planning  commis- 
sions, uniform-building  codes,  national 
and  district  denominational  home-mis- 
sion boards,  and  other  agencies  which 
now  so  effectively  reduce  the  margin 
of  error  in  this  phase  of  church  devel- 
opment.    Unforeseen  community  de- 
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velopments  often  leave  churches  iso- 
lated and  inaccessible.  Churches  that 
began  with  an  unobstructed  exposure 
to  their  immediate  neighborhoods  may 
find  themselves,  in  time,  totally  cut 
off  from  their  constituents  as  a  result 
of  community  development.  In  a  simi- 
lar vein,  the  rural  church  has  found  it- 
self a  victim  of  the  changing  times. 
The  departure  from  the  single  family 
farms  and  the  move  to  large  agricultur- 
al combines  has  left  many  country 
churches  standing  starkly  vacant  on 
Sunday  morning. 

Another  major  cause  for  churches 
selling  their  facilities  is  economic. 
Churches  have  found  themselves 
plunged  into  a  financial  crisis  when 
the  major  source  of  community  income 
has  been  disturbed.  This  often  takes 
the  form  of  factory  shut-downs,  clos- 
ing of  military  installations,  or  even  the 
replacement  of  manpower  by  sophis- 
ticated twentieth-century  machinery. 
The  great  migration  to  suburbia  has, 
on  occasion,  virtually  led  to  the  abol- 
ishment of  the  metropolitan  churches. 
Once  thriving  metropolitan  communi- 
ties now  find  themselves  replaced  by 
the  ghetto's  of  our  day. 

A  third  major  cause  in  our  consider- 
ation of  the  sale  of  church  buildings 
could  be  called  racial.  As  a  result  of 
the  recent  civil  rights  activity  across 
America  we  have  found  ourselves  pre- 
cipitated from  the  safety  of  our  seats 
in  the  bleachers  into  the  action  of  the 
arena.  Many  churches  now  for  sale 
are  a  result  of  that  conflict.  To  date, 
few  attempts  to  integrate  a  church 
have  been  successful.  The  few  white 
members  willing  to  stay  with  the  stuff 
are  financially  unable  to  support  the 
program  during  the  difficult  transition. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  Negro  converts 
that  are  brought  into  the  program  are 
neither  spiritually  nor  financially  pre- 
pared to  assume  the  full  financial  bur- 
den of  an  established  church  complex. 
Many  congregations  have  discovered  to 
their  sorrow  that  simply  being  willing 
to  integrate  their  church  program  has 
not  necessarily  spelled  success  in  such 
■  a  venture. 

Our  last  suggested  cause  for  the  dis- 
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solution  of  local  churches  can  best  be 
catalogued  as  spiritual.  Some  churches, 
lacking  spiritual  depth  and  perception, 
have  failed  to  maintain  an  aggressive 
virile  evangelistic  outreach  and,  as  a 
result,  have  found  themselves  withering 
on  the  vine.  New  converts  are  often 
looked  upon  as  intruders  and  actually 
resented  as  a  threat  to  the  existing 
power-structure  and  cliques.  Such  a 
climate  produces  contentiousness  and 
disunity.  Pastors  are  changed  at  fre- 
quent intervals  and  church  members 
themselves  enter  into  lifelong  feuds 
that  have  a  destructive  effect  in  the 
life  of  the  congregation.  When  these 
facts  are  noised  abroad  in  the  com- 
munity a  church  soon  develops  an  un- 
savory reputation.  Such  an  image 
often  produces  an  insurmountable  bar- 
rier to  wholesome  growth  and  devel- 
opment. 

Now  let  us  be  bold  enough  to  draw 
some  conclusions  and  daring  enough 
to  suggest  some  ideas  which  might  be 
helpful  in  extending  the  longevity  of 
the  churches  of  tomorrow.  Obviously 
little  can  be  done  to  change  the  present 
conditions  but  greater  care  could  be 
exercised  in  planning  new  churches. 
Size, location,  topography,  and  accessi- 
bility of  the  property  should  be  care- 
fully considered  prior  to  any  purchase. 
A  thorough  projection  of  future  com- 
munity trends  and  developments 
should  also  be  a  matter  of  concern. 
Working  closely  with  such  organiza- 
tions as  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council,  with  their  years  of  experience 
will  be  extremely  helpful  in  such 
matters. 

Although  one  cannot  prepare  for 
every  possible  financial  eventuality, 
some  precaution  should  betaken 
against  emergencies.  Care  should  be 
exercised  to  provide  a  margin  of  safety 
in  any  escalation  of  indebtedness.  In 
those  churches  where  the  initial  cost 
of  property  is  exorbitant,  steps  must 
be  taken  to  aid  these  new  groups  with 
larger  unconditional  subsidies.  Proper- 
ly planned  church  budgets  will  assist 
new  congregations  in  avoiding  financial 
pitfalls  that  could  well  spell  financial 
tragedy.    Regular  and  consistent  pro- 


grams of  stewardship  instruction  will 
produce  believers  that  give  more  faith- 
fully and  consistently  and  exercise  a 
greater  amount  of  judgment  of  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  Lord's  money. 

We  should  begin  by  admitting  that 
we  have  been  remiss  in  our  responsi- 
bility to  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature  and,  consequently,  have  been 
guilty  of  avoiding  the  American  Negro. 
But,  having  confessed  our  sin,  let  us 
recognize  that  we  cannot  rectify  the 
error  of  generations  by  foolishly  trying 
to  produce  instant  integration.  There 
is  a  philosophy  abroad  that  if  we  vote 
to  integrate  there  will  be  a  great  rush 
on  the  part  of  the  Negro  community 
to  join  our  fellowship.  The  truth  is 
that  Negroes  are  as  hard  to  win  for 
Christ  as  are  Caucasians.  It  may  salve 
our  conscience  to  make  the  apparent 
magnanimous  gesture  to  integrate  a  de- 
funct white  church,  but  this  is  not  the 
ultimate  answer  to  Negro  evangelism. 
If  we  are  going  to  reach  the  Negro 
community,  and  we  should, let  us  do  it 
on  a  sane  basis  where  we  enter  a  com- 
munity with  a  program  of  expenses 
commensurate  with  the  new  group's 
ability  to  pay.  Let  us  not  do  it  with  a 
gift  of  a  white  elephant  which  has  an 
insatiable  appetite  for  dollars. 

I  hesitate  to  add  to  the  material  that 
has  already  been  written  on  the  subject 
of  spiritual  deterioration  in  churches. 
But  even  though  God  forgives  the  sins 
of  the  church  there  is  still  the  matter 
of  the  community  image.  The  little 
couplet  "He  who  wisely  runs  away.  .  . 
lives  to  fight  another"  may  have  a  bit 
of  wisdom  for  such  a  congregation.  It 
would  seem  there  is  a  certain  validity 
in  a  strategic  retreat  which  will  enable 
the  depleted  groups  to  regroup  and 
later  launch  a  fresh  attack  against  the 
enemy  on  another  front.  There  is  cer- 
tainly nothing  meritorious  in  remain- 
ing in  a  community  simply  because  we 
fear  what  others  might  say  if  we  vote 
to  sell  and  relocate.  Our  responsibility 
is  to  make  the  wisest  decision  in  each 
specific  instance  and  move  out  on  a 
basis  of  faith  to  do  a  greater  job  for 
God.

That  ques- 
tion burned  itself  into  my  heart  on 
the  day  I  heard  it  several  months 
ago. 

Sally  and  I  were  visiting  a  member 
of  the  blind  class  in  one  of  the  beauti- 
ful Senior  Citizens  Kosher  Rest  Homes 
which  dot  our  area. 

As  we  approached  the  table  at 
which  she  sat  that  day,  the  picture 
which  came  to  our  mind  was  of  a  dear 
one  burdened  with  the  cares  of  this 
life.  Widowhood  and  blindness  are  in- 
deed burdens  to  Mrs.  E.,  but  these 
would  all  roll  away  if  she  had  hope,  or 
should  I  say,  the  hope  of  Messiah  Jesus 
in  her  heart.  We  saw  her  with  face 
buried  in  hands,  and  our  desire  was 
that  she  would  cast  her  cares  upon  the 
One  who  cares  for  her  (I  Peter  5:7). 
As  we  called  her  name  and  identified 
ourselves,  she  came  suddenly  to  life. 
We  sat  down  at  her  table  and  knew  our 
visit  was  a  welcome  one  if  the  smile 
wreathing  her  face  was  any  indication. 
After  exchanging  pleasantries,  we 
got  down  to  the  business  which  was 
the  main  reason  for  our  call.  I  spoke 
to  her  of  the  desire  in  our  hearts  that 
she  would  know  Jesus,  the  Messiah, 
the  God  of  Heaven,  as  her  Lord  and 
Saviour.  Her  answer  still  rings  in  my 
ears,  "Oh,  this  is  so  new  to  me.  I  have 
been  so  long  in  the  Jewish  faith"  (al- 
though Mrs.  E.  does  not  like  this  rest 
home  because  it  is  too  kosher).  "This 
is  so  new  to  me"— imagine,  over  seven- 
ty-three years  have  passed  over  this 
woman,  and  the  message  of  salvation 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  is  so  new  to 
her. 

It  was  just  about  that  time  when 
the  event  happened  (?)  which  was  to 
charge  my  soul  into  further  action  to 
reach  the  lost  for  Christ.  A  little  old 
man,  cane  in  hand,  rose  from  his  table 

'  and  made  his  way  toward  us.  I  had 
noticed  him  before  as  he  was  one  of 
the  cutest  (to  use  Sally's  description  of 
him)  old  men  I  had  ever  seen,  his 
cherub-like  face  adorned  with  a  small 

■  growth  of  white  chin  whiskers.  The 
traditional  yarmulka  (skull  cap),  worn 
by  the  religious  male  in  Judaism,  was 
perched  on  the  back  of  his  head.  I 
quite  agree  with  Sally's  description— he 
was  a  cute  old  man. 
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As  he  approached  our  table,  he 
fixed  his  eyes  on  me.  Returning  his 
gaze,  I  greeted  him  with  "Shalom" 
(peace),  and  back  to  me  came  his 
"Shalom."  Sally  looked  up  to  find 
out  to  whom  I  was  speaking,  and  see- 
ing this  cute  little  octogenarian,  simply 
greeted  "Hello,"  with  an  Irish  lilt.  Was 
I  mistaken  or  did  I  detect  a  twinkle 
in  his  eyes  when  he  looked  at  her  and 
asked  the  question  that  was  to  stir  me 
immediately,  "What!  no  Shalom?" 
And  Sally,  remembering  one  of  the 
several  Hebrew  words  she  knew,  looked 
up  pleasantly  and  gave  him  the  "Sha- 
lom" he  desired.

After  he  had  gone,  slowly  making 
his  way  across  the  room  and  through 
the  door,  Mrs.  E.  related  that  this  man 
had  been  her  Rabbi  many  years  ago; 
in  fact,  he  had  had  her  son's  Bar- 
Mitzvah  (the  service  at  which  the  Jew- 
ish boy  of  thirteen  attains  a  conscious- 
ness of  spiritual  maturity  and  receives 
public  recognition  in  the  synagogue). 
This  information  only  deepened  my 
concern  for  the  soul  of  this  old  gentle- 
man since  he  could  not  have  the  peace 
of  God  which  is  received  through 
faith  in  the  Messiah,  Jesus  our  Lord, 
the  Prince  of  Peace -for  I  had  heard 
rabbinical  teaching  that  those  in  Israel 
needed  no  mediator  and  no  blood 
sacrifice. 

We  have  seen  so  much  of  the  truth 
of  Isaiah  57:20,  21,  which  speaks  of 
no  peace,  as  it  relates  to  the  unbeliev- 
ing we  contact  in  the  Fairfax  District 
who  are  the  lineal  descendants  of 
Abraham.    Several  days  ago  there  was 


an  incident  on  a  street  on  which  I  was 
doing  door-to-door  visitation.  Since  it 
was  toward  the  end  of  my  calling 
period,  and  the  apartment  house  I  had 
come  to  was  a  large  one,  I  thought  this 
would  be  a  good  place  to  start  on  our 
next  calling  day.  It  was  a  nice  day-the 
almost  ever-present  smog  had  been  dis- 
pelled by  the  rain  of  the  previous  day 
and  a  cool,  soft  wind  had  made  the 
weather  refreshing.  Jewish  people  were 
out  in  number— so  many  of  them  love 
to  bask  in  the  California  sunshine! 
Some  sat  on  steps;  others  stood  in 
doorways;  a  few  strolled  down  the 
street,  trying  to  stir  the  circulation  in 
aging  bodies. 

As  I  made  my  way  northward  to 
return  to  my  car,  I  heard  a  commotion 
on  the  opposite  sidewalk.  More  heads 
popped  into  doorways,  people  walking 
on  the  street  turned  toward  the  bed- 
lam, and  Jewish  women  sitting  on  the 
steps  interrupted  conversations  to  look 
down  the  street  to  where  a  man  was 
having  a  private  war  with  a  lady,  pre- 
sumably his  wife.  He  was  in  a  frenzy 
as  he  berated  her  for  something  she 
had  done  to  displease  him.  As  they 
walked  southward  and  came  just  op- 
posite to  me,  I  noticed  the  woman  was 
embarrassed.  I  neared  a  lady  whose 
head  had  popped  out  of  a  doorway 
and  observed  to  her,  "Tsouris  (trou- 
bles), tsouris,  tsouris!"  in  an  endeavor 
to  open  a  conversation— we  always 
look  to  some  incident  which  will  be 
an  occasion  for  a  witness.  It  was  then 
she  said,  "What's  wrong  with  the  world 
today?  People  seem  to  be  going 
crazy— eve  ryb  ody  at  each  other's 
throats!"  As  I  passed  by,  I  gave  her 
the  parting  shot,  "There  will  be  no 
peace  until  Messiah  comes,"  and  since 
she  had  received  a  copy  of  The  Media- 
tor, we  trust  the  Holy  Spirit  will  use 
this  witness  to  make  her  realize  there 
will  be  no  peace  for  her  until  by  faith 
Messiah  Jesus  comes  into  her  heart. 

And  so  we  go  on  our  way,  up  and 
down  Fairfax  District  streets  with  a 
testimony  to  our  Jewish  friends  be- 
cause we  have  the  answer,  the  peace  of 
God  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to 
the  challenging  question  of  a  little  old 
Rabbi  who  asked  us  that  day,  several 
months  ago,  "What!  no  Shalom?"

It  is  too  early  for  anyone  to  see 
1968  in  perspective.  But  it  is  not  too 
early  for  anyone  who  is  news  conscious 
to  be  impressed  with  the  amazing  suc- 
cession of  events  through  1968.  No 
year  in  modern  history  has  been  filled 
with  so  many  earth-shaking  events 
from  the  capture  of  the  Pueblo  to  the 
circling  of  the  moon.  As  one  writer 
put  it,  this  "year's  unruly  brood  of 
surprises  tore  into  the  public  tran- 
quillity with  an  apparent  vengeance. 
At  times,  under  1968's  hammer  blows, 
it  seemed  almost  routine  for  traditions 
to  be  upset,  expectations  jarred,  pro- 
prieties offended,  the  frontiers  of  man's 
experience  pushed  outward,  and  the 
hopes  or  even  lives  of  prominent  men 
cut  abruptly  short." 

There  Is  Also  A  Sequel 

The  stream  of  history  is  one,  and 
1968  belongs  to  that  stream.  It  is 
therefore  utterly  unthinkable  to  imag- 
ine that  the  events  of  1968  will  not 
have  their  implications  and  issues  for 
the  future.  The  stream  of  events  in 
1968  will  merge  with  the  unfolding 
events  of  1969,  and  the  undreamed 
succession  of  events  in  1969  will  un- 
fold naturally  out  of  the  seedbed  of 
1968.  The  ideas  that  were  born  and 
broadcast  throughout  the  world  in 
1968  will  develop  into  logical  conse- 
quences in  1969  and  the  years  to  fol- 
low. Do  these  augur  good  for  the  hosts 
of  humanity,  or  evil?  One  stands  on 
the  horizon  of  a  new  year  and  a  near 
future  holding  his  breath  for  the  things 
that  are  coming  upon  the  earth. 
Though  every  possibility  for  encourage- 
ment is  being  researched,  there  is  basi- 
cally little  good  to  expect  from  man 
whose  nature  is  essentially  evil. 


That  Amazing  Achievement 

The  world  watched  with  bated 
breath  the  most  amazing  feat  of  man 
since  the  beginning  of  time.  In  a  man- 
made  machine  man  hurtled  through 
space,  overcoming  the  gravity  of  the 
earth  to  pass  into  the  gravity  of  an- 
other sphere  and  circle  that  planet  ten 
times,  and  then  to  reverse  the  direction 
and  return  safely  to  earth  again,  a  trip 
of  more  than  one-half  million  miles 
within  the  span  of  a  week.  This  ma- 
chine was  so  designed  that  it  could 
withstand  the  incredible  spread  of 
temperature  from  280  degrees  below 
zero  in  outer  space  to  that  of  5,000  de- 
grees temperature  produced  by  re- 
entrance  into  the  earth's  atmosphere 
at  a  speed  of  25,000  miles  per  hour. 
Every  necessary  condition  was  pro- 
vided for  maintaining  human  life  in  an 
area  where  human  life  could  not  other- 
wise exist  for  a  moment.  And  three 
men  made  this  interplanetary  migra- 
tion and  returned  in  good  health. 
What  Does  All  This  Mean? 

No  man  is  able  to  give  adequate 
answer  to  that  question.  For  the  im- 
mediate future  it  means  Apollo  9,  10, 
and  1 1 ,  that  is,  the  various  stages  for 
landing  a  man  at  last  upon  the  surface 
of  the  moon.  What  does  it  mean  be- 
yond that?  No  one  reallv  knows.  On 
the  nearest  fringe  some  are  suggesting 
that  these  feats  may  provide  a  way  for 
establishing  way-stations  in  space  for 
further  space  exploration,  or  perhaps 
bases  of  operation  for  military  pro- 
tection of  nations.  One  thing  is  cer- 
tain, namely  this,  that  the  advance- 
ments now  in  progress  will  provide  the 
stepping  stones  for  further  outreach. 
But  be  assured  of  this  one  thing,  that 
as  long  as  man  remains  a  sinning  crea- 
ture, these  advancements  can  well  bode 
more  of  evil  than  good  for  the  human 
race. 

Consider  This  Possibility 

Two  passages  of  Scripture  in  the 
Revelation  have  posed  problems  to  the 
interpreter.     This  is  true  because  on 


their  face  they  seem  utterly  impossible. 
But  now,  it  may  be  that  space  explor- 
ation is  providing  the  answer. 

These  two  passages  are  as  follows: 
"These  shall  make  war  with  the 
Lamb  .  .  ."  (Rev.  17:24);  "And  I 
saw  the  beast,  and  the  kings  of  the 
earth,  and  their  armies,  gathered  to- 
gether to  make  war  against  him  that 
sat  on  the  horse,  and  against  his  army" 
(Rev.  19:19). 

In  the  first  passage  the  Antichrist 
and  the  ten  kings  of  the  Revived  Ro- 
man Empire  are  pictured  as  making 
war  with  the  Lamb.  In  the  second 
passage  the  Antichrist  and  all  the  kings 
of  the  earth  with  their  armies  are 
pictured  as  making  war  with  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

Christ  and  His  armies  come  out  of 
heaven  and  converge  upon  the  earth  in 
the  region  of  Jerusalem.  Is  it  possible 
that  Antichrist  and  his  aggregation  of 
kings  now  have  at  their  disposal  such 
power  as  developed  in  interplanetary 
space  travel  that  they  imagine  they 
can  now  join  battle  successfully  with 
the  supernatural  Christ? 

Is  it  possible  that  this  last  and 
mightiest  arrogance  of  mankind  triggers 
the  situation  and  brings  the  interven- 
tion of  heaven  and  the  introduction  of 
supernatural  power  which  culminates 
in  the  catastrophic  conflagration  at  the 
end  of  the  age? 

What  of  the  Future? 

The  year  of  1969  with  its  many 
twists  and  its  many  turns  is  now  upon 
us.  It  can  well  be  that  the  crash 
course  of  1968  will  continue,  and  that 
with  it  there  will  come  a  combination 
of  tragedy  and  triumph  for  mankind. 
But  for  those  who  know  the  God  of  the 
Bible,  we  can  be  sure  that  above  and 
beyond  the  realization  of  men,  there 
is  our  God,  "who  worketh  all  things 
after  the  counsel  of  his  own  will" 
(Eph.  1:11),  and  that  will  is  weighted 
in  favor  of  the  saints,  for  "all  things 
work  together  for  good~  to  them  that 
love  God,  to  them  who  are  the  called 
according  to  his  purpose"  (Rom.  8:28).

When  God  gave  us  the  spiritual 
truths  that  we  need  to  know,  I  am 
glad  He  didn't  give  them  to  us  in 
catechetical  form,  but  He  gave  them 
to  us  through  the  living  experiences 
of  the  pioneers  of  old,  both  weak  and 
strong.  It  is  so  much  more  interesting, 
and  inspiring  that  way.  This  becomes 
apparent  as  we  draw  from  Jonah's  ex- 
perience with  God,  three  valuable  les- 


sons for  those  who  are  in  the  gospel 
ministry  or  those  whom  God  may  be 
calling  to  preach. 

First  of  all,  God  Calls  the  Preacher 
to  Preach.  Jonah  1:1  and  2  states: 
"Now  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto 
Jonah  the  son  of  Amittai,  saying,  Arise, 
go  to  Nineveh,  that  great  city,  and  cry 
against  it;  for  their  wickedness  is  come 
before  me."  Notice  also  in  Jonah 
3:1-3:  "And  the  word  of  the  Lord 
came  unto  Jonah  the  second  time,  say- 
ing, Arise,  go  unto  Nineveh,  that  great 
city,  and  preach  unto  it  the  preaching 
that  I  bid  thee.  So  Jonah  arose,  and 
went  unto  Nineveh,  according  to  the 
word  of  the  Lord." 

Yes,  God  calls  the  preacher  to 
preach.  God  called  Moses  to  preach 
and  to  lead  His  people.  God  called 
Isaiah  to  prophesy.  God  called  Jere- 
miah, and  sanctified  him  to  preach 
and  to  be  a  prophet.  God  called  Paul, 
as  a  chosen  vessel,  to  preach  and  to  re- 
veal Christ.  And  of  John  the  Baptist 
we  read  that  he  was  a  man  sent  from 
God. 

Down  through  the  ages  we  find  that 
the  preacher  of  the  Word,  whether 
great  or  small  in  the  eyes  of  man  and  in 
the  records  of  history,  was  called  by 
God  to  preach.  What  I  am  saying  is 
that  the  ministry  is  not  a  profession 
that  man  can  choose— it  is  a  divine 
calling.  Let  us  not  forget  that.  God 
appoints  a  man  to  preach. 

Now,  I  don't  know  how  God  called 
Jonah.  I  don't  have  any  idea,  for  God 
has  not  told  us.  I  believe  there  is  a 
reason  for  this.    For  if  the  details  of 


God's  call  to  Jonah  were  given,  per- 
haps every  young  man  who  might  be 
wondering  about  the  ministry  today 
would  want  to  be  called  just  exactly 
like  Jonah.  And  God  doesn't  operate 
that  way.  The  Holy  Spirit  does  not  do 
things  in  routine  fashion.  He  deals 
differently  with  each  individual  even 
in  the  matter  of  salvation.  We  recall 
that  Jesus  said:  "The  wind  bloweth 
where  it  listeth,  and  thou  canst  not 
tell  whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it 
goeth:  so  is  every  one  that  is  born  of 
the  Spirit"  (John  3:8).  For  the  Spirit 
works  differently  with  each  individual. 
His  call  may  come  in  one  way  to  you 
and  in  quite  another  way  to  me. 

You  see,  God  calls  a  preacher.  And 
unless  a  man  is  called  of  God,  he  will 
be  miserable  if  he  chooses  the  ministry 
as  a  profession.  In  Europe,  it  is  com- 
monplace that  certain  men  simply  are 
expected  to  enter  the  ministry  as  a 
profession  and  are  paid  by  the  state. 
And  in  this  country,  it  is  a  profession 
with  many  men.  But  that  isn't  the  way 
God  meant  it  to  be.  It  is  a  divine 
call— not  an  earthly  profession. 

The  ministry  involves  a  great  sacrifi- 
cial principle.  It  does  not  come  in  one 
great  dramatic  crisis,  but  in  routine 
privations  and  vexations  that  come 
over  and  over  again.  Therefore,  unless 
a  man  is  called  of  God  he  will  become 
very  sick  of  the  ministry.  A  minister 
deals  with  people  whose  ears  are  dull 
of  hearing  and  whose  hearts  are  har- 
dened. He  has  to  put  up  with  those 
whose  religion  is  nothing  but  an  out- 
ward sanctimoniousness.  And  oh, how 
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that  dulls  you  when  you  have  to  deal 
with  them!  He  must  endure  the  criti- 
cism of  the  crabby,  the  childishness  of 
the  silly,  and  like  Paul  in  the  church  of 
Phillipi,  he  was  to  diplomatically  sepa- 
rate Miss  Odious  and  Miss  Soon- 
Touchy. 

He  encounters  many  situations  that 
are  irritating  and  vexing.  He  has  to 
comfort  the  afflicted,  as  someone  has 
said,  and  afflict  the  comfortable.  He 
must  ignore  the  narrowness  of  the 
ignorant,  and  sweat  blood  over  the 
inertia  of  those  who  have  no  spiritual 
vision,  but  love  to  be  in  high  places- 
holding  office  and  telling  others  what 
to  do.  On  the  official  board  he  may 
have  to  endure  the  utter  selfishness  of 
the  half-converted.  In  all  this  he 
scarcely  has  any  time  to  call  his  own. 
And  unless  he  has  been  called  of  God 
to  preach,  sooner  or  later  one  of  three 
or  four  things  will  happen.  He  will 
get  tired  of  it  and  quit  the  ministry,  or 
he  will  become  a  sour  preacher,  or  a 
skeptical  one.  or  else,  he  will  become 
a  professional  clergyman  whose  worst 
punishment  is  that  he  must  live  with 
himself— and  that  is  not  easy. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  he  has  been 
called  of  God  to  preach,  and  he  knows 
it,  there  is  an  ever-present  source  of 
strength  available.  For  the  time  will 
come  when  he  will  wonder  what  he 
is  here  for  and  why  he  was  sent. 
But  if  he  knows  that  God  called  him, 
then  it  will  take  up  all  the  slack.  It 
will  make  up  for  all  that  men  will  do 
to  him. 

Yes.  God  calls  a  preacher  to  preach. 
And  if  God  calls  a  preacher  to  preach, 
he  will  never  be  happy  in  any  other 
calling  or  profession.    I  assure  you  of 


that.  He  may  do  well  in  it,  but  never 
be  happy— never  have  the  peace  that 
he  would  have  if  he  would  have  an- 
swered God's  call. 

Now  I  suppose  you  would  like  to 
know  how  God  calls  men  to  preach. 
Well.  I  can't  tell  you  that,  but  I  can 
tell  you  how  God  called  me. 

I  was  converted  when  I  was  twenty- 
five  years  old,  mainly  through  the  wit- 
nessing of  an  elderly  lady.  I  was  a 
Roman  Catholic  by  label.  By  practice 
I  was  anything.  But  I  was  a  sinner  by 
profession  and  a  bad  one.  I  had  no  use 
for  the  Gospel.  At  that  particular 
time  I  didn't  believe  in  God— at  least,  I 
said  so,  though  way  back  in  my  mind 
I  was  a  little  afraid  there  might  be 
something  to  it  after  all.  However, 
this  lady  prayed  for  me  and  the  church 
-prayed  for  me.  Finally,  in  a  revival, 
under  the  ministry  of  the  late  Dr. 
John  Brown,  God  touched  my  soul 
till  I  could  not  stand  it  any  longer  and 
Christ  came  into  my  life  and  became 
my  Saviour. 

Within  two  weeks  I  had  a  peculiar 
burden  and  strange  longing  to  tell 
others  what  Christ  had  done  for  me 
and  to  tell  the  gospel  story.  I  didn't 
see  how  I  could  do  it.  I  was  twenty- 
five  years  old,  didn't  have  a  formal 
education,  and  had  a  terrific  brogue. 
It  just  seemed  impossible.  However, 
within  three  months  after  I  was  con- 
verted I  was  in  the  seminary.  God  saw 
me  through  my  schooling  and  soon 
sent  me  out  to  preach.  You  can  be 
sure  that  I  have  never  doubted  that 
God  called  me  to  preach.  Should  you 
ask  ten  ministers  today  how  God  called 
them  to  preach.  I  believe  you  would 
set  ten  entirely  different  answers. 


Probably  all  of  them  would  point  to 
the  fact  that  there  was  a  great  burden 
upon  their  hearts,  which  was  lifted 
only  after  they  answered  God's  call.  I 
cannot  tell  you  how  God  does  these 
things  as  far  as  details  are  concerned, 
but  I  know  God  calls  a  man  to  preach. 

Second,  God  Calls  a  Preacher  to  a 
Certain  Place.  This  was  true  of  Jonah, 
as  we  see  in  chapter  one,  verses  one 
and  two:  "Now  the  word  of  the  Lord 
came  unto  Jonah  the  son  of  Amittai, 
saying.  Arise,  go  to  Nineveh,  that  great 
city,  and  cry  against  it;  for  their  wick- 
edness is  come  up  before  me."  Again, 
in  Jonah  3:1,  "And  the  word  of  the 
Lord  came  unto  Jonah  the  second 
time,  saying.  Arise,  go  unto  Nineveh, 
that  great  city.  .  .  ."  Yes,  God  sent 
Jonah  to  Nineveh.  Of  course,  Jonah 
didn't  want  to  go,  for  what  he  thought 
were  legitimate  reasons,  but  they 
weren't  legitimate  from  God's  stand- 
point. 

Actually,  when  a  man  is  truly  sur- 
rendered to  God  and  to  His  will  as  a 
minister,  the  Lord  will  not  call  him 
only  to  preach,  but  He  will  definitely 
lead  him  to  the  place  where  He  wants 
him  to  be. 

Now,  a  preacher's  spirit  may  be- 
come dull  of  hearing  because  he  has 
been  walking  afar  off.  So  he  does  not 
hear  the  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and 
may  wonder  where  God  wants  him  to 
go.  But  it  may  also  be  true  that  when 
the  Lord  has  once  pointed  in  a  certain 
direction,  as  He  did  with  Jonah,  and  a 
man  says  no  to  that  direction  as  Jonah 
did,  that  afterwards  he'll  wait  in  vain 
for  a  call  from  God  for  a  second  direc- 
tion. Because  when  God  says  to  go 
east. God  means  east.  He  doesn't  mean 
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west  when  He  says  east.  And  I  don't 
believe  God  will  say:  "Well,  if  you 
don't  want  to  go  there— how  about 
this  place?"  God  does  not  do  business 
that  way. 

Now  a  man  may  say  no  to  God's 
first  call  and  then  choose  his  own  field 
of  labor  and  God  may  bless  him.  But 
I  don't  believe  that  he  will  ever  do  as 
good  work  there,  nor  will  he  have  the 
joy  of  knowing  that  he  is  exactly 
where  God  wants  him  to  be.  All  his 
life  that  joy  will  be  missing.  I  assure 
you  it  is  wonderful  to  know  that  you 
are  where  God  wants  you  to  be. 

Paul  tried  a  few  times,  you  remem- 
ber, to  seek  his  own  field  of  operation. 
But  the  Bible  says  the  Spirit  "suffered 
him  not."  Paul  was  living  close  enough 
to  the  Lord  and  was  aware  of  the 
Spirit's  leading  so  that  he  perceived 
His  way  and  finally  ended  up  in  Europe 
where  God  wanted  him  to  be. 

Certainly  every  pastor,  every  minis- 
ter, should  carefully  and  prayerfully 
seek  the  leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
when  it  comes  to  a  place  of  operation, 
a  place  of  preaching,  a  place  of  labor. 
But  so  often  a  minister's  ears  are 
tuned  lower  to  the  sound  of  salary,  or 
to  the  sound  of  accommodations,  or 
to  the  sound  of  advantages,  or  oppor- 
tunities for  promotion,  or  to  the  pies- 
tige  of  a  place,  or  to  the  whispering  of 
pine  trees,  or  to  the  rustling  of  the 
palm  leaves,  rather  than  to  the  voice 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  He  may  even  choose 
his  own  place,  but  generally  speaking, 
when  a  man  wants  to  be  led,  and  the 
question  of  obedience  has  been  settled 
beforehand,  he  can  be  very  certain 
that  God  will  lead  him. 

Finally,  God  Gives  the  Preacher  the 


Message  That  He  Should  Preach.  That 
is  important,  as  we  see  in  the  Book  of 
Jonah.  God  said:  "Go  to  Nineveh, 
that  great  city,  and  cry  against  it;  for 
their  wickedness  is  come  up  before 
me"  (1:2).  Again,  God  said:  "Arise, 
go  unto  Nineveh,  that  great  city,  and 
preach  unto  it  the  preaching  that  I  bid 
thee"  (3:2). 

God  gave  him  a  definite  message, 
"Yet  forty  days,  and  Nineveh  shall  be 
overthrown"  (3:4).  That  was  his  mes- 
sage. We  know  that  God  blessed  the 
message,  for  the  entire  city  repented. 

Today,  God's  call  for  the  preacher 
is  to  preach  the  Word;  to  declare  the 
whole  counsel  of  God,  to  preach  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Gospel  of 
grace,  to  preach  Christ  and  Him  cruci- 
fied, as  Paul  tells  us.  Yet  many  preach- 
ers today  are  trimming  their  message 
to  suit  the  people,  rather  than  preach- 
ing the  message  God  has  given  them. 
As  Dr.  Lee  Robertson  said,  "The 
modern  preacher  takes  a  few  Bible 
words,  dissolves  them  in  a  gallon  of 
water  of  sentiment  and  sprays  that 
over  the  congregation  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing." And  you  know  that's  about  it. 
Sentiment,  instead  of,  "thus  saith  the 
Lord." 

The  greatest  need  of  the  church  to- 
day is  for  men  who  are  filled  with  the 
Spirit,  who  believe  the  Word  of  God 
with  enthusiasm,  who  study  the  Word 
of  God,  who  study  how  to  preach  it, 
and  then  preach  it  without  fear,  or 
favor,  or  compromise. 

Despite  tremendous  changes  in  the 
world,  such  as  faster  travel,  and  man's 
increased  knowledge  of  how  nature 
works,  human  nature  hasn't  changed 
one  bit.     Nor  has  the  God  of  Jonah 


changed,  and  men's  spiritual  needs 
have  not  changed,  neither  has  the  Word 
of  God.  God's  arm  is  not  shortened, 
neither  are  his  ears  heavy  so  that  he 
cannot  hear.  He  is  just  as  powerful  as 
ever. 

Men  and  women  need  to  hear  the 
the  Word  of  God  which  burns  with 
fire,  which  fills  and  throbs  with  power, 
which  is  a  looking  glass  for  a  man's 
soul.  The  Word  of  God  is  the  hammer 
which  can  break  the  hardest  shell, 
which  convicts  men  of  sin,  which  is 
sharper  than  any  two-edged  sword. 
It  is  the  Word  of  God  which  cannot  be 
twisted,  which  cannot  be  broken. 

The  Word  of  God  is  the  truth  that 
sets  men  free,  that  satisfies  the  hunger 
and  thirst  of  their  souls.  The  Word  of 
God  is  the  divine  water  which  cleanses 
and  purifies  men's  lives,  the  divine  seed 
which  when  planted,  will  spring  up 
into  everlasting  life.  God's  Word  shall 
never  pass  away,  although  heaven  and 
earth  may  pass  away. 

It  was  back  in  1935,  all  alone,  about 
two  o'clock  in  the  morning,  that  I 
promised  God  I  would  faithfully  and 
always  preach  His  Word  and  nothing 
else  and  I  asked  Him  to  keep  His 
promise  and  bless  it.  God  has  blessed 
His  Word  until,  to  my  utter  amaze- 
ment, I  have  stood  in  awe  as  the  Word 
of  God  gripped  souls  and  hearts  and 
brought  them  to  the  foot  of  the  cross 
and  to  Jesus  Christ.  Nothing  else  could 
do  it.  It  works.  It  is  the  power  of 
God  unto  salvation.  From  Jonah's  ex- 
perience it  is  clear  that  God  calls  a 
preacher  to  preach,  God  sends  him  to 
the  place  where  He  wants  him  to 
preach,  God  gives  him  the  Word  to 
preach.  ▼ 
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The  graded  choir  program  is  a  plan 
for  developing  and  maintaining  choirs 
at  the  various  age  levels  within  the 
church.  They  are  organized  as  a  part 
of  the  educational  program  and  are  de- 
signed to  utilize  the  abilities  of  all  who 
wish  to  use  their  musical  talents  for  the 
glory  of  God. 

An  effective  program  of  this  nature 
must  be  under  capable  supervision.  It 
should  be  thoroughly  sold  to  the  par- 
ents since  it  will  benefit  their  children. 
Sufficient  personnel  should  be  selected 
to  provide  leadership  for  each  choir. 
Many  details  and  responsibilities  in- 
volved in  promoting  graded  choirs  can 
be  assumed  by  "choir  sponsors." 

In  addition  to  the  director  and  ac- 
companist, the  sponsors  could  be  par- 
ents of  the  boys  and  girls  enrolled  in 
the  choir.  However,  there  may  be 
couples  who,  even  though  they  have 
no  children  in  the  choirs,  will  desire  to 
serve  as  sponsors  because  of  their 
general  interest  and  enthusiasm  for  the 
music  program.  This  is  especially  true 
in  securing  sponsors  for  the  older 
groups.  It  is  important  that  the  men 
of  the  church  be  enlisted  as  sponsors, 
giving  encouragement  to  the  boys  en- 
rolled in  the  choirs.  The  interest,  sup- 
port, and  goodwill  of  fathers  are  in- 
valuable assets  to  the  graded  choir  pro- 
gram. 

This  graded  system  should  include 
enough  groups  so  that  a  child  may  pro- 
gress from  one  to  another  until  he 
finally  becomes  a  member  of  the  main 
adult  choir.  It  should  be  stated  here 
that  the  children  should  constantly  be 
reminded  that  it  is  a  real  privilege  to 
sing  in  one  of  the  choirs,  and  the  older 
the  group,  the  more  responsibility  and 
honor  they  have.  The  promotion  from 
one  choir  to  another  should  be  con- 
sidered a  real  mile-stone  in  young  life. 
It  will  be  found  as  a  result,  when  the 
children  become  adults  attendance  will 
have  become  a  minor  problem.  Fur- 
thermore, such  a  system  will  be  edu- 
cational in  its  aims,  thus  correlating 
with  the  total  educational  program. 
Supervising  this  phase  of  the  ministry 
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calls  for  careful  organization,  adequate 
equipment,  trained  leadership  and  a 
planned  curriculum. 

If  the  director  does  his  job  effective- 
ly, the  child  will  pick  up  his  musical 
knowledge  along  the  way,  so  that  when 
he  reaches  the  adult  choir  he  will  be 
able  to  sight-read  fairly  difficult  music. 
He  should  learn  during  the  same  period 
of  time  at  least  some  of  the  essentials 
of  singing,  a  certain  amount  of  hym- 
nology  and  a  number  of  choir  anthems. 
Even  more  important  advantages  would 
include  such  things  as  an  understanding 
of  worship  and  an  appreciation  of  wor- 
ship music,  the  development  of  musical 
taste,  a  sense  of  responsibility  in  the 
ministry  of  music  and  direct  spiritual 
blessings  in  the  learning  of  Scripture 
and  Christian  doctrine. 

Not  only  does  the  graded  choir  pro- 
gram provide  great  benefit  to  the  in- 
dividual but  to  the  entire  church  as  a 
whole.  It  provides  trained  musicians 
and  adds  variety  to  the  total  musical 
program.  A  strong  tie  between  the 
church  and  child  can  be  developed. 
When  parental  support  is  enlisted  this 
tie  extends  to  the  home  as  well.  The 
training  provided  in  the  children's 
choirs  results  in  adults  who  know  the 
meaning  of  worship  and  appreciate  the 
place  of  hymns,  anthems  and  other 
music  in  the  church  services. 

A  fully  developed  graded  choir  sys- 
tem might  include  the  following 
groups:  beginners,  primaries,  juniors, 
young  teens,  high  schoolers,  adults  and 
special  groups  such  as  ladies'  and  men's 
choruses.  A  program  of  this  nature 
need  not  be  confined  to  the  large 
church.  Where  there  is  a  Sunday 
school,  choirs  can  be  a  part  of  it.  In  a 
home-mission  project,  the  children  and 
young  teens  provide  a  logical  beginning 
for  a  music  program.  Such  a  start 
assures  a  tie  in  with  the  whole  edu- 
cational system  and  provides  the  po- 
tential for  a  future  adult  choir  of  semi- 


trained  voices. 

An  adequate  educational  founda- 
tion cannot  be  laid  on  a  short-term 
basis.  The  graded  choir  ministry  takes 
years  to  develop  fully.  As  in  any  pro- 
gram, leadership  determines  the  desti- 
ny. There  are  also  such  practical  needs 
as  equipment,  a  rehearsal  and  perfor- 
mance schedule,  the  important  item 
of  curriculum  and  many  other  details. 
But  these  are  meaningless  until  people 
have  been  found  who  can  plan  intelli- 
gently and  direct  the  choirs  properly. 

Those  who  plan  the  graded  choir 
curriculum  must  work  in  terms  of  their 
aims,  general  and  specific.  The  effec- 
tive curriculum  is  that  which  will  help 
the  leader  to  accomplish  such  results  as 
developing  Christian  life  and  service, 
relating  the  young  person  to  the  church, 
providing  wholesome  fellowship,  at- 
taining knowledge  of  the  why,  what 
and  how  of  worship,  and  teaching  the 
content  and  use  of  hymns  and  anthems 
as  they  should  be  correctly  used  in  all 
the  services  of  the  church.  This  again 
should  be  on  a  long-term  basis. 

Several  factors  influence  this  plan- 
ning. The  curriculum  must  be  adapted 
to  the  characteristics  and  spiritual  pos- 
sibilities of  the  age  group  involved. 
Special  days  should  figure  into  curricu- 
lum planning  considerably.  One  of  the 
most  effective  ways  of  organizing  the 
curriculum,  especially  among  the 
younger  choirs,  is  the  unit  system. 
Selection  of  anthems,  study  of  hymns 
and  all  the  activities  of  the  group  in 
rehearsal  are  related  to  a  special  theme 
such  as  the  Christian  home,  the  Bible, 
the  church,  missions,  and  so  forth. 
During  the  four  to  eight  weeks  set 
aside  for  each  unit  there  can  be  real 
education  in  the  relating  of  the  music 
studied  to  the  theme  chosen. 

An  organization  that  is  growing  will 
continue  to  live.  This  statement,  as 
applied  to  choirs,  does  not  mean  growth 
in  numbers  only,  but  also  spiritually, 
mentally  and  technically.  Through  the 
graded  choir  program  youth  and  adults 
are  trained  for  continued  and  extended 
service  to  their  Lord  in  these  musical 
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If  college  is  in  your  future  you  must 
know  the  differences  in  the  academic 
degrees,  titles  and  requirements  which 
are  part  of  the  higher  education  pro- 
gram. Don't  let  those  titles  in  college 
catalogs  confuse  you. 

The  "degrees"  that  schools  award 
their  graduates  today  come  from  a  sys- 
tem that  European  schools  developed 
nearly  seven  centuries  ago.  They 
copied  the  idea  from  the  medieval 
guild  system.  Instead  of  granting  a 
license  to  practice  a  craft,  like  the 
guilds,  the  schools  examined  their  stu- 
dents and  licensed  them  to  become 
part  of  the  academic  community. 

A  bachelor's  degree  candidate  spent 
several  years  in  an  academic  appren- 
ticeship similar  to  a  journeyman  candi- 
date in  a  craft. 

A  master's  degree  was  a  license  to 
teach  candidates  at  the  university  and 
paralleled  the  status  of  master  crafts- 
man. Those  masters  who  continued  to 
teach  and  study  eventually  became 
"experts"  in  theology,  medicine  or 
law.  To  them  the  schools  gave  the 
title  of  "doctor." 

Schools  used  this  licensing  system 
up  until  the  early  19th  century.  To- 
day colleges  and  universities  in  the 
United  States  generally  follow  the  de- 
gree system  summarized  below. 

Associate  degrees  are  diplomas  that 
junior  colleges  award  to  the  students 
who  successfully  complete  a  two-year 
program.  The  Associate  in  Arts  (A.A.) 
and  the  Associate  in  Science  (A.S.)  are 
the  most  commonly  awarded  desig- 
nations. 

The  bachelor's  degree  is  given  to 
college  students  who  spend  four  years 
beyond  high  school  in  a  recognized 
program  of  study.  Most  commonly 
students  receive  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 
(A.B.,  B.A.)  for  completing  a  major 
program  in  the  humanities,  such  as 
history,  literature  and  fine  arts,  and 
the  Bachelor  of  Science  (B.S.)  for 
majoring  in  the  physical  or  natural 
sciences.      Many    colleges    also   offer

organizations.  W.  Hines  Sims  has 
likened  this  training  program  to  that 
of  a  plant:

specialized  or  professional  degrees,  like 
Bachelor  of  Education  (B.Ed.),  Bache- 
lor of  Fine  Arts  (B.F.A.),  Bachelor  of 
Science  in  Journalism  (B.S  J.). 

Some  graduates  have  Latin  phrases 
printed  on  their  degrees.  Outstanding 
achievers  graduate:  cum  laude  (with 
praise),  magna  cum  laude  (with  great 
praise)  and  summa  cum  laude  (with 
highest  praise). 

Occasionally  a  bachelor  degree  re- 
quires several  years  of  study  beyond 
the  first  four  years.  Graduate  bachelors 
include  B.D.  or  Bachelor  of  Divinity 
and  LL.B.  Bachelor  of  Law. 

The  Master's  Degree  normally  re- 
quires one  or  two  years  of  advanced 
full  time  study  after  the  bachelor's  re- 
quirements. The  program  includes  ex- 
posure to  scientific  research  techniques 
and  procedures.  Frequently  the  mas- 
ter's program  calls  for  a  written  report 
on  an  independent  project,  or  a  thesis. 

Like  the  bachelor's  the  more  com- 
mon degrees  in  the  master's  program 
are  the  Master  of  Arts  (M.A.,  A.M.) 
and  the  Master  of  Science  (M.S.),  and 
the  professional  degrees:  Master  of 
Business  Administriation(M.B  .A.),  Mas- 
ter of  Public  Health  (M.  P.H.),  Master 
of  Science  in  Electrical  Engineering 
(M.S.E.E.). 

The  Doctor's  Degree,  the  highest 
degree  a  university  can  award  a  stu- 


dent, requires  at  least  two  years  of 
intensive  study  beyond  the  master  de- 
gree. 

There  are  two  distinct  types  of 
doctoral  degrees  today.  The  Doctor 
of  Philosophy  (Ph.D.)  is  a  research- 
oriented  degree.  The  Ph.D.  candidate 
must  prepare  an  original  research  con- 
tribution to  this  special  field,  called  ai 
dissertation. 

Certain  professions  require  doctor- 
ates. The  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery 
receives  a  D.D.S.,the  Doctor  of  Veteri- 
nary Medicine  receives  his  D.V.M.,  and 
the  Doctor  of  Medicine  receives  an 
M.D.  These  require  a  license  to 
practice.  Non-licensed  professional 
doctoral  degrees  are  available  to  ex- 
perts in  certain  fields,  like  a  Doctor  of 
Business  Administration  (D.B.A.),  Doc- 
tor of  Education  (Ed.D.,  D.Ed.),  Doc- 
tor of  Jurisprudence  (J.D.)  and  Doc- 
tor of  Theology  (Th.D.). 

Honorary  Degrees  emerged  in  the 
United  States  about  100  years  ago  as  a 
means  of  recognizing  the  accomplish- 
ments of  prominent  people  in  the  pro- 
fessions, business,  the  arts,  government 
and  industry.  Granting  honorary  de- 
grees is  similar  to  the  traditon  of 
granting  knighthood  to  those  who 
make  outstanding  contributions  during 
a  lifetime.  These  awards  are  not  based 
upon  formal  study  by  the  recipient. 
Included  in  this  category:  Doctor  of 
Divinity  (D.D.),  Doctor  of  Music  (D. 
Mus.,  Mus.D.),  Doctor  of  Humane 
Letters  (L.H.D.),  Doctor  of  Literature 
(Lit.D.,  D.Lit.),  Doctor  of  Letters 
(Lett.D.),  Doctor  of  Laws  (LL.D.), 
Doctor  of  Science  (Sc.D.,  D.Sc,  D.S.), 
Doctor  of  Humanities  (H.H.D.). 

If  your  future  includes  college,  un- 
derstanding the  academic  titles  and  the 
training  required  will  make  the  catalog 
a  lot  clearer.  And  you'll  be  able  to 
figure  out  how  well  prepared  the  facul- 
ty is  to  teach  you.  ▼

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Grace  Hikes  Tuition 


In  a  recent  announcement  by  Dr. 
Herman  Hoyt,  the  college  students 
discovered  they  would  be  paying  fifty 
dollars  more  tuition  per  semester  in 
the  coming  year,  1969-1970.  Students 
received  this  news  well,  as  was  evi- 
denced by  the  lack  of  demonstrations, 
sit-ins,  and  picketers  parading  around 
the  administration  building.  However, 
there  were  still  some  questions  as  to 
the  necessity  of  this  increase  and  many 
have  threatened  to  "go  someplace 
cheaper." 

What  was  the  main  reason  for  this 
raise  in  tuition?  As  we  all  know,  Grace 
is  in  a  concentrated  drive  to  gain  ac- 
creditation with  the  North  Central 
Association.  This  commission  has  in- 
dicated that  the  college  needs  to  be 
strengthened  in  three  main  areas:  one 


being  the  overworked  and  underpaid 
professors;  another,  our  lack  of  a 
strong  financial  base  for  the  operation 
of  the  school;  and  third,  a  library 
adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  our 
rapidly  growing  student  body. 

An  annual  subsidy  of  over  $200  per 
student  is  needed  above  the  amount 
students  are  paying  to  cover  the  actual 
cost  of  their  education.  This  subsidy 
of  $112,400  for  1968-1969  must  be 
met  through  other  means-mostly  gifts 
from  supporting  Brethren  churches, 
alumni,  and  friends. 

How  does  Grace  stand  in  compari- 
son to  other  private  Christian  colleges? 
In  a  study  of  college  expenses  it  was 
found  that  Grace  stands  slightly  below 
average  in  total  costs,  as  compared  to 
other    Christian    liberal    arts    colleges 


across  the  nation,  as  well  as  colleges 
in  Indiana. 

Grace  is  here  because  of  faith. 
Our  administration  has  faith  that  God 
will  provide  as  long  as  this  school  is 
dedicated  to  Him.  The  records  show 
He  has  never  failed— many  are  sure  He 
never  will.  This  school  needs  your 
prayers  and  support.  It  may  be  possi- 
ble to  get  as  good  a  Christian  education 
elsewhere  for  less  money,  but  the  per- 
centages are  in  our  favor.  ▼

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The  Editor  Speaks . . .

Several  years  ago  I  was  impressed 
by  a  successful  businessman  as  he 
stressed  the  slogan  "See  it  big."  This 
slogan  seems  to  characterize  the  think- 
ing of  many  people;  it  is  a  slogan  for 
success.  Think  big  in  moneymaking. 
Get  to  the  top  of  the  ladder  of  success. 
Be  the  biggest  fish  in  the  social  pond. 
Be  the  greatest.  But  somehow  this 
slogan  seemed  to  overwhelm  me.  It 
was  difficult  for  me  to  get  hold  of  the 
handle  and  make  it  my  own. 

More  recently  I  have  come  across 
another  slogan:  SIB-KIS-"See  it  big, 
keep  it  simple."  Charles  E.  "Tremen- 
dous" Jones,  in  his  book  Life  Is  Tre- 
mendous, stresses  the  fact  that  too 
often  people  fail  to  achieve  in  leader- 
ship and  other  matters  through  failure 
to  "keep  it  simple."  They  get  lost  in 
and  overwhelmed  by  the  bigness  of  the 
task.  This  seems  to  affect  children  less 
than  adults.  How  simply  children 
speak  of  the  accomplishment  of  big 
things.  But  the  older  they  become 
the  more  they  seem  to  lose  the  simple 
trusting  faith. 

The  wise  parent  is  the  one  who  ex- 
emplifies the  fact  that  it  is  a  big  world 
in  which  we  live,  and  that  the  problems 
are  complex,  but  that  there  are  avail- 
able means  for  solutions  to  the  prob- 
lems at  all  times.  It  is  a  wise  pastor 
who  preaches  the  bigness  of  the  task 
of  world-winning,  but  who  stresses  the 
simplicity  of  God's  plan  for  accom- 
plishing it.  The  successful  layman  is 
the  man  who  sees  his  pastor  as  God's 
gift  to  the  church  for  a  teacher  of  the 
Word  and  for  an  instructor  in  soul- 
winning,  and  who  simply  assumes  his 


responsibility  to  go  out  and  accom- 
plish God's  purpose  for  his  life.  The 
achieving  Christian  is  one  who  sees 
with  Caleb  and  Joshua  the  giants  in  the 
land,  but  who  is  willing  by  faith  to 
cross  over  and  take  the  land. 

It  is  so  easy  to  miss  the  bigness  of 
life  on  our  planet  earth,  and  the  chal- 
lenge of  living  to  the  highest  degree— to 
the  utmost.  Human  nature  is  prone  to 
see  life  as  incomprehensible  to  man 
and  impractical  of  achievement  by 
man,  or  it  magnifies  man  and  sees  him 
as  master  of  his  soul.  Extremes  are 
attractive;  man's  talents  are  minimized 
and  downgraded  by  some,  while  others 
maintain  that  man's  capabilities  are  all 
important.  The  flight  of  the  astronauts 
to  the  moon  did  a  lot  in  my  way  of 
thinking  to  bring  things  more  into  bal- 
ance. Surely  this  flight  did  much  to 
show  how  great  things  man  can  accom- 
plish, and  what  intricate  systems  he 
can  fabricate.  But  the  testimony  of 
the  men  as  they  viewed  earth  from  the 
moon  was  that  it  was  a  very  small 
piece  of  real  estate  after  all.  They 
seemed  to  sense  the  fact  of  the  great- 
ness of  God  and  the  solar  system  which 
He  created,  but  also  the  possibility  of 
man's  accomplishing  some  things— great 
things— as  he  depends  upon  God  for 
the  practical  simple  solutions. 

Life  can  be  exciting.  Whether  in 
business,  in  the  home,  at  school,  in  the 
church,  life  in  Christ  can  be  meaning- 
ful. We  must  never  miss  the  bigness  of 
life  with  its  great  challenges,  but  at  the 
same  time  we  must  find  the  simple  and 
practical  key  that  opens  the  door  to 
these  great  challenges.  ▼ 
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razil  is  half  a  continent:  half 
the  land  area  and  half  the  population 
of  South  America.  It  stretches  from 
just  north  of  the  equator  southward 
2,680  miles,  touching  every  South 
American  country  except  Chile  and 
Ecuador.  The  history,  geography, 
culture,  climate,  and  people  combine 
to  make  Brazil  a  fabulous  land  of  con- 
trasts and  a  Brethren  mission  field 
"white  unto  harvest." 

This  land  was  claimed  for  Portugal 
by  navigator  Pedro  Alvares  Cabral  in 
1500.  At  first  colonization  was  slow. 
Then  in  1549  the  Portuguese  govern- 
ment financed  several  hundred  colonies 
which  settled  along  the  Atlantic  and 
Caribbean  coasts.  By  the  nineteenth 
century  Brazil  began  to  feel  reverber- 
ations of  the  ideas  behind  the  French 
and  American  revolutions,  and  on 
September  7,  1882,  without  a  war, 
Brazil  declared  its  independence. 

Indians  are  native  to  Brazil,  as  they 
are  to  North  America.  They  are  found 
principally  in  the  great  Amazon  basin— 
the  basin  formed  by  the  Amazon  river 
system.  This  area  covers  one-and-a- 
half  million  square  miles-one-third  of 
the  land  area  of  Brazil.  Because  the 
Indian  population  is  decreasing  at  an 
alarming  rate,  the  government  has  ini- 
tiated concerted  efforts  to  protect 
them  and  their  culture. 

While  the  Indian  population  is  de- 
ceasing, the  overall  population  is  the 
fastest  growing  in  South  America.  At 
present  ninety  million  people  live  in 
the  land,  and  the  projection  is  that  by 
the  turn  of  the  century  200  million 
iouls  will  be  living  in  the  twenty-two 
states,  four  federal  territories,  and  the 
Federal  district  of  Brasilia. 

Slave  traders  introduced  the  Negroes 
Jito  Brazil  early  in  the  colonial  period, 
rhey  were  freed  in  1888,  and  they 
tave  migrated  to  all  parts  of  Brazil. 
Large  numbers  of  Italians,  Germans, 
ind  other  Europeans  have  settled  in 
Brazil.  These  settlements  are  mostly 
dong  the  3,642-mile  coastline.  Be- 
cause of  the  intermarriage  of  all  of 
hese  races,  Brazil  is  truly  a  racial  and 
cultural  melting  pot.  And  because  of 
he  intermarriage  there  is  virtually  no 
ace  distinction  nor  race  problem.  In 
ecent  years  hundreds  of  Japanese  col- 
mies  have  helped  expand  the  agricul- 
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tural  and  urban  development,  especial- 
ly in  the  interior.  These  colonies  pre- 
sent another  open  door  in  this  already 
challenging  mission  field  of  Brazil. 

Brazil's  cultural  and  economic  de- 
velopment is  like  a  jump  from  the 
eighteenth  century  into  the  twentieth 
without  the  transition  of  the  nine- 
teenth-century industrial  revolution. 
The  tremendous  contrast  between  the 
very  rich  and  the  very  poor  is  gradually 
being  reduced  by  the  emergence  of  a 
working  middle  class. 

Although  inflation  has  been  slowed, 
it  is  still  a  factor  in  retarding  economic 
stability.  This  inflation  adversely  af- 
fects the  mission  dollar  by  decreasing 
its  purchasing  power,  also. 

Less  than  half  the  people  in  Brazil 
can  read  and  write.  But  because  of 
compulsory  education,  improving  eco- 
nomic conditions,  and  a  growing  inter- 
est in  learning,  more  and  more  people 
are  acquiring  the  ability  to  read.  The 
government  is  aiming  to  have  the  coun- 
try 95  percent  literate  by  the  year 
2000.  Private  education  (mostly  Cath- 
olic) trains  about   12  percent  of  the 


primary  students,  67  percent  of  the 
secondary,  and  55  percent  of  those  in 
higher  education.  Economic  advantage 
seems  to  affect  most  directly  the 
literacy.  In  the  south  about  90  per- 
cent of  the  people  can  read  and  write, 
while  in  the  north  and  northeast  less 
than  40  percent  have  this  advantage. 

The  nature  of  the  immigration  has 
resulted  in  90  percent  of  the  people 
classifying  themselves  as  Roman  Cath- 
olics. Even  though  many  of  these 
people  attend  the  "Espiritists"  meet- 
ings or  are  not  active  in  any  religion, 
they  still  prefer  to  call  themselves 
Catholic. 

After  more  than  100  years  of  Prot- 
estant missionary  effort  in  Brazil,  only 
about  five  million  claim  to  be  be- 
lievers. Of  these,  about  three  million 
are  members  of  approximately  16,000 
congregations,  who  are  of  many  differ- 
ent denominational  groups.  The  Pente- 
costal movement  is  the  fastest  growing 
Protestant  group  in  Brazil.  The  Ad- 
ventists  are  experiencing  considerable 
growth  as  a  result  of  a  weekly  radio 
program  over  300  stations,  and  a  fol- 
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low-up  program.  The  Mormons,  Je- 
hovah's Witnesses,  and  other  cults  are 
also  very  active. 

When  the  apostle  Paul  wrote  to  the 
Corinthians  he  said,  "For  a  great  door 
and  effectual  is  open  unto  me,  and 
there  are  many  adversaries"  (I  Cor. 
16:9).  The  door  for  preaching  the 
Gospel  in  Brazil  is  as  wide  open  as  the 
vision  of  Brethren  missionary  support- 
ers. Twenty  years  ago  this  year  Breth- 
ren missionary  faith  stepped  through 
Brazil's  open  door.  How  far  we  walk 
through  the  open  door  in  the  future 
depends  upon  how  many  are  willing  to 
come  to  Brazil  and,  also,  how  many 
are  willing  to  send  them. 

The  Mission  and  the  Missionaries 

In  1949,  The  Brethren  Church  en- 
tered Brazil.  After  careful  investiga- 
tion, Keith  and  Vivian  Altig  began 
their  pioneer  work  in  Icoaraci,  a  town 
just  north  of  the  port  city  of  Belem. 
The  Amazon  delta  area  was  chosen  be- 
cause very  little  was  being  done  there 
in  gospel  witness. 

Today  the  church  in  Icoaraci  is  in 
the  hands  of  a  national  pastor,  Rai- 
mundo  Cardoso,  a  son  of  one  of  the 
first  families  to  come  to  Christ  in 
Icoaraci.  Many  of  the  missionaries 
have  contributed  to  this  work,  and  the 
residence  in  Icoaraci  has  become  the 
headquarters  of  the  mission.  At  pres- 
ent Miss  Barbara  Hulse  is  the  only 
missionary  assigned  to  help  in  the 
church  program  there,  although  much 
of  her  work  is  a  ministry  for  the  grow- 
ing missionary  staff— bookkeeping,  rec- 
ords, correspondence,  and  such. 

When  Eddie  and  Eileen  Miller  ar- 
rived on  the  field  in  1950,  it  was  de- 
termined that  they  should  begin  a  new 
work  in  Macapa,  across  the  river  and 
capital  of  the  territory  of  Amapa.  It 
has  proven  to  be  a  city  of  opportunity. 
Today  the  entire  Macapa  work  is  pas- 
tored  by  a  national,  Pastor  Trinity. 

Belem  is  a  city  of  500,000.  Many 
people  move  here  to  get  rich,  yet  re- 
main poor.  Because  of  the  poverty,  it 
is  very  difficult  to  establish  self-sup- 
porting churches,  but  the  missionaries 
are  trusting  God  to  lead  and  supply. 

Ralph  and  Martha  Schwartz  are 
heading  up  the  work  in  Belem.    Duke

and  Judy  Wallace  are  working  in  Belem, 
and  Tim  and  Sandy  Farner  will  also  be 
helping  out  when  they  finish  language 
study  in  July. 

The  Eddie  Millers  are  now  located 
on  the  eastern  edge  of  Belem  and 
much  of  their  present  work  is  in  getting 
literature  into  the  hands  of  the  work- 
ers, and  selling  literature  in  strategic 
places  in  town. 

One  of  the  tremendous  challenges 
to  the  Brethren  in  Brazil  is  the  string 
of  towns  and  villas  along  the  highway 
connecting  the  states  of  Para  and 
Maranhao.  The  first  venture  on  this 
road  was  in  Capanema,  where  the  John 
Zielasko  family  began  a  work  in  1956. 
Earle  and  Dorothy  Hodgdon  are  caring 
for  Capanema  now. 

In  Kilometer  47,  where  the  key  is 
a  layman  who  has  a  heart  to  serve  the 
Lord,  the  work  has  begun  to  leap  for- 
ward in  the  last  year.  Both  Earle 
Hodgdon  and  Eddie  Miller  are  making 
regular  trips  there  to  teach  and  preach, 
but  the  new  building  is  entirely  of  the 
nationals. 

Castanhal  was  entered  in  1965  by 
the  Altigs.  When  they  depart  for  fur- 
lough this  summer,  the  work  will  be 
taken  over  by  Ernie  and  Elaine  Bear- 
inger,  who  will  have  finished  their 
language  study. 

The  Brazil  field  council  has  decided 
to  claim  another  challenge  in  the  town 


of  Santa  Isabel.  George  and  Evelyn: 
Johnson  will  be  taking  up  this  new 
work  upon  their  return  from  furlough 
this  summer. 

Kwang  Ja  Park,  the  newest  membei 
of  the  staff,  is  expected  on  the  field 
soon,  and  after  language  study,  hei 
special  ministry  will  be  among  the 
many  Japanese  people  of  our  area. 

The  river  ministry  continues.  There 
are  many  people  living  and  working 
among  the  islands  and  in  the  bays  o: 
the  river  from  Belem  to  Quatipuru 
Bill  Burk  has  felt  a  special  challenge 
to  evangelize  these  neglected  people 
During  the  Burks'  present  term,  whicl, 
has  extended  to  five  years,  four  smal 
congregations  have  been  established  ii 
the  bay  of  Quatipuru.  Neco,  a  youni 
man  recently  licensed  to  minister,  wa 
trained  by  Mr.  Burk  to  take  over  thi 
work. 

As  to  the  future,  there  is  much  ti 
be  done  on  the  175  miles  of  the  Para, 
Maranhao  highway.  Nothing  has  beei, 
begun  in  the  numerous  towns  an< 
villas  on  the  Belem-Brasilia  highway 
There  are  many  bays  and  islands  wher 
the  Gospel  is  needed.  The  mission' 
only  restraint  is  lack  of  personnel,  bot! 
national  and  missionary.  Would  yd 
pray  for  laborers?  Would  you  help 
The  local  effort  seems  so  small  in  re 
lation  to  a  great  nation  which  need 
the  Gospel.

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year  in  the  homeland  for  every  term 
of  service  overseas.  Now,  optional 
plans  are  offered  to  our  missionary 
family  which  in  many  cases  better  suit 
their  situations  and  make  for  greater 
efficiency  on  the  field.  A  missionary 
may  select  one  of  the  following  plans: 
(1)  Traditional  furlough;  that  is,  one 
year  in  the  U.S.  for  every  term  over- 
seas; (2)  Four  months  furlough  after 
thirty-two  months  on  field;  (3)  Three 
months  of  furlough  after  twenty-four 
months  on  field. 

The  goodness  of  the  Lord,  showered 
upon  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  in 
the  form  of  a  significant  increase  in 
foreign  mission  giving,  is  cause  for  re- 
joicing, and  we  do  praise  God  for  each 
of  you  who  has  enabled  Brethren  for- 
eign missions  to  send  out  new  mission- 
aries besides  meeting  the  increase  in 
field  expenses.

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Church  and 
Single  Adults

Dr.  Elva  McAllaster,  a  professor  of  English 
at  Greenville  College,  Greenville,  Illinois,  is 
a  widely  published  poet. 

Every  church  congregation  has  single  adults: 
a  divorcee,  with  worry  lines  between  her  eyebrows; 
a  widower  or  two;  a  personable  young  bachelor, 
thirty-two  on  his  last  birthday  and  getting  bald, 
engrossed  in  his  stereo  and  magazines  when  he  isn't 
at  the  office.  And  for  each  single  adult  male  there 
is  a  bevy  of  matrimonially  unattached  females, 
ranging  in  age  from  eighteen  to  eighty-eight. 

Any   generalization  about  the  single  adult  is, 
of  course,  likely  to  be  a  (Continued  on  next  page) 
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faulty  generalization.  My  friend  Chuck 
is  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  university  man, 
teaches  music  and  art,  goes  to  Europe 
every  other  summer.  Whatever  I  say 
about  him  wouldn't  apply  to  my  friend 
Susan,  who  works  in  a  drab  office  and 
considers  reading  Ann  Landers  the 
most  interesting  event  of  her  day. 

The  church  has  too  often  almost 
ignored  the  single  adults,  thereby  over- 
looking a  very  valuable  source  and  also 
failing  to  minister  to  an  important  seg- 
ment of  the  church.  For  the  single 
adult,  as  much  as  or  even  more  than 
any  other  church  member,  needs  the 
fellowship  of  the  church,  needs  a  sense 
of  belonging,  needs  identity,  needs  per- 
sonal relationships  and  associations 
that  are  warmer  than  "good  morning" 
in  a  narthex.  Warmer  and  longer  and 
broader  and  deeper. 

Instead  of  supplying  these  needs 
however,  the  church  often  does  the 
single  a  grave  disservice.  First,  it  plants 
the  idea  that  marriage  is  intended  and 
expected  for  everyone.  It  tells  its 
teen-agers  to  give  their  lives  to  God 
and  let  Him  direct  them  as  to  whom 
they  will  marry.  But  our  society  being 
what  it  is  numerically,  there  just  won't 
be  a  "whom"  for  a  good  many  of 
these  people,  especially  if  they  make 
the  best  choices  at  every  turn  in  their 
young  lives. 

Second,  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
church  world  in  America  today  tends 
to  exaggerate  the  segregation  of  single 
adults  from  their  married  contempo- 
raries. For  example,  where  do  the 
single  adults  fit  into  the  social  struc- 
ture of  your  church?  Do  you  have  a 
Young  Marrieds  group,  and  an  Older 
Young  Marrieds  group,  and  a  Older- 
Older  Young  Marrieds  group,  and  a 
Couples-in-Their-Sunset-Years  group 
for  Sunday  school  or  Bible  study  or 
whatever  else  your  church  organizes? 
Do  your  ushers  and  your  Sunday- 
school  staff  convey  subtle  messages  to 
the  single  adults,  suggesting  that  they 
are  second-class  citizens  and  something 
close  to  outcasts?  That  there  is  no 
place,  really  for  them?  Ask  some  of 
your  staunchest  church  families  to  re- 
view their  social  calendars  for  the  past 
six  months  to  see  whether  their  hos- 
pitality has  pulled  some  of  the  single 
adults  more  warmly  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  church.  The  church  should 
not  tend  to  limit  the  single  adult  so- 
cially to  other  single  adults,  with 
whom  he  may  not  have  much  in  com- 


mon except  the  category  of  his  single- 
ness. 

The  church  should  also  realize  that 
in  the  structure  of  our  society  many  a 
single  adult  will  have  his  moody  mo- 
ments of  wondering:  wondering  if  this 
is  the  way  life  was  meant  to  be  lived; 
wondering  if  that  latest  unseemly  suit- 
or should  have  been  accepted  after  all; 
wondering  whether  and  where  the 
architects  missed  their  instructions  in 
the  blueprint  for  the  present  house  of 
life. 

To  such  moments  of  such  persons, 
the  church  has  something  to  say,  some- 
thing more  than  it  has  often  been  say- 
ing. For  the  Christian,  every  aspect  of 
life  can  be  committed  to  Christ.  The 
moodiest  moments  of  one's  personal 
life  can  be  moments  of  new  commit- 
ment, new  exploration  of  God's  grace. 
Actually  and  truly,  the  single  adult  has 
his  own  designated  possibilities  for 
twentieth-century  sainthood-possibil- 
ities which  many  of  the  singles  have 
not  even  thought  about  and  certainly 
have  not  explored.  And  the  twentieth 
century  needs  sainthood  exemplified, 
needs  it  desperately. 

The  church  can  tell  the  singles, 
furthermore,  that  what  Paul  said  about 
being  free  to  serve  Christ  rather  than 
being  bound  to  the  responsibilities  of 
pleasing  a  human  spouse  still  has  its 
relevance.  The  roster  of  almost  any 
mission  board  will  reveal  the  valuable 
contributions  the  single  adult  can  make. 
And  single  adults  are  just  as  expend- 
able in  the  home  church. 

Of  course,  single  adults  do  some- 
times have  a  curious  tendency— too 
much  of  a  tendency— to  let  themselves 
drift  off  to  the  edges  of  the  activity 
in  a  church.  They  let  the  married 
George  do  it  so  far  as  singing  in  the 
choir,  teaching  the  citizens  in  Sunday 
school,  serving  on  the  numerous  com- 
mittees, ushering,  calling.  Because 
they're  shy?  Because  they  have  de- 
veloped habits  of  avoiding  responsibil- 
ity in  their  private  lives,  having  avoided 
the  other  responsibilities  of  matrimony , 
home,  and  offspring?  Because  they  are 
still  somewhat  emotionally  unable  to 
give  of  themselves?  Whatever  the  case, 
the  church  should  see  to  it  that  single 
adults  do  hold  positions  of  responsibil- 
ity and  service. 

Single  adults  need  to  recognize  and 
remember  that  human  beings  are  made 
to  be  purveyors  of  warmth  and  kindli- 
ness and  concern  to  other  human  be- 


ings. The  person  who  is  not  a  conduit 
for  such  concern  can  be  squashed  flat 
by  the  pressures  of  life.  And  in  his 
church,  if  he  has  a  right  attitude  toward 
it,  and  if  the  church  is  responsive  the 
adult  who  happens  not  to  be  a  conduit 
within  a  family  unit  can  establish  con- 
tacts which  he  needs  just  as  much  as 
they  need  him. 

When  I  was  a  youngster  on  a  farm, 
I  seldom  filled  out  a  Sears  Roebuck 
order  blank  without  feeling  cheated 
because  I  didn't  have  a  street  address 
to  write  in  the  printed  blank  that  said 
"Street  Address."  It  took  me  an  in- 
credibly long  time  to  notice  that  any- 
one who  did  have  the  street  address 
would  have  to  skip  the  R.F.D.  Route 
and  Box  Number  blanks.  Similarly,  if 
the  single  adult  doesn't  have  an  adoring 
husband,  neither  does  she  have  a  grum- 
bling one.  She  has  her  leisures,  her 
trips,  her  tranquil  hours,  her  many 
recreations.  She  can  savor  each  of  her 
own  experiences  zestfully,  and  she 
doesn't  have  to  embitter  the  savoring 
by  comparing  her  R.F.D.  numbers  with 
the  street  addresses  that  she  might  now 
have  had  she  made  certain  other 
choices. 

Thus  the  church  can  tell  the  single 
adults  that  they  (as  much  as  any  logi- 
cally or  illogically  grouped  segments  of 
humanity)  could  do  well  to  sing  often 
the  old  Sunday-school  song  "Count 
Your  Many  Blessings."  Nobody  has  all 
the  benefits  of  life.  Anyone  can  ruin 
his  mental  health  and  his  spiritual  poise 
by  counting  his  neighbor's  blessings. 
The  medieval  theologians  weren't  very 
far  wrong  when  they  put  envy  as  one 
of  the  seven  deadly  sins. 

And  the  church  can  show  the  single 
adults  that  they  may  stand  in  real 
peril  of  being  both  stupid  and  sinful 
by  checking  up  too  often  on  their  own 
happiness.  Despite  prevalent  American 
modes  of  conduct,  it  is  not  written 
into  the  Ten  Commandments  that 
everyone  must  be  happy.  Further- 
more, happiness  is  a  will-o'-the-wisp 
that  flits  away  when  it  is  pursued.  Per- 
haps more  than  their  tied-down  coun- 
terparts, the  singles  need  to  realize  that 
their  responsibility  is  to  go  about  giv- 
ing gladness  rather  than  searching  after 
it.  If  they  are  to  have  real  happiness 
for  the  giving,  then  the  church  should 
be  their  constant  and  continuing  re- 


source.

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I  he  Lord  is  good-first,  in  giving 
us  salvation;  and  then,  if  we  commit 
our  lives  to  Him,  He  has  promised  to 
direct  them,"  says  Lois  Kennedy.  She 
continues:  "This  is  what  the  Bible  tells 
us  in  Proverbs  3.5  and  6:  'Trust  in  the 
Lord  with  all  thine  heart;  and  lean  not 
unto  thine  own  understanding.  In  all 
thy  ways  acknowledge  him,  and  he 
shall  direct  thy  paths.'  I  praise  Him 
for  making  all  these  things  true  in  my 
life,  both  at  home  in  the  States  and 
also  here  in  Africa." 

Lois  Kennedy  is  grateful  for  the 
Lord's  goodness  as  manifested  in  many 
ways  in  her  life.  She  was  born  into  a 
Christian  home  and  accepted  Christ  as 
her  Saviour  when  she  was  a  child.  She 
praises  God  that  her  parents,  who  are 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  W.  Hall,  know 
the  Lord  and  are  serving  Him.  Her 
father  is  now  a  licensed  Brethren  min- 
ister who  is  pastoring  the  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church  of  Willis,  Virginia.  Of  her 
parents,  Lois  says:  "Their  influence 
and  help  in  my  early  years  can  never 
be  fully  known." 

Roanoke,  Virginia,  was  Lois's  birth- 
place, and  except  for  several  years  in 
New  Jersey  she  lived  in  that  area  until 
she  went  away  to  college.  Her  home 
church  was  the  Clearbrook  Brethren 
Church.  The  Lord  used  a  summer 
camp  to  draw  her  closer  to  himself. 
She  dedicated  her  life  to  His  service. 

Following  her  high  school  gradua- 
tion, Lois  worked  in  the  area  for  several 
years.  But,  "I  was  never  really  satis- 
fied," she  says,  "for  I  felt  that  the 
Lord  would  have  me  attend  school  for 
further  education."  In  1949  she  en- 
tered Grace  College  in  Winona  Lake, 
Indiana.  Then  she  was  permitted  to 
enter  Grace  Theological  Seminary,  and 
in  1952  she  graduated.  By  that  time 
she  was  Mrs.  Lester  Kennedy;  their 
marriage  had  taken  place  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1950. 

However,  it  was  not  at  Grace  that 
Lois  and  Lester  met.  One  year  her 
home  church  had  been  looking  for  a 
student  who  might  be  interested  in  be- 
ing their  pastor  for  the  summer 
months.  As  church  secretary,  it  was 
Lois's  job  to  write  to  one  young  man 
who  consented  to  come  for  the  sum- 
mer. His  name  was  Lester  Kennedy. 

Lois  recalls:  "Before  I  even  knew 
Lester  or  anything  about  him,  our  SMM 
had  a  towel  and  an  offering  which  we 
wanted  to  give  him  because  he  was  an 
MK.   Well,  it  fell  my  lot  to  embroider 
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the  name  of  the  church  at  the  top  of 
the  towel;  then  the  money  was  con- 
cealed under  a  candle  design  on  the 
towel.  I  completely  forgot  about  the 
project.  But  after  we  were  married,  I 
found  Lester  still  had  the  towel— and  I 
remembered!" 

Lois's  husband  was  born  on  the  mis- 
sion field  in  Africa  and  at  an  early  age 
yielded  his  life  to  the  Lord  for  mission- 
ary service.  So,  French  Equatorial 
Africa  became  the  destination  of  the 
young  couple,  and  they  left  the  U.S. 
in  the  early  fall  of  1952. 

They  stopped  in  Paris,  France,  for 
nine  months  of  concentrated  study  of 
the  French  language,  and  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1953  they  completed  their 
journey  to  Africa.  A  few  months  were 
occupied  with  the  study  of  Sango  at 
the  Bible  Center,  and  then  for  a  few 
months  they  lived  at  Bellevue.  In 
February  of  1954  they  moved  to 
M'Baiki  in  the  tropical  forest  country, 
southermost  of  the  mission  stations, 


and  this  has  been  their  home  the  re- 
mainder of  their  years  in  Africa. 

When  the  Kennedy  family  returned 
to  the  U.S.  after  their  second  term,  the 
furlough  extended  to  several  years. 
During  this  time  they  lived  at  Lime- 
stone, Tennessee,  and  Mr.  Kennedy 
pastored  the  Brethren  church  there. 
But  the  Lord  enabled  them  to  resume 
their  missionary  service  in  the  summer 
of  1966.  Lester  and  Lois  have  re- 
tained their  membership  in  the  Lime- 
stone church. 

God  has  blessed  the  Kennedys  with 
a  fine  family  of  five  children:  Judith 
was  born  in  Paris;  Lester,  Jr.,  and  Rich- 
ard in  Africa;  and  Daniel  and  Joyce 
during  the  later  years  spent  in  the  U.S. 
The  older  son  and  daughter,  now  teen- 
agers, live  with  their  grandparents  in 
Virginia;  it  was  their  privilege  to  spend 
the  past  summer  with  the  family  in 
Africa,  including  their  other  grand- 
mother, Mrs.  Minnie  Kennedy,  who  is 
also  a  missionary. 

Concerning  her  present  work,  Lois 
Kennedy  says:  "Some  of  my  duties  be- 
sides those  of  a  housewife  and  mother 
include  teaching  in  the  elementary 
Bible  school,  and  working  in  the  OTN 
(WMC)  and  girls'  work.  Our  field  has 
Pygmies  but  thus  far  there  is  no  special 
work  among  them.  We  have  visited 
them  several  times  and  there  are  some 
who  come  to  the  chapels  out  in  the 
forest.  There  are  a  few  who  have  ac- 
cepted Christ  as  Saviour  and  have  been 
baptized.  Pray  that  the  Lord  will  call 
many  more." 

This  missionary  worker,  wife  and 
mother,  is  indeed  one  who  has  com- 
mitted her  all  to  the  Lord,  thus  know- 
ing His  direction  for  her  life,  and  her 
heart  is  full  of  praise  because  of  it.    T

Sound 
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The  thoughts  and  ideas  surrounding 
the  title,  Sound  and  Savour,  began  at 
the  WMC  meetings  at  national  confer- 
ence. It  was  there  that  the  sumbol  of 
victory  for  our  theme,  The  Victorious 
Life,  was  presented  and  its  signifi- 
cance explained.  The  symbol  was  a 
bell.  We  were  exhorted  to  ring  out 
bells  of  praise,  love,  and  encourage- 
ment, throughout  the  year  as  evidence 
of  the  victories  we  were  having  in 
Christ.  The  toll  (sound)  of  the  bell 
was  to  resound  victory.  What  a  blessed 
idea!  I  wanted  to  share  this  with  my 
WMC  ladies,  and  to  give  it  the  fullest 
meaning  so  I  felt  I  needed  a  bell  to 
ring.  I  looked  many  places.  But  I 
know  now  God  had  a  particular  bell 
that  He  wanted  me  to  discover. 

As  I  was  leafing  through  a  catalog, 
there  it  was— Fragrance  Bell.  My  heart 
leaped  with  joy.  The  thought  of  a 
fragrant  victory,  as  well  as  a  joyful 
victory  made  my  mind  race  with  ideas. 
At  this  point  I  didn't  even  realize  that 
this  lovely  bell  actually  gave  forth  a 
sound.  I  was  too  taken  up  with  the 
thought  of  its  fragrance,  and  the  spiri- 
tual significance  it  had  for  me  as  a 
WMC  woman.  When  it  was  pointed 
out  that  the  bell  also  gave  forth  a 
sound,  I  was  thrilled  and  excited  for 
I  had  found  what  I  thought  was  a  per- 
fect symbol  of  victory. 

The  Fragrance  Bell,  I  believe,  is  the 
perfect  symbol  of  victory  because  of 
the  two  dimensions  of  sound  and  sa- 
vour which  it  encompasses.  The  di- 
mension of  sound  is  the  outer  quality, 
and  the  dimension  of  savour  is  the 
inner  quality.  If  the  Fragrance  Bell 
lacked  either  of  these  qualities,  the 
toll  would  be  less  effective  and  lasting. 
Thus,  both  are  essential  to  the  effec- 
tiveness of  the  victory  bell.  The  sig- 
nificance of  these  qualities  as  they  re- 
late to  the  Christian  and  his  experiences 
of  victory  challenged  me. 

Every  Christian   is,   in   a   sense,    a 


Fragrance  Bell.  The  outer  quality  or 
sound  is  the  witness  that  the  Chris- 
tian bears  of  his  salvation  and  life  in 
Christ.  The  Psalmist  said:  "Let  the 
redeemed  of  the  Lord  say  so  .  .  ." 
(107:2).  Our  testimony  of  the  grace  of 
God  and  His  work  in  our  lives  should 
resound  clearly  and  loudly.  Our  sound 
must  be  distinct,  for  there  are  many 
kinds  of  voices  in  the  world,  and  none 
is  without  signification.  We  are  to 
"utter  .  .  .  words  easy  to  be  under- 
stood." What  is  your  sound  effect? 
May  it  be  said  of  us,  as  it  was  of  the 
Thessalonians,  "For  from  you  sounded 
out  the  word  of  the  Lord  ...  in  every 
place  your  faith  to  God-ward  is  spread 
abroad  .  .  ."  (I  Thess.  1 :8). 

The  Christian's  inner  quality  is  the 
sweet  fragrance  of  Christ.  This  is 
brought  out  in  II  Corinthians  2:15-17, 
"For  we  are  unto  God  a  sweet  savour 
of  Christ,  in  them  that  are  saved,  and 
in  them  that  perish:  To  the  one  we  are 
the  savour  of  death  unto  death;  and  to 
the  other  the  savour  of  life  unto 
life 

Our  quality  is  fragrance— His.  He 
is  love,  joy,  peace,  long-suffering,  gen- 
tleness, goodness,  faith,  meekness,  and 
temperance.  Our  victory  is  dependent 
upon  our  personal  contact  with  Christ 
through  His  word  and  prayer:  as  He 
talks  to  us,  and  we  talk  to  Him.  By 
faith  in  His  power  in  our  lives,  we  too 
may  experience  many  victories  and 
ring  out  bells  of  praise,  love,  and  en- 
couragement, and  spread  the  sweet 
fragrance  of  Christ  to  all  those  around 
us.  Some  who  hear  will  not  hear,  and 
thus  perish;  but  those  who  are  saved 
will  be  edified  and  challenged  to  live 
more  victoriously  through  Him. 

What  victory-to  be  a  Fragrance  Bell 
for  our  wonderful  Lord.  May  it  be  our 
experience  to  sound  "out  the  word  of 
the  Lord,"  and  to  be  "a  sweet  savour 
of  Christ"  to  the  end  that  He  might 
be  honored  and  glorified.  ▼ 
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When  I  first  heard  the  expression- 
Women  Manifesting  Christ  taken  from 
the  letters,  WMC  which  had  always 
stood  for  Women's  Missionary  Council, 
I  realized  what  a  blessing  this  could  be, 
in  that,  it  would  surely  be  an  incentive 
to  follow  our  Lord  in  a  closer  way  and 
live  more  wholly  for  Him. 

One  may  be  made  to  wonder  just 
what  it  means  to  manifest  Christ.  Be- 
fore being  able  to  do  so,  it  is  evident 
there  are  three  things  that  must  be 
effaced  from  our  lives:  Conformity  to 
the  world,  the  flesh  and  the  devil. 

To  act  like,  to  look  like,  or  to  live 
like  the  world  cannot  manifest  the 
Holy  Christ  who  was  in  the  world  but 
was  not  a  part  of  it.  His  life  was  pure. 
His  motives  and  actions  holy.  Can  we, 
in  our  mind,  scan  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit 
and  find  one  thing  on  the  list  in  which 
He  was  not  perfect?  Perhaps  someone 
might  say,  "in  joy"  because  He  was 
called  "...  a  man  of  sorrows,  and  ac- 
quainted with  grief  .  . . ."  His  sorrows 
and  grief  were  not  for  himself,  but  for 
others— the  lost  ones.  His  joy  was  per- 
fect, complete  in  His  Father,  in  the 
Spirit  and  in  those  sheep  who  had  re- 
turned to  the  fold  (Luke  15:6).  He 
was  perfect  and  sinless  in  this  world 
of  sin  and  He  could  say,  "Which  of  you 
convincethme  of  sin?  .  .  ."(John  8:46). 

"Turn  your  eyes  upon  Jesus,  Look 
full  in  His  wonderful  face; 

And  the  things  of  earth  will  grow 
strangly  dim 

In  the  light  of  His  glory  and  grace." 

We  who  are  not  without  sin  need  to 
consider  that  He,  the  Perfect  One,  lives 
within  His  own.  Not  only  what  we  are, 
but  what  we  do,  what  we  say,  how 
we  dress,  how  we  live  and  how  we 
react  to  the  things  of  the  world  need 
always  to  reflect  or  manifest  Christ. 
That  also,  not  only  the  Heavenly 
Father,  but  our  friends  and  our  enemies 
as  well,  may  not  see  us  but  will  see 
the  One  who  abides  within.  "Christ 
in  you,  the  hope  of  glory"  (Col.  1:27). 

As  the  world  grows  dim,  the  flesh, 
the  ego,  the  I,  the  self  must  also  be 
effaced. 

"And  they  that  are  Christ's  have 
crucified  the  flesh  .  .  ."  (Gal.  5:24). 
Christ  says  in  His  Word,  "I  do  always

those  things  that  please  him"  (John 
8:29).  Paul  gives  his  complete  com- 
mitment in  Galatians  2:20,  "I  am  cru- 
cified with  Christ  .  .  .  ."  This  took 
place  at  Calvary.  But  why  did  we  need 
to  die  if  Christ  gave  His  life  in  our 
place?  Praise  God!— that  He  might 
live  His  life  through  us  in  His  holy 
way  and  be  made  manifest  to  the 
whole  world.  How  then  can  we  be- 
little His  holy  name  by  trying  to  live 
our  own  lives  for  sinful  self? 

However  reluctant  we  may  be  to 
face  it,  however  indifferently  we  may 
act  toward  it,  or  however  neglectfully 
we  may  treat  it,  the  fact  remains  un- 
altered and  unalterable  that  if  the  life 
of  complete  victory  over  self,  the 
world,  and  the  devil  is  to  be  to  us  a 
present  possession  and  a  practical  ex- 
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perience,  self  must  be  removed.  It 
must  die  (Eph.  4:22-24).  As  one  has 
said:  "There  is  a  great  difference  be- 
tween realizing  that  on  the  cross  Christ 
was  crucified  for  me,  and  on  that  cross 
I  was  crucified  with  Him."  The  first 
aspect  brings  us  deliverance  from  the 
condemnation  of  sin,  and  the  second, 
deliverance  from  the  power  of  sin.  If 
we  know  this  as  fact  and  experience, 
we  can  claim,  with  Paul,  the  wonderful 
testimony  of  Galatians  2:20. 

To  one  who  asked  George  Muller 
the  secret  of  his  life  of  faith  and  ser- 
vice, he  replied:  "There  was  a  day 
when  I  died."  As  he  spoke  he  bent 
lower  until  he  almost  touched  the 
floor— continuing  he  added:  "Died  to 
George  Muller,  his  opinions,  tastes, 
preferences  and  will,  died  to  the  world, 
its  approval  or  sensure,  died  to  the  ap- 
proval or  blame  even  of  my  brethren 
or  friends,  and  since  then  I  have  stud- 
ied only  to  show  myself  approved  un- 
to God." 

When  we  give  ourselves  to  our  Lord 
and  truly  die  to  self  does  that  mean 
that  we  are  perfect  and  sinless?  Ab- 
solutely not.  But  by  experiencing  His 
perpetual  presence,  being  "alive  unto 
God  .  .  ."  (Rom.  6:11),  and  yielding 
our  whole  being  to  Him  the  victory  is 
possible.  "And  that  he  died  for  all, 
that  they  who  live  should  not  hence- 
forth live  unto  themselves,  but  unto 
him  who  died  for  them,  and  rose 
again"  (II  Cor.  5:15  New  Scofield 
Reference  Bible). 

Our  life  is  not  to  be  the  imitation 
of  a  splendid  model,  but  the  indwelling 
of  a  living  person.  Not  the  manifesta- 
tion of  our  good  works,  but  the  mani- 
festation of  Christ  who  is  our  life. 

Because  God's  own  have  accepted 
the  death  life,  one  may  not  conclude 
that  Satan  will  leave  us  and  that  a  life 
of  joy  and  peace  without  disturbance 
will  ensue.  No  indeed!  Constant  joy 
and  peace  in  the  Saviour  will  be  main- 
tained, but  we  will  be  a  special  target 
for  the  evil  one  as  he  still  knows  all  of 
our  human  faults  and  frailties  and  will 
continue  to  attack  on  every  side.  He 
also  knows  our  weakest  moments  and 
is  always  ready  with  some  solution  if 
we  are  puzzled  or  have  a  decision  to 
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make.  If  some  good  deed  is  accom- 
plished, the  imp  of  pride  is  ready  with 
a  prod.  If  acts  or  motives  are  bad,  his 
excuses  are  so  keen  and  smooth  they 
are  difficult  to  recognize  as  excuses. 
If  we  follow  the  world  and  our  con- 
science pricks,  he  will  whisper:  "Well, 
you  do  not  want  to  look  or  be  like  a 
square,  do  you?  You  are  not  quite  as 
extreme  as  so-and-so."  With  subtlety 
he  will  try  to  trap  those  who  would 
evade  him.  But  there  is  great  joy  and 
peace  in  the  fact  that  we  can  smile  in 
the  face  of  all  of  this  and  turn  our 
backs,  leaving  the  devil  in  the  hands  of 
the  Blessed  One  who  has  already  been 
his  conqueror. 

It  has  been  said  that,  "This  life  is 
only  the  dressing  room  for  eternity." 
God  wants  us  to  be  beautiful  and  the 
Holy  Spirit,  who  garnished  the  earth 
with  beauty,  speaks  often  of  it  in  the 
Word.  This  is  not  man-made  beauty 
but  the  beauty  of  holiness,  the  ever- 
lasting beauty  which  our  Lord  sees, 
for  which  we  are  seeking.  It  is  here 
then,  in  this  life,  that  those,  "To 
whom  God  would  make  known  what 
is  the  riches  of  the  glory  [or  beauty] 
of  this  mystery  among  the  Gentiles 
.  .  ."  (Col.  1:27),  must  manifest  and 
reveal,  "Christ  in  you,  the  hope  of 
glory." 

The  world  knows  no  greater  chal- 
lenge than  the  surrendered  life.  This 
is  the  only  way  in  which  we  can  mani- 
fest Christ.

Two  dollars  and  ninety-five  cents 
for  sixty-three  sparsely-covered  pages 
is  a  pretty  dear  cup  of  tea  or  ink,  even 
if  it  is  prepared  by  the  pen  of  Mrs. 
Addison  Leitch,  better  known  as  Elisa- 
beth Elliot.  She  recently  married  Dr. 
Addison  Leitch,  educator  and  writer. 
May  felicities  reign. 

The  content  of  this  booklet,  The 
Liberty  of  Obedience  (Waco,  Texas: 
Word  Books,  1968),  evolved  during 
her  stay  among  the  Aucas.  In  that 
period  she  had  time  and  reason  to  re- 
evaluate her  picture  of  how  God  must 
work  in  transforming  lives.  Her  con- 
clusions first  appeared  as  a  series  of 
articles  in  The  Sunday  School  Times, 
here  reprinted  with  a  running  com- 
mentary. The  articles  examined  such 
questions  as  what  is  worldliness  and 
what,  really,  is  service  to  God. 

Most  of  the  questions  are  sane 
enough  and  even  necessary.  Every 
Christian  must  at  some  time  come  to 
grips  with  what  the  Bible  means  by 
worldliness  and,  conversely,  what  con- 
stitutes righteousness.  But  what  could 
possibly  justify  linking  savagery,  hea- 
thendom, and  sin  with  the  Aucas  and 
identifying  civilization,  Christendom, 
and  righteousness  with  America?  The 
whole  of  this  little  book  is  an  account 
of  Elisabeth  Elliot's  efforts  to  work 
free  of  this  misconception. 

For  extended  treatments  of  the 
same  themes  see  her  No  Graven  Image 
(New  York:  Harper  and  Row,  1966, 
244  pages,  $3.95)  and  her  brother 
Thomas  Howard's  Christ  the  Tiger 
(Philadelphia:  J.  B.  Lippincott  Com- 
pany, 1967,  160  pages,  paper,  $3.95). 
What  Elisabeth  Elliot  does  for  the  mis- 
sionary scene,  Howard  does  for  the 
American  religious  scene.  Both  have  a 
flair  for  spotlighting  the  myopic  in 
evangelical  church  life.  Each  chronicles 
the  American  propensity  to  substitute 


cliches  and  trivia  for  momentous  theo- 
logical judgments  and  basics  of  the 
faith. 

Christ  the  Tiger  is  a  lilting  auto- 
biography. Howard  plays  a  violin  with 
words.  No  Graven  Image  comes  closer 
to  being  an  overgrown  tract  cast  in 
novel  form.  Presumably,  one  of  the 
criteria  of  a  novel  is  the  creation  of  an 
aura  of  reality.  Unfortunately,  Mar- 
garet Sparhawk,  the  heroine  of  No 
Graven  Image,  just  is  not  believable. 
Every  incident  in  the  book  is  all  too 
credible.  But  Margaret  seems  to  be 
merely  a  convenient  hook  for  collect- 
ing them  all  in  one  place  with  no  con- 
sideration given  to  psychological  pos- 
sibility. The  strength  of  both  of  these 
books  lies  in  their  sharp,  and  some- 
times caustic,  observation.  They  go 
far  toward  achieving  Robert  Burns's 
yen:  to  see  ourselves  as  others  see  us. 
The  weakest  portion  of  each  is  what 
might  be  called  the  author's  "case  for 
my  present  state  of  mind."  The  break 
in  style  and  continuity  between  How- 
ard's autobiography  and  his  "case"  is 
sharp  enough  as  to  be  a  major  flaw  in 
the  book. 

Easily  the  best  of  Elisabeth  Elliot's 
books  so  far  is  her  biography  of  R. 
Kenneth  Strachan,  Who  Shall  Ascend 
(New  York:  Harper  and  Row,  1968, 
171  pages,  $5.95).  Strachan  was  one 
of  the  outstanding  mission  leaders  of 
this  century.  His  innovations  were 
striking,  maybe  even  brilliant.  The 
superlatives  could  easily  roll  on.  He 
indubitably  was  a  great  man.  But  the 
virtue  of  this  book  is  that  it  never  for-

gets  which  is  the  adjective  and  which 
is  the  noun.  Though  he  was  great,  he 
is  throughout  presented  as  a  man. 
There  is  none  of  the  saccharine  adula- 
tion which  vitiated  her  biography  of 
Jim  Elliot,  Shadow  of  the  Almighty 
(New  York:  Harper  and  Brothers,  1958, 
256  pages,  $3.75).  Strachan  emerges 
complete  with  foibles,  perplexities,  and 
inconsistencies,  e.g.,  vocalized  concern 
for  his  children  coupled  with  absentee 
parenthood.  The  man  who  throughout 
his  career  served  as  a  spiritual  bulwark 
to  many  was  himself  never  at  ease  in 
Zion.  He  underwent  recurring  periods 
of  anxiety  lest  his  own  devotional 
fervor  be  deficient  for  one  in  God's 
service. 

What  comes  through  with  force  and 
ringing  clarity  is  that  it  is  sinners  that 
God  uses.  Erring,  stumbling  though 
twice-born  sinners  are  the  agency  of 
redeeming  love.  The  mission  of  the 
church  need  not  and  dare  not  wait  on 
the  appearance  of  mythic  spiritual 
superheroes.  There  are  none  such; 
clay  feet  are  universal.  The  church's 
mission  is  being  carried  forward  daily 
by  fallible  men  spurred  by  love  for 
God  and  desire  to  serve  their  fellow- 
men.  Of  this  latter  class,  Strachan  is 
an  outstanding  example.  And  this 
account  of  his  life  is  by  far  the  best 
missionary  biography  I  have  read.

26  Lead  Soldiers 


The  statement  by  Benjamin  Franklin 
"Give  me  twenty-six  lead  soldiers  and 
111  conquer  the  world,"  presents  one  of 
the  greatest  challenges  to  the  church  of 
Jesus  Christ  today.  These  soldiers  — 
the  twenty-six  letters  of  the  English 
alphabet,  when  put  into  the  field  and 
drawn  up  in  battle  formation,  can  ac- 
complish the  near  impossible.  Once  it 
is  in  print,  their  message  can  be  passed 
from  person  to  person,  and  can  be 
read  in  the  privacy  of  the  homes  and 
shops  of  people.  This  message  can  go 
where  personal  witnesses  are  not  al- 
lowed, and  can  be  read  under  most 
favorable  conditions. 

But  there  is  a  major  point  to  be  con- 
sidered; these  lead  soldiers  are  amoral 
(nonmoral).  Men  can  make  them  say 
whatever  is  desired.  And  many  would 
have  them  saying  things  that  are  moral- 
ly bad  and  that  harm,  rather  than  help 
people.  So  the  responsibility  of  the 
church  is  to  guide  them  in  the  right 
direction  and  keep  them  truthful. 

The  sad  fact  is  that  for  too  long 
these  lead  soldiers  have  been  used  for 
immoral  purposes  to  the  detriment  of 
the  world.  Adolph  Hitler  had  the  same 
idea  that  Franklin  had  and  he  put  the 


letters  of  the  German  alphabet  in  array 
in  Mein  Kamph  for  the  purposes  of 
self-aggrandizement  and  world  con- 
quest. But  the  opposite  is  possible. 
Remember  the  positive,  moral  battle 
waged  through  the  printed  page  by 
John  Bunyan  in  his  Pilgrim 's  Progress 
to  direct  these  soldiers  for  Jesus  Christ 
and  His  cause. 

It  is  time  we  sounded  the  call  for 
those  who  will  take  their  places  to 
direct  this  army  in  an  effort  to  win 
the  souls  of  men  and  women  for  Christ. 
And  the  call  must  go  to  all;  regardless 
of  age,  vocation,  or  station  in  life,  for 
every  child  of  God  is  eligible  to  enter 
the  battle. 

The  greatest  potential  lies  with  lay 
people  right  where  they  are.  It  was 
interesting  to  read  the  statement  of  a 
layman  in  the  January  25  issue  of  the 
Brethren  Missionary  Herald  that  he  has 
found  his  mission  field  among  the  un- 
saved right  where  he  lives  and  works. 
His  thought  is  that  ever}'  person  daily 
faces  people  who  need  Christ  and  he 
should  be  witnessing  to  them  and  win- 
ning them  to  Christ.  It  seems  as  if  some 
spend  so  much  time  trying  to  decide 
where  and  how  they  can  get  into  full- 


time  service  they  forget  that  they  are 
already  on  the  mission  field  and  should 
already  be  in  full-time  service.  Lay 
people  —  both  men  and  women  —  are 
God's  communicators  for  our  day. 
Doctors,  teachers,  lawyers,  truck  driv- 
ers —  and  all  others  can  serve. 

We  dare  not  do  less  than  our  very 
best  in  our  writing  and  in  getting  out 
the  written  message.  We  can  do  our 
best  and  at  times  be  disappointed,  but 
this  is  better  than  doing  less  than  our 
best  and  having  Christ  disappointed 
with  us.  Ralph  McGill,  late  editor  of 
Atlanta  Constitution  and  most  famous 
Southern  editor  since  Marse  Henry 
Watterson  and  Henry  Grady,  said  that 
he  was  frustrated  that  in  a  lifetime 
he'd  been  able  to  change  so  little  with 
so  many  written  words.  Yet,  the 
Christian  can  rejoice  in  the  fact  that 
little  is  much  when  it  is  all  we  have, 
and  when  it  is  placed  in  the  hands  of 
God. 

There  is  a  desperate  need  today  for 
people  to  join  the  battle  with  the 
fortitude  and  fervor  of  Martin  Luther 
using  the  slogan:  "Give  me  twenty-six 
lead  soldiers  and  I'll  conquer  the  world 
-  for  Christ!"  ▼ 
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Drethren,  my  heart's  desire  and 
prayer  to  God  for  Israel  is,  that  they 
might  be  saved"  (Rom.  10: 1). 

One  cannot  escape  the  scriptural 
admonition  to  evangelize  the  Jew. 
Some  have  theorized  that  because  the 
nation  of  Israel  is  responsible  for  the 
basic  truth  of  Christianity,  the  human 
channel  through  which  the  Son  of  God 
became  incarnate,  that  there  was  no 
case  for  evangelizing  the  Jew.  It  is 
true  that  God  in  His  sovereignty  has 
chosen  this  nation  of  people  for  a 
distinct  purpose  in  the  fulfillment  of 
His  plan  for  redemption  of  man.  A 
careful  analysis  of  the  Word  of  God 
points  out  clearly  God's  concern  for 
Israel.  God  brings  a  clear  picture  of 
indictment  against  Israel's  sin  and  un- 
belief. 

"My  people  hath  been  lost  sheep: 
their  shepherds  have  caused  them  to 
go  astray,  they  have  turned  them  away 
on  the  mountains:  they  have  gone 
from  mountain  to  hill,  they  have  for- 
gotten their  restingplace  .  .  .  and  their 
adversaries  said,  We  offend  not  be- 
cause   they   have    sinned   against   the 
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Lord...  "(Jer.  50:6-7). 

"My  sheep  wandered  through  all 
the  mountains,  and  upon  every  high 
hill:  yea,  my  flock  was  scattered  upon 
all  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  none  did 
search  or  seek  after  them"  (Ez.  34:6). 

"For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Be- 
hold, I,  even  I,  will  both  search  my 
sheep,  and  seek  them  out.  As  a 
shepherd  seeketh  out  his  flock  in  the 
day  that  he  is  among  his  sheep  that 
are  scattered  .  .  ."  (Ez.  34: 1 1-12). 

These  passages  from  the  Old  Testa- 
ment characterize  the  Jewish  people  as 
lost  sheep,  showing  God's  concern  for 
them  and  their  evangelization.  The 
Old  Testament  is  filled  with  evidences 
of  the  bleeding  heart  of  God  for  His 
chosen  people. 
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God  severly  chided  His  people  and 
pronounced  certain  judgement  for 
their  sin.  ".  .  .  the  Lord  hath  spoken,  I 
have  nourished  and  brought  up  chil- 
dren, and  they  have  rebelled  against 
me.  The  ox  knoweth  his  owner,  and 
the  ass  his  master's  crib:  but  Israel 
doth  not  know,  my  people  doth  not 
consider.  Ah  sinful  nation,  a  people 
laden  with  iniquity,  a  seed  of  evil- 
doers, children  that  are  corrupters: 
they  have  forsaken  the  Lord,  they 
have  provoked  the  Holy  One  of  Israel 
unto  anger,  they  are  gone  away  back- 
ward" (Isa.  1:2^1).  Though  this  por- 
tion is  directed  to  the  tribes  of  Judah 
yet  the  heart  of  God  is  bared  at  the 
sinfulness  and  rebellion  of  His  people. 

Jesus,  in  His  early  commands  to  the 
apostles  clearly  states  His  view  on  the 
evangelization  of  the  Jew.  ".  .  .  Go  not 
into  the  way  of  the  Gentiles,  and  into 
any  city  of  the  Samaritans  enter  ye 
not.  But  go  rather  to  the  lost  sheep  of 
the  house  of  Israel"  (Matt.  10:5-6). 
Very  interesting,  isn't  it,  that  this  fol- 
lows the  famous  passage  of  the  whiten- 
ed harvest  fields  and  the  admonition, 
to  pray  for  harvesters  (Matt.  9:35-38).. 
Here  Jesus  demonstrates  His  concern 
with  action  going  to  the  cities,  villages 
teaching  in  the  synagogues,  healing  the 
sick,  and  ministering  to  the  people 
". . .  He  was  moved  with  compassion  or 
them,  because  they  fainted,  and  wen 
scattered  abroad,  as  sheep  having  nc 
shepherd"  (Matt.  9:36).  With  respect: 
to  His  own  public  ministry  He  said 
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".  .  .  I  am  not  sent  but  unto  the  lost 
sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel"  (Matt. 
15:24).  However,  this  was  not  a  limi- 
tation of  the  Gospel  to  the  Jews: 
"And  other  sheep  I  have,  which  are 
not  of  this  fold:  them  also  I  must 
bring  .  .  ."(John  10:16). 

The  Bible  clearly  states  that  the 
commission  has  been  enlarged  to  in- 
clude the  Gentile  peoples  of  the  world. 
The  "all  nations"  (Matt.  28: 19), 
"every  creature"  (Mark  16:15),  and 
". . .  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both 
in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in 
Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part 
of  the  earth"  (Acts  1:8).  This  shows 
the  nonexclusiveness  of  God's  purpose 
with  the  Gospel.  Extreme  care  must  be 
exercised  that  in  the  bitterness,  rebel- 
lion, and  rejection  of  Israel  to  the 
redemptive  work  of  Christ,  that  our 
evangelistic  efforts  be  not  deterred  to 
follow  the  easier  road  of  Gentile  evan- 
gelism. 

The  Apostle  Paul  points  up  his  con- 
cern (Rom.  1:16)  and  the  lack  of 
distinction  between  Jew  and  Gentile 
evangelism:  "For  there  is  no  difference 
between  the  Jew  and  the  Greek:  for 
the  same  Lord  over  all  is  rich  unto  all 
that  call  upon  him"  (Rom.  10: 12). 

There  are  in  excess  of  six  million 
Jews  in  the  United  States.  Though 
new  Israel  is  growing  rapidly,  report- 
edly, there  are  still  more  Jews  in  the 
U.S.  than  in  Israel.  Throughout  the 
world  the  Jewish  nation  has  been  dis- 
persed.  The  Jew  everywhere  needs  to 


hear  the  Gospel. 

The  Jew  is  not  easy  to  reach.  This 
area  of  evangelism  is  perhaps  the  most 
difficult  and  least  fruitful.  To  reach  a 
stiff-necked,  rebellious,  materialistical- 
ly minded  people  with  the  claims  of 
Christ  takes  much  faith,  patience, 
boldness  and  sheer  skill.  The  approach, 
methods  and  procedures  are  of  necess- 
ity different  than  any  other  field  of 
evangelism.  To  finally  break  through 
and  reach  the  Jew  for  Christ  is  only  a 
fraction  of  the  task.  The  follow  up 
ministry  is  so  vital  to  help  him  face 
the  onslaughts  of  criticism  and  scorn 
of  the  Jewish  community.  Sometimes 
the  new  believer  is  literally  cut  off  and 
completely  isolated  from  family  con- 
nections when  allegiance  is  pledged  to 
Christ.

lor  over  19  years  Bruce  Button  and  his  family  have 
faithfully  witnessed  to  Israel.  In  a  community  where  the 
population  is  almost  100  percent  Jewish,  these  dedicated 
servants  of  Christ  have  given  the  Gospel  to  God's  chosen 
people. 

It  was  my  great  privilege  to  work  with  these  mission- 
aries at  the  inception  of,  and  through  a  great  part  of 
this  missionary  endeavor.  In  a  very  practical  sense  Bruce 
Button  was  the  pioneer  of  this  project.  I  enjoyed  his 
complete  cooperation  and  fellowship  in  the  entire  pro- 
gram. That  the  Holy  Spirit  had  led  him  to  this  parti- 
cular field  at  this  time  was  very  clear.  He  was  God's  man 
for  the  job. 

Pioneering  a  mission  to  the  Jews  is  challenging  to  say 
the  least.  Becoming  settled  in  a  new  community  is  a 
major  factor  in  itself.  Those  who  are  knowledgeable 
about  Jewish  missions  will  testify  that  it  is  a  specialty 
in  Christian  work.    The  purchase  of  the  home  at  469

North  Kings  Road  in  Los  Angeles,  California,  was  a 
major  breakthrough.  The  Button  family  lived  in  this 
home  during  the  entire  period  of  their  service.  Later 
more  space  was  added  to  provide  an  excellent  room 
large  enough  to  accommodate  groups  in  Bible  classes. 
The  group  sessions  were  held  exclusively  in  this  house 
so  it  became  a  sort  of  "Jewish  Church."  A  family  finds 
very  limited  privacy  in  such  a  situation.  Yet  there  was 
no  complaint.  This  was  accepted  as  a  part  of  their  ser- 
vice. The  Gospel  was  presented  over  many  a  cup  of  cof- 
fe  with  cookies  in  Mrs.  Button's  kitchen.  Once  she  ad- 
vised us  that  she  thought  she  was  developing  "coffee 
nerves."  Also  being  a  very  practical  and  handy  man. 
Bruce  was  called  upon  at  times  for  emergency  service, 
like  opening  a  clogged  sink  or  fixing  an  electrical 
connection.  He  truly  lived  among  these  people  as  one 
of  them.  I  am  sure  the  Jewish  people  in  the  Fairfax 
district  of  Los  Angeles  who  knew  the  Button  family 
also  knew  of  their  deep  love  for  them.  Therefore, 
these  fine  missionaries  were  better  equipped  to  ap- 
proach them  with  the  Gospel.  It  was  surely  apparent 
that  they  had  only  one  motive  -  to  help  them. 

Thousands  of  contacts  were  made  with  Jewish  people 
each  year.  Many  pieces  of  Christian  literature  were  dis- 
tributed. The  spiritual  impact  on  the  Fairfax  area  was 
great.  Even  rabbis  heard  the  Gospel.  In  a  section 
where  there  are  more  than  200,000  Jews,  such  a  min- 
istry seems  lost  in  the  statistics.  But  statistics  often 
do  not  tell  the  whole  story  of  success  in  a  Christian  en- 
terprise. Especially  would  this  be  true  in  Jewish  mis- 
sions. There  will  be  Jews  in  heaven  as  a  result  of  this 
faithful  service. 

The  vision  and  prayerful  desire  of  the  directors  of  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council,  plus  the  generous 
gifts  of  our  churches  and  especially  those  of  the 
national  Women's  Missionary  Council,  plus  the  dedica- 
tion of  God's  servants,  have  given  our  Fellowship  a 
distinctive  ministry  to  Israel.  God  made  it  clear  to 
Abraham  and  to  all  of  us  in  Genesis  1 2  that  the  result 
would  be  blessing  to  all  concerned. 

As  those  we  know  affectionately  as  "Bruce  and 
Jerry"  now  leave  this  work  and  go  into  the  pastorate, 
they  follow  God's  direction  for  their  lives  again.  The 
Brethren  Jewish  mission  program  will  go  on  through  the 
provision  of  God.  ▼

A  City  of 
Angels? 


If  you  were  to  drive  through  the 
streets  of  Los  Angeles  you  might  won- 
der how  its  founders  would  have  se- 
lected such  a  misnomer  -  the  City  of 
Angels'  You  would  not  normally 
associate  angelic  heritage  to  the  hur- 
ried masses  moving  swiftly  along  the 
busy  thoroughfare.  Dressed  in  vari- 
gated  color  and  assorted  styles,  one 
might  more  readily  be  struck  with  the 
more  human  characteristics  of  these 
twentieth-century  cliff  dwellers.  Al- 
though similar  in  many  ways  there  is 
a  startling  diversity.  The  hippy,  bare- 
foot and  dirty,  can  be  spotted  among 
the  nattily  dressed  businessmen,  while 
the  wide  range  of  skin  coloring  testi- 
fies of  a  cosmopolitan  society. 

However,  there  is  a  definite  segrega- 
tion evident  in  the  residential  sections 
of  the  city.  This  polarization  of  cer- 
tain groups  is  not  always  a  result  of 
color  but  often  of  social,  religious,  and 


economic  reasons.  One  such  group 
which  appears  to  revel  in  its  entity  is 
the  Jewish  community  in  the  western 
part  of  the  city.  Referred  to  by  the 
natives  of  the  city  as  the  Fairfax  area, 
we  have  one  of  the  most  densely  Jew 
ish  populated  communities  of  America. 
Here  in  the  largely  Jewish  section 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
has  been  earning  in  Pauline  fashion  a 
ministry  that  reflects  the  Gospel  as  the 
"power  of  God  unto  salvation  to 
the  Jew  first "  Under  the  able  lead- 
ership of  Bruce  Button  and  his  wife, 
Lenore,  assisted  by  Rev.  and  Mrs.  John 
Neely  as  well  as  Miss  Isobel  Fraser,  the 
Brethren  Messianic  Testimony  has 
been  evangelizing  this  community  in  a 
door-to-door,  face-to-face  confronta- 
tion with  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  Such 
an  endeavor  offers  little  opportunity 
for  the  spectacular,  but  it  does  pro- 
vide an  avenue  for  the  true  test  of  dis- 
cipleship  -  faithfulness!  One  does  not 
count  success  by  a  myriad  of  deci- 
sions which  might  characterize  other 
forms  of  evangelism  but  in  the  eternal 
value  of  one  lost  sheep  retrieved 
from  the  place  of  death  by  the  Good

1969,  Mrs.  Button 
and  I  submitted  our  resignation  from 
the  work  of  the  Brethren  Messianic 
Testimony  to  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council.

We  know  many  of  our 
Brethren  friends  will  be  asking,  "Why 
are  you  leaving  the  work?"  Already 
many  have  put  this  question  to  us 
personally.

have  never  been  a  problem  here.  The 
only  influence  our  realtionship  with 
the  staff  could  have  on  such  a  decision 
as  we  have  made  would  be  to  influence 
us  to  remain  on  the  field. 
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Second,  we  wish  to  say  our  relation- 
ship with  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council,  its  board,  its  officers, 
its  staff,  is  not  a  reason  for  our  leav- 
ing this  work.  We  can  remember  the 
first  time  we  contacted  the  council. 
Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb,  who  was  secretary  to 
the  council,  received  us  in  his  office. 
We  discussed  the  matter  of  The  Breth- 
ren Church  and  Jewish  missions.  From 
him  we  received  understanding  and 
consideration  as  well  as  an  invitation 
and  encouragement  to  appear  before 
the  Home  Missions  Board  during  the 
1948  National  Fellowship  Conference. 
We  did  appear  before  the  board  at  that 
time.  Again  understanding,  considera- 
tion, and  encouragement  was  extended 


to  us.  This  was  not  all  we  received. 
We  were  extended  the  confidence  of 
the  board  in  that  they  retained  us  to 
be  the  Brethren  missionaries  to  Jewish 
people.

Thus  began  a  close  association 
between  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  and  ourselves.  In 
the  twenty  years  we  have  worked 
for  and  with  the  council  we  have  al- 
ways received  understanding,  consider- 
ation, encouragement,  and  confidence. 
And  this  attitude  has  been  constant 
towards  this  pastor  and  his  wife.  Such 
an  association  could  only  influence  us 
to  remain  in  this  field. 

Why  then  the  resignation?  Well, 
there  comes  a  time  in  the  ministry  of 
every  pastor  and  his  wife  when  they 
recognize  the  leading  of  the  Lord. 
They  know  their  efforts  should  cease 
in  a  particular  field.  Mrs.  Button  and  I 
are  certain  in  the  Lord  our  ministry  is 
finished  in  the  field  of  Jewish  mis- 
sions. We  have  not  made  a  snap 
decision.  It  is  the  result  of  18  to  24 
months  of  deep,  prayerful,  consider- 
ation. This  is  God's  leading! 

Now  we  will  continue  in  the  Lord's 
work  as  pastor  and  wife  to  the  Cherry 
Valley  Brethren  Church,  Beaumont, 
California.    As  a  pastor  and  wife  team 


in  the  shepherding  of  a  Brethren 
church  it  will  be  our  purpose  to  sup- 
port The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  in  every  phase  of  its  endeavor. 
We  shall  pray  for  the  men  who  head 
this  organization.  We  shall  express  our 
confidence  in  them  with  our  gifts. 
May  God's  rich  blessings  ever  abide 
with  our  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council. 

As  we  end  our  association  with  the 
Brethren  Jewish  work  Mrs.  Button  and 
I  are  still  confronted  with  a  great  dis- 
appointment. In  the  19  years  the 
Brethren  Jewish  work  has  been  a  real- 
ity, none  of  our  young  seminary  grad- 
uates have  seen  fit  to  answer  God's  call 
to  Jewish  missions.  None  have  associ- 
ated themselves  with  the  Brethren 
Messianic  Testimony.  I  am  certain  this 
Brethren  Jewish  Mission  will  continue: 
I  am  certain  God  has  among  our  young 
people  a  couple  who  can  be  used  of 
Him  to  reach  Jewish  people  here  in 
Fairfax:  but  young  man,  young  wife, 
where  are  you?   I'd  like  to  meet  you.

Brethren  Minute-Men  have  been  a- 
lerted!

Ripon  is  located  on  Highway  99 
near  Modesto  in  the  Nor-Cal  district. 
This  work  is  off  to  a  good  start  and 
Brethren  Minute-Men  can  help  in  a 
tremendous  way  with  costs  of  starting 
new  Brethren  churches  continuing  to

It  took  one  year,  two  defeats,  and 
three  attempts  for  the  new  Grace 
Brethren  Church  of  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
to  get  a  zoning  approval  to  build  a 
church.  The  applications  in  two  dif- 
ferent counties  were  turned  down  and 
just  recently  the  third  application  in 


the  third  county  was  approved.  The 
church  is  now  purchasing  five  acres 
costing  forty  thousand  dollars  located 
within  one-half  mile  of  the  proposed 
Interstate  75  exchange. 

The  church  location  is  a  part  of  a 
46  acre  plot  and  members  of  the 
church  plan  to  develop  the  remaining 
41  acres  with  any  profits  going  toward 
the  church  indebtedness.  Already 
several  families  are  planning  to  locate 
in  the  development  and  anyone  mov- 
ing to,  being  transferred  to,  or  plan- 
ning to  locate  in  the  Atlanta  area 
should  contact  Pastor  William  Byers. 

The  church  has  not  been  able  to  re- 
tain all  the  people  reached  because  of 
changes  in  locations  and  distances  in- 
volved in  travel.  The  securing  of  a 
location  will  now  make  possible  the 
localizing  of  the  efforts  to  build  a 
Brethren  church  in  the  greater  Atlan- 
ta area. 

The  church  is  now  meeting  in  the 
Bellsferry  Elementary  School  on  Bells- 


ferry  Road  and  this  is  just  off  Highway 
41,  the  road  most  people  use  in  travel- 
ling through  Atlanta. 

A  number  of  firsts  have  been  ex- 
perienced in  the  Atlanta  work  recently. 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Orville  Jobson  held  our 
first  missionary  rally  on  January  19. 
Then  on  February  2,  the  Polmans  were 
with  the  church  for  the  first  steward- 
ship conference  on  behalf  of  the  Breth- 
ren Financial  Planning  Service.  One 
important  first  was  the  daughter  born 
to  the  Byers  on  November  21,  1968. 
They  have  one  son  and  Cheryl  Ann  is 
their  first  daughter. 

The  many  answers  to  prayer  that 
have  been  so  evident  in  recent  months 
have  added  a  new  note  of  optimism 
and  enthusiasm  in  the  work.  The  clos- 
ed doors  of  the  past  year  have  been 
discouraging  at  times,  but  Pastor  Byers 
has  had  no  question  in  his  mind  but 
that  God  wants  a  Brethren  Church  in 
Atlanta,  and  the  recent  victories  have 
now  confirmed  it  as  God's  will.  ▼

I  went  to  the  hospital  to  see  a  man 
who  had  an  operation.  "How  are  you 
feeling?"  I  asked.  "Just  fine.  I  didn't 
know  they  operated  on  me  until  I  felt 
the  place  with  my  hand."  The  dentist's 
chair  has  been  made  more  painless 
with  improved  methods  and  equip- 
ment. The  heavy  tax  bite  has  been 
made  more  painless  by  methods  of 
taking  a  little  at  a  time  via  withhold- 
ing, sales  tax  and  hidden  taxes.  In- 
stallment buying  is  supposed  to  make 
it  easier  to  pay  for  what  we  want.  The 
trend  is  to  more  and  more  ease  and 
comfort.  We're  getting  so  soft  we  now 
need  electric  toothbrushes. 

To  the  displeasure  of  God  and  the 
detriment  of  human  souls,  we  have 
made  the  Gospel  painless.  A  radio 
preacher  said  of  his  denomination: 
"We  have  decisioned  people  into 
church  membership  without  being  sav- 
ed." There  is  not  very  much  resem- 
blance between  the  way  we  handle  the 


lacked  in  wit  and  humor,  but  filled 
with  crystal  clear  truths  of  the  glory 
of  God  and  the  wickedness  of  man. 
"When  they  heard  these  things,  they 
were  cut  to  the  heart"  (Acts  7:54).  No 
soothing  of  conscience  here.  No  effort 
to  make  the  truth  of  God  painless. 

God  gave  His  Word  to  man  for  sev- 
eral reasons.  One  is  that  man  may 
know  his  Creator.  And  when  he  learns 
this,  he  finds  Him  absolutely  holy. 
Another  is  that  man  may  know  him- 
self. When  he  learns  this,  he  finds  him- 
self totally  depraved  in  sin.  If  he  be- 
lieves God's  Word,  he  is  forced  to  ac- 
cept the  awful  fact  that  these  two 
truths  reveal  a  gap  impossible  for  man 
to  bridge.  Now  comes  another  reason 
for  God  giving  His  Word  to  man.  It  is 
to  reveal  to  man  the  painful  ordeal 
the  Godhead  endured  to  bridge  this 
gap  for  man.

Popular  youth  speakers  seem  to  be 
those  who  can  make  teen-agers  laugh. 
I  wish  we  had  some  who  could  make 
them  weep  —  weep  over  their  sin  and 
the  wicked  way  most  of  them  treat 
that  which  is  sacred  and  holy.  Please 
don't  take  me  wrong.  I  am  not  op- 
posed to  good,  clean  humor  in  its 
place.  But  when  dealing  with  the  great 
God  of  absolute  holiness  and  the  awful 
sinfulness  of  man  which  brings  the 
wrath  of  God  on  the  children  of  dis- 
obedience (Col.  3:6),  it  is  no  joke  for 
laughter.  This  is  no  place  to  inject 
human  intellectualism  and  smartness. 

Oh,  that  we  might  see  more  Holy 
Spirit  conviction  of  sin  that  will  force 
the  guilty  to  anger  or  to  humbly  crawl 
to  Jesus  in  repentance  and  plead  for 
mercy.  It  seems  that  most  modern 
preaching  produces  neither. 

A  Christian  writer  was  asked  to 
write  a  book  on  how  to  have  revival. 
After  considerable  thought  and  study 
he  sent  his  answer.  He  said  the  great- 
est book  on  how  to  have  revival  has  al- 
ready been  written— the  Book  of  Acts.

THE  PAINLESS  GOSPEL? 


Gospel  today  and  that  in  the  Book  of 
Acts. 

When  I  began  preaching  I  got  the 
idea  that  I  would  have  to  develop  pul- 
pit humor  -  learn  to  say  things  that 
would  make  people  laugh,  insert  funny 
things  in  telling  Bible  stories.  I  thought 
all  this  was  needed  to  make  a  preach- 
er a  popular  speaker.  How  foolish! 
We're  using  magic  tricks,  dummies, 
contests  and  gimmicks  of  all  sorts  to 
make  our  appeal.  All  of  this  is  for- 
eign to  the  early  church.  Peter  wasn't 
trying  to  appeal  to  the  people  through 
humor  and  gimmicks  when  he  preach- 
ed the  sermons  recorded  in  chapters 
two,  three  and  four  of  Acts.  And  the 
people  who  heard  ".  .  .  were  pricked  in 
their  heart,  and  said  unto  Peter  and 
to  the  rest  of  the  apostles,  Men  and 
brethren,  what  shall  we  do?"  With  no 
attempt  to  reduce  the  pain,  the  an- 
swer came  back  sure  and  quick:  ".  . .  re- 
pent, and  be  baptized  every  one  of 
you"  (Acts  2:37-38).  Stephen,  in  Acts 
seven,  delivered  a  sermon  that  totally 


not  be  accomplished  in  disregard  for 
His  holiness  which  demanded  pay- 
ment for  sin.  This  payment  is  the 
price  of  blood.  This  means  death. 
Everything  that  led  to  Calvary  was 
painful  to  God. 

When  God's  sharp,  two-edged  sword 
(Heb.  4:12),  which  is  the  Word  of  God 
(Eph.  6:17),  is  unsheathed  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  someone  is  going  to  get  cut, 
someone's  ego  is  going  to  get  wounded, 
someone's  comfortable  self-righteous- 
ness is  going  to  get  slashed,  and  some- 
one's haughty  spirit  is  going  to  get 
punctured.  Sin  is  going  to  be  exposed 
and  justly  condemned.  This  is  not 
painless.  And  the  pain  often  causes 
men  to  get  angry,  as  often  was  the 
case  in  the  Book  of  Acts.  They  will 
dislike  the  servant  of  God  whose 
mouth  the  Spirit  of  God  used  to 
speak  the  Word  of  God.  They  won't 
come  back  to  this  church.  They  will 
go  home  and  lick  their  wounds,  then  go 
somewhere  else  where  they  can  hear  a 
painless  preacher. 


And  when  we  look  into  the  Book  we 
fail  to  find  any  attempt  on  the  part  of 
God's  ministers  to  make  the  Gospel 
painless.  Like  a  surgeon's  knife,  the 
Word  of  God  had  to  cut  deep  to  open 
that  internal,  death-dealing  infection 
diagnosed  by  God  as  sin.  The  Gospel 
of  salvation  cannot  be  "good  news"  to 
a  soul  until  this  work  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  is  done.  The  Philippian  jailor  in 
Acts  16  is  a  good  example  of  how  the 
sword  of  the  Spirit  cuts  open  a  man's 
wicked  heart  and  makes  him  cry  out, 
"what  must  I  do  to  be  saved?"  Then 
came  the  "good  news"  —  the  Gospel. 
"Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
thou  shalt  be  saved."  Perhaps  the 
Amplified  New  Testament  will  help 
prevent  someone  from  getting  the 
wrong  idea  of  the  word  "believe." 
"And  they  answered,  Believe  in  and  on 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  —  that  is,  give 
yourself  up  to  Him,  take  yourself  out 
of  your  own  keeping  and  entrust 
yourself  unto  His  keeping,  and  you 
will  be  saved"  (Acts  16:31).  ▼'

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Cities  of  Destiny

^Arnold  Toynbee,  famous  English 
historian,  writes  the  preface  to  a  new 
volume  produced  in  England  in  1967 
under  the  title,  Cities  of  Destiny.  This 
book  is  now  attracting  wide  interest 
growing  out  of  the  urban  crisis  now 
sweeping  the  world.  It  attempts  to 
chart  the  evolution  of  the  city  under 
three  vast  movements:  the  city-state, 
the  capital  city,  and  megalopolis. 

Though  the  oldest  cities  are  said  to 
be  located  in  the  Middle  East.  Jericho 
being  the  chief  representative,  arch- 
eological  discovery  being  able  to  trace 
it  back  perhaps  10,000  years,  no  refer- 
ence is  made  to  the  city  built  by  Cain 
(Gen.  4:17).  The  origin  of  Babylon  is 
located  about  5,000  B.  C,  though  lit- 
tle discussion  is  given  to  this  ancient 
city. 

Major  attention  is  given  to  such 
cities  as  Athens,  Venice,  Florence, 
Alexandria,  Rome,  Changan,  Constan- 
tinople, Cordoba,  Paris,  St.  Petersburg, 
Vienna,  London,  and  New  York.  Pass- 
ing reference  is  made  to  other  great 
cities  such  as  Baghdad,  Cairo,  Delhi, 
Frankfurt,  Genoa,  Mexico  City,  Mos- 
cow, Detroit,  Philadelphia,  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  principle  of  selection  doubt- 
less made  no  provision  for  significant 
reference  to  Jerusalem  as  a  city  of 
destiny. 

The  Greek  word  for  city  (polis)  sug- 
gests in  some  sense  the  explanation  for 
the  origin  and  maintenance  of  cities. 
At  the  outset  it  marked  a  group  of 
people  with  similar  interest  and  con- 
cern who  came  together  and  built  a 
citadel  for  protection  from  the  enemy 
without.  In  the  long  history  of  man- 
kind, it  now  appears  that  technology 
has  at  last  produced  a  situation  where 
the  dangers  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city  are  within. 


In  a  book  like  this,  there  is  no  lift- 
ing of  the  veil  of  the  future  to  see  what 
actually  lies  ahead.  The  trends  now  in 
course  can  only  conjecture  a  gradually 
darkening  picture  until  at  last  the  cities 
of  earth  are  wasted  away.  But  predict- 
ive prophecy  lifts  the  veil  and  discloses 
a  drama  of  rehabilitation  in  two  scenes. 
The  first  phase  of  rehabilitation  is  set 
for  millennium.  Jerusalem,  now  de- 
spised, will  be  the  capital  city  of  the 
world.  From  the  divine  throne  of  the 
Son  of  God  established  in  that  city, 
renewal  will  flow  forth  to  the  cities  of 
the  world.  The  second  phase  will  be 
ushered  in  with  the  eternal  state.  The 
entire  earth  will  be  rearranged  over  the 
pattern  of  sinless  perfection  when  the 
curse  will  be  lifted.  The  New  Jeru- 
salem, the  city  of  God,  will  descend  to 
the  earth  and  will  be  inhabited  by  the 
perfect  Sovereign  and  His  people,  now 
saved . 

This  is  truly  the  city  of  destiny 
which  will  control  the  destiny  of  all 
redeemed  mankind  without  end.  Until 
then,  the  Babylon  of  the  endtime  and 
present-day  Jerusalem  will  be  coming 
more  and  more  to  the  attention  of  men 
as  cities  of  destiny. 

Church  Doctrine  Cases 

A  ruling  recently  issued  by  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States  pro- 
hibits courts  throughout  the  land  from 
deciding  matters  of  church  doctrine. 
This  action  was  unanimous.  On  the 
face  of  it,  it  sounds  good,  but  ex- 
amined more  precisely  as  to  its  mean- 
ing in  relation  to  the  liberal  movement 
across  the  world,  it  bodes  only  ill  to 
the  conservative  and  fundamental  seg- 
ment of  the  Christian  faith. 

The  occasion  of  this  ruling  grows 
out  of  the  action  of  two  local  South- 
ern Presbyterian  churches  in  Savannah, 
Georgia  seeking  to  gain  possession  of 
their  property  from  the  Southern  Pres- 
byterian denomination.  These  two 
congregations  voted  to  withdraw  from 
the  denomination  because  it  had  de- 
parted from  the  faith.  Their  with- 
drawal from  the  denomination  was  for 
the  purpose  of  reconstituting  them- 
selves as  an  autonomous  Presbyterian 


organization. 

The  Supreme  Court  cited  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  in  justi- 
fying their  decision.  In  the  ruling  it 
was  argued  that  the  Constitution  for- 
bids civil  courts  from  reaching  to  "the 
very  core  of  a  religion"  and  determin- 
ing if  a  church  is  adhering  to  its  doc- 
trines. 

The  immediate  effect  of  this  ruling 
is  to  prevent  courts  from  settling  pro- 
perty disputes  that  rest  on  controvers- 
ies over  religious  doctrine  and  practice. 
Obviously  this  ruling  will  have  two  far- 
reaching  effects.  It  will  on  the  one 
hand  forestall  breakaways  by  dissident 
local  churches  whose  congregations  are 
dissatisfied  with  the  theology  and  the 
practice  of  the  denomination.  On  the 
other  hand  it  will  put  new  determina- 
tion into  the  hearts  of  faithful  people 
to  cut  completely  the  cords  of  rela- 
tionship with  the  parent  denomination. 

Though  this  action  of  the  Supreme 
Court  may  be  justified  on  the  human 
and  natural  level  as  in  accord  with  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  it 
becomes  clear  that  God's  people  have 
only  one  true  refuge  and  that  is  the 
Lord  himself.  It  cannot  be  expected 
that  this  world,  which  is  under  the 
direction  of  Satan,  will  defend  and 
promote  the  interests  of  God's 
people,  except  by  the  miraculous  inter- 
vention of  the  power  and  grace  of  God. 

Church  Schools  Too 

Those  who  follow  carefully  the  for- 
tunes of  private  schools  in  this  ever- 
escalating  economy  are  aware  of  the 
new  and  more  intensive  efforts  being 
made  to  provide  funds  for  operation 
from  the  state  and  federal  tax  system. 
On  the  one  hand  this  could  mean  much 
to  perpetuate  the  school,  provided 
there  are  no  limitations  of  freedom  im- 
posed on  the  school.  On  the  other 
hand,  for  any  schoolthat  might  refuse 
such  aid  it  could  be  financially  stran- 
gled. Here  is  the  place  where  God's 
people  need  to  be  on  the  alert,  alert 
with  determination  that  nothing  like 
this  shall  befall  Grace  Schools.  It 
means  two  things,  dedication  of  gifts 
to  support  the  school,  and  more  in- 
tensive  prayer  in  behalf  of  the  school.

I  he  high  cost  of  education  is  hav- 
ing a  staggering  effect  on  families  all 
across  America.  Parents  who  are  con- 
cerned about  the  current  trends  in 
secular,  state-supported  education  are 
more  than  ever  convinced  that  they 
want  their  children  to  attend  private 
Christian  schools.  But  immediately 
they  are  faced  with  the  problem, 
"How  do  we  pay  for  the  higher  cost  of 
a  private  Christian  college?" 

Actually,  the  possibilities  of  obtain- 
ing financial  help  for  higher  education 
are  better  new  than  ever  before.  While 
many  state  and  local  governments  have 
been  subsidizing  so-called  public  col- 
leges and  universities,  the  federal  gov- 
ernment has  channeled  its  assistance  to 
higher  education  right  down  to  the 
level  of  the  student  himself.  In  ad- 
dition, there  are  private  aids  to  educa- 
tion that  are  available  in  the  form  of 
student  loans  and  scholarships.  Through 


study  in  the  institution."  These  loans 
are  particularly  attractive  to  students 
planning  to  teach  because  in  such  a 
case  up  to  one-half,  or  in  some  in- 
stances the  entire  amount  of  the  loan, 
may  be  written  off  over  a  period  of 
years  after  graduation.  The  federal 
government  also  underwrites  the  Col- 
lege Work  Study  Program,  whereby 
they  will  pay  up  to  eighty  percent  of 
the  wages  of  a  qualifying  student  who 
works  for  the  college  or  university. 

In  all  of  the  mentioned  federal 
programs,  it  is  necessary  for  the  stu- 
dent to  show  that  he  has  a  definite 
financial  need  for  these  funds.  This  is 
done,  primarily,  through  such  means  as 
a  Parents'  Confidential  Statement, 
which  is  an  analysis  of  the  family's 
financial  situation,  based  on  informa- 
tion supplied  by  the  family.  Using 
this  confidential  information,  the  schol- 
arship committee  of  a  college  can 
determine  whether  or  not  the  family

these  aids  to  education,  the  student 
can  practically  choose  any  college  he 
wants  to  attend  and  still  receive  aid. 

Basically,  there  are  two  types  of 
programs  offering  aid  to  education: 
those  based  on  the  financial  need  of 
the  student,  and  those  which  do  not 
concern  the  student's  need  for  finan- 
cial help.  The  federal  programs,  by 
their  very  nature,  are  primarily  aimed 
at  assisting  students  in  need.  The  Equal 
Opportunity  Grant  Program  is  design- 
ed, as  its  name  implies,  to  give  an  equal 
chance  at  education  to  students  who 
for  financial  reasons  could  not  other- 
wise attend  college.  Similarly,  National 
Defense  Student  Loans  seeks  to  assist 
students,  ".  .  .  in  need  of  the  amount 
of  the  loan  to  pursue  his  course  of 


qualifies  for  aid. 

Many  people  are  surprised  to  learn 
that  even  in  the  case  of  scholarships, 
financial  need  plays  an  important  part. 
Years  ago,  scholarships  were  based  en- 
tirely on  the  student's  academic  abili- 
ties. However,  with  the  increasing  de- 
mand for  funds  for  college  education 
and  with  so  many  students  of  academ- 
ic ability  applying  for  scholarships,  the 
trend  has  changed  in  the  last  few  years 
to  the  point  where  scholarships  are  giv- 
en, not  only  on  the  basis  of  academic 
ability,  but  also  financial  need.  This  is 
often  true  of  scholarships  awarded  by

colleges;  and  in  practically  all  instances 
of  state  and  other  governmental  schol- 
ships,  financial  need  is  taken  into  con- 
sideration. 

Many  families  have  found  another 
type  of  aid  to  be  very  attractive.  This 
program  does  not  require  that  finan- 
cial need  be  demonstrated  by  the  fam- 
ily seeking  the  aid.  This  is  in  the  form 
of  loans  which  are  guaranteed  either 
by  the  federal  government,  state  gov- 
ernments, or  by  a  private  organization 
established  especially  for  the  purpose 
of  guaranteeing  loans  for  education. 
To  qualify  for  these  loans,  the  student 
merely  applies  through  his  local  bank. 
The  local  bank  lends  the  money,  and 
the  student  will  ultimately  pay  the 
loan  back  to  the  local  bank.  Under 
this  program,  the  loan  is  issued  at  a 
rate  of  seven  percent  simple  interest. 
If  the  family's  adjusted  income  is  less 
than  fifteen  thousand  dollars  per  year, 
the  federal  government  will  pay  the  in- 
terest while  the  student  is  attending 
school  and  for  a  period  of  nine  months 
after  graduation.  Then  on  the  first  day 
of  the  tenth  month  after  graduation  — 
presumably  when  the  student  is  earning 
a  livelihood  —  repayment  of  the  loan 
and  interest  from  that  date  will  begin. 
Depending  on  the  amount  borrowed, 
the  period  of  repayment  can  be  any- 
where from  five  to  ten  years  after 
graduation.  In  addition,  if  the  student 
joins  the  Peace  Corps  after  college  or 
enters  military  service,  there  is  a  special 
moratorium  on  the  payments.  Of 
course,  if  the  student  wishes  to  repay 
the  loan  before  time,  this  may  be  done 
without  penalty. 

This  type  of  loan  program  has  been 
a  real  boost  to  education  because  these 
loans  are  guaranteed.  Banks  are  much 
more  willing  to  lend  money  to  students 
in  this  situation  who  otherwise  would 
have  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  obtain- 
ing money  through  a  bank.  In  the  case 
of  the  federal  or  state  governmental 
loans,  they  are  guaranteed  by  the  re- 
spective government.  In  the  case  of 
the  private  loan  through  the  United 
Student  Aid  Fund,  the  college  or 
university  contributes  funds  to  a  pool 
which  is  used  to  guarantee  the  loans  of 
students  attending  that  particular  col- 
lege. 

Presently,  a  student  may  borrow  up 
to  one  thousand  dollars  each  year  he  is 
in  college.    The  maximum  he  can  bor- 
row is  a  total  of  five  thousand  dollars.

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There  are  many  unmistakable  odors 
in  this  world.  Who  cannot  tell  when 
you  have  been  in  the  company  of  the 
cigarette  smoker?  The  odor  clings. 
If  you  have  ever  visited  the  San  Diego 
Zoo  -  one  of  the  very  best,  you  don't 
have  to  see  to  know  you  are  in  the 
camel  compound.  You  can  smell 
them,  and  that  for  a  considerable  dis- 
tance. You  can  tell  a  camel  caretaker 
by  the  odor  clinging  to  him.  The 
distinctive  smell  of  fiberglass  adheres 
to  clothes  of  the  boatmaker.  Often, 
more  often  than  we  think,  people  can 
tell  where  we  have  been  by  the  scent 
we  carry  with  us.  I  have  a  dog  who  is 
part  beagle.  His  name  is  appropriately 
Snoopy,  for  every  time  we  return 
home  he  does  a  thorough  sniffing  job 
to  "see"  where  we  have  been. 

In  II  Corinthians  2:14-17  the  Apos- 
tle Paul  talks  about  the  spiritual  odor 
of  the  believer.  He  is  in  the  midst  of 
testifying  concerning  his  own  ministry 
to  them.  In  the  process  of  his  defense, 
as  he  considers  the  glory  of  the  Chris- 
tian ministry,  he  is  lifted  -in  spirit  by 
the  glorious  thought  of  the  continual 
triumph  of  Christ  in  which  every  be- 
liever shares.  And  this  in  spite  of 
some  present  apparent  defeat.  "The 
sun  often  shines  on  the  mountain 
when  it  is  dark  in  the  valley."  Here 
Paul  is  on  the  mountain  glimpsing  the 
glory  and  dignity  of  service  for  and 
with  Christ. 

The  picture  that  Paul  painted  for 
us  was  of  a  Roman  general  and  his 
march  of  triumph  into  Rome.  The 
general  was  out  in  some  distant  land 
waging  battle  for  the  empire.  Victory 
was  his  and  the  senate  voted  him  a 
triumph.  A  public  holiday  was  declar- 
ed —  school  dismissed.  The  parade 
was  on  with  all  the  fanfare  and  pomp. 
The  general  marched  through  the 
streets  of  the  city.  A  long  line  of  cap- 
tives from  the  subjugated  peoples, 
marched  -  chained  to  his  chariot, 
some  before  and  some  behind.  Some 
held  censers  of  incense  and  a  fra- 
grance arose  to  pervade  the  whole  pro- 
cession and  its  watchers.  The  captives 
in  front  were  to  be  set  free  and  the 
smell  clinging  to  them  was  the  "savour 
of  life."  Those  marching  to  the  rear 
were  condemned  to  die,  and  to  them 
the  smoke  incense  odor  was  the  smell 
of  death.  And  the  general  marches  on 
in  triumph.  Now  that  you  get  the 
picture,  read  II  Corinthians  2:14-17 
and    see    a    procession    of   triumph—

THE    PROCESSION    OF    TRIUMPH 
(v.    14) 

Ever  feel  defeated?  Covered  up? 
Done  in?  Paul  is  speaking  in  the  suc- 
ceeding chapters  of  this  book  about 
pressures,  burdens,  persecutions  and 
heartaches,  but  before  he  does,  he 
would  have  us  see  that  because  of  our 
union  with  Christ  our  lot  is  one  of 
continual  triumph.  In  spite  of  all 
that  looks  to  us  like  defeat,  there  is 
finally  triumph.  But  remember,  it  is 
God's  triumph,  not  Paul's,  not  ours. 
While  some  see  Paul,  Timothy,  or 
Titus  as  the  victorious  generals,  most 
of  us  see  Christ.  We  are  His  captives. 
He  is  the  conqueror. 

Let  me  remind  you  that  Christ  con- 
quers men  in  two  ways  depending 
on  the  attitude  of  the  captured.  He 
conquers  by  faith  those  who  will  re- 
spond to  His  love,  His  truth,  His  sacri- 
fice, His  provision.  To  those  who  see 
their  need  of  liberation  and  willingly 
submit,  He  becomes  the  liberator. 
Liberation  from  what?  From  the 
bondage  and  condemnation  of  sin,  of 
course.  Paul  rejoiced  to  be  a  captive 
of  Christ.  I  believe  he  gave  special  at- 
tention to  the  spot  in  the  Damascus 
road  where,  in  the  past  he  had  become 
a  submissive  slave  and  which  marked 
the  beginning  of  victory.  "The  defeat 
of  the  true-hearted  is  victory."  It  is 
the  joy  of  full  surrender  that  Paul  is  so 
grateful  for  here,  because  he  knows 
that  it  means  triumph  unto  life  eternal. 

But  Christ  conquers  in  another  way. 
Men  who  will  not  believe,  must  be 
conquered  by  force.  Philippians  2:10- 
1 1  tells  us:  "That  at  the  name  of  Jesus 
every  knee  should  bow  .  .  .  And  that 
every  tongue  should  confess  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  Lord  .  .  .  ."  The  ultimate 
victory  march  of  our  Lord  involves  the 
triumph  by  force,  when  as  Judge  and 
King  He  rides  victorious  over  the  re- 
bellion of  sin.  Beloved,  this  is  tri- 
umph, but  there  is  condemnation  and 
death  to  the  unbeliever. 

Of  course,  Paul's  thought  here  cen- 
ters on  the  victory  of  faith,  and  he 
counted  it  a  glorious  privilege  to  be 
chained  to  the  chariot  of  Christ  for 
the  rest  of  his  life.  He  knew  that 
union  with  Christ  was  the  only  bond- 
age unto  freedom  and  victory. 

"Make  me  a  captive,  Lord 

And  I  shall  be  free. 
Force  me  to  render  up  my  sword 

And  I  shall  conqueror  be. 
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I  sink  in  life's  alarms 

When  by  myself  I  stand. 

Imprison  me  within  thine  arms 
And  strong  shall  be  my  hand." 

Plutarch  said  that  the  Roman  Tri- 
umph was  a  time  when  the  temples 
were  full  of  fumigations  (incense 
odors).  "Incense  was  burned  before 
the  victor's  chariot."  So,  in  the  pic- 
ture it  was  natural  for  Paul  to  see  him- 
self as  an  incense  bearer  before  the 
chariot  of  Christ  in  God's  declared 
triumph.  In  verse  14  he  expressed  it, 
".  .  .  and  maketh  manifest  the  savour 
of  his  knowledge  by  us  in  every  place." 
There  is  something,  should  be  some- 
thing, must  be  something  about  the 
Christian  that  is  always  giving  off  the 
spiritual  odor  of  the  knowledge  of 
Christ.  Wherever  the  Christian  goes, 
he  ought  to  be  manifesting  and  reveal- 
ing the  fact  that  he  is  in  close  contact 
with  the  triumphant  Christ.  He  knows 
Him.  He  walks  with  Him.  His  life 
speaks  of  Him. 

Paul  doubtless  means  that  the  in- 
cense bearer  is  so  filled  with  the  per- 
fume of  the  incense  that  he  himself 
is  perfume.  He  is  so  filled  with  Christ 
that  he  exhales  the  sweetness  of  the 
Lord.  It  is  the  odor  of  sanctity.  The 
lowliest  life  which  God  is  leading  in 
the  triumph  of  Christ  will  speak  per- 
suasively for  Him.  What  a  thrill  to 
have  the  unmistakable  perfume  of 
Christ.  When  you  leave  the  Chinese 
gift  shop  where  the  incense  has  been 
burning,  you  bear  abroad  the  incense 
odor,  but  it  soon  wears  off.  It  is  only 
the  constant  contact,  the  consistent 
communion,  that  keeps  the  perfume 
fresh  and  strong.  How  is  your  spiritual 
fragrance  today?  When  you  pass 
others,  does  your  life  exude  the  fra- 
grance of  Christ,  or  do  you  send  forth 
the  scent  of  the  world,  the  flesh,  and 
the  devil? 

The  sweet  savor  of  Christ  in  us  has 
a  varied  effect.  It  is  — 

THE     PERFUME     OF    LIFE    AND 
DEATH 

(w.    15-16) 

"Yea,  we  are  a  fragrance  of  Christ 
to  God  among  those  who  are  saved 
and  among  those  who  perish;  to  some 
an  odor  of  death  that  kills,  to  others 
an  odor  of  life  that  gives  life"  (II  Cor. 
2:15-16,  Beck  —  New  Testament  In 
The  Language  of  Today). 

We  are  here  introduced  to  the  peril 
of  preaching  and  the  problem  of  wit- 
nessing for  Christ  and  living  the  con- 


sistent Christian  life.  It  is  an  experi- 
ence of  joy  mixed  with  sadness.  For 
the  fragrance  of  the  life  lived  in  close 
contact  with  Christ  falls  upon  people 
with  different  senses  of  smell.  To 
some  it  is  sweet.  They  believe,  and 
with  joy  receive  the  Word.  These  are 
the  ones  being  saved  and  to  them  the 
fragrance  of  our  life  is  the  smell  of 
life  unto  life.  0,  joy  of  rejoicing, 
when  God  by  His  grace  uses  one  of  us 
who  by  close  contact  with  Christ  is 
spreading  abroad  the  sweet  savor  of 
the  knowledge  of  the  Saviour  to  at- 
tract a  sinner  toward  Christ!  To  such 
we  carry  the  perfume  of  life. 

But  Christian,  let  me  remind  you 
that  the  same  sweet  Christian  life  and 
testimony  may  be  to  others  the  stench 
of  death  itself.  To  those  who,  by 
their  own  active,  willful  rebellion  and 
rejection  of  the  knowledge  of  God  are 
perishing,  we  smell  like  death  unto 
death.  Every  sermon,  every  word  of 
witness,  every  lovely  Christian  life  that 
lifts  the  fragrance  of  Christ  into  the 
nostrils  of  the  unrepentant  sinner  only 
increases  the  guilt  of  his  sin  and  the 
intensity  of  his  final  judgment  and  the 
hardness  of  his  heart.  But  this  is  the 
inevitable  penalty  of  human  freedom. 

Knowing  that  when  he  preached, 
witnessed,  and  lived  Christ,  some 
would  be  saved  and  some  would  be 
lost  with  greater  condemnation,  Paul 
exclaims,  ".  .  .  And  who  is  sufficient 
for  these  things?"  (v.  17).  The  implied 
answer  is  "We  are!"  And  that,  because 
we  are  involved  in— 

THE  PREACHING  OF  THE  TRUTH 

(v.  17) 
Paul  dared  to  say  that  he  was  suf- 
ficient because  he  was  not  like  many 
who  corrupted  the  Word  of  God  like 
one  who  peddled  cheap  wares  for  his 
own  profit.  He  will  not  make  mer- 
chandise of  the  truth.  He  will  not  put 
the  choice  berries  or  apples  on  top, 
and  within  deny  by  adulteration,  the 
eternal  truths  of  inspiration,  virgin 
birth,  and  blood  atonement.  Paul  said 
that  his  message  was  pure  truth  and 
with  such  he  was  not  afraid  to  face 
men.  It  was  sound,  sincere  to  the  core. 
He  had  done  nothing  behind  closed 
doors  (Read  Ezek.  8:7-13).  The 
"many,"  almost  always  the  majority 
today,  are  watering  down  the  truth  of 
God.  Paul's  confidence  rested  in  the 
awareness  of  the  fact  his  life  and  min- 
istry were,  ".  .  .  As  of  God,  in  the 
sight  of  God  ...  in  Christ"  (v.  17). 


When  you  speak  God's  truth  you  can 
speak  with  authority.  When  God  is 
your  witness  you  speak  with  confi- 
dence. When  Christ  is  the  sphere  and 
sum  of  your  witness,  when  you  never 
go  beyond  Him  and  because  you  can- 
not exhaust  Him,  you  speak  of  the 
knowledge  of  God  himself. 

When  you  get  away  from  the  char- 
iot of  Christ,  the  triumphant  one, 
you  become  like  Peter  when  he  refus- 
ed to  accept  the  simple  statement  of 
Jesus,  and  the  Lord  had  to  rebuke  him 
with,  ".  .  .  thou  art  an  offense  to  me: 
for  thou  savourest  not  the  things  that 
be  of  God,  but  those  that  be  of  men" 
(Matt.l6:23). 

Every  man,  woman,  or  youth  who 
believes  God,  trusts  Christ,  and  lives 
close  to  Him,  who  is  the  victor,  the 
triumphant  one;  smells  of  the  sweet 
savor  of  Christ.  True  to  some  it  is  the 
smell  of  death  unto  death,  but  to 
others  it  will  be  the  odor  of  life  unto 
life,  and  always  to  God  it  is  the  "sweet 
savor  of  Christ."  ".  .  .  Christ  also  hath 
loved  us,  and  hath  given  himself  for 
us  an  offering  and  a  sacrifice  to  God 
for  a  sweetsmelling  savour"  (Eph.  5:2).

Hence,  for  the  student  living  away 
from  home,  this  will  amount  to  only 
about  one-half  of  the  total  cost  for 
the  year.  In  many  instances,  the 
other  half  of  the  college  cost  can 
be  made  up  either  through  work, 
scholarships,  grants,  or  a  combination 
of  these.  It  should  be  kept  in  mind, 
though,  that  the  philosophy  of  finan- 
cial aid  is  that  the  primary  responsi- 
bility of  supplying  funds  for  college 
rests  with  the  student  and  his  family. 
Any  aid  which  the  student  receives, 
either  from  governmental  sources  or 
the  institution,  should  be  considered 
supplemental  to  what  the  family  can 
provide. 

With  today's  emphasis  on  higher 
education,  it  is  important  that  every 
young  person,  particularly  a  Christian 
young  person,  gives  thought  to  meeting 
the  increased  demands  of  today's  world. 
With  the  great  emphasis  being  placed 
on  aid  to  education,  it  is  possible  for 
any  young  person,  with  the  will  to  do 
it,  to  go  to  college  and  to  complete  his 
education  without  the  fear  of  having 
to  leave  because  of  lack  of  finances.    T

Three  Grace  College  students  achieved  a  perfect  4.0  grade  aver- 
age for  the  first  semester  of  the  current  school  year,  according  to 
registrar  Ron  Henry.  The  three  were  Stephen  Grill,  a  junior  speech 
major  and  a  member  of  the  First  Brethren  Church  of  Dayton, 
Ohio;  Brian  Martin,  a  freshman  and  a  member  of  the  Community 
Grace  Brethren  Church  in  Warsaw,  Indiana;  and  Wayne  Mensinger, 
a  junior  social  studies  major  and  a  member  of  the  New  Troy  Breth- 
ren Church  in  Michigan. 

The  top  ten  percent  of  the  college  student  body  was  named  to 
the  honor  list  with  the  top  ten  students  comprising  the  dean's 
list.  Averages  on  the  honor  list  ranged  down  to  3.5. 

The  development  department  of  Grace  Schools  will  have  three 
summer  development  teams  this  year.  A  male  quartet  led  by 
Terry  White,  director  of  public  relations,  will  tour  the  West.  Phil 
Lance  and  Ed  Lewis,  both  1969  graduates  of  Grace  College,  will 
lead  mixed  quartets  through  the  Midwest,  East,  New  England  and 
Southern  states.  This  is  the  first  summer  for  three  teams. 

According  to  a  recent  release  by  the  athletic  committee  of  Grace 
College,  head  basketball  coach  Glen  "Chet"  Kammerer  and  his 
squad  of  Lancer  cagers  will  take  a  trip  to  California  during  this 
Christmas  vacation.  The  tour  will  include  games  with  six  West 
Coast  colleges  and  services  in  five  churches. 

The  annual  seminary-sponsored  Christian  Education  Workshop 
will  be  held  this  year  on  May  3  and  May  10.  Under  the  direction 
of  Prof.  Paul  Fink,  the  program  has  been  greatly  expanded  this 
year  to  three  simultaneous  sessions  for  parents,  Sunday-school 
teachers,  and  pastors.  The  May  3  workshop  will  be  held  in  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  the  May  10  session 
will  be  on  the  Grace  campus.  Anyone  interested  in  attending  is 
encouraged  to  write  to  Prof.  Fink  for  details. 

Dr.  Jesse  Humberd,  director  of  summer  school  at  Grace  College, 
has  announced  an  expanded  session  this  year.  In  all,  35  courses 
will  be  offered  in  ten  departments,  and  up  to  12  hours  of  college 
credit  may  be  earned.  Room  and  board  are  available  and  most 
classes  will  meet  in  the  air-conditioned  new  library.  The  first  term 
is  June  2— July  1 1  and  the  second  is  July  14— Aug.  8.  Write  to  Dr. 
Humberd  for  further  details. 
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Friends  of  Grace  Schools  living  in  Indiana  are  encouraged  to 
write  to  their  state  senators  and  representatives  to  help  achieve 
passage  of  a  new  Tuition  Equalization  Bill.  In  essence,  the  measure 
would  provide  state  aid  for  the  Indiana  resident  student  who 
chooses  to  attend  a  private  institution  rather  than  a  state  school. 
Amounts  up  to  eight  hundred  dollars  would  be  available  to  equalize 
the  difference  between  state  and  private  schools.  Some  20  states 
now  have  similar  legislation  pending,  and  the  33  independent 
colleges  and  universities  in  Indiana  have  united  in  supporting  this 
bill. 

A  recent  survey  showed  that  Grace  Theological  Seminary  will 
grant  33  degrees  this  spring.  Some  30  will  receive  the  new  degree 
of  M.  Div.  which  replaces  the  B.D.,  and  three  are  candidates  for 
the  M.R.E.  Of  the  33,  14  are  Brethren.  Five  of  the  Brethren  are 
planning  to  enter  foreign  mission  fields,  seven  are  going  into  the 
pastorate,  one  will  be  in  teaching,  and  one  plans  on  postgraduate 
studies.

Missionary 
Outreach  - 

1969 


With  the  slogan  "The  Bible,  the 
whole  Bible,  and  nothing  but  the 
Bible,"  one  could  expect  The  Breth- 
ren Church  to  be  strong  in  its  mission- 
ary program.  And  there  is  much  for 
which  to  praise  the  Lord  in  the  Breth- 
ren missionary  outreach  in  this  year 
1969.  Hawaii,  one  of  the  newest 
states  in  the  Union  is  being  reached. 
Alaska  will  be  entered  in  July  of  this 
year,  and  a  concerted  effort  is  being 
made  to  cover  all  the  states  inasmuch 
as  possible.  Germany,  the  eighth  for- 
eign mission  field  is  on  the  schedule 
for  1969,  and  work  in  the  other  seven 
fields  is  showing  real  progress  and 
promise.  The  missionary  literature 
ministry  is  growing  and  expanding. 
Herald  magazine  subscriptions  are  at 
the  1 1,000  mark,  the  number  of  pub- 
lished books  by  Brethren  authors  is  in- 
creasing, and  the  Brethren  Adult  Quar- 
terly is  being  updated  and  expanded. 
In  1969  a  West  Coast  BMH  branch  will 
be  set  up,  and  a  printing  plant  estab- 
lished at  Winona  Lake.  Indeed  1969  is 
a  BMH  year.  Grace  Schools  enroll- 
ments are  up,  demanding  expansion  of 
all  facilities.  The  training  programs  in 
both  the  seminary  and  college  are  be- 
ing strengthened  and  expanded,  bring- 
ing into  focus  the  great  need  for  added 
personnel.  With  more  trained  Breth- 
ren young  people  going  out  into  the 
work  of  the  Lord  the  outreach  of 
Grace  Schools  is  being  enhanced.  Chris- 
tian Education  emphasis,  through  the 
Christian  Education  Department  is  be- 
ing expanded.  Great  stress  is  being  laid 
on  the  need  for  Christian  Day  Schools, 
Christian  Education  conferences  are 
stimulating  the  thinking  of  teachers 
and  workers,  and  the  youth  Training 
In  Missionary  Endeavor  program  is 
sending  young  people  across  the  coun- 
try and  around  the  world.    The  Board 


of  Evangelism,  made  up  of  an  equal 
number  of  laymen  and  pastors,  is  stim- 
ulating new  enthusiasm  for  evangelism 
through  evangelism  seminars,  as  well  as 
seeing  many  decisions  for  Christ  in 
local  Brethren  churches  through  the 
ministry  of  evangelistic  campaigns. 

Such  an  accelerated  missionary  out- 
reach necessitates  a  strong  home  base. 
While  our  people  are  to  be  encouraged 
to  maintain  their  support  of  this  minis- 
try beyond  the  confines  of  the  local 
church,  they  also  are  to  be  encouraged 
to  keep  the  home  base  strong.  And, 
this  is  being  done.  New  buildings  are 
springing  up,  many  of  them  planned 
by  the  Brethren  Architectural  Service. 
More  and  more  buildings  are  being 
planned  to  provide  adequate  facilities 
for  best  results  in  Sunday  schools  and 
Christian  Education,  including  the 
operation  of  Christian  Day  Schools. 

Not  only  are  buildings  which  house 
the  church  improving,  but  the  individ- 
uals who  make  up  the  church  are  be- 
ing instructed  and  encouraged  to  reach 
out  to  other  people  with  the  Gospel. 
In  the  final  analysis  the  test  of  success 
is  the  growth  in  spiritual  stature  and 
membership  of  the  church  that  is  of 
utmost  importance.  At  least  some 
churches  are  stressing  going  into  homes 
with  classes  to  reach  people  for  Christ, 
rather  than  just  sitting  and  waiting  for 
them  to  come  into  the  church  building 
to  hear  the  Gospel.  Although  nothing 
in  the  way  of  a  massive  effort  to  reach 
people  of  other  races  is  being  done  in 
our  churches,  there  is  some  movement 
in  this  direction.  It  is  the  responsibil- 
ity of  each  member  of  the  body  of 
Christ  to  do  his  utmost  to  work  and 
give  sacrificially  to  maintain  a  strong 
home  base  that  our  missionary  out- 
reach in  this  year  1969  might  be  ex- 
panded. 
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ARGENTINA 
-  PROMISE 

OF 
TREASURE 


Argentina  received  its  name  from 
the  Latin  word  meaning  silver,  signify- 
ing the  hope  of  its  early  explorers. 
Though  their  dream  was  never  realized, 
this  country  did,  in  time,  prove  its 
value  in  many  other  ways  and  now 
takes  its  place  as  a  leader  among  the 
nations  of  Latin  America. 

History 

In  1535,  forty-three  years  after 
Columbus  discovered  the  New  World, 
the  first  Spanish  settlers  arrived  in  this 
land  in  their  quest  for  gold  and  silver. 
Forty-five  years  later  the  city  of  Buenos 
Aires  was  established  by  the  Spaniards 
to  guard  against  the  expanding  Portu- 
guese colony  across  the  river  in  Brazil. 
Spain  ruled  this  area  until  1808,  when 
Napoleon's  conquest  of  Spain  gave 
those  in  the  New  World  the  hope  ot  in- 
dependence. It  was  General  Jose  de 
San  Martin,  the  George  Washington  of 
Argentina,  who  organized,  equipped, 
and  trained  an  army; crossed  the  Andes 
mountains  from  Argentina  into  Chile 
in  a  surprise  attack;  and  routed  the 
Spanish  army,  giving  independence  and 
liberty  to  Argentina,  Chile,  and  Peru. 

Later,  in  1853,  a  truly  constitutional 
government  was  established,  patterned 
much  after  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  in  spite  of  occasion- 
al revolutions  the  Argentine  nation 
boasts  of  political  freedom  and  offers 
its  people  equality  and  opportunity. 
The  theme  of  the  national  anthem, 
"Hear,  0  Mortals,  the  Sacred  Cry  of 
Liberty,"  is  the  proud  desire  of  the 
Argentines. 


Terrain 

Argentina,  one-third  the  size  of  the 
United  States,  is  a  vast  paradise  with 
all  the  majestic  panoramas  of  God's 
handiwork.  In  the  northern  limits  one 
finds  tropical  jungles  filling  the  moun- 
tains and  ravines  once  traveled  by  the 
Inca  Indians  of  Peru.  The  western  bor- 
der is  marked  by  the  high  peaks  of  the 
Andes  mountains  which  divide  Argen- 
tina from  Chile.  Here  one  finds  Mt. 
Aconcagua,  the  highest  peak  in  the 
Western  Hemisphere,  as  well  as  inter- 
nationally-known year-round  resorts 
beside  beautiful  mountain  lakes.  This 
mountainous  area  makes  up  about  one- 
third  of  the  total  land  area  of  Argen- 
tina. 

The  southern  tip  of  the  country, 
reaching  to  within  500  miles  of  the 
Antarctic  continent,  was  named  Tierra 
del  Fuego  (Land  of  the  Fires)  when 
Magellan,  making  his  famous  round- 
the-world  voyage,  saw  the  fires  of  the 
natives  along  the  shore.  The  Atlantic 
Ocean  forms  the  1600-mile  eastern 
coastline. 

The  Pampas  in  the  center  of  the 
country  comprise  about  one-fifth  of 
the  land  area.  This  fertile  grassy  plain 
stretches  some  400  miles  northwest, 
west,  and  south  of  Buenos  Aires.  Much 
of  the  wealth  of  Argentina  lies  in  this

area  where  one  sees  endless  wheat 
fields  and  enormous  herds  of  beef 
cattle. 

People 

About  90  percent  of  the  twenty- 
three  million  Argentines  are  whites  of 
European  descent.  Eight  percent  are 
of  mixed  white-and-Indian  ancestry. 
The  remaining  two  percent  are  of  pure 
Indian  blood.  More  than  one-third  of 
the  entire  population  lives  in  the  great- 
er Buenos  Aires  area,  while  about  one- 
fourth  lives  in  the  rural  areas  of  the 
country. 

One  notices  a  strong  European  flavor 
in  the  culture  of  the  Argentine.  The 
influences  of  Spain,  Italy,  and  England 
can  be  noted  especially.  This  mixing 
together  of  cultures  has  produced  a 
singularly  Argentine  culture  of  which 
the  Argentine  is  proud.  Even  his 
speech  is  decidedly  different  and  can 
be  spotted  as  Argentine  in  almost  any 
Spanish-speaking  country.  Argentines 
are  also  justly  proud  of  their  90  per- 
cent literacy  rate. 

Religion 

About  84  of  every  100  Argentines 
claim  to  be  Roman  Catholic,  which  is 
the  official  religion  of  the  country.  By 
the  constitution  the  president  and  the 
vice  president  must  be  of  this  faith. 
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Actually,  the  growing  influences  of 
materialism,  agnosticism,  and  new 
ideas  leave  many  without  a  practicing 
faith. 

The  entire  professing  Protestant 
group  may  total  some  450,000,  but 
those  preaching  a  true  saving  faith  in 
the  Lord  Jesus  are  a  much  smaller 
number.  One  non-partisan  encyclo- 
pedia comments:  "Several  Protestant 
churches  have  tried  to  establish  mis- 
sions in  Argentina,  but  with  little  suc- 
cess." However,  the  evangelical  com- 
munity is  growing,  and  united  efforts 
in  the  fields  of  literature,  radio,  and 
evangelism  are  making  their  impact  on 
the  populace. 

Economy 

The  rich  soil  of  the  Pampa  accounts 
for  about  three-fourths  of  Argentina's 
wealth.  Not  having  to  depend  on  arti- 
ficial fertilizers,  this  land  continually 
supplies  wheat  for  export,  and  year- 
round  pasture  for  the  numerous  types 
of  livestock.  Argentina  ranks  with  the 
world's  leaders  as  an  exporter  of  meat, 
hides,  wool,  wheat,  cotton,  and  corn. 
Argentina's  beef  industry  has  been  im- 
portant since  1877,  when  a  refrigerated 
ship  first  carried  chilled  beef  to  En- 
gland. Argentina  exports  more  beef 
than  any  other  country  and  supplies 
over  half  of  the  world's  animal  hides. 
The  large  emphasis  given  to  raising 
beef  has  given  the  "gaucho,"  the  Argen- 
tine counterpart  of  the  western  cow- 
boy of  the  U.S.,  ample  opportunity  to 
establish  his  worldwide  fame. 

Mission  History 

In  1909,  while  most  of  the  world 
waited  to  know  the  outcome  of  Ad-

miral  Peary's  attempt  to  reach  the 
North  Pole,  the  attention  and  prayers 
of  The  Brethren  Church  went  south, 
down  below  the  equator.  Argentina 
was  chosen  as  a  mission  field  when  it 
was  seen  that,  though  the  populous 
coastal  cities  had  some  gospel  witness, 
the  vast,  recently  settled  flatlands  of 
the  interior  had  no  way  of  hearing 
the  powerful  message  of  God's  love. 
Our  first  missionaries  went  400  miles 
inland  from  the  eastern  seacoast  and 
purchased  property  in  downtown  Rio 
Cuarto.  Now  on  this  same  spot  stands 
the  largest  of  our  churches  cared  for 
by  a  national  pastor.  It  is  a  monument 
to  heroic  efforts  on  the  part  of  mis- 
sionaries and  nationals  in  spite  of  un- 
believable discouragements  and  dis- 
appointments, and  clearly  shows  the 
loving  faithfulness  of  our  Lord. 

Among  the  first  missionaries  were 
Clarence  Sickel  and  his  wife.  Soon 
after  arriving  on  the  field  they  pur- 
chased an  old  Model  T  truck,  trans- 
formed it  into  a  Bible-coach,  and  thus 


expanded  the  outreach  of  the  gospel 
testimony.  They  visited  towns,  farms, 
and  out-of-the-way  places  where  the 
Gospel  was  quite  unknown.  This  was 
the  opening  wedge  for  the  Gospel,  and 
at  least  three  of  our  present  churches 
owe  their  existence  to  this  work. 
Sometimes  the  results  were  long  in 
coming,  but  the  Lord  was  carefully 
watching  over  the  sown  seed  and  today 
there  are  churches  in  these  places. 

In  1924  Miss  Johanna  Nielsen  ar- 
rived on  the  field,  and  her  subsequent 
ministry  among  the  women  resulted  in 
the  founding  of  the  first  WMC  in 
Argentina.  Then  in  1936  and  1938, 
respectively,  the  Paul  Dowdys  and  the 
Hill  Maconaghys  came  to  the  help  of 
the  Sickels.  The  missionary  ranks  were 
further  strengthened  in  1946  when  the 
Solon  Hoyts  and  the  Lynn  Schrocks 
arrived  on  the  field. 

Since  then  the  Jack  Churchills,  the 
James  Marshalls,  Miss  Bertha  Abel,  the 
Donald  Bishops,  the  Robert  Covers,  the 
Clark  Millers,  the  Nelson  Fays,  and  the 
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Gordon  Austins  have  arrived  in  turn 
to  take  their  places  alongside  the  mis- 
sionaries and  nationals  to  see  the  na- 
tional church  forged  into  a  solid,  ca- 
pable, spiritual  organization.  Moments 
of  crisis  have  often  been  the  order  of 
the  day.  Satan  seems  determined  to 
maintain  his  stronghold  in  this  land, 
but  these  challenges  of  disappointment 
have  in  effect  caused  the  national 
church  to  mature  so  that  now  national 
leaders  show  themselves  to  be  very 
capable  in  handling  their  own  affairs. 
A  significant  milestone  of  growth  was 
signaled  recently  as  a  mission  station 
among  the  Indians  in  the  north  of 
Argentina  was  opened,  all  by  Argentine 
initiative,  personnel,  and  funds. 

Mission  Activities 

The  goal  of  any  mission  should  be 
that  the  people  who  have  been  reached, 
take  upon  themselves  the  responsibility 
of  reaching  their  own  for  Christ.  This 
means  the  establishing  of  a  strong 
national  church. 

In  the  early  years  the  need  was  seen 
to  pastor  local  works  and  show  by  ex- 
ample how  nationals  should  lead  their 
people.  In  recent  years  the  mission- 
ary's role  has  changed  somewhat,  and 
though  he  often  finds  responsibilities 
in  helping  a  local  church,  his  main  ef- 
forts are  directed  to  those  areas  of 
Christian  service  where  funds  and  per- 
sonnel cannot  yet  be  supplied  by  the 
national  church. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  national 
church  take  over  the  paying  of  their

pastors'  salaries,  the  building  of  their 
own  churches  and  parsonages,  the  sum- 
mer camp  program,  the  "old  folks 
home"  project,  the  sending  of  their 
own  missionary  to  the  Indians,  Child 
Evangelism  classes,  and  the  handling  of 
all  the  paper  work  and  administration 
as  an  officially  recognized  legal  institu- 
tion. They  have  also  taken  over  much 
of  the  responsibility  of  administering 
and  teaching  in  the  Bible  Institute. 
Also,  nationals  serve  on  all  committees 
of  the  work,  including  those  which  are 
mainly  mission-sponsored. 

But  still  there  remains  much  for  the 
missionary  to  do.  Miss  Bertha  Abel 
handles  the  ever-growing  correspon- 
dence course  ministry.  Rev.  Solon 
Hoyt  serves  as  director  of  the  Bible 


Institute  as  well  as  leading  in  neigh- 
boring churches  which  have  no  pastor. 
Rev.  Lynn  Schrock  and  Rev.  Clark 
Miller  are  occupied  as  church-planting 
missionaries,  working  directly  to  estab- 
lish local  churches.  Rev.  Gordon 
Austin  heads  up  the  radio  ministry  and 
also  makes  use  of  his  technical  ability 
in  providing  audio-visual  materials  for 
use  both  on  the  field  and  at  home. 
Rev.  Nelson  Fay  has  responsibilities  as 
professor  at  the  Bible  Institute.  Rev. 
Hill  Maconaghy,  besides  helping  in 
neighboring  churches  without  pastors, 
manages  the  successful  Christian  book- 
store in  a  large  shopping-center  suburb 
of  Buenos  Aires.  Rev.  Robert  Cover 
finds  plenty  to  do  heading  up  the 
field's  literature  program,  which  in- 
cludes managing  the  Rio  Cuarto  book- 
store, and  helps  in  various  churches 
where  no  national  pastor  is  available. 
Truly  the  Lord  has  been  faithful 
down  through  the  years.  Much  has 
been  done  through  His  grace.  But 
much  remains  to  be  done.  Numerous 
areas  of  Argentina  have  not  yet  heard 
the  Gospel.  The  loss  of  some  of  our 
workers  has  caused  those  on  the  field, 
both  national  and  missionary,  to  dou- 
ble their  efforts  and  responsibilities. 
Opportunities  such  as  literature  evan- 
gelistic crusades,  Bible  conference  work 
among  the  churches,  skilled  technical 
assistance  in  the  fields  of  radio,  litera- 
ture, formal  Bible  teaching,  and  pioneer 
work  in  unevangelized  areas  remain  un- 
answered challenges  until  we  have  more 
workers.  "Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth 
labourers  into  his  harvest"  (Matt. 
9:38).  ▼

It  is  good  news  to  all— missionaries, 
Africans,  and  the  many  people  in  the 
homeland  who  have  been  praying— that 
a  doctor  and  his  family  are  under  ap- 
pointment for  the  Brethren  field  in  the 
Central  African  Republic. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  William  L.  Walker  have 
been  residents  of  Rittman,  Ohio,  for 
over  ten  years,  and  Dr.  Walker  has 
carried  on  a  general  practice  there. 
They  are  members  of  the  First  Breth- 
ren Church  of  Rittman.  Over  the  past 
year  or  two,  the  Walkers  have  had  a 
growing  consciousness  of  the  need  for 
medical  personnel  on  the  Africa  field, 
along  with  an  awareness  that  perhaps 
God  could  use  them  there. 

The  situation  came  to  the  place  that 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Walker  made  a  trip  of 
about  six  weeks  duration  to  the  CAR 
in  May  and  June  of  last  year.  It  was 
indeed  a  "working  vacation,"  for  Dr. 
Walker  devoted  himself  to  the  varied 
needs  at  the  Medical  Center.  This  was 
during  the  time  that  Dr.  Floyd  Taber 
was  on  furlough  and  there  was  no 
doctor  on  the  field.  This  "trial  run" 
convinced  the  Walkers  that  God  would 
have  them  offer  themselves  to  return 
to  the  medical  work  in  Africa. 

The  foreign  board  in  its  midyear 
meeting,  just  past,  appointed  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Walker  to  missionary  service  in 
Africa.    They  will  be  accompanied  by 
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their  four  daughters:  Karen,  Linda, 
Janet,  and  Tina  Marie,  and  their  one 
son,  David. 

Dr.  Walker  had  the  privilege  of  be- 
ing reared  in  a  Christian  home,  his 
father  being  a  Baptist  pastor.  Born  in 
Colorado,  he  graduated  from  high 
school  in  Nebraska,  and  took  his  col- 
lege and  medical  training  in  Missouri. 
After  he  received  his  medical  degree 
(D.O.)  at  the  Kirksville  College  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  Kirksville,  Mo.,

COMPASSION

fruitful  Compassion.  What  is  the 
ultimate  goal  of  medical  mission  work? 

To  save  souls. 

Yes,  but  that  is  not  all.  Saved  souls 
left  adrift  without  being  nurtured  in 
churches  never  mature. 

So  the  goal  must  include  making  a 
contribution  toward  building  up 
churches  which  will  be  self-propagating. 

What  is  the  biggest  contribution 
the  medical  work  can  make  toward 
building  up  viable  self-propagating 
churches? 

To  manifest  Christ. 

To  manifest  Christ  as  Saviour.  Yes. 
His  name  is  Saviour.  To  manifest 
Jesus  is  to  manifest  the  perfect  Saviour. 

But  perhaps  our  ideas  of  what  con- 
stitutes complete  salvation  are  too 
limited. 

"I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the  earth, 
will  draw  all  men  unto  me"  (John 
12:32). 

The  biggest  contribution  we  can 
make  toward  building  up  viable  self- 
propagating  churches  is  to  manifest 
Him  in  His  entirety. 

The  special  sphere  of  Christian  med- 
ical workers  is  to  manifest  His  com- 
passion. 


Compassion.  Suffering  with  those 
who  suffer.  ".  .  .  Weep  with  them 
that  weep"  (Rom.  12:15). 

Jesus  feels  the  suffering  of  His  own 
as  His  own  suffering. 

"Then  shall  the  King  say  unto  them 
on  His  right  hand;  ...  I  was  sick  .  .  ." 
(Matt.  25:34-36).  Every  time  I  min- 
ister to  one  of  His  own,  I  am  min- 
istering to  Jesus.  I  am  just  one 
member  of  the  body  of  Christ  min- 
istering to  another  member.  And 
when  that  member  suffers,  I  suffer 
with  him. 

My  brother  suffers.  Jesus  suffers.  I 
suffer  because  I  am  in  Him  and  He  is 
in  me.     A  brotherhood  in  suffering. 

And  the  way  I  take  care  of  this 
suffering  brother  manifests  the  com- 
passion of  Christ— His  sharing  in  the 
suffering  of  one  of  His  own. 

Can  anyone  conceive  of  a  higher 
ministry? 


Efficient  Compassion.  Subcon- 
sciously I  used  to  feel  that  a  mission 
medical  work  could  not  be  expected 
to  measure  up  technically  to  the  stan- 
dard of  a  government  or  secular  medi- 
cal work.  I  excused  myself  on  the 
basis  that  a  mission  working  under  The 
Brethren  Church  did  not  have  the 
financial  resources  of  a  government. 
As  if  God's  resources  were  inferior  to 
those  of  any  earthly  government! 

I  felt  that  I  could  trust  God  to 
make  up  for  the  inferiority  of  our 
equipment  or  the  inferior  training  of 
our  personnel.  And  the  amazing  thing 
is  that  many  times  over  He  has  done 
just  that.  Patients  have  gone  home 
cured  in  a  way  that  could  not  be  ex- 
plained on  the  basis  of  the  treatment 
we  had  given. 

Yet,  now  I  am  persuaded  that  I  was 
tempting  God  in  a  way  I  had  no  right 
to  do. 

I  am  persuaded  that  I  am  respon- 
sible before  God  to  claim  from  Him 
the  equipment,  and  by  His  grace  to  de- 


velop the  skill,  and  train  the  personnel, 
making  it  possible  to  practice  modern 
scientific  medicine. 

In  particular,  I  used  to  feel  apolo- 
getic for  our  African  personnel,  be- 
cause we  could  not  afford  to  pay  the 
wages  to  secure  young  fellows  with 
grammar  school  education,  and  we  had 
to  give  them  medical  training  from 
scratch.  But  by  the  grace  of  God,  and 
by  frequent  refresher  courses,  and  by 
constant  oversight,  our  medical  evan- 
gelists do  not  have  to  take  a  back  seat 
to  anyone  in  practical,  everyday  medi- 
cal work. 


Worldwide  Compassion.  A  few 
years  ago  there  were  some  discussions 
in  our  Africa  field  council  on  the 
question:  What  is  the  scope  of  our 
medical  work? 

"God  so  loved  the  world  . .  ."  (John 
3:16).  He  .  . .  "saw  much  people,  and 
was  moved  with  compassion  toward 
them,  because  they  were  as  sheep  not 
having  a  shepherd  .  .  ."  (Mark  6:34). 
The  scope  of  His  compassion  extended 
to  all  those  who  were  as  sheep  not  hav- 
ing a  shepherd;  to  those  who  were 
hungry;  to  those  who  were  possessed; 
to  those  who  were  sick. 

What  did  His  compassion  move  Him 
to  do?  To  teach,  to  feed,  to  heal;  and 
to  send  out  his  followers  to  do  the 
same  things;  first  the  twelve  (Matt. 
10:1),  then  the  seventy  (Luke  10:1), 
then  all  believers  (John  14:12).  And 
He  told  us  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  to  thrust  forth  additional  la- 
borers to  do  the  same  things  (Matt. 
9:37,  38;  Luke  10:2). 

If  Jesus  were  walking  the  roads  of 
Central  Africa  today,  would  He  leave 
out  part  of  His  program?  "Jesus  Christ 
the  same  yesterday,  and  to  day,  and 
for  ever"  (Heb.  13:8). 

And  if  He  walks  on  my  feet  (or 
rides  in  my  auto),  will  His  compassion 
stir  me  to  do  less? 

The    scope   of  our  commission   is 
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limited  only  by  the  needs  of  a  suffer- 
ing humanity. 

This  realization  will  influence  every 
detail  of  our  program.  We  need  to  ask 
ourselves  before  making  every  decision: 
How  does  this  fit  into  the  total  pro- 
gram for  meeting  the  total  need  of 
suffering  Africans? 

In  other  words,  think  to  scale,  not 
in  terms  of  our  resources,  but  in  terms 
of  the  total  need,  in  the  light  of  God's 
promise,  "My  God  shall  supply  all  your 
need... "(Phil.  4: 19). 


Contagious  Compassion.  Think  to 
scale. 

Draw  up  your  plans  in  terms  of  the 
total  need. 

The  first  big  consequence  of  this 
policy  will  be:  Train  Africans  to  do 
everything  you  know  how  to  do. 

This  means  not  only  to  train  the 
Africans  to  do  all  manual  work  while 
the  missionaries  do  the  teaching,  but 
also  to  have  advanced  Africans  teach 
beginners. 

It  means  also  that  Africans  learn  to 
do  all  the  administration— African  med- 
ics to  administer  the  internal  workings, 
and  an  African  board  of  directors  to 
have  general  oversight  of  the  medical 
work. 

Another  consequence  of  thinking 
to  scale  is  to  follow  a  building  program 
that  makes  possible  the  multiplication 
of  the  number  of  out-dispensaries. 
This  condition  is  met  by  having  the 
dispensary  buildings  put  up  by  the 
local  church. 

Another  consequence  of  thinking  to 
scale  is  to  keep  the  operating  costs 
down  to  a  level  where  the  Africans  of 
the  bush  can  afford  medical  care. 

One  corollary  of  this  principle  is  to 
have  a  category  of  medical  workers 
which  has  not  reached  the  level  of  the 
M.D.  in  charge  of  local  dispensaries, 
with  medical  doctors  only  for  super- 
vision and  for  the  training  program. 

This  involves  two  types  of  training, 
one  type  somewhat  more  advanced 
than  our  present  medical  evangelists, 
and  the  other  type  on  the  M.D.  level. 

And  there  is  that  all-important  in- 
gredient to  consider:  compassion. 

Compassion  cannot  be  taught,  it 
can  only  be  caught. 

We  missionaries  must  be  so  imbued 
with  the  compassion  of  Christ  that  the 
medical  evangelists  cannot  help  catch- 
ing it.  ▼

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A  different  approach  to  the  "pastor  shortage"  problem 


/Almost  70  percent  of  the  local 
churches  in  our  Brethren  Fellowship 
list  Sunday-school  attendance  averages 
under  150  a  week.  In  most  of  these 
cases  the  actual  congregation  of  work- 
ing believers  is  considerably  smaller 
than  this  figure.  But  even  if  this 
statistically  inflated  mean  is  used,  it  is 
still  obvious  that,  since  we  strive  to 
provide  a  seminary  or  Bible  school 
graduate  for  every  one  of  these  groups, 
we  have  too  many  small  local  churches 
and  too  many  spiritually  dead  ones. 

Clearly  the  solution  is  not  to  close 
down  the  extra  local  congregations  and 
scatter  the  sheep  in  these  groups.  What 
is  urgently  needed  is  a  restructuring  of 
our  thinking,  a  reordering  of  our  value 
systems,  and  a  renewal  of  personal  re- 
sponsibility for  the  work  that  Jesus 
left  undone  when  He  returned  to  the 
Father.  We  must  make  maximum  use 
of  each  professional  church-worker 
with  the  God-given  gift  of  government. 
We  must  purge  out  the  ingrained  con- 
cept of  the  pastor  as  a  hired  substitute 
to  do  the  calling,  witnessing,  and 
preaching  for  the  members.  We  must 
return  to  the  Biblical  concept  of  a  local 
church  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  working 
through  every  member  not  by  the  per- 
sonal dynamic  of  a  great  pastor. 

A  local  church  is  a  geographically 
delineated  member  of  the  body  of 
Christ.  It  is  not  a  building  and  we 
must  stop  calling  the  building  the 
church.  We  do  not  "go  to  church"  on 
Sunday;  we,  the  church,  come  togeth- 
er. The  building  is  no  more  and  no 
less  sacred  than  our  homes,  which  is 
where  the  early  Christians  met  almost 
exclusively  until  the  Emperor  Constan- 
tine  moved  the  church  meetings  into 
the  pagan  temples  as  part  of  an  attempt 
to  displace  the  faltering  Roman  pan- 
theon of  gods  with  Christianity.  Ever 
since,  people  have  been  going  to  church 
instead  of  being  the  church  with  in- 
creasingly disastrous  results.  One  of 
the  most  important  first  steps  toward 
a  revived  local  church  is  the  formation 
of  small  groups  meeting  in  homes. 
This,  more  than  any  other  single  ac- 
tion, will  help  restore  the  feeling  that 
a  local  church  is  a  "group  of  believers 


who  get  together  regularly."  The  idea 
that  such  a  group  is  not  a  church  un- 
less it  has  a  salaried  pastor  and  a  build- 
ing program  is  unscriptural. 

The  Biblical  pattern  for  the  local 
church  makes  no  allowance  for  the 
narrow  sectarianism  which  character- 
izes the  evangelical  movement  in  the 
United  States.  Though  this  division 
creates  a  problem  in  reconstructing  the 
Biblical  model,  it  does  not  make  the 
task  impossible.  And  let  us  not  forget 
that  the  pattern  we  are  about  to  ex- 
amine was  so  successful  that  in  two 
generations  the  then  known  world  had 
not  only  been  touched  with  the  Gospel 
but  had  been,  in  a  sense,  turned  up- 
side down  by  it.  Within  three  hundred 
years  the  church  had  become  the  dom- 
inant psycho-social  force  in  its  world. 
To  get  Biblical  results,  use  Biblical 
methods:

One  church  in  a  specific  locality, 
locally  indigenous  churches,  and  de- 
pendence on,  and  active  trust  in  the 
Holy  Spirit.  The  rest  we  already  have. 
We  love  the  Word,  we  give  our  money 
generously,  we  send  missionaries,  we 
are  willing  to  work;  we  have  a  lot  going 
for  us.  But  we  must  correct  these  few 
errors  in  thinking  and  practice  that 
are  holding  us  back. 

Now  let  us  examine  these  points  in 
detail.  One  church  in  a  locality  was 
the  constant  rule  of  the  Early  Church. 
Paul  wrote  to  "the  church  of  God 
which  is  at  Corinth,"  and  "unto  the 
church  of  the  Thessalonians  which  is 
in  God  the  Father."  When  Paul  uses 
the  plural  form  it  is  to  "the  churches 
of  Galatia,"  or  "the  churches  of  Ju- 
dea,"  which  were  regions  encompassing 
many  cities  and  thus  many  churches. 


Mr.  Richard  Kriegbaum,  instruc- 
tor in  French  at  Wheaton  (111.)  Col- 
lege and  Pastor-Moderator  of  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Wheaton, 
presents  his  view  on  the  structure  of 
the  local  church.  Comments  on  his 
views  will  be  welcome.

There  is  ample  evidence  that  in  Jeru- 
salem there  were  probably  tens  of 
thousands  of  believers,  but  it  is  re- 
ferred to  without  exception  as  "the 
church  "  at  Jerusalem.  This  fact  does 
not  mean  that  there  was  one  congre- 
gation in  Jerusalem;  there  were  many 
congregations,  but  there  was  only  one 
church.  It  is  not  just  semantic  games 
to  distinguish  between  a  local  church 
and  a  congregation.  These  terms  are 
not  synonyms.  In  churches  which  have 
an  early  service  before  the  Bible-school 
hour  and  another  service  after,  two 
separate  congregations  very  naturally 
tend  to  develop,  but  since  they  meet 
in  the  same  building  no  one  would  sug- 
gest calling  them  two  churches.  If  a 
local  church  can  be  grouped  into  two 
congregations  then  why  not  three  or 
four  or  ten  or  twenty  or,  as  in  Jeru- 
salem, probably  hundreds  of  small  con- 
gregations, all  part  of  one  church.  If 
the  congregations  meet  separately  in 
time,  why  could  they  not  also  meet 
separately  in  space  and  still  be  one 
church?  On  what  Biblical  grounds 
must  we  make  every  grouping  of 
Christians  in  a  city  a  separate  church? 

The  logical  size  for  a  congregation  is 
clearly  indicated  by  our  denomina- 
tional statistics.  There  is  a  marked 
tendency  for  a  congregation  to  level 
off  around  the  150-250  mark.  This 
tendency  is  often  lamented,  when  in 
fact,  it  is  very  natural  for  a  group  to 
feel  socially  complete  at  this  size.  If 
it  gets  much  bigger,  it  is  difficult  for 
everyone  to  know  each  other  and 
group  cohesiveness  begins  to  decline. 
The  answer  is  to  foster  the  establish- 
ment of  a  second  congregation  and  of 
successive  congregations  until  the  en- 
tire city  is  reached. 

Indigenous  churches  must  not  be 
just  a  reassuringly  modern  sounding 
theory  for  foreign  missions,  it  must  be 
for  us,  as  it  was  for  the  Early  Church, 
an  accurate  description  of  our  true 
practice.  The  local  church  must  be 
locally  indigenous.  When  it  is  not,  it  is 
spiritually  flabby,  undisciplined  and  ir- 
responsible. When  it  is,  and  to  the  de- 
gree that  it  is,  it  is  spiritually  strong, 
highly  disciplined,  and  responsible.  In 
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the  Grace  Journal,  Spring  of  1966,  Dr. 
Jake  Kliever  offered  ten  basic  principles 
that  support  and,  in  fact,  require  the 
pursuing  of  an  indigenous  pattern  for 
the  local  church.  The  key  principles  of 
those  which  Mr.  Kliever  enunciates  are: 
"Principle  7— All  believers  are  endowed 
with  the  same  spiritual  potential  for 
witnessing.  Principle  8-These  believers 
are  now  'One  Body,'  being  fitted  to- 
gether and  built  together  into  a  dwell- 
ing of  God  in  the  Spirit.  Principle  9- 
These  believers  have  equal  competence 
as  they  gather  into  a  group  of  believers 
to  effect  local  churches  of  equal  ability, 
equality  and  testimony  irrespective  of 
their  racial,  linguistic,  geographical  or 
cultural  origin.  Principle  10-Believers 
are  to  be  trained  and  equipped  for  the 
work  of  the  Church."  Mr.  Kliever  went 
on  to  substantiate  with  case  history 
material,  the  resounding  success  that 
has  characterized  The  Brethren  Church 
in  the  Central  African  Republic,  con- 
cluding with  statistics  which  showed 
that  they  have  far  more  members  than 
we  have  in  the  U.S.,  but  only  (at  that 
time)  250  churches  and  only  100  or- 
dained or  licensed  ministers.  These 
facts  he  offered  almost  apologetically, 
when  in  truth  they  are  highly  signifi- 
cant in  explaining  this  African  miracle. 
Africans,  who  the  colonial  governments 
thought  were  incapable  of  ruling  them- 
selves, have  demonstrated  that  when 
empowered  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  they 
can  become  a  great  and  mighty  force 
for  God  with  strong  local  churches  and 
responsible  leaders. 

We  often  think  of  ourselves  as  al- 
ready highly  indigenous  in  this  country, 
but  we  practice  the  theory  of  a  cul- 
turally or  nationally  indigenous  church, 
a  theory  which  is  nowhere  even  hinted 
at  in  Scripture.  We  somehow  think 
that,  whereas,  it  is  not  healthy  for  the 
church  at  Bangui  to  call  an  American 
pastor,  it  is  all  right  for  the  church  in 
Massachusetts  to  call  a  California  pas- 
tor. The  evils  that  result  from  allow- 
ing Bangui  Christians  to  learn  to  de- 
pend on  an  imported  American  pro- 
fessional are  the  same  evils  that  we 
suffer  by  allowing  the  church  in  Massa- 
chusetts to  learn  to  depend  on  its 
domestic  version  of  an  imported  pro- 
fessional. In  both  cases,  the  local 
church  may  not  learn  to  do  its  own 
work,  or  what  it  means  to  be  led  by 
the  Spirit  instead  of  by  an  imported 
professional  minister;  never  learns  to 
feel  individual  responsibility  for  God's

work,  and  never  rises  above  a  lukewarm 
condition. 

By  contrast,  when  Paul  established 
a  church,  he  left  it.  He  moved  on  and 
forced  the  small  band  of  believers  to 
either  achieve  spiritual  greatness  or 
collapse.  They  either  had  to  find 
leaders  among  themselves  or  be  leader- 
less.  They  either  had  to  study  the 
Scriptures  for  themselves  or  remain 
ignorant.  They  either  had  to  lead 
others  to  Christ  or  remain  numerically 
weak  and  spiritually  dull.  The  local 
church  that  manages  to  struggle  along 
only  because  of  the  efforts  of  a  salaried 
pastor  is  no  credit  to  Jesus.  Many 
people  feel  they  share  in  the  fruits  of 
their  pastor's  ministry  because  they 
help  to  make  it  possible  by  providing 
his  salary.  They  receive  spiritual 
credit  only  for  what  is  done  in  addi- 
tion to  their  own  witnessing,  not  in 
place  of  it.  The  churches  Paul  founded 
had  no  such  substitute  worker  to 
whom  they  could  look.  They  had  to 
look  directly  to  the  Holy  Spirit  and  do 
all  the  work  themselves.  And  it 
worked.   God's  method  always  works. 

Dependence  on  the  Holy  Spirit  must 
be  a  practice,  not  just  a  doctrine. 
Many  churches  depend  on  the  Holy 
Spirit  the  way  a  man  trusts  a  para- 
chute, when  there  is  no  other  choice 
about  the  matter.  When  we  have  tried 
everything  we  can  think  of,  and  all 
fails,  then  we  look  to  the  Spirit.  As 
long  as  the  pastor  has  a  good  idea 
about  how  to  do  something  we  get 
along  fine.  But  the  Spirit  is  not  a  thing 
to  be  activated  by  the  "panic  button." 
He  is  a  person  who  was  presented  to 
us  by  Jesus  to  be  our  constant  guide. 

These  three  concepts  of  (1)  one 
church  in  a  locality,  (2)  locally  indige- 
nous churches,  and  (3)  dependence  on 
the  Holy  Spirit,  are  the  bases  for  the 
re-emergence  of  the  true  local  church 
in  the  twentieth  century. 

Our  Brotherhood  is  blessed  with 
many  men  of  unusual  executive  ability. 
Such  men,  chosen  by  God  for  the 
work,  should  be  placed  in  positions  of 


overall  leadership  of  their  local 
churches.  This  would  allow  one  pro- 
fessional ecclesiastical  executive  to  be 
responsible  for  the  organizational  lead- 
ership of  all  the  congregations  through- 
out the  city.  His  role  would  be  that  of 
training  local  church  leaders,  preserving 
purity  of  doctrine  and  practice  through 
his  work  with  these  leaders,  and  by 
ministering  directly  to  congregations 
or  to  the  entire  assembled  church  as 
needed.  In  each  local  congregation 
God  would  raise  up  the  elders  and 
deacons  and  others  that  He  needed  for 
the  work. 

For  twenty-five  years,  Dr.  McClain 
told  us  that  the  Bible  clearly  estab- 
lished a  plurality  of  bishops  or  elders 
and  of  deacons  in  the  local  church,  in 
addition  to  the  gifts  of  the  Spirit,  only 
one  of  which  is  the  gift  of  pastor/teach- 
er (Eph.  4:11).  There  could  be  no 
finer  memorial  to  this  giant  of  the 
faith  than  to  break  loose  from  the 
stagnation  of  our  human  traditions  and 
establish  this  Biblical  pattern  which 
allows  the  Holy  Spirit  to  accomplish 
miracles  we  long  to  see.  The  congre- 
gation which  cannot  move  on  without 
a  salaried  full-time  pastor  is  not  de- 
pending on  the  Spirit  but  on  that  man. 

The  true  test  of  your  local  church 
is:  What  would  happen  if  suddenly, 
one  Saturday  afternoon,  the  regular 
pastor  were  called  away  permanently. 
If  the  church  instinctively  begins  a 
hurried  search  for  "someone  to  fill  the 
pulpit"— then  that  is  about  all  the 
previous  pastor  was  doing,  and  that 
church  is  far  from  being  a  Spirit-led, 
Biblical  local  church.  If  on  the  other 
hand,  the  church  instictively  looks 
to  the  Holy  Spirit  to  choose  from  the 
ready  pool  of  God-fearing  Bible  stu- 
dents within  the  church,  each  of  whom 
has  already  had  experience  at  preach- 
ing, teaching,  and  leading;  then  they 
will  not  just  "fill  the  pulpit,"  they 
will  fill  the  needs  of  the  people.  Such 
a  church  is  well  on  its  way  toward  be- 
ing the  revolutionary  force  it  was 
meant  to  be  by  God.  ▼

Most 
of  all,  our  Lord  needs  you  to  be  used 
by  Him  in  bringing  our  girls  into  a 
Christ-filled,  Christ-centered  woman- 
hood.-Afrs.

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It  is  a  humbling  experience  to  be 
forced  to  look  back  over  your  life  and 
to  see  how  the  Lord  has  directed  and 
used,  in  even  a  small  way,  the  mistakes 
of  this  vessel  of  clay!  His  love  is  won- 
derful—and constantly  I  am  amazed  at 
His  watch-care  and  His  direction  in  the 
smallest  things  of  this  life."  These 
comments  came  from  Mrs.  Donald 
Hocking  after  she  had  jotted  down 
autobiographical  material  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  WMC.  She  added: 
"I  am  so  appreciative  of  the  thought- 
fulness  of  the  WMC  in  choosing  me  as 
a  birthday  missionary,  and  of  their  in- 
terest and  prayers." 

In  a  lighter  vein,  Betty  remarks: 
"Don  and  I  often  say  that  since  hs  is 
from  California  and  I  am  from  Florida, 
we  settled  the  argument  of  where  to 
live  by  going  to  Africa!" 

Thinking  back,  Betty  recalls,  "I  was 
always  small  for  my  age,"  and  she  men- 
tions such  nicknames  as  "Squirt"  and 
"Shrimp,"  as  well  as  "Betsy"  and 
others.  Even  since  she  grew  up  and 
was  married,  she  has  probably  contin- 
ued to  feel  small,  for  her  husband 
towers  a  full  foot  over  Betty's  five- 
foot-three. 

Miami  was  Betty  Reeves'  birthplace 
and  her  home  until  she  went  away  to 
college.  Now  that  her  father  has  re- 
tired, her  parents  have  moved  to  the 
Florida  Keys,  where  they  own  a  motel. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reeves  have  had  the  joy 
of  seeing  both  of  their  children  in 
Christian  work;  Betty's  sister  is  the 
wife  of  a  Southern  Baptist  pastor  in 
South  Carolina.  In  mentioning  that 
she  actually  never  made  a  personal  de- 
cision for  the  Lord  until  she  was  six- 
teen, although  she  had  been  baptized 
at  the  age  of  nine,  Betty  pays  tribute 
to  her  sister,  for  "It  was  through  her 
radiant,  consistent  testimony  that  I  was 
convicted  and  realized  my  need  of  the 
Saviour." 

After  high  school,  "It  was  only  be- 
cause my  dad  insisted  that  I  go  away 
from  home  for  at  least  one  year  that  I 
went  at  all,"  and  it  was  to  Bob  Jones 
University.

Again  Betty's  sister 
was  a  real  help,  for  she  was  a  junior  at 
BJU  that  year,  and  she  helped  the 
younger  girl  over  many  of  the  rough 
places.

Birthday  Missionaries 

Inevitably,  various  influences  made 
their  inroads  upon  the  little  freshman, 
who  found  she  enjoyed  the  classes  as 
well  as  extracurricular  activities.  She 
attended  the  mission  prayer  band  and 
began  to  learn  of  the  world's  needs. 
And  the  Lord  began  to  speak  to  her 
about  full-time  service.  "I  did  not  feel 
that  I  could  go  to  the  field,  but  I  was 
willing  to  pray  for  others.  As  the  year 
progressed,  I  considered  entering  the 
field  of  education,  specifically,  speech 
education.  By  Christmas  time  I  had 
made  a  decision  to  serve  the  Lord  in 
this  way  and  I  was  filled  with  talk  of 
major  and  minors  and  subjects  to  be 
taken  next  year.  My  dad  interrupted 
with  a  smile  on  his  face:  'I  thought 
you  were  only  going  for  one  year, 
Betty.'  I  gulped  and  said:  'Well,  Dad, 
if  it  is  all  right,  I'd  like  to  go  back!' 
How  I  praise  the  Lord  for  Christian 
parents  who  were  wise  in  the  training 
of  their  children." 

It  was  at  the  university  that  Betty 
and  Don  met.  They  were  married  in 
Miami  right  after  Betty's  graduation 
in  1953;  Don  had  graduated  the  pre- 
vious year  and  then  took  his  first  year 
at  Grace  Seminary.  The  young  couple 
settled  in  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  and 
Betty  taught  for  one  year  in  a  nearby 
high  school.   Their  first  son,  Jim,  was 


born  the  next  summer.  During  Don's 
last  year  of  seminary  he  pastored  the 
embryo  Brethren  home-mission  work 
in  Lansing,  Michigan. 

Under  appointment  for  missionary 
service  in  Africa,  the  Hockings  and 
their  little  son  left  in  the  fall  of  1955 
for  Lyon,  France,  and  language  study. 
Betty  relates  the  story  from  there  on: 

"The  scheduled  year  stretched  into 
twenty  months  because  of  the  serious 
illness  of  our  second  son,  David,  who 
was  born  at  Lyon.  During  the  months 
in  France  I  was  in  the  hospital  twice, 
Don  underwent  surgery  on  his  back, 
and  David  was  in  and  out  of  the  hos- 
pital for  three  months.  These  were 
trying  times  for  us,  but  the  Lord  drew 
us  close  to  himself  and  we  felt  His 
presence  with  us  daily.  How  precious 
the  promise  in  Isaiah  43:2  was  to  us: 
'When  thou  passeth  through  the  waters, 
I  will  be  with  thee;  and  through  the 
rivers,  they  shall  not  overflow  thee.' 
Those  extra  months  in  France  enabled 
Don  to  gain  more  proficiency  in  the 
French  language,  which  has  been  of 
great  value  here  in  Africa— His  ways  are 
perfect!  Finally  in  August  of  1957 
we  were  able  to  leave  for  Africa. 

"Our  first  term  was  spent  at  M'Baiki 
after  six  months  of  language  study  at 
Bozoum.  Our  home  was  blessed  with 
two  more  sons  during  those  first  years 
in  Africa— Danny  and  Tommy.  The 
challenge  of  African  youth  was  laid 
heavily  upon  our  hearts  at  that  time 
and  we  were  set  apart  by  the  mission 
to  spend  our  full-time  in  youth  work. 
Following  our  first  furlough  we  trav- 
eled a  great  deal  holding  youth  leader- 
ship classes.  We  also  helped  in  the 
writing  of  youth  materials. 

"In  1962  we  were  called  to  the 
Bible  Center  to  teach  in  the  Bible  In- 
stitute. We  continued  to  help  in  the

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The  Michigan  District  WMC  is  praising  the  Lord  for 
victory  this  year.

Then  our  speaker,  Miss  Kwang  Ja  Park,  was  a  living  example 
of  victory!  Her  testimony  of  salvation,  dedication  and 
complete  surrender  to  God's  will  was  a  challenge  to  each 
woman.  Our  love-offering  for  her  was  sixty  dollars,  and 
our  home-mission  project  offering  for  Berrien  Springs  was 
over  two-hundred  dollars.  These  were  real  victories  for  our 
small  district. 

We  are  asking  the  Lord  for  daily  personal  victories  and 
we  are  looking  forward  to  more  testimonies  of  victory  at 
our  spring  rally  at  Alto.  Mrs.  Williard  Smith,  our  national 
WMC  secretary,  has  been  asked  to  challenge  our  ladies  with 
a  chalk  talk.  Our  project  offering  will  be  collected  for  Miss 
Kwang  Ja  Park,  and  we  are  praying  for  her  in  language  study 
in  the  Orient  before  she  goes  to  Brazil. 

Our  district  conference  in  April  will  also  lead  us  to  think 
of  victory  as  we  welcome  home  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Men- 
singer  from  Africa.  Mr.  Mensinger  grew  up  in  the  New  Troy 
Brethren  Church  and  is  the  first  Brethren  foreign  missionary 
from  our  district.  Mrs.  Mensinger  will  speak  to  our  WMC 
ladies  during  the  district  conference. 

God  has  been  good  to  us.  It  would  be  easy  at  times  to 
let  Satan  discourage  us  with  small  groups  and  busy  lives, 
but  victory  has  been  promised  if  we  will  only  claim  it. 
"But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory  through 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be 
ye  stedfast,  unmoveable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of 
the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labour  is  not  in 
vain  in  the  Lord"  (I  Cor.  15:57-58). 


The  snow  and  ice  had  melted,  and  the  Northcentral 
Ohio  WMC  members  felt  that  a  spring  day  had  been  slipped 
into  January  for  their  satisfaction  when  they  held  their 
rally  at  the  Mansfield  Grace  Brethren  Church  on  January  2 1 . 
The  quarter's  project  was  a  gift  for  summer  camp,  and  this 
theme  was  carried  out  in  badges,  programs,  and  cut-outs  of 
balls  and  bats  scattered  over  the  tables  on  which  an  en- 
hanced potluck  dinner  was  served. 

Our  prayer  chairman,  Mrs.  Everett  Niswonger,  led  the 
morning  prayer  service.  Using  Matthew  6:5-7,  she  strongly 
emphasized  the  great  need  of  praying  for  missionaries.  She 
told  of  Dr.  Floyd  Taber  asking  for  prayer  and  said  that  it 
was  Rev.  James  Gribble  who  requested  the  fifteenth  of  the 
month  be  a  day  of  prayer.

Rev.  Robert  Kern  told  of  the  need  for  our  own  district 
camp  site  and  explained  why  one  which  had  been  consid- 
ered was  not  acceptable.

It  will  beheld 
on  Friday  and  Saturday  and  is  planned  for  all  members  of 
the  family. 

The  speaker  of  the  day  was  Mrs.  Nelson  Fay.  She  spoke 
first  of  recent  discouragements  in  Argentina,  but  said  that 
although  they  have  been  under  strong  attack  from  Satan, 
our  Lord  is  victor.

youth  work  whenever  possible;  how- 
ever, the  major  portion  of  my  time 
was  spent  in  teaching  the  women  in 
the  Bible  Institute. 

"Since  our  return  to  the  field  in 
1967  we  have  been  'dorm  parents'  for 
the  missionary  children  who  board  here 
during  the  school  year.  I  have  con- 
tinued to  teach  some  classes  in  the 
Bible  Institute  and  this  last  semester 


helped  teach  the  junior  high  missionary 
children.  How  thankful  we  are  for  the 
arrival  of  Bob  Juday  and  family  to  fill 
this  need  for  a  junior  high  school 
teacher." 

A  very  recent  change  on  the  field 
has  moved  the  Hockings  to  Yaloke  for 
Mr.  Hocking  to  fill  a  need  on  the 
faculty  of  the  James  Gribble  High 
School.  From  being  dorm  parents  with 
a  houseful  of  children  to  being  on  a 
different  station  and  having  to  leave 


even  their  own  boys  with  others,  can 
be  realized  as  indeed  a  drastic  change. 
But  missionaries  are  called  on  to  do 
many  things  which  would  appall  less 
dedicated  Christians.  The  spirit  with 
which  Betty  Hocking  has  met  this  chal- 
lenge is  no  doubt  in  keeping  with  one 
further  statement  which  she  has  made: 
"My  prayer  is  that  the  Lord  will  con- 
tinue to  test  and  try  this  vessel  of  clay 
until  it  is  molded-empty-and  ready 
for  His  daily  use!"  ▼

FIVE  YEARS  IN  RETROSPECT 


The  past  five  years  as  national  SMM  patroness  has  left  me 
with  many  impressions,  more  understanding  and  less  critical 
of  the  many  phases  and  areas  of  Christian  work.  My  work 
in  SMM  has  opened  my  eyes  to  the  real  needs  of  our  teen- 
agers today.  The  biggest  need,  I  believe,  is  someone  to  care 
about  them. 

In  just  a  few  short  years  so  many  changes  have  engulfed 
the  teen-age  world;  changes  in  living  standards,  moral 
standards  and  dress  standards.  Restlessness  has  even  ap- 
peared in  youth  circles  of  the  church  with  the  idea  of 
"don't  do  anything  you  don't  have  to  do."  Today,  more 
than  ever,  the  need  is  very  apparent  for  something  solid  to 
which  one  may  cling.  Girls  appreciate  the  goals  and  stan- 
dards set  up  for  them  in  SMM  (even  though  they  may  com- 
plain). Youth  do  not  want  to  be  left  on  their  own  to  do  as 
they  please. 

My  experience  as  national  SMM  patroness  has  shown 


me  that  we  must  work  harder  than  ever  at  the  job  of 
training  in  SMM.  I  have  learned  that  a  patroness  (leader, 
director,  sponsor,  or  whatever  she  may  be  called)  is  re- 
sponsible as  to  whether  her  group  is  active  or  fails  com- 
pletely. 

Working  nationally  with  a  group  of  girls  has  given  me  an 
overall  picture  of  how  one  can  serve  the  Lord  in  an  area 
where  there  is  a  real  need. 

Someone  asked:  "What  are  you  doing  with  all  your  time 
now  since  you  are  not  national  SMM  patroness?"  I  still 
have  a  local  senior  SMM  group,  am  active  as  primary  Sun- 
day-school superintendent  and  a  deaconess  in  the  church, 
and  I  am  hoping  to  do  a  little  more  work  in  my  garden  and 
roses— but  only  time  will  tell.  It's  a  challenge  this  year  to 
be  memorizing  I  Timothy  as  one  of  the  personal  goals  of 
senior  SMM.  It  does  a  patroness  good  to  learn  right  along 
with  her  girls! -Mrs.  Ralph  C.  Hall  ▼ 


WHAT  VALUES  ? 


Resting  on  past  laurels  heads  the  list  of  taboos  along 
my  earthly  journey  as  I  comply  with:  ". . .  forgetting  what 
lies  behind  and  straining  forward  to  what  lies  ahead,  I  press 
on  toward  the  goal  to  win  the  [supreme  and  heavenly] 
prize  to  which  God  in  Christ  is  calling  us  upward"  (Phil. 
3:3-14,  Amplified  Version).  Yet  anon  comes  to  my  mind 
the  admonition  not  to  forget  all  the  Lord's  benefits.  And 
as  I  think  of  benefits,  serving  as  national  SMM  patroness 
afforded  me  enduring  and  valuable  helps. 

I  learned  that  the  problems  and  decisions  of  a  young 
person  are  momentous,  affecting  not  only  his  own  life  but 
the  lives  of  countless  others  and  for  many  years  to  come. 
Every  question  sincerely  asked,  every  bit  of  advice  sincere- 
ly sought  needs  prayerful  attention. 

I  learned  that  youthful  Christian  leaders  like  to  tackle 
new  ideas.  They  welcome  innovations.  Like  young  David, 
Christian  youth  go  forth  to  conquer  the  Goliaths  of  the 


world  saying,  "This  day  will  the  Lord  deliver  thee  into  mine 
hand;  .  .  .  that  all  the  earth  may  know  that  there  is  a 
God  .  .  ."  (I  Sam.  17:46).  To  watch  them  turn  from  tor- 
menting tantrums  to  mature,  mighty  mouthpieces  for  God, 
faithfully,  patiently  serving  Him  is  worth  it  all. 

As  I  was  inexperienced  and  aware  of  my  inadequacies 
when  called  to  be  national  SMM  patroness,  the  most  prac- 
tical lesson  I  learned  was  that  God  honors  honest  effort. 
DO  SOMETHING  often  comes  to  my  mind  along  with  GET  ' 
GOING.  With  sincere  desire  to  do  all  to  His  glory,  com- 
mitting my  way  to  Him,  and  trusting  Him,  I  have  so  satis- 
fyingly  learned  that  God  does  do  the  humanly  impossible. 
As  wife,  mother,  pastor's  wife,  editor's  wife,  college  dean's 
wife,  school  teacher,  and  now  the  enchanting  role  of  grand- 
mother,  to  be  in  contact  with  young  folk  is  frustrating,  yet 
fabulous.-Afrs.  Arnold  Kriegbaum 
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Q^UESTION:  "How  can  you  tell  if 
you  are  a  leader  so  that  you  will  know 
whether  to  accept  an  office  or  the 
chairmanship  of  a  committee?  I  keep 
telling  myself  that  I  am  not  a  leader, 
but  sometimes  I  wonder  if  I  am  just 
making  excuses." 

ANSWER:  If  a  computer  were 
available  and  programmed  to  select 
people  with  leadership  abilities,  you 
could  feed  into  it  all  of  your  talents, 
characteristics  and  abilities,  and  expect 
it  to  tell  you  within  seconds  whether  or 
not  you  are  a  leader.  In  the  absence  of 
a  computer,  you  will  have  to  depend 
on  self-analysis.  Begin  by  making  a  list 
of  all  the  characteristics  of  a  good 
leader;  then  look  at  yourself  objective- 
ly and  decide  if  you  meet  the  require- 
ments. 

One  of  the  most  important  char- 
acteristics of  a  leader  is  the  ability  to 
be  a  follower.  Experience  is  the  best 
teacher.  The  good  leader  is  faithful 
in  carrying  out  her  responsibilities  as  a 
member  of  a  group  or  a  committee. 
She  is  able  to  work  harmoniously  with 
other  members  of  a  committee,  in- 
cluding the  chairman,  and  accepts  in- 
structions and  directions.  She  is  more 
interested  in  the  accomplishments  of 
the  committee  or  the  group  than  she 
is  in  having  her  own  way. 

A  good  leader  is  not  interested  in 
the  glory  of  a  position  but  the  privilege 
of  service.  "And  whosoever  of  you 
will  be  the  chiefest,  shall  be  servant  of 
all"  (Mark  10:44).  She  knows  that  she 
is  dependent  on  the  help  of  those  who 
work  with  her.    She  shares  the  prob- 


lems with  them  and  respects  their  ideas 
and  suggestions.  She  knows  that  she 
has  to  work  with  people  and  does  not 
force  them  to  work  for  her. 

The  leader  is  out  in  front  of  others, 
calling  them  to  join  her  in  service,  and 
not  behind  goading  them  on  to  com- 
plete the  assignment  she  has  dictated. 
She  says,  "Let's  go  and  do  it,"  rather 
than,  "You  get  busy  and  do  it." 

A  good  leader  knows  that  she  must 
be  replaced  eventually  and  is  constant- 
ly training  others  to  take  over  her  re- 
sponsibilities. As  she  works  with  other 
women,  she  patiently  tries  to  help 
them  by  giving  them  responsibilities 
and  suggestions  that  will  help  to  make 
them  good  leaders.  She  never  looks 
down  her  nose  at  those  she  considers 
to  be  novices,  nor  does  she  belittle 
their  efforts  if  they  do  not  measure  up 
to  her  superior  ability.  This  is  inex- 
cusable. The  good  leader  never  spurns 
the  help  of  others  because  "she  can  do 
it  much  better  herself."  She  helps  to 
increase  the  ability,  confidence  and 
effectiveness  of  others  because  the 
organization  will  benefit  from  the  ser- 
vice they  can  render.  She  is  not 
afraid  that  they  will  become  her  "com- 
petition." 

The  good  leader  tries  to  think  cre- 
atively. She  does  not  fall  into  the  rut 
of  doing  the  same  thing  year  in  and 
year  out.  She  not  only  thinks  of  new 
ideas,  she  puts  ideas  into  motion.  In 
addition,  she  tries  to  draw  ideas  out  of 
other  members  of  her  group  or  com- 
mittee. 

Whether  her  job  is  large  or  small, 


the  good  leader  is  faithful.  She  will 
allow  nothing  to  stand  in  her  way  and 
prevent  the  completion  of  her  project 
or  job.  She  lives  a  self-disciplined  life, 
organizing  her  personal  affairs  in  order 
to  make  room  for  the  extra  tasks  she 
assumes  as  the  head  of  a  committee  or 
group. 

The  good  leader  is  careful  to  make 
sure  that  all  are  well-informed  about 
their  duties  and  responsibilities  so  that 
they  will  not  fail  and  become  dis- 
couraged. She  checks  periodically  to 
make  sure  that  committees  are  func- 
tioning and  that  there  are  no  un- 
answered questions  or  snags  that  stand 
in  the  way  of  completing  a  project. 

The  good  leader  is  kind,  considerate, 
helpful  and  understanding.  She  knows 
that  no  one  person  has  all  the  answers. 
She  is  not  critical,  nor  lacking  in  con- 
cern for  others.  She  is  always  ready  to 
lend  a  helping  hand.  If  one  of  her 
members  fails  in  a  responsibility,  she  is 
prepared  to  take  over  quietly  without 
pointing  an  accusing  finger  at  the  one 
who  failed. 

Above  all,  the  good  leader  knows 
that  if  she  lacks  wisdom,  she  can  "ask 
of  God,  that  giveth  to  all  men  liberally, 
and  upbraideth  not.  .  .  ."  She  is  a 
woman  of  prayer.  She  seeks  God's 
guidance  for  her  activities  and  strength. 

Good  leaders  are  hard  to  find,  but 
if  you  are  willing  to  make  the  sacrifice, 
you  too  can  become  one.  ▼

When  Death  Takes  a  Father 

Gladys  Kooiman  (Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan:  Baker  Book  House,  1968), 
171  pages,  $3.95. 

Gladys  Kooiman  tells  a  poignant 
story  of  the  numberless  adjustments 
she  faced  when  her  husband  died.  She 
was  left  to  care  for  a  dairy  farm  and 
eight  young  children  all  alone.  It  is 
also  a  story  of  her  personal  faith  and 
spiritual  triumph. 

This  is  Mrs.  Kooiman's  first  book. 
It  is  written  simply  and  is  easy,  enjoy- 
able reading.  She  deals  with  such  prob- 
lems as:  How  do  you  help  relieve  the 
insecurities  in  the  lives  of  your  chil- 
dren? Can  a  mother  really  make  father- 
less boys  into  men?  How  does  a  widow 
fight  the  depression  and  loneliness  that 
threaten  to  engulf  her?  Can  she  live 
joyfully? 

This  is  a  book  every  pastor  should 
read  and  have  available  for  widows  he 
must  counsel  and  assist.  (The  author 
has  some  comments  concerning  the 
lack  of  consideration  and  concern  on 
the  part  of  her  church.) 

I  would  also  recommend  that  every 
wife,  not  just  widows,  read  this  book. 
Her  appreciation  of  her  husband  and 
children  should  expand. 

Mrs.  Kooiman  concludes:  "Best  of 
all,  I  have  gained  a  new  hope— a  hope 
that  can  grasp  the  real  meaning  of  the 
Easter  message  ...  the  assurance  that  I 
shall  go  to  him.  Until  then  I'll  carry 
on." —Martha  Schumacher

A  Topical  Dictionary  of 
Bible  Texts 

James  Inglis  (Grand  Rapids,  Michi- 
gan: Baker  Book  House,  reprint  1968), 
iv  and  524  pages,  $4.95. 

What  does  the  Bible  say  about  .  .  .?" 
is  an  oft-repeated  question  of  our  day. 
It  is  assuring  to  know  that  God  has 
given  us  a  Book  of  answers  to  every 
vital  question  that  a  man  can  ask,  and 
it  is  heartening  also  to  have  some  direc- 
tion to  those  places  in  His  Book  where 
the  answers  may  be  found.  Inglis's 
topical  dictionary  was  prepared  to  give 
just  that  direction.  In  this  volume 
every  main  Bible  verse  related  to  a 
particular  subject  is  printed  in  full; 
more  distant  verses  are  cited  by  chapter 
and  verse.  The  subjects  themselves  are 
arranged  alphabetically,  with  a  subject 
index  included  at  the  end  of  the  book. 

The  Bible  itself  is  its  best  interpret- 
er. This  is  why  context— immediate 
and  distant— is  such  an  excellent  aid 
for  Bible  study.  Inglis's  volume  is  an 
excellent  source  for  distant  context 
study.—  Dr.  Irving  L.  Jensen

Merlin  Grove  was  born  of  Mennonite 
parents  in  Stouffville, Canada,  and  died 
in  Somali.  An  enraged  Muslim  mur- 
dered him  because  he  thought  Merlin 
was  hindering  and  destroying  the  true 
faith  of  Islam. 

Omar  Eby  retraces  the  course  of  life 
that  led  Merlin  to  East  Africa.  Serious 
illnesses  as  well  as  formal  schooling 
were  determinative  in  forming  his  life. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  Merlin  was 
on  the  staff  of  a  mission  school  for 
Muslim  boys.  The  story  is  hard  reading 
but  well  worthwhile.

Barbara  Bates  (Nashville,  Tennessee: 
Broadman  Press,  1968),  118  pages, 
$3.25. 

The  Christian  school  child  often 
wonders  why  his  Jewish  friends  have 
certain  holidays  from  school  and  work 
which  others  do  not  have.  This  book 
will  go  a  long  way  toward  explaining 
these  special  Jewish  "holy  days."  Each 
chapter  covers  the  Biblical  origin  or 
setting  of  a  holy  day  or  festival.  It 
then  spells  out  the  way  the  festival  is 
celebrated  in  the  home  or  synagogue 
today. 

While  the  sympathetic  presentation 
of  the  Jewish  viewpoint  is  commend- 
able, I  regret  the  inadequate  apprecia- 
tion shown  for  the  true  Biblical  mean- 
ing of  the  atonement  and  Christ  as  the 
Passover  Lamb.  Since  this  book  was 
written  for  Christian  youth  and  others 
in  the  Christian  community,  a  vital 
opportunity  to  relate  the  Old  Testa- 
ment to  the  New  Testament  unfortu- 
nately was  missed. 

Some  may  object  to  the  highly  toler- 
ant attitude  exhibited  toward  Judaism. 
There  is  no  intention  to  be  evangelistic. 
This  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  book. 
But  every  Christian  concerned  about 
the  salvation  of  his  Jewish  friends  must 
understand  something  of  what  they  be- 
lieve and  do.  This  book  will  make  a 
definite  contribution  to  such  an  under- 
standing.—Robert  E.  A.  Miller

Out 


In  a  recent  Grace  Seminary  confer- 
ence on  "Communicating  the  Gospel" 
great  stress  was  placed  on  the  need  for 
each  individual  to  work  at  the  business 
of  giving  God's  saving  message  to  all 
people.  As  simple  as  the  charge  is  to 
all  to  go  with  the  message,  and  as  clear 
as  the  admonition  in  the  Word  of  God 
is,  it  was  brought  out  that  there  are 
still  too  many  who  feel  no  compunc- 
tion to  get  the  job  done.  And  great 
stress  was  laid  on  the  "how  to"  in 
accomplishing  the  task. 

We  simply  must  move  out  with  the 
message.  Action  is  imperative.  The 
church  today  is  hesitating  for  want  of 
a  plan,  when  the  plan  is  so  simple,  and 
of  easy  access.  First  of  all,  we  just 
need  to  go;  to  move  out  of  our  lethargy 
and  do  something  about  it.  The  Scrip- 
ture says  of  Philip  that  in  response  to 
the  challenge  of  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
to  "Arise,  and  go,"  he  "arose  and 
went."  Really,  it  is  that  simple.  If  we 
would  just  move  off  dead  center  and 
go,  God  would  do  great  tilings  for  us. 
We  need  to  go  to  the  people  of  our 
own  contacts.  The  easiest  person  for 
me  to  talk  to  is  the  person  with  whom 
I  rub  shoulders  each  day.  Jesus  has 
set  the  perfect  example  for  this  type 
of  witnessing.  He  met  the  woman  at 
the  well  and  He  talked  to  her  right 
there.  He  asked  for  a  luncheon  en- 
gagement with  the  little  man  who  had 
climbed  a  tree  for  a  better  view  of  our 
Lord.  May  God  give  us  the  vision  of 
what  can  be  accomplished  if  each  of 
us  will  witness  to  people  of  our  own 
contacts.  We  must  not  neglect  these 
people! 

In  our  contacts  we  need  to  be 
natural  and  at  ease.  Be  sure  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  has  made  our  lives  spiri- 
tually attractive.    Then  just  normally 


and  quietly  use  the  opportunities  to 
witness.  It  is  surprising  how  easily  you 
can  bring  your  prospect  around  to  a 
discussion  that  will  thrill  your  heart 
and  bring  spiritual  fruit.  Just  recently 
we  were  able  to  have  a  person  for 
whom  we  had  a  great  burden,  in  our 
home  for  a  meal.  Through  friendship, 
and  through  becoming  acquainted  with 
and  understanding  his  problems,  we 
had  a  real  opportunity  to  witness. 

Then,  we  should  talk  with  the  per- 
son in  the  area  of  his  need,  and  in 
terms  that  he  not  only  understands,  but 
also  that  he  feels  are  appropriate  to 
his  situation.  A  follow  up  to  a  death  in 
the  family  would  require  one  approach, 
a  business  failure  another.  To  students 
on  a  university  campus  we  must  com- 
municate the  fact  that  we  know  some- 
thing of  the  philosophies  of  the  day, 
and  of  the  problems  which  they  face 
in  their  world. 

Our  message  must  always  be  the 
message  of  The  Book,  but  it  may  be 
presented  in  different  ways.  To  the 
university  student  it  might  be  through 
a  current  good  book  such  as  The  God 
Who  Is  There.  To  a  seat  companion  on 
a  train,  bus,  or  plane  it  might  be  the 
presentation,  in  a  cordial  manner,  of  a 
good  gospel  tract.  To  a  high  school 
student  it  could  be  a  friendly  discus- 
sion coming  out  of  a  ball  game  or  a 
difficult  algebra  problem.  Meet  them 
as  people,  treat  them  as  people,  and 
talk  to  them  understandably  as  people 
who  need  the  help  which  God  alone 
can  give. 

God  expects  us  to  preach  Christ  to 
people  around  us.  If  we  are  faithful  to 
give  out  His  Word,  He  will  win  them 
to  himself.  But  the  initiative  is  with 
us.  We  must  move  out  with  the  mes- 
sage! ▼

recent  census  reports  reveal  some 
startling  facts  concerning  major  shifts 
and  trends  in  the  population  of  our 
nation.  The  population,  now  passed 
the  200  million  mark,  has  exceeded 
the  ten  percent  predictions.  In  the 
next  18  years  the  U.S.  will  increase 
another  43  million-about  a  22  per- 
cent increase  over  1967  figures. 

Forecasts  show  major  shifts  in  pop- 
ulation creating  new  mission  fields  for 
serious  consideration.    Florida,  fastest 


growing  state  of  ah,  is  due  to  gain  61 
percent  in  population  by  1985.  Texas 
is  expected  to  move  to  the  third  largest 
populated  state,  following  California 
and  New  York.  Large  gains  will  be 
seen  in  New  Hampshire,  Connecticut, 
New  Jersey,  Delaware,  and  Virginia  in 
the  Northeast;  Florida  in  the  South- 
east; and  California,  Nevada,  Wyo- 
ming, Utah,  Colorado,  Arizona,  New 
Mexico,  and  Texas  in  the  Southwest. 
The  lone  extreme  Northwest  state  of 


Alaska  is  also  rated  to  be  in  the  fastest 
growing  group. 

The  U.S.  News  and  World  Report 
has  just  released  an  article  on  the  fast- 
est growing  cities.  It  is  exciting  to 
note  that  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  has  started  new  mission 
churches  in  all  but  two  of  the  ten 
fastest  growing  cities.  Fort  Lauderdale, 
Florida,  heads  the  list  with  a  51 .9  per- 
cent increase  in  ten  years;  Santa  Bar- 
bara,   California,    51.6   percent;  San 
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Jose,  California,  51.4  percent;  Las 
Vegas,  Nevada,  46.6  percent;  San  Ber- 
nardino, Riverside,  Ontario,  California, 
35.2  percent;  Phoenix,  Arizona,  34.2 
percent;  Sacramento,  California,  32.4 
percent;  and  Orlando,  Florida,  with  a 

31 .2  percent.  Other  cities  listed  in  the 
top  25  where  Brethren  churches  are 
located  are  St.  Petersburg,  Florida; 
Washington,  D.C.;  Los  Angeles— Long 
Beach,  California;  Tucson,  Arizona; 
Atlanta,  Georgia;  Denver,  Colorado; 
and  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico.  Major 
shifts  of  people  are  moving  toward 
smaller  and  medium-sized  urban  cen- 
ters in  the  South  and  West.  Of  the  top 
25 ,  all  but  two  are  located  in  the  south 
or  west  of  the  Iowa  district. 

Brethren  Home  Mission  projections 
must  concentrate  upon  these  growth 
areas.  It  is  thrilling  to  be  where  there 
is  action. 

The  baby  boom  which  came  im- 
mediately following  World  War  II  is 
now,  20  years  later,  showing  up  as  an 
exploding  young  adult  mission  field. 
In  1966  there  were  14  million  in  this 
category,  by   1970  it  will  increase  to 

17.3  million.  The  young  active  home 
builders  provide  the  greatest  growth 
potential  for  our  Brethren  home-mis- 
sion churches.  Our  records  show  that 
this  age  level  has  brought  our  greatest 
numerical  increase  in  membership. 
Such  concentration  has  also  provided 
the  young  adult  leadership  so  largely 
needed  in  building  the  home-mission 
church  and  Sunday  school. 

One  interesting  segment  of  the  pop- 
ulation shift  and  growth  is  that  of  the 
Negro.  The  Negro  population  has  in- 
creased from  12.8  million  in  the  1940's 
to  21.5  million  in  1966,  representing 
1 1  percent  of  the  total  population  of 
the  U.S.  In  a  quarter  century  Negroes 
increased  8.7  million,  a  gain  of  68  per- 
cent while  whites  increased  only  46 
percent.  The  shifts  in  this  area  have 
shown  the  Negro  moving  out  of  the 
South,  causing  a  decrease  in  population 
of  69  percent  to  47  percent  from  the 
1940's  to  1966.  The  once  rural  Negro 
now  tends  to  cluster  in  the  major  cities, 
which  in  turn  has  shifted  the  whites 
to  urban  areas. 

The  Negro  population  growth  poses 
a  serious  challenge  to  the  Brethren 
evangelization  program.  The  shifts  in 
population  of  young  Negro  home  build-

ers  provides  a  fine  potential  for  new 
leadership  in  Negro  evangelism.  Much 
more  prayer,  concentration  upon  soul- 
winning,  and  training  of  these  people 
must  be  seen  in  our  church.  We  must 
face  the  need  for  qualified  Negro  lead- 
ership or  we  cannot  reach  the  Negro 
effectively. 

The  Brethren  Church  has  a  rapidly 
changing,  growing  mission  field  at 
home.  Color,  race,  or  creedal  back- 
ground should  make  little  difference 
when  eternity  is  closing  in  upon  us. 
The  tolls  of  accidents,  disease,  murder 
and  war  bring  death  like  an  angry 
monster  devouring  thousands  each 


year.  The  growing  apostasy  of  the 
church  and  of  purity  of  life  in  a  society 
of  self-respecting  people  reveals  marked 
evidences  of  moral  degradation.  A 
morally  sick  society  can  rot  with  cor- 
ruption. The  growing  perils  of  racism, 
riot  and  strife,  abetted  by  communism, 
are  major  threats  to  our  liberties. 
Brethren,  the  Lord  has  set  before  us  a 
needy  mission  field!  May  God  help  us 
to  become  alarmed,  awakened  to  the 
gigantic  task  of  reaching  the  lost  be- 
fore Jesus  returns.  "For  a  great  door 
and  effectual  is  opened  unto  me,  and 
there  are  many  adversaries"  (I  Cor. 
16:9).  ▼

I  hat  the  man  of  God  may  be 
perfect,  throughly  furnished  unto  all 
good  works"  (II  Tim.  3:17).  Follow- 
ing the  admonition  of  the  Apostle  Paul 
to  Timothy  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  endeavors  to  provide 
workshops  each  year  which  will  aid 
home-mission  pastors  and  wives  and 
guest  pastors  in  their  local  ministries. 

The  La  Loma  Grace  Brethren 
Church,  Modesto,  California,  and  the 
First  Brethren  Church,  Wooster,  Ohio, 
were  hosts  to  the  western  (lower  left 
picture)  and  eastern  (upper  right  pho- 
to) workshops,  respectively.  The  pas- 
tors of  these  churches  appointed  com- 
mittees which  worked  smoothly  and 
efficiently  to  supply  the  needs  of  each 
guest. 

The  Bible  inspirational  speakers 
were  Dr.  William  Bellshaw,  Dean  of 
San  Francisco  Conservative  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary,  San  Francisco, 
California,  and  Dr.  George  Slavin,  pas- 
tor of  the  Faith  Community  Church, 
Roslyn,  Pennsylvania.  God  used  these 
speakers  as  they  handled  the  Word  to 
challenge  each  one  attending  the  work- 
shops. 

These  three  days  of  concentrated 
endeavor  are  planned  from  a  technical, 
practical  and  spiritual  viewpoint. 
Coupled  along  with  this  is  the  personal 
fellowship  of  the  pastors  and  guests  as 
they  share  in  the  moments  of  both 
praise  and  prayer-burdens.  The  spiri- 
tual fellowship  is  highlighted  by  the 
personal  testimonies  of  the  pastors 
concerning  their  new  congregations. 

These  Home  Mission  workshops  are 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of 


Rev.  Lester  E.  Pifer  and  Rev.  Robert 
Thompson.  Eleven  additional  speakers 
were  used  to  present  a  varied  curricu- 
lum for  those  attending  in  order  that 
much  of  the  total  area  of  pastoral 
work  might  be  covered. 

The  following  testimonies  are  given 
as  evaluations  of  the  workshop: 

"I  certainly  feel  that  the  work- 
shops are  worthwhile.  We  have  seen  a 
spirit  manifested  around  here  the  last 
three  days  which  I  like  very  much. 
Each  person  was  given  a  wealth  of  in- 
formation and  a  wealth  of  instruction 
in  respect  to  his  work.  I  think  the 
leadership  this  year  was  very  fine  and 
the  spirit  good.  Our  folks  enjoyed 
their  part  in  the  conference  and  al- 
though a  lot  of  work  it  was  worthwhile 
and  we  counted  it  a  contribution  to 
the  work  of  the  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil. I  know  it  costs  money,  but  any- 
thing you  do  that  will  produce  good 
results  costs  money  and  I  think  it  is 
money  well-spent  and  I  would  cer- 
tainly recommend  that  you  continue 
it." 

"I  have  come  from  an  established 
type  of  ministry  to  a  home-mission 
ministry  and  realize  that  the  require- 
ments and  needs  of  a  pastor  are  some- 
what different.  I  have  appreciated  the 
very  practical  presentations  that  we 
have  had  here  at  the  workshop,  the 
variety  of  subjects  that  are  dealt  with 
in  a  very  practical  way,  and  even  the 
fellowship  alone  has  been  encouraging 
to  me.  We  have  a  team -spirit  and  are 
working  together-not  as  little  indepen- 
dent workers  out  by  ourselves.  I  am 
sure   there  is  very  much  expense  in- 


volved in  a  program  like  this,  but  I 
definitely  feel  that  the  workshop  is  of 
such  a  practical  nature  that  it  is  worth 
the  expense  involved." 

"I  feel  that  the  workshop  is  exactly 
what  I  needed.  When  we  get  to  preach- 
ing all  the  time  and  don't  sit  down  and 
really  soak  something  in,  we  find  that 
we  are  missing  something.  I  have  en- 
joyed listening  to  the  men  share  in 
some  of  the  problems  in  the  ministry, 
share  in  encouragements  and  just  real 
good  food-for-thought  from  the  Word 
of  God  have  all  been  real  blessings  to 
me.  I  certainly  am  looking  forward 
to  future  workshops.  I  think  it  would 
be  a  tragedy  if  we  couldn't  continue. 
They  are  a  highlight  of  the  year  and  a 
real  challenge  to  me." 

"The  workshops  came  to  grips  with 
some  of  the  issues  of  the  day  that  are 
being  faced  in  the  various  home-mis- 
sion fields  and  in  the  pastoral  ministry. 
There  was  sufficient  variety  about  it 
that  it  never  lost  its  appeal  to  those 
who  attended.  Certainly  that  was  true 
for  me  and  I  hope  that  those  of  you 
who  have  an  opportunity  to  partici- 
pate in  one  of  these  workshops  will 
not  overlook  what  it  may  mean  to 
your  life  and  to  your  ministry." 

"I  have  been  here  just  three  days 
and  in  reading  over  the  program  and 
listening  to  the  papers  that  were  read 
and  the  discussions  that  were  held,  one 
cannot  help  but  think  how  blessed  to 
be  a  missionary  under  this  particular 
denomination.  I  am  fully  sold  on  pro- 
grams like  this.  I  would  think  if  the 
Army,  the  Navy  and  the  Air  Corps  are 
smart  enough  to  bring  their  men  in  for 
briefings,  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ 
ought  to  do  the  same  thing. 

"It  was  my  privilege  and  joy  to 
share  in  the  workshops  and  to  have  a 
part  in  the  challenges  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. The  fellowship  and  unity  of 
sharing  in  the  Word  with  our  home 
missionaries  was  a  thrilling  experience. 
The  Brethren  Investment  Foundation 
and  Brethren  Home  Missions  will  bene- 
fit greatly  because  of  this  important 
period  of  preparation  and  study."      ▼

For  Sadie,  Dave,  Jean,  Sam  and 
Sally,  would  it  be  "almost,  and . 
or  "almost,  but . 
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Through  the  years  we  have  seen  a 
growth  in  her  understanding  of  the 
Scriptures  and  Christ.  At  first  she 
would  acknowledge  Jesus  as  Messiah, 
but  not  God.  In  the  past  year  she  has 
acknowledged  Him  as  God,  but  when 
asked  to  accept  Him  as  her  Saviour, 
she  said  she  could  not  because  of  the 
reaction  of  her  family.  I  pointed  out 
to  her  that  one  day  she  will  have  to 
give  an  account  to  God  for  herself  and 
her  family  will  be  of  no  help. 

What  is  Dave's  attitude?  He  was 
present  and  made  no  objection  the 
time  I  so  dealt  with  Jean.  At  the 
meetings,  from  time  to  time,  he  will 
make  a  comment  or  observation,  but 
it  is  usually  based  on  Jewish  tradition 
which  has  thickened  the  veil  over  his 
spiritual  eyes  as  he  hears  the  Word  of 
God.  I  was  encouraged  the  other  week 
when  both  of  them  told  me  they 
would  like  to  attend  a  Sunday  evening 
service  at  our  Brethren  church.

Sam,  one  of  the  blind,  never  said 
much  at  our  meetings  and  one  won- 
dered how  much  he  really  understood. 
His  appearance  was  that  of  interest. 
Sam  had  lost  his  sight  in  recent  years 


and  was  invited  to  our  gatherings  by 
one  of  the  blind  men  he  met  at  the 
Braille  Institute. 

Until  a  little  over  a  year  ago,  Sam 
and  his  wife  lived  a  few  blocks  from 
me.  He  was  my  first  and  last  "cus- 
tomer." Occasionally  on  the  way 
home,  after  the  others  were  gone,  we 
would  discuss  the  Word.  One  evening 
I  asked  him  what  he  thought  of  the 
teachings  he  received  from  us.  His  an- 
swer was  that  he  believed  what  we  said. 
When  asked  to  apply  them  to  his  own 
life  and  accept  Christ,  he  said  he  could 
not.  The  possible  reaction  of  his  wife, 
Sally,  was  what  concerned  him. 

Sally  is  sighted  but  attends  our 
monthly  luncheon  meeting  for  the 
blind  quite  regularly.  Since  they 
moved  closer  to  Buttons,  she  has  also 
become  a  regular  attendant  at  our  eve- 
ning Bible  class.  All  the  members  of 
the  staff  are  warmly  welcomed  in  their 
home  and  have  had  opportunity  to 
witness  to  both  of  them.  Sally  listens 
attentively  then  and  also  at  the  meet- 
ings, but  has  never  given  a  commit- 
ment regarding  her  thoughts  on  the 
teachings  of  the  Word  she  has  heard. 

At  this  writing  Sam  is  in  the  hos- 
pital because  of  heart  trouble.    May 


this  be  a  "persuader"  to  seek  the  Great 
Physician  for  spiritual  heart  trouble.

Frances  has  been  attending  our 
ladies'  luncheon  meetings  and  our 
Wednesday  Bible  class  for  almost  two 
years.  She  came  through  the  invita- 
tion of  a  neighbor  who  attends.  Now 
Frances  has  been  influential  in  bringing 
another  neighbor.  We  are  glad  for  this 
chain-reaction,  and  would  be  glad  to 
see  more  do  the  same.

These 
were  the  words  which  greeted  us  when 
we  arrived  at  the  Navajo  Mission.  This 
means  that  the  alarm  clock  in  the 
guest  house  must  be  set  for  no  later 
than  5:30  a.m. 

The  next  morning  the  entire  staff 
at  the  Mission  met  at  6:15  a.m.  to 
listen  to  Rev.  Lester  E.  Pifer  speak 
from  the  Word  of  God  and  for  a  staff 
prayer  meeting.  Someone  has  said: 
"Start  the  day  right,  and  it  will  end 
right."  Maybe  this  is  why  the  exciting 
events  of  a  day  at  the  Mission  show  the 
evidence  of  the  hand  of  God  moving  in 
their  midst. 

To  the  newcomer  at  the  Mission  the 
telephone  on  the  grounds  is  very  in- 
teresting. The  various  buildings  of  the 
Mission  complex  provide  many  places 
for  the  superintendent  to  be  located 
in  his  many  responsibilities.  If  one  of 
the  staff  members  wishes  to  locate  him 
to  ask  a  question,  all  he  needs  to  do  is 
to  find  the  nearest  telephone  and  give 
four  regular  rings  with  the  little  crank 
and  lift  the  receiver  and  wait  for  the 
calm  and  quiet  response,  "Hello." 

Breakfast  at  7:30  a.m.  for  the  stu- 
dents in  the  dorms  begins  a  full  sched- 
ule of  events  for  the  Navajo  children. 
With  the  sun  shining  brightly  on  a 
chilly  February  morning  the  students 
surround  the  flag  pole  to  recite  the 
pledge  of  allegiance  to  the  flag  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  Even  though 
we  have  heard  these  words  many  times 
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before,  there  is  something  about  the 
words  coming  from  Navajo  lips  that 
captures  your  emotions.  These  Navajo 
children  as  American  citizens,  were 
speaking   our   English   language  with

their  lips,  but  perhaps  thinking  in  their 
hearts  in  a  language  known  only  to 
them. 

The  first  assembly  for  the  students 
is  the  morning  chapel-time  when  gospel 
hymns  and  choruses  are  taught.  As 
they  sing  together  in  daily  services, 
these  children  who  have  emerged  from 
the  background  of  pagan  rituals,  begin 
to  learn  the  truths  found  in  the  Word 
of  God.  The  staff  members  told  us  of 
the  transformations  which  have  taken 
place  in  the  lives  of  these  young  stu- 
dents. Reserved  gloom  and  despair 
soon  give  way  to  responsive  joy  and 
laughter  as  they  receive  instruction  in 
the  Word  of  God. 

Soon  the  ring  of  the  school  bell  is 
heard  and  the  school  classes  are  ready 
to  begin  with  teachers  and  students 
eagerly  awaiting  the  usual  and  the  un- 
usual. As  a  guest  the  privilege  was  ex- 
tended to  visit  at  random  the  various 
classes  which  were  in  session.   To  the 
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observer  the  most  striking  impression 
which  you  receive  is  the  order  and  dis- 
cipline which  prevail  in  all  classes.  This 
carries  over  into  the  dorms  and  the 
dining  areas  as  well.  The  capable  staff 
members  have  measured  carefully  their 
calling  to  this  demanding  work  and 
their  undivided  devotion  shows  in  their 
labors  of  love. 

As  the  sun  rises  high  in  the  sky  no 
one  needs  to  urge  the  children,  staff 
members  and  the  guests  to  head  for 
the  dining  hall.  Again  the  guest  observ- 
er takes  count  to  find  that  over  ninety 
places  are  filled  at  the  noon  meal.  Over 
ninety  compliments  are  made  to  the 
cook  and  her  endeavors  by  the  over 


ninety  empty  used  plates  which  return 
to  the  dish  washer's  counter  following 
the  meal. 

During  the  day  an  invitation  was  re- 
ceived to  come  to  the  annual  Valentine 
Day  party  that  evening  at  7  p.m.  in  the

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WHAT  DOES  THI 


"It  is  as  easy  as  one,  two,  three;  or  ABC 


I  he  Good  Book."  This  is  one  of 
the  most  common  titles  for  the  Bible. 
We  pay  respect  to  the  Bible  in  the 
same  way  as  we  do  "the  home"  and 
"the  flag."  The  Bible  has  had  an  im- 
portant place  in  our  history  and  the 
American  way  of  life. 

But  what  does  the  Bible  say?  The 
answer  to  this  question  is  vague  and 
uncertain  in  the  minds  of  many. 

You  may  have  heard  people  say: 
"I  have  read  the  Bible  many  times,  but 
I  just  can't  understand  it."  "Everyone 
gets  something  different  out  of  the 
Bible."  "After  all  there  are  so  many 
versions,  which  one  is  right?"  Have 
you  ever  made  similar  statements? 

There  is  a  central  and  simple  mes- 
sage in  the  Bible.  When  we  know  that 
message  and  believe  it,  the  Bible  be- 
comes a  priceless  privilege  rather  than 
a  closed  book.  It  then  becomes  a 
powerful  source  of  life.  This  message 
is  the  theme  of  every  book.  It  is 
written  on  every  page.  It  is  the  golden 


thread  woven  throughout,  from  the 
first  book  to  the  last-Genesis  to 
Revelation.  We  want  to  see  the  Bible's 
message  now.  There  are  three  vital 
parts  to  it.  It  tells  us:  WHO  GOD  IS, 
WHAT  WE  ARE,  and  HOW  TO  BE 
SAVED. 

WHO  GOD  IS 

"For  thus  saith  the  Lord  that  cre- 
ated the  heavens;  God  himself  that 
formed  the  earth  and  made  it;  he  hath 
established  it,  he  created  it  not  in 
vain,  he  formed  it  to  be  inhabited:  I 
am  the  Lord;  and  there  is  none  else" 
(Isa.  45:18). 

"To  the  only  wise  God  our  Saviour, 
be  glory  and  majesty,  dominion  and 
power,  both  now  and  ever.  Amen" 
(Jude  25). 

WHAT  WE  ARE 
"But  we  are  all  as  an  unclean  thing, 
and  all  our  righteousnesses  are  as 
filthy  rags;  and  we  all  do  fade  as  a  leaf, 
and  our  iniquities,  like  the  wind  have 
taken  us  away"  (Isa.

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Commitment:  What's  It  All  About? 


I  here  is  a  great  deal  of  difference 
between  the  words  concern  and  com- 
mitment. While  both  are  common 
words  in  frequent  use  in  today's  En- 
glish language,  yet  commitment  is  far 
more  implicative  than  concern.  Con- 
cern indicates  an  interest  in  a  matter, 
while  commitment  implies  the  delivery 
of  a  person  or  thing  into  the  charge  of 
another. 

The  meaning  of  commitment  was 
well-known  to  those  who  have  gone 
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By  Roscoe  Williams 

before.  Throughout  the  pages  of  his- 
tory numerous  individuals  have  demon- 
strated their  commitment  to  various 
people,  causes  and  philosophies.  A.  T. 
Pierson  in  his  book  God  and  Missions, 
wrote  about  the  famous  Arabian 
preacher  Carmath,  who  years  before 
had  assumed  the  imposing  titles  of 
Guide,  Director,  Demonstrator,  Camel, 
Representative  of  Mohammed,  John 
the  Baptist,  Gabriel,  Herald  of  Messiah, 
the  Word,  the  Holy  Ghost.    After  his 


death  his  name  was  even  more  revered 
by  his  fanatical  followers.  His  twelve 
apostles  spread  themselves  among  the 
Bedouins;  and  so  successful  was  their 
preaching  that  all  Arabia  was  threat- 
ened with  a  new  revolution. 

Their  goal  was  conquest  and  the 
secret  of  their  power  was  a  vow  of 
blind  and  absolute  submission  to  their 
Inman;  a  secret  and  inviolate  oath  was 
their  bond  of  brotherhood.  They  left 
tracks  of  blood  as  they  moved  along 
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the  Persian  Gulf.  They  even  crossed 
the  Tigris  and  with  a  field  force  of 
over  one  hundred  thousand  fanatics 
moved  forward  like  that  of  an  ava- 
lanche. When  they  arrived  at  the  gates 
of  the  capital,  a  lieutenant,  in  behalf 
of  the  defending  Caliph,  told  the  fierce 
commander  of  the  Carmathians  that  he 
and  his  force  were  in  danger  of  annihi- 
lation. 

The  savage  commander  replied  to 
the  lieutenant:  "Your  master  has  thirty 
thousand  soldiers  but,  in  all  his  host, 
not  three  such  as  these."  Then,  turn- 
ing to  three  of  his  followers,  he  told 
one  to  plunge  a  dagger  into  his  breast, 
the  second  to  leap  into  the  Tigris,  and 
the  third  to  fling  himself  from  a  preci- 
pice. Without  a  moment's  hesitation 
or  a  murmur  of  discontent,  each  one 
obeyed.  "Go,"  said  the  fierce  com- 
mander to  the  lieutenant,  "and  tell 
what  you  have  seen;  and  before  the 
night  falls,  your  general  shall  be  chained 
among  my  dogs."  It  was  so;  before 
the  sunset,  the  camp  was  surprised  and 
the  threat  carried  out.  This  group  of 
men  knew  what  it  meant  to  be  com- 
mitted to  a  cause. 

A  second  illustration  of  commit- 
ment comes  from  the  days  of  Napo- 
leon. When  forced  to  retreat  from 
Moscow,  Napoleon  called  Marshal  Ney 
to  him.  "It  will  be  your  job  to  pick 
some  men  and  serve  as  a  rear  guard  for 
our  protection.  At  all  costs,  you  must 
protect  the  rest  of  the  troops." 

Marshal  Ney  left  the  presence  of 
the  emperor,  and  called  men  to  him. 
He  explained  what  was  required  and 
asked  for  volunteers.  A  group  of  sol- 
diers stepped  forward. 

The  retreat  began,  and  at  the  rear 
was  Marshal  Ney  and  his  volunteers. 
The  men  loved  their  leader.  In  the 
cold  winter  nights,  the  men  laid  their 
overcoats  on  Ney  as  he  slept;  they  felt 
that  their  leader  must  be  safe.  One 
night,  two  sentries  froze  to  death  be- 
cause they  refused  to  leave  their  post. 
Men  would  jump  into  the  icy  river 
waters  to  hold  up  the  supports  of  the 
temporary  bridges  so  that  the  army 
could  get  across.  Their  acts  of  heroism 
cost  them  their  lives. 

One  day  in  Paris,  four  young  offi- 
cers were  in  a  room,  when  the  door 
opened  and  an  old  man  entered.    He 


was  covered  with  dust,  his  clothes  were 
torn.  One  of  the  officers  recognized 
him  and  said,  "It's  Marshal  Ney."  The 
other  three  arose,  saluted  the  old  sol- 
dier, and  asked,  "Where  is  the  rear 
guard?" 

Marshal  Ney  answered,  "I  am  the 
rear  guard."  It  was  almost  literally 
true.  The  men  had  died  following  their 
leader.  They  were  committed  to  him 
and  to  the  cause  which  he  represented. 
Commitment  to  a  particular  cause 
was  demonstrated  several  years  ago  by 
an  officer  of  the  Royal  New  Zealand 
Navy.  Lt.  Peter  Mulgrew  of  the  Navy 
lost  both  legs  and  several  fingers  as  he 
and  friends  attempted  to  climb  Mt. 
Makulu,  a  27,824  foot  mountain  peak 
in  Nepal.  The  effort  was  made  without 
oxygen  and  without  other  of  the  nor- 
mal comforts  usually  used  in  mountain 
climbing.  Mulgrew  thought  the  ven- 
ture worth  the  risk  and  seemed  more 
than  willing  to  pay  the  price  involved 
in  conquering  the  mountain.  His  sole 
reward  will  probably  be  recognition 
from  some  society  and  a  decent  pen- 
sion from  the  government. 

Although  the  word  commitment  is 
used  frequently  in  the  news,  and  since 
there  are  many  examples  of  individuals 
who  have  demonstrated  their  commit- 
ment to  a  person  or  a  cause,  can  and 
should  this  word  have  some  meaning 
to  the  Christian?  Does  he  have  a  re- 
sponsibility to  be  committed,  and  if  so, 
to  what  or  to  whom  is  he  to  be  com- 
mitted? 

The  Christian,  according  to  the 
Bible,  is  a  person  who  acknowledges 
his  sin  against  God  and  his  need,  he 
then,  by  faith,  invites  Jesus  Christ,  who 
has  died  for  man's  sin,  to  enter  and 
take  over  his  life.  When  an  individual 
is  sincere  in  making  this  decision,  the 
Bible  teaches  that  this  person  becomes 
a  child  in  God's  family. 

As  a  member  of  God's  family,  the 
Christian  has  the  responsibility  to  com- 
mit his  total  life  to  God  to  be  used  by 
God  and  for  God.  The  Apostle  Paul 
said,  "So  then,  my  brothers,  because 
of  God's  many  mercies  to  us,  I  make 
this  appeal  to  you:  Offer  yourselves 
as  a  living  sacrifice  to  God,  dedicated 

Mr.  Williams  is  Minister  of  Christian  Edu- 
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to  his  service  and  pleasing  to  him.  This 
is  the  true  worship  that  you  should 
offer.  Do  not  conform  outwardly  to 
the  standards  of  this  world,  but  let 
God  transform  you  inwardly  by  a  com- 
plete change  of  your  mind.  Then  you 
will  be  able  to  know  the  will  of  God- 
what  is  good,  and  is  pleasing  to  him, 
and  is  perfect"  (Rom.  12:1,2  Good 
News  For  Modern  Man).  On  another 
occasion  and  on  the  subject  of  living 
for  God,  Paul  said,  "...  I  have  been 
put  to  death  with  Christ  on  his  cross, 
so  that  it  is  no  longer  I  who  live,  but 
it  is  Christ  who  lives  in  me.  This  life 
that  I  live  now,  I  live  by  faith  in  the 
Son  of  God,  who  loved  me  and  gave 
his  life  for  me"  (Gal.  2:19,20  Good 
News  For  Modern  Man). 

Senator  Mark  0.  Hatfield  of  Oregon 
once  wrote  an  article  on  the  subject 
of  being  committed  to  Jesus  Christ. 
The  Senator  recounted  that  numerous 
honors  had  come  to  him  as  an  aspiring 
young  politician.  He  tells  that  along 
with  these  "outward  advancements 
came  a  disturbing  inner  awareness  of 
my  inadequacy  in  the  area  of  the  spiri- 
tual life."  He  goes  on  to  state,  "It  was 
during  this  time  that  I  first  began  to 
face  that  part  of  my  life  where  there 
was  no  commitment:  religion."  The 
problem  was  due  to  the  fact  that  his 
brand  of  Christianity,  according  to  the 
Senator,  had  become  simply  a  religion 
of  habit,  not  of  commitment.  Upon 
coming  to  this  conclusion,  Senator 
Hatfield  recalled  the  decision  that  he 
made.  He  stated,  "That  night  in  the 
quiet  of  my  room,  the  choice  was  sud- 
denly very  clear.  I  could  not  continue 
to  drift  along  as  I  had  been  doing;  go- 
ing to  church  because  I  had  always 
gone,  because  everyone  else  went,  be- 
cause there  wasn't  any  particular  rea- 
son not  to  go.  Either  Christ  was  God, 
and  Saviour,  and  Lord,  or  He  wasn't; 
and  if  He  was,  then  He  had  to  have  all 
my  time,  all  my  devotion,  and  all  my 
life.  I  made  the  choice  that  night:  I 
COMMITTED  myself  to  Christ." 

That  commitment  gave  to  the  Sen- 
ator a  new  meaning  for  prayer.  Shar- 
ing the  Gospel  with  others  took  greater 
importance  in  his  life.  He  even  began 
teaching  a  Sunday-school  class  at  his 
church  that  same  week.

This  man 
has  been  a  frequent  speaker  on  the 
Bible  conference  platform  in  Winona 
Lake,  a  member  of  the  original  board 
of  the  Winona  Lake  Christian  Assem- 
bly, and  well-known  in  conservative 
circles  all  across  this  land.

A  building  so  long  in  the  planning 
and  construction  stage  has  stimulated 
interest  among  the  constituents  of 
Grace  Schools.  Letters  from  far  and 
near  have  kept  us  informed  of  the  in- 
terest in  its  construction.  Readers  of 
the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  have 
followed  carefully  the  various  reports,

We  are  not  forgetting  the  friends 
who  may  not  be  able  to  come  to  Win- 
ona Lake  until  conference  time  in 
August— for  you  there  will  be  a  Library 
Convocation  service  on  Grace  Schools 
Day,  at  which  time  Dr.  Charles  W. 
Mayes  will  be  the  speaker. 

Think  of  How  We  Did  It 

Remember,  this  building,  like  all 
the  rest  on  the  campus,  has  been  built 
by  the  gifts  of  God's  people  who  count 
Grace  Schools  as  worthy  institutions 
which  are  needed  in  a  day  like  this. 
When  the  vast  majority  of  private 
schools  turned  to  the  federal  govern- 
ment for  financial  aid,  Grace  Schools 
deemed  it  wise  to  keep  free  of  any 
possible  entanglements  that  could  dis- 
possess us  of  our  freedom  to  perform 
the  task  which  under  God  caused  us  to 
be  brought  into  existence. 

In  a  most  remarkable  way  the  peo- 
ple of  God  have  responded  to  this 
need,  and  as  of  this  writing  more  than 
half  the  needed  funds  have  been  raised. 
But  the  rest  remains.  To  you  who  read 
this  column  we  send  forth  an  urgent 
invitation  to  pray  earnestly  that  the 
remainder  may  be  raised  very  soon. 

It  would  be  a  great  victory  if  by 
dedication  in  May  a  large  amount  of 
this  were  raised.  And  it  would  be  an 
amazing  triumph  if  the  rest  could  be 
on  hand  by  convocation  in  August. 

This  is  a  "must"  in  order  to  escape 
the  high  interest  rates  that  place  such 


heavy  burdens  on  institutions  such  as 
ours. 

For  Students  Such  As  Ours 

In  a  recent  publication  prepared  for 
college  and  university  trustees,  there 
appeared  a  report  of  an  analysis  of  data 
collected  over  the  past  several  years, 
explaining  the  factors  that  are  under- 
lying the  unrest  on  campuses  of  higher 
education.  The  answers  lie  in  certain 
characteristics  of  "protest-prone"  stu- 
dents. The  five  that  head  the  list  are 
most  significant. 

The  first  should  not  amaze  those 
who  know  the  Scriptures.  Such  stu- 
dents are  said  to  have  no  religious 
preference.  The  second  in  order  has  to 
do  with  political  views;  they  are  said 
to  be  liberal.  The  third  may  surprise 
you,  but  upon  careful  thought  it  will 
be  seen  to  fit  the  pattern.  Such  stu- 
dents express  an  interest  in  artistic 
pursuits.  The  fourth  is  logically  in 
order;  they  consider  themselves  to  be 
highly  original.  At  first  thought,  the 
final  one  may  seem  strangely  out  of 
character.  But  it  really  isn't.  "Protest- 
prone"  students  have  parents  who  are 
relatively  well-educated  and  affluent. 

It  can  scarcely  be  said  that  any  one 
of  these  characteristics  is  true  of  the 
students  who  attend  Grace  College  and 
Grace  Seminary.  If  anything,  every 
characteristic  is  just  the  reverse,  and 
especially  the  first,  and  for  such  stu- 
dents Grace  College  and  Grace  Semi- 
nary were  brought  into  existence.  For 
these  students  we  need  to  thank  God, 
and  we  need  to  pray  for  them.  And 
above  all,  we  need  to  rededicate  our- 
selves to  the  support  of  these  students. 
For,  it  is  students  such  as  these  who 
are  so  desperately  needed  for  a  testi- 
mony in  the  times  now  unfolding  be- 
fore us. 

When  you  are  confronted  with  what 
is  taking  place  today  on  campuses 
across  the  land,  pray  for  Grace  Schools, 
the  board  of  trustees,  the  administra- 
tion, the  faculty,  the  staff,  the  stu- 
dents, and  the  needs.  ▼

Look  up  in  the  sky  .  .  .  and  you 
won't  find  it.  It's  some  strange 
thing  called  .  .  .  "book." 


A  new  aid  to  rapid— almost  magi- 
cal—learning has  made  its  appearance. 
Indications  are  that  if  it  catches  on,  all 
the  electronic  gadgets  will  be  so  much 
junk.  The  new  device  is  known  as 
"Built-in  Orderly  Organized  Knowl- 
edge."

Many  advantages  are  claimed  over 
the  old-style  learning  and  teaching  aids 
on  which  most  people  are  brought  up 
on  nowadays.  It  has  no  wires,  no 
electric  circuits  to  break  down.  No 
connection  is  needed  to  an  electricity 
power  source.  It  is  made  entirely  with- 
out mechanical  parts  to  go  wrong  or 
need  replacement. 

Anyone  can  use  BOOK,  even  chil- 
dren, and  it  fits  comfortably  into  the 
hands.  It  can  be  conveniently  used 
sitting  in  an  armchair  by  the  fire. 

How  does  this  revolutionary,  un- 
believably easy  invention  work?  Basi- 
cally, BOOK  consists  only  of  a  large 
number  of  paper  sheets.  These  may 
run  to  hundreds  where  BOOK  covers  a 
lengthy  program  of  information.  Each 
sheet  bears  a  number  in  sequence,  so 
that  the  sheets  cannot  be  used  in  the 
wrong  order.  To  make  it  even  easier 
for  the  user  to  keep  the  sheets  in  the 
proper  order,  they  are  held  firmly  in 
place  by  a  special  locking  device  called 
a  "binding." 

Each  sheet  of  paper  presents  the 
user  with  an  information  sequence  in 
the  form  of  symbols,  which  he  absorbs 
optically  for  automatic  registration  on 
the  brain.  When  one  sheet  has  been 
assimilated,  a  flick  of  the  finger  turns 
it    over    and    further   information    is

found  on  the  other  side.  By  using  both 
sides  of  each  sheet  in  this  way,  a  great 
economy  is  effected,  thus  reducing 
both  the  size  and  cost  of  BOOK.  No 
buttons  need  to  be  pressed  to  move 
from  one  sheet  to  another,  to  open  or 
close  BOOK,  or  to  start  it  working. 

BOOK  may  be  taken  up  at  any  time 
and  used  by  merely  opening  it.  In- 
stantly it  is  ready  for  use.  Nothing  has 
to  be  connected  or  switched  on.  The 
user  may  turn  at  will  to  any  sheet,  go- 
ing backwards  or  forwards  as  he  pleases. 
A  sheet  is  provided  near  the  beginning 
as  a  location  finder  for  any  required 
information  sequence. 

A  small  accessory,  available  at  tri- 
fling extra  cost,  is  the  BOOKmark. 
This  enables  the  user  to  pick  up  his 
program  where  he  left  off  on  the  pre- 
vious learning  session.  BOOKmark  is 
versatile  and  may  be  used  in  any 
BOOK. 

The  initial  cost  varies  with  the  size 
and  subject  matter.  Already  a  vast 
range  of  BOOKs  is  available,  covering 
every  conceivable  subject  and  adjusted 
to  different  levels  of  aptitude.  One 
BOOK,  small  enough  to  be  held  in  the 
hands,  may  contain  an  entire  learning 
schedule.  Once  purchased,  BOOK  re- 
quires no  further  cost;  no  batteries  or 
wires  are  needed,  since  the  motive 
power,  thanks  to  the  ingenious  device 
patented  by  the  makers,  is  supplied  by 
the  brain  of  the  user. 

BOOKs  may  be  stored  on  handy 
shelves  and,  for  ease  of  reference,  the 
program  schedule  is  normally  indi- 
cated on  the  back  of  the  binding. 

Taken  altogether,  the  Built-in  Order- 
ly Organized  Knowledge  seems  to  have 
great  advantages  with  no  drawbacks. 
We  predict  a  great  future  for  it.  ▼

UPPER   LEVEL 

The  seminary  library,  consisting  of  34,000  volumes 
and  periodicals,  is  located  on  the  upper  level  of  the 
library.  Though  the  books  on  these  shelves  are  primarily 
for  the  use  of  the  seminary  students,  they  can  be  used 
as  reference  books  by  all  students. 

In  a  special  area  of  this  floor  is  housed  the  Alva  J. 
McClain  Library.  This  alcove  will  be  furnished  with  the 
desk,  chair,  table,  books,  and  personal  file  of  Dr. 
McClain,  founder  and  first  president  of  Grace  Schools. 
Part  of  the  McClain  library  will  include  the  complete 
transcripts  of  the  revision  committee  of  the  New  Sco- 
field  Reference  Bible. 

On  the  south  side  of  this  level  are  the  conference 
rooms  and  the  Rare  Book  room.  A  group  of  faculty 
study  areas  are  also  situated  on  this  floor. 

MAIN   LEVEL 

The  main  level  is  the  hub  of  most  library  activity. 
In  addition  to  housing  some  35,000  college  books  and 
approximately  500  periodicals,  this  floor  contains  the 
offices  of  the  librarians  and  the  circulation  desk.  A 
large  staff  workshop  area  augments  the  effectual  work- 
ing of  all  the  library  services. 

An  interesting  feature  on  this  level  is  the  replica  of 
the  Liberty  Bell  which  was  cast  at  the  White  Chapel 
Foundry,  the  foundry  which  made  the  original  Liberty 


Bell.  This  bell  is  one-fifth  the  size  of  the  original  and  is 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence. 

Large  picture  windows,  looking  over  the  beautifully 
landscaped  campus,  contribute  much  to  setting  the  at- 
mosphere which  is  conducive  to  study. 

To  the  left  of  the  entrance  is  found  a  small  microfilm 
room.  A  typing  room  and  study  rooms  are  also  available 
on  this  floor. 

LOWER    LEVEL 

The  lower  level  houses  the  much  needed  classroom 
facilities.  These  classrooms  are  completely  carpeted  and 
are  equipped  with  some  of  the  latest  instructional  ma- 
terials such  as  the  white  chalkboards,  which  can  also  be 
used  as  projection  screens  for  instructional  films,  and 
the  overhead  projectors.  This  classroom-office  section, 
isolated  from  the  library  proper,  is  a  temporary  facility 
designed  to  provide  classroom  space  until  separate  facil- 
ities are  built.  The  flexibility  of  this  design  will  provide 
future  growing  room  for  the  library. 

The  books  shelved  on  this  level  are  comprised  of  the 
children's  literature  library  and  the  curriculum  library. 

An  after-hours  study  area,  which  will  remain  open  for 
several  hours  after  the  rest  of  the  library  closes,  and  a 
language  laboratory,  providing  for  individual  listening 
to  tapes  and  recordings,  are  also  on  this  floor.

Heart  Attack 

Robert  Edmond  Pritchett,  forty- 
three  year  old  postgraduate  student 
at  Grace  Theological  Seminary, died 
of  a  coronary  heart  attack  at  about 
11:30  Tuesday  night,  March  4,  at 
Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  while  appar- 
ently jogging  enroute  home  from 
the  post  office.  Mrs.  Norma  Pritch- 
ett said  that  her  husband's  health 
had  been  good,  that  he  was  very 
active,  and  it  was  not  uncommon 
for  him  to  jog  in  the  evening. 

A  native  of  Kansas,  he  graduated 
from  Houghton  College,  Houghton, 
New  York,  in  1950,  with  a  B.A. 
degree  and  from  Dallas  Theological 
Seminary,  Dallas,  Texas,  in  1954, 
with  the  Th.M.  degree.  He  had  also 
studied  at  Oklahoma  University  and 
the  University  of  North  Dakota. 

After  serving  the  past  ten  years 
as  missionaries  in  the  Philippines 
under  the  Overseas  Missionary  Fel- 
lowship, the  Pritchetts  moved  to 
Winona  Lake  last  fall,  at  which  time 
he  enrolled  in  the  doctoral  program 
at  Grace  Seminary. 

In  addition  to  his  widow,  Norma, 
he  is  survived  by  two  sons;  Daniel 
J.,  15,  and  Timothy  E.,  12. 

A  memorial  service  was  conduc- 
ted on  March  6  in  McClain  Chapel 
at  Grace  College  and  Seminary, 
with  funeral  services  and  burial  at 
Newton,  Kansas.

It  was  last  fall  when  Robert 
Pritchett  came  to  be  a  student 
among  us.  Perhaps  some  of  us  won- 
dered why  a  missionary  on  furlough 


would  spend  time  in  further  study 
instead  of  in  much  needed  rest. 
Surely  after  ten  years  of  teaching, 
a  time  of  rest  for  mind  and  body 
was  well-earned  and  deserved.  But 
Bob  had  a  duty  to  perform.  He 
knew  he  was  in  God's  place  of  ser- 
vice and  he  wanted  to  do  his  best. 

Bob  was  going  back  to  the  Phil- 
ippines to  teach,  and  he  knew  there 
was  more  to  be  learned.  And  he 
was  in  love  with  the  God  who  saved 
him  and  with  the  Word  God  gave 
him  to  teach.  He  was  desirous  to 
know  that  Word  better,  to  enable 
God  to  use  him  more  effectively  in 
the  place  to  which  he  was  called. 
He  gave  himself  untiringly  to  the 
task  set  before  him.  He  had  a  goal 
to  know  God,  as  the  Word  of  God 
revealed  Him.  Now  Bob  realizes  the 
completion  of  that  goal. 

Since  Bob  was  a  graduate  stu- 
dent, most  of  us  did  not  get  to 
know  him  as  we  would  have  liked. 
But  still,  he  was  an  example  to  us. 
When  he  came  to  chapel  he  was 
constantly  writing  notes  as  the 
speakers  delivered  their  messages. 
His  attention  seemed  to  fall  on  al- 
most every  word  as  though  this 
would  help  him  in  his  studies  and 
ministry  sometime  in  the  future. 
Yes,  he  was  an  example  that  we 
could  follow,  and  we  give  in  tribute 
our  thanks  for  the  testimony  he  dis- 
played before  us. 

It  was  in  a  foreign  missionary 
panel  that  most  of  us  were  intro- 
duced to  Bob.  As  he  answered 
questions  and  spoke  to  us  of  his  ex- 
periences on  the  field  in  the  Phil- 
ippines, he  imparted  to  us  the  bene- 
fits of  his  experiences.  He  chal- 
lenged us  to  consider  the  fields 
white  unto  harvest  as  God's  place 
of  service  for  us.  His  example  be- 
fore us,  both  as  student  and  as  mis- 
sionary, was  one  to  which  we  could 
all  aspire. 


On  one  occasion,  as  we  talked  of 
the  Philippines,  Bob's  eyes  sparkled 
with  the  anticipation  of  going  back. 
But  now,  he  can't  go  back— at  least 
not  in  person.  But  he  has  begun  a 
work— a  good  work— and  it  must 
continue. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  tribute  we 
could  ever  pay  to  our  Brother  Bob 
is  that  from  this  congregation  of 
students  and  friends  here  today 
would  come  someone— even  two  or 
three— who  would  pick  up  the  man- 
tle Bob  has  left  behind,  and  take 
up  where  he  left  off.

Paul  assured  Timothy  that  if  a 
man  strive  for  masteries,  he  must 
be  prepared  to  endure  hardness,  as 
a  good  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ,  not 
entangling  himself  with  the  affairs 
of  this  life,  that  he  might  please 
Him  who  has  chosen  him  to  be  a 
soldier. 

Robert  Pritchett  was  a  man  who 
strove  for  masteries  in  the  things  of 
God.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  God 
had  blessed  his  teaching  ministry  at 
the  Far  Eastern  Bible  Institute  and 
Seminary  in  the  Philippines,  in  the 
areas  of  systematic  theology,  Bibli- 
cal introduction,  New  Testament 
survey,  book  studies,  Greek  gram- 
mar, Christian  evidences,  false  cults, 
and  church  administration,  he  had  a 


passionate  desire  to  perfect  himself 
in  the  Scriptures.  He  knew  that  he 
could  not  show  himself  fully  ap- 
proved of  God  unless  he  mastered 
God's  infallible  Word,  and  he  was 
willing  to  make  the  necessary  sacri- 
fices for  such  a  goal. 

I  feel  that  the  very  circumstances 
of  his  promotion  to  the  immediate 
presence  of  the  Lord  were  appro- 
priate in  God's  perfect  providence. 
After  studying  late  at  night,  it  was 
often  his  habit  to  build  up  his 
strength  by  running  a  number  of 
blocks  in  the  various  areas  of  the 
town.  To  quote  from  the  prayer 
letter  written  by  Mrs.  Pritchett  the 
morning  following  his  death,  "he 
was  feeling  better  than  he  had  for 
several  years,  even  though  he  had 
been  under  a  heavy  schedule.  The 
joy  of  the  Lord  has  been  his 
strength.  His  conscientiousness  and 
perseverance  have  been  part  of  his 
daily  practice  .  .  .  that  he  might  be 
a  better  servant  of  the  Lord."  While 
he  was  running  late  Tuesday  night, 
God  chose  to  end  his  earthly  race 
and  to  promote  him  to  Christ's 
presence  in  glory. 

Robert  Pritchett's  zeal  for  God 
has  made  its  mark  upon  my  own 
life.  May  the  memory  of  this  gra- 
cious and  mature  man  of  God  en- 
courage each  of  us  to  be  temperate 
in  all  things,  striving  by  the  grace 
of  God  to  be  mastered  by  Christ, 
for  His  glory.  ▼

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Grace  Sponsors  Basketball  Camp 


Another  "Grace  first"  will  be 
achieved  this  summer  with  the  advent 
of  the  1969  Lancer  Basketball  Camp. 
The  concept,  born  and  developed  in 
the  mind  of  head  coach  Chet  Kammer- 
er,  is  expected  to  attract  nearly  150 
boys  who  have  finished  grades  4-8  to 
Grace  campus.  Two  separate  camps 
are  in  the  offing,  one  to  be  held  July 
13-19  and  the  other  July  20-26. 

Campers  will  live  in  Beta  Hall  (men's 
residence)  during  the  week,  and  will  be 
served  meals  in  the  Alpha  Hall  dining 
commons.  Grace  College  athletes  will 
serve  as  counselors  and  will  live  in  the 
dormitory  with  the  campers. 

The  program  each  day  will  include 
devotional  periods,  individual  instruc- 
tion in  shooting,  rebounding,  dribbling, 
passing,  catching,  footwork,  and  indi- 
vidual defense.  Films  to  be  shown 
during  the  week  will  include  college 
games,  state  finals,  Venture  for  Victory 
tours,  and  others  of  instructional  nat- 
ure. 

Each  boy  will  be  assigned  to  a  team 
and  will  have  the  opportunity  to  play 
a  complete  league  schedule  during  the 
week.  At  the  close  of  each  week  tro- 
phies will  be  awarded  for  the  Most 


Valuable  Player,  Most  Improved  Player, 
Best  Set  Shot,  Best  Foul  Shot,  and  a 
Hustle  Award  will  be  given. 

The  cost  for  the  week,  which  in- 
cludes room,  meals,  insurance,  tuition, 
a  camp  shirt,  trophies,  towels,  and 
linens,  is  $60  per  camper.  For  two 
brothers  registering,  the  total  cost  will 
be  $100. 

The  other  two  camp  coaches,  in 
addition  to  Kammerer,  will  be  Roland 
Fletcher  and  Lane  Moody.  Fletcher  is 
assistant  basketball,  tennis,  and  golf 
coach  at  Grace  College.  Moody  is 
head  basketball  coach  at  Wheaton 
Academy  in  Wheaton,  Illinois. 

Guest  coaches  who  will  provide  in- 
structional sessions  during  the  week 
include  Dave  Dillon,  head  basketball 
coach  at  Sturgis,  Michigan;  Keith 
Dougherty,  head  coach  at  Elkhart 
(Indiana)  High  School;  "Boag"  John- 
son, head  coach  at  Warsaw  (Indiana)

National  Honors 
in  Tourney- 
Gien  "Chet"  Kammerer,  head  bas- 
ketball  and  baseball   coach  at  Grace 
College,  was  elected  vice-president  of 
the  National  Christian  Collegiate  Ath- 
letic Association  during  the  NCCAA 
tournament  in  Chattanooga,  Tennessee, 
March  14  and  15. 

Kammerer,  who  earned  the  B.A. 
from  Grace  College  and  the  M.A.  from 
Ball  State  University,  is  chairman  of 
the  Physical  Education  Department 
and  an  assistant  professor  of  physical 
education  at  Grace.  His  Lancer  basket- 
ball squad  this  year  finished  their  regu- 
lar season  with  a  21-11  record,  then 
won  the  regional  NCCAA  crown  at 
Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  and  placed 
fifth  in  the  national  NCCAA  champion- 
ship tournament  which  was  won  by 
Azusa  Pacific  College  of  California.

Do  We  Care? 


The  slogan  of  one  of  our  Brethren 
churches,  We  Care  About  You,  lingers 
in  my  mind.  From  the  time  I  first 
saw  it— I  cannot  forget  it.  Without 
doubt  this  slogan  is  based  on  I  Peter 
5:7,  "...  he  [Jesus]  careth  for  you." 
Christ  is  building  the  body  of  believers 
known  as  the  church.  The  church  is 
His  instrument  of  blessing  in  the  age  of 
grace.  So,  since  He  cares  for  mankind, 
we,  the  members  of  His  body  should 
care  about  people  around  us.  But  do 
we?  Do  we  care? 

Caring  about  people  in  one  sense  of 
the  word  is  so  simple  and  easy  of  ac- 
complishment, yet  it  is  one  of  the  most 
unpracticed  of  the  Christian  arts.  So 
many  people  in  our  world  need  to  be 
shown  love  and  concern.  And  the 
church  does  so  little!  God  forgive  us 
for  that  lack  of  concern. 

A  widower  died  suddenly.  All  at 
once  he  was  gone.  Only  then  did 
several  people  in  the  community  feel 
that  they  had  not  cared  enough  about 
him.  One  man  said,  "I  feel  so  bad 
about  the  fact  that  I  did  not  do  all  that 
I  should  have  done  for  him  in  his  lone- 
ly life."  Then  there  are  those  lonely 
people  who  attend  our  churches— lone- 
lier than  most  of  us  can  even  imagine, 
and  with  weightier  problems  than  we 
ever  dreamed  of.  Yet,  do  we  greet 
them  and  tell  them  we  are  glad  to  see 
them?  Is  the  Sunday  dinner  or  the 
professional  ball  game  pulling  harder 
than  the  desire  to  meet  these  people 
and  possibly  be  of  spiritual  help  to 
them?  Don't  we  remember  the  Bible 
says,  ".  .  .  he  careth  for  you"?  Let  us 
translate  this  truth  into  our  present- 


day  situation—  We  care  about  you. 

And  there  is  the  whole  world  of  our 
young  people  to  be  explored.  How 
they  need  loving.  They  are  being  bom- 
barded with  the  sex  bit— "There's  noth- 
ing wrong  with  premarital  sex."  "Don't 
let  the  other-world  philosophy  rob  you 
of  the  pleasures  of  this  world."  And, 
there  is  the  drug  problem;  and  drink; 
and  smoking.  All  with  false  promises 
of  relaxation  of  mind,  and  peace  of 
soul.  How  we  need  to  understand  that 
these  multiplied  problems  and  pressures 
result  so  often  in  broken  bodies  and 
distraught  minds.  We  need  to  take  an 
interest  in  these  young  people-we 
need  to  care! 

We  give  to  our  readers  the  simple 
statement:  We  care  about  you.  As 
members  of  the  true  church  of  Jesus 
Christ;  as  followers  of  Him  of  whom 
it  was  said,  ".  .  .  he  careth  for  you," 
we  must  care.  We  long  to  be  of  help 
to  you  in  knowing  Christ  as  Saviour 
and  Lord,  and  in  helping  you  to  find 
that  to  which  one  of  our  authors  of 
this  issue  refers  as  ".  . .  peace  with  God 
and  the  peace  of  God  that  passeth  all 
understanding."  We  dedicate  this  en- 
tire issue  to  the  ministry  of  helping 
you  to  know  Him,  to  grow  spiritually 
in  Him,  and  to  find  joy  in  serving  Him. 
This  is  our  We  Care  About  You  issue 
of  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald! 
Read  it  carefully  and  prayerfully.  And 
please  use  the  form  on  page  twenty  to 
let  us  know  of  any  decision  that  you 
might  have  made,  or  of  any  need  with 
which  we  may  help  you.

'ponhis  recent  return  home  from  college  our  son, 
Paul,  suddenly  asked:  "Mother,  how  did  you  feel 
when  that  car  fell  on  my  back?  Remember?  We 
were  living  in  Florida  and  I  was  just  a  little  shaver. 
I  can  still  remember  how  you  tried  to  lift  it  off.  It's 
a  wonder  you  didn't  hurt  your  back." 

Those  questions  engulfed  me  with  a  flood  tide  of 
memories.  How  could  I  ever  forget  such  an  experi- 
ence? And  others  of  similar  gravity  when  my  best 
was  not  enough;  when  I  desperately  needed  the  sta- 
bility of  God's  peace  to  assist  my  nine  children  with 
all  their  growing  needs,  and  to  sustain  me  in  my  help- 
lessness. 

Peace  has  always  been  an  elusive  commodity; 
probably  even  more  so  today.  Maybe  that  is  why 
everybody  is  talking  about  it.  Some  people  are 
really  doing  all  they  humanly  can  to  obtain  it.  They 
are  appointing  commissions  to  study  the  phenomena 
of  violence  and  war  which  are  the  antithesis  of  peace. 
They  are  serving  on  committees,  giving  money  and 
food  to  the  poor,  changing  environments  and  educat- 
ing toward  a  better  life.  People  even  sing  about  it. 
Still,  like  the  old  spiritual,  "Everybody  talkin'  'bout 
hebin  ain't  goin'  there,"  so  everybody  talkin'  'bout 
peace  ain't  gettin'  it. 

In  spite  of  the  hazards,  why  don't  we  join  the 
group  and  talk  about  peace?  With  the  fervent  hope 
that  we  can  come  up  with  at  least  a  few  helpful 
answers  to  the  problem  of  peace-or  lack  of  it-by 
looking  to  the  proper  source  of  authority,  the  living 
God. 

The  chief  problem  with  men's  search  for  peace, 
no  matter  how  sincere,  is  that  they  are  looking  to 
their  fellowmen  for  the  solution.  They'll  never  find 
it.     I  know  because,  "There  is  no  peace,  saith  the

Lord  unto  the  wicked"  (Isa.  48:22). 
Now  don't  bristle  at  me  for  making 
that  statement.  I  didn't  originate  it. 
God  did.  It's  a  wise  man  who  will  take 
His  Word  for  it.  If  you  are  going  to 
make  any  sense  at  all  out  of  life  as  it 
unfolds  before  you  today,  you  will  be 
forced  to  a  polar  point  of  authority. 
Violence  is  spawned  when  "every  man 
did  [does]  that  which  was  [is]  right  in 
his  own  eyes"  (Judges  17:6). 

You  may  not  consider  yourself  to 
be  wicked  because  you  have  lived  a 
quiet,  law-abiding  life.  There  is  noth- 
ing violent  about  you.  Certainly  you 
are  for  peace.  If  only  others  felt  the 
same  way!  Well,  I  have  news  for  you. 
God  doesn't  measure  wickedness,  or 
righteousness  for  that  matter,  by  deeds 
or  doing.  He  measures  by  being. 
Through  Isaiah  He  said  all  our  righ- 
teousnesses (man-made)  are  as  filthy 
rags  in  His  sight.  The  Apostle  Paul 
said  it  another  way:  "For  all  have 
sinned,  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of 
God"  (Rom.  3:23).  That  indictment  is 
on  every  newborn  baby  long  before  he 
can  do  any  wicked  thing. 

Yet,  in  the  midst  of  this  dark  pic- 
ture there  shines  a  bright  light  of 
hope— God  doesn't  hold  your  wicked 
condition  against  you.  He  made  pro- 
vision to  clear  you  of  your  sin  through 
His  Son,  Jesus  Christ. 

But  how  does  the  sin  question  af- 
fect personal  peace,  world  peace?  Men 
are  calling  for:  "Peace,  peace;  when 
there  is  no  peace"  (Jer.  6:14).  Why 
can't  peace  be  requisitioned  when  men 
have  the  right  motives  in  seeking  it? 
The  answer  is  not  complex  if  we  get  it 
from  God.  Peace  is  inexorably  linked 
to  God.    It  is  one  of  the  products  of 


oneness  with  God,  which  oneness  was 
broken  when  man  sinned.  Before  there 
ever  can  be  peace  in  the  world  there 
must  be  peace  in  the  hearts  of  men. 
And  men  cannot  have  peace  until  the 
Prince  of  Peace  rules  in  their  hearts. 
It  is  that  simple.  It  is  that  profound. 
The  solution  to  the  dilemma  of  man 
and  peace  is  spelled  out  in  the  Bible, 
which  must  be  man's  final  court  of 
appeal.  What  man-written  book  has 
withstood  the  ravages  of  time  and  the 
criticisms  of  cynical  men  and  retained 
its  integrity?  It  is  imperative  that  you 
have  a  final  word  to  get  you  back  on 
even  keel.  Why  not  God's?  When  did 
you  try  it  last? 

Regardless  of  the  motivations  which 
drive  men  to  pursue  peace,  and  in 
spite  of  their  inability  to  obtain  it, 
God  does  have  peace  for  those  who 
will  hear  His  voice.  Before  we  see  what 
He  offers,  let's  take  a  look  at  the  best 
plans  of  men  in  this  direction. 

My  mother  is  half-Irish  and  she  en- 
joys telling  jokes  about  the  Irish.  She 
insists  the  Irish  are  for  peace— "a  piece 
of  your  hair,  a  piece  of  your  skin,  et 
cetera."  Although  this  is  not  the  only 
ethnic  group  which  enjoys  occasional 
spats,  obviously  this  isn't  the  peace 
men  are  looking  for. 

There  is  a  Peace-At-Any-Price  phi- 
losophy to  which  some  people  sub- 
scribe. This  peace  all  too  often  in- 
volves repudiation  of  high  standards, 
denial  of  convictions  and  the  com- 
promise of  noble  principles.  Nobody 
is  better  off  under  those  conditions. 

Then  there  is  the  Myopic,  Short- 
Range  Peace.  This  ignores  symptons 
of  unrest,  hoping  that  inattention  will 
cause   them   to  disappear.     It  is  like 


whistling  in  the  dark  hoping  to  scare 
away  the  specter.  It  meets  today's 
conditions  for  peace,  right  or  wrong, 
with  no  regard  for  future  consequences 
or  concern  for  future  generations. 

We  must  also  admit  to  an  Honest 
Pursuit  of  Peace.  Those  caught  up  in 
this  approach  look  the  issues  of  "un- 
peace"  squarely  in  the  face  and  ener- 
getically try  to  do  something  about 
them.  They  right  wrongs  wherever 
possible,  even  to  the  point  of  personal 
sacrifice.  Still  they  fail.  Small  wonder 
then,  when  these  honest  efforts  fall 
short  that  their  advocates  often  be- 
come frustrated,  cynical.  Thus  it  seems 
crystal-clear  that  at  their  very  best,  all 
the  foregoing  approaches  to  peace 
don't  reach,  their  goal.  To  date  they 
have  failed  to  produce  peace. 

But  there  are  two  other  kinds  of 
peace  available  which  do  produce  the 
goods.  They  are  peace  with  God  and 
the  peace  o/God— in  that  order.  Peace 
with  God  comes  with  the  forgiveness 
of  sin  through  Jesus  Christ.  Romans 
5:1  states:  "Therefore  being  justified 
by  faith,  we  have  peace  with  God . 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

Once  you  have  peace  with  God,  the 
peace  o/God  floods  your  being,  afford- 
ing quietness  of  soul  and  purpose  to 
living.  "The  peace  of  God,  which  | 
passeth  all  understanding,  shall  keep 
your  hearts  and  minds  through  Christ 
Jesus"  (Phil.  4:7).  Do  you  wish  you 
had  that  peace?  Do  you  wish  every- 
body had  that  peace?  It  would  change 
our  world.  Well,  you  can.  They  can. 

Take  a  candid  look  into  your  own 
heart  for  a  moment.  Do  you  know 
what  real  peace  is  in  your  life?  I  don't 
mean   a  peace  so-called  for  lack  of 
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trouble,  or  the  absence  of  sorrow  or 
problems.  That  is  a  negative  approach 
and  is  certainly  not  realistic.  You  don't 
live  in  any  kind  of  a  vacuum  where 
you  can  avoid  trouble.  I  do  mean— 
what  sustains  you  when  the  tears  run 
down  your  cheeks  like  rain?  When 
you  stand  helpless  at  the  dying  and 
dead  form  of  a  loved  one?  When  your 
entire  world  disintegrates  before  your 
very  eyes?  Do  you  curse  God?  Blame 
Him  for  your  misery?  Lash  out  at  a 
fate  you  can't  best?  Then  after  you 
have  spent  yourself  in  those  senseless 
ways,  are  you  just  as  shackled  by  the 
hard,  cold  chains  of  irrevocable  grief, 
loss,  lack  of  peace? 

One  of  the  chief  functions  of  a 
mother,  which  is  also  a  privilege,  is  to 
help  her  children  in  times  of  trouble ; 
to  lend  her  presence  and  counsel;  to 
alleviate  pain  when  her  children  suffer. 
Inevitably,  though,  there  come  times 
when  even  the  greatest,  noblest  and 
deepest  of  a  mother's  love  is  not 
enough.  I  know. 

Like  the  day  Dorotheann  broke  her 
arm.  I  was  personally  helpless,  for  all 
my  love,  to  "fix"  her  arm  as  she  re- 
quested. But,  when  made  available 
medical  science  and  time  took  care  of 
the  need.  This  was  not  a  hopeless  situ- 
ation although  I  personally  was  help- 
less. 

Then  there  was  the  time  when  our 
son,  Bill,  suffered  a  broken  heart.  This 
was  a  different  kind  of  helplessness  be- 
cause this  heart  was  not  a  tangible. 
But  understanding  love  and  the  healing 
balm  of  Christ  did  their  work  and 
eventually  he  found  a  new  love.  Ob- 
viously, this  was  not  a  hopeless  situa- 


tion although  no  physical  splint  could 
be  applied  to  Bill's  heart. 

The  greatest  test  of  any  peace  I 
possessed  was  when  I  stood  beside  the 
broken,  dying  form  of  my  firstborn. 
Here,  both  medical  science  and  I  were 
helpless  to  turn  the  tide  of  the  disease 
which  had  ravaged  his  body  for  four 
years.  The  men  of  medicine  were  also 
hopeless  as  they  stood  beside  my  Bob. 
Neither  medicines  nor  pain  relievers 
could  ease  his  intense  suffering. 

But  the  great  difference  between 
the  doctors  and  me  was  that  I  was  not 
hopeless.  I  saw  my  Father-God  give 
dying  grace  to  my  son.  He  gave  it  to 
me  also,  for  I  knew  when  this  suffering 
was  over  for  Bob  he  would  go  on  to 
that  better  land  where  some  glad  day 
we  will  be  together  again.  My  God  was 
sufficient  for  both  Bob  and  me  at  the 
moment  of  death.  Only  He  made 
sense  in  my  hours  of  grief  because 
along  with  His  peace  was  the  assurance, 
which  has  never  left  me,  that  God 
never  makes  a  mistake. 

As  my  twenty-one-year-old  slipped 


out  of  this  life  into  the  presence  of 
the  Lord  he  loved,  I  was  overwhelmed 
with  peace— God's  peace,  even  in  the 
presence  of  man's  last  enemy,  death. 
Although  my  eyes  were  blinded  by 
tears,  my  spiritual  sight  was  sharper 
than  ever,  for  one  of  my  "jewels"  was 
over  on  the  other  side  waiting  for  me 
to  join  him  where  "there  shall  be  no 
more  death,  neither  shall  there  be  any 
more  pain."  That,  dear  friend,  is 
PEACE;  peace  which  the  world  can 
neither  give  nor  take  away. 

Won't  you  turn  to  Him  now  for 
that  peace  and  cleansing  you  so  des- 
perately need?  He  has  promised: 
"Thou  wilt  keep  him  in  perfect  peace, 
whose  mind  is  stayed  on  thee:  because 
he  trusteth  in  thee"  (Isa.  26:3).  Re- 
ceive that  peace  this  very  moment  by 
believing  and  receiving  the  Son  of  God, 
Jesus  Christ,  into  your  life  and  heart. 
NOW.  It  is  the  only  peace  that  works 
—the  only  peace  that  can  keep  the  en- 
tire person  in  the  very  midst  of  life's 
storms.  It  is  the  only  peace  that 
counts.  ▼ 
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Instead  of  an  economical  foreign  car, 
he  could  be  driving  a  black  limousine. 
He  could  have  a  favorite  room  in  a 
fancy  hotel  in  cities  like  New  York  and 
Los  Angeles.  Instead,  he  has  a  dingy 
office  in  an  old  house  that  has  been 
converted  into  instrumental  practice 
and  instruction  rooms. 

Behind  the  building  the  parking  lot 
is  the  back  yard  cleared  of  most  of  its 
shrubbery.  He  ruins  his  shoes  by  walk- 
ing from  car  to  classroom  on  rainy 
days.  The  small  sign  on  the  door  of 
his  office  reads:  "Prof.  Jerry  Franks." 
His  desk  is  almost  an  antique,  and 
there  are  a  few  straight-backed  chairs 
around  his  office  to  seat  frequent 
visitors. 

"It  was  quite  a  decision  to  come  to 
Grace  College,  but  I  found  it  an  easy 
one  to  make,"  Franks  said  as  though 
it  was  an  everyday  occurence. 

It  wasn't.  He  had  just  been  told  by 
a  promoter  that  he  was,  "Blowing  one 
of  the  most  promising  careers  of  any- 
one he  had  ever  worked  with."  That 
career  included  playing  the  trumpet 
on  two  of  the  largest  weekly  television 
shows  out  of  Los  Angeles,  a  tour 
abroad  with  one  of  the  biggest  names 
in  show  business  today,  and  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  soloist  with  the  military 
band  of  his  choice. 

Passing  this  up  would  definitely 
cost  him  something. 

"I  knew  I  was  finished  professional- 
ly, but  I  wanted  to  give  someone  else 
the  opportunity  I  never  had— to  attend 
a  Christian  school  and  find  the  educa- 
tion in  music  desired." 

To  the  ordinary  individual,  this 
sounds  like  sacrifice.  The  lights,  name, 
and  money  all  go  down  the  drain.  But 
Jerry  Franks  doesn't  think  so  and  he's 
been  there. 

"A  lot  of  people  have  the  idea  that 
name,  position,  and  money  will  bring 
happiness.  If  they  just  had  so  much  of 
what  this  world  can  offer,  this  is  all 
they  really  want— not  any  type  of  re- 
ligion, or  even  Christ." 

Franks  felt  this  way  himself  until

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he  saw  the  actions  of  the  leading  pro- 
fessionals. For  them,  the  drinks,  the 
drugs,  the  high  life,  didn't  provide 
happiness. 

"I  had  the  idea  that  the  profes- 
sionals had  the  answers,  but  I  found 
out  I  was  the  one  with  the  answer,  and 
these  people  were  looking  for  it." 

He  found  this  answer  early  in  life. 
He  lived  in  Uniontown,  Pennsylvania, 
and  attended  the  First  Brethren  Church 
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there.  He  describes  his  conversion  as 
"nothing  spectacular."  He  was  saved 
while  attending  a  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School  at  the  age  of  seven. 

A  boy's  work  called  Sky  Pilots  was 
very  instrumental  in  building  his  young 
Christian  life.  It  was  through  the  in- 
fluence of  this  group  that  Franks  led 
his  first  soul  to  the  Lord. 

His  Christian  home  started  him 
down  the  musical  trail  at  an  early  age. 


His  father  was  a  fine  trumpet  player 
and  director  of  a  high  school  band. 
His  mother  was  the  church  organist- 
pianist,  and  his  brother  was  a  flutist. 

"The  first  real  toy  I  ever  had  was  a 
trumpet.  I  blew  my  first  note  when  I 
was  two  years  old." 

It  irks  Franks  to  think  some  people 
called  him  a  child  prodigy.  He  doesn't 
believe  there  is  such  a  thing  in  the 
brass  instrument  field,  "not  because 
it's  more  difficult,  but  it's  more  physi- 
cal." 

"I  was  definitely  gifted  because  of 
my  family  background,  but  I  still  had 
to  work  for  what  I  accomplished,"  he 
stresses. 

When  old  enough  to  settle  down  to 
formal  training,  Franks  balked.  "I  was 
having  too  much  fun.  I  didn't  want 
to  really  buckle  down  and  do  it  right," 
he  seriously  comments  in  a  humorous 
way. 

In  his  senior  year  in  high  school 
he  played  lead  trumpet  in  the  band 
and  orchestra  and  traveled  with  his 
brother  twice  a  week  to  play  in  the 
Youngstown  Symphony  Orchestra. 

During  the  next  few  years,  he  at- 
tended the  University  of  West  Virginia, 
commuting  daily.  This  enabled  him  to 
continue  a  courtship  which  had  begun 
in  Uniontown  as  a  high  school  fresh- 
man, and  this  courtship  resulted  in 
there  being  a  Mrs.  Jerry  Franks. 

While  in  his  senior  year  at  the  uni- 
versity, a  group  of  musicians  and  critics 
hailed  him  as  one  of  the  best,  if  not 
the  best,  performer  to  come  out  of  the 
university.  In  1959  he  became  known 
as  one  of  the  brightest  young  profes- 
sional artists  in  the  country.  From 
there  his  career  mushroomed. 

Many  offers  from  top  symphonies, 
bands,  and  television  programs  were 
turned  down  by  the  determined  young 
musician.  He  wanted  to  be  a  soloist, 
and  the  best  way  to  get  the  "name" 
was  to  work  as  a  soloist  and  clinician 
for  an  instrument  company.  He  found 
such  a  position  in  Elkhart,  Indiana, 
paying  no  heed  to  promoters  who  said 
he  would  not  make  it  that  way. 

Soon  after  this,  Franks  made  the 
"easy  decision"  to  go  to  Grace  Col- 
lege.    One  promoter  guaranteed  Mr. 
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Franks  that  by  the  time  he  was  thirty 
years  old,  he  would  have  a  chance  to 
solo  at  the  Midwest  National  Band 
Clinic,  probably  the  highest  honor 
granted  to  a  soloist.  But  the  Lord  had 
other  things  in  mind. 

When  Jerry  Franks  was  at  the  point 
of  choosing  a  college,  he  realized  it  was 
impossible  to  receive  professional-type 
training  in  any  Christian  college  in  the 
country.  This  is  what  he  needed  to  be- 
come a  professional  trumpet  player. 

Now  the  time  had  come  when  he 
could  take  a  position  that  would  pro- 
vide other  young  musicians  with  an 
opportunity  he  knew  was  hard  to  find 
in  most  places. 

"This  is  one  of  the  reasons  I'm  at 
Grace  College— to  train  our  young  peo- 
ple to  be  educated  and  aware,  and  to 
strive  for  perfection,"  so  they  can 
"take  the  church  music  program  and 
make  it  into  something  special  that 
honors  the  Lord  and  makes  that  church 
service  more  meaningful." 

One  word  that  makes  Franks  sit  up 
in  his  chair  is  mediocrity.  With  the 
perfection  of  Christ  as  the  Christians' 
standard-bearer,  Franks  cannot  under- 
stand how  the  church  can  be  satisfied 
with  half-hearted  music  productions. 
"The  Christian  should  be  at  the  top  of 
his  field,  or  as  far  along  as  possible," 
he  says. 

He  hopes  to  change  attitudes  from 
"I  don't  have  to  be  as  good  because 
I'm  doing  it  for  the  Lord,"  to,  "I've 
got  to  do  better  because  I'm  doing  it 
for  the  Lord." 

With  the  teaching  position  at  Grace 
came  an  opportunity  to  become  soloist

and  clinician  for  a  different  instrument 
company,  Conn,  also  at  Elkhart.  He  is 
quick  to  add  that  this  is  an  avocation. 
His  full-time  job  is  at  Grace  College. 

It  would  appear  that  Franks'  career 
as  a  performer  was  ended  by  this  time. 
But  even  to  the  surprise  of  Jerry  him- 
self, it  was  just  getting  started.  Through 
appearances  representing  Conn,  the 
Franks  "name"  began  to  grow. 

In  1967,  he  was  invited  to  play  in 
the  Bachman  All-Pro  Band  at  the  Mid- 
west National  Band  Clinic.  In  1968, 
he  was  the  featured  soloist  with  the 
Merle  Evans  Band  at  the  Midwest 
Clinic.  Evans,  known  as  Mr.  Circus, 
is  the  director  of  the  Ringling  Brothers, 
Barnum  and  Baily  Circus  Band. 

On  opening  night  of  the  Midwest 
Band  Clinic,  Franks  premiered  a  new 
composition.  As  he  stood  up  to  play, 
an  interesting  thought  ran  through  his 
mind.  He  was  told  when  he  decided  to 
accept  the  position  at  Grace  College,

that  he  was  passing  up  a  chance  to  solo 
at  the  clinic  by  the  time  he  reached 
thirty.  It  was  December  when  he 
stood  up  to  solo.  He  had  turned  thirty 
in  July.  It  was  then  Jerry  realized, 
"The  Lord  does  not  need  agents.  He 
does  not  need  organizations  or  any- 
thing else  to  be  able  to  do  with  a  per- 
son what  He  wants  done." 

The  Lord  evidently  wanted  things 
done  at  Grace  College.  Through  the 
efforts  of  Jerry  Franks,  a  brass  choir, 
pep  band,  trumpet  trios, brass  quartets, 
and  a  community  concert  band  have 
been  established. 

"I'm  very  pleased  with  the  progress 
of  the  department  and  caliber  of  the 
students  coming  here,"  says  Franks  of 
his  work. 

The  effects  of  Mr.  Franks'  work  are 
already  beginning  to  be  felt  in  the 
school  program.  Students  are  coming 
to  Grace  just  for  the  opportunity  to 
study  under  Jerry  Franks,  and  mean- 
while they  gain  the  privilege  of  a  Chris- 
tian atmosphere. 

As  these  students  begin  to  filter  out 
into  churches,  Mr.  Franks'  ministry 
will  become  more  distinct. 

"In  my  small  way  I  can  do  some- 
thing in  this  institution  to  help  make 
instrumental  music  in  the  church  some- 
thing special  that  honors  the  Lord. 
As  more  people  do  this  across  the 
country,  we  will  see  marked  improve- 
ment in  our  church  programs.

TWO  SAFETY  PINS 


Ihree  waifs  on  the  streets  of 
Dalat,  one  of  the  beauty  spots  of 
Vietnam.  There  they  were,  wan- 
dering about  as  so  many  other 
young  children  of  Vietnam  do, 
as  if  no  one  loved  them  or  felt 
responsible  for  them.  At  first 
they  avoided  contact  with  strang- 
ers. But  after  a  while  the  cameras 
and  the  sound  of  the  tape  record- 
er won  them  over.  Then  they 
were  almost  over  friendly. 

What  about  these  boys?  Do 
they  have  a  home?  Is  there  some- 
one responsible  for  them?  Is 
there  someone  who  cares?  As  I 
was  turning  these  questions  over 
in  my  mind  I  spotted  two  safety 
pins  on  the  sweater  of  one  of  the 
trio.  How  interesting!  I  won- 
dered who  had  put  these  two 
safety  pins  there.  What  was  their 
purpose? 

I  concluded  that  without  doubt 
there  is  a  home  to  which  each  of 
these  boys  would  return  at  night. 
The  father  probably  won't  be 
there,  for  he  most  likely  is  either 
in  military  service  or  has  been 
killed  in  the  war  that  drags  on, 
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bringing  misery  and  heartbreak 
to  millions.  And,  during  the  day 
the  mother  very  likely  has  ridden 
off  in  a  truck  to  some  work  proj- 
ect, where  she  must  perform 
heavy  duties  on  the  highways  or 
perhaps  even  in  support  of  the 
military  effort. 

But  what  of  the  two  safety 
pins?  Somehow  I  identified  them 
as  the  mark  of  a  mother's  love. 
A  mother,  who  very  early  in  the 
morning  arose  and  prepared 
breakfast,  and  cared  for  the  im- 
mediate needs  of  her  children, 
sent  them  on  their  way,  just  any- 
where, with  the  admonition  to  be 
careful  to  avoid  dangers,  and  to 
be  sure  to  return  home  early  so 
they  could  be  in  the  house  before 
dark.

beside  a  member  of  the  Bethel  Breth- 
ren Church  of  Osceola.  This  fellow 
had  invited  me  to  go  to  church  with 
him  but  again  and  again  I  had  rejected 
his  pleas.  Finally,  I  decided  that  the 
only  way  to  keep  him  quiet  was  to  go 
with  him.  That's  when  it  happened! 
I  found  out  that  God  loved  me  and 
sent  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  to  die  in 
my  place  (John  3:16).  I  trusted  Christ 
as  my  Redeemer  and  Lord  that  night. 

Now,  I  was  flying  to  Clayhole,  Ken- 
tucky, to  attend  a  youth  rally  being 
held  at  the  Brethren  church.  I  had 
felt,  almost  immediately  after  I  was 
saved,  that  God  wanted  me  in  the 
Christian  ministry;  but  I  had  put  up 
all  kinds  of  excuses.  The  Lord  was 
speaking  again  to  my  heart  as  I  was 
trying  to  find  a  place  to  land  the  air- 
plane. Suddenly  the  engine  sputtered 
and  stopped— I  was  forced  to  land.  It 
was  not  a  very  smooth  landing,  and  a 
great  deal  of  damage  was  done  to  the 
aircraft.  I  was  not  injured.  At  that 
moment,  I  promised  the  Lord  that  I 
would  be  willing  to  do  what  He  wanted 
me  to  do. 

During  the  following  years  at  Bob 
Jones  University,  I  felt  God  calling  me 
into  the  military  as  a  chaplain.  I 
planned  my  life  and  schooling  around 
that  calling.  God  gave  my  wife  and  me 
assurance  that  this  was  what  He  wanted 
us  to  do.  After  graduating  from  col- 
lege, I  attended  Grace  Theological 
Seminary.  During  that  time,  I  served 
with  Rev.  Scott  Weaver  at  the  Bethel 
Brethren  Church  in  Osceola.  Those 
years  with  Scott  Weaver  provided  prac- 
tical training  and  produced  sound  spiri- 
tual growth  which  further  prepared  me 
for  my  own  ministry.  Seminary  days 
ended  with  my  graduation  in  1957. 

Filled  with  joyful  anticipation,  in 
1958  I  entered  as  a  chaplain  in  the 
United  States  Naval  Reserve  Corps. 
From  that  time  on  I  have  had  varied 


and  challenging  assignments  which 
have  included  shore  duty,  sea  duty, 
and  foreign  duty;  and  the  Lord  has 
allowed  me  to  see  many  men  and 
women  come  to  the  Saviour.  My 
shore  duty  assignments  have  allowed 
my  family  to  share  the  blessings  of  the 
Lord  with  me.  In  Washington,  D.C., 
the  Lord  enabled  us  to  see  the  atten- 
dance of  the  chapel  grow  from  fifteen 
to  the  capacity  of  the  chapel,  which 
was  about  one  hundred.  God  used 
His  Word  to  touch  the  hearts  of  many 
men.  My  clerk  at  Washington  had 
heard  the  Gospel  over  and  over,  but 
he  had  never  made  a  commitment  to 
Christ.  When  Jack  Wyrtzen  was  in  the 
area,  Bob  and  I  went  to  hear  him. 
When  the  invitation  was  given,  Bob 
was  among  the  first  to  respond.  I  was 
thrilled  beyond  words.  I  had  sown, 
someone  else  had  watered,  but  God 
gave  the  increase  (I  Cor.  3:6-7). 

As  a  family,  we  had  the  privilege 
of  living  in  Japan  for  two  years.  Be- 
cause I  was  assigned  to  a  squadron  of 
ships,  I  was  at  sea  most  of  the  time,  so 
Marian  and  the  children  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  getting  acquainted  with  many 
missionaries.  We  felt  a  real  kinship 
toward  them  because  we  also  were 
missionaries— missionaries  to  the  mili- 
tary. I  had  many  thrilling  experiences 
while  I  was  in  this  unit  in  Japan,  but 
one  experience  in  particular  I  shall  not 
forget.  I  had  gone  aboard  one  of  the 
ships  to  pay  my  respects  to  the  captain. 
He  was  busy,  so  I  waited  outside  his 
cabin.  Soon  two  men  emerged  from 
the  cabin  with  envelopes,  which  I  knew 
to  be  orders  for  change  of  duty.  The 
captain  then  called  me  in  and  explained 
that  he  was  sorry  for  the  delay,  but  the 
men  that  I  had  seen  were  being  trans- 
ferred and  he  said,  "I  just  had  to  tell 
them  about  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 
That  captain,  James  Ashley,  is  now  my 
commanding  officer  at  the  Naval  Train- 
ing Center  in  San  Diego,  California. 
There  are  not  many  men  who  can  meet 
with  their  commanding  officer  and 
pray  for  the  souls  of  men.  I  have  that 
privilege ! 

In  the  fall  of  1967,  I  spent  a  year 
with  the  marines  in  the  war-torn  coun- 
try of  Vietnam.  While  I  was  there,  my 
family  lived  in  Greenville,  South  Caro- 
lina, where  the  entire  family  went  to 
school:   Marian  at  Bob  Jones  Univer- 


sity, Beth  at  Bob  Jones  Academy,  and 
Linda  and  David  at  Southside  Christian 
School.  My  time  in  Vietnam  was  one 
of  the  most  rewarding  times  of  my 
ministry  as  a  chaplain.  Oh,  I  had 
known  before— but  while  in  Vietnam, 
it  became  more  clear  to  me  that  Christ 
is  the  answer  to  life.  He  can  meet  the 
need  of  every  situation  of  life.  He  is 
limited  only  by  our  lack  of  faith. 
Shortly  after  Rev.  Clyde  Landrum,  the 
Military  Endorsing  Agent  for  the  Na- 
tional Fellowship  of  Brethren  Church- 
es, visited  me  in  Vietnam,  the  Viet 
Cong  made  a  heavy  push  on  our  posi- 
tion. A  platoon  from  our  unit  was  in- 
structed to  seek  and  destroy  the  Viet 
Cong  along  the  Da  Nang  River.  It  was 
not  a  pleasant  task.  The  grass  and 
brush  were  higher  than  a  house.  Many 
men  did  not  come  back.  One  of  the 
men  who  did  return  said  to  me,  "Chap- 
lain, I  am  not  ashamed  to  say  that 
when  I  went  out  there  this  morning,  I 
was  afraid;  but  I  had  the  greatest  peace 
in  my  heart  that  I  have  ever  known." 
You  see,  that  young  marine  had  ac- 
cepted Christ  just  a  few  weeks  earlier 
at  one  of  the  services. 

It  was  in  the  battle  of  Hue  City  that 
I  realized  more  fully  the  importance 
of  personal  contact  and  Christian  liter- 
ature. There  was  just  no  time,  nor  was 
it  safe,  to  have  a  group  of  men  meet 
for  a  worship  service.  There  were  oc- 
casions when  time  only  permitted  me 
to  slip  a  man  a  New  Testament  or  a 
gospel  tract.  (Hundreds  of  the  tract, 
Have  You  Heard  About  God's  Gift?, 
were  passed  out  to  marines  in  Viet- 
nam.) Other  times  I  would  pray  with 
a  man  just  before  he  went  out  into 
eternity,  some  I  am  confident,  to  be 
with  the  King  of  kings.  It  may  sound 
incongruous  to  say  that  I  had  the 
privilege  of  crawling  through  the  rice 
paddies  with  the  men  whom  I  served, 
and  when  I  would  look  up  from  the 
mud  to  see  a  marine  there  and  hear 
him  say:  "Chaplain,  thanks  a  lot  for 
that  message  this  morning."  What  a 
tremendous  feeling!  I  knew  I  had  been 
faithful  in  preaching  God's  Word,  faith- 
ful to  Christ  and  faithful  in  inviting 
men  to  trust  the  Saviour. 

When  I  stood  before  that  youth 
group  in  Clayhole,  Kentucky,  twenty 
years  ago  and  told  them  I  was  going 
into  the   ministry,  little  did  I  know 
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what  God  had  in  store  for  me.  I  had 
no  idea  that  I  would  see  so  much,  live 
in  so  many  places,  and  see  God's  hand 
work  in  so  many  wonderful  ways. 

Now,  God  is  opening  another  door 
of  service  for  us.  My  Reserve  Chap- 
laincy contract  with  the  navy  expires 
in  June  1969,  so  our  ministry  as  mili- 
tary missionaries  will  conclude.  How- 
ever, the  Lord  is  already  leading  us 
into  another  exciting  ministry:  that  of 
representing  the  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald  Company  on  the  West  Coast  in 
the  field  of  Christian  literature.  What 
a  thrill  it  is  to  be  led  by  the  Eternal 
God  who  makes  no  mistakes.  In  the 
navy  I  traveled  extensively  meeting 
people  in  all  walks  of  life  who  have 
been  influenced  to  a  great  extent  by 
what  they  have  read.  The  men  in  the 
military  read  nearly  anything  that  is 
available.  Cults  spend  millions  of  dol- 
lars on  literature  to  influence  men's 
minds  with  false  philosophies.  With 
good  Christian  literature,  we  can  stay 
the  devil's  influence  and  win  people  to 
Christ.  As  Christians,  we  have  the 
advantage.  We  have  the  truth  which  is 
God's  Word,  and  we  have  the  Holy 
Spirit  who  will  use  that  truth  in  indi- 
vidual lives. 

In  First  Corinthians,  the  last  few 
verses  of  chapter  fifteen  tell  us  that 
when  Jesus  Christ  returns,  we  shall  be 
changed  and  shall  put  on  immortality. 
However,  in  verse  fifty-eight  we  are  ad- 
monished, during  these  last  days,  to  be 
".  .  .  stedfast,  unmoveable,  always 
abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord, 
forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labour 
is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord."  The  Chris- 
tian literature  ministry  is  God's  work 
and  as  we  abound  in  this  work,  we 
know  that  our  labor  will  not  be  in  vain. 
Pray  for  us  as  we  adjust  to  this  new 
mission  field,  and  as  we  explore  the 
unlimited  possibilities  this  ministry 
offers.  T

fie  Gospel  is  poetry  for 
those  who  have  ears  to  hear.  It  filled 
the  heart  of  Henry  Lute  as  he  penned 
these  words:  "Abide  with  me:  fast  falls 
the  even-tide;  The  darkness  deepens; 
Lord,  with  me  abide:  When  other 
helpers  fail,  and  comforts  flee,  Help 
of  the  helpless,  0  abide  with  me." 

This  is  the  poetry  of  the  Gospel 
that  filled  the  hearts  of  those  who  first 
heard  it  along  the  Galilean  shores,  the 
rocky  hills  and  dusty  paths  of  Palestine. 

Help  of  the  helpless!  This  is  the 
poetry  the  author  of  the  Book  of  He- 
brews heard  when  he  wrote  of  a  God 
who  is  "touched  with  the  feeling  of 
our  infirmities." 

When  Jesus  on  occasion  turned  and 
faced  the  crowd  that  was  following 
after  Him,  and  in  no  uncertain  terms 
laid  down  the  cost  of  discipleship,  the 
helpless  ones  stayed  to  hear  more. 


A 


s  Luke  recorded  it 
(15:1-2),  "Then  drew  near  unto  him  all 
the  publicans  and  sinners  for  to  hear 
him.  And  the  Pharisees  and  scribes 
murmured,  saying,  This  man  receiveth 
sinners,  and  eateth  with  them."  These 
were  the  "down-and-outs,"  the  out- 
casts, the  dregs  of  society,  the  morally 


and  spiritually  bankrupt— the  helpless. 

This  is  the  poetry  of  the  Gospel 
that  sets  hearts  to  singing  today:  "For 
we  have  not  an  high  priest  which  can- 
not be  touched  with  the  feeling  of  our 
infirmities;  but  was  in  all  points  tempt- 
ed like  as  we  are,  yet  without  sin" 
(Heb.4:15). 

Jesus  Christ  was  tempted  as  we  are, 
yet  He  was  without  sin.  He  suffered 
agony,  physical  needs,  betrayal  by 
friends.  He  shed  tears  of  sympathy. 
We  are  never  to  forget  that  He  knows 
our  needs.  Born  in  a  stable,  He  is  not 
the  rich  king  who  knows  nothing  of 
the  plight  of  the  poor. 

The  poetry  of  the  Gospel  is  not  that 
God  pities  us,  nor  is  sorry  for  us,  but 
that  He  is  in  sympathy  with  us.  He  has 
felt  our  struggles  with  Satan— the  hu- 
man weaknesses:  temptation,  weari- 
ness, pain,  heartache,  sorrow.  Jesus 
experienced  these  things. 

A  detailed  study  of  the  Church's 
role  in  the  racial  crisis  in  America  by  a 
leading  newsmagazine  two  summers 
ago  revealed,  among  other  things,  that 
the  men  held  in  highest  esteem  by  the 
Negro  were  the  Catholic  priests  who 
lived  and  worked  in  the  teeming 
ghettos,  not  the  cleric  who  flew  in  to 
be  jailed  overnight  and  flew  back  to 
his  air-conditioned  office  the  next  day. 


W.  Winton  Enloe,  Jr.,  is  a  Presbyterian  US 
missionary  in  Hiroshima,  Japan. 
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There  is  something  about  genuine  con- 
cern that  calls  forth,  from  the  helpless, 
a  response  of  trust  and  devotion.  And 
the  more  helpless  a  person  may  be,  the 
more  qualified  is  the  response  of  love 
and  gratitude. 

Paul,  as  a  prisoner  of  the  Roman 
government,  was  on  his  way  to  Rome. 
Friendless  and  in  chains,  he  reached 
the  outskirts  of  Rome  where  a  few 
Christians  came  out  to  meet  him. 
When  Paul  saw  them,  he  "thanked  God 
and  took  courage"  (Acts  28:15). 
Gloom  and  despair  turned  to  comfort 
and  courage,  because  someone  cared 
enough  to  come  and  stand  alongside. 

The  poetry  of  the  Gospel,  for  those 
who  have  ears  to  hear,  is  the  good 
news  that  someone  does  care,  and  that 
someone  has  come,  and  does  stand 
alongside. 
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or  many  years  the  suc- 
cess of  Alcoholics  Anonymous  has 
been  based  upon  a  simple,  scientific 
fact:  Healing,  for  certain  diseases,  be- 
gins when  the  complete  helplessness  of 
one's  condition  is  recognized  and  con- 
fessed. That  is  why  the  victim  so  often 
must  reach  the  bottom  socially,  physi- 
cally, and  spiritually  before  he  con- 
fesses his  utter  helplessness  to  deal 
[with  the  problem.  Then  healing  be- 
gins. 

Preaching  in  a  rescue  mission  in  the 
jheart  of  a  large  city,  I  have  seen  men 
{respond  to  the  poetry  of  the  Gospel. 
There  is  little  need  to  remind  a  gradu- 
ate of  a  great  university,  his  business 
jruined,  deserted  by  family  and  friends, 
that  he  is  lost.  He  knows  that.  But  his 
heart  responds  to  the  news  that  there 
is  help  for  the  helpless;  that  there  is

someone  in  sympathy  with  his  weak- 
ness, who  stands  alongside,  to  whom 
he  can  turn  for  help. 

The  comparatively  recent  scientific 
discovery  that  in  certain  types  of  ill- 
ness, awareness  of  one's  condition  is  a 
prerequisite  to  healing,  is  an  ancient 
spiritual  truth.  Jesus  illustrated  this 
in  His  parable  about  the  prodigal  son. 
The  young  man  left  home.  He  blew 
his  fortune  in  one  big  spree.  The  end 
of  the  line  was  a  pig  pen.  Here,  Jesus 
said,  "He  came  to  himself."  For  this 
young  man,  the  road  home  began  with 
an  awareness  of  his  condition. 
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n  the  first  beatitude,  which  is 
the  foundation  of  all  the  rest,  and  of 
the  Christian  ethic  which  follows  in 
the  Sermon  on  the  Mount ,  Jesus  taught : 
"How  blest  are  those  who  know  that 
they  are  poor;  the  kingdom  of  heaven 
is  theirs"  (Matt.  5:3). 

In  writing  to  the  church  at  Corinth, 
Paul  reminded  the  people  of  this  fact. 
"My  brothers,  think  what  sort  of  peo- 
ple you  are,  whom  God  has  called. 
Few  of  you  are  men  of  wisdom,  by 
any  human  standard;  few  are  powerful 
or  highly  born.  Yet  to  shame  the  wise, 
God  has  chosen  what  the  world  counts 
folly,  and  to  shame  what  is  strong,  God 
has  chosen  what  the  world  counts 
weakness.  He  has  chosen  things  low 
and  contemptible,  mere  nothings,  to 
overthrow  the  existing  order.  And  so 
there  is  no  place  for  human  pride  in 
the  presence  of  God." 

The  Gospel  is  poetry  for  those  who 
have  ears  to  hear.  But  what  of  those 
who  do  not  hear?  What  of  those  who 
do  not  know  that  they  are  poor  and 
helpless? 

C.  S.  Lewis  in  his  book,  Beyond 
Personality,  comments  on  this  ques- 
tion. "If  you  have  sound  nerves  and 
intelligence  and  health  and  popularity 
and  a  good  upbringing,  you  are  likely 
to  be  quite  satisfied  with  your  charac- 
ter as  it  is.  A  certain  level  of  good 
conduct  comes  fairly  easily  to  you. 
You  are  not  one  of  those  wretched 


creatures  who  are  always  being  tripped 
up  by  sex,  or  nervousness,  or  bad  tem- 
per. 

"Everyone  says  you  are  a  nice  chap 
and  you  agree  with  them.  You  are 
quite  likely  to  believe  that  all  this 
niceness  is  your  own  doing.  Often 
people  who  have  all  these  natural  kinds 
of  goodness  cannot  be  brought  to  rec- 
ognize their  need  for  Christ,  until,  one 
day,  the  natural  goodness  lets  them 
down  and  their  self-satisfaction  is  shat- 
tered." 


he 


he  problem  of  proclaim- 
ing the  Gospel  in  Japan  stems  from 
two  sources.  In  the  society  and  cul- 
ture in  which  we  live,  the  natural  man 
and  his  talents  have  been  elevated  to  a 
high  degree,  and  a  sense  of  need  and 
helplessness  is  not  only  totally  absent, 
but  difficult  to  instill.  The  second 
facet  is  our  own  lack  of  conviction  of 
man's  helplessness  and  the  Gospel's 
relevancy  in  meeting  this  need. 

I  am  afraid  that  too  often  in  the 
Church  we  busy  ourselves  with  trying 
to  beautify  the  pig  pen.  In  general  we 
try  to  make  the  prodigal  feel  at  home 
in  his  environment  instead  of  showing 
him  his  need  in  the  sight  of  God  and 
showing  him  the  way  back  to  the 
Father's  house. 

The  poetry  of  the  Gospel  sings  of 
help  for  the  helpless,  of  "mercy  and 
grace  to  help  in  time  of  need."  There 
is  mercy  in  relation  to  our  weakness 
and  sin.  There  is  grace  suited  to  the 
need  of  the  hour.  The  poetry  of  the 
Gospel  is  the  news  that  in  Christ  there 
are  no  charges  against  the  helpless  who 
have  turned  to  Him  for  help. 

"For  we  have  not  an  high  priest 
which  cannot  be  touched  with  the  feel- 
ing of  our  infirmities;  but  was  in  all 
points  tempted  like  as  we  are,  yet 
without  sin.  Let  us  therefore  come 
boldly  unto  the  throne  of  grace,  that 
we  may  obtain  mercy,  and  find  grace 
to  help  in  time  of  need"  (Heb.  4: 1 5-16).

It  was  twenty-three  years  ago  at  one 
of  the  large  Naval  Training  Centers. 
We  stood  at  attention  on  the  "grinder" 
that  was  larger  than  four  football  fields. 
Not  a  muscle  moved. 

The  inspecting  officer,  a  "four- 
striper,"  was  approaching.  My  stomach 
felt   funny,  sweat  trickled  down  the 


center  of  my  back,  my  legs  began  to 
ache,  and  of  all  things,  my  nose  started 
to  itch. 

My  mind  went  back  to  the  ten 
weeks  of  training  that  I  had  just  gone 
through.  Some  of  the  things  that  the 
company  commander  told  our  com- 
pany to  do,  seemed  senseless— then! 
Now,  it  was  clear.  We  thought  it  wasn't 
right  that  we  were  taught  not  to  move 
when  in  ranks— then!  But  now,  we  saw 
the  importance  of  it.  This  was  the 
final  test  of  our  training— this  was  the 
big  exam.  How  would  we  stand  under 
the  critical  eye  of  "The  Old  Man"?  It 
All  Depended  on  How  Well  We  Were 
Prepared! 

My  mind  started  to  stray  and  tumble 
off  into  the  future.  "How  would  I 
make  out  at  the  'Big  Inspection'?" 
"What  would  the  'Inspecting  Officer' 
in  the  sky  say  when  He  looked  me 
over?"  I  realized  I  was  thinking  in 
eternal  dimensions,  so  I  best  look  for 
the  answers  in  that  area. 

The  Bible  is  a  book  for  all  people, 
it's  message  is  boundless!  It  is  here 
that  I  realized  I  must  turn  to  find  the 
answers  to  these  questions  of  life.  The 
Master  said:  ".  .  .  I  am  come  that  they 
might  have  life,  and  that  they  might 
have  it  more  abundantly"  (John 
10:10).  Did  I  have  life— or  was  I  mere- 
ly existing?  Surely  this  LIFE  must  be 
connected  in  some  way  to  the  One 
who  posed  this  promise.  What  did  I 
know  about  Him?  Very  little,  if  any- 
thing at  all.  Oh,  I  had  heard  His  name 
mentioned,  but  usually  in  connection 
with  a  quick  flare  of  anger.  No,  I 
really  did  not  know  this  person— Jesus 
Christ. 

My  mind  snapped  back  to  present 
things-the  "Skipper"  was  getting 
closer  and  I  would  be  standing  face  to 
face  with  him  in  no  time.  I  wasn't 
afraid  to  face  him— I  had  prepared! 
BUT  WHAT  ABOUT  THE  ETERNAL 
INSPECTOR? 

The  Bible  states:  "As  many  as  re- 
ceived him,  to  them  gave  he  the  power 
to  become  the  sons  of  God,  even  to 
them  that  believe  on  his  name"  (John 
1:12);  and  "If  we  confess  our  sins,  he 
is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our 


sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  un- 
righteousness" (I  John  1 :9). 

The  captain  was  looking  at  the  third 
sailor  to  my  left.  I  overheard  him  say, 
"You  look  sharp,  sailor— you've  pre- 
pared well."  I  was  confident  that  I 
would  receive  the  same  complimentary 
remarks.  But  then  I  remembered— I 
couldn't  get  the  piping  on  my  "blues" 
as  white  as  I  wanted  it,  and  I  couldn't 
seem  to  get  that  "spit-shine"  on  my 
shoes  like  the  other  fellows.  /  Wish 
I  Could  Have  Had  Someone  to  Stand 
Personal  Inspection  in  My  Place! 

My  mind  flickered  back  to  just  a 
couple  of  days  ago  in  the  barracks 
when  I  heard  a  fellow  sailor  say  that 
Jesus  Christ  took  his  place  on  the  Cross 
of  Calvary  for  forgiveness  of  sin.  Christ 
took  his  place  in  the  "Big  Inspection." 
I  thought  of  my  own  life— it  wasn't  so 
bad.  Of  course,  there  were  some  things 
that  shouldn't  be  there,  and— could  I 
stand  before  a  Holy  God  when  I  had 
even  a  little  wrong  with  my  life? 

I  remembered  someone  quoting  the 
Bible  as  saying:  ".  .  .  There  is  none 
righteous,  no,  not  one:  There  is  none 
that  seeketh  after  God.  They  are  all 
gone  out  of  the  way,  they  are  to- 
gether become  unprofitable;  there  is 
none  that  doeth  good,  no,  not  one" 
(Rom.  3:10-12).  I  thought  that  pretty 
well  covered  it— if  I  wanted  to  pass  that 
"Big  Inspection,"  I'd  better  take  care 
of  things.  I  was  quickly  awakened 
from  my  daydreaming,  for  I  was  look- 
ing straight  into  the  face  of  the  man 
who  wore  the  cap  with  the  "scrambled 
eggs." 

I  have  found  someone  to  stand  the 
"Big  Inspection"  for  me— Jesus  Christ. 
When  He  died  on  the  cross,  He  said, 
".  .  .  Father,  forgive  them;  for  they 
know  not  what  they  do  .  .  ."  (Luke 
23:34).  Jesus  Christ  stood  the  inspec- 
tion for  me  and  passed.  He  is  now 
".  .  .  even  at  the  right  hand  of  God, 
who  also  maketh  intercession  for  us" 
(Rom.  8:34). 

He  can  and  will  do  the  same  for 
you.  He  has  stood  the  inspection  for 
you  already,  all  you  have  to  do  is  take 
Him  into  your  life  and  live  for  Him.

On  Tuesday  morning,  December  3, 
Paul  Noffsinger,  D.O.,  learned  he  was 
suffering  from  an  incurable  disease. 
On  December  7,  two  days  before  he 
died,  Dr.  Noffsinger  penned  the  follow- 
ing letter  which  was  read  at  his  funeral 
in  Seattle. 

In  the  course  of  human  events  there 
comes  a  time  in  the  life  of  every  hu- 
man creation  that  he  must  face  that 
inevitable  day  when  he  departs  this 
life. 

That  day  has  come  to  me  and  I  must 
confess  that  when  I  learned  I  was  suf- 
fering from  a  fulminating  incurable 
disease,  the  human  part  of  my  being 
manifested  itself  momentarily.  I  was 
prepared,  however,  to  keep  it  from 
getting  the  upper  hand,  and  since  then 
I  have  gradually  gained  a  divine  strength 
that  has  given  me  a  peace  that  passes 
all  human  understanding,  including  my 
own. 

My  first  thought  was  of  my  family 
and  how  I  could  impart  the  reality  of 
life  to  them.  God  gave  me  the  answer. 
Oh,  yes,  we  had  some  very  trying 
emotional  moments— but  my  wonder- 
ful family  gave  me  that  assurance  of 
their  love  for  me,  and  I  knew  I  loved 
them.  .  .  .  This  last  experience  in  my 
life  has  been  worth  it  all. 

My  ability  to  face  this  reality  has 
had  its  background  in  a  mother  and  a 


grandmother  who  early  in  life  acquaint- 
ed me  with  a  gracious  and  loving 
Heavenly  Father.  I,  as  Timothy,  had 
known  the  Scriptures  from  my  youth 
through  them.  I  learned  that  "all  have 
sinned"  and  that  "there  is  none  righ- 
teous, no,  not  one."  For  a  time  I 
strayed  away,  but  returned  to  God  and 
His  saving  grace.  Since  I  have  in  my 
weak,  stumbling  way  committed  sins 
against  God  and  my  fellowman  I  could 
not  face  God  with  a  righteousness  of 
my  own  and  say,  "Lord,  have  I  not 
done  many  wonderful  works  in  thy 
name?"  I  can  face  Him,  however,  with 
a  faith  that  His  grace  and  love  will 
bridge  the  gap,  through  the  blood  of 
Jesus  Christ  His  son.  "I  know  whom  I 
have  believed,  and  am  persuaded  that 
he  is  able  to  keep  that  which  I  have 
committed  unto  him  against  that  [in- 
evitable] day." 

With  this  faith,  I  face  eternity  with 
confidence  in  a  just  God  who  will  deal 
with  me  as  a  son  and  fellow  being  with 
His  son.  . .  . 

Actually,  it  gives  one  a  feeling  of  a 
release  from  the  load  of  life.  .  .  .  My 
days  have  been  full  though  I  shall  not 
attain  the  allotted  three  score  and  ten 
years.  With  these  thoughts  I  leave  this 
life,  trusting  and  hoping  that  I  shall  be 
considered  among  those  who  "Being

'irtually  every  African  country 
has  as  an  official  policy  the  principle 
of  'Africanization';  that  is,  they  are 
willing  to  tolerate  non-Africans  only 
until  the  black  natives  are  qualified  to 
take  over  the  jobs  that  whites  now 
hold.  It  may  be  a  long  time,  but  even- 
tually Africans  will  replace  white  job- 
holders, and  then  presumably  the 
whites  will  have  to  leave."  This  com- 
ment appeared  recently  in  a  secular 
news  magazine. 

In  the  light  of  history  many  of  us 
would  be  most  sympathetic  to  this  de- 
sire on  the  part  of  the  African  to  oc- 
cupy positions  that  control  his  own 
destiny,  or  to  reap  the  material  rewards 
that  the  natural  resources  and  indus- 
trial possibilities  of  the  country  offer. 
But  let  us  not  overlook  the  fact  that 
this  statement  affects  the  foreign- 
mission  program  in  a  country  as  well 
as  secular  and  political  positions.  Na- 
tionals want  to  control  the  institutional 
programs  instituted  by  the  mission,  as 
well  as  the  operations  of  their  church. 
When  mission  organizations  are  reluc- 
tant to  train  the  national,  or  are  slow 
to  turn  over  controls  as  the  church 
matures,  they  are  subjecting  themselves 
to  severe  criticisms,  and  running  the 


risk  of  eventual  expulsion  from  the 
country. 

Even  those  missions  which  have  fol- 
lowed the  policy  of  an  indigenous 
church  and  have  sought  to  prepare  the 
Africans  for  positions  of  leadership, 
are  today  finding  themselves  under 
attack.  Nationalism,  plus  the  world- 
wide spirit  of  unrest  and  revolt,  have 
infected  some  within  the  Christian 
community  and  they  have  been  led  to 
make  demands  on  mission  societies 
that  threaten  the  present  structure  of 
missions.  This  has  led  to  a  reappraisal 
of  mission  policy  among  some  foreign 
mission  boards,  and  organizational 
changes  are  suggested  in  the  latest 
articles  dealing  with  missions. 

One  of  the  most  radical  plans  calls

for  a  complete  merger  of  the  church 
and  mission.  Under  this  plan  the  mis- 
sionary becomes  a  "fraternal  worker," 
completely  subject  to  the  national 
church.  This  in  itself  is  not  objection- 
able to  most  missionaries.  What  is  dis- 
turbing is  the  fact  that  in  many  cases 
it  is  not  the  national  church  to  which 
the  missionary  is  subject,  but  to  a  few 
leaders  who  would  interpret  the  words 
"work  under"  to  mean  something  other 
than  a  fulfillment  of  the  missionary 
calling.  To  have  his  role  in  missions 
reduced  to  that  of  social  worker  or 
flunky,  will  cause  the  Christian  who 
has  committed  his  life  to  missions  and 
prepared  himself  for  this  service,  to 
question  seriously  his  missionary  call. 

Nationals  want  control  of  mission 
operations.  As  far  as  Brethren  Missions 
is  concerned,  we  would  be  pleased  to 
turn  over  to  them  all  that  the  church  is 
qualified  to  handle.    The  church  itself 
does  have  its  own  organization  and  has 
not  been  under  the  control  of  the  mis- 
sion for  many  years.   The  Bible  Insti- 
tute has  an  African  director  and  teach- 
ers; the  medical  division  of  the  mission  I 
program  is  almost  completely  run  by  I 
the  Africans  with  missionary  doctors  I 
and  nurses  in  advisory  roles.  All  other   1 
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programs  have  the  same  goal  and  seek 
to  enlist  the  church's  cooperation.  The 
mission  has  no  desire  to  hang  onto 
property,  buildings,  or  positions  if  the 
church  is  ready  to  assume  the  responsi- 
bility. We  do  not  feel,  however,  that 
the  solution  in  Africa  at  this  point  lies 
in  the  direction  of  abolishing  the  mis- 
sion and  placing  missionary  personnel 
and  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  African 
church.  Although  some  groups  have 
adopted  this  policy,  it  is  too  early  to 
evaluate  its  effectiveness.  Early  reports 
indicate  that  the  arrangement  is  not 
as  palatable  to  the  church  as  nationals 
initially  assumed  it  would  be,  nor  is  the 
arrangement  enthusiastically  received 
by  missionaries.  In  some  cases  mission 
societies  are  finding  it  difficult  to  keep 
their  missionaries  on  the  field  under 
such  a  program. 

The  Brethren  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  has  no  other  interest  than  to 
glorify  the  Lord  and  establish  and 
strengthen  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ. 
As  we  grapple  with  complex  problems 
that  face  missions  today  we  are  aware 
that  change  is  upon  us,  and  we  know 
that  we  must  adapt  ourselves  to  the 
times.  We  listen  as  new  solutions  to 
present-day  mission  problems  are  draft- 
ed in  the  fertile  minds  of  missiologists, 
and  then  are  forged  on  the  anvil  of  ex- 
perience. We  will  not  hesitate  to  apply 
the  lessons  learned  to  our  mission  pol- 
icy and  procedures,  but  up  to  now 
there  is  no  valid  proof  that  the  course 
we  pursue  is  in  error.  The  day  may 
come  when  the  mission,  as  a  separate 
organization,  will  have  served  its  use- 
fulness. Perhaps  some  missionaries  will 
then  remain  on  the  field  at  the  request 
of  the  national  church  to  serve  as 
technicians  or  fraternal  workers,  while 
others  move  on  to  new  harvest  fields. 
,For  the  present,  our  policy  coincides 
with  the  following  statement  developed 
at  the  Congress  on  the  Church's  World- 
wide Mission  in  Wheaton,  Illinois,  in 
1966: 

"We  declare  that  proper  relation- 
ship between  churches  and  missions 
can  only  be  realized  in  the  cooperative 
partnership  in  order  to  fulfill  the  mis- 
sion of  the  church  to  evangelize  the 
world  in  this  generation,  that  the 
mission  society  exist  to  evangelize,  to 
multiply  churches,  and  to  strengthen 
the  existing  churches.  Therefore,  we 
recognize  a  continuing  distinction  be- 
tween the  church  established  on  the 
field  and  the  missionary  agency."      ▼ 


He'll  Return  to  France  -  With  Wife 


The  individual  testimonies  of 
Christians  who  have  yielded  their 
lives  to  the  Lord  for  His  service,  and 
then  of  the  way  He  has  directed 
them  to  the  specific  place  where 
He  would  have  them,  are  master- 
pieces which  should  thrill  men's 
souls. 

Dan  and  Sherry  Hammers  have 
sought  and  found  the  Lord's  di- 
rection for  their  lives.  Both  were 
born  into  and  reared  in  Christian 
homes— Brethren  homes. 

Home  to  Sherry  is  Wooster,  Ohio. 
She  came  to  know  Christ  as  her 
Saviour  when  she  was  seven,  and 
has  been  a  member  of  Wooster's 
First  Brethren  Church  through  the 
years.

Thomas  Hammers,  and  experienced 
the  years  of  childhood  and  youth  in 
the  parsonage.

By  then  Dan 
was,  as  he  puts  it,  "becoming  rest- 
less to  see  what  was  going  on  out- 
side this  rather  sheltered  Christian 
atmosphere.  I  felt  myself  growing 
stale  because  I  had  received  so  much 
in  Christian  instruction  but  I  wasn't 
putting  much  of  it  to  use  in  a 
practical  way." 

Dan's  friend  and  classmate,  Larry 
DeArmey,  was  experiencing  feelings 
similar  to  Dan's.  Together  they  con- 
cocted a  scheme  which  they  thought 
was  "probably  the  most  ridiculous 
thing  we  had  ever  done,"  for  they 
decided  to  investigate  the  "remote 


possibility"  that  the  Brethren  For- 
eign Missionary  Society  might  be 
able  to  use  their  services  "some- 
where, in  some  way"  for  the  sum- 
mer ahead.  Much  to  their  amaze- 
ment they  found  that  two  young 
men  such  as  themselves  were  being 
sought  for  the  work  in  France. 

With  the  necessary  preparation 
completed,  the  two  young  men  de- 
parted for  France  in  June  of  1966. 
As  the  first  of  the  FMS  cadet  mis- 
sionaries, Dan  and  Larry  spent  not 
just  a  summer  but  fifteen  months 
in  France,  returning  home  in  time 
to  resume  their  seminary  studies  in 
the  fall  of  '66.  During  the  semi- 
nary years,  the  Lord  showed  Dan 
the  girl  who  was  to  be  his  life  com- 
panion, one  who  already  had  yielded 
her  life  to  the  Lord  for  His  service. 
They  were  married  the  summer 
after  Sherry's  college  graduation. 

Now  under  appointment  for  ser- 
vice in  France,  Dan  and  Sherry  are 
scheduled  to  depart  from  the  U.S. 
in  late  August  to  spend  their  first 
year  in  France  in  language  study  at 
Albertville.  There  are  many  chal- 
lenges ahead,  even  before  their  de- 
parture, including  the  need  for  back- 
ing by  Brethren  churches  in  supply- 
ing their  total  support  and  outfit 
funds. 

Please  bear  up  this  young  couple 
with  your  prayer  and  tangible  help. 
They  have  been  faithful  in  their  re- 
sponse to  the  Lord's  call  and  direc- 
tion; much  in  their  future  will  de- 
pend upon  your  response  to  their

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Death  in  Africa  — 
A  Stormy  Affair

L^eath  in  Africa  is  not  the  covered, 
quiet  affair  it  is  in  the  United  States, 
where  the  undertaker  comes  and  calm- 
ly takes  the  body  away.  Death  in 
Africa  is  a  stormy  affair.  The  drums 
beat;  friends  come  from  other  villages 
to  cry  and  mourn  for  the  soul  of  the 
dead  one  for  at  least  three  days.  Death 
is  very  real  in  Africa— a  stark  reminder 
that  we  are  only  pilgrims  in  this  world. 

Many  times  when  I  have  heard  the 
death  drum  I  have  asked  if  the  person 
was  prepared  to  die.  And  many  times 
the  answer  has  been,  "No." 

This  is  probably  the  compelling 
factor  which  takes  me  out  into  the 
villages  to  garner  some  of  the  grain  into 
God's  granary  before  it  falls  to  the 
ground  and  is  spoiled  and  wasted. 

For  a  number  of  years  I  have  been 
going  to  the  villages  to  take  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  to  those  people  who  are 
lost  in  sin  with  no  hope  for  eternal 
life. 

This  is  the  way  we  go  about  doing 
this  work. 

We  have  a  small  Volkswagen.  A 
young  man,  usually  a  student  at  the 
junior  Bible  school  who  knows  the 
tribal  language  well,  goes  with  me  to 
translate  what  I  speak  in  Sango.  We 
begin  out  about  25  kilometers  (approx- 
imately 1 5  miles)  on  one  of  the  roads 
from  the   station,  and  then   work 


towards  home.  There  are  many  villages 
around  Yaloke  especially,  and  we  try 
to  reach  every  one.  Many  times  we 
have  more  response  in  the  smaller  vil- 
lages because  they  have  previously  been 
neglected. 

When  we  arrive  in  the  village  for  the 
meeting,  we  drive  up  and  down  the 
road,  calling  to  the  people  to  come 
and  hear  the  Word  of  God  under  a 
certain  shady  tree  we  have  chosen  in 
the  middle  of  the  village. 

I  take  along  my  violin,  and  as  soon 
as  chairs  are  brought  to  sit  on,  I  start 
playing  the  instrument.  When  it  looks 
as  if  all  the  people  are  there  who  are 
coming,  we  sing  a  couple  of  hymns  and 
have  prayer.  Then  I  give  the  lesson  in 
Sango  and  my  young  man  interprets 
it  into  the  native  tongue.  Although 
many  of  the  people  understand  most 
or  all  of  what  I  say  in  Sango,  some  of 
the  older  people  and  children  know 
only  their  own  dialect. 

In  the  past  I  have  used  some  flannel- 
graph  material  in  teaching,  but  it  is 
difficult  because  often  the  wind  both- 
ers and  there  is  no  place  to  put  the 
board  or  figures.   More  recently  I  have

been  making  flash  card  books,  which 
helps  to  keep  the  attention  and  gives 
better  understanding. 

I  am  daily  filled  with  awe  and  won- 
der that  God  has  chosen  me  to  help  in 
the  great  work  of  winning  souls  for 
His  glorious  kingdom,  and  I  am  truly 
grateful.  I  think  there  is  no  greater 
joy  than  that  of  winning  a  person  for 
Christ,  and  thus  saving  him  from  death 
and  giving  him  the  promise  of  everlast- 
ing life. 

In  the  past  few  weeks  we  have  seen 
a  great  moving  of  the  Spirit  in  the 
village  meetings.  In  a  little  over  a 
month's  time  there  have  been  196  first- 
time  confessions  and  thirty  who  have 
returned  to  the  Lord.  What  has  brought 
this  great  increase?  Maybe  the  hour 
when  God's  grace  will  be  removed  is 
sooner  than  we  think.  We  must  truly 
work  for  the  night  is  coming  when  our 
work  will  be  finished. 

From  the  time  that  we  returned  to 
the  field  in  November  of  1967  until 
now  (the  end  of  February,  1969),  466 
have  accepted  Christ,  178  have  come 
back  to  the  Lord,  and  46  have  dedi- 
cated their  lives  for  service.  Yes,  God 
has  blessed  His  Word,  and  it  has  not 
returned  void.  Pray  that  if  it  should  be 
His  will,  we  will  be  able  to  reach  many 
more  in  these  village  meetings  before 
our  time  in  Africa  is  finished.  ▼

the  love  that  yields  its  rights,  its  coveted  leisure,  its  pet  plans,  I  am  nothing." 

If  I  have  perfect  knowledge  and  proven  experiences  so  that  I  "can  heal  all  manner  of 
sickness  and  disease,  but  wound  hearts  and  hurt  feelings  for  want  of  love  that  is  kind,  I  am 
nothing." 

If  I  am  able  to  build  houses  that  protect  health,  shield  from  sun  and  prolong  lives  of 
missionaries,  and  can  bring  about  terraces  and  landscapes  that  please  the  eye  and  relax  the 
tensions  of  the  soul; and  if  I  am  irritable  and  touchy,  hardly  noticing  when  others  do  right 
and  pointing  out  every  mistake,  love  is  stifled;  I  am  nothing. 

If  I  have  all  manner  of  gifts  of  inventing,  making,  repairing,  and  if  I  allow  my  clever- 
ness and  ingenuity  to  sharpen  my  tongue  and  to  bring  to  light  failures  and  faults  of 
others,  I  am  nothing.

A  REWARDING  MINISTRY 


r\ missionary's  experience  is  varied. 
There  is  pastoral  work,  preaching, 
evangelism,  camp-directing,  open-air 
meetings,  tent  meetings  and  teaching, 
to  mention  a  few.  The  last  mentioned 
is  without  a  doubt  one  of  the  most  re- 
warding, whether  in  the  local  church, 
in  a  Christian  high  school,  or  in  the 
Bible  Institute. 

The  work  of  teaching  takes  the  mis- 
sionary to  his  Bible— not  to  read  it 
superficially  or  even  in  a  devotional 
way.  Rather,  it  is  to  find  out,  as  best 
he  can,  what  it  means,  and  to  be  ready 
to  answer  questions  which  the  students 
are  sure  to  have.  This  means  study- 
hours  of  study.  It  means,  too,  an  en- 
riching in  his  own  life.  How  the  Word 
takes  on  new  and  deeper  meaning! 
One  becomes  convinced— not  only  be- 
cause someone  said  so,  but  because  he 
has  experienced  it  in  his  life  and  minis- 
try—that the  answer  is  in  the  Book,  if 
we  only  know  the  Book. 

In  our  recent  bout  with  neo-pente- 
costalism  we  were  grateful  for  what 
our  professors  had  taught  us  in  our 
days  of  formal  training,  and  for  every 
hour  we  had  spent  in  the  Word  of  God 
since  being  in  missionary  service.  In 
spite  of  the  heartaches  we  have  suf- 
fered in  the  past  couple  of  years,  the 
beauty  of  the  Word  of  Truth  has  be- 
come clearer  before  our  eyes.  And  we 
thank  our  wonderful  Lord  for  this. 

The  ministry  of  teaching  is  reward- 
ing in  the  classroom.  As  the  teacher 
"bringeth  forth  out  of  his  treasure 
things  new  and  old,"  it  is  a  joy  to  see 
the  response  of  the  students.  Many 
are  relatively  young  in  the  Christian 
life  and  their  knowledge  of  the  Bible  is 
very  limited.  Much  of  what  they  hear 
is  new  and  thrilling.  Too,  they  are 
thinking  of  the  challenge  of  passing 
along  this  teaching  to  others.  So  they 
truly  thrill  in  much  of  what  they  hear 
and  learn. 

The  ministry  of  teaching  is  reward- 
ing as  the  missionary  sees  his  former 


students  out  in  the  work  of  the  Lord, 
winning  souls  and  teaching  the  be- 
lievers. I  have  often  thought  of  our 
professors  at  Grace  Seminary  and  Col- 
lege whose  former  students  are  now 
scattered  throughout  the  world  win- 
ning souls  and  teaching  God's  people. 
What  a  satisfaction  this  must  be!  On 
a  smaller  scale,  we  missionaries  in 
Argentina  have  the  same  joy. 

And  I  think  of  one  other  reward 
which  comes  from  teaching  the  Word 
of  the  Lord.  It  is  the  realization  of 
carrying  out  our  Lord's  command.  It 
is  not  enough  to  win  folks  to  the  Lord. 
To  do  nothing  more  would  be  compar- 
able to  abandoning  a  newborn  babe. 
It  is  necessary  to  continue  with  the 
long,  arduous  task  of  "teaching  them 
to  observe  all  things."  The  teaching 
ministry  is  really  not  very  glamorous, 
but  it  is  necessary  and  practical,  and 
also  pleasing  to  the  Lord.    And  this 


last  factor  is  the  greatest  impetus  in 
Christian  service.  -. 

There  is  a  place  in  Argentina  for  the 
Bible  teacher.  Interest  in  God's  Word 
is  more  disseminated  than  ever  before. 
I  have  recently  been  having  classes  in 
the  home  of  a  Jewish  couple,  and  they 
have  invited  friends  both  Jewish  and 
Gentile.  They  are  not  converted,  but 
they  have  a  keen  interest  in  God's 
Word. 

There  seems  to  be  a  new  interest  in 
God's  Word  among  Catholics.  Many 
are  reading  the  Bible,  whereas  they 
feared  it  a  few  years  back.  But  the 
question  in  many  hearts  is  this:  "How 
can  I  understand  [what  I  read]  except 
some  man  should  guide  me?" 

Is  God  calling  you  to  "guide"souls 
to  Christ  in  Argentina  and  to  teach 
them  His  precious  truths?  ▼

'y  way  of  a  true  story,  I  want  to 
point  out  just  how  logical  the  Bible  is.

Santo,  one  of  the  faithful  men, 
came  along  with  his  manual  phono- 
graph to  preach  his  way  through  a 
couple  of  records.  Although  he  is 
fifty-nine  years  old  (a  one-year-old 
babe  in  Christ),  and  can  neither  read 
nor  write,  this  man  is  a  powerful  wit- 
ness through  his  life  for  Jesus  Christ. 
(He  was  the  former  town  drunk  and 
policeman,  if  you  can  imagine  the  two 
together.) 

The  results  of  that  afternoon-three 
decisions  for  Christ.  Three  eternal  re- 
sults in  less  than  an  hour! 

The  missionary  learned  later  that  he 
was  the  first  pastor,  missionary,  or 
Christian  worker  ever  to  go  down  this 
road.  Can  you  imagine  his  thrill  in  this 
privilege?    What  a  great  adventure  be- 


ing a  Christian  is  for  those  who  dare  to 
be  used  in  giving  out  a  testimony. 

You  say,  "That's  great,  but  what 
has  this  to  do  with  the  Bible  being 
logical?"

10:14  and  15  asks:  "How  then  shall 
they  call  on  him  in  whom  they  have 
not  believed?  and  how  shall  they  be- 
lieve in  him  of  whom  they  have  not 
heard?  and  how  shall  they  hear  with- 
out a  preacher?  And  how  shall  they 
preach,  except  they  be  sent?" 

Let's  put  this  into  our  own  words. 
Surely,  one  has  to  believe  to  be  saved. 
But,  to  believe  he  has  to  hear  the  Gos- 
pel at  least  once.  And  to  have  heard, 
someone  had  to  be  interested  enough 
to  tell  him.  Now  the  Lord  could  have 
given  to  angels  this  job  of  spreading 
the  word  that  Jesus  saves,  or  He  could 
have  raised  up  rocks  to  do  the  work 
of  testifying  to  others-but  He  did  not.

saved  because  they  believed  on  Christ, 
and  they  heard  about  Christ  at  least 
once  because  Raimundo  was  interested 
enough  in  their  souls  to  invite  the  men 
of  the  church  to  visit  the  home. 

It  is  Raimundo's  responsibility— and 
it  is  our  responsibility— to  get  the  word 
out  that  Jesus  saves,  because  many 
have  never  heard  or  even  seen  a  Protes- 
tant in  their  town. 

Half  the  population  here  in  Brazil 
is  under  eighteen  years  of  age.  Young 
person,  have  you  dedicated  your  life 
and  said,  "I'll  go  where  You  want  me 
to  go,  and  do  what  You  want  me  to 
do,  and  say  what  You  want  me  to 
say"?  If  you  have,  are  you  following 
through? 

Logically  speaking,  we  believers  are 
letting  the  heathen  go  to  hell!  The 
Father  showed  His  love  when  He  sent 
His  Son,  and  the  Son  showed  His  love 
when  He  took  our  sins  upon  himself 
and  died  on  a  cross,  and  the  Holy  Spirit 
was  sent  to  convict  the  unsaved.  How- 
ever, we  have  the  privilege  and  the  task 
of  telling  everybody  about  Jesus-. 

Yes,  indeed,  the  Bible  is  logical! 
Now  the  inevitable  question  comes: 
Are  you  letting  the  heathen,  or  your 
best  buddy,  or  your  neighbor,  go  to 
hell?  They,  too,  must  hear  the  strong, 
logical  words  from  the  Bible!  T 
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AAfter  several  years  on  the  field,  I 
am  certain  my  equipment  was  not  com- 
plete when  I  left  the  States.  From  the 
standpoint  of  personal  preparation,  I 
must  be  about  average  with  a  degree 
from  Bible  college  and  graduate  work, 
as  well  as  experience  in  the  pastorate. 
Also,  my  language  ability  is  par  for  the 
course. 

Apparently,  I  have  adjusted  normal- 
ly to  the  climate  and  the  people.  This 
doesn't  mean  that  I  always  know  what 
to  do  in  every  situation.  There  still 
are  moments  of  indecision  and  uncer- 
tainty, but  I'm  learning. 

When  I  answered  the  call  for  mis- 
sionary work,  the  Lord  gave  me  real 
peace  and  joy.  These  are  still  present. 
I  know  I  am  in  the  Lord's  will  and 
place  for  me. 

The  opportunities  for  witnessing  on 
my  field  are  limitless.  During  parts  of 
the  year  I  have  as  many  as  nine  ser- 


vices weekly,  as  well  as  my  other  minis- 
tries. As  a  result,  some  have  shown 
fruit  of  real  conversion,  but  very  few 
have  given  themselves  completely  to 
the  Lord.  And  this  is  the  problem. 
How  am  I  to  turn  back  the  heavy 
blanket  of  pagan  darkness  and  lead  my 
people  to  firm  faith  in  Jesus? 

It  is  apparent  that  my  being  well- 
equipped  (i.e.,  car,  house,  beds,  tape 
recorder,  camera,  and  so  forth)  doesn't 
assure  me  of  souls.  It  shows  me  that 
others  are  interested  in  getting  me  into 
contact  with  those  who  need  to  hear. 
So,  here  I  am  with  all  my  equipment 
to  face  the  pagans,  the  false  religionists 
and  the  ecumenists,  and  I'm  expected 
to  get  the  job  done. 

I've  tried  to  do  it.  How  I've 
preached  in  village  after  village.  I've 
distributed  hundreds  of  pieces  of  liter- 
ature. I've  shown  scores  of  films.  I've 
witnessed,  prayed,  cared  for  the  sick, 


but  few  have  been  saved.  Why? 

What  is  missing?  I  think  it  is  the 
element  that  induces  God  to  intervene 
in  the  affairs  of  men,  and  even  of  the 
devil!  It  is  prayer.  If  we  are  ever  to 
break  down  the  strongholds  of  Satan, 
it  will  be  only  in  answer  to  prayer. 

Jesus  tells  us,  "Hitherto  have  ye 
asked  nothing  in  my  name:  ask,  and  ye 
shall  receive  .  .  ."  (John  16:24).  With 
one  word  Jesus  destroys  all  precon- 
ceived ideas  of  prayer,  saying,  in  John 
14:13,  "And  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask 
in  my  name,  that  will  I  do,  that  the 
Father  may  be  glorified."  God  sets  as 
a  condition  for  His  intervention  in  the 
affairs  of  this  world  the  prayers  of  be- 
lievers. 

This  is  what  is  lacking  in  my  equip- 
ment—real, earnest,  daily,  effectual 
prayer.  Did  you  call  my  name  in 
prayer  today?  Did  you  pray  for  our 
national  Christians?  Did  you  pray  for 
the  young  preachers  we  are  training? 
Did  you  ask  God  to  save  the  witch 
doctor,  our  local  schoolteacher,  the 
fetish  chief?  Did  you  pray  for  my 
health  and  my  spiritual  strength?  Did 
you  pray  for  my  evangelistic  work  (lit- 
erature, preaching,  personal  witnessing, 
films,  et  cetera)? 

Missionary  work— in  spite  of  all  the 
mundane  affairs  such  as  eating,  travel- 
ing, working— is  a  spiritual  ministry, 
and  our  weapons  are  of  the  Spirit.  If 
we  ever  are  to  see  any  sizable  victory, 
YOU  must  become  involved,  because 
if  you  really  pray  and  ask  specifically 
for  me  and  the  others  working  here, 
God  has  obligated  himself  to  get  in- 
volved. He  waits  for  us  to  ask  Him, 
since  He  made  that  the  condition. 

So  if  you  want  to  see  souls  saved 
on  the  mission  fields,  don't  just  send 
us  out  and  give  your  money  to  keep 
us  here.  Get  into  the  battle  yourself. 
"Ask  of  me,  and  I  shall  give  thee  the 
heathen  for  thine  inheritance."

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NEW  YORK  (EP)-Controversial  Bishop  James  A.  Pike  announced  he  was  leaving  the  Episcopal  Church 
and  the  institutional  church  in  general.  Announcement  of  the  decision  appeared  in  a  by-lined  Look  maga- 
zine article  dated  April  29. 

Bishop  Pike-saying  he  henceforth  wants  to  be  known  as  Dr.  Pike  or  Jim  Pike-explained  that  he  does 
not  plan  to  join  another  church  or  form  a  new  one.  He,  his  new  wife,  and  some  others  have  formed  a 
"Church  alumni  foundation"  to  deal  with  religious  concerns. 

The  resigned  bishop  of  the  diocese  of  California  said:  "A  believing  hope  has  been  reborn  in  quitting 
the  institutional  church.  Such  a  hope  formerly  held  for  and  within  the  church,"  he  wrote,  "has  gone 
away." 

A  fellow  of  the  Center  for  the  Study  of  Democratic  Institutions  in  Santa  Barbara,  Calif.,  since  1966, 
the  bishop  accused  the  establishments  of  Christianity  of  evidencing  a  "credibility  gap,"  a  "relevance  gap" 
and  a  "performance  gap."  He  attributed  an  increase  of  "Church  alumni"  to  these  gaps. 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (EP)-The  U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  agreed  to  hear  arguments  on  whether 
state-furnished  low-cost  financing  to  a  sectarian  college  violates  the  U.S.  Constitution's  First 
Amendment  prohibiting  state  aid  to  religion. 

A  case  dealing  with  this  issue  has  not  heretofore  been  decided  by  the  Court. 

Currently  under  discussion  is  the  Educational  Buildings  Financing  Agency  Act  of  the  state  of 
Vermont.  This  act  created  the  Educational  Buildings  Financing  Agency  "to  finance  buildings 
and  associated  facilities  for  any  nonprofit  university,  college  or  secondary  school  in  the  state." 

The  case  now  before  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  arose  when  Daulton  Mann,  head  of  the  Vermont 
Financing  Agency  refused  to  execute  a  plan  approved  by  the  agency  to  aid  a  building  program  of 
the  College  of  St.  Joseph  the  Provider  (a  Roman  Catholic  school),  at  Rutland,  Vermont  accord- 
ing to  the  Baptist  Public  Affairs  office  here. 

CINCINNATI,  OHIO  (EP)-Evangelical  movements  throughout  the  world  were  described  in  a  wide 
range  of  views  from  "standing  in  Jeopardy"  to  "enjoying  a  new  surge  of  interest,"  at  the  annual  conven- 
tion of  the  National  Association  of  Evangelicals  here. 

Nearly  800  men  and  women  from  many  quarters  registered  for  the  27th  annual  meeting  of  the  evan- 
gelical agency  which  featured  sessions  centered  on  the  theme  of  the  Church-concerned,  committed  and 
conquering.  ' 

"Evangelical  Christianity  stands  in  spiritual  jeopardy,"  said  Dr.  Harold  Lindsell,  editor  of  Christianity 
loday.     He  said  that  a  deterioration  in  evangelical  theological  views  can  be  seen  and  predicted  further 
moral  and  ethical  decay  unless  evangelicals  recover  their  "spiritual  dynamic." 

Dr.  Billy  Melvin,  executive  director  of  NAE,  told  the  registrants  that  there  is  a  new  surge  of  interest  in 
conservative  church  movements.  He  added  that  increasing  numbers  of  believers  consider  NAE  "the  only- 
viable  alternative  in  this  country  today  to  the  National  Council  of  Churches." 

NEW  YORK  (EP)-A  survey  of  the  country's  future  priests  now  studying  in  95  Roman 
Catholic  seminaries  shows  that  half  oppose  mandatory  celibacy  and  that  40  percent  would 
"definitely"  or  "probably"  marry  if  free  to  do  so. 

The  poll  also  discovered  that  required  celibacy  for  priests  was  an  important  factor  in  the 
high  rate  of  withdrawals  from  Catholic  seminaries,  and  it  concluded  that  "if  celibacy  is  a 
value  to  be  retained,  on  this  issue  the  seminary  is  failing." 

LONDON  (EP)-"I  shall  never  possess  marijuana  in  my  house  again,"  said  George  Harrison  of  the 
Beatles  after  his  arrest  here. 

In  an  interview  with  the  Sunday  Times,  Harrison  said,  "I  just  want  to  be  left  alone  with  the  freedom 
to  be  an  individual  and  to  do  my  own  work." 

The  British  musician  and  his  wife,  Patti,  recently  pleaded  guilty  to  charges  of  illegally  possessing  mari- 
juana in  their  suburban  bungalow.  Each  was  fined  $600.

i  Tell  Tales 


Early  on  the  morning  of  July  17,  1968  we 
walked  slowly  across  the  western  slopes  of  the 
ancient  city  of  Tekoa.  It  did  not  appear  at 
that  time  that  this  morning  would  be  any 
different  from  those  which  preceded  it.  The 
Arab  workmen  were  busily  digging  through 
the  rubble  and  soil  attempting  to  locate  some 
of  the  ancient  tombs  in  that  area.  Little  did 
we  realize  that  within  a  few  moments  we 
would  be  standing  in  one  of  the  largest  tombs 
of  that  ancient  cemetery  area.  Piercing  the 
cold  morning  air  was  the  voice  of  the  Arab 
foreman  of  one  of  the  crews,  "Kabur,  Kabur, 
Dr.  Davis,  Kabur!"  The  word  "Kabur"  in 
Arabic  means  tomb.  The  Arab  was  excited 
for  he  had  located  the  opening  to  a  very  large 
tomb.  We  moved  immediately  to  examine 
the  entrance  area  to  the  tomb.  Stepping 
down  into  the  area  trench,  which  led  to  the 
entrance  I  looked  inside  and  was  amazed  to 
see  a  massive  tomb  chamber  21  feet  long  and 
many  bones  lying  about  the  surface. 

The  event  described  above  is  just  one  of 
many  that  characterizes  an  archaeological 
"dig"  in  Palestine.  There  are  many  factors 
that  go  into  selecting  such  a  site  for  excava- 
tion. Tekoa  was  chosen  because  it  was  an  im- 
portant Biblical  city.  It  is  located  west  of  the 
Dead  Sea  about  14  miles  south  of  Jerusalem. 
The  sons  of  Caleb  and  Ephrathah  are  said  to 
have  occupied  the  site  and  surrounding  areas 
(I    Chron.    2:24;   4:5-7).      King   David   was 
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Dr.  Davis  (standing  in  the  hole)  supervising  wo 

evidently  familiar  with  this  place  and 
Ira,  one  of  his  mighty  men,  was  from 
there  (II  Sam.  23:26).  When  David's 
son  Absalom  was  exiled  for  the  slay- 
ing of  his  half-brother  Ammon,  a  "wise 
woman"  from  Tekoa  was  engaged  by 
Joab  to  bring  about  a  conciliation  be- 
tween him  and  his  father  (II  Sam. 
13:37-14:24).  During  the  reign  of 
King  Rehoboam  the  city  of  Tekoa  was 
one  of  a  number  of  Southern  fortifi- 
cations to  be  strengthened  by  this  king 
(II  Chron.  1 1 :5,6).  The  city  of  Tekoa 
is  perhaps  most  famous  because  it  was 
the  home  town  of  the  prophet  Amos 
(Amos  1:1). 

In  later  periods  of  history  Tekoa 
continued  to  maintain  its  place  of  im- 
portance. During  the  Maccabean  peri- 
od Tekoa  was  the  scene  of  Jewish  re- 
sistance to  Seleucid  control,  and  pro- 
vided a  refuge  for  Jonathan  and  Simon 
(I  Maccabees  9:32  ff.).  Josephus  makes 
mention  of  the  fact  that  Tekoa  was 
the  site  of  a  Jewish  military  camp  dur- 
ing the  war  with  Rome  (Wars  495-6). 
Tekoa  is  also  mentioned  frequently  in 
the  literature  of  the  Early  Church, 
especially  during  the  Byzantine  period. 
A  monastery,  convent,  and  a  laura,  as 
well  as  numerous  churches  were  found- 
ed at  or  near  Tekoa  during  the  Byzan- 
tine and  Crusader  periods.  The  city  is 
said  to  have  been  sacked  by  a  band  of 
raiding  Turks  in  1 138  A.D.  Today  the 
top  of  the  mound  or  tell  speaks  of 
such  a  massive  destruction,  its  surface 
is  covered  with  the  rubble  of  ancient 
churches  and  buildings. 

First  efforts  to  secure  the  tell  for 
archaeological  investigation  were  made 
by  Professor  Martin  H.  Heicksen  in 
1964  through  Sheikh  Abu  Sa'alim,  the 


rk  on  an  early  tomb  complex. 

owner  of  part  of  the  northern  section 
of  the  mound.  This  man  is  chief 
sheikh  over  all  the  Ta'amireh  tribes, 
Bedouin  occupants  of  the  Judaean 
wilderness,  who  today  number  about 
15,000.  Final  negotiations  leading  to 
an  official  permit  were  concluded  in 
the  spring  of  1968.  The  first  excava- 
tions at  this  site  were  begun  in  July 
of  that  year  in  connection  with  the 
newly  established  Wheaton  College 
Summer  Institute  of  Archaeology  lo- 
cated in  Jerusalem.  Professor  Heick- 
sen served  as  director  of  that  institute 
and  the  author  as  academic  dean. 
Studies  included  extensive  research  in 
field  techniques  as  well  as  Palestinian 
archaeology  in  general.  In  the  month 
of  July,  the  students  and  the  staff  of 
the  expedition  moved  to  the  site  of 
Tekoa  to  begin  excavations.  The  staff 
consisted  of  Prof.  James  E.  Jennings, 
Akron  Bible  Institute  (Akron,  Ohio), 
supervisor  of  Field  I  (the  Byzantine 
and  Crusader  church  area);  Rev.  Ron- 
ald G.  Haznedl,  minister  of  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Aurora,  Illinois, 
architect  (and  appointed  supervisor  of 
Field  II,  a  cut  through  stratification  of 
the  tell,  which  was  not  accomplished 
during  the  first  season  of  work);  and 
the  author,  supervisor  of  Field  III  (the 
tomb  area).  Professor  Heicksen,  who 
has  some  twenty  years  of  field  experi- 
ence, was  director  of  the  excavations. 
The  staff  also  had  a  household  super- 
visor and  nurse,  a  department  of  an- 
tiques representative,  cook,  geologist, 
architects  and  artists.  Students  from 
the  institute  were  used  in  various  ca- 
pacities during  the  summer. 

The  author  was  given  the  responsi- 
bility of  supervising  the  tomb  excava- 


tions on  the  western  slopes  of  the 
mound.  We  set  up  four  basic  goals  for 
the  summer  in  respect  to  this  project: 
(1)  To  locate  the  cemetery  areas  ad- 
jacent to  the  mound;  (2)  To  examine 
the  basic  types  of  tombs,  as  to— a.  size, 
b.  orientation,  c.  structural  and  archi- 
tectural features,  and  d.  date;  (3)  To 
locate  the  Iron  Age  (1200-330  B.C.) 
cemetery ;  and  (4)  To  excavate  as  many 
tombs  as  time  would  permit.  The  pur- 
pose of  such  excavations  would  be  to 
recover  diagnostic  material  to  serve  as 
reference  data  for  excavations  which 
would  be  conducted  on  top  of  the 
mound.  Several  problems  were  en- 
countered during  the  summer  in  con- 
nection with  this  project.  There  had 
been  extensive  tomb  robbing  in  the 
area  which,  of  course,  makes  the  work 
of  scientific  archaeology  most  difficult. 
Perhaps  the  most  serious  of  the  prob- 
lems was  the  danger  of  ceiling  collapse. 
Because  many  of  the  tombs  had  been 
covered  over  by  deep  deposits  of  stone 
and  soil,  there  was  a  great  deal  of 
weight  on  the  rather  weak  ceilings. 
However,  before  tombs  were  entered 
and  worked,  a  study  was  made  of  the 
ceiling  condition  in  order  that  steps 
could  be  taken  to  prevent  any  serious 
danger  to  the  workers. 

Work  actually  began  in  the  tomb 
field  July  16,  1968.  The  author,  along 
with  two  assistants  and  two  crews, 
consisting  of  approximately  six  Arab 
workmen  for  each  crew,  began  work 
in  limited  areas  on  the  western  slopes 
of  the  mound.  Each  crew  had  one 
pick  man,  one  hoe  man,  and  three  or 
four  men  responsible  for  removing  the 
soil  in  baskets  from  the  inside  of  the 
tomb  and  sifting  it  for  small  objects. 
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The  first  tomb  studied  was  located 
about  half  way  down  the  mound  on 
the  western  side.  The  tomb  entrance 
had  been  partially  exposed  by  tomb 
robbers  not  too  long  before  our  arrival. 
It  was  clear  to  the  author  that  the 
tomb  had  been  hastily  opened  and 
robbed.  There  was,  therefore,  a  good 
chance  that  many  of  the  objects  still 
remained  intact.  The  first  project  was 
to  clear  the  remaining  part  of  the  en- 
trance and  to  systematically  study  the 
contents  on  the  tomb  floor.  The  soil 
inside  the  tomb  was  generally  dark  and 
mixed  with  fragments  of  chalk  and 
limestone.  During  the  process  of  dig- 
ging on  the  first  day,  several  broken 
clay  lamps  from  the  Iron  Age  II  period 
(900-600  B.C.)  were  recovered  as  well 
as  bone  fragments,  pieces  of  black  jug- 
lets  and  many  broken  pieces  of  pottery. 
This  tomb  was  important  to  us  because 
it  illustrated  the  type  of  pottery  we 
should  expect  from  an  Iron  Age  tomb 
and  it  gave  us  additional  information 
as  to  where  such  tombs  would  most 
likely  be  located.  A  study  of  the  facing 
of  the  tomb  and  the  tomb  entrance 
were  additional  aids  in  locating  tombs 
the  remaining  part  of  the  summer. 

While  the  one  crew  worked  on  this 
tomb,  the  other  crew  began  work  on  a 
trench  which  was  about  nine  meters 
long  and  about  two  meters  wide,  de- 
signed to  expose  the  rock  underneath 
the  soil  and  perhaps  a  buried  tomb 
area.  Work  continued  on  these  projects 
for  several  days.  The  probe  trench  did 
not  prove  fruitful  and  the  crew  was 
moved  to  the  northern  part  of  the 
mound  to  work  in  Roman  tombs  from 
the  period  of  King  Herod.  The  work 
in  this  area  proved  to  be  very  interest- 


ing and  productive.  One  tomb  chamber 
yielded  literally  hundreds  of  large 
pieces  of  broken  pottery.  Evidently, 
this  particular  chamber  had  been  used 
for  storing  cooking  pots  and  other  clay 
ware  during  the  Roman  Period.  Of 
special  interest  from  one  of  the  Roman 
tombs  were  several  different  sized 
Herodian  measuring  cups,  standard  in 
use  of  trade  and  measurement  at  that 
time.  These  were  made  from  soft 
stone,  with  a  regular  straight  tapered 
body,  and  with  square-shaped  handles. 
Most  exciting  of  the  summer's  ad- 
ventures, however,  was  the  location  of 
a  very  large  tomb  dating  to  the  time 
of  the  prophet  Amos.  This  tomb 
measured  approximately  21  feet  long 
and  a  little  over  7  feet  wide.  It  had 
8  chambers  around  it  with  pits  used  as 
repositories  for  burials.  The  tomb  was 
designated  TB302.  It  contained  a  great 
number  of  bones  which  were  of  im- 
portance for  pathological  study.  For 
example,  a  number  of  the  inhabitants 
appeared  to  have  suffered  from  arthritic 
conditions.  Further  study  of  the 
skeletal  remains  will  give  us  the  age  of 
those  buried  there,  dental  problems 
and  other  illnesses  which  may  have 
been  common  in  that  day.  Tomb  302 
was  very  important  to  us  not  only  be- 
cause of  its  size  and  unique  structure, 
but  also  because  it  produced  a  great 
deal  of  pottery  samples.  Also  dis- 
covered in  the  tomb  were  clay  lamps 
of  various  sizes  and  shapes,  a  small 
bronze  spatula,  several  projectile 
points,  and  what  appeared  to  be  a 
broken  knife  blade.  Some  of  the  jug- 
lets  and  bowls  were  found  intact.  In 
one  section  of  the  tomb,  broken  pots 
were  found  around  the  remains  of  a 
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human  body.  Although  the  bones  had 
been  badly  disturbed  it  was  clear  that 
this  was  one  of  a  number  of  burials 
on  the  floor  of  the  tomb  around  which 
pottery  and  objects  had  been  placed. 

In  the  remaining  days  of  excavation, 
tombs  like  this  one  were  studied,  sur- 
veyed, photographed  and  mapped. 
This  information,  along  with  that  which 
was  gathered  from  the  excavations  con- 
ducted on  top  of  the  mound,  the  en- 
vironmental and  geographical  data,  will 
be  studied  and  correlated  for  Biblical 
and  historical  use.  In  years  to  come 
Tekoa  should  provide  us  with  signifi- 
cant information  about  Judean  settle- 
ments as  they  are  reflected  in  the  Bible. 
There  are  many  mysteries  connected 
with  this  ancient  city  of  Tekoa.  Last 
summer  enabled  some  of  these  myster- 
ies to  be  cleared  up  but  many  still  re- 
main. There  is  the  question  of  the 
size  of  the  city  during  the  days  of  the 
prophet  Amos  and  the  exact  location 
of  the  famous  Prophetium  of  Amos 
during  the  Byzantine  Period. 

The  first  season  of  excavations  at 
Tekoa  was  exciting  and  productive. 
The  tremendous  amount  of  cultural 
and  scientific  data  gathered  from  the 
period  of  Amos  indicate  that  this  was 
indeed  an  important  site.  The  success 
of  the  past  season  can  be  attributed  to 
two  factors:  (1)  a  well-planned  training 
program  for  students  and  (2)  the  ex- 
perienced leadership  of  Prof.  Heicksen. 
Plans  are  already  underway  for  further 
tomb  exploration  in  the  summer  of 
this  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  large 
scale  operations  will  be  carried  on  in 
1970.  Grace  College  and  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary  consider  it  a  privilege 
to  have  a  part  in  these  worthwhile 
programs.  Students  of  both  the  college 
and  seminary  are  able  to  pursue  studies 
in  the  institute  and  join  in  the  field 
work  for  full  academic  credit. 

The  Tekoa  project  is  one  of  many 
such  expeditions  carried  on  in  Israel 
on  an  annual  basis.  Needless  to  say, 
archaeology  is  one  of  the  fastest  de- 
veloping sciences  of  our  day.  Since 
only  about  4  percent  of  all  the  ancient 
mounds  in  Palestine  have  been  ex- 
plored, there  is  no  doubt  about  the 
challenges  that  lie  ahead.  Every  year 
new  light  is  shed  on  Biblical  history  as 
a  result  of  such  research.  As  we  wit- 
ness the  unending  flow  of  new  facts 
relative  to  events  recorded  in  the  Bible, 
we  cannot  help  but  rejoice  in  the  amaz- 
ing accuracy  and  trustworthiness  of 
our  sacred  text.  ▼ 
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lever  in  history  has  a  nation,  as  a 
whole,  had  so  much  materially  as  does 
the  United  States.  Unemployment 
stands  at  a  new  low.  Sales  of  cars, 
homes,  televisions,  and  other  luxuries 
are  breaking  records.  Our  government 
is  seeking  means  to  "cool  off  the 
economy. 

We  were  told  a  few  years  back  that 
if  we  could  just  somehow  eliminate 
poverty,  if  everyone  had  plenty,  then 
most  of  our  problems  would  be  over. 

But  it  hasn't  worked  that  way,  for, 
while  we  are  the  most  affluent  nation 
on  the  face  of  the  earth,  we  are  at  the 
same  time,  the  most  beset  by  grevious 
problems. 

Never  have  we  seen  so  much  dis- 
content, so  much  rebellion  against 
authority,  so  much  restlessness  and 
lack  of  peace.  Nothing  seems  to  bring 
fulfillment,  nothing  brings  lasting  satis- 
faction. Homes,  in  many  instances, 
are  merely  a  place  to  hang  clothing 
and  get  a  few  hours  rest.  Mothers 
and  dads  are  working,  the  children  are 
shifting  for  themselves.  Is  it  any  won- 
der there  is  a  "generation  gap,"  when 
thousands  of  boys  and  girls  know 
nothing  of  parents  who  show  them 
love  and  affection,  know  nothing  of 
discipline  and  concern,  have  no  one  to 
turn  to  with  their  problems? 

A  greater  tragedy  is  that  many 
Christian  homes  are  beset  with  the 
same  circumstances.  Many  Christian 
parents  and  children,  instead  of  look- 
ing to  Christ  for  peace  and  satisfaction, 
are  foolishly  trying  to  find  these  things 
in  the  materialism  of  the  world.  Many 
are  like  the  people  of  Jeremiah's  day. 
Of  those  people  we  read:  "For  my 
people  have  committed  two  evils;  they 
have  forsaken  me  the  fountain  of  living 
waters,  and  hewed  them  out  cisterns, 
broken  cisterns,  that  can  hold  no 
water"  (Jer.  2:13).  Like  the  Israelites, 
too  many  Christians  have  bowed  down 
to  gods,  which  are  not  gods.  God's 
people  have  ".  .  .  changed  their  glory 
for  that  which  doth  not  profit"  (v.  1 1). 

Many  of  us  have  undoubtedly  found 
it  true  that  the  things  of  the  world  do 


not  bring  the  satisfaction  our  souls 
crave.  It  is  possible  to  have  every- 
thing our  hearts  could  desire  materially 
speaking,  and  yet  have  a  home  that  is 
torn  asunder  by  dissent,  disobedience 
and  hatred.  We  may  pamper  our  chil- 
dren's every  whim  and  desire,  and  yet 
see  them  go  to  "pot"  because  they 
find  no  real  fulfillment  in  life,  find  no 
real  reason  for  living.  This  is  what  the 
writer  of  Proverbs  was  talking  about 
when  he  wrote,  "Better  is  little  with 
the  reverent,  worshipful  fear  of  the 
Lord  than  great  and  rich  treasure  and 
trouble  with  it.  Better  is  a  dinner  of 
herbs  where  love  is,  than  a  fatted  ox 
and  hatred  with  it"  (Prov.  15:16-17) 
AOT. 

What  about  our  homes,  Christians? 
Are  they  havens,  where  our  families 
come  to  find  peace  and  strength  in  the 
arena  of  life?  Or  are  we  too  busy  with 
"keeping  up  with  the  Joneses"  to  be 
concerned  with  the  real  issues  of  ex- 
istence? 

It  would  do  all  of  us  good  to  just 
stop,  and  objectively  evaluate  our  pres- 
ent situation.  Hebrews  13:5  reminds 
us,  "Let  your  conversation  [manner  of 
living]  be  without  covetousness;  and 
be  content  with  such  things  as  ye 
have  . . . ." 

Paul,  writing  to  Timothy  said,  "But 
godliness  with  contentment  is  great 
gain.  For  we  brought  nothing  into 
this  world,  and  it  is  certain  we  can 
carry  nothing  out.  And  having  food 
and  raiment  let  us  be  therewith  con- 
tent. But  they  that  will  be  rich  fall 
into  temptation  and  a  snare,  and  into 
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many  foolish  and  hurtful  lusts,  which 
drown  men  in  destruction  and  perdi- 
tion. For  the  love  of  money  is  the  root 
of  all  evil:  which  while  some  coveted 
after,  they  have  erred  from  the  faith, 
and  pierced  themselves  through  with 
many  sorrows"  (I  Tim.  6:6-10).  Again, 
the  Apostle  Paul  says  in  Philippians 
4:11:  ".  .  .  I  have  learned,  in  whatso- 
ever state  I  am,  therewith  to  be  con- 
tent." 

Certainly,  God  richly  gives  us  all 
things  to  enjoy.  There  is  nothing 
wrong  with  having  this  world's  goods, 
per  se.  It  is  in  the  abusing  of  these 
where  we  err.  We  need  to  remember 
to  put  the  emphasis  in  the  right  place. 
We  need  to,  "seek  ye  first  the  kingdom 
of  God,  and  his  righteousness  .  .  ." 
(Matt.  6:33).  And  even  if  we  are  never 
rich  in  the  things  of  earth,  we  can  have 
true  contentment,  peace,  satisfaction 
and  joy.  These  are  not  found  in  ma- 
terialism, but  this,  many  have  not 
learned! 

Let  us  turn  to  the  One  who  can 
satisfy  the  needs  of  the  human  heart, 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Let  us  once 
again  crown  Him  Lord  in  our  homes. 
Jesus  said,  "Labour  not  for  the  meat 
which  perisheth,  but  for  that  meat 
which  endureth  unto  everlasting  life." 
"I  am  the  bread  of  life:  he  that  cometh 
to  me  shall  never  hunger;  and  he  that 
believeth  on  me  shall  never  thirst." 
"...  I  am  come  that  they  might  have 
life,  and  that  they  might  have  it  more 
abundantly"  (John  6:35;  10:10). 

Is  your  life  a  satisfying  experience? 
Is  your  home  a  happy  one?  Is  your 
family  content?  Commit  your  life  and 
family  to  the  Lord  now!  In  all  your 
ways  acknowledge  Him,  and  he  shall 
direct  your  path. 

Perhaps  the  prayer  of  all  of  us 
might  well  be  the  words  of  Proverbs 
30:8-9,  "Remove  far  from  me  false- 
hood and  lies ;  give  me  neither  poverty 
nor  riches;  feed  me  with  the  food  that 
is  needful  for  me,  Lest  I  be  full,  and 
deny  You,  and  say,  Who  is  the  Lord? 
Or  lest  I  be  poor  and  steal,  and  pro- 
fane the  name  of  my  God"  (AOT).    T  '

Standing  in  our  hometown  hard- 
ware store  waiting  for  the  young  man 
to  wrap  the  fuses  I  had  just  purchased, 
the  radio  on  the  counter,  which  was 
turned  up  full  volume,  broke  in  with  a 
bulletin.  My  ears  tuned  in  and  much 
to  my  surprise  or  shock,  call  it  what 
you  will,  the  announcer  was  proclaim- 
ing across  the  airwaves  the  base  where 
my  husband  worked  was  being  closed 
down  by  the  government. 

The  young  clerk  looked  at  me  hor- 
rified and  exclaimed,  "That's  where 
my  girl  works." 

An  inner  peace  crept  over  my  heart 
as  I  stood  there.  Then  with  the  assur- 
ance that  the  Lord  was  moving,  I  ex- 
plained to  the  clerk  that  that  was 
where  my  beloved  worked,  too.  I  went 
on  to  say,  "Praise  the  Lord."  With 
that  profound  statement  left  hanging 
in  the  air  and  the  young  man  left  stand- 
ing there  with  his  mouth  open,  I  took 
my  parcel  and  went  home. 

As  I  stepped  into  the  kitchen  of  our 
rented  home  in  Pennsylvania  and 
thought  about  what  we  had  just  heard, 
I  knew  without  a  doubt  that  the  Lord 
was  moving  to  perform  His  will  in  our 
lives. 


At  the  table  that  night  for  family 
devotions,  we  asked  for  His  guidance 
and  direction  and  thanked  Him  for 
showing  us  that  now  was  His  time  for 
us  to  move.  We  had  felt  that  our  ser- 
vice for  Him  was  finished  in  that  par- 
ticular area  and  we  were  not  sure  what 
to  do  next— so  we  waited!  Never  did 
we  expect  Him  to  shut  down  the  air 
base  to  move  us  out.  But  with  God 
all  things  are  possible  (Luke  1 :37). 

It  wasn't  a  jump-in-and-start-packing 
sort  of  thing— we  knew  we  were  going, 
but  not  where  and  when.  It  was  more  a 
get-on-your-knees-and-start-praying! 

The  months  came  and  went  and  as 
the  time  slipped  by,  jobs  presented 
themselves  one  at  a  time.  Scott  would 
come  home  and  say,  "There  is  an 
opening  in  Utah."  So  we  would  pray, 
"Lord,  is  this  the  one?"  Then  it  would 
fall  through  and  we  knew  that  door 
had  been  shut.  The  four  of  us  (includ- 
ing our  two  boys)  would  take  each  job 
to  the  Lord.  In  a  matter  of  two  years 
we  had  traveled  by  prayer  to  Georgia, 
Alabama,  California,  Utah,  Texas, 
Ohio,  and  Oklahoma. 

The  time  was  getting  closer  for 
Scott's  particular  job  to  be  relocated 
and  we  could  do  nothing  else  but  wait 
on  the  Lord. 

One  morning  while  working  in  the 
office,  a  fellow  worker  came  over  and 
casually  mentioned  that  he  had  heard 
of  an  opening  in  New  Jersey  and  won- 
dered if  Scott  would  like  to  look  into 
it.  "He  took  the  bait  and  went  fish- 
ing." Again  we  prayed! 

By  this  time  most  of  our  neighbors 
thought  we  were  missing  a  few  marbles 
;n  the  upper  story,  for  we  had  continu- 
ally told  them  we  were  waiting  on  the 
Lord  when  they  would  ask  if  we  had 
heard  anything  yet.  This  went  on  for 
two  years. 

The  phone  call  came  through  on  a 
Friday  after  a  three  month  lapse  fol- 
lowing the  interview.  Scott  asked  if 
he  could  have  time  to  pray  about  it 
and  they  were  gracious,  telling  him  to 
call  by  noon  the  following  Monday, 
to  let  them  know  his  decision. 

Once  again  we  ran  to  the  Throne 
of  Grace  asking  the  Lord  for  His  di- 
rection. 

Monday  morning  rolled  around  and 
with  assurance  in  my  heart  that  Scott 
would  be  directed  of  the  Lord,  I  went 
about  my  daily  tasks. 

At  eleven  that  morning  he  called 
and  told  them  he  would  accept  the  job. 
At    one    o'clock    that    afternoon  the 


papers  came  through  on  his  present 
job,  which  was  being  transferred  to 
Oklahoma. 

Once  again  the  Lord  had  under- 
taken—on time. 

Time  marched  on  and  Scott  went 
to  New  Jersey  to  work,  spending  after- 
work-hours  looking  for  a  place  to  live. 

We  were  at  home  praying  not  only 
for  a  home  but  for  a  church  where  the 
Lord  would  have  us.  Nathan,  our 
youngest,  was  quite  definite  in  his 
prayers.  His  heart's  desire  was  a  front 
porch  and  a  back  porch  on  our  home. 
Fenton,  our  eldest,  w,as  asking  the 
Lord  for  a  shower  in  the  bathroom. 
These  may  sound  like  trivial  matters, 
but  to  the  boys  it  was  very  serious. 
We  each  had  our  requests— if  the  Lord 
so  willed.  His  Word  says,  "Call  unto 
me,  and  I  will  answer  thee,  and  shew 
thee  great  and  mighty  things,  which 
thou  knowest  not"  (Jer.  33:3). 

Scott  commuted  for  three  months, 
looking  all  the  while  for  a  place  for 
his  family.  I  was  home  praying  for  a 
house  (for  we  had  either  lived  in  apart- 
ments or  double  dwellings)  not  fully 
realizing  that  a  rented  house  is  un- 
heard of  in  that  area  of  New  Jersey. 

The  Lord  spoke  to  my  heart  and  I 
yielded  my  will  to  His  and  said,  "Lord, 
if  it's  an  apartment  you  want  us  to  live 
in  we'll  accept  it."  Then  once  again 
the  peace  that  passeth  understanding 
encompassed  my  heart. 

Scott  came  home  one  weekend  and 
asked  me  to  call  the  moving  company 
and  make  arrangements.  We  had  asked 
the  Lord  if  He  would  find  us  a  place 
by  June  11— we  felt  if  Gideon  could 
throw  out  a  fleece  so  could  we. 

I  called  the  moving  company  and 
they  copied  down  the  information  they 
needed.  The  secretary  asked  for  our 
new  address  and  I  told  her  we  didn't 
have  any  yet. 

She  said,  "You  are  moving,  aren't 
you?" 

"Yes,"  I  said,  "as  soon  as  the  Lord 
shows  us  where." 

There  was  a  long  silence  on  the 
other  end  of  the  wire,  then  she  ex- 
plained she  would  send  a  man  over  to 
estimate  everything. 

The  gentleman  was  there  in  a  few 
days  and  checked  each  room,  as  he 
went  to  leave  he  hesitantly  asked, 
"Do  you  have  a  new  address  yet?" 

"No,"  I  said,  "not  yet." 

"You  are  moving,  aren't  you?"  he 
remarked  as  he  stood  there  with  a 
quizzical  look  on  his  face. 
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"Yes,  as  soon  as  the  Lord  directs 
us,"  I  answered  him. 

The  fellow  took  his  hat  and  proceed- 
ed out  the  door,  turned  around  and 
said,  "Would  you  let  us  know?" 

On  June  10,  a  Friday  night,  Scott 
called  before  coming  home  and  said, 
"The  Lord  has  given  us  an  apartment 
on  the  first  floor  of  a  single  dwelling 
in  Freehold." 

We  accepted  this  as  from  the  Lord. 
We  called  the  moving  company  and 
they  recognized  my  voice.  They  were 
quite  relieved  to  find  out  we  had  an 
address. 

The  transition  took  place  and  the 
boys  were  disappointed  to  put  it  mildly, 
so  was  I.  We  murmured  and  com- 
plained to  the  Lord,  for  this  apartment 
was  not  what  we  wanted.

Our  rented  home  with  a  new 
roof,  new  siding,  new  paint  job  inside, 
a  front  and  back  porch,  shower,  large 
yard  and  a  gigantic  kitchen  with  sun- 
light streaming  through  the  window 
over  the  sink.  The  back  yard  is  large 
and  my  husband  has  a  garage,  which 
was  his  heart's  desire. 

The  blessing  of  it  all  is  that  it  is 
within  my  husband's  one-job  income 
and  this,  too,  is  an  answer  to  prayer. 

"But  my  God  shall  supply  all  your 
need  according  to  His  riches  in  glory 
by  Christ  Jesus"  (Phil.  4:19). 

How  ashamed  we  felt  of  our  com- 
plaining. 

The  Lord  has  brought  us  through 
deep  waters  since  we  have  been  here, 
for  it  hasn't  been  an  easy  adjustment 
for  any  of  us,  but  this  one  thing  we 
know— 

"All  things  work  together  for  good 
to  them  that  love  God,  to  them  who 
are  the  called  according  to  his  purpose" 
(Rom.  8:28).  ▼

J.  C.  Pollock  (Grand  Rapids,  Michi- 
gan: Zondervan  Publishing  House,  re- 
;  printed  1967),  209  pages,  paper,  $1.95. 

This  absorbing  story  fills  a  real  need 
for  a  shorter,  more  readable  account 
of  the  labors  of  Hudson  Taylor.  With 
his  wife,  Maria,  he  was  the  pioneer 
leader  of  the  China  Inland  Mission, 
now  the  Overseas  Missionary  Fellow- 
ship. 

While  the  classical  biography,  Hud- 
son Taylor,  a  two-volume  work  by  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Howard  Taylor,  has  run 
through  many  editions,  a  very  small 
part  even  of  the  Christian  public  has 
taken  time  to  read  its  1,100  pages. 

I  would  place  this  biography  along- 
side those  of  Robert  Moffat  (Africa) 
and  Ann  of  Ava  (Burma)  to  be  read  by 
high  school  students  who  want  the  best 
in  missionary  biography  .-Dr.  Orville

The  Sky  Is  Fallin 


Esther  Loewen  Vogt  (Scottdale, 
Pennsylvania:  Herald  Press,  1968),  286 
pages,  $3.50. 

Life  in  a  rural  community  becomes 
much  more  interesting  and  exciting  to 
the  beautiful,  high-spirited  Mennonite 
maiden,  Hannah  Kliewer,  when  the 
Smith  family  moves  into  the  area,  and 
daring,  handsome  Dan  Smith  tries  to 
crash  Mennonite  circles  to  marry  her. 
Hannah  is  attracted  to  irreligious  Dan, 
but  Mennonites  must  be  "separated" 
and  marry  only  Mennonites,  Hannah's 
father  decrees;  so  the  conflict  in  Han- 
nah's heart  begins  which  ends  only 
after  the  heartaches  and  trials  of  life 
bring  her  to  a  fuller  understanding  of 
God's  wiD  for  her  life. 

This  is  the  story  of  the  maturation 
not  only  of  an  individual  but  also  of  a 


denomination.  The  reader  becomes  a 
bit  incensed  with  Mennonite  exclusiv- 
ism  which  shuts  out  people  because 
they  are  not  Mennonites.  Eventually, 
these  barriers  come  crashing  down  as 
a  result  of  events  in  the  story,  and  the 
veil  of  social  prejudice  is  lifted,  en- 
abling Hannah  to  find  a  new  perspec- 
tive on  life. 

Although  the  story  moves  so  rapidly 
that  it  makes  the  change  of  time  seem 
abrupt  in  places,  this  lack  is  offset  by 
the  very  interesting  and  realistic  style 
in  which  it  is  written.  Once  begun, 
the  book  is  difficult  to  lay  aside,  and 
at  the  conclusion  it  is  difficult  to  be- 
lieve the  characters  did  not  exist.  The 
story  is  especially  interesting  for  teens.

nessing  all  come  under  close  scrunity. 

Experiences  of  people  from  all  walks 
of  life  are  included.  These  impart 
greater  insight  into  the  wonderful  na- 
ture of  the  gospel  message  and  the 
ways  in  which  it  can  be  told.  Witty 
cartoons  effectively  accentuate  key 
points. 

Aimed  primarily  at  the  high  school 
and  college  level,  this  book  has  value 
for  older  readers  as  well.  It  can  be 
used  quite  effectively  as  a  Sunday- 
school  course,  and  the  publishers  have 
provided  a  teacher's  manual  for  this 
purpose.

YOUTH  IEATJER

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"Well,  here  it  is  Sunday  again  and 
I'll  have  to  dig  up  something  new  for 
the  youth  meeting  tonight.  Sometimes 
I  wish  I'd  never  said  yes  when  the  pas- 
tor asked  me  to  help.  It  seems  like 
some  of  these  teen-agers  do  not  care 
about  spiritual  matters  and  the  things 
of  the  church.  At  times  I'd  just  like  to 
give  up." 

Has  this  ever  happened  to  you,  "Mr. 
Youth  Leader"?  Well,  the  next  time 
this  thought  crosses  your  mind  remem- 
ber that  you  have  a  most  vital  and  im- 
portant job. 

For  many  years  a  youth  leader's  job 
has  been  underestimated  and  passed 
off  as  a  simple  task  anyone  can  do, 
but  this  is  not  true!  The  demands 
upon  the  youth  leader  are  tremendous 
and  require  a  man  of  passion  and  con- 
cern for  young  people.  He  must  be 
ready  on  all  occasions  to  meet  any 
questions,  problems  or  victories,  and 
to  respond  as  a  man  of  the  Word  and 
an  example  before  the  teens.  The 
youth  leader  must,  by  the  nature  of 
his  responsibilities,  be  about  five  steps 
ahead  of  his  young  people.  He  must 
be  alert,  conscientious  about  the  prob- 
lems of  the  day,  an  optimist,  and  al- 
ways within  reach  of  a  troubled  teen- 
ager. "Mr.  Youth  Leader"  must  also 
be  prepared  to  take  the  criticism  of 
parents,  who  expect  him  to  make  up 
on  Sunday  nights,  what  they  have 
failed  to  instill  in  their  teens  during

the  previous  years.  He  must  be  sure 
that  there  are  not  too  many  socials, . 
and  that  each  teen-ager  shows  a  proper 
amount  of  spiritual  growth.  On  top  of 
all  this,  he  is  often  responsible  to  pay 
for  any  materials  or  extra  socials,  and 
so  forth,  which  are  not  in  the  church 
budget. 

But  wait  "Mr.  Youth  Leader"— even 
with  all  of  these  demands  upon  your 
time  and  finances,  you  are  engaged  in 
a  most  rewarding  ministry.  Rewards 
that  never  can  be  estimated  in  dollar 
bills,  will  be  yours,  as  you  see  a  teen 
grow  in  the  Lord  and  become  a  suc- 
cessful, effective  Christian.  Yours  is 
the  heartfelt  joy  that  comes  when  a 
young  person  dedicates  his  life  to 
God's  service. 

"Mr.  Youth  Leader,"  if  you  are  a 
man  of  God,  doing  a  job  as  unto  the 
Lord— then  hold  your  head  up  high. 
You  are  helping  to  mold  the  lives  of 
future  ministers,  missionaries,  teachers, 
lawyers,  doctors,  politicians,  and  so  on, 
and  this  responsibility  is  of  prime  im- 
portance. You  have  a  monumental 
task  to  guide  these  teen-agers  in  the 
Word  of  God,  and  with  the  guidance 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  your  job  will  be  one 
of  success  and  joy. 

So  remember— you  are  not  fust  an- 
other youth  leader.  You  are  the  man 
of  God  called  to  your  local  church  to 
perform  this  all-important  task  of  min- 
istering to  youth.

JTON? 


What's  Ahead  For  The 
Church?"  was  the  question  answered 
by  the  dedication  speaker,  Dr.  Charles 
C.  Ryrie,  at  the  dedication  of  the  new 
Grace  Brethren  Church,  Lexington, 
Ohio,  on  Sunday,  March  23,  1969.  A 
total  of  443  people  were  able  to  see 
and  hear  the  speaker  even  though  more 
than  100  had  to  be  seated  in  the  lower 
auditorium.  This  was  made  possible 
through  closed  circuit  TV. 

Let  us  look  at  the  background  of 
the  Lexington  church.  For  a  number 
of  years  the  Grace  Brethren  Church, 
Mansfield,  Ohio,  had  looked  toward 
the  direction  of  Lexington  for  a  branch 
work.  In  the  fall  of  1965  the  explora- 
tory work  began  and  meetings  were 
held  to  determine  the  interest  and 
feasibility  of  such  a  branch.  In  Decem- 
ber limited  services  on  a  regular  basis 
were  started. 

The  Fesco  building  was  secured  for 
the  meeting  place  and  by  February 
1966  a  full  schedule  of  services  were 
underway.  The  two  men  who  served 
in  the  initial  formation  of  the  church 
were  Rev.  Carl  B.  Key  and  Mr.  Russell 
Enzor.  At  this  time  I  was  a  senior  in 
Grace  Theological  Seminary  and  was 
praying  for  the  Lord's  will  as  to  where 
He  might  place  me  to  serve  Him. 

In  March  of  1966  it  began  to  look 
like  the  Lord  was  leading  in  some  real 
blessings  for  this  new  work.  The  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  Council  accepted 
the  work  as  a  national  project.     At

about  the  same  time  the  district  mis- 
sion board  also  appropriated  some 
financial  help  for  development  of  this 
new  work.  The  Lord  led  almost  im- 
mediately into  the  purchase  of  a  two- 
acre  location  on  the  west  edge  of  the 
city  and  soon  I  was  called  as  the  first 
full-time  pastor. 

When  I  arrived  on  the  field  after 
graduation,  the  membership  roll  con- 
tained thirty-five  names  and  the  atten- 
dance was  running  sixty-five  in  the 
morning  worship  service.  Brethren 
Minute-Men  were  called  upon  for  their 
assistance  and  within  one  year  the 
church  location  was  paid  in  full.  This 
goal  reached,  we  were  now  ready  for  a 
building  program  and  the  Brethren 
Architectural  Service  was  secured  to 
draw  a  functional  colonial  building. 

It  was  at  this  point  the  first  real 
obstacle  appeared  in  our  path  of  prog- 
ress. The  plans  completed,  and  the 
Brethren  Construction  Crew  busy  for 
another  year  on  projects  already  ap- 
proved, we  sought  bids  from  local  con- 
tractors. The  bids,  when  opened,  were 
beyond  our  estimates  and  expectations 
and  beyond  our  ability  to  handle  finan- 
cially. This  opened  our  eyes  to  the 
value  of  our  own  Brethren  Construc- 
tion Crew  and  even  though  the  ground 
was  broken,  the  Lord  said  at  this  point 
"wait"  and  the  building  was  delayed 
one  year. 

During  the  "waiting"  period,  we  ex- 
perienced continued  growth  and  the 
problem  of  space  increased.  On  June 
1,  1968  the  Brethren  Construction 
Crew  arrived  and  the  building  plans 
began  to  take  shape.  The  Fesco  build- 
ing in  which  we  started  the  work  was 
packed  out  for  Rally  Day  on  December 
1,  1968.  Just  seven  weeks  later,  on 
January  19,  1969,  we  entered  the  new 
edifice  with  a  record  212  present.  For 
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the  weeks  that  followed— up  to  dedication  day,  the 
average  attendance  was  180. 

Now  that  dedication  day  is  behind  us  we  return  to 
"What's  Ahead  .  .  .?"  And  at  this  point  we  have  the 
Brethren  Architectural  Service  drawing  plans  for  a 
40'  x  50'  two-story  educational  unit  to  be  added  to  the 
south  side  of  the  present  structure.  It  is  our  plan  to 
secure  the  Brethren  Construction  Crew  to  add  this 
new  addition  as  soon  as  present  commitments  are  ful- 
filled on  other  home-mission  projects.  The  church  has 
approved  a  progress  program  for  the  next  decade,  should 
the  Lord  tarry. 

The  dedication  day  offering  of  $3,000  was  a  thrill. 
An  even  greater  thrill  has  been  the  twenty-four  first- 
time  decisions  among  our  young  people  during  the  past 
two  weeks.  A  Pioneer  Girls'  work  and  Child  Evangelism 
Classes  are  on  the  schedule  for  the  year  ahead. 

The  building  has  been  dedicated  and  it  has  been 
finished,  but  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  is  not  finished 
yet  and  the  community  of  Lexington,  Ohio,  contains 
many  prospects  for  His  church.  If  we  fail  to  reach  them 
it  will  be  the  failure  of  men— for  God  assures  success. 
"What's  Ahead  . .  .?"  A  glorious  future  with  God.

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Comforts,  Yes! 
God,  No!

ccasionally  someone  approaches  us  as  to  the  "why" 
for  the  difficulty  in  reaching  our  Jewish  friends  with  the 
Gospel,  and  of  the  apparent  low  number  who  confess  Jesus 
as  Saviour,  Lord  and  God.  Your  staff  of  the  Brethren 
Messianic  Testimony  constantly  analyze  our  outreach  in  the 
Fairfax  District,  and  since  Sally  and  I  have  been  on  the  field, 
we  find  ourselves,  at  times,  having  a  "Neely"  staff  meeting 
to  come  up  with  some  answers. 

There  are  reasons  for  the  difficulty  in  our  outreach  to 
those  in  Israel  which  have  held  true  for  centuries— judicial 
blindness,  blind  leaders  leading  the  blind,  the  traditions  of 
the  fathers,  the  stigma  of  being  branded  "Meshumah" 
(apostate)  by  friends,  and  fear  of  complete  abandonment 
of  the  new  believer  by  his  family— to  name  a  few. 

However,  another  answer  was  given  to  my  probing  mind 
as  to  the  "why"  by  Mrs.  M.,  a  Jewish  lady  in  her  seventies, 
widowed  several  times,  recently  married  again,  who  gave  a 
philosophy  which  epitomizes  some  of  the  situations  here  in 
spite  of  our  helpful,  compassionate,  loving  interest. 

I  was  visiting  Sam  G.,  a  man  who  has  been  coming  to  our 
blind  classes  for  years.  Mr.  G.  has  heard  a  testimony  to 
Jesus  Christ  many,  many  times  through  the  messages,  per- 
sonal contacts,  and  during  his  rides  back  and  forth  to  meet- 
ings in  our  car,  but  Mr.  G.-sad  to  say,  is  not  only  blind 
physically  but  is  blind  spiritually.  At  the  time  of  this 
particular  visit,  Mrs.  M.,  the  woman  with  whom  he  boards, 
effervesced  with  comments  on  the  kindnesses  we  have 
shown  Sam.  And  she  added  some  very  flattering  observa- 
tions of  Pastor  Neely-she  made  as  if  I  had  the  beauty  of 
Absalom  (I  never  saw  this  in  the  minor),  the  wisdom  of 
Solomon,  the  leadership  of  Moses,  the  patience  of  Job,  the 
love  of  Jonathan,  and  the  kindness  of  David  toward  Mephib- 
osheth.  As  she  spoke,  she  was  certainly  building  me  up  to 
be  quite  a  "guy"!  I'm  partly  of  Irish  ancestry  and  acquaint- 
ed with  "blarney "-I  wish  I  knew  the  Jewish  word  for  it! 
Certainly,  this  high  estimation  of  me  should  make  this  an 
easy  contact  for  Christ,  but  you  will  see  this  is  not  so. 

Well,  then  came  the  news  that  almost  rocked  me  in  my 
chair.  She  looked  over  to  Mr.  G.,  then  turned  to  me,  and 
in  her  matter-of-fact  way  simply  advised,  referring  to  our 
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staff,  "I  told  Sam  the  other  day  we  can  take  their  comforts, 
but  not  their  God!"  Now,  I'm  a  man  of  a  few  thousand 
words,  but  believe  me,  this  advice  to  Sam  left  me  with  an 
unusual  speechlessness.  When  I  regained  "consciousness," 
the  subject  had  shifted,  but  the  statement  was  to  be  in- 
delibly impressed  on  my  mind.  It  was  then  I  knew  what  I 
suppose  I  had  already  feared  was  the  reason  for  the  utter 
disregard  of  an  evangelical  witness  among  some  of  our  con- 
tacts, but  she  had  said  it  more  eloquently  than  I  had  ever 
thought  in  my  moments  of  analyzing  the  situation. 

Physical  comforts  we  give  these  in  the  Fairfax  District 
in  an  endeavor  to  reach  them  for  their  Messiah,  our  Saviour. 
We  pick  up  and  deliver  to  our  classes;  we  supply  refresh- 
ments at  our  meetings,  in  which  we  take  the  place  of  serv- 
ants; we  help  to  bear  their  sorrows;  we  offer  emergency 
service  for  doctor  and  dentist  appointments;  we  even  assist 
them  to  move,  if  we  deem  it  necessary.  Over  the  years, 
Pastor  Bruce  Button  has  fixed  their  wiring,  painted  their 
homes,  and  made  their  repairs.  Mrs.  Button  has  labored 
hard  in  the  Mission's  residence  to  bring  comfort  to  the 
blind  folk,  and  others  who  might  only  be  coming  for  a 
break  in  their  boredom  or  for  the  "loaves  and  fishes."  And 
Isobel  keeps  driving  and  driving  and  driving.  Now,  the 
Neelys  belong  to  the  crew  of  the  "Comforters." 

May  I  continue  on  with  Mrs.  M?  Several  weeks  after  the 
above  incident  as  I  drew  up  to  take  Sam  G.  to  a  meet- 
ing, there  stood  Mrs.  M.  with  him  on  the  curb,  all  dressed 
up  and  some  place  to  go.  My  heart  jumped  in  anticipation 
of  her  coming  to  our  meeting.  However,  my  joy  was 
short-lived  for  she  asked,  "Would  you  mind  taking  me  to 
Beverly  and  Fairfax  Streets?  I  am  going  to  a  meeting  of  the 
Senior  Citizens."  Mrs.  M.  was  running  true  to  form.  She 
would  ask  for  our  comforts  and  we  would  give  them,  but 
she  would  not  take  our  God! 

As  we  go,  your  missionaries  in  a  Brethren  work,  to  our 
Jewish  friends  in  Los  Angeles,  we  do  so  with  the  desire  that 
there  may  be  those  who  will  receive  the  true  comfort  of  the 
Comforter,  the  Holy  Spirit,  our  Paraclete,  because  they  will 
receive  our  God,  our  Saviour,  our  Lord! 


EASTER  SUNDAY 
"OPPORTUNITY"

It  was  Easter  Sunday,  April  6, 1969, 
and  the  Opportunity  Grace  Brethren, 
Opportunity,  Washington,  took  advan- 
tage of  every  opportunity  and  used  it 
for  a  ground-breaking  service.  The  day 
began  with  a  new  record  worship  serv- 
ice attendance  of  sixty-six.  A  special 
feature  of  this  service  was  the  presen- 
tation of  the  cantata  "Hallelujah,  What 
a  Saviour"  by  the  youth  choir. 

The  worship  service  was  followed 
by  a  carry-in  dinner.  Mr.  Lester  Key- 
ser,  the  building  construction  super- 
intendent, with  Mrs.  Keyser  were  the 
honored  guests  for  this  Easter  Sunday 
ground-breaking  occasion. 

The  ground-breaking  ceremony  be- 
gan at  4:30  p.m.,  but  the  rain  showers 
began  prior  to  this  time.  The  rain 
could  not  dampen  the  spirits  of  some 
fifty  people  gathered  for  such  a  service 
and  especially  for  some  who  had 
looked  forward  to  this  day  for  almost 
two  years.  The  speaker  chosen  was 
Rev.  George  Christie  of  Grandview, 
Washington,  president  of  the  North- 
west District  Mission  Board. 

The  special  music  and  the  message 
took  place  inside  the  McDonald  Ele- 
mentary School  and  then  the  congre- 
gation moved  to  the  building  site  for 
the  "action."  Those  who  were  "where 
the  action  is"  included  the  Building 
Committee  Chairman,  Gerald  Long; 
Trustees,  James  Ahrendt  and  Arthur 
Bo  wen;  Sunday  School  Supt.,  Mary 
Hesseltine; WMC  President,  Louise  Son- 
nenburg;  Youth  Group  President,  John 
Ahrendt;  Construction  Supt.,  Lestei 
Keyser;  Speaker,  George  Christie;  and 
Pastor,  Don  Farner.  The  most  of  the 
people  crowded  under  a  porch  of  a 
nearby  tool  shed  to  witness  the  event. 

Opportunity  is  a  suburb  of  Spokane, 


Washington,  and  the  work  is  a  part  of 
the  relocation  of  the  First  Brethren 
Church.  After  sale  of  the  Spokane 
church,  the  group  met  in  the  Oppor- 
tunity McDonald  Elementary  School 
for  the  first  time  on  the  first  Sunday 
of  June,  1967.  Soon  a  location  was 
purchased  near  the  school  property. 

Then  began  the  process  of  establish- 
ing a  Brethren  church  in  this  new  com- 
munity. In  the  early  days  a  canvas  was 
made  of  the  school  area  and  a  young 
couple  was  led  to  the  Lord.  The  hus- 
band, Mr.  Gerald  Long,  is  our  building 
committee  chairman.  More  than  2,500 
homes  have  been  contacted  with  gospel 
literature  by  our  people. 

We  feel  we  are  fortunate  to  have  a 
man  like  Lester  Keyser  to  supervise 
our  construction  program.  Mr.  Keyser 
just  completed  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Mabton,  Washington,  and 
has  either  supervised  or  worked  on 
nearly  every  new  Brethren  church  in 
our  district.  He  brings  to  us  a  wealth 
of  experience  and  we  know  the  build- 
ing cost  will  be  kept  to  a  very  mini- 
mum. 

Without  the  organizations  of  The 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  and 
the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation, 
we  could  never  undertake  such  a  build- 
ing program.  We  are  grateful  to  Breth- 
ren people  across  our  Fellowship  who 
faithfully  support  these  organizations 
with  their  gifts  and  investments. 

Pray  for  us  that  we  might  live  up 
to  the  name  of  our  church  "Opportun- 
ity Grace  Brethren"  and  buy  up  every 
opportunity  in  this  area  where  God  has 
placed  us.  These  are  exciting  days  as 
we  wait  for  our  new  church  building 
to  be  completed-or  His  Church  to  be 
completed  and  the  return  of  Christ.  T

Brethren  Home  Missions 
"Ups  and  Downs" 


By  Frank  J.  Poland 


The  1968-69  fiscal  year  offering  re- 
port for  Brethren  Home  Missions  is  be- 
fore you.  Only  one  glance  at  the  totals 
tells  you  this  year  it  is  "down" 
$4,212.42  from  the  previous  year.  For 
the  past  six  years  the  offering  has  fol- 
lowed the  same  pattern  with  three 
"ups"  and  three  "downs"  alternating 
each  year. 

"Downs"  cannot  help  but  bring  dis- 
appointment to  a  dedicated  board  and 
missionary  staff.  It  will  have  a  far 
reaching  effect  when  new  groups  look- 
ing for  help  will  need  to  be  told,  "We 
are  sorry,  but  the  offering  does  not 
permit  us  to  include  you  in  the  budget 
this  year— maybe  next  year." 

On  the  other  hand,  "ups"  have  a 
tendency  to  give  an  uplift  to  everyone, 
including  the  donors.    It  is  a  cause  for 


joy  when  you  feel  your  gift  has  helped 
to  bring  victory. 

The  end  of  a  fiscal  year  is  like  the 
closing  of  the  polls  on  election  day. 
We  say  the  people  have  spoken  and 
then  the  counting,  or  accounting,  be- 
gins and  everyone  anxiously  awaits  the 
results.  The  results  are  published  here. 
The  Brethren  people  have  spoken,  and 
to  a  degree  we  could  conclude  that 
Home  Missions  "Lost."  However,  we 
then  fall  back  on  two  words,  "But 
God,"  and  here  is  where  we  leave  the 
results  knowing  that  He  did  not  prom- 
ise all  "ups"  and  no  "downs." 

Every  gift  to  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions from  everyone,  everywhere  is 
appreciated.  Many  have  been  sacrifi- 
cial gifts  and  "widows'  mites"  and  the 
God  who  has  redeemed  us  will  reward 
you.  ▼ 
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I  am  a  pastor  and  prefer  to  remain 
anonymous.  Not  because  I  wish  to 
forego  the  notoriety  of  this  letter,  but 
that  you  might  read  it  objectively. 

I  have  been  a  Christian  since  I  was 
"knee  high  to  a  grasshopper"  and  am 
acquainted  with  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church.  Never  for  one  moment  in  all 
of  these  years  have  I  ever  lived  without 
some  awareness  to  the  responsibility 
of  a  Christian  in  our  world.  True,  we 
as  individuals  and  churches  have  never 
lived  up  to  our  fullest  potential.  Yet, 
I  want  to  go  on  record  concerning 
MISSIONS! 

Some  churches  have  great  mission 
programs.  They  push  missions  overseas 
to  the  exclusion  of  the  home  work. 
Their  missionary  budget  runs  in  figures 
of  thousands  of  dollars,  but  their  Sun- 
day-school attendance  runs  in  a  few 
hundreds.  Many  other  churches,  sad 
to  say,  do  nothing  at  all  in  the  area  of 
missions.  I  suppose  that  if  one  were  to 
make  a  decision  between  these  two 
positions,  it  would  be  better  to  push 
the  former  rather  than  the  latter.  But 
that  is  not  the  option!  Neither  of  these 
positions  is  true  to  the  Scriptures. 
WHY? 

I  believe  the  greatest  missionary 
passage  of  Scripture  is  found  in  the 
Book  of  Acts,  chapter  1,  verse  8.  We 
are  told  to  be  witnesses  BOTH  at  home 
AND  abroad.  The  clear  teaching  of 
the  Word  of  God  is  that  missions  is  a 
balanced  program. 

What  are  home  missions?  The  es- 
tablishing of  Brethren  churches  first 
and  foremost,  and  then  ministering  to 
minority  groups  outside  the  reach  of 
the  local  churches  such  as  the  Ameri- 
can Indian,  the  Spanish- American,  the 
Afro-American,  the  Jew  and  other 
ethnic  groups.  We  are  familiar  with 
these  because  our  Fellowship  of 
churches  is  involved  in  a  mission  pro- 
gram with  them.  But,  take  another 
look  at  Acts  1:8  with  me.  This  aspect 
of  home  missions  as  you  and  I  know 
it  fulfills  that  part  of  Christ's  com- 
mand that  said,  "In  Samaria." 

In  Samaria:  All  one  has  to  do  is 
follow  Jesus  in  John,  chapter  4,  to 
realize  what  Samaria  meant  to  Him. 
"He  must  needs  go  through  Samaria" 
because  it  was  a  neglected  field!  To 
the  Jewish  people,  the  Samaritans  were 
a  minority  group  and  they  refused  to 
have  anything  to  do  with  them.  Here 
the  Bible  teaches  clearly  that  we  have 
the  answer  for  the  problem  of  our 


society  and  we  have  a  responsibility  in 
this  very  important  area. 

In  Jerusalem:  Jesus  put  great  em- 
phasis upon  the  home  base.  He  re- 
minded His  disciples  of  their  responsi- 
bility at  home.  All  we  have  to  do  is 
look  around  and  see  for  ourselves  the 
sad  results  of  churches  and  countries 
who  have  forsaken  a  strong  home  base 
program.  Look  at  the  nation  of  Eng- 
land! A  hundred  years  ago  the  greatest 
missionary  thrust  came  from  this  coun- 
try. You  and  I  still  marvel  and  are 
moved  by  the  Holy  Spirit  through  the 
writings  of  great  English  preachers  like 
Charles  Haddon  Spurgeon  and  mis- 
sionaries like  William  Carey.  But  look 
at  England  today!  When  the  base  be- 
gan to  crumble,  the  tower  of  missions 
began  to  fall. 

The  Uttermost  Part  of  the  Earth: 
Here  I  believe  is  the  admonition  to 
mission  work  outside  of  our  own  local 
and  adjacent  communities.  We  also 
have  a  responsibility  to  go  with  the 
Gospel  across  the  seas.    And  this  we

have  done!  But,  have  we  done  it  to  the 
exclusion  of  a  Biblical  command  to 
promote  missions  BOTH  at  home  AND 
abroad? 

WHY   NOT? 

There  may  be  a  number  of  reasons 
for  this  imbalance.  I  believe  in  mis- 
sions and  I  believe  it  to  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  church  to  promote  mis- 
sions. This  is  our  God-given  responsi- 
bility! This  is  a  command  from  Christ. 
We  have  no  option!  We  must  either 
carry  out  His  orders  or  disobey  and 
face  our  court-martial  at  the  judgment 
seat  of  Christ  for  Christians.  May  I 
just  share  with  you  some  of  the  reasons 
why  I  feel  we  have  not  supported  a 
strong  home-based  program? 

1.  It  is  a  way  of  alleviating  our 
guilt.  Many  people  will  give  hundreds 
and  even  thousands  of  dollars  to  mis- 
sions in  order  to  "feel  good"  about  not 
witnessing  to  anybody  at  home.  Our 
government  allows  them  to  give  away 
a  stipulated  amount  of  money  as  tax- 


exempt.  So  they  are  really  not  giving 
up  anything  at  all.  They  are  simply 
taking  money  that  the  government 
would  extract  from  them  anyway  and 
using  the  option  to  give  it  away. 

2.  It  is  a  misplaced  emphasis.  Some 
say  there  is  less  glory  associated  with 
home  missions  compared  to  the  foreign 
field.  There  is  a  lot  of  reality  in  serving 
as  a  home  missionary.  It  is  just  plain 
hard  work  to  talk  to  my  friends,  and 
loved  ones,  and  neighbors  about  Jesus 
Christ.  It  puts  me  on  the  spot.  It 
bothers  me.  It  makes  me  nervous  be- 
cause I  have  to  evaluate  the  type  of 
commitment  I  have.  I  believe  it  is  time 
we  placed  an  equal  emphasis  upon 
missions.  Begin  now  to  establish  new 
churches  in  what  is  fast  becoming  the 
greatest  and  most  needy  mission  field 
in  the  world— the  United  States  of 
America. 

3.  It  is  a  misunderstanding  of  the 
Scriptures.  God  has  promised  to  bless 
on  the  basis  of  an  understanding  of  the 
Word.  He  will  not  bless  what  the  Word 
of  God  does  not  say.  I  believe  that 
Acts  1:8  teaches  clearly  that  missions 
involves  three  major  areas  of  responsi- 
bility. The  first  area  is  Jerusalem  for  a 
strong  home  base.  The  second  major 
area  is  to  the  people  who  live  adjacent 
to  our  home-based  program.  And  in 
our  society,  it  is  no  different  than  it 
was  in  the  day  of  Jesus.  There  were 
millions  of  people  represented  by  the 
minority  groups  in  His  day  just  as 
there  are  millions  in  our  day.  Only, 
the  shoe  has  changed  feet.  In  Jesus' 
day  the  Jew  was  a  major  people;  today, 
they  are  a  minority  people;  yet  they 
are  still  people  without  Jesus  Christ! 
And  as  I  write  this  article  we  have  a 
tremendous  need  in  our  own  Jewish 
work.  We  have  just  three  people,  at 
the  present  moment, ministering  to  the 
needs  of  God's  people,  the  Jew.  It  is 
difficult  for  me  to  say  that  we  as  a 
Fellowship  of  churches  are  fully  com- 
mitted to  missions  and  to  have  this 
situation  exist  in  our  own  mission  pro- 
gram. The  third  major  area  is  to  the 
rest  of  the  people  of  our  world. 

God  has  never  failed  to  bless  His 
Word.  But  it  is  our  responsibility  to 
"rightly  divide  the  Word  of  Truth." 
God  has  given  us  His  Holy  Spirit  to 
lead  us  in  understanding  His  Word.  A 
half-million  dollars  for  Home  Missions! 
You  say,  WHY?  As  a  burdened  and 
concerned  Christian  in  the  year  1969  I 
ask  you-WHY  NOT?  ▼ 
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The  First  Time  for  a  Trumpet ! 


It  was  the  first  time  a  trumpet  had 
been  used  to  play  the  National  Anthem 
in  Dodger  Stadium.

Fol- 
lowing the  playing  of  the  National 
Anthem,  Franks  also  played  the  charge 
for  the  Los  Angeles  Dodger  players  to 
take  the  field. 

The  loudspeaker  came  alive  at  7:59 
p.m.  with  the  statement:  "The  National 
Anthem  will  be  played  tonight  by  Mr. 
Jerry  Franks,  Artist  in  Residence,  Grace 
College,  Winona  Lake,  Indiana."  A 
similar  message  appeared  in  lights  on 
the  massive  Stadium  board.  In  center 
field  stood  Jerry  Franks  playing  on  his 
trumpet,  as  umpires  stood  at  attention 
and  the  loyal  Dodger  fans  were  quiet. 


The  trumpet  sound  was  sharp  and 
clear.  As  the  last  note  was  sounded  a 
cheer  went  up  from  the  crowd.  The 
charge  was  played,  the  fans  responded, 
the  Dodger  players  took  the  field  and 
the  game  was  under  way. 

This  was  only  one  of  the  oppor- 
tunities that  Jerry  Franks  had  on  his 
trip  to  Southern  California,  sponsored 
by  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald.  It 


pany.  The  big  news  was  the  announce- 
ment of  plans  for  the  opening  of  the

May  31,  1969 
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Application  for  Accreditation  Status  Denied 


On  March  23,  Dean  E.  William  Male 
and  I  went  before  the  North  Central 
Association,  Commission  on  Colleges 
and  Universities,  as  the  final  step  in 
application  for  Correspondent  Status 
in  Accreditation.  In  preparation  for 
this  meeting,  a  written  application  had 
been  prepared  and  filed  with  the  com- 
mission several  months  in  advance.  In 
response,  an  educator  was  assigned  to 
give  a  careful  survey  of  Grace  College. 
He  arrived  on  campus  and  spent  two 
days  examining  the  status  of  the  fac- 
ulty, finances,  student  body,  and  facili- 
ties. He  then  prepared  a  report  for  the 
Commission  on  Colleges,  copies  of 
which  were  also  placed  in  our  hands 
before  the  meeting  in  Chicago.  The 
report  was  factual  and  in  some  places 
pointed  up  weaknesses  and  strengths, 
but  at  no  point  did  it  give  any  indi- 
cation as  to  evaluation. 

Representatives  of  several  other 
Christian  colleges  preceded  us  before 
the  commission.  They  came  forth 
greatly  disturbed  at  the  rather  strong 
position  the  commission  took  relating 
to  their  doctrinal  and  moral  standards. 
But  even  this  did  not  quite  alert  us  to 
the  fact  that  we  would  be  facing  the 
same  sort  of  confrontation.  Almost 
no  attention  was  given  to  faculty, 
facilities,  and  finances  during  this  in- 
terview. Practically  the  whole  time 
was  given  to  the  matter  of  "the  faith" 
as  outlined  in  our  "Covenant  of  Faith" 
and  to  which  each  member  of  the  fac- 
ulty must  subscribe  annually.  It  was 
their  conclusion  that  this  placed  undue 
limitation  upon  the  freedom  of  inquiry, 
and  therefore,  was  an  obstruction  to 
the  advancement  of  knowledge.

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The  Decision  Came  Three  Days 
Later  in  the  Negative 

A  secretary  assigned  to  colleges  like 
ours,  reported  the  decision  of  the  com- 
mission on  March  26.  Two  factors 
were  cited  as  leading  to  the  refusal  to 
grant  Correspondent  Status: 

First,  it  was  deemed  impossible 
within  a  period  of  five  years  for  the 
school  to  upgrade  its  faculty  sufficient- 
ly to  make  full  accreditation.  (Corre- 
spondent Status  lasts  for  two  years, 
and  Candidate  Status  for  three  years, 
making  a  total  of  five  years  before  full 
accreditation.)  This  may  not  be  true, 
but  at  the  rate  we  are  now  moving  in 
the  face  of  almost  insurmountable 
odds,  it  could  very  well  be  true. 

Second,  it  was  deemed  impossible 
within  a  period  of  five  years  for  the 
school  to  improve  its  financial  status  in 
terms  of  endowment.  At  present  we 
have  almost  no  endowment.  Without 
endowment  the  commission  felt  that 
our  school  does  not  have  financial 
stability,  that  is,  finances  such  as  will 
guarantee  the  ongoing  of  the  school  in 
the  face  of  mounting  financial  pres- 
sures. Here  again,  the  commission  had 
solid  ground  upon  which  to  base  its 
decision. 

A  Significant  Factor  in  this  Interview 

The  Commission  on  Colleges  at- 
tempts to  weigh  all  the  aspects  of  an 
institution  in  arriving  at  its  final  de- 
cision. A  school  may  be  high  in  some 
areas  and  low  in  others,  and  this  is 
usually  the  case.  In  our  case,  there  is 
no  question  that  in  the  area  of  faculty 
and  finances  we  are  low.  But  even 
these  areas  might  have  received  a  more 
favorable  review  by  the  commission  if 
the  factor  of  "the  faith"  had  not  ap- 
peared so  obstructive  in  their  estima- 
tion. 

This  led  Dean  Male  and  me  to  ad- 
dress an  important  question  to  the 
secretary:  "Does  this  close  the  door  to 
Grace  College?"  To  this  he  said,  "No," 
and  insisted  that  we  could  apply  again 
within  six  months,  or  a  year,  or  two 
years.  But,  obviously,  when  a  five-year 
limit  had  already  been  placed  on  us,  it 
would  be  sheer  folly  to  apply  sooner 
than  improvement  in  faculty  and  finan- 
ces would  permit. 


A  Real  Challenge 
Now  Confronts  Grace  College 

Hundreds  of  people  were  praying 
for  Grace  College  in  this  confronta- 
tion with  the  Commission  on  Colleges. 
Those  prayers  were  that  the  will  of 
God  would  be  done.  Now  that  the 
answer  has  come  in  the  negative,  it  is 
only  right  that  we  take  this  as  the  will 
of  the  Lord  at  this  time.  Let  us  re- 
joice and  thank  God.  More  than  fifty 
colleges  made  applications  such  as  ours, 
and  more  than  half  of  them  were 
denied,  so  we  are  not  alone. 

Now  this  decision  is  good  for  one 
reason.  It  points  up  the  places  where 
we  need  to  make  great  improvement. 
We  need  more  faculty  members,  and 
faculty  members  who  are  Brethren, 
and  we  need  them  with  degrees  on  the 
doctoral  level.  There  needs  to  be  a 
greater  volume  of  prayer  for  new  dedi- 
cation on  the  part  of  Brethren  teachers. 

In  addition,  there  needs  to  be  strong 
advancement  in  finances.  God's  people 
who  have  been  blessed  with  the  ability 
to  make  money  need  to  consecrate 
their  financial  means  to  Christian  Edu- 
cation. Let  there  be  a  new  surge  of 
prayer  to  this  end,  that  Grace  Schools 
may  be  able  to  provide  quality  educa- 
tion for  its  youth. 

Consider  the  Need  We  Have 
Right  Now  for  Funds 

As  of  this  date  we  face  a  serious 
need  in  the  general  fund  for  the  school. 
Expenses  have  been  running  high,  and 
in  the  face  of  every  effort  to  econo- 
mize we  are  now  running  short.  Pray 
that  God's  people  will  send  in  the 
necessary  funds  to  meet  the  current 
needs  for  this  year. 

Moreover,  there  is  great  need  for 
help  on  the  library.  This  building  will 
cost  about  $90,000  more  than  pro- 
jected. Government  regulations  as  to 
salaries  and  escalating  costs  have  been 
more  than  we  could  meet.  The  Breth- 
ren Investment  Foundation  has  had  to 
deny  a  request  for  another  $75,000  be- 
cause of  shortage  of  funds. 

Could  all  of  you  faithful  readers  of 
this  column  go  to  your  knees  in  prayer, 
and  perhaps  also  reach  a  little  deeper 
into  your  pocket  to  meet  these  needs?

In  the  case  of  the  incumbent  Presi- 
dent, for  the  first  time  special  Sunday 
services  have  been  scheduled  in  the 
White  House  when  Mr.  Nixon  is  in  the 
city.  On  other  occasions  on  Sunday, 
he  and  his  family  are  to  be  found  in 
church.  Prior  to  the  inauguration,  the 
President  read  through  the  messages  of 
all  of  the  other  former  presidents  and 
was  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
the  head  of  state  setting  the  proper  ex- 


ample in  the  need  and  vital  importance 
of  personal  religious  faith.  The  con- 
tent and  tone  of  President  Nixon's  in- 
augural address  gave  the  clue  for  what 
was  ahead  in  this  area.  Such  an  address 
caused  some  foreign  visitors  present 
for  the  occasion  to  remark  that  it 
seemed  as  though  they  had  been  in  a 
church  service. 

A  strong  friendship  has  been  estab- 
lished between  President  Richard  Nix- 
on and  Dr.  Billy  Graham.  This  in  it- 
self is  a  wonderful  instance  of  the 
providence  of  God.  A  small  act  of 
kindness  on  the  latter's  part  has  been 
used  by  the  Lord  to  cement  this  re- 
lationship. It  was  at  the  time  of  the 
death  of  the  mother  of  Mr.  Nixon  that 
Billy  Graham  took  time  off  from  a 
busy  schedule  to  be  present  for  the 
funeral  of  the  mother.  Billy  Graham 
had  no  part  in  the  service  itself,  but 
was  there  even  though  he  had  to  cut 
short  some  other  appointments.  It  was 
this  same  individual  who  had  much  to 
do  with  Mr.  Nixon's  decision  to  run 
once  more  for  the  highest  office  in  the 
nation.  We  can  expect  that  the  access 
which  Billy  Graham  has  to  the  White 
House  will  continue  throughout  the 
days  of  this  administration.  It  was  not 
by  chance  that  Billy  Graham  was 
chosen  to  speak  at  the  first  Sunday 
church  service  in  the  White  House  fol- 
lowing the  inauguration.  A  large  num- 
ber of  cabinet  and  other  high  officials 
were  present. 

Already  there  have  been  a  couple  of 
incidents  which  indicate  that  there  is  a 
sensitivity  to  spiritual  matters  among 
officialdom  in  Washington.  When  the 
first  drawing  of  the  Apollo  8  postage 
stamp  which  was  released  on  May  5 
appeared,  the  Bible  was  represented  in 
the  words  which  were  spoken  from 
the  vicinity  of  the  moon  on  Christmas 
eve,  "In  the  beginning  God."  A 
bureaucratic  decision  removed  this  im- 
portant testimony  so  that  the  center 
of  the  stamp  was  to  be  almost  as  void 
as  the  earth  was  at  the  beginning  of 
creation.  Letters  from  all  over  the 
nation  poured  into  the  office  of  the 
President  and  other  offices  involved  in 
this  matter.  The  last  week  in  February 
brought  the  reversal  of  this  earlier  de- 
cision, so  that  now  God  will  be  repre- 
sented on  this  stamp  which  honors  a 
tremendous  scientific  feat  made  pos- 
sible by  the  God-given  intelligence  of 
men. 

A  second  incident  is  noticed  in  the 
intervention  of  the  Secretary  of  De- 


fense, Melvin  Laird.  About  a  year  ago 
the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union 
took  action  to  have  all  reference  to 
God,  Supreme  Being,  Creator,  and  so 
forth,  removed  from  the  character- 
building  lectures  which  men  in  the 
military  are  given  during  periods  of 
orientation.  If  this  action  were  suc- 
cessful, the  very  foundation  for  all 
morality  would  be  undermined.  There 
would  be  no  substructure  upon  which 
ethical  conduct  could  be  built.  Again, 
the  average  citizen  with  pen  in  hand 
descended  upon  Washington,  this  time 
especially  the  representatives  in  Con- 
gress, through  an  avalanche  of  letters 
the  like  of  which  many  of  the  persons 
in  Congress  have  not  seen  on  any  other 
single  issue.  Defense  Secretary  Laird 
announced  that  the  intended  policy  of 
the  ACLU  would  be  turned  aside  and 
the  terms  which  were  so  offensive  to 
that  organization  could  still  be  used. 
He  has  stated  that  there  is  a  good  pos- 
sibility that  this  refusal  to  implement 
the  ACLLPs  policy  will  be  permanent 
if  such  has  not  already  become  the 
case. 

Within  ten  weeks,  at  the  time  of  this 
writing,  the  citizens  of  this  nation  have 
had  the  opportunity  of  observing  how 
sensitive  the  new  administration  is  to 
the  stirring  among  the  grassroots  of 
America.  It  is  still  true  that  those  who 
make  their  wishes  known  are  more  apt 
to  see  something  done  about  them. 
Too  often  the  tiny,  but  articulate, 
minority  take  action  and  change  the 
policy  of  the  government  and  some- 
times even  the  law  of  the  land.  It  is 
high  time  for  those  who  still  believe 
in  those  principles  which  have  con- 
tributed to  the  greatness  of  America 
to  make  their  moral  force  felt.  In  the 
good  providence  of  God  this  greatness 
has  come  to  be  and  we  must  be  careful 
or  it  will  all  be  lost  by  default,  more  so 
than  by  overt  attack.  America  is  the 
last  bastion  of  freedom,  so  all  citizens 
have  an  investment  in  our  nation's 
future.  America  is  the  last  major  base 
from  which  to  evangelize  the  world, 
so  the  Christian  citizen  has  an  addi- 
tional obligation. 

While  attending  a  national  security 
seminar  last  November,  this  writer  felt 
that  the  outlook  for  our  nation  was 
very  dark  and  foreboding.  It  seemed 
as  though  we  were  living  on  borrowed 
time;  that  this  cliche  had  become 
reality.  Forces  within  and  forces  with- 
out were  hard  at  work  tearing  to  shreds

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ieter— to  the  surprise  of  all  who  had 
known  him  well— had  left  no  will.  Ap- 
parently he  had  thought  that  since  he 
possessed  little  other  than  insurance, 
making  me  the  sole  beneficiary  of  that 
took  care  of  the  situation.  If  only  he 
had  known  how  much  it  left  to  be 
taken  care  of!  Yet  in  thinking  a  will 
unimportant  for  those  with  a  small  or 
moderate  estate,  my  husband  was  not 
unusual.  I  learned  that  an  estimated 
70  percent  of  American  property  own- 
ers die  intestate. 

The  first  business  complication  de- 
veloped when  Peter's  checking  account 
(we  did  not  have  a  joint  one)  was 
frozen.  Consequently,  no  money  could 
be  drawn  out  even  for  funeral  expenses 
or  immediate  needs.  All  of  the  insur- 
ance policies  were  in  a  strongbox  at 
the  bank.    That  box  was  immediately 


appointed  by  the  probate  court  or 
specifically  approved  by  them.  Such 
appraisal  can  be  time-consuming,  a 
great  deal  of  trouble,  and  costly. 

I  found  it  hard  to  keep  my  mind  on 
these  business  affairs,  because  my  heart 
kept  intruding.  The  businessmen  who 
were  trying  to  help  me  would  have 
found  many  of  my  thoughts  highly 
irrelevant  ....  How  much  are  a  few 
British  colonial  stamps  worth?  So 
many  dollars  and  cents?  A  hundred 
hours  of  pure  pleasure? 

I  could  see  Peter  bending  over  the 
stamp  books  spread  out  on  a  card 
table  in  our  living  room.  To  him,  the 
stamps  were  not  just  stamps.  They 
were  cargo  ships  on  their  way  to  ro- 
mantic, far-flung  places— Antigua,  Bar- 
bados, the  Cayman  Islands,  Grenada, 
Montserrat,  Trinidad.   The  very  names 


Then  came  the  day  when  I  had  to 
reappear  in  probate  court  to  be  made 
Peter  John's  guardian.  Since  then,  I 
have  been  required  to  give  a  detailed 
financial  accounting  of  my  guardian- 
ship to  the  court  each  year.  This  will 
go  on  untO  my  son  becomes  of  age. 
Each  year  the  account  figures  must  be 
sworn  to  before  a  notary  public.  Each 
year  a  fee  must  be  paid  to  the  office 
of  register  of  wills  for  the  accounting. 

The  amount  of  cash  in  Peter's 
checking  account  at  the  time  of  his 
death  was  not  large.  Most  of  this  had 
been  given  to  us  as  a  gift  on  the  oc- 
casion of  our  tenth  anniversary  at  the 
New  York  Avenue  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  had  been  meant  to  pay 
part  of  our  expenses  for  a  trip  abroad. 
Yet  by  the  time  the  final  accounting 
is  made  to  the  probate  court,  almost 
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sealed  by  the  bank  under  the  Internal 
Revenue  Department's  regulations.  It 
took  three  weeks  of  cutting  red  tape 
before  even  the  insurance  agent  could 
get  into  the  strongbox  "to  initiate  the 
collection  of  death  proceeds,"  as  the 
insurance  term  has  it. 

Then  I  learned  that,  under  District 
of  Columbia  law,  when  a  man  dies 
without  a  will,  after  all  the  debts  are 
paid,  his  widow  receives  one-third  of 
his  estate,  his  child  or  children,  two- 
thirds.  It  was  necessary  for  me  to 
appear  in  probate  court  to  post  an  ex- 
pensive bond  and  to  be  made  adminis- 
tratrix of  Peter's  affairs.  Everything 
thereafter  came  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  court.  Not  even  funeral  ex- 
penses, doctor  or  hospital  bills,  nor  or- 
dinary household  expenses  could  be 
paid  until  the  court  passed  on  them. 

Following  this,  some  of  my  hus- 
band's possessions  had  to  be  appraised 
—his  car,  his  stamp  collection,  a  few 
power  tools.  The  appraisal  of  some- 
thing like  a  stamp  collection  is  a  highly 
technical  matter.  It  had  to  be  handled 
by  men  who  know  the  value  of  stamps. 
But   all  appraisers  had  either  to  be 


were  music  .  . .  !  The  commemorative 
issues  were  some  of  history's  most 
dramatic  moments— the  stamps  were 
beautiful!  "Catherine,  take  a  look  at 
this  new  St.  Kitt's  ultramarine  on  blue 
violet— and  this  magenta,  this  carmine 
rose. . . ." 

And  sermons?  How  could  sermons 
be  appraised?  So  much  lift  and  lilt 
to  the  human  spirit?  So  much  bowing 
down  to  the  heart  in  adoration  to  its 
Maker?  Yet  the  sermon  manuscripts 
were  an  integral  part  of  the  estate  and 
the  next  thing  that  had  to  be  appraised 
Obviously,  how  much  they  were  worth 
commercially  was  anyone's  guess.  But 
even  after  some  arbitrary  value  had 
been  placed  on  them,  then  what  dis- 
position was  to  be  made  of  them? 
It  took  several  lawyers  a  little  ovei 
four  months  to  figure  out  that  one. 

It  seemed  that  almost  daily,  every 
where  I  turned,  legal  proof  of  my  hus- 
band's death  was  required.  Finally,  I 
had  a  whole  sheaf  of  photostats  of  his 
death  certificate  made.  To  the  un- 
initiated in  grief,  this  may  seem  like  a 
small  matter.  Still  it  scarcely  has  a 
soothing  effect  on  the  bereaved. 


every  cent  of  that  original  sum  will 
have  been  drained  away  in  legal  and 
court  costs. 

When  I  discovered  the  amazing 
amount  of  red  tape  involved  even  with 
such  a  small  estate,  I  almost  ran  to  a 
lawyer  to  get  help  in  making  a  will  of 
my  own.  Not  only  that,  but  I  began 
urging  my  parents  and  close  friends  to 
consider  the  same  move.  Though  in 
my  case  there  was  little  to  leave  any- 
one, I  reasoned  that  the  tiny  sum  in- 
volved in  making  a  will  might  some 
day  save  many  times  that  amount  in 
fees  for  dealing  with  quite  unnecessary 
legal  technicalities. 

Of  course,  Peter  had  no  idea  of  all 
of  this.  Yet  some  of  his  close  friends 
were  lawyers.  And  often  he  himself 
had  been  called  on  to  help  the  recently 
bereaved  in  practical  matters  as  well  as 
spiritual  ones.  I  marveled  that  he  had 
never  even  once  encountered  some 
other  widow  entangled  in  the  same 
difficulties  with  which  I  was  wrestling.

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re  are  seeing  population  explosion 
in  every  kingdom  under  heaven  except 
the  kingdom  of  heaven!  Perhaps  the 
reason  is  that  we  build  our  big,  beauti- 
ful churches  with  cushioned  pews,  air- 
conditioned  auditoriums,  robed  choirs, 
and  well-trained  preachers  and  then 
advertise,  "Come  and  hear,"  when  all 
the  time  God  says,  "Go  and  tell." 
What  is  it  going  to  take  to  make  us 
leave  our  comforts  of  home  and  go  in- 
to this  world  with  the  Gospel?  The 
Lord  Jesus  did.  Let  us  learn  what  He 
had  and  follow  His  example. 

In  John  3  we  see  the  sinner  seeking 
the  Saviour.  In  John  4  we  see  the 
Saviour  seeking  the  sinner.  The  latter 
is  the  norm,  "For  the  Son  of  man  is 
come  to  seek  .  . ."  (Luke  19:10).  The 
first  thing  we  notice  in  this  chapter  is 
the  COMPULSION  OF  CHRIST  for 
"he  must  needs  go  through  Samaria" 
(John  4:4).  Other  Jews  would  not  go 
this  way  because  of  the  racial  hatred 
but  He  must  for  there  was  a  woman 
who  needed  the  Saviour.  Many  Chris- 
tians do  not  go  out  of  their  way  to  wit- 
ness but  the  soul  winner  must  for  he 
has  a  compulsion.  Paul  had  this  com- 
pulsion for  he  cried,  "woe  is  unto  me, 
if  I  preach  not  the  gospel"  (I  Cor. 
9:16).

If  the  Lord  Jesus  must  "GO"  so 
must  the  pastor  and  people,  for  the 
command  is  to  "go  into  all  the  world" 
and  go  into  the  highways  and  hedges. 
Suddenly  at  the  beach  one  day,  I  saw  a 
lifeguard  stand  in  his  tower.  He  took 
the  Red  Cross  flag  from  its  standard 
and  waved  it  frantically  so  they  could 
see  it  at  the  main  station.  Grabbing  a 
life  buoy  he  ran  to  the  water  and 
swam  out  to  rescue  a  man  from  drown- 
ing. In  a  few  moments  others  arrived 
from  the  main  station  to  help.  Every- 
one had  a  lump  in  his  throat  as  he 
evidenced  the  dedication  of  these  men 
as  they  saved  a  man's  life.  Later  that 
evening  I  went  to  the  main  station. 
There  I  saw  a  sign  I  will  never  forget. 
On  the  wall  in  large  red  letters  was 
written,  "IF  IN  DOUBT,  GO."  Oh, 
that  every  Christian  had  such  dedica- 
tion to  that  motto  today. 

You  can  see  the  COMPASSION  OF 
CHRIST  as  He  said  to  the  woman,  "If 
thou  knewest  the  gift  of  God,  and  who 
it  is  that  saith  to  thee,  Give  me  to 
drink;  thou  wouldest  have  asked  of 
him,  and  he  would  have  given  thee 
living  water"  (v.  10).  She  was  a  loner. 
Whether  it  was  the  multitudes  or  the 
individual  He  had  compassion.  The 
tragedy  was  she  did  not  know  the  gift 
of  God  nor  did  she  know  who  was 
talking  with  her  until  she  was  told. 
When  she  was  told,  praise  God,  she 
drank  deeply  of  that  water! 


David  Brainard  penned  in  his  diary, 
as  he  burned  out  for  God  among  the 
Indians,  "I  cared  not  where  or  how  I 
lived  or  what  hardships  I  went  through, 
if  only  I  could  win  souls  for  Christ. 
While  I  was  asleep  I  dreamed  of  these 
things;  when  I  waked  my  first  thought 
was  of  this  great  work."  This  attitude 
comes  only  when  one  can  pray  from 
the  depth  of  his  soul,  "Not  my  will, 
but  thine  be  done." 

A  third  attitude  Christ  had  was  a 
sense  of  COMMITMENT  to  this  task 
of  reaching  others  when  He  said,  "My 
meat  is  to  do  the  will  of  him  that  sent 
me"  (v.  34).  When  the  disciples  of- 
fered Him  the  McDonald  hamburgers 
and  said,  "Let's  eat,"  He  let  them  know 
He  had  already  had  filet  mignon,  "I 
have  meat  to  eat  that  you  know  not 
of  (v.  32).  He  was  saying  the  thing 
He  really  fed  on  was  seeing  people 
born  of  God  right  before  His  very  eyes. 
This  satisfies. 

Christians  need  not  only  to  esteem 
the  Word  of  God  "more  than  my 
necessary  food"  (Job  23:12),  but  also 
the  will  of  God  and  work  of  God  in 
reaching  men  and  women  for  Christ. 
Witnessing  is  not  just  one  of  the  items 
in  a  cafeteria  which  we  can  take  or 
leave,  it  is  the  main  course  of  the 
church.  The  Lord  Jesus  did  not  say 
you  ought  to  be  witnesses  but  "ye 
shall  be  witnesses  unto  me"  (Acts  1 :8). 

Probably  the  disciples  passed  this 
woman  on  their  way  to  town.  I  won- 
der what  they  thought.  Do  you  sup- 
pose they  realized  it  was  odd  for  her 
to  go  for  water  by  herself  at  this  time 
of  day  instead  of  when  the  women 
usually  went  late  in  the  day?  She  was 
not  chalked  up  as  the  most  likely 
prospect  in  Sychar  to  receive  the 
Saviour. 

Just  think  of  what  they  missed. 
Wouldn't  you  love  to  win  another  D. 
L.  Moody  or  Billy  Sunday  or  C.  H. 
Spurgeon?  That  man  in  the  service 
station,  or  shop  or  office  next  to  you, 
or  the  paper  boy  or  the  postman  may 
just  be  the  one.  Don't  pass  him  by. 
Tell  him  about  Jesus.  At  least  offer 
him  the  opportunity  to  know  the 
Saviour. 

A  man  who  was  saved  in  one  of  D. 
L.  Moody's  meetings  prayed,  "Dear 
God,  I  want  to  thank  you  for  going 
out  of  your  way  to  save  me."  God 
does!  The  Lord  Jesus  did!  May  we  go 
out  of  our  way  to  bring  people  to 
Christ.  ▼ 
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I  here  are  some  things  about  which 
everyone  is  willing  to  argue,  whether 
he  knows  anything  about  them  or  not 
-for  example,  the  English  language, 
the  government,  and  music.  On  music 
the  classic  comment  is,  "I  don't  know 
anything  about  it,  but  I  do  know  what 
I  like."  It  seems  to  me,  however,  that 
one  should  be  able  to  add:  "I  know 
why  I  like  what  I  like."  This  is 
especially  necessary  for  the  gospel 
musician,  for  with  him  music  is  a  min- 
istry. All  Christian  musicians  will  agree 
that  we  need  good  church  music.  It 
should  be  worthwhile  then  to  consider 
just  what  we  mean  by  good  church 
music  and  to  ask  ourselves  whether  we 
have  it  now  in  our  churches. 

We  can  start  with  what  good  church 
music  is  not,  or  rather  what  it  does  not 
have  to  be.  For  one  thing  it  does  not 
have  to  be  good  secular  music.  It  does 
not  have  to  be  music  restricted  to  one 
country,  one  period  of  time,  or  one 
school  of  composers.  There  are  some 
fundamentalist  Protestants  who  seem 
to  feel  that  the  only  worthwhile  music 
is  that  which  came  after  1875,  and 
that  good  church  music  means  Fanny 
Crosby  and  George  Stebbins,  or  "The 
Glory  Song"  and  "The  Old  Rugged 
Cross." 

It  does  not  have  to  be  characterized 
by  any  narrow  limitations  of  tempo, 
dynamics,  rhythm,  or  harmony.  The 
mere  fact  that  a  hymn  is  slow,  soft, 
steady  in  rhythm,  and  simple  in  harmo- 
ny does  not  label  it  as  the  genuine 
article.  Conversely,  a  rollicking  loud, 
modern-sounding  tune  does  not  auto- 
matically get  the  blue  ribbon. 

These  are  all  false  criteria  and  they 
lead  to  dangerous  principles.  They  are 
false  because  in  each  case  they  confine 
good  church  music  to  a  certain  re- 
stricted area,  and  on  the  wrong  basis. 
For  church  music  the  standard  must 
be  primarily  a  practical  one  rather  than 
an  artistic,  historical,  or  popular  one. 
In  other  words,  good  music  for  the 
church  is  that  which  does  most  effec- 
tively what  it  is  supposed  to  do.  The 
artistic  standard  applies,  but  it  must 
be  subordinated  to  the  practical  con- 
sideration. 

This  being  the  case,  what  is  church 
music  supposed  to  do?  Nothing,  in  it- 
self. Its  functions  arises  out  of  and 
coordinates  with  the  words.  The  music 
reinforces  and  emotionalizes  the  mean- 
ing and  unifies  the  performance  of  the 
text. 

For  our  purposes  we  shall  assume 
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that  the  words  chosen  are  the  best. 
Take  a  hymn  like  "When  I  Survey  the 
Wondrous  Cross,"  for  instance.  The 
words  themselves  are  moving.  The 
first  thing  the  simple  "Hamburg"  tune 
does  for  the  words  is  enable  the  con- 
gregation to  join  in  unified  perform- 
ance of  the  hymn.  But  this  could  be 
accomplished  by  means  of  group  reci- 
tation, like  saying  the  Lord's  Prayer. 
The  tune  does  more.  Music  is  the 
language  of  emotion,  and  feelings  that 
he  too  deep  for  mere  words  find  then- 
expression  in  song.  The  tune,  then, 
reinforces  the  emotional  significance 
of  Watt's  hymn. 

In  the  congregational  hymn,  the 
tune  can  be  effective  in  reinforcing 
and  emotionalizing  the  words  in  two 
ways:  rhetorically  and  psychologically.

What  Is 
Good 
Music  ? 

By  Gunner  Urang 


With  respect  to  meaning,  the  tune 
should  emphasize  the  words  by  allow- 
ing the  important  notes  to  correspond 
to  the  important  words.  An  important 
note  may  be  such  because  of  accent, 
because  of  extra  length,  or  because  of 
a  higher  pitch,  or  because  of  a  com- 
bination of  these.  To  go  back  to 
"When  I  Survey  the  Wondrous  Cross" 
for  an  example— in  the  first  phrase  the 
important  words  are  "when,"  "survey" 
(with  stress  on  the  second  syllable), 
"wondrous"  and  "cross."  The  notes 
which  accompany  these  words  are  all 
notes  which  receive  two  beats,  thus 
adding  emphasis. 

Psychologically,  too,  the  tune  can 
be  either  effective  or  ineffective.  The 
melody  must  not  only  emphasize  the 
intellectual  meaning  of  the  words  but 
also  echo  the  spirit  of  the  message. 
The  chief  factor  is  association,  the 
mental  images  and  emotional  states 
which  can  be  brought  into  being  when 
one  hears  a  certain  melody  or  certain 


harmonies  and  rhythms. 

Several  kinds  of  association  may 
operate  in  church  music.  A  tune  may 
suggest  a  certain  set  of  words,  when 
these  words  are  already  familiar.  I 
once  heard  someone  accuse  the  com- 
pilers of  a  certain  hymnal  of  using  the 
wrong  tune  for  the  hymn  "How  Firm 
a  Foundation"  because  to  him  that 
tune  suggested  the  words  of  "O  Come 
All  Ye  Faithful."  There  is  even  greater 
danger  in  putting  sacred  words  to 
popular  tunes  when  the  secular  words 
are  still  known  and  sung. 

The  associations  are  not  always  of 
definite  words.  Sometimes  a  tune  with 
a  certain  type  of  melody  or  rhythm 
suggests  an  emotional  state  or  a  mental 
attitude.  Words  of  quiet  trust  like 
those  of  "Abide  with  Me"  call  for  a 
tune  which  suggests  a  calm  repose. 
The  militant  words  of  "A  Mighty  For- 
tress is  Our  God"  must  be  set  to  a 
march-like  tune,  a  tune  with  "muscle." 

But  when  the  associations  are  of  a 
different  order  entirely,  when  they  sug- 
gest the  music  of  the  world,  when  they 
bring  to  mind  the  feverish  syncopation 
of  jazz  and  the  sensual  cloying  harmo- 
nies of  the  popular  love  song-then 
something  is  wrong  with  church  music. 
I  feel  this  is  a  matter  to  which  the 
songleader  and  the  gospel  singer  and 
the  instrumentalist  ought  to  give 
prayerful  consideration.  On  the  prac- 
tical level  the  choosing  of  congrega- 
tional songs  and  gospel  solos  call  for 
real  discrimination.  Try  this  test  on  a 
gospel  song.  Having  already  passed 
judgment  on  the  words  and  accepted 
them,  try  to  take  in  their  full  meaning. 
Recite  them  aloud;  master  the  emo- 
tional tone  of  the  text.  Then  try  the 
tune.  Ask:  Does  it  add  its  own  author- 
ity to  what  has  been  expressed  by  the 
words  or  does  it  defy  the  text  and  cry 
out  its  own  meaning  by  means  of  dis- 
tressing associations? 

To  conclude,  then,  church  music 
is  good  not  because  it  is  of  a  certain 
time  or  nationality  or  by  a  certain 
composer  or  school  of  musicians;  nor 
because  it  is  contemporary  and  popu- 
lar; nor  because  it  measures  up  to 
secular  standards;  not  just  because  it 
happens  to  be  soft,  or  loud,  or  slow 
and  steady,  or  fast  and  rhythmic. 
Good  church  music  is  that  which  does 
its  job-reinforcing  and  emotionalizing 
the  message  of  the  words.

Seminary  Changes  3-Year  Degree 


The  1969  Commencement  will  mark 
the  awarding  of  the  first  Master  of 
Divinity  degrees  at  Grace  Theological

the  moral  fabric  of  our  society.  How- 
ever, it  appears  that  God  has  given 
America  a  little  more  time  to  put  its 
house  in  order  and  return  to  the  faith 
of  our  fathers.  The  situation  is  desper- 
ate enough  to  require  a  spiritual  revolu- 
tion. If  this  is  to  come  about,  much 
of  the  direction  will  have  to  come  from 
the  White  House  before  it  can  have 
much  effect  in  the  other  houses  of  our 
land.  Perhaps  Mr.  Nixon  has  been 
brought  to  this  position  for  such  a  time 
as  this.  God's  Word  clearly  tells  us  that 
it  is  His  prerogative  to  set  up  one  ruler 
and  put  down  another. 

The  glimmer  of  spiritual  hope  is 
seen  in  Washington,  but  Christians 
must  make  sure  that  it  is  not  darkened. 
That  spark  of  righteousness  must  be- 
come a  purging  fire  of  spiritual  renewal 
if  God's  judgment  is  to  be  stayed.  No 
other  civilization  in  history  has  escaped 


when  the  cup  of  iniquity  was  full. 
America  has  no  claim  on  God's  grace 
that  would  cancel  out  His  wrath.  As 
Nineveh  of  old  repented  so  must  the 
the  United  States  of  America! 

In  the  opening  paragraph  of  this 
article,  the  writer  mentioned  that 
others  beyond  the  field  of  evangelical 
Christians  have  noticed  the  change  in 
spiritual  concern.  In  the  April  6  issue 
of  the  Parade  magazine,  Jack  Ander- 
son, an  associate  of  Drew  Pearson, 
published  an  article  pointing  out  his 
observations.

Against 
What?

A  professor  is  reported  to  have  urged 
his  students  to  be  against  something 
in  life,  even  if  they  must  take  their 
stand  against  such  a  defenseless  com- 
modity as  buttermilk.  It  is  inevitable 
that  in  establishing  our  position  posi- 
tively for  the  things  we  believe  and 
practice  we  will  draw  the  lines  against 
certain  things.  Even  the  Bible  admon- 
ishes us  to  positively  "put  on"  certain 
graces  and  to  negatively  "put  off  sin- 
ful practices  that  should  not  character- 
ize the  Christian  life. 

The  church  as  God's  representative 
body  in  the  world  today  is  constantly 
asked  to  indicate  where  she  stands  on 
various  issues,  and  her  stand  must  be 
clear-cut  and  unwavering.  To  say,  "If 
you  sin  somewhat,  and  do  not  repent 
to  some  degree,  you'll  go  to  hell  to  a 
certain  extent,"  is  not  definite  enough. 
We  must  specifically  and  clearly  give 
forth  the  message:  "All  have  sinned, 
and  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God," 
and  "Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  thou  shalt  be  saved  .  .  .  ."  We  shall 
accomplish  nothing  for  God  if  we  fail 
to  stand  by  word  and  deed  for  the 
great  fundamentals  of  the  faith  such 
as:  the  inspiration  of  the  Bible,  the 
deity  of  Christ,  the  sinfulness  of  man, 
redemption  from  sin  through  the  aton- 
ing work  of  Christ  alone,  and  other 
doctrines.  We  of  the  Brethren  Mission- 
ary Herald  stand  solidly  with  the 
National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  in  the  belief  of  these  great 
truths  and  we  desire  to  faithfully  pro- 
claim them. 

However,  many  Christians  seem 
more  concerned  with  what  they  are 
"against"  than  what  they  are  "for," 
with  more  emphasis  on  the  negative 
than  on  the  positive.  What  then  should 


be  our  attitude  in  the  matter?  How 
much  magazine  space  should  we  de- 
vote to  the  negative  viewpoint? 

Our  main  emphasis  must  always  be 
the  clear  presentation  of  the  message 
of  salvation  so  that  we  shall  not  fail  in 
reaching  the  lost  for  Christ.  There 
must  be  the  clear  preaching  as  to  the 
lost  condition  of  man  which  some  may 
consider  a  negative  approach.  But  how 
can  we  tell  men  how  to  be  saved  un- 
til we  can  show  them  they  need  to  be 
saved?  We  must  teach  Christians  of 
the  sanctifying  work  which  the  Holy 
Spirit  can  and  will  do  in  their  lives 
through  the  "washing  of  water  by  the 
word."  We  must— and  we  will  warn 
against  the  pitfalls  of  sin  and  the  de- 
ceitful working  of  Satan  against  Christ's 
body,  the  church.  It  is  imperative  that 
we  teach  and  stress  these  truths  over 
and  over  again. 

There  are  other  matters  which  we 
must  make  known  but  which  should 
not  be  ridden  as  a  hobby.  One  of 
these  is  the  clear  statement  that  we 
are  unalterably  opposed  to  such  an 
ungodly  movement  as  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  and  that  we  are 
in  no  way  associated  with  them.  While 
we  should— and  do  make  known  our 
position,  it  is  not  wise  to  constantly 
use  precious  magazine  space  for  this 
when  unsaved  readers  need  to  read  of 
the  plan  of  salvation  and  believers 
need  to  see  articles  conducive  to  growth 
in  the  study  of  God's  Word  and  in  the 
Christian  life.  Top  priority  must  be 
given  to  the  most  urgent  spiritual 
matters  and  others  should  be  treated 
as  time  and  space  permit.  This  will 
continue  to  be  the  policy  of  the  Breth- 
ren Missionary  Herald  magazine.

I  he  mighty  Pacific  Ocean  occupies 
close  to  one-third  of  the  earth's  sur- 
face. It  is  dotted  by  thousands  of 
islands,  both  large  and  small,  including 
the  eight  habitable  islands  of  the  state 
of  Hawaii  nestling  some  1,400  miles 
north  of  the  equator  and  2,600  miles 
west  of  Los  Angeles.  Although  tech- 
nically the  Hawaiian  chain  extends  to 
the  northwest  as  far  as  Midway,  a  dis- 
tance equal  to  that  from  St.  Louis  to 
Seattle,  those  which  are  commonly 
thought  of  as  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
cover  an  area  only  about  400  miles  in 
length,  and  their  name  is  taken  from 
the  largest  and  most  easterly  island, 
Hawaii.  Other  important  islands  of 
the  group  are  Maui,  Molokai,  Lanai, 
Kauai,  and  Oahu,  which  is  the  most 
densely  populated  and  also  the  seat 
of  the  capital,  Honolulu. 

The  Islands  owe  their  origin  to 
volcanic  activity.  There  are  still  two 
active  volcanoes,  Mauna  Loa  and 
Kilauea,  both  on  the  "Big  Island,"  as 
Hawaii  the  island  is  known  to  dis- 
tinguish it  from  the  state  of  Hawaii. 

There  is  much  beautiful,  breath- 
taking, awe-inspiring  scenery  in  the 
Islands— nigged  mountains,  tremendous 
cliffs  with  up  to  a  two-thousand-foot 
drop,  rocky  shorelines,  beautiful 
beaches  with  either  white  coral  sand 
or  black  volcanic  rock  sand,  fiery 
volcanoes,  fertile  green  valleys,  blue 
seas,  coral  reefs,  lagoons,  and  great 
curling  breakers  up  to  twenty  feet  high, 
attracting  the  world's  most  skilled 
surfers.  No  matter  what  the  season 
of  the  year,  visitors  marvel  at  the 
greenness  of  the  plant  life  and  the 


variety  of  the  flowers.  Orchids  grow 
in  profusion. 

The  Islands  have  an  annual  average 
temperature  of  75  degrees,  with  little 
variation  between  summer  and  winter, 
and  day  and  night.  In  September  1965 
Honolulu  had  its  hottest  day  ever,  93 
degrees.  Even  on  winter  mornings, 
when  the  thermometer  drops  to  the 
chilling  fifties,  the  temperature  will 
rise  by  noon  to  the  seventies  and  per- 
haps eighty  degrees.  Ocean  currents 
and  the  prevailing  northeast  trade  winds 
help  to  maintain  this  even  climate. 

The  beautiful  scenery  and  the  won- 
derful climate  make  Hawaii  a  great 
tourist  resort.  In  1967,  over  one  mil- 
lion visitors  came  to  the  state. 

The  economy  of  Hawaii  revolves 
largely  around  two  main  industries, 
sugarcane  and  pineapple,  and  around 
the  military  and  the  tourist  trade. 

The  People 

The  first  known  inhabitants  of  the 
Islands  were  Polynesians,  and  unless 
archaeological  discoveries  should  prove 
to  the  contrary,  it  is  thought  that  these 
people  arrived  here,  having  migrated 
from  around  Tahiti,  only  a  few  hundred 
years  before  the  area  was  discovered 
by  Captain  Cook  in  1778;  as  skilled 
navigators  they  crossed  the  Pacific  in 
their  big  double  oceangoing  canoes. 
They  were  characterized  by  bronze 
skin,  large  dark  eyes,  heavy  features, 
white  teeth,  and  dark  brown  or  black 
hair  which  might  be  either  straight  or 
wavy.  Religiously  they  were  given  over 
to  spirit-worship  and  all  sorts  of  de- 
basing superstition,  and  so  moral  de- 
gradation prevailed  as  it  does  wherever 


the  true  God  is  not  known.  Infanti- 
cide and  human  sacrifice  were  prac- 
ticed. 

The  sad  conditions  prevailing  when 
Cook  discovered  Hawaii  were  aggra- 
vated by  the  visits  of  white  traders, 
"who,"  writes  Dr.  A.  T.  Pierson,  "vio- 
lated every  law  of  God  and  man, 
dealt  treacherously  and  brutally  with 
the  natives,  indulged  in  shameless  de- 
bauchery, and  introduced  rum  and 
venereal  diseases  which  wrought  fear- 
ful havoc  and  decimated  the  popu- 
lation." 

In  1778  the  population  was 
300,000,  but  by  1878  it  had  dropped 
to  58,000.  The  decline  was  then  ar- 
rested and  a  climb  began.  By  1964 
the  total  population  had  risen  to 
714,000,  including  60,000  in  the  armed 
forces.  The  projected  population  for 
1970  is  849,000. 

Ethnically,  the  population  is  very 
different  now  from  the  days  of  Cap- 
tain Cook.  Migrants  came  from  many 
quarters,  chiefly  to  work  on  the  sugar- 
cane plantations.  They  began  to  come 
as  follows:  Chinese,  1852;  Polynesians 
from  South  Sea  islands,  1859;  from 
Japan,  1868;  Portugal,  1878;  Germany, 
1881;  Italy  and  Spain,  1898;  Puerto 
Rico,  1900;  Korea,  1903;  Philippines, 
1906;  Russia,  1909;  Poland,  1914. 

Hawaii  has  truly  been  called  a  melt- 
ing pot.  There  has  been  much  inter- 
marriage, and  some  can  trace  six  racial 
strains;  the  product  is  many  handsome 
men  and  beautiful  women. 

These  mingled  peoples  work  very 

well  together;  representatives  from  each 

group  will  be  found  spread  through  all

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the  occupations  and  professions.  Ha- 
waii's four  Congressional  representa- 
tives are  all  Oriental;  Honolulu's  Chief 
of  Police  is  Chinese. 

According  to  the  Department  of 
Planning  and  Research,  State  of  Hawaii, 
the  people  of  the  Islands  are  divided 
thus,  religiously:  no  religion,  12.1%; 
Roman  Catholic,   27.6%;  Mormon,

2.7%;  Protestant, 39%;  Buddhist, 
15.8%;  other  and  not  reported,  2.8%. 

The  Brethren  Testimony 

Brethren  missionary  work  began  on 
Oahu  in  the  early  1950's  when  a 
Brethren  serviceman,  Technical  Ser- 
geant Edwin  J.  Jones  and  his  wife  were 
stationed  in  the  Red  Hill  military 
housing  area.  Keen  for  the  Lord,  they 
started  a  Sunday  school  which  the 
Lord  blessed  with  growth.  Knowing 
they  would  be  leaving  the  island  when 
their  tour  of  duty  was  up,  they  ap- 
pealed to  the  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety, Hawaii  still  being  a  territory  and 
not  a  state,  to  send  a  missionary.  The 
Board  was  led  to  accept  the  challenge, 
and  so  in  1953  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Foster 
Tresise  went  as  self-supporting  mission- 
aries to  carry  on  the  testimony.  Later, 
the  FMS  undertook  their  support. 
Then  in  1959  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Edmund 
Leech  were  set  aside  to  help  in  the  ex- 
pansion of  the  Brethren  testimony,  and 
were  led  to  settle  in  a  new  housing 
settlement  at  Waimalu  on  the  shores 
of  Pearl  Harbor.  In  1960  the  Tresises 
were  led  to  the  new  housing  area  of 
Waipio.  The  original  work  at  Red  Hill 
was  carried  on  by  the  local  church  un- 
til the  government  closed  down  the 
area  and  the  people  had  to  relocate 
elsewhere. 

At  both  Waipio  and  Waimalu,  local 
churches  have  been  organized  and 
many  people  have  been  won  to  the 
Lord  and  are  now  seeking  to  win  others

to  Him.  The  constituency  of  these 
congregations  is  mostly  non-Caucasian. 
Some  of  the  fruits  of  the  Gospel  here 
are  now  at  Grace  College. 

There  is  a  great  need  for  the  kind 
of  testimony  which  The  Brethren 
Church  has  to  present,  but  there  are 
many  adversaries.  The  ministry  in 
Hawaii  has  been  carried  on  in  the  face 
of  difficulties.  The  expansion  of  the 
work  on  Oahu  has  been  hindered  be- 
cause of  the  difficulty  of  securing  land 
for  church  building.  Dr.  Russell  Barn- 
ard once  said  he  had  never  seen  such  a 
land-hungry  place  as  Hawaii.  Land  is 
not  only  very  scarce  but  is  also  pro- 
hibitive in  price.  So,  the  testimonies 
are  carried  on  in  homes.  The  Sunday 
school  at  Waipio  meets  in  a  small 
chapel,  known  as  the  "House  of  Praise," 
which  was  built  in  the  backyard  of  the 
missionary's  home. 

The  Challenge 

The  challenge  of  Hawaii  is  very 
great.  According  to  Dr.  Billy  Graham, 
Hawaii  has  the  lowest  percentage  of 
born-again  Christians  of  any  of  the 
fifty  states.  The  cults  are  very  active, 
and  materialism,  agnosticism,  and 
atheism  are  rampant  and  very  much  in 
vogue.  The  storms  rocking  the  main- 
land universities  have  reached  Hawaii. 
Nihilism  and  despair  and  the  "let  us 
eat,  drink,  and  be  merry"  spirit  are  all 
around.  The  Brethren  churches  must 
accept  the  challenge.  Those  who  have 
received  the  Lord  through  the  Breth- 
ren testimony  are  indeed  grateful.  We 
must  therefore  press  on  to  reach  the 
many  who  have  not  yet  heard.  ▼

Paradise  of 
the  Pacific 


The  lovely  island  of  Oahu,  forming 
a  part  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  never 
fails  to  impress  the  newcomer  as  the 
end  of  his  search  for  a  paradise.  The 
friendly  people  of  Oriental  and  Cau- 
casian backgrounds,  the  bluest  of  blue 
Pacific  waters  caressing  the  lovely 
beaches,  the  prosperous  and  healthy 
economy,  and  a  warm  climate  all  help 
to  lure  thousands  of  new  inhabitants 
to  the  island.  Close  to  38,000  people 
moved  to  Hawaii  last  year,  and  over 
half  of  them  were  under  twenty-four 
years  of  age. 

Actually,  Hawaii  is  far  from  a  true 
paradise.  The  ideal  climatic  and  en- 
vironmental conditions  do  not  change 
the  nature  of  man,  and  one's  dream  of 
an  earthly  paradise  is  soon  shattered. 
Sinful  human  nature  is  just  as  evident 
here  as  it  is  in  the  rest  of  the  world. 

Christianity  was  introduced  to  the 
Islands  in  1820  by  Congregational 
missionaries  from  New  England,  and 
the  Hawaiians  were  gradually  converted 
to  Christianity.  However,  the  arrival 
of  Chinese  laborers  in  1852  brought 
the  religions  of  China— Buddhism,  Tao- 
ism, and  Confucianism.  Later,  the 
Japanese  introduced  Shintoism. 

The  Brethren  Church  has  two  con- 
gregations in  Hawaii,  one  under  the 
direction  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Edmund 
Leech,  and  the  other,  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Foster  Tresise.  It  was  indeed  a  thrill- 
ing experience  to  be  in  the  presence  of 
both  these  congregations  and  to  hear 
their  glowing  testimonies  for  Christ. 
Brethren  work  in  Hawaii  has  a  distinct 
Oriental  flavor,  and  many  of  the  mem- 
bers were  converted  out  of  Buddhism. 
The  fact  that  such  a  high  percentage 
of  the  members  is  of  Oriental  descent 
makes  the  work  unique,  because  many 
of  the  mainland-sponsored  churches 
minister  mainly  to  Caucasians,  consist- 
ing of  military  personnel  as  well  as 
mainlanders  who  are  now  permanent 
residents  of  the  island. 


The  biggest  problem  facing  our 
Brethren  in  Hawaii  is  the  high  cost  of 
land  (much  of  it  lease  land)  on  which 
to  build  a  church  building.  Their 
present  meeting  places  are  taxed  to 
capacity;  thus,  growth  cannot  occur 
without  the  needed  room  for  expan- 
sion. But  land  is  available  for  out- 
right purchase  if  one  is  able  to  pay 
the  exorbitant  price.  Continue  to  pray 
that  God  will  meet  this  urgent  need 
for  the  Hawaii  congregations. 

Resolutions  Made  by  N.A.E. 

Delegates  to  the  twenty-seventh  an- 
nual convention  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Evangelicals,  meeting  in  the 
Netherland-Hilton  Hotel,  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  April  15-17,  passed  resolutions 
on  the  following  topics: 

Federal  controls  in  higher  educa- 
tion; 

Relations  with  government; 

Envoy  to  the  Vatican; 

Pornography  and  the  courts; 

The  moral  crisis  in  America. 

A  portion  of  the  resolution  in  rela- 
tion to  the  last  topic  is  quoted  here  in 
part: 

"As  evangelicals  we  view  with  pro- 
found alarm  the  increasing  tempo  of 
assault  against  the  moral  defenses  of 
society.  The  cultural  centers  of  many 
American  cities  are  becoming  cesspools

I  he  second  member  of  one  family 
to  be  called  of  the  Lord  to  serve  in 
Africa,  Carol  Mensinger  will  follow  the 
trail  of  her  older  brother,  Eddie,  who 
is  now  in  the  United  States  for  fur- 
lough after  spending  his  first  term  on 
the  field.  Carol  pays  tribute  to  her 
brother  as  a  strong  influence  which  the 
Lord  has  used  in  the  direction  of  her 
life. 

The  Mensinger  home  was,  and  is,  a 
small  farm  just  outside  New  Troy, 
Michigan,  and  New  Troy  was  the  scene 
of  all  Carol's  education  up  through  the 
high  school  years.  Her  earliest  mem- 
ories are  of  a  Christian  home  and  of 
attending  church  regularly— the  church 
being  New  Troy  Brethren,  which 
played  a  significant  role  in  the  Men- 
singer family  life  and  in  Carol's  life 
personally.

of  filth.  Obscenity  in  its  worst  forms 
is  sent  through  the  mails  with  apparent 
impunity.  Nudity  has  become  open 
and  flagrant  on  the  motion  picture 
screens  of  the  land.  At  home  sex 
vies  with  irreverence  for  the  domin- 
ation of  our  television  screens. . . .  The 
N.A.E.  calls  on  all  Christians  to  re- 
cover in  their  witness  to  the  un- 
changing Biblical  basis  for  private  and 
public  morality.  We  further  urge  all 
Christians  to  resist  the  assault  upon 
the  moral  foundations  of  our  culture, 
by  voicing  vigorous  protests  against 
filth  whenever  possible;  by  opposing 


public  school  sex  education  courses 
without  moral  guidelines;  and  by  sup- 
porting movements  among  youth  and 
adults  dedicated  to  the  restoration  of 
decency  in  our  time." 

Notice  that  it  is  the  sex  education 
program  without  the  moral  and  spiri- 
tual guidelines  which  is  cause  for  pro- 
test. 

The  official  Sex  Information  and 
Educational  Council  of  the  United 
States  (SIECUS)  under  the  director- 
ship of  Mary  Calderone  insists  "that 
there  should  be  no  attempt  whatever 
on  the  part  of  the  instructor  to  risk 
frustrating  the  pupil  by  teaching  right 


and  wrong  in  the  matter"  (EP). 

Thus,  we  are  well  on  our  way  to 
train  up  a  generation  whose  loose  sex 
standards  will  spell  the  moral  collapse 
of  the  nation.  We  take  the  time  to 
mention  this  here  because  a  morally- 
depleted  land  will  be  in  no  condition 
to  maintain  a  missionary  program. 

Neither  "the  pill,"  the  advance  of 
medicine  to  reduce  the  threat  of  dis- 
ease, or  the  public  "broad-minded  ap- 
proach to  sex"  has  annulled  the  Sev- 
enth Commandment.  "Thou  shalt  not 
commit  adultery"  is  as  valid  now  as 
the  day  Moses  received  this  law  from 
God.  ▼

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mousing  band  music,  orchestral 
arrangements,  enthusiastic  song  serv- 
ices, and  inspired  preaching  all  com- 
bined to  make  a  lasting  impression  on 
the  youth  of  the  Central  African  capital 
during  the  1969  Easter  vacation. 

Under  the  direction  of  Martin  Gar- 
ber  the  Yaloke  "Fanfares"  (brass  band) 
attracted  dozens  of  young  people  to 
the  evangelistic  meetings.  The  "Fan- 
fares" were  organized  only  six  months 
ago  from  among  the  students  of  the 
Preparatory  School  of  Theology,  and 
have  made  such  phenomenal  progress 
with  their  cornets,  trombones,  clari- 
nets, tubas,  and  flutes  that  they  have 
recently  drawn  highly  favorable  com- 
pliments from  the  President  of  the 
country. 

Equally  impressive  was  the  "Orches- 
tre"  playing  under  the  direction  of 
Colette  Steudler.  This  group  formed 
from  the  students  of  the  James  Gribble 
High  School  contributed  greatly  to  the 
success  of  the  evangelistic  services  as 
they  played  their  guitars,  melodicas, 
triangles,  and  African  drum,  and  sang 
rhythmic  gospel  songs  in  French  to  the 


glory  of  the  Lord.  Especially  appealing 
were  the  Christian  folk  songs  of  Jolly 
and  Pefio  as  they  accompanied  them- 
selves on  their  guitars. 

The  evangelistic  effort  was  directed 
to  the  vacationing  high  school  and 
junior  college  young  people  of  the  city. 
The  theological  students  gave  personal 
testimonies  and  their  teacher,  Don 
Hocking,  presided.  However,  so  attrac- 
tive were  the  "Fanfares"  and  the  "Or- 
chestre"  that  dozens  of  children  crowd- 
ed into  the  church.  Therefore,  follow- 
ing the  musical  portion  of  the  service, 
the  children  were  moved  to  a  separate 
building  and  special  illustrated  messages 
were  given  by  Dorothy  Beaver.  During 
the  four  days  many  of  these  children 
raised  their  hands  indicating  a  desire 
to  receive  Christ  into  their  hearts. 

The  climax  of  each  service  was  the 
short,  powerful  gospel  message  brought 
by  Jean-Louis  Steudler,  director  of  the 
high  school  at  Yaloke,  on  the  theme, 
"II  Est  Mort  Pour  Nous"  (He  Died  for 
Us).  At  the  first  service  on  Sunday 
afternoon,  approximately  1,800  filled 
the  Bangui  church  and  over  one  hun- 


dred decisions  were  recorded.  The 
week-day  afternoon  meetings  were 
much  smaller,  and  yet  each  day  brought 
around  twenty  decisions  from  the 
"collegiens"  to  accept  Christ  as  Lord 
and  Saviour. 

Might  this  Easter  youth  meeting  be 
the  beginning  of  a  great  stirring  of  the 
Spirit  of  God  in  our  midst?  Pray  with 
us  that  even  in  the  midst  of  troublous 
times  the  African  church  might  follow 
the  example  of  their  youth,  and  join 
themselves  together  in  united  interces- 
sory prayer  and  personal  witnessing  in 
order  that  the  Lord  might  send  a 
mighty  revival  which  will  yet  sweep 
over  this  country.—  Rev.  Wayne  Beaver 
(FMS  editor's  note:  In  connection  with 
this  last  paragraph,  a  definite  prayer 
request  concerns  an  approach ing 
"Evangel ism-in-Depth"  campaign,  in 
which  the  missionaries  of  Baptist  Mid- 
Missions  and  Brethren  Foreign  Missions 
will  cooperate.  Mr.  Beaver  is  acting 
as  coordinator  for  the  Brethren.  The 
campaign  is  aimed  to  be  an  all-out 
thrust  to  reach  the  lost  of  C.A.  R.  for 
the  Lord  during  the  next  few  years.)

Horn  April  28-30,  1969,  we  were 
privileged  to  attend  the  Black  Chris- 
tians' Literature  Conference,  hosted 
by  the  American  Tract  Society,  at 
Liberty  Corners,  New  Jersey.  The 
purpose  of  the  conference  was  to  dis- 
cover suitable  suggestions  for  com- 
municating Christ  to  the  black  com- 
munity, and  to  establish  a  foundation 
upon  which  both  black  and  white 
evangelicals  may  better  understand 
Black-Americans.  Approximately  sixty 
evangelicals  were  in  attendance. 

We  were  initially  challenged  by  Dr. 
Frank  E.  Gaebelein,  who  traced  the 
history  of  the  printed  page  and  its  im- 
portance   in    "communicating   Christ

across  the  frontier  of  black  and  white 
social  lands."  Rev.  James  Massey  then 
stressed  the  necessity  of  understanding 
the  Christian  faith  and  the  Great  Com- 
mission as  we  use  words  to  relate  God 
to    human    life. 

The  delegates  were  later  divided  in- 
to four  commissions  to  define  the  role 
of  literature  in  contemporary  social 
problems,  black  identity,  the  inner 
city,  and  youth.  As  each  commission 
addressed  itself  to  one  of  these  topics, 
several  dominant  themes  reoccurred. 
First,  Christian  literature,  as  a  whole, 
does  not  relate  to  the  needs  and  ex- 
periences of  black  people.  With  the 
emergence  of  the  new  black  self-image, 
epitomized  by  the  watchword,  "Black 
is  beautiful!  It  is  so  beautiful  to  be 
black!"— colportage  books  dealing  with 
black  history  and  culture  are  needed. 

It  was  recognized  that  black  writers, 
with  an  adequate  grasp  of  the  pulse

and  needs  of  the  black  community, 
must  play  a  prominent  role  in  provid- 
ing adequate  tracts,  devotional  books, 
and  Sunday-school  materials  for  the 
black  community. 

Secondly,  the  black  church  has  lost 
its  relevance  so  that  black  young  people 
are  turning  to  Islam  for  spiritual  vitali- 
ty. Black  evangelicals  were,  therefore, 
enjoined  to  assert  their  influence  by 
becoming  more  attuned  to  the  black 
community  and  the  quest  for  black 
self-hood. 

Thirdly,  the  lateness  of  the  hour  de- 
mands concerted  effort  by  the  church 
to  become  involved  in  the  black  com- 
munity. Mr.  Bailey  declared  that: 
"The  allegiance  of  the  black  commun- 
ity is  up  for  grabs";  therefore,  it  is  im- 
perative for  evangelicals  to  win  that 
allegiance. 

Fourthly,  the  commission  unani- 
mously  declared  that   cultural  Chris-

tianity  is  a  stumblingblock  to  black 
people.  Our  white  evangelical  brethren 
were  urged  to  be  missionaries  to  the 
white  evangelical  establishment,  speak- 
ing out  against  racism  and  to  lead  the 
way  to  dynamic  involvement  in  reach- 
ing black  people  for  Christ.  White 
evangelical  magazines  were  urged  to 
present  more  pertinent  information 
about  the  black  people. 

Finally,  both  black  and  white  evan- 
gelicals, recognizing  that  they  are  co- 
laborers  together  with  Christ,  unani- 
mously accepted  the  challenge  to  be 
motivated  by  genuine  love  and  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  relating  the  Bible  mes- 
sage to  every  area  of  life. 

Although  we  were  a  small  gathering, 
we  left  the  conference  with  the  as- 
surance that  the  Holy  Spirit  would 
water  the  seed  planted  by  God  through 
the  American  Tract  Society,  as  we  im- 
plement its  principles  by  personal  ex- 
ample and  exhortation.  T

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Then  the  Chaplain  Pushed  Off. 
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This  is  a  true  story  told  to  Chaplain  R.  H. 
Warren  by  a  Chief  Petty  officer  who  prefers 
to  maintain  anonymity.  It  describes  the 
sacrifice  of  CDR  George  S.  Rentz,  CHC, 
USN,  a  Presbyterian  clergyman  who  "for 
heroism  and  intrepidity  in  action  and  dis- 
tinguished service  following  the  sinking  of 
his  ship  "  was  awarded  the  Navy  Cross  post- 
humously. He  died  on  1  March  1942. 

\Jne  of  our  starboard  five-inch 
guns  fired  its  last  round  and  then  the 
word  came  to  abandon  ship.  It  was 
midnight  and  USS  HOUSTON  was 
sinking.  I  had  known  since  7  Decem- 
ber that  we  would  never  make  it  home. 

For  the  past  10  weeks  we  had  been 
at  sea.  First  we  ran  some  Aussie 
troops  up  to  Singapore.  Then  we 
broke  up  a  Japanese  convoy  off  Borneo 
where  we  had  our  after  eight-inch  gun 
turret  smashed.  We  were  heavily 
bombed  coming  out  of  Darwin,  and 
then  this  week  we  took  a  beating  in 
the  Java  Sea. 

Just  this  morning  we  had  pulled 
into  Tjilatjap,  topped  off,  and  with 
HMS  PERTH  got  right  underway  again. 
We  were  trying  to  make  a  nighttime 
run  through  the  Sundra  Strait  which 
separates  Sumatra  from  Java.  If  we 
made  it,  we  would  have  clear  sailing 
to  Australia. 

We  were  doing  okay  'til  just  before 
midnight  when  from  my  station  on 
the  signal  bridge  I  saw  bright  red 
flashes  reaching  out  for  us.  We  took 
several  hits  which  must  have  gotten  to 
our  engine  rooms.  We  slowed  down, 
began  to  list,  and  then  stopped  almost 
dead  in  the  water.  I  couldn't  see 
PERTH  anywhere  around. 

It  was  easy  to  get  over  the  side.  I 
just  monkeyed  down  a  line  thrown 
over  from  the  signal  bridge.  The  chap- 
lain shinned  down  the  line  right  be- 
hind me.  As  soon  as  I  hit  the  water  I 
realized  I  didn't  have  my  life  jacket  on. 
Half  the  guys  in  the  water  didn't  have 
one.  It  was  awfully  dark.  The  men 
were  quiet,  somewhat  scared  but  not 
yelling.  The  water  wasn't  too  cold, 
but  I  would  have  felt  a  lot  better  if  it 


had  been  light.     I  started  toward  a 
pontoon  raft. 

The  life  raft  was  way  overcrowded. 
Guys  were  piled  on  it  and  were  hang- 
ing onto  its  edges.  Other  men  were 
treading  water  around  it  hoping  to 
catch  hold.  Some  sailors  were  hanging 
onto  timbers  and  were  hugging  any- 
thing that  floated.  I  wondered  how 
far  it  was  to  land,  if  the  enemy  would 
come  and  pick  us  up,  or  kill  us,  or 
what? 

The  first  few  minutes  in  the  water 
were  very  confusing.  It  seemed  as  if 
the  whole  ship  was  bunched  together 
around  the  raft.  Some  of  the  men  in 
the  water  and  on  the  raft  were  burned 
or  badly  hurt.  They  couldn't  last  long 
in  the  sea  and  the  bobbing  heads  soon 
thinned  out.  Two  or  three  of  the  boys 
on  the  raft  died.  They  were  gently 
pushed  off  to  make  more  room.  I  was 
pulled  onto  it  and  was  glad  to  be  on 
something  solid.  The  ship's  crew  was 
spread  out  and  separated  now. 

Then  HOUSTON  went  down.  There 
was  a  terrific  sucking  and  swirling  of 
the  water  when  she  sank.  Some  of  the 
sailors  were  caught  up  in  the  undertow 
and  were  pulled  down  with  her.  A  few 
feebly  called  for  help.  Then  it  calmed 
down  and  the  sea  was  very  quiet.  The 
Japanese  ships  did  not  seem  to  be  any- 
where around. 

With  HOUSTON  gone  we  felt  ter- 
ribly alone.  The  darkness  was  suffocat- 
ing. I  saw  our  chaplain  hanging  onto 
the  raft.  He  looked  older  than  he  did 
walking  around  the  ship.  It  seemed 
strange  his  being  there  with  us.  He  be- 
gan to  try  to  cheer  us  up.  He  said 
he  had  been  with  the  Marines  in  France 
in  1918  and  there  was  nothing  to 
worry  about.  He  told  us  to  put  our 
trust  in  God  and  we  would  make  it 
okay. 

A  few  minutes  later  he  quoted  some 
passages  of  Scripture  and  offered  a 
few  sentences  from  a  hymn.  It  took 
some  of  the  cold  and  blackness  out  of 
the  night.    It  seemed  lousy  to  me  that 


he  got  dumped  into  this  mess.  I  knew 
that  if  anybody  would  make  it  he 
would. 

Now  it  was  getting  colder  and  lone- 
lier. Everybody  was  quiet.  We  all 
seemed  to  be  deep  in  our  own  thoughts, 
but  there  were  just  too  many  of  us 
hanging  onto  the  raft.  Many  of  the 
men  didn't  have  life  jackets  and  it  was 
hard  enough  hanging  onto  the  raft 
with  one.  If  one  more  man  got  on,  it 
would  sink  for  sure.  You  could  feel 
the  level  of  despair  rising. 

Then  the  chaplain,  who  had  a  life 
jacket,  said  to  a  kid  next  to  him,  "Here, 
take  this.  You're  young  and  I've  had 
my  life." 

It  got  quiet  again  for  a  few  minutes. 
But  it  seemed  for  sure  that  the  raft  was 
settling  lower.  Then  in  the  pitch-dark 
you  could  hear  the  chaplain  praying 
again.  He  was  louder  this  time.  He 
asked  God  to  bless  us  all  and  prayed 
quietly.  He  spoke  in  a  steady,  calm 
voice  that  was  positive  it  was  being 
heard.  He  thanked  God  for  his  good 
life  and  for  Christ  always  being  so 
close  to  him. 

The  young  sailor  next  to  him  was 
very  weak  now.  He  asked  the  boy 
again  to  take  the  jacket  but  he  refused. 
Then  the  chaplain  just  pushed  off  from 
the  raft  and  swam  out  into  the  dark- 
ness. The  young  seaman  went  out  to 
get  him.  He  called  his  name  a  couple 
of  times,  but  there  was  no  answer. 
When  he  swam  back  to  the  raft  he  had 
the  life  jacket.  The  kid  sobbed  once 
as  he  pulled  it  on. 

I  took  a  long  hard  look  into  the 
emptiness  where  the  chaplain  had  gone. 
I  wanted  to  call  to  him  but  couldn't. 
We  could  see  the  Morning  Star  now  as 
first  light  was  just  breaking.  As  the 
darkness  lifted  I  took  the  one  last  look 
out  to  where  he  had  disappeared.  I 
couldn't  see  him  anywhere.  I  remem- 
bered his  asking  God  that  no  matter 
what  happened,  we  should  trust  Him. 
I  knew  then  that  I  would  live  to  tell 
about  him.  ▼

Protest  and  Politics: 
Christianity  and  Contemporary 
Affairs 

Robert  G.  Clouse,  Robert  D.  Linder, 
and  Richard  V.  Pierard,  editors  (Green- 
wood, South  Carolina:  Attic  Press, 
19681,271  pages,  $5.95. 

The  pervasive  drabness  of  most 
evangelical  writings  on  the  social  and 
moral  issues  confronting  America  to- 
day would  almost  excuse  one  for  fore- 
going the  reading  of  yet  another.  But 
to  skip  this  volume  of  eleven  essays 
would  be  a  serious  error  indeed.  It  is 
a  cogent  appeal  to  conservative  Chris- 
tians to  respond  to  life  as  it  is  in  the 
modern  world,  more  specifically  mod- 
ern America.  The  contributors  are  all 
practicing  political  scientists  or  histori- 
ans. This  enables  them  to  speak  on  an 
informed  level  rarely  seen  in  evangelical 
pronouncements. 

Each  essayist  is  also  an  active  partic- 
ipant in  evangelical  church  life.  This 
insures  their  familiarity  with  the  con- 
servative political  stance,  all  too  fre- 
quently misidentified  as  "Christian" 
stance,  usually  embraced  by  the  funda- 
mentalist evangelical  wing  of  Chris- 
tianity.     It  has  also  given  them  the 


sympathy  lo  spell  out  at  length,  and 
with  a  temperance  I  am  not  sure  I 
could  sustain,  their  opposition  to  such 
things  as  conservative  foot-dragging  in 
the  civil  rights  movement,  the  "myth- 
of-monolith"  view  of  communism  cher- 
ished especially  by  fundamentalists, 
and  wistful  attempts  to  pretend  that 
the  welfare  state  just  is  not  so. 

From  Senator  Mark  O.  Hatfield  on 
the  Christian  in  politics,  to  Robert  G. 
Clouse  on  the  Vietnam  war,  to  Earl  J. 
Reeves  on  the  population  explosion, 
to  George  Giacumakis,  Jr.,  on  the 
Arab-Israeli  conflict,  a  wide  range  of 
topics  is  treated.  Included  are  some 
of  the  most  pressing  problems,  domes- 
tic and  international,  facing  the  United 
States  today.  To  one  who  conceives 
the  distinctively  Christian  ingredient 
in  social  life  to  be  aspect  of  our  re- 
sponse to  the  prevailing  situation,  rath- 
er than  an  attempt  to  identify  and 
perpetuate  supposedly  Christian  ele- 
ments within  our  cultural  tradition, 
these  essays  come  as  a  breath  of  fresh 
air.  They  do  not  propose  to  become 
a  new  political  orthodoxy;  Christians 
will  debate  some  of  these  issues  peren- 
nially. Rather,  they  examine  the 
various  ramifications  of  their  assigned 
topics  so  that  a  more  fully  informed 
Christian  populace  might  be  equipped 
to  act  Christianly  in  today's  world.

Reluctant  Missionary 

Edith  Buxton  (Fort  Washington, 
Pennsylvania:  Christian  Literature  Cru-

Edith  Buxton's  account  draws  from 
a  wealth  of  memories  of  her  father,  C. 
T.  Studd.  It  is  the  richer  for  her  ex- 
periences trekking  around  Africa  with 
the  famous  cricketer.  The  story  de- 
velops around  the  hardships  and  pleas- 
ures the  author  and  her  family  ex- 
perienced in  missionary  work. 

As  they  departed  on  their  first  mis- 
sionary trip  together,  Studd  christened 
himself  "Baalam's  Ass"  and  his  future 
son-in-law  "Noah's  Dove."  The  ascrip- 
tions proved  altogether  too  fitting. 
Studd's  stubborn,  unrelenting  attitude 
and  the  other's  forgiving,  loving,  never- 
say -hurry  nature  eventually  caused 
them  to  part  ways.  Yet  their  vision 
for  telling  the  good  news  of  the  Gospel, 
educating,  and  providing  the  Scriptures 
never  altered.  The  Sudan  Interior  Mis- 
sion and  the  World  Evangelization  Cru- 
sade stand,  in  part,  as  memorials  to 
their  labors. 

Mrs.  Buxton  shows  the  intimate  and 
personal  side  of  life.  Any  Christian 
would  profit  from  reading  her  story.—

Is  it  possible  that  I  could 
really  change  enough  to  be  a  pastor's  wife  and  raise  a  bunch  of  "P.K.'s"?  You  see,  I 
really  need  some  advice  and  fast.  What  do  you  think?  Should  I  continue  seeing  him,  or 
should  we  part  as  friends  before  either  one  of  us  gets  hurt.  I  really  care  for  him,  but 
I've  learned  enough  to  know  that  the  Lord's  will  is  precious.  I  can't  interfere  with  the 
Lord's  will  for  John,  and  I  must  find  His  will  for  myself. 

Please  keep  this  in  confidence,  and  answer  as  soon  as  possible.

P.S.  Could  you  give  me  a  little  idea  of  what  it  is  like  to  be  a  pastor's  wife? 


Dear  Jane: 

It  was  so  good  to  receive  your  letter 
this  week.  I've  given  it  much  thought 
and  I  have  had  to  pray  much  over  how 
to  answer  your  questions.  You  surely 
realize  that  there  aren't  always  simple 
answers  to  all  of  life's  questions.  I  am 
really  pleased  to  note  how  much 
maturity  your  letter  reflects.  Yes,  I 
recall  more  than  one  of  your  scatter- 
brained plans,  but  I  also  recall  your 
decision  for  salvation  and  later  for 
dedication.  These  were  real,  and  I  am 
sure  the  Lord  is  leading  in  your  life. 

Then  there  is  the  matter  of  John. 
He  sounds  like  a  fine  young  man,  and  I 


believe  the  Lord  has  some  purpose  for 
bringing  you  together.  Whether  or  not 
you  should  continue  seeing  each 
other— and  I  take  it  you  mean  rather 
steadily  with  a  view  toward  more  seri- 
ous things— only  the  Lord  can  tell  you. 
I  firmly  believe  that  He  will  tell  both 
of  you,  if  you  seek  His  leading.  You 
should  pray  about  it  together.  If  you 
both  want  His  will  first  in  your  lives, 
you  will  know  if  you  can't  go  on  to- 
gether. However,  there  is  another  con- 
dition which  easily  becomes  involved, 
and  that  is  emotion.  It  is  possible  to 
get  caught  up  in  showing  affection  un- 


til your  heart  is  emotionally  involved 
with  merely  romance.  Don't  misunder- 
stand me.  Your  affections  and  the  ex- 
pression of  your  love,  and  deep  emo- 
tion are  all  part  of  God's  plan  for  true 
love  and  marriage.  But  don't  let  that 
be  the  basis  of  your  decision  until  God 
has  revealed  His  choice  of  a  mate  for 
you. 

Now  then,  the  next  problem  is-are 
you  cut  out  to  be  a  pastor's  wife? 
Only  God  knows,  and  I  don't  know  for 
sure  how  you  will  know,  but  I  know 
that  when  the  time  comes  you  will 
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know.  I  am  not  joking,  for  I  went 
through  a  very  similar  experience. 

Perhaps  you  remember  that  I  was 
raised  as  a  "P.K."  I  felt  I  knew  all 
about  it,  and  I  was  determined  to  never 
marry  a  preacher.  In  fact,  more  than 
once  I  told  my  parents  that  I  would 
never  be  a  teacher,  I  would  never 
marry  a  preacher,  and  that  my  children 
would  never  be  raised  as  "P.K.'s."  My 
mother  said  I  should  be  careful  because 
that  may  be  just  exactly  what  the  Lord 
would  ask  me  to  do  (and  He  did).  I 
think  about  it  often  as  I  look  back  and 
wonder  why  I  felt  that  way.  I  suppose 
part  of  it  was  a  rebellion  that  all  teen- 
agers have  against  something.  Another 
part  was  a  resentment  of  always  being 
an  example.  Even  in  grade  school  I 
can  remember  remarks  such  as:  "Be 
careful  what  you  do  when  she's  around. 
Her  dad  is  a  preacher."  As  I  got  older 
I  realized  that  other  kids  could  stay 
home  from  church  to  watch  TV,  baby- 
sit, or  do  homework,  but  I  always  had 
to  attend  every  service.  I  interpreted 
this  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  I  was  a 
"P.K.,"  not  just  because  it  was  best  for 
me.  Then  gradually  the  Lord  began  to 
work  a  change  in  my  attitude.  It  didn't 
happen  at  just  one  revival  service  or  at 
any  given  moment,  but  through  a  series 
of  events. 

There  were  probably  many  messages 
that  started  me  thinking,  but  the  ones

that  hit  me  the  most  were  at  camp. 
District  activities  were  helpful,  but  old 
Bethany  Camp  was  always  a  highlight. 
I  was  encouraged  by  meeting  Christian 
kids  from  all  over  the  country  and  I 
was  impressed  by  the  testimonies  given. 

I  believe  the  turning  point  came 
when  I  realized  that  I  Timothy  4:12 
wasn't  just  for  preachers'  kids.  When 
Paul  said,  "Let  no  man  despise  thy 
youth:  but  be  thou  an  example  of  the 
believers,  in  word,  in  conversation,  in 
charity,  in  spirit,  in  faith,  in  purity," 
he  was  setting  the  standard  for  all 
Christian  young  people.  Then  I  real- 
ized that  there  were  Christian  young 
people  who  had  happy,  victorious  lives. 
This  was  what  I  wanted.  When  I  gave 
the  Lord  first  place  in  my  heart  and 
plans,  other  things  fell  into  place.  I 
didn't  know  exactly  what  the  Lord 
wanted  me  to  do,  but  I  was  willing  to 
be  led.  I  began  preparing  to  enter 
Grace  College. 

It  was  at  Grace  College  in  the  library 
one  day  that  I  met  a  seminary  student. 
He  said,  "I  understand  you  are  a  'P.K.' 
too."  I  was  thrilled  at  this  opportunity 
to  meet  him  and  said,  "Yes,  I  am. 
Where  is  your  father  a  pastor?"  Well, 
to  my  amazement  he  said:  "Oh,  he 
isn't  a  preacher,  he's  a  painter!"  We 
had  a  good  laugh  and  sometime  later 
began  dating  regularly.  Before  too  long 
I  had  to  face  the  same  decision  you  are 
making  now.  After  years  of  saying, 
"I'll  never  marry  a  preacher,"  should  I 
continue  dating  a  young  man  in  semi- 
nary? 

I  assure  you  there  was  much  heart- 
searching  and  prayer.  I  recalled  a  time 
in  high  school  when  I  asked  my  dad 
why  I  hadn't  had  a  specific  call  to 
some  kind  of  Christian  work.  He  had 
suggested  that  perhaps  the  Lord  was 
only  asking  me  to  be  willing  and  to  be 
prepared,  and  then  He  would  lead  me 
to  a  young  man  whom  He  had  called 
for  a  specific  task.  I  asked  the  Lord 
again  to  show  me  if  this  was  the  way 
He  was  leading  me.  And  I  also  asked 
Him  to  not  let  us  continue  seeing  each 
other  if  this  wasn't  His  will.  (That's 
praying  dangerously  if  you  don't  mean 
it.)    Nevertheless,  God  saw  fit  to  give 


us  love  for  each  other  and  we  both 
knew  this  was  God's  best  for  us. 

We  were  married  and  we  both  fin- 
ished our  schooling  at  Grace.  After 
my  husband  graduated  from  seminary 
we  were  called  to  a  pastorate.  As  we 
candidated  some  of  those  old  doubts 
and  fears  came  back.  Yet  when  we 
were  given  a  call,  we  knew  it  was  of 
the  Lord.  After  moving  to  the  new 
field,  I  felt  young,  inexperienced,  and 
alone.  People  were  nice  enough  to  me 
at  church,  but  I  wondered  if  I  would 
ever  belong.  I  also  wondered  who 
would  ever  want  me  as  a  pastor's  wife. 
There  wasn't  anyone  to  tell  us  what  to 
do,  so  we  learned  by  doing.  The  weeks 
and  months  went  by,  and  then  tragedy 
struck.  Only  the  Lord  could  use  a  mis- 
carriage as  a  blessing— but  He  did.  Our 
loss  was  not  ours  alone,  but  it  was 
shared  by  the  congregation.  They  be- 
came our  people  and  we  belonged  to 
them  in  anew  way.  Hearts  were  united 
together  and  we  at  last  were  at  home. 
Through  the  years  we  have  seen  how 
sorrow  and  sickness  in  our  own  lives 
have  made  us  more  tender  to  the  needs 
of  others. 

As  I  look  back  on  these  years  as  a 
pastor's  wife,  I  still  have  to  ask  myself, 
"Who  am  I?"  Sometimes  I'm  a  lonely 
wife  because  my  husband's  schedule  is 
demanding  and  unpredictable.  Some- 
times I'm  a  frustrated  mother  because 
"P.K.'s"  are  extremely  human.  Some- 
times I'm  a  teacher,  secretary,  hostess, 
gardner,  musician,  homemaker, 
mother,  and  wife  all  in  the  same  week. 
Nevertheless,  above  all  I  am  a  child  of 
God  and  my  life  belongs  to  Him.  I 
never  feel  that  I  have  arrived  because 
there  is  always  so  much  more  to  learn 
and  to  be  done.  Yet  I'm  thankful  for 
the  opportunities  God  has  given  me. 
I'm  really  happy  to  be  able  to  say: 
"Thank  you,  Lord,  for  preparing  me 
to  be  a  pastor's  wife." 

Well,  Jane,  my  letter  is  already  too 
long,  and  I  probably  haven't  answered 
all  your  questions,  but  perhaps  it  will 
help.  If  you  could  suggest  some 
specific  questions  on  being  a  pastor's 
wife  perhaps  I  could  answer  them 
another  time.  ▼

I  he  Lord  willing,  on  Monday,  June 
30,  an  eighteen-foot  travel  trailer, 
pulled  by  a  1969  Buick  station  wagon 
will  leave  Kokomo,  Indiana,  headed 
for  Kenai,  Alaska,  4,500  miles  away. 
Within  will  be  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Herman 
Hein  and  son,  Raymond,  age  eleven. 
A  few  fiber  barrels  of  personal  belong- 
ings, and  boxes  containing  the  pastor's 
library  will  already  have  been  shipped 
on  their  way.  We  count  it  a  privilege 
to  dispose  of  all  other  earthly  posses- 
sions accumulated  over  a  twenty-four 
year  marriage  in  order  that  we  may 
travel  as  light  as  possible  to  our  new 
mission  point. 

Why  such  a  move  at  this  stage  in 
life?  In  the  earlier  years  of  our  minis- 
try, my  husband  and  I  were  challenged 
by  the  field  of  Alaska  as  a  result  of  a 
presentation  by  Dr.  Paul  R.  Bauman, 
who  had  been  to  Anchorage  for  a 
chaplains'  seminar. 

However,  the  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  was  not  able  to  enter 
this  new  field  at  that  time.  So  years 
passed— our  two  daughters  grew  and 
married,  a  foster  son  and  an  adopted 
son  were  added  to  our  family,  and  we 
continued  on  in  home-mission  pastor- 
ates. Then  last  year  the  Home  Mission 
Council  announced  they  were  ready 
to  explore  the  possibilities  in  Alaska 
and  in  July  1968  Pastor  Hein  was  sent 
to  make  a  survey. 

Anchorage  was  the  first  area  to  be 
considered.  But  it  was  soon  discovered 
that  out  of  92  churches  there,  65  were 
evangelical  in  their  teaching.  Pastor 
Hein  knew  this  was  not  the  place  where 
God  wanted  our  testimony  established. 
After  further  study,  the  town  of  Kenia 
was  chosen  as  the  area  to  begin  our 
work.  It  is  the  fastest  growing  area  in 
Alaska.  There  are  only  three  evangeli- 
cal churches  in  the  vicinity,  none  of 
which  are  very  active.  In  this  pioneer- 


ing, growing  town  there  are  three 
taverns  to  every  church.  Dope  and 
alcohlism  are  in  the  schools  as  well  as 
outside.  Truly  this  is  an  area  desperate- 
ly in  need  of  Christ. 

Since  the  Home  Mission  Council 
could  not  fully  underwrite  this  new 
endeavor,  it  appeared  to  be  necessary 
to  have  outside  employment.  So  the 
Lord  opened  the  door  for  Herman  to 
return  to  his  former  trade  as  a  service- 
man for  the  Toledo  Scale  Co.  (At  the 
time  of  this  writing  he  is  taking  a  five- 
week  training  course  on  new  scales, 
developed  since  the  time  of  his  former 
employment.) 

Do  we  have  a  home,  furniture,  a 
nucleus  of  people,  a  meeting  place  for 
a  church,  do  we  know  what  lies  ahead? 
NO!  But  God  does!  And  He  who 
calls  will  also  supply. 

So  pray  for  us;  that  as  we  step 
forth,  God  will  continue  to  open  doors, 
and  the  "Land  of  the  Midnight  Sun" 
will  be  lit  by  the  light  of  the  Son  of 
God  as  The  Brethren  Church  "stakes 
a  claim"  in  Alaska.  ▼

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Guarantee  of  Victory 


It  has  been  one  year  now  that  my 
husband  has  been  the  pastor  of  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  in  Bowling 
Green.  As  a  pastor's  wife  and  a  new 
mother,  the  Lord  has  given  me  some 
real  victories  and  has  taught  me  a  great 
deal.  Of  course,  there  have  been  trials 
and  some  difficulties,  but  we  are  prais- 
ing the  Lord  for  the  confidence  He 
gives  us  of  His  will.  Rather  than  to  go 
into  detail  about  personal  problems 
and  victories  here,  I  would  count  it  a 
privilege  to  share  with  you  some  les- 
sons concerning  victory  which  the  Lord 
has  taught  me  from  the  Book  of  Job. 

In  the  account  of  Job's  life,  we  are 
given  a  glimpse  into  the  background  of 
his  suffering  by  being  permitted  to  ob- 
serve the  scene  in  heaven  when  Satan 
approached  God  and  made  accusation 
against  Job,  and  we  see  God  gave  Satan 
permission  to  bring  trial  and  suffering 
into  Job's  life.  Throughout  this  time 
of  terrible  suffering,  Job's  primary  de- 
sire was  to  hear  from  God  and  to  be 
able  to  tell  Him  his  situation  and  to 
plead  his  case.  In  chapter  13,  verse  3, 
Job  says:  "Surely  I  would  speak  to  the 
Almighty,  and  I  desire  to  reason  with 
God."  Finally,  in  chapter  38  God  does 
speak  to  Job;  and  as  a  result  of  this 
revelation  from  God,  we  find  Job  with- 
out any  words  of  defense,  but  instead 
in  an  attitude  of  repentence  and  of 
submission  to  God's  power. 

There  are  two  developments  in  the 
Book  of  Job  which  are  somewhat  un- 
expected and  are  very  interesting  to 
to  consider.  The  first  is  the  ending  of 
the  book.  As  one  reads,  it  is  easy  to 
think  "If  only  Job  knew  the  back- 
ground—if only  he  knew  that  Satan 
had  approached  God  and  had  accused 
him  and  that  God  was  permitting  this 
only  for  a  time  to  test  him."  Perhaps 
if  the  book  had  been  written  by  merely 
a  human  writer  with  human  logic  and 
motivation,  the  ending  would  have  con- 
sisted of  God  appearing  to  Job  and  ex- 
plaining to  him  all  the  details  of  what 
we  read  in  the  first  two  chapters.  But 
this  is  God's  Book  and  it  tells  of  His 
working  in  the  life  of  Job,  and  there- 
fore, does  not  conform  to  what  we 
expect.  Instead  God  reveals  himself 
to  Job— He  overwhelms  Job  with  His 
greatness    and  with  His  power.      As

a  result,  Job  is  made  to  see  his  own 
worthlessness  in  the  light  of  all  that 
God  is.  The  book  ends  with  Job  not 
knowing  what  took  place  between  God 
and  Satan,  and  therefore,  not  knowing 
the  full  explanation  of  the  purpose  of 
his  trial. 

This  brings  us  to  the  second  unex- 
pected circumstance.  That  is,  Job  did 
not  ask  God  "Why?"  He  is  thoroughly 
content  and  satisfied  because  he  has 
been  made  willing  to  trust  God  apart 
from  explanation. 

We  need  to  be  trusting  the  Lord 
because  of  who  He  is  and  because  of 
what  He  has  done.  We  can  have  confi- 
dence that  He  has  revealed  to  us  all 
that  we  need  to  know.  When  we  feel 
like  asking  why  God  has  permitted 
some  circumstance  or  when  we  find 
ourselves  yearning  to  know  something 
that  has  not  been  revealed  to  us  in  His 
Word,  this  is  the  time  we  need  to  wait 
upon  Him  for  a  fresh  glimpse  into  His 
great  power  and  majesty.  Deuterono- 
my 29:29  says:  "The  secret  things  be- 
long unto  the  Lord  our  God:  but  those 
things  which  are  revealed  belong  unto 
us  and  to  our  children  for  ever.  .  . ." 

Job  did  not  have  the  written  Word 


of  God,  but  we  have.  How  desperately 
we  need  to  be  acquainted  with  it! 

The  Lord  will,  in  many  cases,  use 
trials  and  sufferings  to  bring  us  into  a 
deeper  knowledge  and  dependence

upon  Him.  As  a  Christian  wife  and 
mother,  the  only  way  for  me  to  ex- 
perience daily  victory  is  through  the 
Scriptures.  For  it  is  there  that  I  learn 
more  about  our  blessed  Lord;  and  as  I 
learn  of  Him,  I  am  made  to  see  myself 
as  nothing  in  the  light  of  His  greatness. 
It  is  only  when  we  have  this  proper 
perspective  of  God  and  of  ourselves 
that  we  can  experience  genuine  de- 
pendence upon  Him  to  live  through 
us  and  to  use  us  for  His  glory.  y

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WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (EP)-President  Nixon  re- 
ceived a  specially  bound  New  Testament  symbol- 
izing the  one  billionth  Scripture  distributed  by  the 
American  Bible  Society,  and  complimented  the 
Society  for  its  Today 's  English  Version. 

Examining  a  standard  paperback  edition  of  the 
TEV,  which  is  subtitled  Good  News  for  Modern 
Man,  the  President  said,  "I  like  the  feel  of  it- 
Good  News  for  Modern  Man.   Of  course,  the  New 
Testament  would  be  so  appropriate  for  that." 
He  also  commended  the  version  for  its  use  of  sub- 
heads and  drawings.  "They're  done  in  good  taste... 
(and  not)  flamboyantly,"  he  told  the  Society 
officials  making  the  presentation.  "I  think  this  is 
very  important,"  he  added,  explaining  that  the 
kind  of  Bible  he  grew  up  with  was  in  small  print 
and  "not  particularly  easy  to  read  from  a  physical 
standpoint.   [In]  these  days  of  mass  communica- 
tion, with  everybody  competing  for  the  reader,  our 
young  people  particularly  are  used  to  things  being 
packaged  in  more  .  .  .  saleable  terms,  and  I  think 
that's  exactly  what  you've  done  here." 

NOTRE  DAME,  IND.  (EP)-A  University  of 
Notre  Dame  research  team  reported  here  that  the 
shifting  of  students  from  closing  Catholic  elemen- 
tary and  secondary  schools  next  year  may  cost 
U.S.  taxpayers  an  estimated  $32,200,000.     The 
data  was  based  on  a  survey  of  the  nation's  148 
Catholic  school  superintendents.  Data  collected 
by  the  researchers  indicated  that  1 1  new  elemen- 
tary or  secondary  schools  will  be  opened  in  Catho- 
lic dioceses  next  year,  1 1 1  schools  will  close  or 
consolidate  classes,  301  schools  will  close  down 
completely  at  the  end  of  the  current  academic 
year,  and  60,000  students,  now  attending  parochial 
or  diocesan  schools,  will  shift  to  public  schools  in 
the  Fall.  The  figure  of  $32,200,000-for  "opera- 
tional" costs— to  be  borne  by  taxpayers  was  reached 
by  using  the  $638.00  national  average  per  pupil 
expenditure  in  the  nation's  public  schools. 

SILOAM  SPRINGS,  ARK.-Patrick  J.  Zonder- 
van,  co-founder  and  president  of  the  Zondervan 
Publishing  Company,  and  Zondervan  Music  Pub- 
lishers, Inc.,  was  awarded  the  honorary  degree, 
Doctor  of  Literature,  by  John  Brown  University, 
in  Commencement  exercises  held  there  on  Satur- 
day, May  24. 

Dr.  Zondervan  was  honored  for  his  many  years 
in  the  field  of  Christian  publishing,  and  for  his  un- 
tiring work  in  all  Christian  endeavors. 


MUSKEGON,  MICH. -On  May  6,  at  a  breakfast 
hosted  by  Rich  De  Vos,  president  of  AmWay 
Corporation,  Billy  Zeoli,  president  of  Gospel  Films, 
announced  the  launching  of  an  "Operation  Decen- 
cy" program  and  the  production  of  a  documen- 
tary film  on  the  decency  movement  in  the  United 
States.  (The  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  Company 
is  an  authorized  agent  for  Gospel  Films.)  At  that 
breakfast,  Mr.  Zeoli  said:  "There  is  a  crisis  facing 
America.  Sensuality,  perversion  and  filth  of  every 
description  are  challenging  young  people  to  com- 
mit acts  of  indecent  exposure  and  nudity  as  part 
of  a  new  moral  freedom.  The  general  public  seems 
apathetic  and  the  majority  remains  uninvolved.  It 
is  the  young  people  themselves  who  are  beginning 
to  protest  the  moral  breakdown  in  our  society. 

"Our  Operation  Decency  project  is  an  effort  to 
have  our  cameras  where  the  action  of  wholesome 
youth  is,  so  that  a  generation  of  bewildered  teen- 
agers may  see  that  there  are  decent,  wholesome, 
and  patriotic  youth  who  are  willing  to  stand  up  and 
be  counted.  In  this  way,  we  are  trying  to  encourage 
the  'silent  majority'  to  lose  that  label  by  taking  a 
public  stand  for  decency,  for  country  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

GRAND  RAPIDS,  MICH.  (EP)-The  trustees  of 
the  Christian  School  Educational  Foundation  allo- 
cated $48,619.61  to  underwrite  the  1969-70  cur- 
riculum and  scholarship  programs  of  the  National 
Union  of  Christian  Schools.  The  action  was  taken 
at  the  foundation's  annual  meeting  in  Grand  Rapids. 
The  sum  was  the  largest  ever  granted  by  the  founda- 
tion in  its  20-year  history  of  providing  financial  as- 
sistance for  study  and  research  in  many  phases  of 
Christian  education. 

PRINCETON,  N.J.  (EP)-The  same  attitude 
among  adults  kept  cropping  up  in  a  nation-wide 
Gallup  Poll— "Kids  today  think  the  world  can  be 
changed  overnight,"  and  "Young  people  want 
everything  given  to  them  on  a  silver  platter." 
The  complaints  registered  most  often,  said  the 
Gallup  Poll,  were:  1 .  Undisciplined  behavior,  cam- 
pus protests;  2.  Lack  of  respect  for  authority;  3. 
Young  people  are  overindulged;  4.  Manner  of  dress, 
appearance.  The  survey  was  designed  to  obtain 
the  biggest  gripes  and  was  not  geared  to  have 
adults  evaluate  young  people  as  a  whole.  Un- 
doubtedly many  would  agree  with  the  Missouri 
farmer  who  said:  "The  minority  get  the  publicity 
and  make  all  kids  look  bad."

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Cover  Picture-The  pastor,  Warren  E.  Tamkin,  Grace 
Brethren  Church,  Elizabethtown,  Pa.,  presenting  the  financial 
picture  to  the  church  council  which  later  recommended  that 
they  become  self-supporting  April  13,  1969. 
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The  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches  has  yet  to  demonstrate 
it's  real  potential  for  establishing  a 
robust  literature  program  commensu- 
rate with  its  strong  theological  stature. 
The  secular  world  is  basking  in  the 
glory  of  phenomenal  success  in  the 
field.  Many  of  the  cults  far  outstrip 
us  in  the  printed  page  ministry,  and 
even  in  the  evangelical  world  the  Breth- 
ren are  not  at  the  top  in  achievement. 
So,  in  view  of  the  great  worth  of  this 
ministry  in  getting  God's  message  out 
—it's  time  we  do  much  more.  It's  our 
move!  We  must  move  rapidly  in  three 
basic  areas:  creation,  production,  and 
distribution  of  literature.  We  urge  our 
readers  to  study  and  evaluate  the  pro- 
gram and  also  to  stand  firm  in  support 
as  we  carry  it  forward. 

There  have  always  been  competent 
writers  in  The  Brethren  Church,  but 
many  of  these  have  not  made  major 
contributions.  Perhaps  the  Brethren 
Missionary  Herald  Company  has  not 
challenged  the  others  to  get  involved 
in  good  creative  activity.  But  we  have 
made  a  move  in  the  right  direction  in 
the  establishing  of  our  BMH  Books  di- 
vision, through  which  we  hope  to  make 
available  many  more  books.  Progress 
is  also  being  made  in  the  writing  of 
new  tracts  and  booklets,  as  well  as  the 
reprinting  in  convenient  size  and  pleas- 
ing format  of  various  literature  by 
Brethren  authors.  But  with  such  great 
need  for  evangelistic  outreach  we  must 
provide  more. 


In  the  past  we  have  largely  depended 
on  other  organizations  for  literature- 
production  facilities.  But  today  we 
have  a  modern,  well-managed  printing 
plant  at  Winona  Lake  to  facilitate  pro- 
duction. We  plan  to  strengthen  this 
arm  of  our  literature  ministry  as  funds 
are  available.  Not  only  are  we  anxious 
to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  quality, 
expand  the  quantity  of  BMH  produc- 
tion, but  also  to  be  of  assistance  to 
other  boards  in  their  efforts.  We  dare 
not  do  less  than  our  best  in  this  inter- 
board  activity. 

Our  BMH  distribution  facilities  are 
being  expanded,  and  this  is  as  it  should 
be.  Printed  material  stacked  in  a  ware- 
house will  never  stir  hearts;  it  must  be 
distributed!  The  new,  modern  Herald 
Bookstore  at  Fullerton,  California,  will 
greatly  improve  and  increase  our  out- 
put. There  will  be  much  closer  con- 
tact with  the  churches  in  the  eleven 
western  states,  resulting  in  better  and 
faster  movement  of  materials.  Better 
mailing  facilities,  enlargement  of  the 
mailing  staff,  and  the  use  of  some  up- 
dated shipping  facilities  and  procedures 
will  help  us  attain  our  goals  at  both 
Winona  Lake  and  Fullerton. 

All  in  all,  our  NFBC  literature  posi- 
tion is  being  strengthened.  We  are  be- 
ginning to  move.  But  we  must  move 
faster.  The  task  is  great  and  the  need 
urgent.  There  is  much  ground  to 
cover.  Let  us  move  forward  together 
with  enthusiasm  in  this  challenging 
work.  ▼

I  he  Grace  Brethren  Church  in  Elizabethtown,  Pennsyl- 
vania, is  rejoicing  in  the  many  victories  the  Lord  has  given 
us  in  the  past  four  years.  Our  fourth  anniversary  has  been 
greatly  blessed  of  God  for  we  have  now  found  it  possible  to 
go  completely  self-supporting.  Let  us  share  with  you  some 
of  the  wonderful  things  God  has  wrought  in  our  church 
since  its  beginning. 

Victory  IMo.  1— Nucleus.  Every  church  must  have  a  be- 
ginning, and  many  have  come  to  know  that  the  first 
twenty-five  members  are  the  most  difficult  to  find!  In 
1964-65  God  began  to  work  in  the  hearts  of  a  number  of 
families  in  Elizabethtown  and  they  began  to  travel  twelve 
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(Continued  from  page  4) 
miles  to  our  church  in  Lancaster.  With 
the  encouragement  of  the  missionary- 
minded  pastor,  Rev.  William  Tweed- 
dale,  the  group  felt  led  of  the  Lord  to 
open  a  new  work  in  their  own  home 
town.  Rev.  Robert  Lapp,  a  member 
of  the  Lancaster  church  and  a  graduate 
of  the  Lancaster  School  of  the  Bible, 
took  up  the  challenge  to  become  the 
first  pastor  on  a  part-time  basis.  A 
store  building  was  rented,  and  the  new 
church  came  into  existence  on  Sunday, 
April  4,  1965.  The  group  was  off  to  a 
good  start  with  an  average  attendance 
of  sixty-eight  in  Sunday  school  that 
first  month. 

From  the  beginning,  it  was  obvious 
that  God  had  His  hand  upon  this  work 
in  a  very  remarkable  way.  In  spite  of 
using  a  rented  building,  new  people  be- 
gan to  attend  and  associate  themselves 
with  this  growing  testimony  for  Christ. 

Victory  No.  2-Church  Site.  Very 
soon  the  church  came  under  The  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  Council  and  the 
next  important  decision  to  be  made 
was  the  purchase  of  land  for  the  new 
church  building.     God  providentially 


closed  several  doors  and  finally  Mr. 
Paul  Mumma,  a  member  of  the  con- 
gregation, offered  for  sale  a  lovely 
three-acre  site  adjoining  his  home  which 
was  just  outside  the  borough  limit.  It 
was  a  choice  location  on  a  well-known 
road  in  a  growing  residential  section, 
and  an  outstanding  view  of  the  Lan- 
caster County  countryside  in  all  direc- 
tions. After  the  preliminary  plans  were 
made  for  the  purchase,  God  suddenly 
called  Mr.  Mumma  home  but  the  family 
carried  out  his  and  their  own  wishes 
that  this  become  the  site  for  the  new 
Grace  Brethren  Church. 

Victory  No.  3— Full-time  Pastor- 
Building  Program.  It  was  my  privilege 
to  come  as  the  first  full-time  pastor  of 
the  congregation  on  the  first  anniver- 
sary, Easter  Sunday,  1966.  Amid  our 
rejoicing  the  news  was  not  all  good 
that  day,  for  we  found  that  we  must 
vacate  our  rented  building  very  quickly. 
The  congregation  now  numbered  be- 
tween eighty  and  ninety  and  to  find  a 
suitable  meeting  place  was  not  easy. 
But  God  opened  up  a  building  just  one 
block  away  from  where  we  were  meet- 
ing   and  just    two    blocks    from   our 


church  lots.  It  wasn't  ideal,  for  al- 
though it  had  once  been  a  small  hotel, 
in  more  recent  years  it  had  become  a 
bar.  But  with  some  cleaning  and  paint- 
ing, and  of  course,  removing  some 
large  "BAR"  signs— joyously  done  by 
men  of  the  church— the  building  was 
ready  for  occupancy  in  a  few  weeks. 
It  made  quite  a  joke  in  town.  Our 
friends  called  it  the  church  which  met 
in  the  old  hotel,  while  the  less  friendly 
spoke  of  it  as  the  church  in  the  bar. 
But  the  attendance  grew,  souls  were 
saved,  and  Christ  proved  himself  to  be 
the  Lord  of  adversity.  The  church 
building  committee  was  busily  at  work 
with  Rev.  Ralph  Hall  planning  a  perma- 
nent home  for  the  congregation.  Plans 
were  drawn  in  record  time  to  provide 
for  a  basic  $50,000  building,  with  an 
additional  educational  unit  and  final 
large  sanctuary  to  be  added  in  the 
coming  years.  By  the  fall  of  1966  we 
were  ready  for  construction,  and  the 
building  lot  debt  was  paid  in  full. 

Victory  No.  4-Construction  and 
Dedication.  The  Brethren  Construc- 
tion Crew  under  Mr.  Don  Sellers  ar- 
rived the  last  of  October.  The  men  of

the  church  were  anxious  to  help  in  the 
actual  building,  and  God  had  given  us 
several  skilled  workmen.  By  the  end 
of  November  the  roof  was  on  and  now 
the  work  could  proceed  unhindered  by 
the  winter  weather.  Services  of  entry 
were  held  on  February  26,  1967,  with 
only  part  of  the  building  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy. Dedication  was  on  March 
19,  and  what  a  day!  We  did  expect  a 
good  crowd,  but  the  Lord  sent  far 
more  than  that.  Our  auditorium  seats 
180  at  best,  but  nearly  400  were  pres- 
ent on  that  beautiful  spring  afternoon. 

Victory  No.  5— Progress.  A  congre- 
gation cannot  just  sit  back  when  a 
building  is  completed  and  hope  for 
future  success.  In  the  past  two  years 
since  our  dedication,  God  has  been 
doing  some  wonderful  things  for  us. 
The  church  has  gained  a  good  reputa- 
tion in  this  community  as  a  church 
where  the  Word  of  God  is  taught,  and 
the  people  love  one  another,  and  are 
working  together  in  harmony.  First- 
time  visitors  are  in  attendance  at  nearly 
every  service.  Souls  are  being  saved. 
Young  people  have  dedicated  their 
lives  to  Christ  for  full-time  Christian 
service.  Additional  important  minis- 
tries for  the  pastor  and  the  church  in 
the  community  are  continually  open- 
ing up  so  that  the  testimony  for  Christ 
may  be  enlarged. 

Victory  No.  6— Self-supporting.  In 
the  first  quarter  of  1969  outstanding 
increases  were  made  in  both  attendance 
and  offerings.  The  attendance  increase 
has  been  more  than  30  percent  above 
a  year  ago,  and  some  months  the  offer- 
ings have  seen  a  50  percent  increase. 
For  a  year  we  had  set  April  1969,  as 
the  target  date  for  self-support,  and 
quarter  by  quarter  we  were  increasing 


our  share  of  the  support  of  the  work. 
As  we  approached  the  new  quarter  we 
knew  the  time  had  arrived,  and  the 
congregation  unanimously  voted  to  go 
self-supporting.  Since  anniversary  Sun- 
day fell  on  Easter  this  year,  we  post- 
poned our  official  ceremonies  for  one 
week  in  order  that  our  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  Executive  Secretary, 
Rev.  Lester  E.  Pifer,  could  be  with  us. 
It  was  truly  a  day  of  rejoicing  and  vic- 
tory. Our  attendance  was  almost  as 
high  as  our  Easter  Sunday  record  of 
164! 

From  Elizabethtown  we  say  "thank 
you"  to  everyone  who  helped  to  make 
this  day  possible.  We  are  indebted  to 
so  many  of  the  Brethren  who  have 
prayed  for  us  since  the  day  the  work 
began.  We  are  most  grateful  for  the 
fine  counsel  and  help  given  us  by  The 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council.  With- 
out the  assistance,  of  the  architectural 
department,  building  crew,  and  Invest- 
ment Foundation  our  work  could  not 
have  become  self-supporting  so  quickly. 
We  also  want  to  thank  the  extremely 
faithful  brethren  in  our  local  church 
who  have  prayed  so  hard  and  given  so 
much  of  themselves  to  make  this  day 
come  to  pass  under  God. 

Victory  No.  7—?.  Who  can  say  what 
this  might  be?  Another  soul?  Another 
family  coming  into  our  fellowship? 
Development  of  plans  for  our  second 
unit?  We  do  not  know  the  answers 
concerning  the  future,  but  this  we  do 
know—  "From  vict'ry  unto  vict'ry,  His 
army  shall  He  lead .  .  . ."  ▼ 


Elizabethtown  pastor, 
Warren  E.  Tamkin 
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Is  the  apostate  church 
responsible?  By  Rev. 
Lester  E.  Pifer 


The  Scriptures,  as  recorded  by  the 
Apostle  Paul  regarding  the  apostasy  of 
the  church,  are  now  being  revealed  be- 
fore our  eyes.  Writing  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Holy  Spirit  he  said,  "For 
the  time  will  come  when  they  will  not 
endure  sound  doctrine;  but  after  their 
own  lusts  shall  they  heap  to  themselves 
teachers,  having  itching  ears;  And  they 
shall  turn  away  their  ears  from  the 
truth,  and  shall  be  turned  unto  fables" 
(II  Tim.  4:3-4).  "For  of  this  sort  are 
they  which  creep  into  houses,  and  lead 
captive  silly  women  laden  with  sins, 
led  away  with  divers  lusts,  Ever  learn- 
ing, and  never  able  to  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth"  (II  Tim. 
3:6-7). 

The  Apostle  warned  the  church  at 
Corinth,  "For  such  are  false  apostles, 
deceitful  workers,  transforming  them- 
selves into  the  apostles  of  Christ  .... 
Whose  end  shall  be  according  to  their 
works"  (II  Cor.  11:13-15).  The  faith- 
ful Bible  student  has  been  duly  warned 
that  these  conditions  would  prevail  in 
the  end  time  in  the  apostate  church. 
A  time  when  sound  doctrine  would  be 
rejected,  interpretations  coming  out  of 
the  experience  and  emotions  of  the 
flesh,  following  the  false  teachers,  liter- 
ally messengers  of  Satan  who  distort 
the  truth,  deceitfully  leading  their  fol- 
lowers in  a  direction  diametrically  op- 
posed to  the  revealed  plan  of  God. 

It  was  very  popular  to  be  erudite 
and  intellectual  twenty  years  ago  when 
only  a  few  dared  to  deny  the  virgin 
birth  of  Christ  on  unscientific  grounds, 
to  cast  aspersions  on  the  authenticity 
of  the  Bible,  and  to  question  the  Gene- 
sis record  of  creation.  However,  we 
must  admit  now  that  the  seeds  of 
doubt  were  sown  in  fertile  ground  in 
the  major  denominational  circles,  that 
is,  in  their  schools— and  were  quickly 
picked  up  and  taught  in  the  secular 
areas  without  fear  of  reprisal  from  the 
church.  Satan  nurtured  these  seeds  in- 
to a  giant  harvest. 

We  are  now  seeing  the  harvest  ripen 
and  the  fruit  of  the  seeds  of  deceit. 


Ninety-five  percent  of  American  col- 
lege youth  (according  to  a  cross  sec- 
tion survey  taken  on  the  "age  gap") 
say  they  have  no  interest  in  religion 
nor  do  they  relate  morals  to  the  Scrip- 
ture. One  major  denominational  youth 
quarterly  states  that  the  Christian  life 
is  a  mere  dialogue  between  right  and 
wrong  and  that  morality  today  is  not 
to  be  based  upon  the  Bible.  The 
apostate  church  cannot  deny  its  luke- 
warmness  toward  spiritual  values,  its 
denial  of  cardinal  doctrines  of  truth, 
and  its  weak-kneed  and  wobbly  atti- 
tude toward  the  validity  of  the  Scrip- 
tures. It  is  easily  understood  why  so 
little  spiritual  interest  prevails,  why  im- 
morality runs  rampant  and  why  so 
little  respect  is  seen  for  law,  order,  and 
decency.  These  values  are  basically 
taught  and  understood  when  the  Word 
of  God  is  used  as  the  rule  of  faith  and 
practice. 

What  a  person  does,  testifies  to 
what  he  is.  What  a  person  is,  depends 
upon  his  understanding  of  the  truth  of 
the  Bible  and  his  relationship  to  God. 
Character  emanates  from  the  moral 
center  of  man.  Now  the  question  must 
be  answered— has  the  heart  of  man 
been  transformed  by  the  divine  power 
of  God?  Character  is  too  often  the  re- 
sult of  a  degenerate  heart,  a  condition 
so  prevalent  today. 

The  apostate  church  shows  no  signs 
of  repentence,  revival,  or  reverse.  In- 
stead, it,  like  the  blind  leading  the 
blind,  continues  farther  and  farther  in 
its  course  away  from  God.  It  more 
boldly  questions  the  reality  of  God, 
denies  the  power  of  God,  and  dis- 
claims the  relevance  of  the  Bible  to 
modern  man.  There  is  an  absolute  void 
of  any  consideration  of  God's  stand- 
ards in  morals  today.  Did  God  place 
any  time  limit  upon  His  condemnation 
of  fornication,  adultry,  lust,  lascivious- 
ness,  and  evil  works?  Does  God's 
penalty  and  promise  of  judgment  on 
the  sinner  not  apply  to  the  people  of 
this  day?  How  can  church  leaders, 
clergymen,  and  Bible  teachers  turn 
their  backs  on  the  Word  of  God  and 
teach  a  permissive  attitude  toward  sin? 
God  says,  "The  wages  of  sin  is  death." 
There  is  no  change  in  this  penalty. 

We  cannot  minimize  the  ability  and 
power  of  Satan  in  this  realm.  He  is  a 
master  of  deceit,  confusion,  and  rebel- 
lion.   Jesus  indicated  the  character  of 


Satan  was  manifested  in  the  Pharisees 
(John  8).  The  Apostle  Paul  warned 
against  the  false  teachers  and  preachers 
(II  Cor.  1 1 : 1 5)  and  the  "works  of  dark- 
ness" (Rom.  13:12).  Satan  could  use 
no  finer  tool  than  the  apostate  churches 
of  this  land  to  thwart  the  purpose  of 
God  on  earth.  So  masterful  has  been 
his  deception  that  clergymen  are  major- 
ing in  everything  but  the  preaching  of 
the  Gospel  of  Christ.  He  has  so  blinded 
the  eyes  of  the  millions  of  church 
members  that  they  have  lost  their  re- 
spect for  God's  Word,  acting  solely 
upon  the  impulses  of  the  mind  and  the 
desires  of  the  flesh  (II  Cor.  4:4). 

Mr.  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  Director  of  the 
FBI,  states  in  his  excellent  work  on  A 
Study  of  Communism:  "Communist 
morality  is  highly  flexible.  It  is  based 
on  a  single  premise— anything  that  pro- 
motes progress  toward  communism  is 
necessarily  good,  and  anything  that  in- 
terferes with  that  progress  is  necessarily 
bad.  Communists  call  this  standard 
of  morality  'proletarian  utility.'  Con- 
vinced that  capitalism  is  evil,  Com- 
munists say  they  are  morally  justified 
in  using  any  and  all  means  to  bring 
about  its  destruction  and  to  establish 
in  its  place  a  world-wide  Communist 
society.  Communists  completely  reject 
not  only  the  traditional  Judaeo- 
Christian  concept  of  morality,  with  its 
objective  standards  of  what  is  right  and 
what  is  wrong,  but  also  the  very  idea 
itself  that  there  can  be  any  objective 
standard  of  morality"  (pp.  48^19). 

It  is  this  writer's  candid  opinion 
that  Satan  has  skillfully  employed  the 
means  and  proponents  of  Communism, 
coupled  the  delusion  and  deceit  of  the 
apostate  church  to  bring  the  massive 
state  of  lawlessness,  rebellion,  and  im- 
morality that  will  eventually  weaken 
this  nation  until  it  collapses.  It  is  a 
master  stroke  of  the  devil  to  thwart 
the  program  of  God  for  the  salvation 
of  people  in  our  world. 

Christian,  it  is  imperative  that  we 
stand  upon  the  truth  of  God's  Word. 
It  is  equally  imperative  that  we  recog- 
nize the  forces  of  evil  about  us  and  em- 
ploy every  method,  effort,  and  talent 
to  spread  the  good  news  of  the  Gospel. 
Though  churches  everywhere  are  fall- 
ing in  apostasy,  we  must  hold  high  the 
standards  of  God,  lending  every  effort 
to  reach  the  lost  for  Christ  in  these 
critical  days.  ▼ 
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"Hello,  Isobel." 

"Hello,  Mrs.  G— .  How  are  you  to- 
day?" 

"Oh, you  know  me!"  she  said,  quite 
surprised  and  pleased.  "I'm  sorry  I 
wasn't  home  when  you  called.  I  found 
your  paper.  I  want  to  wish  you  a  hap- 
py Easter.  I  want  you  and  your  friend 
to  come  to  visit  me  during  Passover. 
Come  for  lunch  and  have  some  of  my 
pancakes." 

This  was  the  gist  of  what  Mrs.  G— 
said  on  the  phone  about  a  week  before 
Passover.  My  friend  is  Ann  Isaacson, 
a  Hebrew  Christian,  and  a  former 
neighbor  of  hers.  For  several  years 
Ann  and  I  have  called  on  her  and  have 
had  opportunity  to  speak  about  the 
Word  of  God.  Sometimes  she  is  more 
receptive  than  others.  Excuses  are 
given  to  the  invitations  to  our  meet- 
ings, but  we  are  always  invited  to  re- 
turn. 

During  Passover  week,  I  contacted 
her  and  arrangements  were  made  for  a 
visit  on  Tuesday  at  2:30  in  the  after- 
noon. The  conversation  took  a  spiritual 
turn  when  Ann  remarked  about  a  verse 
in  Psalm  69  that  had  been  such  a  bless- 
ing to  her.  This  opened  a  discussion 
on  Passover  and  the  corban  (sacrifice). 

Mrs.  G—  mentioned  that  often  be- 
fore going  to  bed  she  listened  to  the 
message  on  our  telephone  secretary. 

"Maybe  I  should  believe,"  she  re- 
torted. 

To  this  we  readily  agreed. 

"But  God  isn't  a  person,"  she  added. 

We  explained  to  her  that  God  is  a 
person;  He  has  personality.  One  does 
not  have  to  be  human  to  be  a  person. 
God,  who  is  Spirit,  at  a  definite  time 
in  history  through  a  miracle  birth, 
took  upon  himself  a  human  form  and 
dwelt  among  us.  Even  before  this, 
God  did  appear  in  a  visible  form  as  is 
recorded  in  the  Old  Testament.  His 
appearances  to  Jacob  and  the  seventy 
elders  of  Israel  were  read  to  her. 

A  discussion  of  events  in  Israel  and 
trouble  in  the  world  today  brought  us 
to  consider  the  Messiah  and  His  com- 
ing. She  did  not  feel  that  times  were 
bad  enough  yet  for  Him  to  come. 
(Rabbinical   teaching  is  that  Messiah 
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will  come  either  when  times  are  very, 
very  bad,  or  very,  very  good.)  These 
circumstances,  we  pointed  out,  were 
all  signs  and  the  next  great  event  re- 
garding Messiah  was  to  be  His  coming 
for  His  own.  Elijah's  experience  was 
recounted  and  I  Thessalonians  4.  After 
this,  the  very  bad  times  would  come 
and  then  would  Messiah  return  on  a 
white  horse,  even  as  the  orthodox  Jews 
hold.  As  she  sat  beside  me  and  fol- 
lowed along,  Zechariah  12  and  Isaiah  2 
were  shared  with  her. 

A  kosher  (clean)  heart  is  necessary 
to  have  a  part  in  this  great  event.  This 
was  the  reason  the  Messiah  had  come 
the  first  time— to  pay  the  penalty  for 
sin.  Just  as  the  blood  on  the  doorpost 
on  the  first  Passover  delivered  the  first- 
born from  death,  so  those  who  applied 
the  blood  of  Messiah  to  their  hearts  to- 
day by  faith  would  be  passed  over 
when  God  brings  judgment  for  sin. 

Enough!  That  was  all  she  would 
accept  for  the  time.  Now  we  were  to 
have  the  passover  pancakes  (made  from 
matzo  meal)  she  had  prepared.  They 
were  delicious  with  sugar,  syrup,  or 
applesauce.  (There  went  that  one 
pound  that  I  had  worked  so  hard  to 
lose!) 

Talking  as  we  ate,  the  subject  of  the 
new  birth  came  up.  Since  the  three 
of  us  were  born  in  Europe  (Ann  and 
Mrs.  G—  in  Russia;  myself  in  Scotland), 
the  obtaining  of  our  citizenship  was  a 
graphic  illustration  of  becoming  a  citi- 
zen of  heaven.  Just  as  we  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  United  States  in 


order  to  become  a  citizen  and  obtain 
its  privileges,  so  we  become  a  citizen 
of  heaven  on  God's  terms. 

"I  have  a  question  to  ask  you," 
Mrs.  G—  said.  "Why  do  Jews  do 
things  differently?  Aren't  we  all  the 
same?" 

Consisely  we  explained  that  the 
Jews  were  chosen  of  God  as  the  instru- 
ment through  whom  He  would  reveal 
himself.  In  the  Old  Testament  God 
gave  them  many  things  to  observe  to 
remind  them  of  His  goodness  and  keep 
them  true  to  Him.  Today  most  of  the 
things  that  the  Jewish  people  observe 
are  traditional  rather  than  Biblical.  We 
Christians  do  not  observe  the  Old  Tes- 
tament ritual  because  Messiah  has  come 
and  fulfilled  them.  To  do  so,  would 
be  like  looking  at  a  picture  of  a  loved 
one,  and  ignoring  his  very  presence 
with  you. 

Time  to  go!  Ann  has  a  husband  for 
whom  she  must  prepare  supper.  He  is 
not  a  believer!  As  we  left,  Mrs.  G— 
said  she  might  come  to  our  next 
luncheon  discussion  meeting. 

"Come  again.    Come  more  often!" 

We  will  accept  that  invitation.  As 
we  do,  it  is  our  prayer  this  dear  Jewess 
may  be  willing  to  share  in  Christ's  in- 
vitation: "In  my  Father's  house  are 
many  mansions:  if  it  were  not  so,  I 
would  have  told  you.  I  go  to  prepare 
a  place  for  you.  And  if  I  go  and  pre-

OUR  PLEA  FOR  HELP 


Dedication  of 
Library-Learning  Center 

May  2  was  one  of  the  important 
days  in  the  history  of  Grace  Schools. 
For  the  first  time  in  the  building  pro- 
gram of  the  schools,  a  formal  dedica- 
tion was  held  during  the  regular  school 
year.  In  addition  to  the  presence  of 
faculty  and  students,  dignitaries  from 
other  institutions  were  present.  Parents 
came  early  to  the  Parent's  Day  week- 
end to  share  in  the  dedication  service. 
Members  of  the  Grace  College  Com- 
munity Council  took  time  out  from 
their  businesses  to  attend  the  service. 

It  was  a  significant  occasion  for  the 
construction  crew.  They  took  their 
seats  in  the  front  row  for  the  cere- 
mony. It  was  also  in  order  for  the 
members  of  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation  office  to  be  present. 
Through  the  past  several  years,  they 
have  been  recording  the  investments 
made  by  members  of  The  Brethren 
Church  and  earmarked  for  the  library- 
learning  center.  More  than  $300,000 
has  been  borrowed  from  this  organi- 
zation to  finance  the  project.  There 
is  some  question  whether  it  would  have 
been  possible  to  have  built  this  building 
if  the  services  of  this  organization  had 
not  been  open  to  us. 

The  able  services  of  Dr.  John  F. 
Walvoord,  president  of  Dallas  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  graced  the  occasion 
as  the  main  speaker.  His  message  was 
especially  appropriate  in  that  he  em- 
phasized the  fact  that  this  building, 
while  devoted  to  books,  centers  atten- 
tion on  "The  Book,"  the  Bible.  This 
was  in  keeping  with  the  purpose  of 
Grace  Schools,  and  it  continues  to  be 
the  controlling  principle  of  these 
schools  in  a  day  when  contrary  trends 
are  in  evidence  in  the  field  of  educa- 
tion. 

Following  the  service  of  dedication 
the  ribbon-cutting  ceremony  and  tours 
through  the  library  were  conducted  by 


Mrs.  Hamilton,  head  librarian  of  the 
school.  There  were  many  expressions 
of  amazement  and  delight  at  this  highly 
functional  and  well-appointed  building. 

The  Library  Convocation  Service  is 
scheduled  for  Grace  Schools  Day  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  in 
August.  This  will  be  the  crowning 
event  in  ushering  this  building  into  full 
use.  Dr.  Charles  W.  Mayes,  member 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  formerly  pas- 
tor of  the  First  Brethren  Church  of 
Long  Beach,  California,  and  presently 
serving  as  pastor  of  the  First  Brethren 
Church  in  Whittier,  California,  will 
bring  the  main  message.  This  service 
is  designed  for  that  vast  host  of  Breth- 
ren people  who  constitute  the  group 
largely  responsible  for  this  building. 
It  is  this  group  that  has  prayed,  given, 
and  invested  so  that  this  building  might 
be  a  possibility.  It  is  this  group  that 
has  supplied  us  with  the  majority  of 
students  in  the  college  and  in  the  semi- 
nary. It  is  this  group  that  holds  sacred 
and  precious  the  purpose  of  Grace 
Schools.  It  is  this  group  that  has  for 
more  than  thirty  years  been  supplying 
the  funds  to  maintain  these  schools. 
For  them  we  feel  this  service  should  be 
held,  and  we  are  now  inviting  Breth- 
ren people  everywhere  to  plan  for  this 
occasion  in  August. 

Borrowed  money  incurs  interest  and 
requires  payment  on  the  principle.  This 
means  that  operating  expenses  over 
the  next  year  in  that  area  will  go  up 
by  more  than  forty  thousand  dollars. 
With  the  current  budget  already  over- 
weighted, we  must  press  the  campaign 
to  raise  the  remaining  funds  and  pay 
off  the  building  completely.  Pray  for 
this  project,  and  plan  your  own  giving 
to  help  in  this  worthy  and  crucial  enter- 
prize.  Further  and  much  needed  ex- 
pansion waits  upon  the  liquidation  of 
this  debt. 

In  addition  to  the  liquidation  of  the 
debt  on  the  library-learning  center, 
there  is  the  added  cost  of  maintenance. 
For  this  $700,000  building  the  govern- 
ment considers  8  percent  for  mainte- 
nance. We  are  hoping  that  we  can  re- 
duce this  to  a  possible  4  percent.  But 
even  this  reduction  would  add  another 
$30,000  to  the  current  budget.  And 
the  budget  for  the  coming  year  is  far 
from  balanced  on  the  income  side. 


On  the  expenditure  side,  the  escala- 
tion of  costs  are  now  catching  up  with 
us.  As  many  of  you  are  now  discover- 
ing, it  is  impossible  to  escape  from 
these  costs.  Considering  the  responsi- 
bility we  have  not  to  sell  the  students 
short,  we  have  pared  the  budget  to  the 
bone,  and  still  face  a  staggering  burden. 

On  the  income  side,  trends  frighten 
us.  There  has  been  an  alarming  decline 
in  alumni  giving.  The  gifts  from  the 
church  at  large  have  not  kept  pace  with 
advancing  salaries  and  inflationary 
trends.  The  attempt  to  cool  down  an 
overheated  economy  is  being  felt  in 
certain  areas  and  could  advance  to  such 
proportions  that  this  could  affect  giv- 
ing in  general.  In  addition,  there  has 
been  a  gradual  decline  in  student  en- 
rollment. Some  schools  have  leveled 
off  or  decreased.  At  Grace  the  rate  of 
increase  has  grown  smaller  over  the 
past  several  years.  If  this  should  de- 
crease further  it  could  confront  us  with 
an  impossible  financial  situation. 

In  order  to  preserve  the  spiritual 
ideals  and  standards  of  the  school, 
greater  selectivity  in  admissions  and 
sterner  methods  of  discipline  must  be 
employed.  This  could  reduce  the  stu- 
dent population  further. 

When  all  these  trends  are  evaluated 
it  adds  up  to  a  serious  situation.  As 
the  chief  custodian  of  the  school,  I  felt 
it  my  responsibility  to  report  this  to 
you.  We  want  you  to  know  that  we 
are  doing  everything  we  know  to  do 
to  meet  the  present  emergency. 

We  are  sending  out  three  teams  of 
students  this  summer  to  recruit  as 
many  students  as  possible.  We  are 
seeking  to  inform  every  Brethren  con- 
gregation of,  the  needs  that  are  con- 
fronting us.  We  are  employing  every 
means  to  acquaint  the  alumni  with  the 
needs  we  face.  We  are  giving  of  our 
time,  energy,  and  money  to  meet  these 
pressing  needs.  In  certain  areas  we  are 
really  stinting  the  educational  process 
to  meet  this  serious  deficit. 

Our  only  hope  now  lies  in  the  re- 
sponse of  the  people  who  count  this 
school  as  their  own  and  want  it  to  sur- 
vive in  a  day  when  such  schools  are 
fast  disappearing.  Will  you  pray  for 
these  upcoming  needs?  Will  you  under- 
gird  your  prayers  with  an  increase  in 
giving?  I  am  trusting  God  to  supply 
these  needs  through  you.  T 
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MAN'S  REBELLION 
GOD'S  RETRIBUTION

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f^  number  of  years  ago  I  was  told 
by  a  physician  that  I  was  in  need  of  a 
minor  operation.  Obviously,  I  did  not 
receive  this  news  very  well.  However, 
I  learned  from  this  diagnosis  and  the 
later  operation  a  very  important  spiri- 
tual truth.  If  one  never  comes  to  real- 
ize that  he  has  a  physical  affliction  he 
never  will  appreciate  his  need  for  medi- 
cal treatment.  The  same  thing  is  true 
with  regard  to  man's  spiritual  sickness 
—sin.  If  he  never  comes  to  see  himself 
as  a  sinner  before  a  holy  God,  he  will 
never  seek  the  Saviour.  Even  so,  before 
Paul  can  make  us  appreciate  the  won- 
ders of  salvation,  he  must  remind  us 
that  we  are  sinners  before  a  holy  God. 

To  do  this,  the  Apostle  Paul,  in  the 
first  three  chapters  of  Romans,  divides 
all  sinners  into  three  broad  categories 
and  finds  them  all  guilty  before  God. 
In  chapter  two,  he  considers  the  moral 
man,  and  finds  him  guilty  before  God 
because  even  moral  people  violate  the 
standards  that  they  themselves  profess. 
Paul  also  finds  the  religious  man  guilty. 

Had  I  been  preaching  twenty  years 
ago  concerning  the  United  States  of 
America,  I  would  have  used  a  text  out 
of  Romans  two  to  describe  conditions. 
But  in  seeing  the  depraved  trends  of 
our  country  today,  I  think  I  would 
now  preach  out  of  Romans  one  which 
describes  people  who  are  involved 
deeply  in  immorality.  Romans,  chapter 
one,  characterizes  very  well  the  United 
States  of  America  today.  In  verses  18 
through  23  we  will  consider  three  as- 
pects of  the  wrath  of  God,  and  at  the 
same  time  see  how  conditions  in  Paul's 
day  parallel  the  contemporary  situa- 
tion. 
I.  The  Wrath  of  God  Declared  (v.  18) 
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"The  wrath  of  God  is  revealed  from 
heaven  against  all  ungodliness  and  un- 
righteousness of  men,  who  hold  down 
the  truth  in  unrighteousness." 

We  might  ask  ourselves,  "What  is 
the  nature  of  this  wrath  of  God?"  God 
has  in  times  past  manifested  His  wrath 
upon  a  wicked  generation.  The  Lord 
God  rained  fire  and  brimstone  from 
heaven  upon  the  cities  of  Sodom  and 
Gomorrah  (Gen.  19:24).  Someday  the 
wrath  of  God  is  going  to  be  poured  out 
when  the  Lord  Jesus  himself  is  revealed 
from  heaven  in  flaming  fire  taking 
vengeance  upon  them  who  know  not 
God(IIThess.  1:7-8). 

The  wrath  of  God  that  the  Apostle 
Paul  is  speaking  about  in  Romans  one 
is  not  a  miraculous  manifestation  of 
His  wrath,  but  is  providential.  God 
simply  gives  wicked  men  over  to  their 
own  lustful  living.  He  needs  to  do 
nothing  else.  He  just  turns  men  over 
to  their  own  wickedness,  to  their  own 
moral  perversity  (v.  24),  to  sexual 
promiscuity  (v.  26),  and  to  mental  de- 
pravity (v.  28). 

The  men  who  receive  this  wrath  are 
described  as  those  engaged  in  sup- 
pressing, or  holding  down  the  truth 
through  unrighteousness.  They  are 
further  characterized  as  ungodly  and 
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unrighteous.  How  these  two  terms  go 
together!  Ungodliness  is  theological 
perversity  while  unrighteousness  is 
moral  perversity  and  the  former  always 
precedes  the  latter.  One  cannot  have 
morality  apart  from  God.  To  forget 
the  name  of  God  while  speaking  of 
morality  is  like  trying  to  speak  of  heart 
transplants  and  leaving  out  the  name 
of  Dr.  Christian  Barnard.  Thus,  the 
men  upon  whom  God  is  declaring  His 
wrath  are  men  holding  down  the  truth 
in  unrighteousness  and  displaying  un- 
godliness through  wicked  deeds. 
II.  The  Wrath  of  God  Defended  (w. 
19-20) 

But  someone  might  raise  the  ques- 
tions, "Have  they  ever  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  hear  the  Gospel?"  "How 
can  God  judge  a  person  who  has  never 
had  a  revelation  concerning  Him?"  The 
Apostle  Paul  defends  the  wrath  of  God 
very  carefully  in  verses  19  and  20  by 
showing  that  every  single  person  has 
received  a  revelation  from  God  and  is 
therefore  without  excuse. 

"The  invisible  things  of  Him  from 
the  beginning  of  the  world  are  clearly 
seen."  God's  creation  speaks  to  man 
concerning  God,  and  man  is  respon- 
sible in  the  light  of  that  creation.  Be- 
cause man  has  a  revelation  from  God 
he  is  without  excuse  and  God  is  just  in 
judging  him.  The  Psalmist  exclaims, 
"The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of 
God."  Inspired  and  intrigued  by  God's 
revelation  from  creation,  Joseph  Addi- 
son wrote: 

"The  spacious  firmament  on 
high,  with  all  the  blue  etherial 
sky  and  spangled  heav'ns,  a  shin- 
ing frame  their  great  Original  pro- 
claim.   The  unwearied  sun  from 
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He  opened  the 
hood  of  the  car 
and,  pointing,  said, 
"What's  this?  .  .  . 
This?  ...  and 
.  .  .  This?'' 
I  didn't  know. 


day  to  day  doth  his  creator's 
power  display  and  published  to 
every  land  the  work  of  an  al- 
mighty hand." 

Nature  does  speak.  But  what  does 
it  say  to  us  concerning  God?  It  de- 
clares His  eternal  power  and  Godhead! 
Through  creation  we  see  the  sum  total 
of  the  attributes  of  God.  It  is  not  a 
revelation  that  is  sufficient  to  save,  but 
it  is  sufficient  to  condemn.  The  point 
of  the  Scriptures  here  is  that  man  has 
known  this  revelation,  turned  it  down, 
and  departed  from  it.  The  Psalmist  de- 
clares, "The  Lord  looked  down  from 
heaven  upon  the  children  of  men,  to 
see  if  there  were  any  that  did  under- 
stand, and  seek  God."  His  tragic  con- 
clusion was:  "They  are  all  gone  aside, 
they  are  all  together  become  filthy: 
there  is  none  that  doeth  good,  no,  not 
one"  (Ps.  14:2-3). 

III.  The  Wrath  of  God  Deserved  (w. 
21-23) 

Once  man  has  rejected  God's  reve- 
lation he  follows  a  path  of  depravity 
that  makes  him  deserving  of  the  wrath 
of  God.  I  know  of  no  other  passage  in 
the  New  Testament  that  portrays  in  a 
better  way  the  philosophy  of  false  re- 
ligion as  Romans  1:21-23.  Here  are 
seen  the  steps  of  man's  depravity  and 
evidence  that  man  surely  deserved  the 
wrath  of  a  righteous  God. 

The  Bible  declares  that  man  having 
known  God,  glorified  Him  not  as  God. 
This  does  not  mean  that  man  withheld 
from  God  some  of  His  glory,  for  this  is 


impossible,  but  rather  that  man  failed 
to  ascribe  to  God  the  glory  that  is 
rightfully  His  on  the  basis  of  His  won- 
ers  in  creation. 

Secondly,  man  failed  to  render  to 
God  the  thanks  that  are  due  Him.  Man 
eats  daily  from  the  hand  of  God  and 
does  not  recognize  that  God  provides 
his  sustenance.  The  Apostle  Paul  re- 
gards this  in  II  Timothy  3:2  as  one  of 
the  sings  of  the  last  days. 

Man  quickly  progresses  to  the  next 
step.  He  becomes  "vain  in  his  imagi- 
nations." He  has  left  the  only  true 
circle  of  truth,  God's  own  revelation 
of  himself,  and  completely  sacrifices 
the  Word  of  God  to  his  own  rational- 
ism. 

It  is  no  wonder  that  the  Apostle 
Paul  describes  man  as  being  "foolish" 
in  his  heart.  His  "silly"  heart  was 
darkened.  I  was  working  at  a  hotel 
one  summer  night  when  the  lights  went 
out  during  a  storm  and  I  was  the  only 
person  in  the  entire  building  that  had 
a  flashlight.  Though  there  was  much 
speculation  by  others  as  to  where  the 
doors  and  stairways  were,  I  alone  had 
the  light.  My  word  was  law  that  eve- 
ning. So  man  today,  having  rejected 
the  true  light,  wanders  aimlessly  in 
darkness  as  he  quests  for  truth  and 
reality. 

Paul  describes  rebellious  man  as  one 
who,  in  professing  himself  to  be  wise, 
becomes  foolish.  Do  not  miss  the  im- 
portance of  this  verse.  Paul  is  not  say- 
ing that  coincidental  with  his  profes- 
sion of  wisdom  man  is  foolish,  but  that 
the  very  cause  of  his  foolishness  is  his 
claim  to  wisdom. 

Have  you  ever  tried  to  assert  your 
brilliance,  only  to  open  your  mouth 
and  reveal  your  ignorance?  When  I  was 
sixteen  and  began  to  drive,  I  suddenly 
became  an  expert  about  automobiles, 
so  I  thought.  I  had  taken  a  six-week 
course  in  high  school  in  order  to  learn 
the  intricate  parts  of  a  car  and  I  thought 
I  really  knew  something.  I  went  to 
my  neighbor's  house  and  said  that  I 
knew  quite  a  bit  about  automobiles. 
To  test  my  proficiency  he  opened  the 
hood  of  his  car  and,  pointing,  said, 
"What's  this?"  "Well,  I  don't  know." 
"What's  this?"  he  asked  pointing  to 
another  part.  "I  don't  know."  "What 
is  that  over  there?"  "I  don't  know." 
Finally  he  said,  "Well,  Don,  this  is  the 


voltage  regulator,  this  is  the  coil,  and 
this  is  the  bottle  that  holds  the  water 
for  the  windshield  washer!"  By  my 
very  assertion  of  wisdom,  I  had  made  a 
fool  of  myself  and  this  is  exactly  the 
plight  of  the  man  who  claims  knowl- 
edge apart  from  God. 

The  last  and  most  tragic  step  of  all 
is  that  man  turns  the  glory  of  the  un- 
corruptible God  into  idolatry.  Since 
none  can  change  the  glory  of  God,  per- 
haps a  better  translation  would  be  to 
exchange  the  glory  of  God.  When  man 
rejects  the  creator  he  finds  a  way  of 
forming  a  god  that  is  more  acceptable 
to  him  and  bows  down  before  it.  You 
see,  man  is  by  nature  a  religious  being. 
He  must  have  a  god  to  worship,  and  re- 
jecting the  true  God,  he  accepts  a  false 
one. 

The  steps  of  depravity  in  Romans 
1:21-23  are  clearly  depicted  in  the 
history  of  the  children  of  Israel.  God 
had  blessed  them  with  untold  blessings 
as  they  left  the  land  of  Egypt  but  they 
refused  to  glorify  Him  and  give  Him 
thanks.  Finally,  while  Moses  was  apart 
from  their  presence  they  made  a  god 
of  their  own  liking.  They  wanted  a 
god  that  was  tangible  and  more  suit- 
able to  the  human  nature.  Thus,  man 
goes  to  the  depths  of  depravity  when 
he  rejects  the  knowledge  of  God. 

Among  the  many  truths  this  passage 
reveals,  it  teaches  us  foremost  that  God 
will  not  tolerate  men  in  their  rebellion 
from  Him,  but  must  turn  them  over 
to  the  consequences  of  their  own  way. 
This  explains  why  we  have  trouble  in 
our  universities  today.  For  decades  the 
faculties  have  taught  that  man  is  not  a 
creature  of  God.  They  have  rejected 
the  Creator  and  they  have  worshipped 
the  creation.  Now  God  is  confronting 
them  with  the  consequences  of  their 
ungodliness. 

I  wonder,  could  we  as  Christians  be 
guilty  of  the  things  the  Apostle  Paul 
enumerates  here?  Do  we  ever  fail  to 
ascribe  to  God  the  glory  that  is  right- 
fully His?  Are  we  thankful  for  the 
benefits  we  have  received  at  the  hand 
of  God?  How  often  have  we  exchanged 
the  glory  of  God,  worshiping  and  serv- 
ing the  creation  more  than  the  Creator? 
If  the  Spirit  of  God  has  spoken  to  our 
hearts  through  this  Scripture,  may  we 
be  convicted  of  our  sin  and  make 
necessary  corrections.  T 
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Teaching

Be  thankful  that  you  are  living  in 
the  twentieth  century!  Stop  wishing 
for  the  "good  old  days";  quit  com- 
plaining about  the  generation  in  which 
we  live;  take  a  new  lease  on  your  spiri- 
tual life  and  begin  to  come  alive  to  the 
opportunities  that  God  has  placed  be- 
fore us!  This  is  good  advice  for  Chris- 
tians today. 

We  live  in  an  age  when  sin  is  ram- 
pant. Hearts  are  heavy.  People  are 
looking  for  something  that  satisfies. 
They  are  fearful  and  apprehensive,  yet, 
generally  speaking,  they  are  willing  to 
communicate.  But  half-hearted, 
behind-the-mask  Christianity  will  not 
suffice.  We  can  reach  them  only  if  we 
are  open,  frank,  honest,  and  under- 
standing. 

Ours  is  a  generation  in  which  people 
are  well  educated;  a  generation  char- 
acterized by  the  knowledge  explosion. 
Because  of  the  widespread  use  of  books, 
magazines,  and  television,  many  chil- 
dren can  almost  read  before  they  enter 
kindergarten.  Young  people  are  alert 
to  the  world  about  them,  and  cogni- 
zant to  the  universal  problems.  They 
are  concerned  about  a  career  that  will 
bring  satisfaction,  fulfillment,  and  re- 
ward, but  in  order  to  attain  these  goals 
they  realize  there  must  be  a  realistic 
involvement  in  the  problems  of  today's 
society.  They  must  search  for  the  an- 
swers. 

We  have  the  answer— it  is  Christ. 
They  can  be  enlisted  for  Christ  if  we 
will  take  time  to  understand  them.  If 
we  will  patiently  hear  them  out,  they 
will  listen  to  the  gospel  message.  I  am 
convinced  that  it  is  not  a  generation 
gap  that  separates  us,  but  rather  a  com- 
munication gap. 

Ours  is  an  age  of  travel.  With  ease 
we  can  cover  distance  and  our  world 
shrinks.  If  we  have  a  genuine  interest 
in  giving  people  the  Word  of  God,  we 
can  reach  them  quickly.  What  a  travel- 
wise  advantage  over  the  Apostle  Paul; 
from  Palestine  to  Rome  in  a  few  hours, 
a  trip  which  took  him  many  weeks. 


But  we  lack  one  thing  that  the  Apostle 
had— dedication  to  Christ— to  the  ex- 
tent that  we  will  witness  to  people 
wherever  we  find  them,  even  to  ex- 
treme sacrifice  if  need  be. 

The  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches  has  bright  opportunities 
today.  No  group  has  greater  per  capita 
potential  for  winning  people  for  Christ 
than  ours.  We  have  in  our  hands  the 
Word  of  God,  the  message  that  saves. 
Our  pastors  are  fundamental,  and  are 
well  trained  for  a  forthright  presenta- 
tion of  the  message.  Our  lay  people 
have  heard  the  message,  and  have  heard 
it  again  and  again.  We  have  Christian 
schools  on  all  levels,  an  excellent 
literature  program,  mission  works  at 
home  and  abroad,  an  evangelism  pro- 
gram, and  so  on.  But  somehow  we  do 
not  have  the  dedication  unto  death, 
the  determination  to  put  Christ  and 
His  cause  absolutely  first,  and  this  is 
essential  if  we  are  to  bring  the  masses 
of  people  to  Christ. 

Our  statistics  cry  out  in  witness 
against  us  in  this  regard.  Rather  than 
stand  our  ground  and  agonize  with  the 
Negro  in  the  solution  of  his  problems 
in  the  inner  city,  we  have  fled  to 
suburbia  like  an  army  in  defeat.  For 
too  long  we  have  nagged  our  youth 
because  of  their  dress,  habits,  and 
long  hair,  rather  than  mutually  seeking 
the  underlying  factors  causing  the  con- 
ditions, followed  by  a  concrete  evi- 
dence of  a  desire  to  lend  a  helping 
hand.  We  have  become  so  mired  down 
in  material  blessings  that  we  have  not 
been  heartbroken  over  souls  lost  who 
are  on  their  way  to  hell. 

We  stand  together  as  we  receive  the 
rich  blessings  which  God  has  bestowed 
upon  our  Fellowship.  We  stand  to- 
gether in  the  great  and  precious  soul- 
winning  potential  that  is  ours.  God 
help  us  to  stand  together  as  one  in  a 
Spirit-led  movement  into  our  twentieth 
century  world  to  burn  out  for  Christ 
in  winning  souls  to  Him!

I  he  young  men  were  well  dressed, 
their  manners  refined.  As  they  drank 
the  cool  water  offered  to  them  by  their 
former  missionary  teacher,  they  looked 
and  acted  like  educated  men  the  world 
over.  But  instead  of  draining  their 
glasses,  they  poured  the  remaining 
water  on  the  floor.  The  missionary 
stared  at  the  spots  of  water— water 
offered  to  the  spirits— and  therein 
caught  a  glimpse  of  Africa  today— an 
Africa  where  intellectualism  and  super- 
stition join  together  in  an  uneasy  mix- 
ture. 

Religions 

The  Africa  of  an  earlier  day  knew 
nothing  but  animism  and  fetishism. 
The  animist  believes  in  many  spirits. 
There  are  the  god-owners  of  the  land, 
the  water,  the  stars;  these  friendly 
gods  who  share  their  good  gifts  with 
the  human  race  are  far  away.  But  near 
at  hand  to  cause  sickness,  floods,  fam- 
ine, and  death  are  many  unmerciful 
spirits  demanding  appeasement.  In 
addition  to  these  there  are  the  spirits 
of  the  dead  ancestors  who  hover  near 
the  surviving  family;  one's  well-being 
depends  upon  his  honoring  them  by  an 
elaborate  ritual.  Bondage  to  fear  is  the 
fruit  of  animism. 

In  the  last  century,  two  major  re- 
ligions have  penetrated  into  the  land 
known  as  the  Central  African  Re- 
public. Christianity  has  reached  into 
almost  every  area,  bringing  salvation 
to  many  and  affecting  many  more. 
There  are  five  major  Protestant  groups 
with    a    total    membership    of  about 


110,000.  Probably  another  100,000 
lay  claim  to  the  name  Protestant.  There 
are  200,000  to  300,000  professing  to 
be  Catholic,  but  only  a  small  percentage 
of  these  are  practicing  members  by 
the  claims  of  the  Catholic  church  itself. 

The  other  major  religion  casting  its 
crescent  shadow  deeper  into  C.A.R.  is 
Mohammedanism.  "Build  a  wall  to 
halt  Islam"  was  an  early  missionary  cry. 
But  alas!  that  wall  was  never  built. 
Moslem  penetration  into  the  C.A.R. 
has  come  largely  in  the  form  of  com- 
merce. These  people  have  proven  so 
adept  as  traders  and  merchants  that 
they  are  a  major  economic  force  in  the 
country.  The  followers  of  Mohammed 
are  feared  by  all,  but  also  respected 
by  many.  They  are  making  rapid  gains 
in  adherents  among  the  people,  and 
the  menace  of  a  possible  takeover  of 
the  country  for  Islam  is  not  entirely 
an  idle  one. 

The  religious  picture  of  central 
Africa  today  is  a  hodgepodge.  The 
majority  of  Africans  are  animists  at 
heart.  They  are  attracted  by  the  easy 
morals  and  commercial  power  of  Islam. 
And  they  would  like  to  paste  both  of 
these  together  with  the  glue  of  Chris- 
tianity. 

Terrain 

The  Central  African  Republic  is 
equidistant  from  the  Atlantic  Ocean  on 
the  west  and  the  Indian  Ocean  on  the 
east,  and  is  a  little  less  than  one  thou- 
sand miles  from  each.  The  total  area 
of  the  country  is  equivalent  to  that  of 
Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  and  Iowa  com- 


bined.   The  country  is  situated  from 
just  two  to  eleven  degrees  north  of  the 
equator.    The  climate  varies  from  the 
steamy  tropical  forests  of  the  south  to 
the  dry,  rolling  grassland  of  the  north. 
The  dubious  claim  to  being  located  in 
the  "heart -of  Africa"  is  probably  more 
merited  by  this  country  than  any  other. 
But  this  is  the  curse  of  the  country. 
All  imports  and  exports  must  be 
shipped  either  by  the  long,  slow  Congo  | 
River  route,  or  by  the  costly,  hard-to-  | 
maintain    overland   route   across   the  I 
Cameroun.     The  hope  for  the  future 
development  of  the  C.A.R.  is  wrapped 
up  in  the  projected  trans-Cameroun 
railroad  to  be  built  over  a  tortuous  . 
one-thousand-mile    stretch    of  jungle 
and  forest. 

Inhabitants 

We  are  told  that  the  original  inhabit- 
ants of  this  area  were  the  pygmies. 
But,  as  other  tribes  pushed  in,  the 
pygmies  withdrew,  until  now,  barely 
a  few  thousand  in  number,  they  are 
found  only  in  the  jungle  areas  to  th£ 
south.     The  three  largest  tribes  here 
numbering  about  400,000  each,  are 
the  Banda,  Mandjia,  and  Baya.    Then  i 
are  five  other  major  tribes,  and  thi 
total  population  according  to  the  lates 
census    was   just    over    two   million 
Within  each  of  these  eight  tribes  an  I 
found  several  dialects,  creating  an  ob 
stacle    to    a    unified    national    spirit 
Fortunately,   the   Sango   tribe  rangei

cepted  as  a  commercial  vehicle.  The 
Sango  language  is  spoken  and  under- 
stood by  almost  all,  and  the  major  part 
of  our  Bible  translation  and  Christian 
literature  production  has  been  accom- 
plished in  this  language.  Sango  is  called 
the  "national  language,"  and  French 
is  designated  as  the  "official  language." 
The  latter  is  used  in  all  government  and 
most  business  matters;  it  is  also  the 
language  used  in  all  the  official  schools 
of  the  land.  Though  most  of  our  mis- 
sionary endeavor  has  been  carried  on 
in  the  Sango  language,  we  face  the 
necessity  of  using  French  more  and 
more  in  working  with  the  younger  gen- 
eration. The  literacy  rate  is  very  low, 
but  great  strides  are  being  made.  Ap- 
proximately 55  percent  of  the  children 
of  the  land  were  in  school  in  1968  as 
compared  with  only  20  percent  in 
1955. 

Economy 

Coffee  at  one  time  seemed  to  be 
the  major  hope  for  a  commercial  crop 
in  the  C.A.R.  But  in  1937  a  blight 
virtually  destroyed  the  coffee  planta- 
tions. Now  coffee  is  making  a  come- 
back, ranking  third  among  the  com- 
mercial exports.  It  is  outranked  by 
cotton,  which  is  the  major  crop  grown 
in  most  of  our  field  and  is  number  two 
in  export  value.  In  the  past  few  years  a 
new  commercial  product,  diamonds, 
has  boomed  into  first  place  with  an 
export  value  three  times  that  of  cotton. 
Lately  uranium  has  been  discovered, 
and  a  recent  treaty  with  France  for  its 
exploitation  promises  to  make  this  a 
high-ranking  national  product'.  Other 
products  of  considerable  value  are 
peanuts,  sesame,  tobacco,  cocoa,  jute, 
and  lumber.  Yet  the  per  capita  in- 
come in  the  country  remains  less  than 
fifty  dollars  a  year. 

History 

The  bulk  of  the  population  of  cen- 
tral Africa  today  migrated  in  from  the 
north  and  west  due  to  the  slave-trading 


raids  of  the  Moslem  empires  pressing 
in  from  these  directions.  It  was  on  this 
great  central  plateau  that  a  number  of 
tribes  made  their  stand,  building  their 
villages  on  the  highest  rocks  and  hills 
available. 

In  the  nineteenth  century,  European 
governments  extended  their  spheres  of 
influence  farther  and  farther  into  cen- 
tral Africa.  Towns  and  areas  still  bear 
the  names  of  those  who  led  the  French 
expeditions  into  the  heart  of  Africa. 
Such  men  as  Brazza,  Crampel,  and 
Gentil  led  the  advance— sometimes  re- 
sisted with  considerable  bloodshed  and 
other  times  welcomed  as  allies  against 
the  Moslem  raiders  from  the  north. 
As  the  French  influence  was  extended, 
the  country  became  the  French  prov- 
ince of  Oubangui-Chari  (named  after 
two  great  rivers,  the  Oubangui  to  the 
south  and  the  Chad  to  the  north).  This 
province  became  one  of  four  within 
the  territory  of  French  Equatorial 
Africa.

Beginning  in  the  1940's,  waves  of 
nationalism  spread  across  Africa.  In 
Oubangui-Chari  the  French  finally 
capitulated  to  the  constant  demands 
of  the  country's  first  great  national 
leader,  Barthelemy  Boganda.  On  De- 
cember 1,  1958,  France  granted  full 
independence  to  the  people  of  Ouban- 
gui-Chari, and  the  Central  African  Re- 
public was  born  with  Barthelemy  Bo- 
ganda as  its  founder-president.  The 
principal  campaign  of  the  incumbent 
president,  General  Jean-Bedel  Bokassa, 
is  the  fight  against  underdevelopment. 
In  order  to  win  this  battle,  he  is  en- 
listing help  of  technical  advisers,  ex- 
perts, and  schoolteachers  from  any- 
where in  the  world.  This  constitutes 
an  open  door  for  laymen  who  would 
enter  government  service  and  at  the 
same  time  give  a  Christian  testimony. 

Mission  History 

The  Lord  has  committed  into  our 
hands  about  one-third  of  the  land  area 
of  the  C.A.R.  with  about  one-half  of 
the  population.  We  will  not  attempt 
to  outline  in  detail  the  history  of  the 
more  than  fifty  years  since  James 
Gribble  had  the  vision  and,  backed  by 
The  Brethren  Church,  went  into  the 
very  heart  of  Africa  to  establish  the 
mission  field.  The  story  of  the  sacri- 
fices of  Mr.  Gribble  and  his  wife,  Dr. 
Florence  Gribble,  the  Hathaways,  Es- 
tella  Myers,  Allan  Bennett,  and  many 
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more,  are  known  to  those  who  have 
read  and  studied  the  books  written  by 
Dr.  Gribble  and  Dr.  Orville  D.  Jobson. 
Living  among  you  are  some  who  en- 
dured the  hardships  of  those  early  days 
and  rejoiced  in  them.  What  a  debt  we 
owe  to  the  Jobsons,  the  Chauncey 
Sheldons,  Grace  Byron,  Florence 
Bickel,  Elizabeth  Tyson,  Mary  Emmert, 
and  "Mom"  (Mrs.  Rose)  Foster.  They 
can  tell  the  stories  of  the  long  treks 
over  unmapped  forests  and  savannas; 
of  the  victories  over  superstition  and 
ignorance  by  the  gospel  "dynamite"; 
of  the  wonderful  conversions  even 
among  the  emissaries  of  Satan,  the 
witch  doctors;  of  the  fanatic  opposi- 
tion of  the  forces  of  darkness;  and  of 
the  suffering  endured  by  the  early 
Christians  as  they  made  their  stand  for 
Christ.  And  now,  as  a  result  of  their 
labors,  there  stands  an  African  fellow- 
ship of  churches  which  claims  a  mem- 
bership of  60,000  and  many  more  con- 
verts besides. 

Mission  Activities 

The  Lord  has  blessed  our  endeavors 
over  the  past  fifty  years  until  now 
there  is  an  officially  recognized  Union 
of  Brethren  Churches  of  Central  Africa. 
Each  of  the  more  than  three  hundred 
churches  in  the  union  is  completely 
supported  by  the  gifts  of  its  own 
African  church  members.  But  the 
Africans  recognize  that  they  desperate- 
ly need  missionaries  to  work  alongside 
them  to  provide  the  helps  they  cannot 
provide  for  themselves,  and  to  main- 
tain a  program  to  train  Africans  to 
take  over  these  duties  in  the  future. 

A  Bible-school  ministry  in  two  lan- 
guages is  being  maintained  to  supply 
workers  for  the  future.  An  Elementary 
Bible-school  program  is  supervised  by 
a  missionary  but  taught  by  Africans. 
This  feeds  students  into  the  Bible  In- 
stitute for  a  Sango  Bible  training  taught 
by  both  African  and  missionary  teach- 
ers. The  Preparatory  School  of  The- 
ology is  preparing  young  men  in  antici- 


pation of  the  opening  of  the  School  of 
Theology  in  1970.  This  French  Bible- 
school  program  still  must  be  exclusively 
staffed  by  missionaries.  Preparing 
young  men  to  be  able  to  enter  into  the 
French  Bible-program  is  largely  in  the 
hands  of  our  Swiss  missionaries,  who 
are  doing  a  tremendous  job  in  the 
James  Gribble  Memorial  High  School. 

The  youth  ministry  is  a  great  chal- 
lenge for  the  present  and  the  future. 
Our  missionaries  have  developed  a  won- 
derful youth  movement,  "The  Evangel- 
ical Youth  of  Africa,"  which  is  catch- 
ing on  throughout  Africa.  In  addition, 
there  is  an  open  door  of  entrance  into 
the  government  high  schools  to  teach 
Bible  classes  at  times  especially  pro- 
vided for  us. 

A  program  of  refresher  courses  for 
the  African  pastors  out  in  the  work  is 
being  carried  on.  This  is  vital  to  our 
church-growth  program.  Plans  are  be- 
ing made  to  increase  this  ministry, 
looking  to  the  Lord  to  supply  the  ad- 
ditional missionaries  necessary. 

The  printing  press  is  turning  out 
Sunday-school  lessons,  correspondence 
courses,  Bible  study  helps,  and  thou- 
sands of  tracts  each  year.  The  future 
of  this  ministry  is  unlimited.  There  is 
a  great  need  for  Bible  commentaries  to 
fill  out  the  African  pastors'  almost-bare 
bookshelves.  The  only  factor  lacking 
is  missionaries  to  do  the  writing  or 
translating  needed  to  produce  the  liter- 
ature. 

The  missionary  medical  staff  has  a 
vision  for  souls.  They  minister  to 
both  physical  and  spiritual  health  needs 
at  our  hospital  and  dispensaries.  They 
also  carry  on  a  training  program  for 
African  medical  evangelists— with  the 
accent  on  "evangelists."  At  the  present 
time  one  doctor  and  four  missionary 
nurses  are  on  the  field  to  carry  on  this 
whole  program.  Praise  the  Lord,  some 
reinforcements  are  in  sight!  But,  more 
are  needed. 

The  demand  is  growing  for  a  nation- 
wide evangelistic  program  geared  to

reach  all  the  unsaved  over  a  two-  or 
three-year  span.  This  may  produce  a 
greater  impact  on  the  people  than  has 
anything  else  in  our  mission  history. 
It  requires  that  a  missionary  elder  be 
released  from  his  other  duties  to  carry 
it  out. 

During  this  next  year  there  will  be 
just  seven  missionary  elders  on  the 
field.  Here  is  a  list  of  the  activities 
they  will  seek  to  carry,  and  in  paren- 
theses are  listed  the  bare  minimum  of 
of  elders  needed  to  carry  them  on: 

Caring  for  all  the  Bible-school  pro- 
grams (4); 

Assisting  and  counseling  300  young 
churches  and  providing  Bible  classes 
for  their  pastors  (4); 

Providing  youth  workers  to  reach 
and  teach  the  coming  generation  (4); 

Writing  the  needed  Bible  literature 

(2); 

Planning  and  promoting  a  national 
evangelistic  campaign  (1). 
This  adds  up  to  a  need  for  fifteen  mis- 
sionary elders.  Pray  for  the  seven  who 
attempt  to  carry  on  the  program!  Pray 
for  all  the  other  missionaries  on  the 
field  as  well.  Space  does  not  permit 
mentioning  them  by  name.  Seek  them 
out  in  your  FMS  Prayer  Calendar,  and 
uphold  them  before  the  throne  of 
grace. 

And,  pray  earnestly  that  a  number 
of  more  workers  may  hear  the  Lord's 
call  to  "come  over  into"  central  Africa 
"and  help  us."  ▼

Tears  Among  the  Tribes 


r\l\  kindreds  of  the  earth  shall 
wail  because  of  him"  (Rev.  1:7). 

God  gave  to  man  two  safety  valves: 
the  privilege  to  laugh,  and  the  right  to 
cry.  In  today's  world  the  occasion  to 
laugh  seems  to  occur  with  much  less 
frequency  than  the  occasion  to  weep. 

The  Scriptures  have  much  to  say 
about  weeping,  and  records  the  tears 
of  both  the  righteous  and  the  wicked. 
Most  of  the  weeping  on  the  part  of  the 
wicked,  it  appears,  is  reserved  for  a 
future  date.  This  weeping  should  cause 
great  concern  to  present-day  missions, 
for  the  effectiveness  of  missionary 
activity  may  well  keep  many  from  that 
dreadful  day. 

But  consider  for  a  moment  the  tears 
of  God's  people  and  the  relation  of 
this  expression  of  sadness  to  foreign 
missions.  The  Bible  records  tears  of 
regret.  Esau  wept  when  he  realized 
what  a  terrible  thing  he  had  done  in 
despising  his  birthright  (Heb. 
12: 16-17).  Peter,  conscious  of  his  ab- 
horrent denial  of  Christ,  sobbed  un- 
ashamedly  (Matt.   16:75).     Both  of 


these  men  would  have  welcomed  the 
opportunity  to  relive  and  correct  these 
sad  episodes  of  their  lives— but  it  was 
too  late— only  the  God-given  safety 
valve  of  tears  could  relieve  the  emo- 
tional pressure.  Is  the  time  approach- 
ing when  we  too  will  break  out  in 
weeping  due  to  present  neglect  of  duty 
to  God? 

With  reference  to  the  foreign  mis- 
sion program,  one  example  might  be 
cited.  I  feel  that  many  of  those  on 
the  receiving  end  of  foreign  mission 
activity  will  one  day  stand  before  the 
Lord  with  tear-stained  cheeks.  At  that 
time  the  conscience  will  be  pricked  to 
a  realization  that  the  responsibility  of 
world-wide  evangelism  was  theirs  as 
well  as  that  of  European  and  American 
mission  societies.  Where,  during  the 
past  century,  have  nations  of  the 
world— recipients  of  the  testimony  of 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ— produced 
in  turn  a  vibrant  missionary  testimony 
of  their  own?  Most  continue  to  remain 
on  the  receiving  end  of  the  Gospel  and 
have  little  burden  or  vision  for  the  lost 
in  other  parts  of  the  world. 

Missionaries  have  been  so  concerned 
with  getting  national  churches  self- 
supporting,  and  rightly  so,  that  the 
higher  goal  of  world-wide  mission  re- 
sponsibility has  been  delayed  too  long. 
In  far  too  many  overseas  churches,  a 
selfish  attitude  prevails.  Yet,  it  is  just 
as  true  for  the  church  overseas  as  it  is 
for  the  church  at  home  that  the  Gospel 
is  to  be  preached  to  every  creature. 
The  same  complacency  that  blights 
many  U.S.  churches  has  also  contami- 
nated mission  churches.  They  too  are 
occupied  with  their  own  affairs,  their 
own  buildings,  their  own  local  ex- 
penses, the  payment  of  the  pastor's 
salary  (and  many  churches  haven't 
even  passed  this  major  hurdle),  and 
thus  are  almost  totally  uninvolved  in 
world  missions. 

Many  a  church  has  been  rescued 


from  a  dying,  unfruitful  existence  by 
getting  its  members  to  look  away  from 
their  own  petty  problems  to  the  spiri- 
tual needs  of  the  world.  Perhaps  the 
same  formula  needs  wider  application 
in  overseas  churches.  As  a  mission,  let 
us  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  task  of  en- 
couraging our  overseas  churches  to 
greater  missionary  involvement.  It 
may  save  them  from  tears  of  regret 
later. 

The  Scriptures  also  graphically  por- 
tray tears  of  fright.  The  day  is  ap- 
proaching when  a  great  wail  will  pierce 
the  air  as  people  in  every  nation  gaze 
upon  the  returning  Son  of  God  and  in 
horror  and  fright  recognize  Him  as  the 
One  they  rejected.  Their  cry  is  not 
one  of  repentance;  they  hate  what  they 
see,  and  in  anger  attempt  to  kill  Him 
again  (Ps.  2;  Rev.  18:8;  19:19).  Those 
who  boasted  in  their  atheism  now 
quake  and  weep  with  fear.  The  sight 
of  the  One  they  so  long  denied  sends  a 
cold  chill  of  fear  up  and  down  the  spine . 
Nor  are  these  tears  of  confession  and 
submission,  but  tears  of  rage— tears 
that  reveal  bewilderment  at  the  specta- 
cle that  grips  their  sight.  Now  they 
suddenly  awaken  to  the  harsh  reality 
that  their  doom  is  sealed.  The  hated, 
despised,  narrow-minded  followers  of 
Christ  were  right  after  all.  At  long  last 
the  piper  must  be  paid.  Judgment  day 
has  arrived. 

This  horrifying— this  dreadful  scene, 
should  impress  upon  us  the  importance 
of  our  missionary  assignment.  The 
Lord  has  commissioned  His  Church  to 
introduce  the  nations  of  the  world  to 
Jesus  Christ,  the  Saviour,  before  He 
introduces  himself  as  Lord  and  Judge. 
The  missionary  testimony  of  The 
Brethren  Church  needs  to  be  vigorous 
among  the  nations  which  are  our  re- 
sponsibility, so  that  no  one  from  these 
areas  will  stand  among  the  wailing 
throng  and  say  that  he  is  there  because 
of  our  neglect.— JWZ  ▼ 
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Cku/tcks  l\/eutt

James  Conner,  the  caption  said, 
killed  last  night  when  his  car  went  out 
of  control  on  "dead  man's  curve"  at 
the  north  end  of  town.  James  Conner. 
The  printed  words  danced  before  my 
eyes.  I  blinked  quickly  but  the  words 
did  not  go  away,  nor  did  they  change. 
They  stood  out  boldly  on  the  printed 
page,  accusingly.  Eighteen  years  old, 
eighteen  pitifully  short  years  of  life. 
Last  night  he  had  waved  to  me  as  he 
had  climbed  into  his  old  car,  a  casual 
greeting,  and  I  had  waved  back. 

My  hands  were  shaking.  I  put  the 
paper  down  and  sank  into  a  chair.  Had 
he  been  driving  too  fast?  Had  some- 
thing been  wrong  with  the  car?  Maybe 
he  had  been  with  some  of  his  friends— 
those  questionable  young  people  with 
long  hair,  no  shoes,  and  wearing  strings 
of  "love"  beads  around  their  necks. 
I  had  reason  to  be  upset.  You  see,  I 
was  Jim  Conner's  Sunday-school  teach- 
er! 

I  suppose  I  could  excuse  myself  by 
saying  Jim  had  never  really  attended 


Sunday  school.  He  came,  now  and 
then,  obviously  pressured  into  it,  with 
a  Christian  friend  who  was  a  member 
of  my  class.  I  knew  his  father  was 
dead  and  his  mother  had  been  working 
in  a  restaurant  as  a  waitress.

I  had  recognized  Jim's  voice 
at  once.

"I  thought— well,  do  you  suppose— I 
mean,  could  I  come  over  to  see  you 
tonight?" 

The  question  surprised  me.  "About 
what,  Jim?"  I  had  asked  him  kindly. 
"I  am  just  leaving  for  my  garden  club 
meeting.  It  really  is  necessary  for  me 
to  be  there.  We  are  planning  now  for 
the  summer  months." 

Necessary?  The  garden  club?  So 
much  more  important  than  a  troubled 
soul? 

"I  wouldn't  want  to  keep  you  from 
anything  important."  His  voice  was 
light.  I  could  picture  him  standing  be- 
side the  telephone,  leaning  against  the 
wall,  legs  crossed,  a  faint  grin  on  his 
face,  red  hair— long  and  unkempt. 

"Why  don't  you  come  by  tomorrow 
evening,  Jim?  I  will  be  able  to  give 
you  as  much  time  as  you  like." 

There  was  a  slight  hesitation. 
"Okay,  Mrs.  Wilson,  I  mean— well, 
okay!"  Was  there  a  desperate  note  in 
his  voice?  Now,  I  couldn't  even  re- 
member. 

But  the  next  evening  Jim  didn't 
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come  to  the  house.  I  thought  of  call- 
ing him  but  I  was  busy  baking  a  cake 
for  the  "carry-in"  dinner  at  the  church 
and  I  forgot  to  call  until  it  was  too 
late. 

On  Sunday,  Jim  hadn't  been  in 
class.  I  put  another  black  check  after 
his  name.  I'll  have  to  see  him,  I 
thought,  sometime. 

Well,  "sometime"  was  over.  There 
wouldn't  be  any  more  time.  Had  he 
ever  been  born  again?  Had  he  ever 
accepted  Jesus  Christ  as  his  personal 
Saviour?  I  doubted  it.  His  every  action 
indicated  a  troubled  soul.  Oh  God!  I 
had  been  his  Sunday-school  teacher 
who  should  have  made  it  my  business 
to  find  out!  My  hands  were  like  ice 
and  there  was  a  sick  feeling  in  my 
stomach. 

Tom's  face,  when  he  came  into  the 
kitchen  a  few  minutes  later,  was 
worried.

I  nodded,  not  trusting  myself  to 
speak.

"I  think  we  had  better  pray,"  my 
husband  said  grimly,  "for  ourselves." 

We  attended  the  burial.  I  didn't 
pass  by  the  casket  because  I  couldn't 


bear  to  look  at  Jim's  face.  "Where 
are  you  Jim?"  my  heart  cried.  And 
the  answer  was  painfully  clear:  "Lost, 
lost,  lost!" 

After  the  funeral  his  mother  in- 
vited us  to  the  house.  She  was  a  plump, 
little  woman  wearing  a  black  dress  and 
mopping  her  eyes  from  time  to  time 
with  a  sodden  handkerchief  which  she 
had  wadded  into  a  ball  in  the  palm  of 
her  hand. 

We  sat  down  on  the  sofa  in  the 
living  room.  It  was  rather  a  cheerless 
room  and  one  of  the  springs  had 
pushed  through  the  covering  of  the 
sofa  on  one  side. 

"There  is  something  I  must  tell  you, 
Mrs.  Wilson,"  she  said  when  the  others 
had  gone.  "It  is  about  Jim  and  what 
happened  to  him.  Last  week  he  was  in 
some  kind  of  trouble.  I  asked  him  to 
tell  me  what  was  wrong  but  he  just  told 
me  not  to  worry  anymore,  everything 
would  be  fine.  Then  I  heard  him  call 
you  on  the  telephone,  Mrs.  Wilson.

tor's  wife.  Please  realize  that  these 
answers  would  vary  some  from  per- 
son to  person  and  from  church  to 
church,  but  I  will  do  my  best. 

!.  What  kind  of  work  could  I  do 
as  a  pastor's  wife? 

Believe  me.  Jane,  this  is  hard  to 
tell.  Every  church  has  different 
needs  but  there  is  usually  a  place 
for  willing  workers.  Qualified  teach- 
ers for  Sunday  school.  Children's 
church.  Vacation  Bible  School,  and 
Child  Evangelism  classes  are  i.  i 
needed.  Extra  help  can  often  be 
used  in  youth  groups,  SMM.  VMC, 
Missionary  Helper's  Club,  and  in 
summer  camp  programs.  There  are 
other  possibilities  in  the  areas  of 
church  music,  secretarial  work,  and 
custodial  work.  Your  own  home  is 
a  vital  area  of  service  through  the 
ministry  you  have  for  your  husband 
and  your  children.  You  are  also 
known  for  your  hospitality— or  lack 


of  it.  You  may  entertain  visiting 
speakers  as  well  as  local  people. 

2.  Is  the  pastor's  wife  expected 
to  do  everything  in  the  church? 

If  you  consider  all  the  areas  of 
service  you  will  know  that  this  is 
impossible.  Someone  recently  gave 
me  these  ideas.  You  are  in  service 
to  the  church  only  as  you  willingly 
give  yourself  to  it.  Also,  if  you,  as 
the  pastor's  wife  do  everything,  you 
can't  do  all  of  it  well,  you  rob  some- 
one else  of  the  blessing  of  service, 
you  neglect  your  family,  and  you 
may  make  it  very  difficult  for  the 
pastor's  wife  who  will  follow  you. 
You  must  also  remember  that  we 
are  all  different  as  individuals  and 
not  all  are  gifted  in  the  same  areas. 
The  Lord  made  us  that  way  and 
each  individual  is  needed.  I  must 
also  add  here  that  women  in  the 
church  often  help  the  pastor's  wife 
when  there  is  a  particular  need,  and 
may  volunteer  to  care  for  her  chil- 
dren so  she  is  able  to  assume  re- 
sponsibilities that  otherwise  would

be  impossible. 

3.  Will  I  be  required  to  attend 
every  service,  and  shall  I  make  my 
children  go  if  they  don  t  want  to? 

Yes.  because  you  are  part  of  the 
flock  and  you  need  to  be  fed.  You 
should  help  set  the  standard  of 
faithfulness  and  the  spirit  of  wor- 
ship in  the  services.  Your  children 
should  be  taught  that  church  atten- 
dance is  required  because  we  are 
God's  children,  not  just  because  we 
are  the  pastor's  family.  It  is  much 
easier  to  set  this  as  your  pattern  of 
living  than  to  have  to  decide  each 
time  whether  or  not  to  go.  (Isn't  it 
strange  that  Christian  people  never 
question  going  to  work  regularly  or 
sending  their  children  to  school 
regulariy,  but  regular  church  at- 
tendance is  open  to  debate.) 

4.  Don 't  you  miss  living  close  to 
your  parents  and  other  relatives? 

Yes,  there  are  times  when  I 
would  love  to  stop  over  to  Mother's 
for  coffee  and  a  little  chat.  Some- 
times I  have  to  fight  depression, 
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particularly  on  holidays  or  Sunday 
afternoons  when  other  families  get 
together.  There  are  times  when  I 
feel  my  children  will  never  really 
know  their  grandparents,  or  aunts, 
uncles  and  cousins.  However,  fami- 
lies are  being  separated  throughout 
the  world  because  of  job  promo- 
tions, company  relocations,  and 
even  war.  Why  shouldn't  we  be 
willing  to  leave  home  for  the  sake 
of  our  Lord?  (See  Matt.  10:37-39) 
Furthermore,  we  have  learned  to 
enjoy  the  times  we  have  together, 
and  perhaps  we  love  our  families 
more  than  some  who  live  too  close 
to  theirs. 

5. Do  you  have  any  real  close 
friends? 

I  have  some  wonderful  friends. 
We  are  friends  because  we  love  the 
same  Lord  and  we  share  the  same 
joys  and  sorrows  in  His  service.  We 
have  grown  to  love  each  other  and 
we  have  good  times  together.  These 
are  much  closer  friends  than  any  of 
the  friends  I  grew  up  with  because 
they  were  unsaved  or  not  willing  to 
live  for  the  Lord.  However,  if  you 
mean.  "Do  you  have  friends  that 
share  even'  intimate  detail  of  your 
life?"7  The  answer  is.  "No."  There 
are  personal  and  confidential  mat- 
ters in  the  pastorate  that  are  not 
shared  with  even  close  friends.  This 
is  one  reason  the  pastor  and  his  wife 
must  be  joined  together  by  God.  To 
be  unhappily  married  (even  as  a 
Christian )  is  possible— and  it  is  tragic. 
You  must  not  only  love  and  respect 
each  other,  you  must  enjoy  being 
together. 

6.  Do  you  feel  imprisoned'' 

(I  mean  your  home  belongs  to 
the  church,  your  time  isn't  your 
own.  your  husband  really  belongs 
to  the  entire  congregation  and  even- 
one  notices  everything  your  children 
do  or  don't  do !  Don't  you  get  frus- 
trated?) Sure  I  do.  but  Fve  discover- 
ed that  teachers  also  get  frustrated, 
and  so  do  secretaries,  doctors  and 
nurses,  farmers,  construction  work- 
ers, and  plumbers.  Why  shouldn't  I? 
Too  much  emphasis  has  been  placed 
on  the  negative  side  of  being  in  a  pas- 
tor's family.  There  are  also  many 
rewards  too — even  here  on  earth. 


l.l've  often  heard  that  ministers 
don't  make  much  money.  Doesn't 
that  present  problems? 

It's  strange,  isn't  it,  that  in 
other  occupations  the  first  subject 
discussed  regarding  employment  is 
money.  Yet,  when  you  are  in 
Christian  work  you  aren't  supposed 
::  t£i  i::_:  .-.-:..:  '.Veh  Ji.-.e 
it  has  been  a  very  serious  problem 
for  many  families.  Some  men  have 
even  had  to  leave  the  ministry  be- 
cause they  became  so  involved  in 
debt  they  couldn't  get  out.  Perhaps 
if  the  churches  had  openly  discussed 
financial  matters,  this  could  have 
been  avoided.  I  cannot  say  that  it 
has  been  a  personal  problem  for  us. 
although  I  was  working  when  we 
first  got  started.  We  have  appre- 
ciated it  when  the  church  has  pre- 
•er.ted  -  :..:;  ::  riti.r.ige  ~r::ve- 
ments  without  us  requesting  it. 
Many  pastor's  wives  have  jobs  and 
some  can  do  part-time  work,  but 
this  limits  the  amount  of  time  she 
can  spend  in  the  Lord's  work.  This 
is  one  question  that  would  surely 
vary  from  family  to  family  and  from 
church  to  church,  but  I  doubt  if 
anyone  goes  into  Christian  work  to 
make  money.  By  the  way,  there 
isn't  any  union  to  guarantee  time- 
and-a-half  for  overtime,  retirement 
benefits,  hospitalization,  unemploy- 
ment insurance,  social  security  or 
anyone  to  withhold  your  taxes.  But 
on  the  other  hand,  some  folks  think 
the  pastor  only  works  on  Sunday 
anyhow,  so  he  really  has  it  made. 

8.1s  there  any  way  /  can  learn 
more  about  becoming  a  pastor's 
wife  before  that  time  would  actually 
arrive.

NOTES  FROM  AFRICA- 
MUSICAL  AND  OTHERWISE! 

By  Colette  Steudler 


(Editor's  note:  A  glimpse  into  the  life  of  a 
missionary  lady  is  being  shared  with  us  by 
the  FMS  office.  Actually,  it  is  an  excerpt 
from  a  translation  of  a  letter  written  to 
friends  in  Switzerland  by  Mrs.  Jean-Louis 
Steudler,  one  of  the  Swiss  missionary  teach- 
ers on  the  Brethren  field  in  the  Central 
African  Republic.  Mrs.  Steudler  has  trained 
an  orchestra  consisting  of  fifteen  young  men 
who  play  guitars,  melodicas,  triangles,  and 
African  drum.  A  second  musical  group  con- 
sists of  thirteen  young  musicians  trained  by 
Martin  Garber,  who  perform  on  cornets, 
trombones,  clarinets,  tubas,  and  flutes.  Mrs. 
Steudler  writes  concerning  the  days  pre- 
ceding an  Easter-season  evangelistic  cam- 
paign in  Bangui  at  which  the  musical  groups 
performed.) 

'ne  Sunday  morning  two  guitar 
students  performed  at  the  Yaloke 
church.  They  had  prepared  a  duet  with 
guitar  accompaniment.  It  was  very 
well  received,  but  what  made  the 
greatest  impression  was  that  they  had 
the  idea  of  dressing  alike— shirt  and 
pants.  From  then  on  began  the  idea 
of  furnishing  shirts  of  a  bright  color 
for  all  the  musicians.  This  project 
found  approval  from  all,  but  how  to 
bring  it  about?  At  Yaloke  there  is 
nothing  in  the  shops  that  could  satisfy 
us.  To  buy  shirts  already  made  we 
could  not  even  dream  of  because  there 
are  not  five  alike  in  the  village.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  you  buy  material, 
who  would  cut  out  the  shirts?    There 


are  many  tailors  at  Yaloke  but  they  do 
not  know  how  to  cut  a  collar  that  does 
not  cause  wry  faces. 

After  much  discussion  we  sent  a 
message  with  a  passing  missionary  to 
Bangui.  We  asked  Francine  Aellig  to 
go  to  a  wholesale  store  and  buy  suffi- 
cient material  to  make  thirty  shirts 
with  long  sleeves,  and  of  two  different 
colors:  if  possible,  blue  for  the  orches- 
tra and  pink  for  the  band. 

A  few  days  later  the  package  ar- 
rived. But  time  passes  so  rapidly  that 
we  had  to  cut  them  out  immediately. 
I  tried  to  find  among  the  ladies  on  the 
station  one  who  knew  how  to  do  it, 
but  alas,  it  is  so  easy  now  to  buy  a 
shirt  that  they  never  make  them  by 
hand  anymore!  Finally  Lily  Waridel 
furnished  us  with  a  pattern. 

And  then  there  was  the  problem  of 
the  sewing.  It  was  necessary  to  borrow 
a  hand  sewing  machine.  A  student,  son 
of  a  tailor,  offered  to  sew  all  the  shirts 
because  he  had  often  helped  his  father 
during  vacation  time.  Three  other 
buddies  quickly  offered  to  sew  on  the 
buttons  and  make  the  buttonholes. 
Under  these  conditions  we  forgot 
about  a  tailor,  and  one  Thursday 
morning  we  started  to  work.  In  order 
that  the  collars  would  be  well  made  I 
realized  that  I  would  have  to  make 
them  myself  because  you  know  that 


this  is  the  most  difficult  part  of  a  shirtl 
But  unfortunately,  I  had  had  no  ex- 
perience with  this  kind  of  thing.  At 
last,  after  several  attempts,  the  tech- 
nique was  mastered. 

The  last  operation  was  the  ironing. 
For  that  I  used  an  electric  iron  because 
with  a  charcoal  iron  it  would  have 
taken  too  much  time.  In  two  hours  all 
were  pressed,  folded,  and  arranged  in  a 
special   trunk   all    ready   for  Bangui. 

The  weeks  passed  very  fast  and  the 
music  practices  were  more  and  more 
frequent.  The  orchestra  prepared  ten 
hymns  and  the  band  as  many.  At  last 
all  was  ready. 

However,  before  leaving  for  Bangui 
there  was  one  more  little  happening  at 
Yaloke.  March  26  is  Nicole's  birthday 
(fourteen  years  old).  As  it  is  the  last 
one  that  she  will  spend  in  the  C.A.R., 
she  had  three  birthday  parties.  The 
first  one  was  for  the  little  children  of 
the  station.  In  our  living  room  she 
prepared  refreshments.  As  Jean-Michel, 
the  son  of  Ange  (one  of  the  Yaloke 
staff  members),  also  had  his  birthday, 
there  were  packages  to  wrap  and  un- 
wrap! 

The  second  birthday  party  took 
place  in  Nicole's  class.  She  had  made 
cakes  filled  with  cream  and  fruit.  As 
soon  as  we  brought  in  the  tray,  the 
students  closed  the  door  so  that  there 
wouldn't  be  any  intruders! 

At  last  that  evening  a  party  was 
organized  by  the  missionaries  for  Nicole 
and  Hans  Scheidegger,  who  had  his 
birthday  the  following  day,  with  ice 
cream,  cake,  and  coffee.  .  .  . 

The  trip  went  well;  as  soon  as  we 
arrived  we  learned  that  the  band  must 
perform  Saturday  morning  at  the  offi- 
cial ceremony  of  the  commemoration 
of  the  death  of  former  President  Bo- 
ganda.  This  ceremony  took  place 
eighty-five  kilometers  out  from  Bangui. 
Everyone  left  at  five  o'clock  in  the 
morning.  President  Bokassa  was  in  the 
parade  and  listened  to  all  the  speeches 
and  the  music.  When  the  Yaloke  band 
played  he  was  very  attentive  and 
turned  toward  the  security  department 
head  and  asked  who  were  those  young 
men  in  pink  who  played  so  well.  So, 
"Director  Steudler,"  who  had  over- 
heard, went  forward  and  asked  if  she 
might  introduce  the  musicians.  The 
President  shook  hands  with  each  of 
them  and  congratulated  them.  (Nicole, 
who  plays  the  trumpet,  was  just  a  little 
proud!)  The  President  added:  "If  you 
need  anything,  come  to  me!"  ▼

He  promised,  "As  thy  days, 
so  shall  thy  strength  be"— not  years 
or  ages,  but  days.  Tomorrow's  re- 
sponsibilities are  not  discharged  with 
today's  strength.

Whatever  the  vocation  or  profession

Y  Then  I  was  in  high  school  I  was 
interested  in  sports  and  it  was  always 
a  thrill  when  "my"  team  gained  the 
victory.

me,  therefore  will  I  call  upon  him  as 
long  as  I  live"  (Ps.  116:1-2). 

What  a  tragedy  if  we  were  without 
Christ  for  a  day  and  had  the  responsi- 
bilities of  rearing  and  training  children. 
It  takes  Christ  in  us  to  provide  the 
teaching  and  training  in  our  homes  that 
will  help  to  lead  children  to  put  their 
personal  trust  in  Christ  as  their  Saviour. 

Because  the  Lord  inclines  His  ear 
unto  our  supplications,  again  we  re- 
joice in  the  Lord  when  our  children 
choose  wisely.  Since  we  give  our  time 
to  things  we  value,  a  great  part  of  each 
day  is  spent  in  the  children's  interest. 

Then  comes  the  day  when  all  the 
children  leave  home.    Again  our  assur- 
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with  anger  and  started  scolding  her 
severely.  Suddenly  he  was  quiet.  Then 
he  broke  down  and  wept.  Certainly 
such  anger  was  not  becoming-  to  a 
Christian  man,  and  as  he  realized  this, 
he  wept  bitter  tears. 

Martin  started  his  training  as  a  medi- 
cal worker  five  years  ago.  He  was  one 
of  a  pair  assigned  to  the  Bible  Institute 
dispensary  at  that  time.  Samuel  was 
his  partner.  Samuel  was  tall.  Martin 
was  short.  Samuel  was  dignified  and 
soft-spoken.  Martin  was  cocky.  He 
had  a  quick  temper  and  a  sharp  tongue. 
It  is  not  hard  to  imagine  which  of  these 
two  was  more  agreeable  to  be  around. 

Yet,  there  was  something  likable 
about  Martin.  He  had  a  mischievous 
glint  in  his  eye,  and  he  was  constantly 
in  search  of  something  new  and  differ- 
ent to  read  and  learn.  I  often  remarked 
that  he  was  made  of  good  stuff  and  if 
the  right  person  could  get  hold  of  him 
and  manage  just  right  he  could  be 
made  into  something  worthwhile.  I 
know  of  no  better  craftsman  than  my 
heavenly  Father  and  I'm  confident  that 
He  is  making  something  of  Martin  that 
will  truly  be  worthwhile. 

Martin  accompanied  me  when  I 
took  Rachel  to  the  government  hos- 
pital where  competent  doctors  admin- 
istered expert  care.  The  next  day  we 
were  assured  that  Rachel  was  well  on 
the  way  to  recovery.  Just  before  I  left 
the  hospital  for  the  eighty-mile  trip 
back  home,  Martin  clasped  my  hand 
and  said,  "A  great  sorrow  tried  to  come 
upon  me  in  this  experience  but  the 
Lord  closed  the  way  of  sorrow  and  He 


ance  is  found  in  knowing:  "Now  faith 
is  the  substance  of  things  hoped  for, 
the  evidence  of  things  not  seen"  (Heb. 
11:1).  So  we  continue  to  trust  them 
completely  to  His  care,  knowing  they 
may  leave  our  homes  but  will  never 
leave  our  hearts  and  prayers. 

Again  the  doctor's  words  are  echo- 
ing, "Whatever  you're  doing,  keep  do- 
ing it!" 

I  do  rejoice  in  the  Lord  for  His  con- 
tinual abiding  presence,  for  truly  "with- 
out me  ye  can  do  nothing." 

This  assurance  gives  the  secret  of 
the  victorious  Christian  life,  "this  is  the 
victory  that  overcometh  the  world, 
even  our  faith"  (I  John  5:4).  T

New  Singer,  New  Song 

David  Winter  (Waco,  Texas:  Word 
Books,  1968,c1967),  160  pages,  $3.95. 

A  reader  will  find  some  good  mate- 
rial in  this  biography  of  Cliff  Richard, 
but  first  he  has  to  recover  from  the 
profusion  of  cliches  and  to  accustom 
himself  to  Winter's  sometimes  maudlin, 
overdone  approach. 

Richard's  conversion  is  not  men- 
tioned early,  and  the  reader  may  find 
himself  looking  for  it,  not  so  much  be- 
cause it  should  be  first  but  because  he 
is  not  sure  he  can  endure  until  the  end. 

Saving  Richard's  relationship  with 
Christ  until  the  end  benefits  the  story 
in  several  ways.  For  one,  his  climb  to 
the  top  of  the  entertainment  world  is 
not  presented  primarily  as  a  spiritual 
struggle.  But  later  the  reader  learns 
that  he  did  have  a  struggle. 

In  between  the  laborious  opening 
chapters  and  the  climax  of  New  Singer, 
New  Song,  Winter  has  included  an  in- 
teresting discussion  of  the  rock  'n  roll 
phenomenon  which  gave  Richard  his 
start.  The  author  considers  the  causes 
and  effects  of  the  riots  and  the  emo- 
tional upheaval  that  accompanied  so 
many  of  the  rock  'n  roll  performances. 
He  counters  arguments  which  label  rock 
harmful.  "Of  course,  as  performers 
like  Cliff  were  quick  to  admit,  there 
were  rock  'n  roll  groups  and  singers 
who  crossed  the  border  of  good  taste." 
Later  he  asserts,  "Undoubtedly  one  of 
the  chief  appeals  of  rock  was  ...  its 
ability  to  get  beyond  reason  and  sense 
and  touch  some  primitive  nerve  of 
ecstasy.  All  powerful,  rhythmic  music 
is  capable  of  this,  including,  of  course, 
a  number  of  works  on  the  regular 
repertoires  of  symphony  orchestras." 
Rationalization  or  no,  the  entire  dis- 
cussion gives  insight  into  the  world  of 
popular  music— A nn  Teel,  Winona 
Lake,  Indiana 


Voice  Under  Every  Palm 

Jane  Reed  and  Jim  Grant  (Grand 
Rapids,  Michigan:  Zondervan  Publish- 
ing House,  1968),  151  pages,  $3.95. 

Evangelicals  quickly  rise  to  speak 
against  the  "God  is  dead"  philosophy. 
Yet  if  we  were  honest,  we  would  admit 
that  we  usually  have  a  very  low  view 
of  God-for  example,  we  often  give  the 
impression  that  the  days  of  miracles 
are  past. 

As  I  read  this  book,  I  was  reminded 
of  my  own  shortcomings.  God  is  alive. 

Read  it  for  yourself.  See  how  God, 
in  His  sovereign  power,  raised  up  a 
Christian  radio  station  which  reaches 
from  Liberia  to  much  of  the  world. 
See  how  He  has  brought  into  being  a 
hospital,  a  school,  and  publishing  ven- 
tures: all  in  many  languages  preaching 
and  teaching  and  showing  the  love  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

Ample  photographs  supplement  the 
text  showing  how  it  is  that  Liberians 
can  now  say,  "There  is  a  voice  under 
every  palm  tree.  All  you  need  is  a  box

Faith  at  the  Frontiers 

Carl  F.  H.  Henry  (Chicago:  Moody 
Press,  1969),  204  pages,  $3.95. 

Dr.  Henry  is  the  former  editor  of 
Christianity  Today  and  one  of  the  out- 
standing spokesmen  for  evangelicalism. 
The  sixteen  addresses  collected  here 
are  rich  reading  for  the  informed  lay- 
man and  college  student.

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Is  It— Or  Isn't  It? 

E.  M.  Blaiklock  and  D.  A.  Blaiklock 
(Grand  Rapids,  Michigan:  Zondervan 
Publishing  House,  1968),  83  pages, 
$2.95. 

A  father  and  son  have  jointly  writ- 
ten this  concise  exploration  of  the 
most  basic  issues  of  Christian  experi- 
ence. It  is  scholarly  but  not  pedantic, 
deep  but  not  detailed,  and  truly  per- 
sonal while  not  overly  subjective.  It 
can  be  read  by  anyone  of  high-school 
level  or  above  but  offers  increasing 
riches  in  proportion  to  the  educational 
level   of  the   reader. 

Chapter  one  establishes  the  primacy 
of  belief;  credo  ut  intelligam,  though 
not  thus  stated,  is  seen  to  underlie  all 
significant  human  thought.  The  atheist 
and  the  theist  are  equally  dependent 
on  faith;  the  question  is  which  faith  is 
more  reasonable. 

Chapters  two  through  five  explore 
the  cosmological,  ontological,  teleolo- 
gical,  and  anthropological  arguments 
for  the  existence  of  God.  The  authors 
state  that  the  arguments  must  be  taken 
as  a  logical  ensemble,  and  that  thus 
considered  they  constitute  adequate 
"demonstrations  of  vast  probability." 

Chapters  six  and  seven  present  Christ 
as  the  "balanced,"  perfect'  man  who 
died  and  then  miraculously  rose  to  life. 
The  affirmation,  "Jesus  rose,"  is  shown 
to  be  far  more  probable  than  its  denial. 

Chapter  eight  is  a  ringing  personal 
testimony  which  the  authors  clearly 
feel  is  their  most  powerful  argument.

No  Time  To  Wait 


No  time  to  wait  in  getting  men  on 
the  moon.    No  time  to  wait  in  arriving 
at  a  settlement  of  the  Vietnam  con- 
flict.   No  time  to  wait  in  the  United 
States— Russia  relations.     No  time  to 
wait  in  getting  Israelis  and  Arabs  to- 
gether.    No  time  to  wait  in  bringing 
■about    peaceful    relations   among  the 
> races,  in  cooling  off  conflict  in  the 
!  streets,    or   in   establishing  communi- 
[ cation  between  youth  and  adults. 

All   of  these  urgent  problems  de- 
•  mand  an  immediate  solution. 

But  there  is  a  more  urgent  matter. 
And    the    1969    national    conference 
;  executive  committee  focused  on  it  in 
the  selection  of  this  year's  conference 
i  theme,  "NO  TIME  TO  WAIT."   It  is  a 
fitting  follow-up  to  one  of  our  recent 
[conference  themes,  "I  WILL  BUILD 
MY  CHURCH."    Jesus  stated  in  Mat- 
ithew  16: 18,  "I  will  build  my  church." 
r  Throughout   His  earthly  ministry  He 
i' lived  the  urgency   of  this  statement 
j  and  sought  to  pass  along  to  His  fol- 
lowers   the    need    for   haste.      What 
j  better  illustration  of  this  than  the  con- 
tinual use  of  the  word  "straightway"  in 
[the   Book   of  Mark!      The  disciples 
caught  the  spirit.  When  Peter  and  John 
heard  Jesus  say ,  "Follow  me, . .  ."  they 
|  followed  Him  and  became  fishers  of 
men.     Philip  received  the  word  from 
the   angel   of  the   Lord,   "Arise,  and 
go.   .   .   .  And  he  arose  and  went." 
Stephen,  Peter,  and  others  pressed  on 
in  their  service— even  unto  death.    So 
convinced  was  Paul  that  he  cried  out 
"woe  is  unto  me,  if  I  preach  not  the 


gospel!"  His  persistent  preaching  of 
the  Gospel  led  to  his  death  at  the 
hands  of  the  Romans. 

There  is  no  time  to  wait.  There  are 
souls  to  be  won  to  Christ.  We  must  be 
about  our  Father's  business.  What 
fruit  have  we  harvested  from  the  tree 
of  our  former  dedication  to  the  chal- 
lenge of  "I  Will  Build  My  Church"? 
What  will  our  statistics  tell  us,  and 
what  deeper  and  fuller  dedication  will 
there  be  to  the  1969  theme,  "NO 
TIME  TO  WAIT"? 

Resolution  alone  will  not  do.  The 
man  who  in  prayer  meetings  year  after 
year  said,  "I  aim  to  serve  the  Lord,  I 
aim  to  follow  Him  in  service,  I  aim  to 
win  souls  to  Him"  had  resolution.  But 
the  man  who  said,  "Brother,  you've 
aimed  long  enough,  go  ahead  and  fire," 
had  the  solution. 

There  is  no  time  to  wait  in  soul- 
winning.  The  most  urgent  business 
designated  for  the  church  by  our  Lord 
gets  so  little  attention  today.  Surely 
there  would  be  more  urgency  in  the 
matter  if  we  realized  that  people  are 
eternally  lost  and  on  their  way  to  hell 
unless  they  hear  the  Gospel  and  are 
saved.  May  God  give  us  the  challenge 
at  this  year's  national  conference  that 
will  cause  us  to  see  that  Christ  was 
speaking  to  us.  He  is  expecting  us  to 
be  about  the  business  of  winning  men 
and  women,  young  people  and  children 
to  Christ— now\ 

There  is  an  absolute  urgency  in  be- 
ing faithful  in  our  relationship  to  Christ 
and  to  His  body,  the  church.     How 


casual  we  are  about  attending  services, 
about  assuming  responsibility  in  the 
church,  and  about  making  our  serv- 
ices more  meaningful.  If  we  as  Chris- 
tians don't  do  the  work,  who  will?  We 
must  make  our  decisions  on  the  basis 
of  what  Christ  would  have  us  do,  and 
not  on  the  basis  of  what  we  feel  like 
doing.  Surely  our  love  for  the  souls 
of  our  children,  our  friends  and  neigh- 
bors should  cause  us  to  do  all  possible 
to  make  the  services  Christ-centered 
and  challenging.  And,  we  surely  will 
be  thoughtful  and  considerate  in  our 
welcome  to  all,  regardless  of  who  they 
are  or  what  their  station  in  life  may  be. 

There  is  an  urgency  in  guarding  our- 
selves against  the  grip  of  materialism 
and  affluency.  How  easy  it  is  to  get 
bogged  down  in  a  routine  existence  of 
working  for  things;  keeping  up  with 
the  Joneses.  We  get  so  concerned 
about  fine  homes,  cars,  boats,  TVs, 
and  other  things.  We  are  so  very 
anxious  to  accumulate  an  estate  to  be 
left  to  our  children,  that  we  get  the 
values  out  of  focus— out  of  line.  There 
is  an  urgency  to  re-evaluate  our  aims. 
What  is  this  life  all  about?  Why  are 
we  here?  What  should  our  goal  be? 

"NO  TIME  TO  WAIT."  Think 
about  this  1969  national  conference 
theme.  Think  and  pray  about  it  in  re- 
lation to  your  service  for  Christ.  Think 
about  it  in  relation  to  a  lost  world, 
and  in  relation  to  the  church  which 
Christ  is  building  today.  Perhaps  God 
will  then  be  able  to  work  through  us 
to  accomplish  His  purpose  now.  ▼ 
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Why  Go  to  Alaska? 


(Ed.  Note:  The  following  questions  asked 
by  Rev.  Lester  E.  Pifer,  executive  secretary 
of  Tlie  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
were  answered  by  Rev.  Herman  H.  Hein, 
Jr.,  our  missionary  en  route  to  Alaska.) 

Q How  did  you  become  interested 
in  Alaska  as  a  mission  field,  Herman? 

A— It  was  about  twelve  years  ago 
that  I  became  interested  in  Alaska  as  a 
mission  field.  The  Lord  spoke  to  me 
through  a  presentation  made  by  Dr. 
Paul  R.  Bauman,  then  president  of  The 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council.  He 
had  just  returned  from  a  chaplains' 
seminar,  and  in  connection  with  the 
showing  of  slides,  he  mentioned  the 
need  for  strong  evangelical  churches  in 
this  new  state. 

Q— Have  you  been  considering  this 
new  state  since  that  original  seed  was 
planted? 

A— Yes,  I  told  the  Council  about 
my  interest  and  have  mentioned  Alaska 
at  every  opportunity.  Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb, 


while  executive  secretary,  promised  I 
could  be  included  in  the  initial  survey 
trip.  Before  this  trip  materialized 
though  you  were  appointed  secretary, 
and  I  was  happy  when  you  indicated 
I  could  still  make  the  trip  as  the  Lord 
led. 

Q-Why  do  you  think  1969  is  the 
year  for  The  Brethren  Church  to  enter 
Alaska? 

A-An  exploratory  trip  to  Alaska 
was  made  in  1968  and  due  to  this  in- 
vestigation I  felt  the  Lord  was  show- 
ing us  an  open  door  for  Alaska- 1969. 

Q— Why  did  you  decide  on  Kenai 
when  there  are  other  larger  cities? 

A— I  flew  to  Anchorage  and  spent 
some  time  in  that  city.  I  learned  that 
it  has  92  churches  and  over  60  of  them 
evangelical  in  their,  teaching.  This  was 
enough  to  convince  me  that  there  must 
be  other  areas  of  greater  need.  For  a 
city  the  size  of  Kokomo  it  seemed  to 
have  its  share  of  churches.  It  was  then 


I  was  directed  of  the  Lord  to  explore 
the  possibilities  at  Kenai. 

Q— How  large  is  Kenai  and  is  it  al 
growing  city? 

A— Kenai  had  600  people  eighli 
years  ago,  about  6,000  when  I  was] 
there  in  July  of  1968, at  this  time— one  j 
year  later— would  register  9,000,  and  is] 
projected  to  be  15,000  one  year  from 
now.  People  are  moving  to  Alaska  all 
the  time  and  Brethren  Home  Missions1 
is  in  the  "people  business"  so  I  believe, 
this  is  where  we  need  to  begin. 

Q— Just  where  is  Kenai  located? 

A— Kenai  is  on  the  Kenai  Peninsula 
in  the  south  central  part  of  Alaska' 
about  160  miles  by  road  from  An- J 
chorage.  It  is  bordered  on  the  west  by 
Cooks  Inlet,  on  the  east  by  the  Kenai. 
Mountain  range  and  on  the  south  byj 
the  Pacific  Ocean. 

Q— What  makes  Kenai  a  promising 
field  for  a  Brethren  church? 

A— For  one  thing  the  discovery  oil

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oil  here  about  seven  years  ago.  Al- 
ready the  town  is  known  as  the  oil 
capital  of  Alaska.  With  oil  here  re- 
'fineries  are  being  built,  chemical  in- 
dustries are  moving  in  as  well  as  many 
other  industries,  providing  jobs  for 
more  and  more  people. 

Q— Does  Kenai  have  any  evangelical 
testimonies? 

A— There  are  three  such  churches 
now.  Others  will  probably  be  coming 
in,  but  with  the  projected  growth,  the 
need  is  growing  much  faster  than  the 
evangelical  testimonies. 

Q— How  far  is  it  from  Kokomo  to 
Kenai  and  how  will  you  make  the  trip? 

A— Kenai  is  about  5,000  miles  from 
Kokomo,  Indiana.  For  most  of  the 
distance  the  trip  will  be  made  by  car 
and  trailer.  We  will  travel  about  450 
miles  aboard  a  ferry  on  the  Inland 
Passage  from  Prince  Ruppert,  Canada, 
to  Haines.  From  Haines  we'll  be  on 
the  Alaska  Highway. 

Q— It  sounds  like  an  expensive  trip, 
what  will  it  cost? 

A— It  will  be  expensive!  The  esti- 
mated moving  bill  alone  was  $2,900. 
It  will  cost  $345  for  the  Inland  Passage 
fare.  With  the  shipping  of  my  library 
and  personal  expense,  plus  some  pos- 
sible support-assistance  for  one  or  two 
months,  the  total  will  likely  exceed 
$5,000. 

Q— Is  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  sending  you  and  providing  the 
initial  cost? 

A— Yes,  it  will  be  sponsoring  the 
work.  We  are  trusting  Brethren  Minute- 
Men  to  provide  the  entire  initial  cost 
of  relocating  my  family  from  Kokomo 
to  Kenai.  We  are  praying  to  this  end 
knowing  that  the  budget  of  the  Council 
will  not  allow  additional  expense. 

Q— What  will  you  do  for  support 
after  you  arrive  on  the  field? 


" ..  .  reach  people  for 
Christ— this  is  our 
aim,  our  ambition? 


A— I  have  completed  a  course  of 
orientation  at  the  Toledo  Scale  Com- 
pany and  expect  to  be  their  represen- 
tative as  a  sub  agent  in  sales  and  serv- 
ice. It  will  be  part  time  at  the  be- 
ginning, but  I  also  have  the  promise  of 
a  substitute  teaching  job. 

Q— It's  your  plan  to  be  s  e  1  f - 
supporting? 

A— I  plan  to  be  self-supporting  un- 
til such  time  as  a  church  is  developed 
to  the  point  where  I  will  need  to  give 
more  time  to  it  than  is  possible  under 
the  self-supporting  basis.  At  this  point 
I  would  then  look  to  Brethren  Home 
Missions  for  assistance. 

Q— Are  there  other  Brethren  fam- 
ilies in  Alaska? 

A— There  are  Brethren  families  in 
Alaska  but  none  that  we  know  of  in 
Kenai.  The  Lord  willing,  perhaps  we 
will  have  a  better  report  on  this  a  little 
later. 

Q— What  are  the  possibilities  of  a 
meeting  place? 

A— One  year  ago  the  superintendent 
of  schools  promised  me  the  use  of  one 
of  their  new  buildings  at  a  minimum 
cost  and  unlimited  use.  At  this  point 
I  don't  know  how  soon  we  can  get  a 
church  building  started— the  Lord  will 
show  us  His  will,  in  His  time. 

Q— What  if  other  Brethren  are  in- 
terested in  helping  to  pioneer  a  church 
in  Alaska,  could  they  find  employ- 
ment? 

A— Employment  is  available.  There 
is  a  need  for  school  teachers  and  em- 
ployees for  various  types  of  work  in  a 
city  growing  like  Kenai. 

Q— What  is  the  property  situation? 

A— Kenai  being  a  small  town,  un- 
til just  a  few  years  ago,  there  is  much 


undeveloped  property.  We  have  sub- 
scribed to  the  local  newspaper  and 
regularly  see  property  advertised  in 
five-acre  parcels  and  the  prices  are 
reasonable  compared  to  city  property 
here. 

Q— Where  do  you  plan  to  live? 

A— Our  tentative  plans  are  to  live 
in  a  mobile  home  or  an  apartment  un- 
til something  opens  up  to  rent  or  buy. 
Rent  in  this  situation  will  be  high-as 
much  as  $250  a  month  for  some  apart- 
ments. 

Q— What  is  the  trip  schedule  and 
arrival  date? 

A— We  left  Kokomo  on  June  30 
going  by  way  of  Washington  state  and 
visited  some  of  our  Brethren  churches 
in  that  area  on  the  weekend  of  July  6. 
Our  arrival  date  at  Kenai  will  be  around 
August  1.  I  will  need  to  spend  some 
time  in  Anchorage  relative  to  my  work 
with  Toledo  Scales  Company. 

Q— What  is  your  prayer  burden  as  of 
the  present  moment? 

A— We  have  a  number  of  prayer  re- 
quests, but  first  and  foremost  is  that 
our  Brethren  people  will  respond  to 
the  Minute-Man  letter  in  a  way  that 
will  care  for  our  expense  in  getting  on 
the  field.  We  have  answered  God's 
call,  we  are  willing  to  go  on  a  self- 
supporting  basis  and  we  hope  our 
Brethren  will  help  us  get  there.  Second, 
we  are  praying,  and  need  others  to  join 
us,  for  some  other  Brethren  families 
to  come  up  to  Kenai  to  help  us.  Third, 
we  will  need  prayer  that  there  will  be 
sufficient  work  to  support  our  family. 
Fourth,  we  would  ask  definite  prayer 
that  we  will  be  able  to  reach  people 
for  Christ-this  is  our  aim,  our  ambi- 
tion. ▼ 
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"I  Will  Build  My  Church"

I  here  is  no  institution  on  this 
earth  that  is  coming  under  greater 
attack  than  the  church.  The  visible 
church,  regardless  of  its  peculiarities, 
has  been  the  target  of  Satan  and  the 
hosts  of  wickedness  since  the  days  of 
Pentecost.  In  recent  years,  the  church 
weakened  by  its  own  apostasy  from 
the  faith,  its  internal  strife,  and  the 
massive  assaults  of  the  wicked  one  is 
being  looked  upon  as  ineffective,  ir- 
relevant and  unnecessary. 

The  forces  of  atheism,  science,  and 
the  secular  educational  world  have 
continually  chipped  away  at  the  doc- 
trinal foundation  and  superstructure 
of  the  church.  The  vast  and  increasing 
number  of  clergymen  being  trained 
in  apostate  Christian  institutions  has 
kept  the  church  in  doctrinal  confusion. 
The  growing  worlds  of  psychology  and 
psychiatry  have  too  often  pictured  the 
church  as  an  ineffective  means  of  deal- 
ing with  people  and  their  problems. 
The  lack  of  spiritual  dynamic  power 
and  truth  in  the  pulpit  and  pew  have 
been  readily  recognized.  These  fac- 
tors, and  many  more,  have  given  cre- 
dence to  the  open  attack  upon  the 
church,  Christian  dogma  and  practice. 

In  this  critical  hour,  the  visible 
church  stands  at  the  crossroads  of  its 
existence.  Externally,  every  effort  is 
being  made  to  destroy  its  presence. 
Internally  some  are  questioning  its 
validity,  its  method  of  operation,  and 
its  purpose.  The  fate  of  the  visible 
church  rests  in  its  adherence  to  the 
Word  of  God  and  its  relationship  to 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God. 

A  sharp  distinction  must  be  made 
to  delineate  between  the  visible  church 
on  earth  and  the  invisible  church  of 
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God.  The  visible  institutions,  organ- 
izations or  assemblies  were  all  sup- 
posedly established  upon  principles  set 
forth  in  the  Bible.  Only  God  can  say 
how  many  of  the  individual  adherents 
are  members  of  the  true  church.  The 
influence  of  apostate  forces  upon  the 
church  has  been  felt  throughout  the 
ages.  The  church  today  is  in  grave 
danger  of  the  judgment  of  God  as  was 
predicted  to  come  upon  the  Laodicean 
church  of  the  end  time  (Rev.  3:14-19). 

The  invisible  church  is  God's  re- 
deemed family.  Jesus  said,  ". .  .  upon 
this  rock  will  I  build  my  church;  and 
the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail 
against  it"  (Matt.  16:18).  God  has 
chosen  to  build  His  church  through 
His  Son  with  the  message  of  redeeming 
grace  and  the  transforming  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  (Titus  3:4-7).  Fol- 
lowing the  days  of  Pentecost  the  mes- 
sage of  the  Gospel,  borne  by  faithful 
witnesses,  was  fruitful  in  bringing  true 
believers  into  God's  family.  The 
church  of  God  grew  and  multiplied 
(Acts  2:47;  5:42;  6:1). 

It  must  be  understood  that  God 
builds  His  church  in  spite  of  human 
frailties  and  failures.  Here  is  a  very 
positive  statement,  "I  will  build  my 
church.  .  .  ."  The  seeds  of  the  Gospel 
are  to  be  sown  by  human  elements, 
but  God  will  provide  the  transforming 
power  for  the  development  and  ma- 
turity of  His  church. 

Herein  lies  the  area  for  great  faith 
on  man's  part.  To  build  a  Brethren 
church,  there  must  be  precise  con- 
formation to  the  instructions  given  in 
the  Word  of  God.  The  more  closely 
we  adhere  to  God's  standards,  His 
methods,  and  His  way  the  nearer  our 


visible  church  will  be  to  His  church. 
Implicit  faith  in  the  Father,  His  Son, 
His  Word  is  of  utmost  necessity. 

A  great  promise  is  to  be  found  in 
this  passage,  "I  will  build  my  church; 
and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail 
against  it."  The  forces  of  evil,  no 
matter  how  numerous  or  voluminous, 
shall  not  prevail  against  the  construc- 
tion of  God's  church.  The  satanic 
thrust  cannot  overwhelm  the  trium- 
phant power  of  Christ  and  His  church. 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil has  repeatedly  stated  that  its  only 
purpose  is  to  be  used  of  God  in  build- 
ing His  church.  Every  effort  is  used  to 
choose  God's  choice  servants,  to  fol- 
low carefully  God's  Word,  and  to  ex- 
ercise the  greatest  faith  in  God  in 
accomplishing  His  task.  The  launching 
of  the  new  work  in  Alaska  is  a  prac- 
tical example  of  this  fact.  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Herman  Hein,  redeemed  by  God's 
grace,  tried  and  proven  missionaries, 
are  being  thrust  into  this  new  field  to 
assist  in  building  God's  church.  They 
love  the  Word.  They  have  great  faith 
in  God  and  His  eternal  purpose.  This 
will  be  a  Bible-teaching,  soul-winning, 
missionary-minded  effort  to  reach  the 
lost  in  Alaska  for  Christ.  We  trust 
that  God's  people  everywhere  will  con- 
tinually uphold  them  in  prayer,  that 
God's  purpose  and  will  may  be  accom- 
plished. We  trust  also  that  God's 
people  will  share  in  this  pioneer  effort 
in  a  monetary  way  to  provide  funds 
to  get  them  started  on  this  new  field. 
We  shall  claim  God's  promise,  "I  will 
build  my  church  [in  Alaska] :  and  the 
gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against 
it."

One  year  ago  we  held  a  success- 
ful Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  at 
Elkhorn,  Kentucky,  and  by  the  end 
of  the  week,  five  children  and  young 
people  had  accepted  Christ  as  their 
Saviour.  As  a  result  of  this  Bible 
school,  and  in  talking  with  some  of  the 
people  of  this  community,  we  decided 
to  hold  a  Sunday-school  service  on 
Sunday   afternoon  once  each  month. 

The  Sunday  school  was  being  held 
in  a  schoolhouse  and  we  learned  later 
that  another  group  had  used  the  build- 
ing just  prior  to  our  Sunday  school. 
This  group  belongs  to  the  sect  that 
handles  snakes  and  who  believe  they 
can  prove  their  faith  by  holding,  pet- 
ting, and  allowing  copperheads  and 
rattlesnakes  to  wind  around  their  arms 
and  necks.

When  I  learned  about  these  "snake 
handlers"  using  the  same  building,  my 
chief  concern  was,  "What  if  one  got 
away!"  So  in  spite  of  all  I  tried  to 
think  about  to  keep  my  mind  busy.  I 
could  not  get  away  from  that  thought. 
My  eyes  roved  over  the  room  con- 
tinuously searching  out  the  cracks  in 


the  floor  and  baseboard  while  Marvin 
brought  the  message.  Much  to  my 
relief  no  wicked-looking  little  head 
made  an  appearance,  so  I  presume 
none  got  away ! 

We  praise  the  Lord  these  "snake 
handlers"  are  no  longer  using  the 
Elkhorn  school.  The  Brethren  now 
have  two  Sunday  afternoon  services 
a  month  and  two  Saturday  night  youth 
meetings.  We  also  will  have  a  Vacation 
Bible  School  again  this  year. 

Elkhorn  is  a  little  community,  way 
back  between  two  mountains.  Getting 
to  it  is  an  experience.  This  is  espe- 
cially true  in  the  muddy  weather  of 
spring  and  fall— and  the  deep  snows  of 
winter.  On  one  occasion  last  winter 
we  went  up  one  of  the  two  mountains 
sideways  with  the  car. 

We  believe  the  Lord  led  us  to  this 
community  and  He  has  truly  blessed 
with  souls  being  saved,  rededicated 
lives,  and  with  some  awaiting  baptism. 
The  people  themselves  suggested  giv- 
ing an  offering  to  defray  the  expense 
of  our  trip.  We  thank  the  Lord  for 
this  opportunity  and  His  protection

March  15,  1969,  our  Brethren  Day 
of  Prayer,  began  quite  uneventfully. 
Sally  and  I  left  the  apartment  early 
that  Saturday  morning  so  that  I  could 
get  a  much-needed  haircut.  Then  we 
were  off  to  Isobel  Fraser's  home  to 
eat  a  fine  breakfast  preparatory  to  our 
prayer  meeting.  We  had  a  fine  season 
of  prayer  for  several  hours,  after  which 
Sally  and  I  did  some  shopping  and  re- 
turned home  about  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon. 

As  we  opened  the  apartment  door 
we  were  met  with  the  odor  of  a  sub- 
stance which  has  a  well-known  trade 
name.  It  was  an  odor  foreign  to  the 
Neely  apartment  since  we  rarely  use 
this  disinfectant.  As  we  passed  from 
the  living  room  to  the  kitchen  area 
with  our  bundles,  the  mystery  of  the 
distinctive  odor  was  solved— the  outlet 
was  blocked.  The  day  the  plumbing 
failed  became  very  eventful— and  the 
start  of  what  was  to  become  an  epito- 
me of  activity  in  Grand  Central  Station. 
In  an  analysis  of  our  dilemma,  several 
hours  later,  we  were  to  wonder  how 
this  could  all  happen  on  the  Day  of 
Prayer— but  do  you  know,  all  things 
work  together  for  good  even  on  a  day 
like  this  one? 

Naturally,  we  called  our  Jewish  land- 
lord, Mr.  T.,  who  came  to  America 
about  ten  years  ago  from  Israel.  He  is 
a  one-man,  unpaid  (unknown  to  the 
company,  too)  endorser  of  a  prominent 
liquid  used  to  unstop  drains.  It  seems 
he  always  has  a  bottle  on  hand.  He 
went  away  after  surveying  the  debacle, 
to  return  with  a  cigar-smoking  friend, 


also  Jewish.  This  man  said  he  would 
not  touch  the  problem  with  a  35-foot 
"snake"— that  what  was  needed  would 
be  a  150-foot  one  to  reach  into  the 
sewer.  This  friend  advised  Mr.  T.  to 
call  another  plumber  who  had  a 
"snake"  of  this  length,  only  it  could 
not  be  done  until  after  sundown.  You 
see,  this  was  shabbos  (sabbath)  and  this 
other  plumber  was  a  religious,  Jewish 
man.  I  told  Mr.  T.  what  he  needed 
was  a  "shabbos  goy"  (sabbath  gentile) 
—a  Gentile  who  will  do  some  of  the 
labors  which  his  Jewish  employers  are 
forbidden  on  shabbos.  Mr.  T.,  a 
Zacchaeus-tall  son  of  Israel,  looked  up 
and  said,  "I  am  the  shabbos  goy,"  and 
then  added,  "If  I  was  a  shabbos  goy, 
you  would  have  to  give  me  a  piece  of

hallah"— hallah  is  bread  used  by  Jewish 
people  for  festive  purposes.  I  assured 
Mr.  T.  that  we  did  not  even  have  a 
bagel  in  the  house.  His  Jewish  plumber 
friend  looked  at  me  and  wondered,  I 
suppose,  how  a  Gentile  would  know 
about  a  "shabbos  goy."  But  I  was 
surprised  when  he  remarked  that  our 
plumbing  was  sort  of  like  the  donkey 
that  fell  into  the  pit  on  the  sabbath 
and  if  that  were  so  we  would  pull  it 
out.  He  concluded  with,  "That's  what 
is  in  the  Bible."  Praise  the  Lord  for  a 
brief  excursion  into  the  Word  of  God 
as  opposed  to  Jewish  traditions. 

Sally  and  I  sat  down  to  await  the 
unfolding  of  whatever  was  to  come. 
Would  it  be  a  friend  of  Mr.  T.'s  son,  or 
would  we  await  sundown  and  the  ar- 
rival of  a  plumber  who  was  a  religious 
Jew?  We  didn't  have  to  wait  long,  for 
we  had  new  visitors— a  Mexican- 
American  young  man,  his  son,  and  his 
step-father.  They  labored  for  hours 
without  any  success,  but  we  were  able 
to  slip  in  a  testimony  for  the  Lord- 
praise  God. 

During  this  time,  Bob  L.,  our  Jew- 
ish friend  upstairs,  came  in  to  scrutinize 
our  situation.  The  next  thing  we  knew 
Bob  was  seated  in  my  study,  and  we 
were  able  to  add  to  what  had  already 
been  given  him  concerning  Messiah 
Jesus  in  relation  to  Judaism.  Bob  and 
his  wife  were  also  to  stop  in  the  next 
day  to  see  how  we  fared,  and  again  a 
testimony  was  given. 

Sunday  morning  Came  and  with  it 
a  sewer-unclogging  service.  The  young 
man  who  came  to  do  the  work  was  an 
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Irish-American  (which  warmed  our 
Irish-ancestored  hearts),  who  had 
served  with  the  Green  Berets  in  Viet- 
nam, having  lost  one  eye  and  suffered 
vertebrae  damage.  After  he  had  un- 
clogged  the  plumbing,  I  was  able  to 
talk  to  him  when  he  returned  our  cof- 
fee cup  (Sally,  because  of  her  hospi- 
tality, sure  makes  it  easier  to  get  to 
talk  to  folks.)  Our  friend  was  a  Catho- 
lic boy  with  a  no-church  status,  having 
come  to  this  point  because  of  some 
feelings  which  he  had  contrary  to  some 
teachings  of  his  religion,  enhanced  by 
his  inability  to  approach  his  clergyman 
when  he  needed  help  in  his  spiritual 
life.  He  had  the  highest  praise  for 
chaplains  in  the  service.  I  learned,  too, 
that  he  had  his  business  place  close  by 
the  Community  Brethren  Church  in 
East  Los  Angeles. 

And  then  came  the  climax— it  came 


in  less  than  twenty-four  hours  after 
we  had  discovered  the  plumbing  had 
failed.  I  suddenly  remembered  the 
prayer  request  for  the  successful  minis- 
try of  Chaplain  James  Hutchens'  book, 
Beyond  Combat.  I  had  a  copy  and 
you  may  be  sure  this  young  ex-Green 
Beret  man  received  it  as  a  gift.  Who 
knows  but  that  this  man  who  was  used 
to  unstop  the  pipes  might  have  some 
stoppages  removed  which  have  clogged 
up  the  pipeline  of  blessing  from  God. 
Praise  the  Lord,  there  may  be  blessings 
in  disguise  even  on  the  day  when  the 
plumbing  failed  in  the  Neely  apart- 
ment. 

So,  you  see,  while  we  are  mission- 
aries to  our  Jewish  friends  in  the  Fair- 
fax area,  God  throws  an  extra  Gentile 
dividend  in  from  time  to  time.  And 
do  you  know,  there  might  be  some 
future  spiritual  disclosures!  ▼

One  of  the  pressing  problems  every- 
where today  is  in  the  realm  of  finance. 
An  escalating  financial  economy  all 
across  the  world  is  producing  pressures 
in  almost  every  area  of  society.  In 
spite  of  the  effort  to  cool  the  econ- 
omy in  this  country,  prices  continue 
to  rise  and  there  seems  to  be  no  end 
in  sight.  The  rise  in  the  prime  interest 
rate  from  seven  and  one-half  percent 
to  eight  and  one-half  percent  has  intro- 
duced another  factor  in  the  picture 
that  could  produce  a  "credit  crunch" 
that  would  be  felt  far  and  wide. 

Grace  Schools  live  in  this  economy 
and  must  face  whatever  situation  de- 
velops for  the  coming  year.  It  is  our 
hope  that  the  alumni  and  friends  will 
not  forget  us  in  the  midst  of  the 
pressures  in  which  they  live.  It  is  a 
delight  to  report  that  another  fiscal 
year  comes  to  a  close  with  the  budget 
in  balance.  For  this  there  needs  to  be 
thanksgiving  going  up  from  God's  peo- 
ple all  across  the  land.  This  has  been 
the  biggest  year  in  the  history  of 
Grace  Schools  in  almost  every  way, 
and  the  finances  have  run  parallel 
with  this  progress.  There  were  times 
when  it  appeared  as  though  we  would 
be  ending  up  in  the  red,  but  at  last 
God  has  supplied  the  need  through 
His  people. 

1969-1970  Is  Another  Year 

As  we  face  the  financial  demands 
upon  the  schools  for  the  coming  year, 
they  are  even  greater  than  this  year. 
The  budget  exceeds  the  foreseeable 
sources  of  income  by  almost  $100,000. 
Every  effort  is  going  to  be  made  to 
trim  this  budget,  but  it  is  now  almost 
trimmed  to  the  bone.  One  factor 
increases  the  budget  far  beyond  that 
of  preceding  years,  and  that  is  main- 
tenance on  the  new  library.  The 
government  estimates  that  maintenance 


will  run  at  least  8  percent  of  the  cost 
of  the  building  annually.  This  would 
mean  in  the  neighborhood  of  $60,000. 
However,  it  is  our  hope  that  we  can 
keep  it  down  to  half  that  amount.  But 
even  $30,000  is  a  huge  amount,  so  you 
will  understand  why  there  is  a  need 
for  a  sizable  increase  in  gifts  for  the 
operating  budget  through  the  next  year. 

We  Must  Not  Forget  Capital  Investment 

There  is  reason  to  thank  God  also 
for  the  amazing  way  He  has  provided 
for  the  erection  of  the  library.  As  of 
this  date  the  library  in  cost  of  equip- 
ment in  addition  to  the  building  will 
total  $740,000.  This  is  an  amazing 
achievement  in  the  light  of  the  fact 
that  the  estimate  for  the  enterprise 
($650,000)  was  made  5  years  ago, 
and  there  has  been  at  least  a  12  to 
15  percent  rise  in  building  costs  an- 
nually over  these  years.  It  is  also  grat- 
ifying that  this  has  been  done  without 
the  use  of  government  funds.  To  date 
slightly  more  than  $400,000  has  come 
in,  almost  all  of  this  in  cash,  but 
some  in  pledge  form.  This  means  that 
there  remains  more  than  $300,000  to 
raise.  This  amount  has  been  obtained 
in  loan  from  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation.  We  are  indeed  grateful 
to  this  organization  for  making  this 
huge  loan  possible.  But  it  must  not 
be  forgotten  the  loan  must  be  paid 
back  with  interest,  and  interest  mounts 
in  these  days.  It  is,  therefore,  needful 
that  we  press  the  campaign  for  the 
raising  of  gifts  to  liquidate  this  loan. 
Join  us  in  prayer  for  this  project. 

Encouragement  from  Another  Source 

A  letter  from  George  H.  Lenke,  Jr., 
vice  president  of  the  Da-Lite  Screen 
Foundation,  Inc.,  brought  a  check  for 
$3,000,  and  also  informed  me  this 
was  the  first  of  a  series  of  five  gifts 
to  be  made  annually.  A  paragraph 
in  this  letter  will  interest  you: 

"You  well  know  my  thinking  in  the 
matter  of  the  value  of  Grace  College 
to  our  community  and  my  desire  to 
assist  the  purposes  and  aims  which  it 
embodies.  I  think  of  it  often  and  with 
respect  and  admiration  for  the  courage 
and  faith  which  made  it  possible.  I 
can  think  of  no  better  investment  than 
the  ideals  which  it  represents." 

Obviously,  this  man  sees  something 
in  the  school  that  arouses  his  admira- 
tion and  allegiance.  In  a  day  when  the 
scene  on  the  college  campus  is  pro- 
ducing alarm,  it  is  reassuring  to  know 


that  men  in  the  business  world  recog- 
nize that  Grace  College  is  inculcating  a 
different  type  of  ideals  in  its  students 
from  those  taught  in  many  other 
schools.  It  is  our  hope  that  Christian 
people  who  hold  these  ideals  will  de- 
termine to  keep  this  school  alive. 

Annual  Accreditation  from  State 

A  letter  from  the  Director  of  the 
Division  of  Teacher  Education  and 
Certification  informs  me  that  Grace 
College  has  been  granted  annual  accre- 
ditation for  the  1969-70  school  year. 
This  was  the  official  action  of  the 
Indiana  Teacher  Training  and  Licensing 
Commission  taken  at  its  regular  meet- 
ing on  Monday,  May  19,  1969. 

Since  1955  when  the  first  action 
was  taken  by  this  commission  to  grant 
annual  accreditation  to  Grace  College, 
this  action  has  been  taken  annually. 
In  all  these  years  we  have  not  received 
such  high  commendation  as  this  last 
spring.  Not  only  has  the  academic 
aspect  of  the  school  improved  in  the 
eyes  of  those  who  reviewed  the  school, 
but  the  moral  and  spiritual  environment 
was  highly  commended. 

This  means  that  academic  status 
apart  from  moral  qualities  can  never 
achieve  its  purpose.  To  that  end 
every  effort  must  be  made  to  preserve 
and  perpetuate  those  ideals,  so  that 
every  student  may  achieve  the  most  in 
such  an  atmosphere. 

"Bearded  Revolutionary  Bum" 

The  acting  chancellor  of  Indiana 
University  insists  that  students  are  al- 
ready conditioned  for  the  unseemly 
activities  that  take  place  on  the  college 
campus  by  their  elementary  and  high- 
school  training.  This  is  not  hard  to 
believe  when  one  reads  an  article  ap- 
pearing in  The  Des  Moines  Register  for 
Wednesday,  May  28,  under  the  title 
"Letters  to  the  Editor."   It  is  entitled, 

Advises  Youth:  Beware  of  Bible. 

"It  is  refreshing  to  learn  that  there 
exists  a  group  of  young  patriotic  Iowans 
still  dedicated  to  protecting  our  youth 
from  the  evils  of  free  expression  and 
free  thought.  The  Youth  for  Con- 
servative Action,  Inc.,  of  Cedar  Falls, 
deserves  our  wholehearted  support  for 
its  movement  to  ban  undesirable  and 
Un-American  books  from  the  shelves 
of  the  states'  high-school  libraries.

of  Folk  Songs,  I  hope  they  will  turn 
their  attention  to  a  most  undesirable 
and  dirty  book  found  on  the  shelves 
of  every  library  in  the  state.  This  book 
not  only  contains  stories  of  sexual  per- 
versions such  as  incest,  sodomy,  and 
prostitution,  but  detailed  accounts  of 
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sexual  orgies.  It  also  glorifies  the  life 
of  a  bearded  revolutionary  bum  who 
traveled  about  the  countryside  agitating 
against  the  established  government,  and 
claiming— in  typical  Communist  fashion 
—to  be  a  messiah. 

"Let  us  all  join  the  Youth  for  Con- 
servative Action,  Inc.,  and  get  the 
filthy,  degenerate  Bible  off  the  library 
shelves  and  out  of  the  hands  of  our 
impressionable  youth."

fe  are  gathered  here  in  recog- 
nition of  a  very  significant  milestone 
in  the  history  and  achievement  of 
Grace  College  and  Theological  Semi- 
nary. The  erection  of  an  academic 
learning-center  and  library,  which  is 
being  dedicated  to  the  glory  of  God, 
is  a  significant  event  in  any  commun- 
ity and  in  any  educational  institution. 
I  would  like  to  look  at  this  achieve- 
ment through  some  insights  given  to 
us  by  the  Apostle  Paul  in  II  Timothy, 
chapter  4— written  shortly  before  Ms 
execution.  It  has  a  particular  solem- 
nity and  a  significance  that  perhaps  goes 
beyond  some  of  his  other  writings,  for 
he  realized  that  his  days  were  few  in 
number.  He  had  already  experienced 
almost  four  years  of  imprisonment  in 
the  city  of  Rome,  it  is  believed. 

Though  he  triumphed  over  depres- 
sion, he  faced  things  that  were  really 
important.  I  think  one  of  the  tragedies 
of  our  modern  day  is  that  we're  spend- 
ing so  much  time  on  the  unimportant, 
on  the  trivial,  on  the  transitory,  on 
the  pleasure  of  the  moment;  but  Paul 
had  had  opportunity  to  think  of  the 
truth  that  was  his  in  Christ.  And  out 
of  this  comes  some  things  I  think  are 
applicable  to  our  present  situation. 

After  his  doctrinal  treatise  and  ex- 
hortation he  begins  his  personal  word 
to  Timothy,  his  beloved  son  in  the 
faith.  First  of  all  in  verse  9,  he  speaks 
with  considerable  feeling,  "Do  thy 
diligence  to  come  shortly  unto  me." 
How  much  difference  in  life  people 
make.  I  think  as  we  look  back  to  our 
own  college  days,  we  recognize  that- 
the  library,  while  perhaps  not  designed 
to  be  so,  was  to  some  extent  the  social 
center  of  the  campus.  We  found  even 
at  Dallas  Theological  Seminary  where 
we  have  only  men  students,  that  our 
new  library  built  back  in  1960,  was  the 
congregating  point.  It  was  the  focal 
point  of  seminary  fellowship.  Yes, 
Paul  wanted  Timothy  to  come  to  him 
in  the  solitary  confinement  of  that 
prison  cell.    And  I  hope  that  on  this 


campus  this  library  will  be  a  source  of 
personal  fellowship  and  satisfaction  to 
those  who  share  its  facilities. 

In  verse  13  we  have  still  another 
interesting  summary  of  his  thoughts. 
He  said,  "The  cloak  that  I  left  at  Troas 
with  Carpus,  when  thou  comest,  bring 
with  thee,  and  the  books,  but  especial- 
ly the  parchments." 

At  Dallas  Seminary,  the  use  of 
books  doubled  the  year  after  we  built 
the  new  library.  And  I  think  this  is  a 
token  of  the  fact  that  a  library  should 
be  a  comfortable  facility,  designed  to 
be  used  well.  It  should  have  those 
elements  to  make  study  pleasant  and 
desirable.  I'm  sure  as  you  look  at  this 
new  facility  you'll  agree  that  this  at- 
mosphere has  been  achieved. 

The  Apostle  says  to  Timothy, 
"when  thou  comest,  bring  with  thee, 
and  the  books  .  .  .  ."  Now  the  word 
for  books  speaks  of  scrolls  made  out 
of  papyrus  or  paper,  and  this  was  the 
normal  writing  material  of  that  day. 
Perhaps  this  included  some  of  Paul's 
own  notes  and  writings  outside  of  the 
Bible  itself.  It  may  have  included 
secular  works,  for  Paul  was  a  scholar 
who  knew  the  poetry  and  literature  of 
the  day  and  no  doubt  enjoyed  reading 
them. 


Here  was  Paul  with  one  foot  in 
heaven,  a  man  whom  God  used  to 
write  the  inspired  Scripture,  a  man  of 
great  learning,  a  great  teacher  and  mis- 
sionary statesman,  approaching  the  end 
of  his  life,  to  whom  books  were  still 
important.  I'm  sure  we  realize  that  to- 
day in  books  we  have  accumulated  the 
learning  and  research  of  many  gener- 
ations. No  man  could  ever  be  an  ex- 
pert in  all  the  fields  in  which  a  library 
provides  expert  information.  For  this 
reason  anybody  who  wants  to  be  edu- 
cated and  wants  to  be  the  type  of 
person  who  can  capture  the  minds  of 
others,  promote  the  Christian  cause, 
and  preach  the  Gospel,  must  neces- 
sarily be  familiar  with  the  learning  of 
the  past.  And  I'm  sure  as  we  under- 
stand this,  that  secular  writings  as  well 
as  those  writings  that  are  the  expres- 
sion and  exposition  of  our  Christian 
point  of  view,  will  all  become  very, 
very  important  to  us.  We  should  make 
full  use  of  all  sources  of  information 
to  enlighten  our  own  minds  and  to  en- 
rich our  own  lives  and  our  ministry. 

Paul  adds  in  verse  13,  "but  espe- 
cially the  parchments."  Now  the 
parchments  were  scrolls  that  were 
made  out  of  skin  which  had  been 
tanned  and  written  upon.   They  were 
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obviously  more  expensive,  more  pre- 
cious, than  those  made  simply  of  ordi- 
nary paper.  Parchments  were  usually 
reserved  for  something  of  great  im- 
portance such  as  the  copy  of  the  Scrip- 
tures. While  the  Scriptures  do  not  tell 
us  here  specifically  that  that  is  what 
the  parchment  meant,  it  would  seem 
as  if  that  is  the  reference.  The  Old 
Testament  books,  or  at  least  portions 
of  them  which  had  come  into  the 
hands  of  Paul,  had  been  laboriously 
copied  by  hand  on  parchment  so  that 
it  could  be  used  again  and  again  with- 
out wearing  out.  Paul  wanted  books 
but  especially  the  parchments.  I  think 
this  introduces  us  to  a  fact  that  is  true 
here  at  Grace,  which,  I'm  afraid,  is  not 
true  of  all  libraries.  That  is,  while 
there  are  people,  facilities,  and  books 
involved,  the  important  thing  about 
the  library  of  Grace  College  and  Semi- 
nary is  the  place  it  gives  to  the  Book, 
the  inspired  Word  of  God. 

But  why  is  the  Book  so  important? 
First  of  all,  it  is  the  Word  of  God.  It 
speaks  with  authority  on  every  sub- 
ject it  introduces.  It  alone  can  be  com- 
pletely trusted  in  all  its  teachings.  An 
institution  which  would  really  achieve 
its  academic  goal,  must  have  in  its  cen- 
tral place,  in  its  library  as  well  as  in 
its  total  curriculum  and  thinking,  the 
inerrant  Word  of  God.  This  is  true 
because  the  Bible  is  the  only  Book  in 
the  world  which  provides  a  complete 
philosophy  of  life,  a  complete  answer 
to  the  questions  which  plague  men  who 
are  seeking  after  answers. 

Also,  the  Book  is  important  be- 
cause it  introduces  us  to  the  person  of 
Jesus  Christ,  the  incarnate  Son  of  God. 
Were  it  not  for  the  Bible,  we  would 
have  to  resort  to  rather  vague  and 
transitory  references  to  Jesus  Christ 
and  other  writings.  But  the  Bible  in- 
troduces us  to  Him  in  His  person  and 
supremely  presents  to  us  His  death 
upon  the  cross  for  our  sins  and  His 
bodily  resurrection  from  the  grave. 
Then  it  adds  to  it  all  the  divine  revela- 
tion of  things  to  come,  the  consum- 
mation of  human  history  in  the  second 
coming  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  ultimately 
—eternity. 

We're  living  in  a  day  of  great  con- 
fusion in  education.  Our  newspapers, 
even  today,  have  spread  across  their 
front  pages  the  stories  of  chaos  on  our 
campuses.  And  it's  all  too  easy  to  con- 
demn those  who  are  creating  it.  They're 
revolting,  though  they  may  not  realize 
it  themselves,  against  the  fact  that  as 


they  have  gone  to  some  of  our  higher 
institutions  of  learning  they  have  been 
shortchanged;  they  have  been  taught 
all  about  the  trivialities  of  life,  but 
none  of  the  main  questions  are  an- 
swered. It's  rather  a  sad  thing  that  in 
our  educational  system,  a  man  can  earn 
a  doctor  of  philosophy  degree,  the  top 
degree  in  our  educational  structure, 
and  yet  be  totally  unrelated  to  the 
mora!  issues  of  life,  be  totally  un- 
related to  meaning  and  motivation,  be 
totally  unrelated  to  God  and,  in  fact, 
he  can  be  an  atheist  and  totally  un- 
prepared to  live.  Certainly  in  an  in- 
stitution like  Grace  College  and  Grace 
Theological  Seminary,  we  have  the  ex- 
ception of  the  rule.  We  have  a  faculty, 
administration,  and  board  that  are 
dedicated  to  Christian  truth,  to  Jesus 
Christ,  and  to  the  inspired  Word  of 
God,  with  the  answers  to  the  problems 
which  men's  hearts  seek. 

This  new  academic  center  of  learn- 
ing is  going  to  be  another  means  of 
training,  not  simply  in  secular  truth, 
but  training  Christians  to  meet  the  in- 
tellectual and  moral  issues  of  our  day, 


intelligently,  prepared  to  serve  God 
and  their  country  in  the  particular 
hour  of  crisis  in  which  we  are  living. 
Speaking  on  behalf  of  many,  I'm  sure, 
we  want  to  congratulate  all  who  had 
a  part  in  this  tremendous  forward  step 
of  achievement,  for  what  it  means  to 
the  present  faculty  and  student  body 
and  for  future  generations.  T

Calvinism  and  Education 


In  the  sphere  of  education,  Calvin 
has  had  an  enduring  influence  almost 
as  great  as  that  which  he  has  exercised 
in  the  realms  of  politics  and  economic 
life.  Inherent  in  his  theology  was  the 
most  profound  Biblical  concept  of  edu- 
cation both  in  theory  and  in  practice 
which  the  world  has  ever  known.  In 
the  Academy  at  Geneva  he  left  his 
posterity  an  example  of  this  education- 
al philosophy  which  stands  as  an  en- 
during monument  to  his  greatness  in 
the  realm  of  culture  and  its  advance- 
ment. 

Calvinism  has  spoken  to  all  aspects 
of  education,  but  above  all,  it  sets 
forth  a  reason  and  purpose  for  all  learn- 
ing as  no  other  theological  or  philo- 
sophical system  has  ever  been  able  to 
do.  Calvin  saw  very  clearly  that  the 
basic  reason  for  education  is  to  bring 
men  into  knowledge  of  the  truth  of 
God  as  it  is  revealed  in  general  and 
special  revelation.  Thus  it  is  primarily 
the  duty  and  privilege  of  Christian 
parents  to  be  responsible  for  the  train- 
ing of  their  children,  since  they  have 
entered  into  a  covenant  to  bring  up 
their  children  in  the  nurture  and  ad- 
monition of  the  Lord,  and  to  teach 
them  the  great  truths  of  the  Scriptures. 
Calvin  recognized  that  the  fear  of  the 
Lord  is  the  beginning  of  all  wisdom. 
Therefore,  a  sound  knowledge  of  the 
Bible  is  the  cornerstone  for  any  pro- 
gram of  education.  This  knowledge 
must  not  only  be  factual  in  its  con- 
tent, but  redemptive  in  its  purpose. 
Jesus  Christ  must  be  presented  to  the 
children  of  believers  as  Lord  and  Sav- 
iour. 

Calvin  was  not  pietistic  in  his  out- 
look and  had  no  intention  of  limiting 
the  process  of  learning  to  the  realm  of 
special  or  redemptive  revelation  alone. 
This  had  not  been  his  own  experience, 
and  he  was  well  aware  of  the  fact  that 
the  cultural  mandate  given  to  man  at 
creation  directed  him  to  pursue  all 
other  areas  of  knowledge  as  far  as  in- 
dividual talents  would  permit.  This 
means  that  fallen  humanity  has  a  duty 
to  understand  the  truths  of  natural 
revelation  and  that  man,  as  vice-regent, 


must  fulfill  the  terms  of  his  cultural 
stewardship.  As  a  steward,  therefore, 
he  is  to  know  himself,  his  role  as  an 
individual  in  society,  and  the  natural 
world  of  which  he  is  a  part. 

Recognizing  that  all  truth  is  from 
God,  Calvin  insisted  that  it  is  both  the 
right  and  duty  of  a  Christian  to  seek 
learning  and  to  acquire  as  much  knowl- 
edge of  the  various  spheres  of  general 
revelation  as  possible.  Thus  the  social 
sciences,  literature,  languages  and  the 
study  of  his  own  psychological  makeup 
are  all  legitimate  and  necessary  fields 
of  intellectual  activity  for  man  created 
in  the  image  of  God.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  Christian  not  merely  to  acquire  the 
facts  in  these  branches  of  learning,  but 
to  see  what  causal  and  other  relation- 


ships they  may  have.  The  correct  in- 
terpretation of  facts  is,  of  course,  tre- 
mendously important,  and  Christians 
certainly  must  study  diligently  to  gain 
such  insights.  They  are  to  find  the 
meaning  which  God  has  given  to  His 
creation  and  to  all  human  thought  and 
activity,  to  the  extent  that  it  may  be 
found  in  the  light  of  divine  revelation. 
Man's  highest  cultural  achievement, 
therefore,  is  to  think  the  thoughts  of 
God  after  Him. 

In  the  best  sense  of  the  word,  the 
Christian  is  to  regard  the  whole  of 
human  culture  as  a  legitimate  field  of 
study.  Calvin  could  never  have  written 
as  did  Terrullian  who  asked:  "What 
has  Jerusalem  to  do  with  Athens?"  He 
offers  no  comfort  to  those  who  deny- 
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ing  that  the  world  is  to  be  conquered 
for  Christ,  withdraw  from  it  and  regard 
cultural  activity  as  alien  to  the  Chris- 
tian. Calvin  insisted  that  only  those 
who  were  the  spectacles  of  the  Scrip- 
tures could  rightly  interpret  the  inner 
and  basic  meaning  of  all  culture,  wheth- 
er it  be  scientific  or  literary,  or  wheth- 
er it  deal  with  the  nature  of  man  him- 
self or  man  in  society. 

This  does  not  mean  that  some  un- 
believers may  not  have  great  intellec- 
tual and  artistic  endowments  of  a 
higher  order  than  those  enjoyed  by 
many  Christians.  But  the  most  ordi- 
nary and  unlearned  Christian  has  the 
indwelling  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
which  gives  to  him  a  far  deeper  insight 
into  the  true  meaning  of  life  than  the 
greatest  scholarship  can  obtain  in  un- 
belief. For  only  the  Christian  has  the 
power,  to  a  degree  at  least,  to  think 
the  thoughts  of  God  after  Him.  For 
the  unbeliever,  this  is  an  impossibility; 
no  matter  how  great  his  intellectual 
capacity  may  be,  he  can  never  view  his 
discoveries  sub  specie  aeternitatis.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  is  the  peculiar  duty 
and  privilege  of  the  Christian  to  do 
just  that.  This  is  not  to  say  that  Calvin 
was  uninterested  in  the  enrichment  of 
individual  life.  But  the  enrichment 
was  primarily  spiritual,  and  intellec- 
tual enrichment  would  accompany  spir- 
itual development. 

Calvin  would  neither  have  under- 
stood nor  sympathized  with  the  edu- 
cational theories  of  the  present  day 
which  insist  that  the  function  of  the 
school  is  to  turn  out  good  citizens  for 
a  democratic  society  with  well-adjusted 
personalities,  who  will  accept  revolu- 
tionary change  with  calmness.  Equally 
foreign  to  his  views  is  the  insistence 
of  the  "progressives"  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  schools  to  help  us  bring  about  a 
scholastic  millennium.  Such  humanis- 
tic conceptions  of  the  purpose  of  edu- 
cation could  have  no  place  in  his  edu- 
cational philosophy.  For  Calvin,  edu- 
cation was  a  basic  means  by  which  man 
prepares  himself  better  to  glorify  God 
in  his  life  in  that  vocation  for  which 
his  divinely  bestowed  talents  best  suit 
him.  All  other  purposes  must  be  sub- 
ordinated to  this  all-consuming  end  and 
one-prevailing  goal.  He  looked  with 
abhorrence  on  the  Greek  ideal  that 
knowledge  is  virtue  and  that  educated 
people  are  morally  better  simply  be- 
cause of  their  intellectual  achievements. 
Calvin's  view  of  sin  and  its  conse- 
quences for  the  race  was  too  profound- 


ly Biblical  to  allow  any  place  in  his 
thought  for  a  view  of  the  educational 
process  which  gave  it  any  redemptive 
meaning  or  function. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  Calvin  was 
unaware  of  the  many  practical  benefits 
of  a  good  education.  The  educated 
Christian  may  well  be,  and  should  be, 
abetter  citizen;  he  should  also  be  more 
able  to  fulfill  his  earthly  vocation.  The 
rigid  voting  requirements  at  Geneva 
reflect  his  conviction  that  Christians 
make  the  best  citizens,  but  their  good 
citizenship  on  earth  is  a  by-product  of 
their  heavenly  citizenship,  which  is  a 
work  of  grace  alone. 

Calvin  was  quite  specific  in  his  views 
of  what  curriculum  should  be  taught 
in  the  schools,  and  the  academic  prog- 
ress at  the  Academy  at  Geneva  is  an 
excellent  source  of  information  on  this 
aspect  of  the  educational  process.  The 
subjects  taught  in  the  Academy  are  in- 
dicative of  his  belief  that  the  liberal 
arts  subjects  should  be  the  core  of 
learning  in  the  area  of  general  revela- 
tion. Languages,  logic,  mathematics 
and  music  were  all  duly  provided  for 
as  the  best  means  for  the  training  of 
the  youthful,  Christian  mind.  By  no 
means  was  the  training  there  to  be  re- 
stricted to  the  Scriptures,  but  neither 
was  there  any  room  for  the  subjects 
which  clutter  the  curriculum  of  a 
modern  American  high  school  or  col- 
lege. The  Academy  at  Geneva  was  to 
be  a  place  for  those  intellectual  disci- 
plines, which  he  regarded  as  a  very 
necessary  part  of  Christian  nurture. 
The  best  means  of  such  discipline  and 
enrichment  were  the  liberal  arts  sub- 
jects. However,  Calvin  never  regarded 
them  as  an  end  in  themselves,  but  only 
as  a  means  to  an  end.  At  this  point 
he  would  have  differed  with  some 
modern  scholars  who,  really  Humanists 
at  heart,  hold  to  the  classics  as  the 
source  of  all  good. 

One  further  point  needs  to  be  dis- 
cussed in  regard  to  Calvin  and  educa- 
tion. He  held  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
family  to  educate  its  children,  and  not 
the  duty  of  the  state,  particularly  when 
the  state  is  not  ruled  by  those  who 
look  to  the  Scriptures  for  their  norm 
of  political  action.  Calvinists  have 
tended  throughout  history  to  be  zeal- 
ous as  to  who  has  the  role  of  teacher 
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for  their  children,  and  it  has  been 
natural  for  them  to  look  with  grave 
suspicion  on  public  education  from 
the  point  of  view  of  their  philosophy. 
Although  some  Calvinists  have  been 
willing  to  accept  a  neutralist  position 
in  regard  to  the  question  of  the  role  of 
the  Bible  in  public  instruction,  such  a 
position  has  usually  been  the  result  of 
practical  conditions  rather  than  the 
product  of  a  philosophy  of  education. 
This  neutralism  is  a  far  cry  from  the 
Calvinism  which  they  profess. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  Calvin 
would  have  been  horrified  by  and  very 
hostile  to  those  contemporary  views 
of  education  which  insist  that  the 
schools  should  be  neutral  in  the  area  of 
religion  and  that  the  Bible  has  no  place 
in  the  public  school  curriculum.  Fur- 
thermore, he  would  have  been  equally 
opposed  to  the  contemporary  educa- 
tional philosophies  which  deny  that  all 
truth  is  ultimately  from  God  and, 
therefore, deny  that  education  must  be 
moral  in  its  purpose.  He  would  have 
utterly  rejected  those  current  philo- 
sophical views  which  regard  man  as  a 
product  of  blind  evolutionary  forces 
and  which  relegate  all  education  to 
some  kind  of  conditioning  process. 

Calvin  insisted  on  education  for  all 
children,  and  Geneva  took  an  active 
role  in  providing  schooling  which  was 
extremely  good.  In  fact,  the  influence 
of  the  Academy  throughout  the  inter- 
vening centuries  has  been  tremendous, 
and  its  founding  constituted  a  land- 
mark in  the  history  of  education— one 
which  America  ignores  at  its  own  peril. 
A  theocratic  pattern  of  education  was 
brought  by  the  Puritans  to  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Bay,  and  the  other  colonies 
were  deeply  influenced  by  the  pattern 
of  Geneva.  The  colonial  government 
of  Massachusetts  Bay,  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Puritan  hierarchy,  passed 
important  laws  which  are  basic  land- 
marks in  the  educational  development 
of  this  country. 

But  with  the  secularization  of  the 
state  came  the  secularization  of  the 
educational  program.  As  a  result,  the 
old  Calvinistic  emphasis  on  education 
has  become  a  weapon  which  the  secular- 
ists have  used  against  those  who  would 
insist  upon  a  theistic  emphasis  in  the 
educational  program.

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Soul-winning  by  Faith

I  here,  it  happened  again.  Right 
on  the  plane  Al  bowed  his  head  and 
invited  Christ  into  his  heart  to  be  his 
personal  Saviour.  Funny,  he  never 
touched  the  cocktail  after  that.  A 
student  led  his  sister  to  Christ  via  the 
telephone.  Right  after  he  prayed  with 
her  he  talked  to  her  husband  and  he 
too  received  Christ.  He  said  it  was 
worth  the  twenty  dollars  it  cost  for 
the  long  distance  call.  Isn't  it  great  to 
be  living  today  and  see  God  at  work? 
It  is  still  true,  "The  harvest  truly  is 
plenteous,  but  the  labourers  are  few." 
Everytime  I  hear  someone  say  that  no 
one  wants  the  Gospel  today,  I  just  put 
it  down  they  haven't  been  talking  to 
too  many  people  about  Christ  lately. 

Every  Christian  is  a  witness.  Some 
allow  themselves  to  be  used  more  than 
others.  A  wonderful  promise  to  every 
believer  is,  "He  who  believes  in  Me,  as 
the  Scripture  said, 'From  his  innermost 
being  shall  flow  rivers  of  living  water.' 
But  this  He  spoke  of  the  Spirit  .  .  ." 
(John  7:38,  New  ASV).  The  Holy 
Spirit,  who  is  the  power  for  witnessing, 
wants  to  flow  as  a  river  of  "living 
water"  through  every  believer  to  thirsty 
souls,  like  the  woman  at  the  well.  If 
everyone  who  believes  on  the  Son  has 
everlasting  life  (and  he  does),  then 
everyone  who  believes  on  the  Son  can 
also  see  "rivers  of  living  water"  flow 
through  him. 

The  supreme  secret  of  soul-winning 
is  to  realize  the  Holy  Spirit  alone  can 
convince,  convict  and  convert  an  in- 
dividual. Believers  are  channels  only 
and  "God  hath  chosen  the  foolish 
things  of  the  world  to  confound  the 
wise;  and  God  hath  chosen  the  weak 
things  ...  to  confound  the  things 
which  are  mighty"  (I  Cor.  1:27).  Now 
this  should  encourage  the  most  timid 
heart  (II  Tim.  1:7).  Witnessing  is  not 
a  great  debate.  It  is  not  outwitting  or 
arguing  someone  into  becoming  a  Chris- 
tian. It  is  simply  telling  the  good  news 
that  Christ,  "died  for  us,  that  ...  we 


should  live  .  .  .  ."  This  is  the  Gospel 
which  is  "the  power  of  God  unto  sal- 
vation." Keep  off  the  detours!  Stay 
away  from  discussions  that  lead  down 
a  dead-end  alley  and  away  from  the 
Gospel. 

Witnessing  is  simply  one  poor  beggar 
telling  another  where  to  find  bread.  If 
Christians  are  yielded  to  the  Holy  Spirit 
and  knock  at  the  heart's  door  of  non- 
Christians  to  look  for  the  ones  "whose 
heart  the  Lord  opened"  (Acts  16:14), 
they  too  can  see  fruit  (John  15:16). 
They  must  simply  "go."  They  must  be 
available  as  was  Phillip  to  be  led  by 
the  Spirit  to  those  who  are  ready 
(Acts  8:26  ff.).  If,  as  you  buy  up  your 
opportunities,  you  find  those  who  are 
not  open  to  the  Gospel,  just  plant  the 
seed  and  trust  God  will  send  others  to 
water  and  reap  the  harvest  later.  Every 
soul  winner  is  aware  that  many  others 
had  a  part  in  each  soul  won.  When 
this  is  realized,  it  takes  the  strain  from 
one's  self  and  puts  dependence  upon 
God.  A  soul  winner  must  never  argue 
(II  Tim.  2:24)  but  always  leave  the 
door  open  for  further  witness. 

Christians  need  a  FAITH  PERSPEC- 
TIVE today.  Jesus  said,  "Lift  up  your 
eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields;  for  they 
are  white  already  unto  harvest"  (John 
4:35).  Let's  stop  wringing  our  hands 
as  though  "God  is  dead."  These  are 
great  days.  A  young  preacher  once 
asked  Charles  Spurgeon  why  it  was 
that  every  time  he  preached  people 
were  saved,  but  when  I  preach  nothing 
happens.  Spurgeon  asked,  "You  don't 
expect  someone  to  be  saved  every  time 
you  preach,  do  you?"  The  young 
preacher  said,  "No."  "Well,"  answered 
the  wise  preacher,  "that's  just  why  you 
don't  see  them."  Christians  need  to 
be  awakened  to  their  unbelief  and  ex- 
horted to  ask  of  God  in  faith.    "Ye 
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have  not,  because  ye  ask  not"  (James 
4:2)  applies  to  soul-winning  as  well  as 
to  material  matters.  Hearts  are  hungry 
today . 

Christians  need  to  live  by  a  FAITH 
PRINCIPLE.  Paul  said,  "I  can  do  all 
things  through  Christ . . ."  (Phil.  4: 13). 
To  say  one  cannot  witness  is  to  deny 
the  power  of  God  (Acts  1:8)  in  his  life. 
Christians  need  the  faith  of  Paul,  who 
said,  "I  believe  God,  that  it  shall  be 
even  as  it  was  told  me"  (Acts  27:25). 
Too  many  don't  expect  to  see  results 
and  souls  saved  because  they  have  the 
erroneous  idea  that  it  takes  a  certain 
type  personality  or  that  soul-winning 
is  a  gift  to  a  very  few.  Witnessing  is 
not  a  gift,  it  is  a  command.  Soul- 
winning  is  not  dependent  on  our  per- 
sonality or  God's  partiality.  God 
doesn't  play  favorites.  You  too  can  see 
"rivers  of  living  water"  flow  through 
you.  "According  to  your  faith  be  it 
unto  you"  (Matt.  9:29). 

Joshua  made  a  faith  promise  for  him 
and  his  house  to  serve  the  Lord  (Josh- 
ua 24:15).  Multitudes  have  prayed 
earnestly  about  God's  will  for  their 
lives  in  many  areas  and  then  by  faith 
that  God  has  given  directions,  have 
made  a  promise  to  preach,  or  teach,  or 
be  a  missionary,  and  so  on.  This  is  a 
faith  promise.  Many  Christians  have 
found  a  great  blessing  in  making  a 
faith  promise  to  win  souls  (Prov. 
1 1 :30).  To  make  such  a  faith  promise, 
pray  earnestly,  "Lord,  what  wilt  thou 
have  me  to  do?"  Simply  pray  to  see 
how  many  people  God  wants  to  bring 
to  Christ  through  you  in  a  year's  time. 
He  must  lay  a  number  on  your  heart. 
It  is  not  picking  a  number  at  random 
or  setting  a  goal  for  yourself  to  strive 
to  attain.  God  alone  determines  the 
number.  It  may  be  only  one  a  year,  or 
one  a  month,  or  one  a  week.  As  God 
lays  a  certain  number  on  your  heart 
that  He  wants  to  use  you  to  win  to 
Christ,  make  a  promise  on  faith  to  do 
it. 
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It  is  amazing  how  many  have  never 
sensed  that  God  wants  to  use  them  to 
bring  someone  to  Christ.  When  they 
have  prayed  about  it,  and  felt  definitely 
of  the  Lord  that  He  is  going  to  use 
them  for  a  certain  number,  it  becomes 
an  exciting  challenge  and  a  great  goal 
for  their  lives.  This  motivates  them  to 
witness  more  and  also  do  it  with  con- 
fidence. They  have  faith  God  is  going 
to  use  them  and  make  a  promise  to  be 
available  and  to  buy  up  the  opportun- 
ities to  be  used.  A  university  student 
prayed  about  it,  made  a  faith  promise 
and  led  his  first  two  souls  to  Christ 
within  two  days.  Hundreds  of  others 
have  had  similar  experiences. 

In  a  church  or  school  the  number 
could  be  turned  in  on  a  card,  with  or 
without  each  individual's  name,  to 
keep  a  combined  total.  The  total  can 
be  made  public  on  a  board  like  a  ther- 
mometer. Each  week  as  the  Lord  gives 
individuals  souls,  they  can  be  reported 


on  a  card  through  the  offering  or  to 
some  designated  person.  The  ther- 
mometer can  be  raised  to  keep  the 
total  promised  and  total  won  up-to- 
date.  This  will  be  a  great  encourage- 
ment and  also  a  challenge  to  pray.  God 
recorded  the  3,000  at  Pentecost  and 
then  5,000  later  (Acts  4:4)  for  our  en- 
couragement. Why  not  today?  It  will 
also  keep  witnessing  vitally  before  all. 
Testimonies  can  be  given  from  time  to 
time  as  to  what  the  Lord  is  doing  so  all 
can  rejoice  (Luke  15:6).  Of  course,  if 
some  do  not  see  the  number  won  to 
Christ  they  promised,  they  should  not 
be  embarrassed  or  scolded  any  more 
than  someone  who  made  a  faith  prom- 
ise of  offerings  for  missions,  or  some- 
one who  dedicated  himself  to  the 
mission  field,  and  the  Lord  closed  the 
door. 

Giving  an  opportunity  for  people  to 
confess  Christ  at  the  end  of  a  service 
during  the  invitation  obeys  the  com- 
mand of  Matthew  10:32,  strengthens 


the  congregation,  and  challenges  be- 
lievers to  witness.  Testimonies  from 
time  to  time  during  a  Sunday  evening 
service  or  a  Wednesday  evening  prayer 
service  also  will  do  much  to  keep  the 
fires  of  evangelism  burning.  Testi- 
monies from  missionaries  about  what 
God  is  doing  are  given  to  keep  mission 
fires  burning.  Why  not  for  soul-winning 
at  home? 

This  is  a  perfect  companion  to  be 
used  during  a  missionary  conference. 
The  totals  can  be  kept  right  along  with 
faith  promises  for  mission  offerings. 
Some  have  had  all  those  who  made  a 
faith  promise  to  bring  their  cards  for- 
ward or  just  come  forward  at  the  end 
of  a  service  for  dedication.  This  could 
be  a  high  day  in  a  church  and  a  great 
time  of  dedication  to  the  great  com- 
mission. 

Why  not  ask  God  how  many  He 
wants  to  bring  to  Christ  through  you, 
and  make  a  faith  promise  for  that  num- 
ber this  year?  ▼

As  Peter 
sat  with  his  newspaper  the  coolness  and  the  comfort  of  his  living  room, 
compared  to  the  hot  sun  and  fresh  air  of  the  garden,  made  him  drowsy.

"Sigh,"  said  the  clock  on  the  wall.  "There  you  two  are  at  it  again, 
when  I'm  really  the  important  one  around  here!

At  night,  I  am  the  last 
one  to  be  put  out;  in  fact,  none  of  you  can  hold  a  candle  to  my  im- 
portance." 

Outside,  a  storm  was  brewing.  Big  black  thunderheads  had  rolled 
up,  with  lightning  flashing  and  thunder  rolling.  A  lightning  bolt  hit  a 
tree  in  the  yard  and  dropped  a  big  limb,  breaking  the  power  lines. 

The  same  lightning  awakened  Peter  Deacon  to  find  it  had  all  been 
a  dream,  but  the  application  had  been  made  to  his  heart.

"One  Giant 
Leap  for 
Mankind  "

"That's  one  small  step  for  man,  one 
giant  leap  for  mankind."  It  was  Astro- 
naut Neil  Armstrong  speaking  at  10:56; 
31  p.m.  (EDT),  July  20,  1969,  as  he 
took  the  step  from  the  lunar  module 
onto  the  surface  of  the  moon.    It  was 
a  historic  step  and  a  historic  statement. 
And  it  was,  in  a  sense,  a  fulfillment  of 
history.     While  it  was  one  short  step 
for  Neil  Armstrong,  that  step  climaxed 
many    other    ventures    of    the    past. 
Wrapped  up  in  that  step  were  the  dar- 
ing of  Christopher  Columbus,  the  scien- 
tific accomplishment  of  John  Newton, 
the  flying  prowess  of  the  Wright  Broth- 
ers and  the   ingenuity  of  Alexander 
Graham  Bell,  the  inventor  of  the  tele- 
phone.   For  how  could  this  trip  to  the 
moon's  surface  have  been  made  apart 
from  the  work  of  these  and  other  great 
men? 

Man  has  indeed  made  giant  strides 
in  exploring  the  universe.  Justifiable 
pride  can  be  taken  in  the  astronomical 
accomplishments  of  our  generation. 
Neil  Armstrong  is  just  one  of  a  host 
of  heroes  who  has  achieved  outstand- 
ing success  in  land,  sea,  and  air  ex- 
ploration of  our  planet  Earth.  Now 
man  has  spanned  the  chasm  of  space 
and  has  landed  on  the  moon.  And 
statements  by  astronauts,  and  others, 
indicate  that  this  is  only  the  beginning 
of  efforts  to  reach  Mars  and  to  further 
explore  outer  space. 

But  as  we  recognize  the  greatness  of 
the  moon  exploration  we  must  admit 
that  it  is  very  minor  when  we  realize 
the  greatness  of  God's  creation.    The

expanse  of  the  universe  is  so  extensive 
that  man  will  never  be  able  to  com- 
pletely probe  its  fathomless  depths. 
However,  the  farther  he  goes  and  the 
more  he  explores,  the  more  he  should 
recognize  God's  hand  in  the  universe. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  greatest  benefit 
to  mankind  in  the  "giant  leap"  is  that 
he  will  come  to  know  the  God  who 
created  the  universe.  One  newscaster 
spoke  of  the  "era  of  ooze,"  indicating 
that  he  holds  the  evolutionary  theory 
which  denies  divine  creation.  It  is, 
however,  to  the  credit  of  the  Apollo  8 
astronauts  that  they  recognized  God  as 
the  creator  as  witnessed  by  their  read- 
ing from  space  the  creation  story  from 
the  Book  of  Genesis. 

Mankind  will  be  making  marked 
progress  when,  as  he  explores  the  uni- 
verse, he  will  recognize  the  depths  of 
the  statement  of  Psalms  19:  "The 
heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God;  and 
the  firmament  sheweth  his  handy- 
work."  If  he  would  only  take  the 
Word  of  God  literally  he  would  readily 
see  that  God  is  bearing  a  testimony  to 
himself  in  all  that  He  has  created.  Then 


he  would  be  brought  into  direct  con- 
tact with  Jesus  Christ  for  the  record 
is  that:  "All  things  were  made  by  him 
[Christ] ;  and   without  him  was  not 
anything  made  that  was  made"  (John 
1 :3).    In  Jesus  Christ  man  can  see  One 
who  created  all  things  and  also  One 
who  came  as  man's  Saviour  from  sin. 
How  can  men  fail  to  see  God  in  the 
universe?    How  can  scientifically- 
oriented  man  ever  be  brought  to  trace 
the  origin  of  the  universe  to  the  "era 
of  ooze"?     How  could  so  precise  a 
system  ever  "just  happen"?    The  emi- 
nent   German   scientist,  Dr.   Wernher 
von  Braun,  said  that  he  now  finds  it 
as  difficult  "to  understand  a  scientist 
who  does  not  acknowledge  the  pres- 
ence of  a  superior  rationality  behind 
the  existence  of  the  universe  as  it  is  to 
comprehend  a  theologian  who  would 
deny  the  advances  of  science." 

Mankind  has  made  a  giant  leap  for- 
ward in  his  exploration  of  the  uni- 
verse. How  logical  it  would  be  for 
him  to  recognize  the  God  whose  hand 
he  must  see  in  that  universe.  Let  us 
pray  that  he  will!  T 
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Ihis  past  March  12  marked  the 
beginning  of  the  eleventh  year  in  Puerto 
Rico  for  the  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ 
associated  with  The  Brethren  Church. 
These  years  have  been  well  marked  by 
trials,  testings,  and  hard  work,  but 
what  God  has  wrought  is  more  than 
sufficient  to  cause  one  to  set  aside  and 
forget  the  dark  parts,  except  for  the 
blessings  which  resulted. 

Terrain 

Puerto  Rico,  a  magnificently  beauti- 
ful tropical  island  shaped  somewhat 
like  one  side  of  a  steer  hide,  lies  one 
thousand  miles  southeast  of  Miami, 
Florida,  separated  from  Cuba  by  the 
island  of  Espanola  on  which  are  the 
countries  of  Haiti  and  the  Dominican 
Republic.  To  the  north  of  Puerto  Rico 
and  about  ten  miles  offshore,  stretch- 
ing the  full  length  of  the  island,  is  the 
deepest  part  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean, 
called  the  Puerto  Rican  Trench,  ex- 
ceeding 27,000  feet  below  sea  level. 
In  talking  with  Mr.  Robert  Anders  of 
the  U.S.  Geological  Survey,  we  learned 
that  any  kind  of  soil  or  rock  formation 
which  can  be  found  in  the  world  is 
evident  in  Puerto  Rico.  The  island  is 
approximately  105  miles  long  and  35 
miles  wide. 

The  People 

Puerto  Rico's  major  problem  is  that 
of  overpopulation.  The  gracious,  con- 
genial, peace-loving  Puerto  Ricans  range 
from  the  pure  Spanish,  through  various 
mixtures,  to  the  black-skinned-with 
some  evidence  of  Indian.  Illiteracy  is 
rapidly  disappearing  now  that  educa- 
tion is  compulsory;  however,  there  are 
only  about  half  the  number  of  teachers 
needed  to  carry  the  teaching  load. 

Although  Puerto  Rico  is  one  of  the 
oldest  known  areas  in  the  Western 
Hemisphere,  it  is  a  very  young  country 
-over  60  percent  of  the  population  is 
under  25  years  of  age-the  median  age 
being  fifteen  and  one-half  years. 

Economy 

Ten  years  ago  the  per  capita  earning 
was  about  $650  a  year,  whereas,  now  it 
is  approximately  $1,200.  This  is  due 
largely  to  the  effect  of  "Operation 
Bootstrap,"  instigated  about  25  years 
ago  by  inviting  American  industry  and 
providing  substantial  work  over  all  the 
island.  Now  there  are  over  1 ,500  fac- 
tories distributed  into  every  village. 
Houses  cannot  be  built  fast  enough  to 
supply  the  growing  demand. 


Religion 

The  Roman  Catholic  Church  claims 
90  percent  of  the  people  by  count. 
Fifty  percent  would  probably  be  closer 
and  then  only  in  a  moderate  sense. 
Many  are  agnostics  and  are  responding 
to  the  influence  of  the  rapid  progress 
of  material  wealth. 

Mission  History 

Protestantism  has  been  represented 
on  the  island  for  nearly  100  years  by 
the  Baptists,  Methodists,  and  Presby- 
terians. About  85  years  ago  a  great 
Pentecostal  revival  occurred  and  today 
represents  the  greatest  part  of  evangeli- 
cal Christianity.  The  Jehovah's  Witness 
movement  has  been  active  for  many 
years,  and  about  six  years  ago  the 
Mormons  moved  in.  Spiritualism  is 
very  prominent.  The  movement  brings 
many  Spiritualist  followers  from  over 
the  world  to  one  of  its  leading  spas 
in  the  western  part  of  the  island. 

After  enthusiastic  pleading  by  Mr. 
Emmit  D.  Adams,  then  employed  as 
manager  of  a  factory,  the  annual  con- 
ference of  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches  recognized  the  open 
door  of  opportunity  in  1958.  Pastor 
and  Mrs.  Maxwell  Brenneman  volun- 
teered to  occupy  the  field  on  a  self- 
support  basis,  and  arrived  on  the  field 
in  March  1959.  Worship  services  were 
started  the  second  Sunday  of  April 
in  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  De- 
Vos,  who  were  members  of  the  Third 
Brethren  Church  of  Philadelphia,  Penn- 
sylvania. 

In  February  of  1960  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
James  Dickson  arrived  with  their  fami- 


ly to  start  a  testimony  in  Spanish.  Be- 
cause of  health  problems  the  Dicksons 
returned  to  the  States  in  1968.  As  of 
February  1969,  the  English  fellowship 
assumed  the  full  responsibility  for  their 
own  church  activities.  We  praise  God 
that  there  are  candidates  in  preparation 
to  fill  the  open  opportunities  in  Span- 
ish. 

Much  of  our  activity  is  among  young 
people.  Every  Friday  night  the  "Teen 
Time"  activity  provides  opportunity 
for  the  youth  to  acquire  practical  ex- 
perience in  the  responsibility  of  leader- 
ship. The  church  service  on  the  last 
Sunday  evening  of  each  month  is  di- 
rected by  the  young  people.  Because 
of  this  available  training  and  experi- 
ence, Kelvin  Morales,  Sammy  Lopez 
de  Victoria,  Charles  Molina,  and  Nancy 
and  Ruth  Brenneman  are  looking  for- 
ward to  preparing  themselves  for  what- 
ever the  Lord  would  have  them  do. 
Summer  camp  was  initiated  last  sum- 
mer. 

The  privilege  to  counsel  souls  in 
trouble  comes  often,  giving  opportun- 
ities to  introduce  them  to  our  all- 
sufficient  Lord  Jesus.  Then,  of  course, 
the  days  are  spent  providing  a  liveli- 
hood for  the  family.  What  a  blessed 
way  to  be  busy! 

Please  remember  us  before  the 
throne  of  grace  as  we  go  forward  for 
Christ  and  continue  to  seek  the  Lord's 
will;  pray  also  for  the  new  workers 
who  are  coming  to  put  their  shoulders 
to  the  wheel  and  who  will  be  bringing 
the  message  of  deliverance  to  this  area 
of  the  Caribbean.  Through  persever-

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A  Concise  History  of  Puerto  Rico

■  he  easternmost  of  the  Greater 
Antilles  Islands,  Puerto  Rico  was  in- 
habited by  the  peaceful  Arawak  In- 
dians when  Christopher  Columbus  first 
arrived  there  in  1493.  In  1508  Ponce 
de  Leon  founded  Caparra  as  the  first 
settlement.  After  hearing  about  Bimini 
Island,  colorful  Ponce  de  Leon,  using 
Puerto  Rico  as  a  springboard,  sailed 
northwest  discovering  the  famous  cur- 
rents of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  Florida 
in  1513.  The  strategic  location  of 
Puerto  Rico  and  its  "rich  port"  made 
it  of  paramount  importance  to  the 
Spanish  imperial  system  in  the  New 
World.  San  Juan,  the  capital,  was 
founded  one  century  before  James- 
town. 

Coveted  by  kings  and  pirates,  the 
island  suffered  attacks  by  the  Carib 
Indians,  and  the  British,  Dutch,  and 
French  fleets.  The  world-famous  Sir 
Francis  Drake  was  shamefully  defeated 
here  in  1595.  Queen  Elizabeth  then 
decided  to  take  Puerto  Rico  and  sent 
her  most  distinguished  sea  raider,  the 
Earl  of  Cumberland  III,  who  finally 
took  the  stronghold.  For  two  months 
in  1598,  until  a  devastating  epidemic 
forced  the  British  to  quit,  Puerto  Rico 
was  the  first  land  in  America  where 
English  was  officially  spoken. 

The  massive  system  of  fortifications 
started  in  1523  was  then  boosted  by 
Spain's  decision  to  hold  this  "Gibraltar 
in  the  Caribbean"  against  such  menac- 
ing and  emerging  European  powers  as 
England,  Holland,  and  France.  A 
walled  city  was  planned  and  developed 
with  the  200  acres  of  fortifications 
then  controlled  by  the  leading  Castillo 
San  Felipe  del  Morro  (the  headland). 
Built  later  was  the  complex  of  Castillos 
de  San  Cristobal,  which  comprises  six 
additional    outworks   of  27   acres   of 


land.  The  line  of  defenses,  along  with 
the  high  walls  of  the  city  averaging 
18  feet  thick  and  75  feet  high,  and 
other  features  of  military  construction, 
speak  eloquently  of  the  Spanish  in- 
terest for  this  strategic  island.  The 
staunch  and  impregnable  defense,  two- 
thirds  of  which  can  still  be  seen,  is 
comparable  only  to  the  ancient  mili- 
tary splendor  of  cities  like  Jerusalem, 
Rome,  Jericho,  and  Athens. 

In  1625  the  Dutch  were  finally 
routed  to  their  ships  after  landing. 
When  the  thirteen  colonies  had  been 
liberated  by  George  Washington,  the 
British  again  futilely  tried  to  conquer 
Puerto  Rico  after  they  had  defeated 
Trinidad  in  1797.  These  continual  at- 
tacks depict  Puerto  Rico's  history  as 
the  first  center  of  international  con- 
flicts. 

The  Indian  population  soon  dis- 
appeared, and  the  discovery  of  gold 
and  silver  in  Mexico  and  Peru  almost 
depopulated  this  important  crossroads 
of  the  New  World.  The  Central  and 
South  American  republics  were  born 
after  Napoleon  invaded  Spain  and 
Simon  Bolivar  started  the  Wars  of  In- 
dependence in  Latin  America.  Cuba 
and  Puerto  Rico  remained  Spanish, 
particularly  Puerto  Rico  because  of  its 
elevated  number  of  Spanish  conser- 
vatives. However,  Spain  opened  the 
port  of  San  Juan  for  trade  with  other 
countries  in  1815.  Slavery  was  peace- 
Mr.  Manuel  A.  Morales,  more  affectionately 
known  as  Piculin,  is  an  executive  in  the 
National  Park  Service  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Interior.  His  responsibility 
is  that  of  Chief  Historian  of  the  national 
historical  sites  of  El  Mono  and  San  Cristobal 
established  some  400  years  ago  to  protect 
the  harbor  and  city  of  San  Juan.  Mr.  Morales 
is  a  member  of  the  Grace  Brethren  Bible 
Church  and  teaches  the  adult  Bible  class 
there. 


fully  abolished  here  in  1873.  The  nine- 
teenth century  showed  a  progressive 
island  economy  with  an  increased  sugar 
production,  and  Puerto  Rican  coffee 
became  world  famous. 

In  1898,  at  the  end  of  the  Spanish- 
American  War,  Spain  ceded  Puerto  Rico 
to  the  United  States.  This  happened 
after  the  bombardment  of  San  Juan  in 
the  month  of  May  and  the  landing 
of  forces  on  July  25.  In  1917  Puerto 
Ricans  were  given  U.S.  citizenship  with 
full  rights  and  responsibilities.  The 
first  military  regiment,  the  65th  In- 
fantry, was  organized  and  fought  in 
the  First  and  Second  World  Wars  and 
the  Korean  War  with  great  loyalty  to 
the  American  way  of  life. 

The  present  population  of  Puerto 
Rico  is  2.8  million  inhabitants-a  densi- 
ty of  about  800  people  per  square  mile. 
Industries  are  booming,  and  propor- 
tionately the  economic  growth  is  great- 
er than  that  of  the  continental  United 
States.  Right  now  Puerto  Rico  is  the 
fifth  customer  of  the  U.S.,  surpassed 
only  by  Japan,  Canada,  Germany,  and 
England. 

The  governors  of  the  island  were 
Presidential  appointees  until  1948 
when  Luis  Munoz  Marin  became  the 
first  elected  governor.  The  present 
governor,  Sr.  Luis  A.  Ferre,  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  and  an  outstanding  in- 
dustrialist. 

On  July  25,  1952,  Puerto  Rico  be- 
came a  commonwealth,  voluntarily 
associated  with  the  United  States  by  a 
compact  approved  by  Puerto  Ricans 
at  the  polls  and  by  the  U.S.  Congress. 

While  every  phase  of  Puerto  Rican 
life  bears  American  influence,  the  Span- 
ish language  and  culture  are  vividly 
present  to  blend  the  two  in  harmony.  Y

The  Proper  Mixture

I  he  word  preached  did  not  profit 
them,  not  being  mixed  with  faith  in 
them  that  heard  it"  (Heb.  4:2). 

One  opportunity  which  foreign  mis- 
sionaries have  to  bear  a  witness  is  the 
privilege— and  responsibility— to  teach 
the  nationals  who  help  in  their  offices, 
homes,  yards,  and  gardens.  The  task 
is  not  merely  to  teach  these  employees 
to  run  a  mimeograph,  wash  dishes  in  a 
sanitary  way,  keep  the  "jungle"  and 
"bush"  away  from  the  door,  and  raise 
vegetables;  but  how  to  turn  to  the 
brightness  of  God's  love,  the  Light  of 
the  world,  Jesus,  that  He  might  bring 
them  out  of  the  darkness  of  death  and 
put  His  own  life  eternal  into  them.  As 
they  continue  in  the  happy  warmth  of 
His  love  and  grow  in  His  grace,  the 
fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  produced  in  their 
lives. 

Sometimes  it  is  all  too  easy  to  for- 
get what  is  the  most  important  thing 
they  need  to  learn.  In  the  frustrations 
of  teaching  things  which  are  so  ab- 
solutely foreign  to  their  way  of  life, 
you  (the  missionary)  are  apt  to  show 
impatience  rather  than  long-suffering. 
When  morale  is  low  and  body  temper- 
ature is  high,  kindness  can  be  obscured 
by  a  harsh  tone.  And  how  unthinkable 
it  would  be  to  explain  to  them  (as  you 
make  excuses  to  yourself)  that  "I'm 
just  so  sick  of  all  the  dirt  and  I  am  re- 
pulsed by  many  unlovely  sights.  And 
it  is  such  a  strain  to  be  at  constant  war 
with  'bugs.'  Besides,  it  seems  every 
single  insect  out  here  bites  me."  How 
could  you  offer  such  excuses  to  those 
who  have  never  known  anything  dif- 
ferent? They  are  constantly  infested 
by  parasites  and  do  not  have  the  means 
of  protection  from  insects  and  reptiles 
that  you  possess.  So  you  unburden 
your  heart  to  the  Lord  who  truly  does 
understand,  for  He  left  His  home  in  the 
glory-land  to  live  and  die  on  a  sin- 
filled  earth.  Much  more,  in  some  un- 
fathomable fashion  He  became  your 
sin  in  order  to  reap  all  God's  wrath 
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poured  out  on  Him,  that  in  an  unlovely 
world  His  loveliness  might  be  revealed 
in  you.  So  you  find  strength  and  en- 
couragement to  go  on  again,  trusting 
Him  to  overrule  and  transform. 

Sometimes  a  missionary  grows 
weary  of  training  over  and  over,  again 
and  again-of  repeating,  "Did  this  water 
actually  boil  or  did  it  only  get  hot? 
.  .  .  Even  if  I  am  in  a  hurry  for  it,  it 
must  boil."  Or,  "Did  you  wash  the 
lettuce  carefully  three  times  in  boiled 
water  after  you  washed  it  in  suds?" 
Or  you  think,  if  I  could  only  keep  one 
"boy"  instead  of  having  to  train  so 
many.  But  for  reasons  beyond  your 
control,  it  is  often  necessary  to  let  one 
go  and  to  start  over  afresh.  It  seems 
to  happen  so  often  that  finally  you 
think  you  see  a  pattern.  Could  this  be 
a  service  you  are  to  render  the  Lord? 
(You  feel,  too,  it  is  a  way  the  Lord  is 
using  to  refine  you.)  "All  right,  Lord, 
whatever  the  reason,  let  me  do  it 
gladly  and  thankfully  for  You." 

Now  after  many  years  these  young 
men  have  grown  older.  You  have  lost 
track  of  some,  but  the  Lord  has  not. 
You  can  never  forget  Jim  who  writes: 
"Ma'am,  please  pray  for  me  night  and 
day."  You  remember  Martin,  the  very 
first  one,  who  said:  "I  want  to  do 
God's  way,  and  if  that  means  only  one 
wife,  I'm  very  sorry.  But  my  family  is 
insisting  I  take  a  second  wife  because 
they  are  ashamed  that  we  have  no 
children."  And  Steve  who  is  not 
strong  enough  for  heavy  work,  but 
who  came  and  offered  himself  when 
you  were  pressed  almost  out  of  shape 
and  disheartened  by  dishonesty  in  the 
household:  "Ma'am,  you  need  help, 
and  if  you  will  teach  me  how,  I  will 
work  for  you."  What  a  dependable 
blessing  he  was  for  years! 

Then,  there  was  Pete  who  had  such 
a  sweet  spirit.  There  were  times  when 
he  was  so  engrossed  in  reading  the 
Bible  that  he  did  not  hear  when  you 
called.  And  other  times  he  would  be 
in  such  earnest  conversation  with  the 


Lord  that  he  could  not  seem  to  smell 
the  food  burning  right  beside  him! 
But  when  a  year  or  so  later  he  went 
home  to  be  with  his  Father  in  heaven, 
how  glad  you  were  for  those  times  of 
sweet  communion  he  had  with  his 
Lord. 

There  are  two  who  are  now  preach- 
ers: "Handsome,"  who  is  anything  but 
that,  and  Zaccheus,  who  is  not  short. 
There  is  Mike,  whom  you  love  so  much, 
now  an  exceptionally  capable  worker 
in  a  uniquely  responsible  job  in  the 
mission.  George,  Paul,  and  David  are 
all  working  in  the  homes  of  other  mis- 
sionaries. Recently  when  away  from 
home  you  saw  a  vaguely  familiar  face. 
How  delighted  you  were  when  he  said, 
"Ma'am,  I'm  Jo."  You  remember  how, 
when  your  first  daughter  was  a  baby, 
you  almost  despaired  of  teaching  him 
how  to  properly  wash  the  diapers. 
But  he  developed  into  a  dependable 
worker— and  then  you  moved  away. 

Some  of  the  memories  bring  a  smile 
of  amusement  to  your  face.  Gaston, 
who  asked  to  take  the  day  off. 
"Hmmm,"  you  said,  considering  wheth- 
er you  could  manage  without  him. 
While  you  stared  into  space,  making 
up  your  mind,  he  left.  That  is  how 
you  learned  that  "Mmmm,"  means 
acceptance  or  agreement  in  their  lan- 
guage! The  one  (now  a  pastor)  whose 
name  sounded  like  "Cow"  and  who 
came  running  when  someone  yelled 
"Ow!"  It  taught  the  family  not  to 
suffer  aloud!  Noel  always  thought  he 
was  wanted  when  we  said,  "Well." 

There  are  memories  of  devotion 
away  beyond  the  call  of  duty,  for 
which  money  could  not  begin  to  pay. 
You  remember  the  time  when  the 
pressure  lamp  flared  and  flamed  badly. 
You  had  turned  it  off  and  were  just 
waiting  for  it  to  burn  out;  but  Paul 
thought  it  was  due  to  explode  any 
moment,  so  he  put  a  stick  under  the 
handle  and  ran  with  it  far  from  you. 
As  he  explained  afterwards,  "Ma'am, 
if  something   happened  to  you   and 


Sir,  who  would  teach  us  away  down 
here  in  the  jungle?"  Or  when  Hubby 
would  go  on  a  bush  trip,  one  would 
say:  "Sir,  you  must  take  your  pills 
now  while  I  watch  to  make  sure  you 
don't  forget  them.  I  promised  Ma'am 
I'd  take  care  of  you."  Or  perhaps,  at 
home:  "Ma'am,  you  don't  eat  much 
when  Sir  is  gone  and  the  older  children 
are  at  school.  He  will  think  I  don't  fix 
good  food  for  you." 

Your  heart  ached  when  you  heard 
what  happened  to  Gabrial,  who  was 
anything  but  an  angel.   He  thought  he 
was  so  clever  at  relieving  you  of  extra 
cakes  of  soap,  canned  goods  not  needed 
that  week,  a  little  petty  cash  here  and 
there.    Your  husband  counseled  with 
him  often  about  letting  Christ  control 
his  life,  but  after  he  had  served  a  com- 
paratively short  time  you  had  to  dis- 
miss him.  But  now  you  reflect:  Did  we 
give  up  too  soon?    Where  is  he  now? 
Did  he  ever  really  trust  the  Lord?  Was 
he  truly  born  again?    By  their  fruits 
you  shall  know  them;  what  fruit  was 
there?   Not  too  long  ago  he  was  taken 
to  a  government  hospital  with  snake- 
bite.   The  doctor  was  absent  and  the 
nurse  drunk.   Gabrial  was  left  to  wait 
in  increasing  agony  and  fear.    Finally 
the  doctor  came,  but  too  late  to  save 
Gabrial.  "Dear  God,  my  Father,  You 
who  have  always  dealt  so  graciously 
and  tenderly  with  me,  did  he  respond 
to  Your  gTace  during  these  long  hours 
when  he  must  certainly  have  known 
he  would  soon  leave  this  life?  Did  he, 
recalling  what  he  had  so  often  heard 
of  having  eternal  life  only  through  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ— did  he  finally  find 
his  way  to  You  through  Jesus?    Will 
we  see  him,  too,  when  we  see  You?" 
You  ponder  the  difference  between 
those  who  were  faithful  and  those  who 
could  not  be  trusted.     It  seems  the 
reason  is  given  in  Hebrews  4:2.     A 
knowledge  of  what  God  says,  cannot 
produce  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  unless 
that  knowledge  is  mixed  with  faith.

Last  year  at  national  conference 
the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  pre- 
sented eleven  new  missionaries  to  the 
Brethren  Fellowship  of  Churches.  With 
a  need  of  over  $7,470.00,  we  were  not 
sure  that  all  of  these  missionaries  would 
receive  the  necessary  funds  to  get  them 
on  their  way  in  time.  Our  fears  were 
in  vain,  for  even  before  the  week  was 
out,  The  Brethren  Church  responded 
so  magnanimously  that  seven  were  able 
to  leave  immediately  and  the  others 
were  delayed  for  only  a  short  time. 

Now,  in  a  few  days  five  more  will 
be  on  their  way.  A  small  but  steady 
stream  of  candidates  keeps  entering 
the  mission  ranks.  To  those  of  us  who 
are  closely  associated  with  the  foreign 
mission  program  and  are  conscious  of 
the  trends  in  foreign  mission  recruit- 
ment, this  is  cause  for  rejoicing  and 
thanks  to  our  Lord.  We  keep  hearing 
of  a  great  dearth  in  missionary  candi- 
dates—a malady  that  thanks  to  the 
grace  of  God  has  not  infected  us  as  yet. 


The  Brethren  Church  needs  to  be 
proud  of  the  significant  number  of  her 
sons  and  daughters  who  are  committing 
themselves  to  foreign  mission  service. 
May  their  tribe  increase. 

There  are,  however,  some  among  us 
who  are  a  bit  apprehensive  about  mis- 
sions, and  are  especially  concerned 
about  the  number  of  missionaries  who 
are  volunteering  for  overseas  service. 
These  people  feel  that  the  ability  of 
The  Brethren  Church  to  care  for  the 
financial  commitments  necessary  to 
maintain  an  aggressive  program  is  being 
taxed  beyond  limit,  and  caution  us  to 
enter  a  lower  gear  as  our  missions 
cause  advances.  This  brings  us  to  the 
question:  Has  The  Brethren  Church 
reached  the  saturation  point  relative 
to  the  number  of  missionaries  she  can 
support? 

This  is  not  an  easy  question  to  an- 
swer, for  how  do  you  measure  the 
saturation  point  of  a  growing  church? 
It  cannot  be  measured  scientifically. 


A  cup  of  tea,  for  example,  will  absorb 
ten  and  one-half  teaspoonfuls  of  sugar. 
After  that  the  sugar  begins  to  pile  up 
in  the  bottom  of  the  cup,  contributing 
nothing  to  the  further  sweetening  of 
the  tea.  An  automobile  will  hold  six 
people  comfortably,  and  legally  (ex- 
cept on  the  mission  field— then  your 
car  is  expected  to  hold  ten  to  fifteen). 
A  church  and  its  foreign  mission  pro- 
gram cannot  be  measured  in  this  man- 
ner, but  there  are  signs  that  would  in- 
dicate the  health  of  a  program.  May  I 
mention  a  few  reasons  why  I  believe 
The  Brethren  Church  is  nowhere  near 
the  point  of  foreign  missionary  satur- 
ation: 

1.  Foreign  missions  giving  over  the 
past  ten  years  shows  a  healthy  growth; 
there  is  no  hint  in  the  giving  pattern 
that  Brethren  people  want  to  cut  back 
in  the  foreign  mission  outreach.  We 
have  gone  from  $283,381.27  in  1958 
to  $569,995.66  in  1968.  This  averages 
out  to  a  $28,000  increase  per  year  for

the  ten  years. 

2.  There  is  a  healthy  attitude  on  the 
part  of  churches  and  pastors  concern- 
ing potential  candidates  referred  to  the 
FMS  office  for  processing.  It  appears 
that  pastors  feel  that  when  their  young 
people  have  prepared  themselves  for 
foreign  mission  service,  there  will  be  a 
place  for  them. 

3.  Thus  far  no  candidate  has  been 
turned  away  due  to  lack  of  financial 
support  from  our  churches.  In  fact, 
the  total  support  plan  is  gaining  in 
popularity.  Seventy-two  percent  of 
the  churches  are  now  involved  to  some 
extent.  It  is  a  thrill  to  see  God  working. 

4.  Seventy-nine  out  of  a  total  of 
218  churches  support  the  foreign  mis- 
sion program  with  less  than  $900  per 
year.  These  79  churches  have  a  total 
membership  of  5,533,  and  giving  to 
foreign  missions  among  them  amounts 
to  about  $5.70  per  member  per  year. 
The  average  foreign  mission  giving  in 
the  Fellowship  last  year  was  $16.00 
per  member.  If  these  79  churches  were 
just  brought  up  to  the  national  average, 
it  would  provide  almost  enough  to 
support  ten  new  missionary  couples. 
Surely   we  cannot  think  in  terms  of 


saturation  with  so  many  of  our 
churches  still  missing  the  blessing  of 
significant  giving  to  Christian  missions. 
5.  When  we  compare  missionary 
giving  with  some  other  evangelical 
groups,  we  find  ourselves  away  down 
the  scale.  For  instance,  our  friends  of 
the  General  Association  of  Regular 
Baptist  Churches  gave  $36.36  per  mem- 
ber for  missions  last  year.  Among  the 
Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance 
churches  it  takes  1 1 1  members  to  sup- 
port one  missionary;  in  the  Brethren 
Fellowship  it  takes  285  members  to 
support  one  missionary. 

6.  The  needs  of  the  world  are  not 
diminishing.  Every  day  there  are 
324,000  babies  born.  In  1950  the 
world  population  was  thirty-three  per- 
cent Christian.  By  the  year  2000  it 
will  be  only  twenty  percent  Christian 
if  present  trends  continue.  Dare  we 
fail  our  Lord  and  thus  contribute  to 
this  tragic  statistic? 

7.  Liberalism  is  destroying  the  mis- 
sionary vision  in  churches  that  once 
helped  evangelize  the  world.  A  recent 
report  reveals  that  the  Presbyterians 
and  United  Methodists,  in  spite  of  re- 
cent mergers,  have  fewer  missionaries

today  than  they  had  a  decade  ago. 
Surely  we  do  not  want  to  follow  their 
example.  This  would  reveal  a  spiri- 
tually dying  church. 

8.  The  areas  of  the  world  which  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  FMS  need  our 
missionaries.  Pastors  in  the  Chad,  when 
they  learned  that  it  was  not  possible 
for  us  to  meet  with  them,  composed 
a  letter  to  the  Board  delegation  with  a 
specific  request  for  missionaries.  As 
the  national  church  grows,  we  may 
need  to  reassign  missionaries,  but  there 
is  no  country  where  their  presence  is 
no  longer  needed. 

9.  But  the  most  impressive  fact  con- 
cerning foreign  mission  growth  is  the 
words  of  Christ  himself.  Nowhere  do 
we  find  Him  telling  us  to  cut  back, 
slow  down,  or  even  hold  the  line.  It  is 
always:  "Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth 
labourers  into  his  harvest";  "Go  ye 
into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature";  "He  which 
soweth  sparingly  shall  reap  also  sparing- 
ly; and  he  which  soweth  bountifully 
shall  reap  also  bountifully";  and  so  on. 
Has  the  saturation  point  been 
reached  in  Brethren  Foreign  Missions? 
I  would  conclude  that  it  has  not.-JWZ

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Keys  to  Personal  Evangelism 


By  John  D.  Talley 


"ne  of  the  great  adventures  in  the 
Christian  experience  is  that  of  the 
proclamation  of  the  good  news  with 
the  purpose  of  bringing  men  to  Christ— 
the  art  of  being  "fishers  of  men."  The 
masterful  fishermen  of  fish  learn  by 
personal  and  mutual  experience  plus 
scientific  investigation  how  best  to 
catch  fish  and  catch  them  in  the  most 
effective  means.  So  it  is  in  the  great 
adventure  of  fishing  for  men.  We  need 
to  learn  from  the  experience  and  knowl- 
edge gained  by  our  fellow  ambassadors 
for  Christ  how  best  to  reach  the  man 
on  the  street,  in  the  church,  and  at  the 
office  for  the  Saviour. 

There  is  no  attempt  to  do  away 
with  the  convicting  work  of  the  Spirit 
of  God  or  the  instructions  of  the  Word 
of  God  which  are  absolutely  necessary 
to  the  conversion  of  the  soul  (John 
16:7-11;  Rom.  10:17).  It  is  my  per- 
sonal conviction,  however,  that  our 
acquaintance  with  human  behavior  and 
the  techniques  of  persuasion  can  be 
used  to  great  advantage  by  the  Holy 
Spirit  and  benefit  our  success  in  reach- 
ing men  for  the  Master.  With  this  in 
mind  let  us  consider  some  tips  on  per- 
sonal evangelism. 

I.  Enthusiasm  and  Influence 

Generally  speaking,  the  amount  of 
influence  one  person  has  on  another 
is  equal  to  the  enthusiasm  conveyed 
by  the  individual  who  seeks  to  per- 
suade the  other.  X  amount  of  en- 
thusiasm =  Y  amount  of  influence.

The  salesman  and  the  propagandist  is 
well  aware  of  this  equation.  The  Chris- 
tian should  also  be  aware  of  it  and  it 
will  cause  proper  emphasis  to  be  placed 
on  the  spiritual  life  of  the  saint.  God 
can,  and  does,  use  human  enthusiasm. 
The  Holy  Spirit  can  electrify  our 
ability  to  be  enthusiastic,  which  actual- 
ly becomes  enthusiasm  of  the  Spirit. 

The  man  who  spends  hours  on  his 
knees  before  the  throne  of  grace— the 
man  who  meditates  day  and  night  in 
the  Word  of  God  will  become  en- 
thusiastic about  Jesus.  A  man  who 
witnesses  often  and  begins  to  bear  fruit 
will  become  enthusiastic— success  pro- 
motes enthusiasm.  It  is  a  continuing 
process  and  as  the  late  Peter  Marshall 
used  to  say.  "the  battery  of  our  soul 
needs  recharging."  If  the  recharging 
does  not  occur  our  enthusiasm  runs 
down. 

Caution  should  be  taken,  however, 
against  what  I  call  "make-up  enthusi- 
asm." You  cannot  fake  your  way— 
you  will  communicate  your  falsehood. 
I  remember  a  young  man  who  saw  the 
importance  of  enthusiasm  but  faked 
his  way  with  the  "make-up"  smile  and 
the  "make-up"  handshake.  This  re- 
sulted in  communication  to  the  other 
person  that  he  was  a  fake  and  thus  he 
was  limited  in  his  witnessing  because 
the  message  was  associated  with  a  fake 
messenger. 

Become  acquainted  with  your  pro- 
duct (the  Saviour)  and  you  will  become 
enthusiastic  about  Him  and  thus  will 
influence  others  to  want  to  know  Him. 
You  become  acquainted  with  your 
spiritual  product  by  means  of  prayer 
and  study.  Thus  the  key  to  enthusiasm 


about  the  Saviour  is  prayer  and  study. 
Enthusiasm  is  influencial  in  winning 
men  to  Christ. 

II.  Familiarity  and  Communication 

Have  you  ever  been  to  the  store  to 
buy  something  that  you  knew  abso- 
lutely nothing  about  and  found  that 
you  were  at  a  loss  to  relate  to  the 
salesman  who  waited  on  you?  Have 
you  ever  caught  yourself  becoming 
very  much  the  center  of  attraction 
when  discussing  a  subject  with  which 
you  were  familiar?  You  noticed  that 
you  were  winning  your  point  and  con- 
vincing the  others.  Then  you  grew 
confident  and  were  able  to  think  more 
clearly  and  give  even  better  explana- 
tions to  prove  your  point.  Familiarity 
brings  confidence  and  this  communi- 
cates and  is  an  element  in  persuasion. 
Familiarity  with  a  subject  is  a  per- 
suasive instrument  in  itself,  but  famil- 
iarity also  produces  confidence  which 
is  an  extremely  influencing  and  per- 
suasive tool. 

It  behooves  us,  in  light  of  this  truth, 
to  be  extremely  familiar  with  our  sub- 
ject. Our  subject  is  the  Saviour  and 
the  good  news  of  the  Gospel.  It  be- 
comes important  for  us  to  know  our 
facts  and  know  them  well  enough  to 
apply  them  with  confidence.  This 
familiarity  comes  by  three  avenues: 
(1)  study,  (2)  prayer,  and  (3)  experi- 
ence in  witnessing.  If  we  lack  famil- 
iarity with  our  Lord  personally,  and 
the  facts  of  the  Word,  and  experience 
at  witnessing,  we  will  be  ill  at  ease  and 
thus  not  communicate  well.  The  moral 
of  this  truth  is:  we  must  get  about  the 
business  of  witnessing,  praying,  and 
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studying.  One  point  of  emphasis— we 
gain  confidence  in  witnessing  by  wit- 
nessing, and  the  more  confidence  we 
gain,  the  more  persuasive  we  are.  The 
key  to  communicating  in  a  persuasive 
way  is  familiarity  with  our  Saviour  by 
witnessing,  prayer,  and  study. 

III.  The  Process  of  Learning  and 
Persuasion 

There  are  three  types  of  learning; 
formal,  informal,  and  technical.  For- 
mal learning  comes  when  a  mistake  is 
made  and  a  tone  of  voice  familiar  to 
all  of  us  says,  "don't  do  that"  or  "you 
can't  do  that."  Informal  learning  is  by 
imitation  of  a  model.  A  little  girl  asks, 
"Mother,  how  does  a  woman  get  a  man 
to  marry  her?"  The  answer  is,  "When 
you  get  bigger  you  11  find  out."  We 
learn  by  models  established  by  society. 
This  is  informal  learning.  Technical 
learning  is  the  teacher  to  student  re- 
lationship. In  witnessing  the  tone  of 
voice,  the  situation,  and  the  method 
all  effect  the  learning  process  because 
each  of  these  conveys  an  attitude 
which  is  favorable  or  unfavorable  to 
winning  a  man  to  Christ.  You  learn, 
primarily  by  experience,  how  to  use 
each  type  of  learning  process  to  your 
own  advantage. 

If  a  person  to  whom  you  witness 
rebels  at  formal  learning,  quickly  back 
off  from  that  approach  and  try  the 
informal  process.  If  a  man  comes  to 
you  with  a  question  you  probably  can 
use  the  technical  method.  The  infor- 
mal method  can  be  used  with  success 
with  both  formal  and  technical  learn- 
ing. Experience  is  the  best  teacher  of 
which  process  or  combinations  will  be 
most  effective  in  your  witness. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  at  this 
juncture  that  generally  people  cannot 
be  taught  who  feel  that  they  are,  at  the 
same  time,  being  attacked.  Even  with 
your  possession  of  correct  knowledge, 
there  is  not  a  guarantee  that  a  change 
of  false  or  dangerous  attitudes  or 
opinions  will  come  about. 

Also  we  need  to  realize  that  often 
we  will  deal  with  men  who  just  refuse 
our  witness— there  is  a  law  called  the 
Law  of  Reverse  Reaction.  Often  I 
have  dealt  with  individuals  and  came 
to  realize  I  was  running  up  against  a 
stone  wall,  no  matter  what  I  said  they 
would  reject  it.  No  amount  of  facts 
or  persuasion  would  move  them,  the 
result— I  simply  stopped  trying.  The 
Spirit  was  not  at  work  in  these  lives  or 
the  human  behavior  process  of  reverse 


reaction  was  at  work.  If  either  is  the 
case  you  are  at  that  moment  wasting 
your  time. 

We  must  be  careful  in  our  approach. 
Our  tone  of  voice,  the  situation,  and 
the  method  of  approach  can  hinder  us. 
The  key  to  the  approach  of  teaching 
effectively  in  our  witnessing  is  experi- 
ence in  dealing  with  men. 

IV.  Affection  and  Prestige  and 
Influence 

As  a  child  we  learned  quickly  and 
easily  from  our  parents  because  of  the 
circumstances  which  existed  in  the 
normal  child-parent  relationship.  The 
child  looks  to  the  parent  as  all-knowing 
—smart,  the  wisest  person  around. 
From  this  childhood  behavior  we 
young  people,  or  adults,  maintain  this 
trait.  Thus  we  follow  the  leadership 
of  adults  for  whom  we  have  affection 
or  who  have  prestige  in  our  eyes.  On 
the  other  hand,  when  resentment  is 
felt  towards  a  person  or  a  type  of 
personality,  there  exists  the  contrary 
tendency.  Because  of  this  fact  about 
human  behavior  we  begin  to  realize 
the  importance  of  personal  testimony. 

We  must  be  persons  who  are  above 
reproach,  vessels  fit  for  the  Master's 
use:  people  who  are  not  stumbling 
blocks.  The  Scripture  emphasizes  this 
repeatedly. 

There  is  one  important  point  I  find 
that  Christians  so  often  fail  to  realize. 
Our  efforts  at  proper  testimony  are.  let 
us  say.  ""unbalanced. "  Our  testimony 
involves  our  social  contacts  with  the 
natural  man.  We  do  not  want  to  com- 
promise our  convictions,  but  we  want 


to  be  gracious  to  people  who  do  not 
understand.  We  should  not  push  our 
personal  convictions  on  the  unsaved 
or  show  contempt  for  their  lack  of 
conviction.  We  must  realize  their  con- 
dition—love for  men  demands  we  act 
lovingly  and  compassionately  toward 
them.  Have  you  ever  heard  a  young 
person  say.  ""he  turns  me  off"?  Often 
that  is  a  reaction  which  results  from  a 
lack  of  a  loving  attitude  on  the  part  of 
a  saint.  Affection  and  respect  reap 
affection  and  respect  in  return.  Our 
balanced  testimony  is  the  result  of 
love  for  God  and  love  for  the  lost. 

The  point  here  to  be  made  is  that 
in  order  to  effectively  reach  men  we 
must  present  a  proper  testimony:  one 
which  brings  us  favor  with  God  and 
man  (Luke  2:52).  a  balanced  testi- 
mony. We  need  a  testimony  which  is 
produced  out  of  love  for  God  but  also 
love  for  men.  If  we  show  contempt, 
or  a  holier-than-thou  attitude  we  lose 
the  affection  and  prestige  we  need  to 
influence  and  win  men  to  Christ.  The 
key— love  God  and  men— then  your 
actions  will  be  governed,  bringing  about 
affection  and  prestige  for  you  in  the 
eyes  of  others  which  will  give  you  an 
advantage  in  winning  men.  One  point 
—ask  God  for  the  ability  to  reallv  love 


men. 


Conclusion 


The  avenues  by  which  we  win  men 
are:  enthusiasm  for  Jesus,  familiarity 
with  the  message,  effective  teaching 
methods,  affection  and  prestige.  The 
keys  to  how  to  gain  these  avenues  are: 
prayer,  study,  experience,  and  love  for 
God  and  men.  v

brethren  people  are  on  the  job  at 
Christian  Service  Brigade  headquarters 
in  Wheaton,  Illinois.

She  has  the 
monumental  task  of  keeping  records 
of  the  churches  that  use  the  Brigade 
program,  all  the  men  who  have  been 
commissioned  for  leadership  in  local 
clubs,  and  the  circulation  of  VENTURE 
and  BRIGADE  LEADER  magazines  to 
all  boys  and  leaders. 

Do  you  need  an  order  for  Brigade 
supplies?  Brethren  people  go  into 
action.  JoAnne  Bush  assists  in  hand- 
ling orders  and  processing  monies;  her 
husband,  Dave,  is  supervisor  of  ship- 
ping and  receiving.  Then  Sam  Wolf 
and  Bob  Deloe  package  and  ship  the 
orders. 

"Winning  and  Training  Boys  for 
Christ,"  is  the  CSB  motto.  Bruce 
Baker  plays  a  major  role  in  the  national 


leadership  training  program  at  NORTH- 
WOODS.  Men  and  Noncoms  (junior 
leaders  fifteen— eighteen  years  of  age) 
get  laboratory  training  in  the  Northern 
Michigan  setting  under  his  direction. 
Missionaries  and  candidates,  national 
youth  workers,  and  mission  personnel 
study  methods  of  adapting  the  Brigade- 
type  ministries  to  overseas  cultures. 
At  present,  Brigade  "brother"  organi- 
zations conduct  boys'  programs  in 
fifteen  countries. 

Meanwhile,  back  at  the  office,  it's 
Ray  Dalton  who  keeps  things  running 
smoothly.  He  serves  as  Director  of 
Services  and  Systems  and  coordinates 
all  office  services  including  data  proces- 
sing, shipping  and  receiving,  church 
and  membership  services,  and  develop- 
ment of  improved  services. 

To  meet  the  changing  demands  of 
the  new  decade,  Christian  Service  Bri- 
gade has  invested  deeply  in  time  and 
effort  to  update  the  program.  Dick 
Kelley  has  been  digging  deep  in  re- 
search and  study  in  an  overall  revamp- 
ing of  the  Brigade  program.  He  is  part 
of  the  team  that  produced  new  hand-

books  for  the  Stockade  program  for 
eight-eleven  year  olds  a  year  ago.  Due 
to  be  released  at  Brigademen  Confer- 
ences throughout  the  country  this  fall 
are  new  materials  for  the  Battalion 
program  for  twelve-eighteen  year  olds. 

The  first  step  of  "Project  70,"  is 
the  updated  materials  which  are  geared 
to  help  local  churches  prepare  for  the 
70's.  Not  only  will  teenage  boys  be 
more  readily  challenged  to  meet  head- 
on  the  problems  of  the  new  decade, 
but  men  will  also  be  alerted  to  ex- 
panded horizons  of  man/boy  relation- 
ships. The  70's  are  coming,  and  Chris- 
tian Service  Brigade  wants  to  motivate 
and  prepare  each  local  church  to  in- 
fluence boys  to  accept  Christ  as  Lord 
and  follow  Him  into  Christian  man- 
hood. 

All  men  are  encouraged  to  attend 
the  Brigademen  Conferences  this  fall. 
New  materials  will  be  unveiled.    Bri- 


gade staff  will  be  available  for  help  and 
counsel.  Christian  men  will  encourage 
other  Christian  men  in  this  life-changing 
ministry.  Over  fifty  conferences  are 
planned.  For  location  of  the  one

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I  was  told  about  a  wonderful  minis- 
try of  one  of  our  sisters  in  Christ  and 
I'd  like  to  share  it  with  you. 

Her  name  is  Mildred  S  o  v  e  r  n  s, 
"Grandma  Soverns"  to  most  who  know 
her.  She  was  eighty-nine  years  old  on 
April  5.  She  lives  alone.  Her  glasses 
are  highly  magnified  as  she  doesn't  see 
too  well,  and  walking  is  a  difficult  task, 
but  she  surmounts  the  obstacles  with 
determination  and  with  the  help  of  her 
daughter-in-law,  Helen  Soverns,  and 
grandchildren,  Caroll  Ann  and  Linda. 
She  is  a  member  of  the  Norwalk  Breth- 
ren Church  (Calif.)  and  attends  Sun- 
day school  and  church  services.  One 
of  the  services  which  she  helped  with 
until  she  was  eighty-five  was  the  prepa- 
ration of  food  for  the  Love  feast.  She 
also  attends  all  WMC  meetings. 

Her  ministry?  She  continues  to  use 
her  sewing  machine  as  long  as  she  has 
pieces  of  material  to  sew  together. 
She  started  her  work  of  making  baby 
quilts  in  1954.  Then  in  1960  she 
started  making  little  dresses  and  slips 
because  some  of  the  material  was  in 
such  large  pieces  she  didn't  want  to 
cut  it  all  up  and  sew  it  together  again. 
To  date  she  has  supplied  920  blankets, 
160  dresses,  15  slips,  and  25  quilts  to 
our  Navajo  Mission.  Five  quilts  and 
25  dresses  have  been  sent  to  Mexico. 
Forty  quilts  and  8  dresses  were  given 
to  the  Albert  Balzers  to  take  back  to 
Africa.  She  has  made  23  aprons  to  put 
into  the  missionary  chest,  and  some 
were  sent  to  Mexico.  She  has  rolled 
1,200  bandages  and  sent  them  to 
various  mission  points.  She  has  also 
made  some  beautiful  baby  blankets  for 
some  of  the  new  babies  at  the  Norwalk 
church. 

Pieces  for  quilts  from  sewing  scraps 
have  been  given  to  her  by  women  of 


the  church.  A  few  of  the  ladies  have 
donated  flannel  which  is  needed  for 
the  back  of  the  quilts.  Larger  pieces 
which  are  used  for  aprons  and  dresses 
are  also  given  to  her  by  ladies.  Al- 
though Mrs.  Soverns  has  been  ill  recent- 
ly, she  is  still  working  for  the  Lord  in 
this  pastime  and  hopes  to  continue 
for  as  long  as  the  Lord  allows. 

I  could  not  help  but  compare  Mrs. 
Soverns  with  Dorcas  of  the  Bible,  who 
faithfully  and  humbly  served  God  with 
the  sewing  of  garments.  Certainly  she 
had  an  unselfish  heart,  full  of  love  for 
the  Lord.  To  "Grandma  Soverns"  God 
has  given  a  talent  and  she  too,  has  used 
it  for  His  glory. 

We  thank  you,  Mrs.  Soverns,  for 
manifesting  your  love  unselfishly  for 
the  Lord  in  this  way.

Would  you  like  to  be  a  successful 
participant  in  a  race?  Do  you 
want  to  be  a  winner?  If  you  answer  in 
the  affirmative,  let  us  offer  some  hints 
on  "how  to." 


*>  A  winner  needs  good  food  and 
^  lots  of  rest.  Let's  consider  John 
4:34;  6:51  and  Matthew  1 1:18.  If  we 
are  to  be  fed  what  we  need,  we  must 
first  of  all  be  in  the  will  of  the  Lord. 
Our  meat  should  be  to  do  His  will,  not 
to  spend  idle  hours  doing  things  dis- 
pleasing to  Him.  Remember,  too,  that 
Jesus  is  the  living  bread  and  offers  the 
bread  of  life  to  us.  Secondly,  we  can- 
not have  complete  rest  until  we  go  to 
the  Lord  and  lay  all  the  weight  of  sin 
and  cares  at  His  feet,  and  be  willing 
to  leave  them  there. 


3  After  food  and  rest,  the  runner 
needs  workouts  and  practice. 
Consider  with  me  then  Hebrews  12:1. 
After  we  willingly  shun  the  burden  of 
sin  and  let  the  Lord  carry  the  weight, 
let's  put  patience  to  work,  so  we  can 
run  the  race  at  the  proper  time,  in  the 
proper  manner,  and  not  jump  the  gun. 

4  After  a  day  of  strenuous  exer- 
cise, you  need  a  little  outside 
diversionary  entertainment  to  relax  our 
rigorous  schedule.  So  let's  take  a  look 
at  Ephesians  5:19.  What  is  more  re- 
laxing to  the  Christian  race-runner, 
than  to  sit  quietly  and  absorb  the 
beauty  of  songs  written  in  praise  and 
adoration  of  our  precious  Saviour? 

5     There    is    always   the    need    of 
proper  incentive  to  get  a  person 


to  do  his  best  for  the  Lord.  Turn  in 
your  Bible  to  II  Timothy  4:8  and 
I  John  2:25.  In  all  the  world,  what 
could  be  more  rewarding  to  the  run- 
ner, than  to  run  the  race  well,  and 
find  at  the  finish  line  crowns-rewards, 
and  the  positive  fact  and  possession  of 
the  eternal  life  promised  him  during 
the  racing  preliminaries  and  the  run- 
ning. 

6  As  you  ponder  these  "how  to" 
hints,  remember,  "I  can  do  all 
things  through  Christ  which  strengthen- 
ed me"  (Phil.  4:13),  and  "they  shall 
run,  and  not  be  weary;  and  they  shall 
walk,  and  not  faint"  (Isa.  40:31).

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"The  Craters  Reminded 
Me  of  Hell..."

lor  our  twentieth  anniversary  of 
service  at  the  North  Long  Beach  Breth- 
ren Church  we  received  round  trip 
tickets  to  Hawaii-we  were  pleased 
they  were  round  trip  tickets— it  meant 
they  wanted  us  to  come  back!  Now, 
all  we  had  to  do  was  find  time  to  fit 
the  trip  into  our  busy  schedule.  That 
day  finally  became  a  reality  on  Febru- 
ary 24.  A  group  from  the  church,  and 
our  family,  bid  us  (George  and  Mabel 
Peek,  and  Bob  and  Helen  Lighti)  aloha 
at  the  Los  Angeles  International  Air- 
port and  in  just  five  and  one-half  hours 
we  landed  at  Hilo,  on  the  island  of 
Hawaii. 

Our  tour  of  the  old  city  of  Hilo  was 
most  enjoyable.  A  few  years  ago,  just 
north  of  Hilo,  there  had  been  a  tidal 
wave  and  many  people  lost  their  lives 
because  they  wouldn't  obey  the  warn- 
ings that  were  given  over  the  loud- 
speakers. I  thought  of  God's  warnings 
that  He  has  given  to  the  world  of  His 
coming  judgment,  and  of  the  people 
who  do  not  heed  these  warnings!  But 
let  us  keep  on  warning  them. 

Early  the  next  morning  we  drove  to 
the  Kilauea  Crater— what  a  sight  and 
what  a  smell— sulphur!  The  recent 
flow  had  put  a  three-mile  long  bed  of 
lava  across  the  road— it  was  still  hot! 
I  signed  a  guest  book  at  the  Crater 
House  and  in  the  space  for  remarks  I 
wrote,  "It  reminds  me  of  hell,  the 
place  where  I  will  never  go,"  then 
signed  my  name  and  the  verse  found  in 
John  3:16.  We  drove  south  around 
the  island  over  miles  and  miles  of  lava 
beds.  We  saw  the  black-sands  beach 
(made  from  crushed  lava),  and  the  city 
of  refuge,  where  people  could  stay  un- 
til they  were  tried  for  a  crime  (like  in 
Old  Testament  times).  We  drove  on 
to  Captain  Cook's  monument  and 
finally  we  arrived  in  the  quaint  town 
of  Kona.  This  is  a  world-renowned 
fishing  resort.    We  arrived  late  in  the 


afternoon  and  heard  the  church  bells 
ringing  out  the  gospel  hymns— it  sound- 
ed wonderful!  One  evening  we  at- 
tended a  Hawaiian  program  at  the  Hil- 
ton Hotel  and  I  met  a  young  man  who 
worked  there.  As  we  talked,  he  asked, 
"Don't  you  think  the  world  is  getting 
wicked?"  I  assured  him  it  was.  Then 
he  asked,  "Do  you  think  it  will  ever  be 
better?"  It  was  then  I  could  tell  him 
of  the  Saviour's  plan  to  return  to  this 
earth  and  to  set  things  straight.  I  pre- 
sented him  with  God's  plan  of  salva- 
tion and  I  believe  he  trusted  Christ. 

The  next  morning  we  flew  to  Maui, 
just  twenty  minutes  away— or  one  hun- 
dred miles— that's  traveling!  We  ate 
breakfast  at  the  airport  and  then  drove 
to  Haleakala,  an  inactive  volcano— but 
again,  I  looked  into  this  huge,  deep, 
dark  crater  and  thanked  God  for  my 
salvation.  I  signed  the  guest  book  in 
the  same  manner  as  I  had  done  before. 
We  enjoyed  this  island— had  a  fine 
hotel,  and  we  tried  turtle  steak— it  was 
good. 

On  to  Honolulu  for  a  week,  but  we 
decided  this  was  not  the  place  to  end 
a  visit  to  the  islands.  However,  the 
last  day  was  such  a  happy  one  that  our 
opinions  were  changed.  For,  you  see, 
we  visited  our  two  Brethren  churches 
there.  On  Sunday  morning  we  attended 
the  church  in  the  home  of  our  mission- 
aries, Ed  and  Virginia  Leech— they  are 
wonderful  people— serving  God  with 
great  love  and  dedication.  What  a  joy 
it  was  to  meet  their  group  and  have  my 
husband  share  God's  Word  with  them. 
Their  Sunday  school  is  held  in  four 
homes  in  the  neighborhood.  The  be- 
ginner, primary,  and  junior  depart- 
ments meet  in  a  front  room  and  two 
carports,  and  the  young  people  and 
adults  meet  in  the  Leech  home. 

In  the  evening  we  attended  a  Ha- 
waiian covered-dish  dinner  at  the  home 
of  our  faithful  missionaries,  the  Foster 


Tresises,  where  the  other  fine  group 
of  believers  meet.  We  also  enjoyed  this 
time  of  fellowship.  For  dinner  this 
night  they  brought  their  special  Japa- 
nese dishes.  One  was  squid  and  octopus 
salad,  and  you  could  actually  see  the 
little  suction  cups  on  the  pieces  of 
octopus.  We  laughed  and  said,  "We 
really  don't  think  we  can  eat  that." 
They  laughed  and  said,  "We  really 
brought  the  beans,  and  the  potato 
salad  for  you  mainlanders,"  and  that 
saved  the  day!  God  is  blessing  the 
efforts  of  both  of  these  groups.  The 
problem  is  to  find  land  so  they  can 
build  a  church  to  attract  others.  Let 
us  pray  that  God  will  direct  them  to 
just  the  right  spot.  Land  is  very  ex- 
pensive and  difficult  to  find. 

Our  last  morning  was  spent  under  a 
large,  old  banyan  tree  on  the  beach 
front  of  our  hotel.  As  we  sat  there 
eating  our  breakfast  we  thanked  the 
Lord  for  the  grand  vacation  He  had 
given  us  and  for  His  Word  that  is  being 
proclaimed  on  the  islands.  Besides  the 
testimony  given  by  The  Brethren 
Church,  Youth  for  Christ  meets  on 
Saturday  nights,  and  there  is  a  Chris- 
tian radio  station  there,  too. 

Now,  let  me  share  with  you  one 
incident  that  thrilled  my  heart  and 
still  does.  One  afternoon  I  took  the 
car  and  drove  around  downtown  Hono- 
lulu. I  had  heard  about  some  sacred 
pools  that  the  kings  of  Hawaii  had 
used  for  swimming.  I  had  asked  many 
people  where  they  were,  but  no  one 
could  help  me.  Finally,  I  met  a  man, 
whom  I  later  found  out  was  in  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  he  led 
me  to  the  pools.  It  was  quite  an  out- 
of-the-way  place  and  I  am  sure  I  would 
have  never  found  it  myself.  I  thanked 
him,  gave  him  a  tract,  and  invited  him 
to  visit  us  in  California.  As  I  drove 
along  the  freeway  towards  Diamond 
Head,  where  we  were  staying  at  the 
Moana,  I  decided  to  go  to  the  Chris- 
tian Bookstore  and  get  a  modern 
version  of  the  New  Testament  to  send 
to  this  man.  I  wrote  in  the  front  of 
the  Bible,  "Thank  you  for  showing  me 
the  way  to  the  sacred  pools— now  let 
me  show  you  the  way  to  heaven."  I 
signed  my  name  and  copied  the  words 
of  John  3:16.  I  have  since  heard  from 
him,  and  I  am  praying  for  his  salvation. 

When  you  take  trips,  remember  God 
is  depending  on  you  to  share  your 
faith  along  the  way.  At  least,  take 
some  good  tracts  along  and  don't  for- 
get to  give  them  out  with  a  smile!       ▼

Your 
House?

"Of  course  not!"  you  exclaim,  with 
a  "such  nonsense"  expression  (that  is, 
unless  you  live  in  Africa). 

But  wait— are  you  sure?  God's  chil- 
dren once  had  snakes  in  their  midst 
due  to  the  common  crime  of  murmur- 
z'«g(Num.  1 1).  Maybe  we  have  "house- 
wive's  complaint."  It  may  only  seem 
that  housewives  complain  more  than 
others— so  often  we  can't  remedy  the 
things  that  we  don't  like.    Sometimes 


our  husbands  can  take  some  positive 
action  toward  their  problems,  while 
we  have  to  adjust  to  our  situations. 

Every  Christian  wife  knows  that  the 
last  independent  decision  she  made 
was  when  she  said,  "I  do"  (and  I  hope 
that  wasn't  independent  of  God's  di- 
rection). After  that,  any  decision  or 
purpose  she  has  must  be  passed  by 
the  "Boss"  or  it  may  be  nullified.  In 
Old  Testament  times,  a  woman's  sol- 
emn vow  could  be  canceled  by  her 
husband,  and  she  wouldn't  be  held 
accountable  to  God  (Num.  30:8).  Our 
husbands  are  considered  our  lords  to- 
day, just  as  much  as  then  (Eph.  5:23- 
24: 1  Peter  3:6). 

But  does  this  apparent  relinquish- 
ing of  personal  liberty  breed  snakes  in 
our  home?  It  shouldn't.  It  is  God's 
provision  for  our  weakness.  It  isn't 
fashionable  to  consider  women  as 
"weaker  vessels,"  but  it  is  still  in  God's 
Book  (I  Peter  3:7).  The  modern  trend 
is  to  isolate  and  display  the  feminine 
strengths.  Of  course,  we  have  strength; 
but  the  term  "weaker  vessel"  is  com- 
parative, and  it  is  easily  illustrated  by 
any  open-minded  woman  in  nearly  all 
given  situations  involving  the  two  sexes. 
(Try  to  talk  a  traffic  cop  out  of  a 
ticket  without  benefit  of  feminine 
wiles!)  We  are  made  to  complement, 
but  never  dominate,  our  men. 

To  take  this  from  God  as  the  bless- 
ing He  meant  it  to  be  is  to  know  the 
security  of  the  Lord.  In  Ephesians  5 
God  draws  us  a  picture  of  Jesus  and 


His  church,  and  it  is  the  bridegroom 
and  a  bride.  Our  husbands,  being 
stronger,  don't  have  the  easier  job— 
with  strength  goes  added  responsibility. 
Imagine  being  asked  to  imitate  the 
love  of  the  Son  of  God!  And  especially 
to  give  that  kind  of  love  to  a  faulty 
wife.  And  we  are  only  asked  to  obey 
and  respect  our  "Head." 

As  wives,  of  few  or  many  years,  we 
have  ample  compensation  for  our  seem- 
ing loss  of  liberty.  We  gain  love  by  the 
strong  one;  and  financial, moral,  social, 
mental,  and  spiritual  support,  and  pro- 
tection. 

So  let's  do  a  thorough  cleaning,  and 
sweep  out  all  the  snakes.  Here  are 
some  bristles  for  your  broom: 

"I  will  .  .  .  ,  that  women  adorn 
themselves  in  modest  apparel,  with 
shamefacedness  and  sobriety;  not  with 
broided  hair,  or  gold,  or  pearls,  or  cost- 
ly array;  but  (which  becometh  women 
professing  godliness)  with  good  works" 
(I  Tim.  2:8-10). 

"A  woman  shall  quietly  learn  with 
complete  submission.  I  do  not  allow 
a  woman  to  teach,  neither  to  domineer 
over  a  man;  instead  she  is  to  keep  still" 
(I  Tim.  2:11-12,  Berkeley  Translation). 

"...  I  have  learned,  in  whatsoever 
state  I  am,  therewith  to  be  content" 
(Phil.  4:11). 

"Let  your  conversation  be  without 
covetousness;andbe  content  with  such 
things  as  ye  have"  (Heb.  13:5). 

"Do  all  things  without  murmur- 
ings..  "(Phil. 2:14).  ▼

Jesus-Human  and  Divine        Him  We  Declare 


H.  D.  McDonald  (Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan:  Zondervan  Publishing 
House,  1968),  144  pages,  $3.95. 

This  little  book  provides  a  good 
introduction  to  New  Testament  Chris- 
tology.  The  author  holds  two  doctoral 
degrees  from  the  University  of  London 
and  has  served  as  a  pastor  as  well  as 
lecturer  and  dean  of  faculty  at  the 
London  (England)  Bible  College.  He 
has  been  in  the  United  States  on 
numerous  occasions  as  a  visiting  pro- 
fessor at  various  seminaries. 

The  eight  chapters  of  the  book  are 
devoted  to  a  survey  of  the  Biblical 
data  for  the  true  humanity  of  Jesus 
as  well  as  His  deity,  and  a  discussion 
of  His  redeeming  work.  At  the  end 
of  each  chapter  and  occasionally  at  the 
end  of  sections  within  chapters  there 
is  appended  a  short  bibliography  for 
further  reading. 

The  first  chapter  lists  much  of  the 
Biblical  evidence  of  our  Lord's  genuine 
humanity  and  shows  how  the  Early 
Church  faced  denials  of  this  humanity. 
Chapter  three  contains  an  interesting 
discussion  of  the  title  "Son  of  Man" 
and  shows  the  messianic  significance 
of  the  name. 

The  price  seems  a  bit  high  for  such 
a  brief  work,  but  the  volume  contains 
much  helpful  information  and  will 
stimulate  the  thoughtful  reader  to  fur- 
ther study  of  this  fascinating  subject-

Guide  to  Survival 

Salem  Kirban  (Wheaton,  Illinois: 
Tyndale  House,  1968),  275  pages, 
paper,  $1.95. 

Kirban's  abuse  of  eschatological 
themes  is  a  shoddy,  slovenly,  tawdry 
piece  of  propaganda.  I  wish  that 
Christians  would  quit  reading  and  cease 
publishing  such  sensationalists  scenar- 
ios of  how  the  world  will  end. 


Cuthbert  Bardsley  and  William  Pur- 
cell  (Waco,  Texas:  Word  Books,  1968, 
c1967),  vi,  145  pages,  $3.95. 

"At  the  heart  of  all  Christian  ex- 
perience, then,  is  an  encounter  with 
Jesus  Christ."  So  opens  chapter  two. 
It  is  the  first  breath  of  fresh  air  in  a 
book  that  starts  with  reminiscences  of 
"quiet  people"  whom  the  authors  have 
known,  people  who  manifested  a  piety 
which  set  them  apart  from  other  men. 

But  if  the  start  of  chapter  two  is 
fresh  air,  the  remainder  is  more  chok- 
ing staleness  as  the  authors  describe 
the  piety  they  see  in  "not-so-quiet" 
people.  Francis  of  Assisi  is  tolerable. 
Charles  de  Foucard,  Theresa  of  Avila, 
Hannah  Whitehall  Smith,  and  William 
Law  are  sweet  but  shallow.  But  the 
painter,  Van  Gogh,  is  incredible  ("The 
best  way  to  know  God  is  to  love  many 
things"). 

The  action  starts  in  chapter  three. 
The  previous  quotations, character 
sketches,  and  platitudes  did  not  seem 
worth  "the  piety  they  were  written 
on."  But  with  the  description  of  the 
authors'  personal  experiences,  the  book 
begins  declaring  Him.  My  heart  was 
stirred  as  it  frequently  is  when  a  per- 
son gives  testimony  to  the  circum- 
stances that  surrounded  his  acceptance 
of  Jesus  Christ.  For  Purcell,  "the  one 
way  left  was  to  make  an  act  of  un- 
conditional surrender  to  a  Christ  who 
could  be  known  at  all  in  any 
depth  of  reality  only  if  that  surrender 
were  made."     Bardsley  relates,  "Un-

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emotionally-indeed    in    a    somewhat 
matter-of-fact  way-I  accepted  Jesus 
Christ  as  Lord,  feeling  sure  of  his  for-  J 
giveness  for  my  sins. . . ." 

But  then  the  bombshells.  Page  115 
ends  with  these  words:  "Certainly  any 
faith  based  upon  the  Bible  as  an  in-  \ 
fallible  book  or  upon  the  Church  as  an 
infallible  body,  is  no  longer  tenable. 
It  is  a  long  time  now  since  various 
Samsons  pulled  down  those  twin  pillars 
of  former  certitudes." 

This  disclaimer  of  belief  in  the  in- 
fallibility of  the  Scriptures  ushers  in  a 
chapter  which  clearly  depicts  the  Holy 
Spirit  as  an  impersonal  force  (even 
though  a  passage  is  quoted  using  seven 
personal  pronouns!).  The  whole  pic- 
ture is  now  complete:  We  declare  a  re- 
lationship with  Christ  because  without 
an  infallible  Word  and  a  personal  in- 
dwelling Spirit,  the  "relationship"  is 
all  we  have  left  to  declare  with  cer- 
tainty. 

It  is  strange,  then,  that  on  the  very 
last  page  the  authors  observe  that  Billy 
Graham's  ministry  is  evidence  of  the 
"keen  desire  for  preaching  with  au- 
thority, conviction,  and  power."  Why 
can  they  not  see  that  the  authority 
comes  from  the  Word,  the  conviction 
comes  from  the  relationship,  and  the 
power  comes  from  the  indwelling  per- 
son of  the  Holy  Spirit? -Dr.  Larry  W.

Support  Your  Local  Pastor 


Pastoring  a  church  is  a  worthwhile 
and  rewarding  full-time  job.  With  a 
mutual  understanding  of  this  fact  by 
the  pastor  and  the  congregation,  the 
Lord's  work  should  move  smoothly, 
and  pastor  and  people  should  be  hap- 

py- 

However,  the  pastor  should  meet 
his  full  schedule  prayerfully-planning 
the  use  of  his  time  in  such  a  way  that 
he  will  get  the  important  duties  accom- 
plished. On  the  other  hand,  the  con- 
gregation should  not  expect  the  pastor 
to  be  an  errand  boy,  doing  lesser  things 
to  the  neglect  of  the  more  essential. 
The  pastor  should  be  a  strong  leader, 
inspiring  his  people  to  be  active  in  soul- 
winning.  The  people  should  respond 
with  a  Spirit-led,  dedicated  service  that 


N 


will  produce  spiritual  fruit  for  the 
Lord. 

One  of  the  basic  essentials  for 
achieving  such  progress  and  mutual 
satisfaction  is  a  perfect  understanding 
of  the  congregation's  financial  remu- 
neration to  its  pastor.  Too  many 
churches  pass  this  off  as  a  non-spiritual 
matter  to  be  considered  once  in  three 
years  as  the  pastor's  call  comes  up  for 
vote.  It  is  much  more  than  that.  The 
stewardship  of  the  church  in  this  situa- 
tion is  a  spiritual  matter  of  great  im- 
portance, and  is  one  of  the  means 
whereby  spiritual  perception  can  be 
measured. 

It  is  to  be  assumed  that  the  pastor's 
call  is  from  the  Lord  and  that  his  real 
reward  comes  in  souls  won,  saints  built 
up  in  the  faith,  and  progress  by  the 
church  in  general.  But  this  does  not 
mean  that  the  pastor's  financial  needs 
should  be  neglected,  nor  that  his  needs 
are  less  than  his  peers  in  the  congre- 
gation. Food,  clothing,  and  the  neces- 
sities of  life  cost  him  as  much  as  they 
do  other  people  in  a  given  area.  Hous- 
ing is  a  very  real  problem  to  him.  His 
children  need  to  be  educated,  and  he 
should  be  building  some  form  of  re- 
tirement program. 

The  solution  to  this  problem  should 
be  approached  in  a  business-like  man- 
ner. Setting  up  guidelines  by  which 
an  equitable  salary  figure  can  be  es- 
tablished by  the  congregation  is  the 
ideal  method.  If  the  officers  of  the 
church  are  not  sure  as  to  how  to  ap- 
proach the  situation,  there  are  helpful 
sources  of  information  available.  But 
information  should  be  obtained  and 
the  matter  dealt  with  regularly  to  be 
sure  the  pastor  is  cared  for  adequately. 
A  feeling  of  satisfaction  most  surely 
will  result  from  knowing  that  an  equi- 


table consideration  is  given  for  a  job 
well  done.  Enough  should  be  done 
for  the  pastor  that  he  does  not  have  to 
be  constantly  concerned  about  finan- 
cial matters.  In  addition  to  salary  the 
church  could  well  provide  for  the 
pastor's  automobile  mileage  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  church,  and  church  busi- 
ness,'to  the  extent  of  at  least  eight 
cents  per  mile.  Sharing  with  him  in 
retirement  plans,  and  caring  for  his 
hospitalization  policy  are  fringe  bene- 
fits that  can  mean  much  to  him  and 
his  family.  If  the  pastor  attends  a  con- 
ference to  represent  the  church,  that 
church  should  care  for  his  expenses. 

A  church  will  be  wise  to  provide 
the  pastor  a  monthly  amount  to  apply 
toward  the  purchase  of  a  house.  If  he 
owns  his  own  home  he  will  build  up 
equity,  thus  accumulating  something 
for  his  family.  And  if  he  owns  a  home 
in  the  community  he  will  be  more  in- 
clined to  remain  in  that  pastorate  for  a 
longer  period. 

Whether  the  pastor's  call  is  renewed 
annually,  his  financial  remuneration 
should  be.  The  statistical  report  for 
this  year  shows  that  the  increase  in  the 
overall  pastors'  salaries  was  1  Vi%.  Con- 
ditions change  from  year  to  year.  Yet 
the  national  cost  of  living  increase  for 
the  past  year  is  at  least  6%.  If  the 
pastor's  salary  is  not  increased  by  6% 
this  year,  he  is  actually  taking  a  cut, 
and  no  church  would  want  such  a 
thing  to  happen  to  their  own  fine 
pastor. 

God's  people  long  for  great  spiritual 
blessings  from  the  Lord.  Too  often 
we  miss  these  blessings  by  failure  to 
be  thoroughly  Christian  in  all  of  our 
relationships.  Let  us  prayerfully  study 
and  reevaluate  regularly  the  pastor- 
congregation  relationship.  T

In  deep  appreciation  and  praise  to  our 
Lord  we  approach  the  1969  conference 
which  marks  the  thirtieth  anniversary 
of  The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil and  its  undiminished  efforts  to 
evangelize  America. 

From  its  very  inception  this  mis- 
sionary enterprise  was  developed  upon 
a  firm.  Biblical  foundation.  ''The 
Message  of  the  Brethren  Ministry"  has 
been  the  outline  and  framework  of  the 
message,  couched  upon  a  literal  inter- 
pretation of  the  pure  Word  of  God. 
The  approach  has  always  been  Biblical, 
evangelistic,  and  missionary.  The  de- 
sire to  win  the  American  family  to 
Christ  has  been  evident  in  all  aspects 
of  the  total  church  and  educational 
program. 

Living  in  the  midst  of  a  changing 
world,  when  other  denominations  are 
straying  from  the  faith,  when  ques- 
tionable and  unbiblical  procedures  are 
sometimes  used,  our  home-mission  or- 
ganization has  remained  true  to  its 
basic  fundamental  beliefs  in  the  Word 
and  the  principles  set  forth  there  by 
God  for  His  church.  Extreme  care  has 
heen  used  in  the  selection  of  personnel 
to  insure   that  each  missionary  be  a

true  believer,  committed  to  Christ,  and 
a  soul  winner  with  missionary  spirit 
and  vision. 

The  original  board  of  directors, 
under  the  careful  leadership  of  Mr. 
Roy  Patterson,  the  president  and  legal 
counsel,  and  Rev.  R.  Paul  Miller,  execu- 
tive secretary,  adopted  the  statement 
of  faith  and  purpose.  They  set  in 
order  the  policies  and  procedures  which 
have  proved  through  the  years  to  be 
successful  in  evangelization  of  com- 
munities and  the  establishment  of 
Brethren  churches  and  Sunday  schools 
across  our  nation. 

Progressively  the  missionary  out- 
reach has  extended  from  a  mere  nine 
points  to  a  high  of  fifty.  God  has  used 
the  organization  to  spread  the  testi- 
mony of  our  church  into  twenty-six  of 
these  fifty  United  States.  Special  ef- 
forts have  been  made  to  reach  isolated 
groups  within  our  continental  borders. 
The  Kentucky  Mission  work  was  es- 
tablished in  1939,  Spanish  American 
Missions  in  1946,  the  Navajo  Mission 
in  1948,  the  Jewish  Mission  in  1950, 
and  the  Negro  Mission  at  Fremont, 
Ohio,  in  1953.    The  Gospel,  through 


a  Bible-teaching  ministry,  has  touched 
the  lives  of  a  multitude  of  people  in 
these  thirty  years.  Thousands  of  de- 
cisions of  one  type  or  another  have 
been  made.  New  branch  churches  have 
been  started  and  a  large  group  of  full- 
time  workers  in  all  phases  of  the  Lord's 
service  has  been  recruited. 

To  offset  the  spiraling,  inflationary 
costs,  high  architectural  and  contrac- 
tual fees,  and  shortage  of  available 
funds  for  church  building,  new  meth- 
ods were  initiated  under  Dr.  L.  L. 
Grubb's  leadership.  The  Brethren 
Construction  Company  was  formed  in 
1952,  the  Brethren  Investment  Foun- 
dation in  1955,  and  the  Brethren 
Architectural  Service  in  1956.  Here 
we  have  coupled  dedicated,  talented 
personnel  with  organized  facilities  to 
provide  better  designed,  more  practical 
and  yet  more  attractive  buildings  at  a 
lower  cost.  Pairing  consecrated  ser- 
vants of  God  and  the  investments  of 
God's  children  has  brought  an  unusual 
blessing  of  God  upon  the  whole  pro- 
gram. 

During  these  thirty  years  we  have 
faced  many  problems:   limited  num- 
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The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  has  seen 
many  "mighty  works"  since  its  start  in  1939.

bers  of  trained  personnel,  rising  costs 
of  materials,  upgrading  of  methods, 
materials  and  design,  and  only  a  slight 
increase  in  annual  income  compared  to 
an  escalating  economy.  However,  in 
spite  of  these  problems,  God  has  been 
faithful  in  His  abundant  provisions- 
more  and  more  of  God's  people  have 
come  to  our  side  in  prayer  and  gift 
support,  to  enable  the  steady  expan- 
sion of  the  ministry.  A  large  share  of 
the  member  churches  of  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  has 
emerged  out  of  the  home-mission  ef- 
fort. 

God  has  provided  excellent  leader- 
ship through  these  years.  Much  com- 
mendation is  due  Dr.  R.  Paul  Miller, 
now  at  home  with  the  Lord,  and  Dr. 
L.  L.  Grubb,  presently  pastor  of  a  new 
home-mission  work  in  Orange,  Cali- 
fornia, for  their  inspiring  and  strong 
leadership  from  1939  to  1965.  Much 
credit  is  due  the  directors  who  have 


spent  many  hours  each  year  in  work- 
ing with  each  of  the  executive  sec- 
retaries in  laying  out  the  plans,  deal- 
ing with  the  problems,  and  serving  in 
various  ways  at  a  sacrifice  of  time  and 
energy.  The  missionaries  as  well  as  the 
administration  and  teaching  personnel 
will  reap  abundant  rewards  for  willing 
and  tireless  service. 

Today  we  face  three  critical  areas, 
the  rapid  approach  of  the  second  com- 
ing of  Christ,  the  urgent  need  of  a  de- 
generating America,  and  the  means  to 
continue  to  expand  this  ministry  into 
areas  as  directed  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 

The  Bible  says,  "And  when  these 
things  begin  to  come  to  pass,  then 
look  up,  and  lift  up  your  heads;  for 
your  redemption  draweth  nigh"  (Luke 
21:28).  Conditions  in  America  today 
—lawlessness,  crime,  anarchy,  and  re- 
bellion indicate  a  dire  need.  The 
apostasy  of  the  modern  church,  the 
lack  of  respect  for  the  Bible  and  the 


amazing  growth  of  atheism  points  up 
the  Antichrist  spirit  of  this  age.  Arrer- 
ica  is  a  needy  field!  Our  nation  cannot 
wait! 

At  the  moment  there  are  forty-five 
mission  points  and  well  over  a  hundred 
missionaries  serving  in  this  effort. 
There  is  a  list  of  other  areas  waiting 
for  help.  Opportunities  to  build  new 
testimonies  for  Christ  are  numerous. 
Twenty-four  states  without  a  Brethren 
church  beckon.  We  must  have  your 
help  to  meet  these  challenges.  Forty- 
five  miles-of-dimes  dedicated  to  Christ 
will  enable  us  to  continue  the  program 
and  planned  expansion  for  1970.  How 
far  will  Brethren  Home  Missions  go 
this  year?  God's  people  hold  the 
answer.  We  can  only  use  that  which 
God  supplies  through  His  children. 
Perhaps  it  should  be  asked  this  way: 
How  far  do  you  want  God  to  evange- 
lize through  you  and  your  dimes  in 
this  thirtieth  anniversary  year?  ▼ 
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Just  twenty  miles  from  Santa  Fe, 
New  Mexico,  the  lovely  Sangre  de 
Cristo  mountains  cup  to  provide  the 
delightful  setting  for  the  quaint  little 
town  of  Taos.  Here  in  this  quiet 
mountain  community  a  cosmopolitan 
group  of  Americans  make  their  home. 
As  you  observe  the  early  Spanish  in- 
fluence in  the  buildings  and  the  narrow 
winding  streets  so  characteristic  of 
yesteryear,  you  sense  that  time  has 
reversed  itself  and  you  are  living  in  a 
previous  generation.  The  new  blends 
with  the  old  to  make  this  peaceful 
town  a  popular  attraction. 

Thousands  of  tourists  come  annual- 
ly to  see  the  many  points  of  interest 
that  characterize  the  area.  They  have 
always  been  welcomed  by  the  gentle 
inhabitants  of  Taos.  Always,  that  is, 
until  the  recent  migration  of  Hippies 
from  all  over  America.  The  filthy 
customs  and  unsanitary  habits  of  this 
subculture  quickly  disrupted  the  quiet 
routine  of  Taos  and  created  an  atmos- 
phere of  suspicion  and  hostility.  Local 
merchants  and  businessmen  found 
conditions  intolerable  because  of  in- 
creased pilferage,  rude  conduct,  and 
the  ever-present  threat  of  picketing, 
which  often  took  the  form  of  indecent 
exposure  and  obscene  placards. 

The  exact  reason  for  the  sudden 
popularity  of  Taos  as  a  Hippie-haven 
is  not  exactly  known,  but  to  quote  one 
of  their  own  it  was  wholly  because  of 
its  "spiritual  atmosphere."  An  en- 
counter with  these  cultural  deviates 
proved  to  be  interesting  but  rather 
confusing.  It  was  apparent  that  their 
peculiarity  included  more  than  bare 
feet,  long  hair,  dirt,  and  dark  glasses. 
These  were  simply  outward  manifesta- 
tions of  an  equally  incongruous  men- 
tality.   All  attempts  to  converse  with 
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The  Canon  Brethren  Church  and  Rev.  Robert 
the  Taos  residents . . . 

them  by  using  the  traditional  rules  of 
dialogue  soon  ended  in  a  feeling  of 
hopeless  frustration.  In  addition  to  a 
vernacular  uniquely  Hippie  in  origin, 
there  was  also  the  added  confusion  re- 
sulting from  the  use  of  familiar  terms 
that  had  taken  on  entirely  new  mean- 
ings. Familiar  religious  phrases  com- 
monly used  among  Christians  had  taken 
on  a  totally  foreign  connotation.  Since 
all  rules  and  laws  have  been  eliminated, 
there  is  literally  no  framework  of 
reference  to  which  one  can  appeal. 

Authority  seems  to  be  in  a  fog  of 
uncertainty  as  to  the  reason  for  such 
conduct  and  any  number  of  socialogical 
explanations  have  been  proposed. 
However,  any  elementary  Bible  student 
familiar  with  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans 
could  easily  detect  the  similarity  be- 
tween those  Paul  refers  to  in  his  intro- 
ductory remarks  and  the  Hippie  phe- 
nomenon of  today.  In  reality,  it  is  a 
way  of  life  that  purports  to  function 
entirely  on  the  primitive  impulses  of 
an  unrestrained  and  uninhibited  nature. 
Such    a    philosophy    cannot    possibly 
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succeed  because  it  fails  to  take  into 
consideration  the  utter  depravity  of 
the  human  heart.  Licentious  immor- 
ality and  ungodly  activity  are  a  natural 
by-product  of  such  a  nature. 

Taos  is  to  be  congratulated  for  the 
early  diagnosis  of  a  dread  disease  and 
the  immediate  remedial  action.  Left 
uncurbed  and  untreated  such  a  malady 
could  well  develop  into  an  epidemic. 
The  civic-minded  organization  desig- 
nated SPOT  (Society  for  the  Preser- 
vation of  Taos)  is  making  every  effort 
to  control  and  prevent  the  spread  of' 
the  Hippie  influence. 

Such  efforts  are  necessary  and  even 
commendable,  but  to  those  who  be- 
lieve the  Word  of  God,  only  the  life- 
changing  message  of  redemption  can 
bring  about  a  permanent  cure.  The 
Canon  Brethren  Church,  under  the  able 
leadership  of  Rev.  Robert  Salazar, 
recognizes  this  fact  and  is  squarely  set 
for  the  defense  of  the  Gospel.  It 
regularly  and  consistently  carries  on  a 
Bible  ministry  for  all  the  residents  of 
the  Taos  area.  No  one  class  of  people 
is  excluded  from  its  scope  of  influence, 
and  the  daily  radio  program  makes 
readily  accessible  the  facilities  of  the 
Brethren  church. 

Here,  in  a  historic  setting  which 
once  provided  a  resting  place  for  the 
weary  Conquistadores,  and  later,  be- 
came the  trail's  end  for  the  great  Amer- 
ican Kit  Carson,  there  is  yet  need  for 
hardy  pioneers.  Not  the  buckskin 
variety  who  set  out  to  conquer  the 
West,  but  those  who  want  to  see  vic- 
tory over  the  sin  and  the  flesh.  Such 
an  opportunity  is  open  to  you  through 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
which  is  occupied  today  in  extending 
the  frontiers  of  The  Brethren  Church 
throughout  the  United  States.  T

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RIPON  TAKES  OVER  "READY- MAD 


The  Ripon  Brethren  Church  meeting  place. 
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I  he  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Rip- 
on,  California,  moved  into  their  new 
church  home  on  June  15,  1969,  and 
dedicated  it  the  same  day.  This  was 
possible  because  the  facilities  were 
"ready  made"  as  someone  so  aptly 
described  it.  It  was  a  day  with  a  full 
schedule  and  full  of  blessings.  The 
first  assembly  was  for  the  Sunday- 
school  hour  at  9:30,  and  then  the 
classes  moved  to  their  rooms  for  the 
study  of  God's  Word.  At  eleven 
o'clock  the  first  message  was  delivered 
from  the  pulpit  of  our  new  church 
home.  And  what  better  way  to  bridge 
the  gap  between  noon  and  the  dedica- 
tion hour  than  a  fellowship  potluck 
meal?  On  the  hour  of  three,  the  dedi- 
cation service  began  and  many  of  the 
townspeople  were  on  hand  to  hear 
Rev.  J.  Paul  Miller,  pastor  of  the  La- 
Loma  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Mo- 
desto, California,  as  the  dedication 
speaker. 

The  new  church  home  that  we  dedi- 
cated was  a  part  of  a  Christian  high 
school  that  was  operated  by  an  organi- 
zation affiliated  with  the  Christian  Re- 
formed denomination.  The  school  was 
developing  a  larger,  twenty-six  acre 
campus  nearby  and  wished  to  sell  the 
present  campus.  With  the  sale  of  this 
property  the  high  school  could  be 
added  to  the  elementary  and  junior 
high  departments  already  on  the  new 
campus.  It  was  the  leading  of  the  Lord 
that  we  were  able  to  purchase  these 
two  acres  on  the  main  street  of  Rip- 
on  for  the  price  of  $45,500. 


The  building  we  occupied  and  dedi- 
cated on  June  15  contains  12,000  sq. 
ft.  of  floor  space,  including  an  audi- 
torium that  will  seat  300,  six  large 
classrooms,  kitchen,  rest  rooms,  office, 
and  library.  There  is  ample  room  for 
off-street  parking.  For  recreation  there 
is  a  double  basketball  court  and  a  large 
grass  playing  field.  It  is  located  almost 
directly  across  from  the  local  public 
school  on  the  town's  main  street  and 
about  halfway  between  the  center  of 
town  and  the  city  limits.  "Ideal"  is 
the  description  of  this  location  for  a 
young  church  in  a  small  town. 

The  Lord  closed  a  door  in  our  face 
prior  to  the  time  of  getting  the  present 
property.  We  made  a  survey  of  the 
available  land  and  was  vitally  interested 
in  a  parcel  of  undeveloped  land  near 
the  city  limits.  An  offer  to  purchase 
the  parcel  was  made  and  the  church 
leaders  and  I  were  excited  with  the 
possibilities.  We  could  visualize  in  our 
imagination  a  Brethren  church  building 
being  erected— but  this  would  be  years 
in  the  future.  Our  offer  was  refused! 
In  the  meantime,  we  learned  of  numer- 
ous annexation  and  drainage  problems. 
Faced  with  these  obstacles,  the  board 
of  trustees  felt  led  to  recommend  to 
the  congregation  that  no  immediate 
action  be  taken  on  purchasing  this 
property.  With  this  action  taken  it 
was  only  a  matter  of  hours  until  God 
opened  the  door  to  secure  our  present 
plant. 

The  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Rip- 
on  began  as  a  Bible  class  in  the  sum- 
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mer  of  1966.  The  teacher  was  Rev. 
Lyle  Marvin,  then  pastor  of  the  San 
Jose  church.  Sunday  morning  services 
began  on  April  2,  1967  and  at  that 
time  Mr.  Richard  Skites  was  called  to 
serve  as  a  lay  pastor.  The  local  Ameri- 
can Legion  Hall  was  secured  and  pro- 
vided an  adequate  meeting  place.  The 
infant  congregation  enjoyed  many  ex- 
periences of  Christian  growth  and  spir- 
itual victories  at  this  location. 

The  group  applied  to  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  for  assistance, 
and  we  were  accepted  as  a  home- 
mission  church  in  their  annual  meeting 
during  August  of  1968.  At  the  same 
time  I  was  approved  for  a  full-time 
ministry.  This  was  made  possible  by 
the  help  of  Brethren  Minute-Men  in 
our  Fellowship.  The  first  Sunday  of 
the  new  year  1969  we  closed  our  char- 
ter membership  with  twenty-six  people 
affixing  their  names  to  the  charter. 

The  Nor-Cal  District,  of  which  we 
are  a  part,  has  been  a  great  help  in  the 
starting  of  this  new  testimony  for 
Christ.  Brethren  throughout  our  Fel- 
lowship have  helped  us  through  their 
gifts  to  Brethren  Home  Missions  and 
by  investing  in  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation.    Without  the  help  of  all

these,  and  especially  the  Brethren  In- 
vestment Foundation  who  placed  the 
funds  in  escrow,  we  could  not  have 
occupied  and  dedicated  our  new  church 
home. 

Our  existence  as  a  church  has  been 
short,  but  it  has  been  exciting  to  see 
the  Lord  work.  Representatives  of  the 
Christian  Day  School  were  present  for 
the  dedication  and  were  extremely 
happy  that  the  building  they  built  and 
dedicated  was  to  continue  to  serve  the 
same  purpose— to  honor  and  glorify 
Jesus  Christ  through  the  presentation 
of  His  Holy  Word,  the  Bible. 

The    dedication   day   did  not   end 


with  the  dedication  service.  Rev.  Mar- 
tin Garber,  a  missionary  to  Africa,  and 
a  onetime  resident  of  Ripon  just  re- 
turned from  the  field  a  few  days  before 
and  was  present  for  a  missionary-gospel 
hour  at  7  p.m.  This  is  a  mission  church 
with  a  missionary  vision. 

A  quote  from  the  local  newspaper 
account  would  best  express  our  feel- 
ings for  the  victories  at  Ripon,  Cali- 
fornia, that  led  to  this  occasion.  "Per- 
haps the  most  significant  note  of  the 
entire  day  was  to  be  found  in  the  words 
of  the  Doxology  which  began  and 
closed  the  services  of  the  day,  'Praise 
God  from  whom  all  blessings  flow.'  "  T

^After  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Bruce  Button 
left  for  Beaumont,  we  moved  into  the 
Mission  residence,  a  much  larger  place 
than  our  four-room  apartment.  Al- 
though it  is  quieter  where  we  are  now, 
we  do  miss  our  apartment  and  our 
neighbors— some  very  nice  people.  We 
had  come  to  be  a  part  of  most  of  them. 

One  of  these  neighbors,  Mrs.  G.,  is 
a  little  lady  of  seventy-five  years  of 
age,  and  very  picturesque  with  her 
black  eye  patch  worn  because  of  glau- 
coma. As  we  would  go  out  and  in, 
there  were  times  we  would  meet  this 
one  taking  her  walk  or  waiting  for  the 
mailman.  On  many  of  these  occasions 
we  talked.  We  listened  to  her  story  of 
different  things  that  happened  in  her 
life,  her  children,  and  grandchildren. 
Of  course,  she  was  interested  in  our 
life,  too,  always  asking  if  we  had  heard 
from  our  children. 

One  day  another  neighbor  told  us 
Mrs.  G.  was  in  the  hospital.  When 
my  husband  paid  her  a  visit,  she  was 
delighted  to  see  him.  He  asked  her  if 
he  could  read  the  Scriptures  and  pray, 
to  which  she  gave  her  consent.  So  he 
read  a  Psalm  and  had  prayer.  On  the 
next  visit  we  went  together  and  how 
overjoyed  this  little  lady  was  to  see  us. 
Again,  John  read  the  Scripture  and  re- 
membered her  in  prayer.  She  was 
moved  to  a  convalescent  hospital  and 
no  one  seemed  to  know  exactly  where. 
After  asking  around,  we  finally  had 
things  pinned  down  to  a  certain  sec- 
tion. For  about  two  weeks  we  went 
in  and  out  of  these  convalescent  hos- 
pitals asking  for  her.  Our  search 
brought  success— for  one  day  we  found 


her.  Her  face  reflected  happiness  when 
she  saw  us  come  into  her  room.

Each  time  he  had  done  this  she  was 
so  profuse  in  her  thanks  and  upon 
leaving  her  room,  John  would  always 
say,  "Refuah  Shelemah,"  which  is  to 
say,  "May  God  grant  you  a  speedy  re- 
covery." How  her  face  would  light  up 
when  she  heard  this  expression.  After 
a  few  months  and  a  few  more  visits, 
Mrs.  G.  came  home.  We  looked  in  on 
her  a  few  times,  and  now  back  in  her 
own  home  we  could  talk  more  freely 
of  the  Messiah.  She  would  always  tell 
us  that  she  looked  for  the  light  in  our 
apartment  each  night.  You  see,  even 
though  we  were  out,  we  would  leave 
the  light  on  and  this  made  her  feel  like 
she  had  a  friend  close  at  hand. 

When  we  were  going  to  leave  last 
summer,  she  was  concerned  because 
we  were  going  away.  Even  though  we 
informed  her  we  would  be  back,  Lord 
willing,  she  would  say,  "Oh,  I  am  going 
to  miss  the  light."  Then,  came  the  day 
we  were  to  leave  and  she  was  watching 
us.  She  said,  "Three  times  you  blessed 
me  in  the  hospital,  now  I  am  going  to 
bless  you."  And,  she  gave  us  her  bless- 
ing for  a  safe  trip  and  asked  us  to  hurry 
back  so  she  would  not  have  to  miss 
the  light. 

On  the  hottest  day  it  was  our  lot  to 
arrive  back  in  California.  As  we  came 
up  our  driveway,  there  was  Mrs.  G. 
and  some  other  neighbors  sitting  out 
in  the  court  sipping  ice  water.  When 
they  realized  it  was  our  car,  they  all 
shouted  and  got   off  their  chairs  to 


greet  us.  I  was  kissed  by  all  the  ladies, 
and  John  was  welcomed  back  with 
much  handshaking.  And,  with  typical 
Jewish  hospitality,  ice  water  was 
brought  out  for  me  to  drink.  We  had 
not  expected  a  reception  like  this,  but 
it  was  good  to  be  back  among  them 
again.  Mrs.  G.  exclaimed,  "Now,  I'll 
see  the  light  again." 

There  have  been  many  opportu- 
nities to  talk  to  this  dear  lady.  She 
would  stop  us  and  ask  something 
which  would  lead  into  a  good  conver- 
sation. After  she  listened  to  a  radio- 
discussion  program  on  religion,  she 
would  have  to  ask  John  questions.  We 
praise  the  Lord  for  the  good  openings 
this  has  given  us. 

She  felt  very  bad  about  our  moving 
away.  "It  will  not  be  the  same  without 
you.  I  have  come  to  depend  on  seeing 
you  and  I'll  miss  your  light,  too."  I 
assured  her  that  new  neighbors  would 
move  in  and  she  would  have  their 
lights  for  company.  According  to  her, 
this  would  not  be  the  same.  (May  our 
light  so  shine  that  she  may  see  Christ.) 
We  then  promised  to  get  back  and 
visit  her. 

This  dear  one  is  on  our  call-back 
list.  John  has  called  on  her  several 
times  since  we  moved;  she  is  still  the 
dear  little  lady,  asking  questions  and 
discussing  things  of  the  Scriptures. 

How  we  yearn  for  this  one  to  really 
see  the  Light,  our  Lord  Jesus  as  her 
Messiah!  She  would  not  have  to  miss 
the  light  then  because  she  would  have 
the  Light  of  the  World  as  her  own 
Saviour  and  Comforter.  Pray  for  her,

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e  were  an  average  middle  class, 
lappy  family— or  so  I  thought,  with 
hree  boys:  Jim,  twenty-one  years  of 
ige  and  married;  Jerry,  eighteen,  a 
enior;  and  Mark,  thirteen,  and  in  the 
ighth  grade— also  the  sparkle  in  our 
amily.  Mark  was  the  one  who  gave  so 
nuch  love  to  everyone,  did  most  of 
he  work  around  the  house  as  he  said, 
'Mom  works  all  the  time  and  Jerry 
:an't  help  it  if  he's  lazy."  (I  work 
ull-time  in  a  factory  and  part-time 
t  my  folks'  fruit  market). 

We  didn't  go  to  church  much.  Life 
vas  too  busy— or  so  we  thought— 
vhat  with  working  and  having  friends 
iver  on  Saturday  night.  Jerry  and 
lark  went  to  Sunday  school  with 
leighbors  for  a  while.  They  each 
eceived  a  Bible  for  attending  reg- 
ilarly.  Mark  was  proud  of  his  Bible, 
nd  he  memorized  so  many  verses.  He 
vould  say,  "Mom,  I  wish  you  would 
;o  to  church  with  us."  But  soon  we 
lidn't  even  get  up  to  send  the  boys  to 
iunday  school.  Sometimes  I  would 
ee  Mark  kneeling,  saying  his  prayers 
t  bedtime. 


Then  it  happened!  On  September 
14,  1968  Mark  was  gone!  He  and  his 
best  friend,  Terry  Waddell,  were  killed 
by  a  car  while  riding  a  bicycle.  "Oh 
God,  how  can  I  bear  this?"  Rev. 
Robert  Poirier  came  to  see  us.  In  my 
shock  I  began  to  listen  as  he  read 
Scripture  to  us,  telling  all  about  our 
Lord  and  all  of  His  promises  to  us 
if  we  believed  and  gave  ourselves  to 
Him.  Then  I  knew  our  precious, 
lovable  Mark  was  happy  and  with  the 
Lord. 

My  husband,  Joe,  and  I  read  the 
Bible  daily,  and  prayed  that  God 
would  give  us  the  strength  to  bear 
our  sorrow  and  to  try  to  understand 
why.  We  went  to  church  now  at 
Grace  Brethren  every  Sunday.  I  was 
amazed  at  how  I  was  beginning  to 
understand  the  Bible  in  this  new  Bible- 
teaching  church.  I  just  couldn't  find 
out  enough  about  Jesus  Christ  and 
how  much  He  loved  us;  especially  how 
He  loved  little  children. 

Then  I  gave  myself  to  the  Lord- 
and  it  came  to  me  that  God  took 
Mark  to  heaven  while  he  was  a  child

of  God,  in  his  love  of  the  Lord, 
with  no  help  from  his  parents,  and 
in  this  way  all  of  his  loved  ones 
were  turning  to  God  in  their  sorrow.

the  church.  Joe  and  Jerry  are  growing 
in  the  Lord— Joe  recently  dedicated 
his  life  completely  to  the  Lord.  Jim 
and  his  wife  haven't  yet  turned  to 
God  but  my  daily  prayer  is  that  they, 
too,  will  soon  see  the  light. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  adopting 
two  children  between  the  ages  of  six 
and  seven.  We  have  so  much  love 
to  give;  we  know  these  can't  take 
Mark's  place,  as  he  will  always  have 
a  very  special  place  in  our  hearts, 
but  we  now  feel  joy  with  our  sorrow,

Dear  Sir: 

This  is  the  comment  we  wish  to  make  regarding  the  article  in 
the  April  5,  1969,  Herald  "Too  Many  Churches,"  by  Richard 
Kriegbaum.  Because  of  our  experiences  during  forty  years  of 
ministry  in  various  areas  of  God's  work,  we  heartily  agree  with 
most  of  this  article.   "The  indiginous  church  is  stronger  spiritually 
and  responsible"  has  proven  true,  and  it  certainly  is  more  able  to 
meet  emergencies.  It  has  been  our  experience  that  a  Spirit-filled 
man  is  essential  in  the  carrying  out  of  God's  commission.  Many 
men  without  college  or  formal  seminary  training  have  proved  to  be 
strong  in  the  Lord.  In  some  areas,  this  type  of  leader  can  fit  more 
completely  into  the  church  members'  lives.   Assurance  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  a  person  is  a  first  requirement  for  effective  Christian 
service  of  any  kind.  Often  we  have  stood  in  awe  at  the  faithfulness, 
witnessing,  and  counseling  of  such  God-led  people.  Also  we  have 
seen  these  qualities  in  educated  men,  thank  God,  and  know  they 
are  the  ones  who  must  bear  the  greatest  burdens  of  the  church,  in 
all  its  outreach. 

We  feel  that  the  uneducated  servant  of  God  should  not  be  dis- 
counted or  discouraged,  and  should  be  used  where  his  services  can 
be  effective  for  the  Lord. 

Small  groups  are  the  ideal  ones  for  a  growing  Christian  to 
practice  his  faith  and  to  gain  understanding  of  how  God  works  with 
men.  This  is  necessary  for  Christian  growth.  We  believe  in  edu- 
cation, having  seen  our  children  through  college  and  seminary,  four 
having  served  in  their  capacity  in  the  ministry.  But  we  know  that 
the  first  requirement  is  gaining  Christ  as  personal  Saviour  and 
Friend,  to  be  an  effective  witness  for  Him.

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  before  me  the  Missionary  Herald  of  April  5,  1969  and  the 
article  entitled  "Too  Many  Churches"  by  Richard  Kriegbaum.  Since 
you  have  asked  for  comments  on  Mr.  Kriegbaum's  views  I  take  this 
opportunity  to  make  some  observations. 

Initially,  I  think  the  article  was  not  the  type  of  article  which 
should  appear  in  our  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  publication.  It 
would  have  been  more  acceptable,  and  suitable,  to  the  Pastor's 
Herald  since  it  contained  views  which  in  themselves  seemed  con- 
trary to  what  we  commonly  believe  to  be  the  Brethren  position. 
Although  one  could  not  negate  the  validity  of  "all"  that  Mr. 
Kriegbaum  has  said  I  am  certain  that  many  individuals,  both  lay- 
men and  pastors,  will  interpret  his  views  differently.  In  a  day 
when  we  need  a  cohesiveness  in  our  Brethren  fellowship  it  does 
seem  improper  to  aggravate  further  a  devisive  atmosphere. 

It  furthermore  seems  to  be  a  subtle  attack  on  our  existing  home- 
missions  program  in  the  Brethren  church.  I  feel  confident  that 
Mr.  Kriegbaum  did  not  intend  this,  but  I'm  sure  his  remarks  will 


be  construed  as  such.  Listed  below  are  some  of  the  statements, 
references,  and  innuendos  which  I  personally  find  objectionable. 

1.  First  of  all,  in  his  first  paragraph  he  insinuates  that  the 
statistical  figures  of  attendances  are  not  correct. 

2.  His  statement  "since  we  strive  to  provide  a  seminary  graduate 
for  every  one  of  these  groups  we  have  too  many  local  churches 
and  too  many  spiritually  dead  ones"  seems  to  be  a  rather  ego- 
tistical evaluation  of  the  present  status  quo. 

3.  By  what  God-given  discernment  does  he  determine  what 
local  congregations  are  "extra"? 

4.  Is  he  indicating  that  all  of  our  Brethren  churches  below 
200  are  not  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit? 

5.  In  one  sentence  he  derogates  the  importance  of  the  pastor 
and  then  on  the  other  hand  indicates  that  his  job  is  so  important 
that  only  a  few  are  actually  qualified. 

6.  Where  did  he  learn  that  the  first  important  step  for  revival 
is  "forming  small  groups"  within  a  large  group?  Perhaps  no  single 
factor  in  church  history  has  caused  so  much  havoc  in  the  local 
church  as  this  one  concept. 

7.  His  classifications  of  denominational  distinction  as  "narrow 
sectarianism"  does  seem  to  me  to  be  rather  presumptious. 

8.  How  does  he  explain  the  fact  that  if  the  logical  size  for  a  con- 
gregation is  one-hundred-fifty,  more  or  less,  the  apparent  success  of 
some  of  our  more  progressive  churches? 

9.  His  reference  to  the  church  in  Africa  seems  a  little  ironic  in 
the  light  of  our  present  dilemma  in  that  country. 

10.  It  would  be  interesting  to  hear  Mr.  Kriegbaum's  recommen- 
dation and  instruction  on  how  we  would  ever  decide  who  was  to  be 
the  "professional  ecclesiastical  executive." 

11.  Like  so  many  others  he  throws  about  the  expression  "human 
traditions"  without  any  explanation  as  to  what  he  is  referring  to. 
Frankly,  if  I'm  to  break  loose  from  the  "stagnation"  of  such  a  con- 
dition I  ought  to  know  exactly  what  it  is  I'm  to  break  loose  from. 

12.  I'm  still  waiting  to  see  one  successful  church  that  made  it  with- 
out the  direction  and  leadership  of  one  of  God's  "undershepherds." 

Perhaps  there  are  other  things  in  the  article  with  which  I  disagree 
but  I  think  I  have  included  the  major  issues  of  objections.  I  frankly 
hope  that  articles  such  as  this  that  are  so  divergent  from  our  more 
accepted  and  customary  methods  of  operation  would  not  appear  in 
the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald.  If  some  of  our  men  have  ideas  to 
present  perhaps  it  would  be  a  good  suggestion  to  present  them  in 
the  Pastor's  Herald.   It  may  be  that  I  am  overly  sensitive  as  the 
Western  Field  Secretary  of  the  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council. 
But  I  do  not  agree  at  all  that  simply  because  a  church  is  small  that 
it  cannot  be  a  wholesome,  mature,  and  robust  spiritual  church.

Dear  Sir: 

In  my  opinion,  Richard  Kriegbaum  is  to  be  commended  for  his 
thoughtful  (although  possibly  abrupt)  article  on  the  subject  of  the 
local  church.  I  feel  also  that  you  are  to  be  commended  for  your 
willingness  to  print  it  since  it  is  quite  untraditional  and  likely  to  be 
criticized. 

Mr.  Kriegbaum  perhaps  reflects  a  certain  amount  of  naiveness 
and  inexperience  in  respect  to  the  pastorate  as  he  quite  dogmatically 
sets  forth  his  proposals.  However,  I  am  glad  that  someone  who  is 
thinking  such  thoughts  has  been  willing  to  get  them  down  and 
communicate  them.  His  reference  to  the  folly  of  people  merely 
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"going  to  church"  instead  of  "being  the  church"  is  extremely  well 
put.  Pastor's  are  probably  as  guilty  as  anyone  in  encouraging  this 
with  our  passion  for  showy  statistics  and  the  success  image.  We 
have  been  rather  content  to  not  tamper  too  much  with  the  im- 
pression that  many  Christians  carry -that  the  Christian  life  consists 
primarily  of  regular  trips  to  the  sanctuary  where  the  head  count  and 
the  offering  is  taken. 

I  find  there  is  an  increasing  willingness  to  bluntly  question 
some  of  the  church  traditions.  I'm  inclined  to  feel  this  is  good 
although  111  confess  I'm  a  little  frightened  at  some  of  its  dangers. 
Recently  I've  encountered  three  or  four  cases  where  families  have 
withdrawn  from  the  larger  assembly  to  gather  in  home-study 
groups.  It  is  unfortunate  when  individuals  feel  that  they  must  for- 
sake one  for  the  other  and  especially  unfortunate  when  their 
motivation,  partly  at  least,  is  an  inability  to  work  well  with  a  group 
in  which  they  themselves  are  not  leading.  However,  there  is  more 
involved  than  just  that  .  .  .  there  is  some  genuine  fatigue  I  believe 
with  this  business  of  "holding  services"  where,  in  the  minds  of  most, 
the  performance  of  the  pastor  determines  the  quality  of  the  thing 
and  where  vital  personal  involvement  is  at  a  minimum. 

We  need  to  be  extremely  cautious  in  knocking  down  old 
structures,  but  we  must  also  be  alert  to  the  possibility  that  some  of 
the  old  structures  might  be  rotting  and  ready  to  collapse  on  us.  Cer- 
tainly a  bold  willingness  to  be  led  of  the  Spirit  without  slavish  re- 
gard to  what  this  might  do  to  "business  as  usual,"  is  absolutely  vital 
to  obeying  the  Christian  commission.

Dear  Sir: 

Just  finished  reading  the  article,  "Too  Many  Churches,"  regard- 
ing which  you  invite  comments.  So  while  it's  all  more  or  less  fresh 
on  my  mind,  and  since  I  needed  to  write  anyway,  will  get  off  a  few 
thoughts: 

1.  I'm  not  sure  whether  he  was  advocating  the  unification  of 
denominations  or  not,  although  in  one  part  I  got  the  impression 
that  he  was.  But  even  if  it  were  limited  to  fundamental  groups,  I 
don't  think  it  would  work. 

2.  Referring  to  the  church  building  as  "the  church"  and  attend- 
ing the  services  as  "going  to  church"  seems  to  me  to  be  a  matter  of 
just  using  the  wrong  terminology.  Even  though  we  don't  express 
ourselves  correctly -which,  of  course,  is  a  bad  habit-I  think  we 
know  what  we  mean.  It  would  be  better  to  say  it  correctly;  but  to 
me,  at  least,  it  doesn't  seem  important  enough  to  make  an  issue  of 
it. 

3.  The  author  has  a  good  point  in  regard  to  the  general  in- 
activity of  the  members  and  the  practice  of  sitting  back  and  letting 
the  pastor  do  it  all.   And  if  one  man  had  to  pastor  several  congre- 
gations, the  members  would  be  forced  into  fuller  participation. 

4.  From  the  context  I  wasn't  sure;  but  the  title,  anyway,  gives 
the  idea  that  the  author  is  in  favor  of  fewer  church  buildings,  having 
several  congregations  use  the  same  facilities.  But  one  of  the 
purposes  of  the  local  church  building  is  to  reach  the  neighborhood, 
and  this  purpose  wouldn't  be  accomplished  very  well  with  only  a 
central  church.  Well,  this  plan  would  be  all  right,  perhaps,  in  small 
cities;  but  I  doubt  that  most  people  in  the  really  large  cities  would 
be  willing  to  fight  traffic  for  such  a  long  time  to  get  to  church 
services.  Home  Bible  classes  are  good  for  adults  and  even  young 
people;  but  kids  need  graded  classes- VBS,  and  so  forth,  which 
require  larger  facilities  and  more  personnel. 

5.  In  the  first  paragraph  of  the  middle  column  of  page  16  he 
states  that  after  Paul  established  a  church,  he  left  it,  after  which  the 
members  were  on  their  own.  But  what  about  Ephesus?  I  under- 
stand that  after  the  initial  gathering  together  of  a  few  believers  it 
was  left  in  the  hands  of  Aquila  and  Priscilla,  later  Paul  returned 
and  pastored  the  church  for  three  years,  and  after  that  Paul  sent 
Timothy -who  wasn't  a  local  boy -to  pastor  the  flock. 

6.  Can  we  limit  ourselves  in  methods  to  only  what  we  find 
mentioned  in  the  New  Testament?  This  is  also  Watchman  Nee's 
position-as  I'm  sure  you  know -but  it  would  eliminate  a  lot  of 
valuable  tools  such  as  literature,  gospel  broadcasts,  Bible  corres- 
pondence courses,  and  so  on.  Personally,  such  a  view  seems  much 
too  extreme  and  unnecessary. 

7.  The  author  is  very  right  when  he  says  that  congregations 
fail  in  good  measure  to  seek  the  leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  But  it 
doesn't  seem  that  people  who  don't  learn  to  discern  the  Spirit's 
leading  day-by-day  in  their  own  lives  would  be  able  to  discern  His 
leading  in  church  affairs.  So  the  problem  would  be  how  to  bring 
this  about  in  the  lives  of  at  least  the  majority  of  the  members. 

8.  The  general  plan  for  the  church  that  he  suggests  seems  to  be 
much  the  same  as  that  followed  by  the  Plymouth  Brethren;  but  this 
denomination  hasn't  grown  more  rapidly  than  a  lot  of  others  whose 
plan  is  quite  different,  and  its  people  aren't  more  spiritual. 

Well,  I  guess  that's  enough  on  that  subject.

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I  he  chief  end  of  man  is  to  glorify 
God  and  enjoy  Him  forever.  A  will  can 
be  the  last  act  of  glorification.  Cer- 
tainly no  other  can  be  later  in  time! 
The  following  brief  questions  and  an- 
swers are  offered  with  the  hope  they 
may  prove  beneficial  to  you  as  you 
care  for  your  business— and  God's  busi- 
ness. 

Q.  What  happens  if  I  die  without  a  will? 
A.  If  you  have  no  will,  the  state  stat- 
utes dictate  how  the  property  will 
be  disposed  of— this  will  depend  on 
number  and  relationship  of  heirs, 
where  property  is  located,  and  how 
title  to  property  is  held.  But  what 
is  more  important— you  have  no 
choice.  The  state  statutes  prevail 
unless  you  have  made  a  will. 
Q.  Isn't  the  state  law  fair  and  equitable? 
A.  That  depends  on  your  particular  cir- 
cumstances. The  statutes  are  rigid 
and  inflexible.  They  are  designed  to 
facilitate  orderly  distribution  of 
property,  with  little  consideration 
for  individual  or  family  require- 
ments, and  certainly  no  consider- 
ation for  the  Lord's  work.  It  ought 
to  be  the  desire  of  every  Christian 
to  include  the  Lord  and  His  work 
in  their  will.  Often  the  statutes  re- 
quire distribution  to  persons  other 
than  those  the  testator  would  have 
chosen  and  in  shares  other  than 
what  the  testator  might  have  de- 
sired. 

Q.  Do  I  need  to  have  an  attorney  pre- 
pare my  will? 

A.  Not  necessarily,  but  strongly  recom- 
mended. There  are  many  pitfalls 
to  a  handwritten  will,  which  is  the 
only  kind  you  can  do  by  yourself. 
Even  it  must  be  technically  and 
legally  correct. 

Q.  If  I  decide  to  change  my  will,  what 
must  I  do? 

A.  There  are  two  ways  to  revise  a  will: 
By  use  of  a  codicil  or  amendment; 
By  revocation  of  former  will  and 
preparation  of  a  new  one. 

Q.  When  is  the  best  time  to  make  a  will? 

A.  Now,  or  at  the  first  opportunity. 
There  is  a  great  satisfaction  in  know- 
ing you  have  provided  for  the  or- 
derly distribution  of  your  worldly 


goods  with  maximum  tax  savings. 

And  much  spiritual  gratification  to 

know  God's  purposes  are  included. 
Q.  What  is  meant  by  "capacity  to  make 

a  will"? 
A.  1.  A  person  must  be  of  legal  age  and 

2.  Be  of  sound  mind— which  requires 
that  he  comprehends  he  is  mak- 
ing a  will; he  realizes  the  property 
he  disposes  of  is  his;  knows  the 
person  who  naturally  will  be  ex- 
pected to  claim  on  his  estate.

Q.  What  are  the  dangers  of  a  will  being 
contested? 

A.  There  are  at  least  six  reasons  for 
contesting  a  will:  1.  Not  properly 
executed  (or  incorrect  in  form  or 
procedure).  2.  Testator  did  not  have 
capacity  to  create  the  will.  3.  Testa- 
tor was  acting  under  influence  of 
others.  4.  Testator  was  defrauded. 
5.  Will  is  claimed  to  be  a  forgery.  6. 
Revoked  by  rule  of  law  (subsequent 
events  as  marriage  or  births  may 
render  will  inconsistent  with  state 


statutes    regarding    distribution    of 
property. 
Q.  How  much  property  should  I  have 
before  making  a  will? 

A.  Practically  everyone  should  have"  a 
will.  Obviously,  anyone  with  per- 
sonal desires  as  to  property  disposi- 
tion and  with  preference  as  to  cer- 
tain heirs  must  have  a  will. 
Q.  What  is  the  cost  of  a  properly  drawn 

will? 
A.  Very  little.  Most  competent  lawyers 
will  draft  a  will  for  as  little  as  fifteen 
dollars  to  fifty  dollars.  If  the  estate 
is  very  large  and  the  tax  complica- 
tions dictate  that  trusts  are  indi- 
cated, the  cost  may  be  somewhat 
more. 
Q.  Who  should  receive  my  church  be- 
quest? 
A.  This  is  for  you  to  decide.  If  you 
would  like  to  discuss  this  with  your 
pastor  or  anyone  representing  the 
national  boards,  or  the  Brethren  Fi- 
nancial Planning  Service,  which  rep- 
resents all  our  boards,  be  free  to  con- 
tact any  of  these  in  complete  confi- 
dence. Remember,  your  estate  is  al- 
lowed a  deduction  for  the  amount 
given  to  any  of  your  church  boards. 
Q.  Is  a  life  insurance  program  a  sub- 
stitute for  a  will? 
A.  No.  Life  insurance  is  only  one  kind 
of  property  which  a  person  may 
own.  If  a  life  insurance  policy  is 
payable  to  an  individual,  the  will  of 
the  insured  has  no  effect  on  the  pro- 
ceeds. This  is  also  true  if  you  name 
one  of  our  Brethren  boards  as  your 
beneficiary,  thus  you  are  able  to 
continue  supporting  the  Lord's  work 
beyond  your  lifetime. 
Q.  Does  a  will  reduce  inheritance  and 

other  taxes? 
A.  Yes.    A  properly  prepared  will  may 
reduce  the  taxes  that  have  to  be 
paid.

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EPA  SPECIAL-When  the  astronauts'  moon 
boots  took  their  first  steps  toward  a  new  horizon, 
they  triggered  far-ranging  theological  speculation 
about  the  limits  of  man  in  the  universe  God 
created. 

Dr.  Harlow  Shapley,  eminent  astronomer  who 
has  directed  the  Harvard  Observatory  for  30  years, 
concludes  that  "high-life  locations,"  or  places 
where  conditions  would  permit  the  development  of 
a  high  form  of  life,  probably  exist  on  1 00  trillion 
planets  of  the  universe.  "We  are  not  alone,"  he 
says,  "although  generations  of  theologians  have 
sounded  like  it,  and  civilized  man  has  acted  like  it." 

Conservative  scholar,  Dr.  Charles  T.  Feinberg, 
dean  of  Talbot  Theological  Seminary  of  La  Mirada, 
Calif.,  does  not  believe  scientific  advances  are  out  of 
place.  "The  scientific  spirit  is  a  spirit  we  should 
have,"  he  told  the  Los  Angeles  Times. 

The  Rev.  Paul  D.  Urbano,  minister  of  All  Saints 
Episcopal  Church  in  Phoenix,  Arizona,  expressed 
amazement  that  anyone  would  think  that  now  a 
new  "astro-theology"  must  result  from  man's  con- 
frontation with  space  and  probing  toward  the  new 
world  it  contains. 

"I  always  thought  we  had  an  'astro-theology,'" 
he  wrote  in  a  recent  article  for  the  Arizona  Re- 
public.  "Christian  theology  was  never  'invented,'  " 
said  Father  Urbano.   ".  .  .A  lot  of  humanly  imag- 
ined nonsense  has,  of  course,  got  mixed  up  with  it. 
But  its  foundations  are  in  revelation,  and  revelation 
is  God  telling  us  something  which,  without  revela- 
tion, we  could  not  know." 

NEW  YORK  (EP)-A  total  of  103  heroin  users 
died  in  New  York  City  between  May  30  and 
June  30— twice  the  usual  number  for  a  month,  ac- 
cording to  the  New  York  Times. 

Negro  teens  accounted  for  a  disproportionate 
number  of  deaths,  the  Medical  Examiner's  office 
reported. 

HARRISBURG,  PA,  (EP)-A  proposal  to  legal- 
ize Sunday  liquor  sales  in  restaurants  and  hotels  in 
Pennsylvania,  subject  to  local  option,  was  defeated 
in  the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  House  vote  against  the  issue  was  106-88. 
Under  terms  of  the  bill,  cities,  boroughs  and  town- 
ships would  have  voted  on  whether  to  permit  Sun- 
day sales  between  1  p.m.  and  10  p.m.  in  restau- 
rants and  hotels  which  receive  at  least  55  percent 
of  their  gross  income  from  food  and  non-alcoholic 
beverage  sales. 


JERUSALEM  (EP)-The  entire  length  of  the 
Wailing  Wall  (now  often  called  the  Western  Wall), 
Judaism's  most  sacred  shrine,  will  be  excavated 
and  made  visible  for  the  first  time  in  nearly  2,000 
years,  archaeologists  announced  here. 

The  wall  has  been  an  object  of  pilgrimages  by 
Jews  since  ancient  times,  but  only  30  meters 
(about  1 00  feet)  of  it  were  accessible  before  Israel 
occupied  East  Jerusalem  in  1967  and  another  50 
meters  (162  feet)  were  cleared. 

Archaeologists  also  believe  that  the  still  buried 
wall  covers  the  remains  of  the  main  entrance  to  the 
Temple  Mountain,  site  of  the  Temple  of  Solomon. 
This  gate  was  the  chief  means  of  access  to  the 
Temple  from  the  city  proper  in  Biblical  times. 

ST.  LOUIS,  MO.  (EP)-There  is  little  mention  of 
heaven  and  hell  by  modern  theologians  attempting 
to  define  salvation,  says  a  professor  who  delivered 
a  paper  at  the  Fourth  National  Faith  and  Order 
Colloquium  here. 

Dr.  John  B.  Cobb,  Jr.,  theologian  at  the  School 
of  Theology  at  Claremont,  Calif.,  where  he  is 
Ingraham  Memorial  Professor  of  Theology,  stated 
that:   "Very  few  20th  Century  Protestant  theo- 
logians think  in  terms  of  heaven  and  hell."  He  said 
the  emphasis  on  defining  what  salvation  means  in 
this  life  rather  than  after  death  drew  no  voiced 
challenges  from  the  large  number  of  religious  think- 
ers from  conservative  churches— Greek  Orthodox, 
Roman  Catholic,  Southern  Baptist,  and  Missouri 
Synod  Lutherans. 

In  an  interview  with  the  Los  Angeles  Times  at 
his  office,  Dr.  Cobb  opined  that  some  participants 
may  have  kept  silent  on  the  subject,  possibly 
because  it  is  less  fashionable  today  to  speak  of  sal- 
vation from  the  fires  of  hell. 

His  paper  said  concerning  the  expectation  of 
"rewards  and  punishments,  heaven  and  hell,"  that 
"hardly  anyone  today  thinks  seriously  in  such 
terms." 

LOS  ANGELES  (EP)-Some  25,000  copies  of 
the  booklet  Good  News  by  a  Man  Named  John 
were  distributed  by  the  Pacific  Region  office  of  the 
American  Bible  Society  to  as  many  boys  at  the 
National  Boy  Scout  Jamboree  at  Farragut  State 
Park,  Idaho. 

Some  2,000  New  Testaments  in  Today's  English 
Version  were  made  available  to  the  boys,  according 
to  Dr.  Dean  S.  Collins,  executive  secretary  of  the 
ABS  office  here. 
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While  difficult  problems  are  treated  in  some 
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use  of  technical  terminology  thus  making 
this  book  a  helpful  tool  for  the  layman. 
Maps,  charts,  photographs,  and  limited  doc- 
umentation included  in  the  various  chapters 
will  be  valuable  assets  both  in  the  classroom

A  Clear  Sign  of  the  Times 

To  spiritual  people  schooled  in  the 
prophetic  Word,  the  surging  wave  of 
ecumenicism  spreading  across  the  world 
is  a  clear  sign  of  the  times.  The  recent 
visit  of  the  Pope  to  the  headquarters 
of  the  World  Council  of  Churches 
located  in  Geneva,  Switzerland,  gives 
new  impetus  to  the  movement.  This 
visit  has  provided  the  occasion  for  a 
new  round  of  discussions  all  across  the 
world.  No  pope  in  more  than  four 
hundred  years  has  visited  this  land  of 
John  Calvin  where  the  Reformation 
took  such  firm  root. 

The  visit  of  the  Pope  indicates  that 
there  is  a  growing  spirit  of  cooperation 
between  Protestantism  and  Roman 
Catholicism.  On  the  television  pro- 
gram, "Lamp  Unto  My  Feet,"  featured 
by  the  Columbia  Broadcasting  System 
on  Sunday  morning,  June  22,  the  sub- 
ject "How  One  The  Church"  was  dis- 
cussed in  dialogue  by  Dr.  John  Coven- 
try Smith,  representing  the  National 
Council  of  Churches,  and  Monsignor 
Bernard  F.  Law,  representing  the  Ro- 
man Catholic  Church.  The  remarks 
of  both  were  open,  but  restrained  and 
carefully  measured.  It  was  evident  that 
neither  wishes  to  venture  too  far  out 
on  a  limb. 

The  panel  discussion  leader  ven- 
tured the  question  concerning  the  ex- 
planation for  this  growing  spirit  of 
friendliness.  At  least  one  representa- 
tive suggested  the  leading  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.   To  most  people  this  will  sound 


The 


most  plausible.  But  to  those  who 
know  the  prophetic  Scriptures  there 
will  immediately  come  to  mind  the 
fact  that  there  is  a  great  evil  spirit  who 
is  moving  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
the  apostate  (I  John  4:1-6).  It  will  also 
be  recognized  that  when  this  ecumeni- 
cal organization  finally  comes  to  its 
full  form,  the  true  church  in  which 
the  Holy  Spirit  actually  resides  and 
works  will  be  gone  (II  Thess.  2:6-7). 
The  church  that  will  be  left  on  earth 
is  described  as  a  harlot  full  of  the  most 
degrading  wickedness  (Rev.  17). 

The  erosion  of  Biblical  theology  in 
the  thinking  of  ecclesiastical  leader- 
ship, both  Catholic  and  Protestant,  and 
among  the  laity,  is  paving  the  way  for 
the  promotion  of  this  movement.  With- 
out spiritual  guidelines  to  measure 
the  doctrines  and  direction  of  this 
movement,  people  are  thrown  back 
upon  human  limitations.  Cooperation, 
conciliation,  brotherliness  seem  right, 
as  over  against  fragmentation,  hostility, 
and  bitterness.  It  never  occurs  to  them 
that  the  light  of  the  Word  of  God  has 
been  extinguished,  and  in  its  place 
there  is  now  darkness;  that  the  redeem- 
ing power  of  God  in  Christ  has  been 
scuttled,  and  in  its  place  now  there  is 
the  putrifying  influence  of  the  old 
nature  which  finally  leads  to  perdition; 
that  the  predicted  triumph  of  the  true 
church  has  been  lost,  and  in  its  place 
there  is  now  the  gradual  formation  of 
the  harlot  church  which  will  come  to  a 
miserable  end  (Rev.  17:16-17).

The  ecumenical  discussion  now  in 
vogue  all  across  the  world  is  having 
its  effect  upon  people,  even  upon  those 
belonging  to  conservative  Christian 
circles.  There  is  a  plausibleness  about 
the  reasoning  that  appeals  to  the 
human  mind,  and  its  effect  is  like 
wine  that  causes  the  person  to  glow 
with  warmth,  yet  at  the  same  time 
gradually  produces  a  stupor  of  unreali- 
ty. When  this  movement  comes  to 
full  form,  the  Scriptures  declare  that 
"the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  have 
been  made  drunk  with  the  wine  of  her 
fornication"  (Rev.  17:2).  This  can 
mean  only  one  thing,  namely,  that  the 
vast  population  of  the  earth  will  have 
been  swept  into  this  ecclesiastical  or- 
ganization, blissfully  unaware  of  the 
fact  that  they  are  destined  for  destruc- 
tion and  perdition. 

The  Growing  Intimacy  With 
Government 

A  further  sign  of  the  times  is  the 
growing  intimacy  of  this  whole  ecu- 
menical movement  with  the  political 
structure  of  the  world.  The  Scriptures 
clearly  indicate  that  there  is  interrela- 
tion and  interaction  on  a  wide  and 
gigantic  scale.  With  this  organization 
"the  kings  of  the  earth  have  committed 
fornication"  (Rev.  17:2).  So  powerful 
does  this  organization  become  that  the 
potentates  of  earth  cannot  move  with- 
out reckoning  with  it.  This  harlot  sits 
"upon  a  scarlet  colored  beast"  (Rev. 
17:3),  and  "reigneth  over  the  kings  of 
the  earth"  (Rev.  17:18). 

The  explanation  for  this  apparent 
transition  in  the  area  of  concern  must 
be  traced  again  to  the  blacking  out  of 
Biblical  theology.  Having  lost  sight  of 
spiritual  matters,  there  is  only  one 
other  direction  in  which  to  turn,  and 
that  is  to  the  social,  that  area  which  is 
pre-eminently  the  concern  of  the  gov- 
ernments of  the  world.  Any  right- 
minded  person  cannot  help  but  see 
that  the  chief  concern  in  the  whole 
ecumenical  movement  is  in  the  social, 
racial,  and  cultural  areas  of  life.  Grad- 
ually the  whole  spiritual  area  is  dis- 
appearing entirely  from  view  by  being 
interpreted  in  terms  of  the  social. 
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This  means  that  the  church  must 
become  more  involved  in  the  political 
and  social  structure  of  the  world.  This 
involvement  is  growing  out  of  measure 
in  these  days,  and  this  is  further  evi- 
dence that  those  who  get  caught  in  the 
toils  of  this  monstrous  movement  are 
in  deadly  peril.  It  is  further  evidence 
that  all  those  churches  and  church 
interests  that  take  their  stand  for 
Biblical  and  conservative  Christianity 
may  well  expect  to  feel  the  lash  of 
criticism  from  this  movement,  and  the 
restraining  influence  of  government 
where  the  ecumenical  church  will  be 
exercising  its  power. 

Growing  Hostility  for  True  Saints 

The  outward  professions  of  brother- 
liness,  kindness,  and  altruism  of  the 
ecumenical  movement  are  not  to  be 
trusted.  These  may  appear  to  be 
genuine  as  viewed  by  men,  but  the 
quality  of  these  professions  have  yet 
to  be  tested.  Revelation  brings  to  the 
attention  of  the  people  of  God  a  scene 
which  gives  the  lie  to  all  this  empty 
profession.  "And  I  saw  the  woman 
drunken  with  the  blood  of  the  saints, 
and  with  the  blood  of  the  martyrs  of 


Jesus:  and  when  I  saw  her,  I  wondered 
with  great  admiration"  (Rev.  17:6). 

An  analysis  of  this  statement  reveals 
two  things:  first,  this  movement  has 
no  concern  for  holiness  of  life,  hence 
it  does  not  hesitate  to  destroy  the 
saints.  The  saints  are  holy  ones,  as 
the  word  means.  An  organization 
whose  offerings  to  the  world  consist 
of  abominations  and  filthiness  of  her 
fornication  (Rev.  17:4)  cannot  possi- 
bly look  with  favor  upon  holiness  or 
even  tolerate  it.  This  will  lead  to  per- 
secution of  those  who  walk  in  holiness 
and  even  to  death.  A  perusal  of  past 
history  will  help  to  verify  what  lies 
ahead. 

In  the  second  place,  this  whole 
movement  will  be  geared  to  destroy 
the  faith.  This  will  take  its  most  viru- 
lent form  in  the  killing  of  the  wit- 
nesses of  Jesus.  The  word  martyrs 
means  witnesses.  This  means  that  for 
the  testimony  of  their  faith  for  Christ, 
these  saints  will  be  put  to  death.  Even 
now  the  hostility  of  this  movement  is 
being  expressed  toward  those  circles  of 
believers  who  hold  to  "the  faith  which 
was  once  delivered  unto  the  saints"  as 
set  forth  in  the  Bible.    At  present,  in 


this  country,  this  hostility  is  being  ex- 
pressed in  veiled  and  subtle  forms.  But 
as  the  integration  with  government 
proceeds  and  material  power  falls  into 
its  hands,  this  movement  will  become 
far  more  bold  and  open  in  its  attack 
upon  true  believers. 

Witnessing,  as  we  do  today,  the 
demonstrations  of  violence  in  riot  and 
revolution  on  campus,  street,  and  fac- 
tory, it  is  not  beyond  the  realm  of 
possibility  that  the  same  unreasonable, 
impassioned  outbursts  may  be  felt  by 
the  people  of  God  within  the  very  near 
future.  In  a  day  when  peril  besets 
upon  every  hand  because  of  the  low 
level  to  which  the  morals  of  the  people 
have  fallen,  and  all  this  promoted  by 
the  loss  of  truth  in  the  proclamation 
of  the  professing  church,  there  is  no 
guarantee  that  the  true  church  will  not 
feel  the  lash  of  hatred  and  destruction 
which  smolders  beneath  the  ecumeni- 
cal movement. 

This  is  a  day  when  God's  people 
need  to  be  examining  themselves 
whether  they  be  in  the  faith,  and  gird- 
ing up  the  loins  of  determination  to 
promote  the  true  faith  with  grace  and 
gratuity.  T 


A  Word  of  Appreciation,  Explanation 


One  never  realizes  how  many  friends 
he  has  until  he  is  laid  physically  low 
upon  a  hospital  bed  by  the  providential 
hand  of  God.  Then  from  far  and  near 
come  expressions  of  goodwill  and 
wishes  for  recovery.  This  has  been  my 
experience  over  the  past  month.  Al- 
most from  the  beginning  there  has 
been  a  ceaseless  flow  of  get-well  cards, 
expressions  of  sincere  sympathy,  and 
promises  of  prayer  on  my  behalf. 
Even  long-distance  telephone  calls  from 
all  across  the  country  have  reached  me 
on  my  hospital  bed.  Any  number  of 
flowers  have  been  sent  in  to  flood  the 
atmosphere  with  beauty  and  fragrance. 

To  this  vast  throng  of  friends  and 
comforters,  beginning  with  the  good 
brethren  at  Portis,  Kansas,  I  want  to 
send  my  sincere  appreciation.  These 
expressions  of  goodwill  not  only  give 
me  encouragement  for  recovery,  but 
new  enthusiasm  for  the  duties  I  will 
undertake  once  more.  Your  continued 
prayers  will  be  a  constant  undergirding 
for  what  lies  ahead. 


As  is  often  the  case,  the  first  at- 
tempts at  diagnosing  the  physical  con- 
dition are  not  always  correct.  This  took 
place  in  the  hospital  at  Smith  Center, 
Kansas,  on  June  1 1 .  At  first  it  seemed 
that  I  had  suffered  a  light  heart  attack, 
but  almost  instant  recovery  from  the 
original  condition  suggested  the  possi- 
bility of  something  else.  Then  another 
attack,  which  did  not  respond  to  ef- 
forts to  treat  the  heart,  gave  even 
stronger  indication  that  it  was  not  the 
heart. 

Removal  to  the  hospital  at  Warsaw, 
Indiana,  on  June  24  for  closer  obser- 
vation very  shortly  revealed  that  the 
condition  was  a  highly  inflamed  gall- 
bladder. The  second  attack  would  not 
permit  any  further  delay  in  dealing 
with  the  situation,  so  an  operation  was 
performed  on  June  26.  This  proved 
just  preliminary  to  final  surgery  which 
will  take  place  approximately  four 
months  from  now. 

The  first  surgery  was  to  relieve  the 
inflammation    and    distension   of  the 


small  intestine  in  the  region  of  the 
gallbladder,  and  to  provide  a  means 
for  draining  the  gallbladder  in  the 
months  ahead.  Once  all  the  inflam- 
mation is  removed  and  there  has  been 
sufficient  reduction  of  weight  to  facili- 
tate further  surgery,  the  gallbladder 
will  then  be  removed. 

I  was  permitted  to  return  home 
July  9  and  from  this  point  on  will  be 
convalescent.  It  goes  without  saying, 
that  an  operation  of  this  dimension 
reduces  one's  strength  until  it  is  scarce- 
ly possible  to  move  about.  For  one 
who  is  used  to  moving  in  high  gear, 
this  is  indeed  a  slowing  down  of  activi- 
ty- 
All  of  us  are  thanking  God  that  the 
original  diagnosis  was  not  the  final  one. 
God  in  His  providential  grace  has  pre- 
served the  heart,  and  through  the  good 
offices  of  doctors  and  nurses  is  now 
providing  the  means  of  recovery.  My 
wife  joins  me  in  expressing  gratitude 
to  God  for  all  of  you  in  this  hour  of 
need,  and  for  the  recovery  I  have  now 
experienced,  by  July  14,  as  I  write  this 
brief  missive.— Dr.  Herman  A.  Hoyt,

Youth? 


( or  someone  ) 


"It's  probably  some  kid,"  is  a  com- 
ment you  hear  often  when  something 
wrong  happens  ...  a  car  races  through 
a  red  light,  vandalism  is  found  ...  "I 
just  pity  the  world  when  these  kids 
take  over."  But  the  adults  not  only 
say  that  about  youth  in  general,  but 
also  about  their  own  children.  "I 
can't  understand  them— that  awful 
music,  that  long  hair."  "They  don't 
listen  to  anything  I  say."  "He's  going 
to  make  a  mess  of  his  life  and  I'm  not 
going  to  stop  him." 

If  it  ever  was  true  that  children  were 
seen  and  not  heard,  it  certainly  was 
not  in  my  generation.  With  growing 
power  since  the  turn  of  the  decade, 
the  teens  and  youth  of  America  have 
become  a  force  to  be  reckoned  with— 
as  advertisers,  for  one,  well  know. 
They  style  their  cars  for  youth.  The 
hairdo  styles  start  there.  They  buy 
45  percent  of  all  soft  drinks,  81  per- 
cent of  all  single  records,  one  quarter 
of  the  wristwatches.  The  girls  spend 
$2  billion  a  year  on  clothes  alone.  The 
over  24  million  teens  in  our  country 
also  steal  a  lot.  Of  the  157,000  cases 
of  shoplifting  a  week,  over  half  are 
pilferers  under  21.  The  crime  rate  has 
risen  among  the  youth  for  so  many 
years,  and  J.  Edgar  Hoover  has  ex- 
pressed his  alarm  for  so  many  years, 
that  if  it  didn't  happen  we  would  be 
more  alarmed  ourselves. 

A  lot  of  teens  in  our  country  have 
three  main  interests:  1.  Members  of 
the  opposite  sex.  2.  Things  you  can 
buy  to  impress  members  of  the  op- 
posite sex,  and  3.  Places  you  can  go 
to  see  members  of  the  opposite  sex. 
And  while  some  of  the  interests  in  this 
area  are  healthy  and  normal,  some  of 
them  have  gotten  out  of  hand.  The 
good  teen  gets  labeled  a  goody-goody 
and  the  bad  is  "in,"  "with  it,"  "neat." 
If  Booth  Tarkington  wrote  his  book 
Seventeen  today  he  would  have  to  call 
it  Thirteen! 

The  generation  gap  has  always  ex- 
isted, but  it  has  never  been  as  wide  a 
gap  as  today.  Some  parents  say,  "I 
love  her  but  I  can't  understand  her." 
The  teens  say  they  love  their  parents 
but  they  don't  always  like  them  be- 
cause "parents  can't  understand  us." 

If  they  face  greater  problems  than 
ever,  teens  today  also  face  greater 
pressures.  School  is  harder  than  it  has 
ever  been,  and  the  need  to  go  to  col- 
lege is  bigger.  The  school  vies  for  more 
extracurricular  time  also,  and  usually 
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gets  it.    Sorry  about  that,  church  and 
home. 

Some  parents  push  their  young  chil- 
dren into  a  social  whirl  before  the  chil- 
dren want  it;  other  teens  mind  the 
pressure  of  the  draft  over  their  head, 
and  the  pressures  they  put  on  each 
other  to  be  in  stuff  at  school-in  the 
"in"  group. 

The  whole  problem  reminds  me  of 
the  airplane  whose  engines  had  conked 
out-much  to  the  dismay  of  every 
passenger  who  heard  the  failure.  After 
the  fourth  engine  quit,  the  pilot  came 
out  of  his  cabin  with  his  parachute  on 
and  said,  "Don't  worry  folks,  I'm  going 
for  help." 

A  lot  of  people  have  headed  for 
help  for  the  youth  problem,  but  I'm 
not  sure  if  they  will  be  back  or  if  they 
went  to  the  right  place. 

Our  society  has  not  done  a  whole 
lot  for  its  youth,  except  to  rush  them 
through  a  lot  of  things  they  could  best 
have  gone  at  slower,  publicize  the  bad 
ones,  show  that  society  itself  is  rotten 
at  the  core,  and  show  many  things  on 
screens  which  would  have  been  better 
left  unseen. 

Neither  will  the  schools  deal  with 
them  because  they  have  to  stay  away 
from  teaching  eternal  values-or  so  the 
court  says.  In  this  area  we  have  many 
who  are  very  interested  in  their  stu- 
dents; but  we  also  have  our  share  of 
the  kind  who  laugh  at  the  Bible,  smile 
at  the  immorality  present  in  the  high 
school,  and  leave  the  job  of  teaching 
Truth,  with  a  capital  "T,"  to  the 
Church  and  the  Home  and  the  Teen 
itself. 

I.  Church 

The  Bible  admonishes,  "Not  for- 
saking the  assembling  of  ourselves  to- 
gether." But  each  year  17  percent  of 
teens  attending  evangelical  churches 
overlook  that  command  and  drop  out 
-and  think  of  the  number  who  never 
start  in  the  first  place. 

You  have  to  admit  that  the  church 
faces  a  gigantic  task  in  this  matter.  As 
I  sat  with  my  friend-wife  at  a  recent, 
exciting  basketball  game,  we  watched 
mobile  cheerleaders  who  had  perfected 
their  motions  after  hours  of  hard  work; 
dedicated,  conditioned,  sometimes 
toothless,  players  who  had  given  up 
time  and  cake  to  play  so  well;  and 
loyal  high-schoolers  who  yelled  and 
jumped  and  rooted  as  if  their  lives  de- 
pended on  a  win,  and  I  guess  they  did. 


And  the  church  must  compete  and  in- 
vite these  same  teens  to  a  Bible  study 
or  a  prayer  meeting,  where  no  cheering 
is  allowed.  .  .  . 

But  teens  need  both  .  . .  and  /  wish 
more  of  them  realized  that  their  lives 
depended  on  that  Bible  study  and 
prayer,  on  Christian  fellowship  and 
advice.  And  I  wish  more  of  their 
parents  believed  that. 

Titus,  chapter  two,  verse  six;  "Ex- 
hort to  be  sober  minded."  This  is  par- 
tially the  job  of  the  church.  Through 
its  youth  groups,  study  and  discussion 
groups,  Bible  school  classes  and  in- 
dividual guidance  it  seeks  to  show  teens 
what  eternal  values  are  .  .  .  and  what 
really  counts  after  all  is  said  and  done, 
and  you  are  dead  and  gone. 

From  my  standpoint  many  of  the 
churches  of  the  nation  have  missed  the 
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boat  here  by  trying  to  go  along  with 
bad  trends  of  the  day,  and  agreeing 
with  the  new  theologies  that  say  bad 
tilings  are  good  if  you  have  the  right 
motives.  I  have  talked  to  youth  leaders 
who  as  much  as  laughed  as  they  re- 
ferred to  the  sinful  habits  of  their 
youth,  almost  braggingly  implying  that 
their  teens  were  wilder  than  yours. 

If  we  believe  anything  about  God's 
future  for  us,  we  must  never  depart 
from  our  task  to  teach  the  seriousness 
of  life,  of  dating,  of  studies,  of  home- 
life,  of  Bible  study  and  prayer,  of 
Christian  witness. 

"Flee  also  youthful  lusts  ..." 
(II  Tim.  2:22).  This  is  that  serious 
attitude  about  life  which  involves  con- 
victions about  things  that  are  wrong 
for  you  to  say  and  do.  You  can't 
teach  the  Bible  at  church  without 
teaching  negatives-they  are  all  through 


the  Bible.  And  the  church  must  help 
point  out  what  youthful  lusts  are  and 
help  point  teens  to  Christ  as  the 
strength  to  overcome. 

This  does  not  mean  that  negatives 
become  our  major  emphasis  ...  but 
far  too  many  churches  have  let  the 
clear  teachings  of  the  Bible  about 
what's  wrong  slide  down  the  drain  with 
the  nation's  morality. 

Sometimes  this  involves  the  church's 
sponsoring  events  just  so  the  youth 
have  a  better  place  to  go  than  some- 
where else  .  .  .  and  I'm  glad  to  be  a 
part  of  a  church  here  that  has  a  busy 
program  for  its  youth-not  a  perfect 
program-but  a  good  one. 

No  one  likes  rules  just  to  have  rules, 
but  the  Bible  gives  reasons  to  stay  away 
from  lusts-and  so  must  the  church. 

In  many  youth  groups  where  I  have 
been,  teens  have  rebelled  against  teach- 
ings of  the  church  because  they  learned 
that  certain  things  were  wrong  just  be- 
cause someone  said  they  were  wrong- 
so  don't  do  it.  The  Christian  youth 
must  see  it  in  the  Bible,  see  the  reasons, 
and  if  he  is  sober  minded  he  will  accept 
the  Lord's  negatives  for  him. 

"Let  no  man  despise  thy  youth;  but 
be  thou  an  example  ...  in  word,  in 
manner  of  life,  in  love,  in  faith,  in 
purity"  (I  Tim.  4:12  ASV).  This  is 
the  positive  teaching  of  the  church: 
To  show  that  the  Christian  life,  even 
when  you  are  in  high  school,  is  the 
most  rewarding  life,  the  happiest,  the 
most  respected.  To  show  that  the 
Christian  life  is  not  an  unhappy  struggle 
to  keep  yourself  away  from  certain 
things  as  it  is  a  happy  growth  to  know 
Jesus  Christ  better  in  every  area  of  life 
-to  march  with  Him  in  doing  good- 
to  stand  out  in  your  school  as  some- 
one who  has  the  courage  to  be  an  ex- 
ample of  what's  right-in  word,  man- 
ner, and  life. 

II.  Home 

The  first  reason  youth  dropped  out 
of  church— and  this  survey  was  in  con- 
servative churches-was  "the  inade- 
quacy of  Christian  training  and  en- 
couragement in  many  homes."  The 
church  has  a  hard  time  trying  to  do 
in  a  few  hours  of  a  week  what  the 
home  does  not  back  up  the  rest  of  the 
168  hours  in  the  week. 

From  the  Hippies  on  one  extreme 
to  the  youth  who  think  only  of  money 
and  things  on  the  other,  America's 
young  have  learned  perverted  values  at 
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home.  But,  not  all  of  them,  for  in  the 
Christian  homes,  that  are  Christian  all 
week,  youth  learn  to  enjoy  life  by  be- 
ing sober  minded,  running  from  lusts 
that  harm  the  brain  and  heart  and 
body. 

"Sober  minded."  The  home  teaches 
what  there  is  in  life  to  be  serious  about. 
It  either  teaches  something  good  or 
bad.  By  its  practice  it  may  teach  that 
money  or  television  is  the  most  im- 
portant thing  in  life— or  it  may  teach 
that  loving  and  knowing  and  serving 
Christ  is  primary. 

If  the  things  of  today  are  the  only 
interests  of  the  homes'  leaders,  one  has 
a  hard  time  getting  a  sober  outlook  on 
life. 

"Flee  youthful  lusts."  That's  not 
an  easy  problem  at  all-for  any  home. 
But  no  matter  what  influences  are  in 
society  and  at  school,  the  home  must 
be  a  society  and  school  that  teach  how 
to  follow  righteousness,  faith,  love, 
peace  as  you  call  on  the  Lord  together 
out  of  pure  hearts.  The  father  in  the 
Book  of  Proverbs  says  to  his  son,  "I 
have  taught  thee  in  the  way  of  wisdom; 
I  have  led  thee  in  right  paths.  Enter 
not  into  the  path  of  the  wicked,  and 
go  not  in  the  way  of  evil  men."  He 
warns  his  son,  "To  deliver  thee  from 
the  way  of  the  evil  man." 

Read  again  I  Timothy  4:12:  Home 
must  not  despise  youth,  but  help  be 
and  example  in  word,  manner  of  life, 
love,  spirit,  faith,  purity. 

This  is  the  positive  element— not 
easy  when  everyone  is  so  busy.  Often 
it's  "hurry  up,"  "good  morning," 
"good  bye"  .  .  .  Off  to  school  or  baby- 
sitters .  .  .  home  after  school  to  the 
radio  or  TV  but  no  parent  ...  a  quick 
dinner  sort-of-together  with  a  few  com- 
plaints about  what  didn't  go  right  .  .  . 
then  the  rush  to  get  ready  for  a  school 
or  church  activity,  or  an  errand,  or 
homework  or  TV— or  both. 

When  can  the  positive  be  taught? 
Parents  must  make  the  time,  and  so 
must  the  children  and  youth.  Teach 
with  life  and  words.  New  Campus  Life 
magazine  quotes  teens  as  saying,  "Often 
we're  forced  to  do  things  we  really 
don't  want  to  do,  all  the  time  being 
hypnotized  with  the  word  success, 
success,  success."  One  17-year  old 
said,  "My  father  and  I  have  only  two 
topics  of  conversation,  cars  and  marks." 
That  must  be  changed  in  the  home, 
where  communication  between  parents 
and  youth  is  a  two-way  street. 


III.  Youth 

The  church  and  home  must  improve 
—but  the  final  decision  still  belongs  to 
youth.  You  ultimately  decide  whether 
to  look  at  life  seriously,  stay  away 
from  youthful  lusts,  and  be  an  example 
of  believers. 

The  church  can  run  itself  ragged 
making  its  schedule  plus  emphasizing 
the  spiritual.  And  parents  can  go  to 
any  amount  of  sacrifice  to  make  the 
home  really  Christian  .  . .  And  you  can 
be  completely  uninterested  and  un- 
affected . .  .  The  decision  is  yours. 

Be  Sober  Minded 

Not  too  many  youth  are  these  days. 
So  I  challenge  you  to  go  against  the 
tide,  to  walk  in  step  with  Christ,  not 
with  the  crowd  when  it's  wrong.

"Some  things .  .  .  hippies 
rebel  against,  we  should 
all  be  against ..." 
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God  is  not  old-fashioned.  Don't 
try  to  push  Him  aside.  You  can't  fake 
Him  out  of  position.  His  will  is  still 
what  you  should  be  most  serious 
about.  He  is  eternal  and  true. 

Flee  Youthful  Lusts 

There  are  some  occupational  hazards 
in  being  young.  Daily  temptations  and 
problems.  There  are  people,  and  activi- 
ties, and  magazines,  and  programs,  and 
lanes,  and  thoughts— you  should  just 
plain  flee  from. 

Be  an  Example 

You  will  be  if  you're  serious  about 
life  and  if  you  make  it  a  point  to  flee 
youthful  lusts.  Add  to  that  positive 
words  and  deeds  of  love,  faith,  and 
purity. 


Conclusion 

Well,  let's  do  some  churchcleaning 
and  housecleaning  and  come  up  with 
better  answers  for  the  youth  of  today. 
Some  of  the  things  in  the  establishment 
which  the  Hippies  rebel  against  should 
be  things  we  are  all  against  and  for 
good.  Inconsistencies  of  parents  and 
older  people  have  too  long  driven  kids 
to  care  little  about  what  they  do. 

Someday  we're  going  to  have  to 
wake-up  and  decide  that  the  message 
of  Jesus  Christ  and  of  right  and  wrong 
is  still  for  today  more  than  anything 
else.  Sure,  we  need  new  methods  to 
reach  people— sure  there  must  be  bet- 
ter ways  for  young  people  to  have  fun 
and  make  their  way  in  life.  But  they 
must  also  be  told,  by  someone  who 
cares,  that  certain  things  are  right  and 
wrong  and  that  it  does  matter  that 
you  do  the  right  things  and  stay  away 
from  the  wrong  .  .  .  that  Jesus  Christ 
gives  you  a  way  to  go  that  is  good  and 
eternal  .  .  .  that  He  gives  you  some- 
thing to  live  for  here  that  scrubs  up 
your  conscience  and  makes  you  able 
to  help  other  people. 

Maybe  then  there  won't  have  to  be 
so  many  parents  crying  and  saying, 
"What  did  we  do  wrong?  Why,  we 
gave  him  everything."  Everything  but 
what  he  wanted,  yourselves.  Maybe  if 
your  home  gets  back  to  Jesus  Christ 
there  will  be  fewer  kids  saying  they 
can't  trust  anyone  over  thirty— or  that 
their  parents'  way  of  life  is  out  of  it. 

Crown  Jesus  Christ  the  Lord  of 
your  life,  teenager  . .  .  take  Him  at  His 
Word,  for  He  has  never  broken  it.  If 
you  want  to  get  somewhere  in  this  life 
and  the  next,  follow  Jesus  Christ  who 
said,  "I  am  life."  Quit  playing  "footsy" 
with  disaster  and  sin. 

And  parents,  quit  being  just  religious 
and  become  committed  to  Christ,  and 
a  true,  workable  faith  that  shows  in 
whatever  you  do  at  home,  and  every- 
where else. 

There  is  so  much  to  lose,  if  you  re- 
ject Him,  but  so  much  to  gain  if  you 
will  crown  Jesus  Christ  in  your  home. 
Crown  Him  by  obeying  Him  and  honor- 
ing Him  as  Lord  of  Life. 

Sure  there's  something  wrong  with 
our  youth— or  someone! 

But  we  can  make  it  right  with  the 
help  of  Jesus  Christ.

The  Boards 


"The  boards?  I  couldn't  care  less. 
They're  in  Winona  Lake.  I've  got  work 
to  do  here." 

You  should  care  for  they  are  doing 
your  business.  In  fact,  the  various 
Brethren  boards  are  working  with  your 
problems.  Evangelism,  Home  Missions, 
Christian  Education,  Seminary  and  Col- 
lege. Also  Foreign  Missions,  Publica- 
tions, and  Ministers'  Retirement.  And 
God  is  abundantly  blessing  in  the  work 
of  these  boards. 

Second  only  to  the  Lord's  blessings 
is  the  fine  support  given  to  the  boards 
iby  the  Brotherhood.  Brethren  people 
have  prayed,  and  they  have  given  of 
their  funds.  In  view  of  this  support  it 
is  essentia]  that  they  be  kept  well  in- 
formed. 

Four  of  the  boards  are  incorporated: 
Grace  Seminary,  Home  Missions  Coun- 
:il,  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and 
the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  Com- 
pany. These  corporations  operate  un- 
der state  laws,  but  are  directed  by 
iboards  of  trustees  made  up  com- 
pletely of  Brethren  men.  These  trus- 
tees are  elected  by  the  qualified  voting 
membership  of  the  corporation.  The 
ooards  of  the  Christian  Education  De- 
oartment,  Ministerial  Retirement,  and 
Evangelism  are  "creatures  of  confer- 
ence," which  means  they  operate  di- 
rectly under  the  authority  of  national 
Conference.    Members  of  these  boards 


are  elected  during  national  conference. 
Of  the  one  hundred  total  member- 
ship of  the  seven  boards,  sixty-nine  are 
Brethren  ministers  and  thirty-one  are 
Brethren  laymen.  One  board  has  one- 
half  of  its  membership  made  up  of  lay- 
men, one  has  five  laymen  out  of  a 
membership  of  twelve,  and  another  has 
ten  of  twenty-seven.  The  other  boards 
have  three  of  nine,  two  of  fifteen,  one 
has  two  laymen  out  of  a  membership 
of  eleven,  and  one  has  two  out  of 
twelve.  This  indicates  that  some  of 
the  boards  have  an  equitable  ratio  of 
laymen  to  ministers,  but  others  do  not. 
Considering  the  fine  capable  laymen 
that  we  have  in  the  denomination, 
some  of  the  boards  could  well  improve 
the  situation.  Most  of  the  boards  have 
slots  which  can  be  filled  only  with 
laymen.  This  is  the  ideal  arrangement. 
One  of  the  reasons  given  for  not  put- 
ting more  laymen  on  boards  is  that 
their  work  responsibilities  could  hinder 
board-meeting  attendance.  I  believe 
this  is  underestimating  the  interest  and 
ability  of  many  of  our  dedicated  lay- 
men. However,  since  laymen  can  make 
valuable  contributions  to  the  work  of 
the  boards,  it  would  be  advisable  to 
consider  this  problem  and  endeavor  to 
find  a  satisfactory  solution. 

There  are  approximately  80  per- 
cent of  the  executive  offices  held  by 
ministers  and  20  percent  by  laymen. 


As  the  lay  membership  on  the  boards 
is  increased  doubtless  more  laymen 
will  be  elected  to  executive  positions, 
thus  capitalizing  on  their  executive 
abilities. 

Some  of  the  boards  have  discussed 
the  matter  of  whether  one  man  should 
be  a  member  of  more  than  one  board. 
Naturally,  one  board  cannot  legislate 
to  another  in  this  matter.  However, 
some  boards  do  have  a  ruling  that  in 
selecting  new  nominees  for  election 
they  will  not  consider  a  man  who  is 
currently  serving  on  another  board. 
This  is  commendable  and  could  well  be 
the  worthwhile  objective  of  all  seven 
boards. 

Some  speak  of  certain  boards  as 
major  and  of  others  as  minor.  This 
is  a  statement  like  the  designating  of 
major  and  minor  prophets  of  the  Old 
Testament-it  has  nothing  to  do  with 
importance,  and  little  to  do  with  size. 
It  is  a  meaningless  distinction  since  it 
is  a  work  for  Him-it  is  all  major 
activity.  We  should  look  on  the  work 
of  all  in  this  light  and  support  them 
accordingly.  We  should  pray  for  this 
area  of  work,  for  the  staff  members, 
and  we  should  give  faithfully  to  each 
cause  to  assist  in  carrying  on  the  minis- 
try for  our  Lord.  As  we  are  faithful, 
He  will  bless  with  a  rich  harvest  in  all 
phases  of  the  denominational  work.

Y?ur  Missionary  Conrerence 


"Our  missionary  conference  set  a 
new  spiritual  tone  that  has  lasted  and 
benefited  all  of  our  church  activity." 
Or:  "Missionary  conference?  Oh,  yes, 
we  did  have  some  missionaries  here, 
but  it  was  the  same  old  thing— not 
many  were  there  to  hear  them.  Our 
people  just  won't  come  out  to  listen 
to  missionaries." 

Both  of  the  preceding  statements 
were  spoken  concerning  missionary 
conferences  in  Brethren  churches  dur- 
ing this  past  year.  What  was  the  dif- 
ference? Much  of  it  may  be  pinpointed 
by  considering  two  simple  factors: 
first,  the  attitude  with  which  the  con- 
ference was  anticipated;  second,  the 
preparations  which  were  made  for  the 
conference. 

In  general,  there  were  three  atti- 
tudes evident  in  missionary  conference 
planning  in  Brethren  churches  last  year: 

1.  Pulpit  supply.  The  missionary 
was  another  guest  speaker  invited  to 
fill  the  pulpit. 

2.  Propagandizing.  The  church  was 
granting  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
the  opportunity  of  presenting  its  pro- 
gram and  of  appealing  for  support. 

3.  Participation.  The  church  had 
planned  as  an  important  facet  of  its 


annual  programming  a  vital  missions 
outreach  of  which  the  missionary  con- 
ference was  an  inspirational  and  in- 
formative phase. 

Preparations  for  the  missionary  con- 
ference will  be  dependent  upon  the 
attitude  demonstrated  in  the  church  as 
it  looks  forward  to  the  conference.  If 
the  conference  is  to  prove  of  maximum 
benefit  to  the  life  of  the  church  as  well 
as  benefiting  the  missionary,  there  are 
at  least  three  areas  which  must  be  given 
intensive  preparation  in  the  church: 

1.  The  conference  needs  to  be  care- 
fully planned.  The  church  must  be 
praying  about  it.  People  should  know 
something  about  the  missionary  pro- 
gram of  The  Brethren  Church,  the 
fields  in  which  we  are  working,  and  the 
missionaries  who  will  be  present.  De- 
tails should  be  worked  out  for  accom- 
modating the  missionaries.  A  variety 
of  meetings  for  all  age  groups  may  be 
planned;  plans  made  to  vary  the  pro- 
gram to  include  interviews  with  mis- 
sionaries as  well  as  people  in  the  con- 
gregation who  have  an  interest  in 
missions; panel  discussions;  men's 
breakfast;  ladies'  tea;  slide  presenta- 
tions; question-and-answer  time;  and 
many  other  interesting  features  which 


are  suited  to  the  particular  church. 
The  missionary  cannot  bring  the  con- 
ference with  him.  He  can  only  em-  j 
hellish  the  conference  which  you  have 
prepared.  A  pastor  of  a  large  church 
of  another  denomination  recently  re- 
lated how  his  people  had  prepared  so 
thoroughly  for  a  missionary  conference 
that  when  at  the  last  minute  the  mis- 
sionaries were  unable  to  come,  a  very 
excellent  conference  was  held  without 
them. 

2.  Involve  everyone  in  your  church 
in  some  way.     One  church  had  the 
experience  of  having  an  unsaved  visitor 
assist  in  preparing  a  booth  representing 
a  foreign  land.    That  person  came  to 
the  conference  to  see  the  booth  in  use,  i 
heard  a  missionary  gospel  challenge,  i 
and  received  Christ  as  Saviour.  People 
who  have  worked  to  prepare  the  con- 
ference will  be  there  to  receive  the 
blessing.    Some  churches  use  as  many 
as  twelve  committees  to  work  out  all 
the   details   of  the   conference.     The 
committee    members    in    turn    enlist  I 
everyone   possible  to  share  in  some  : 
part  of  the  preparation.    People  may 
not  come  out  just  to  hear  a  missionary 
speaker,  but  people  who  have  worked 
to  make  the  conference  possible  will 
be  there.    And  even  more  important,  j 
people  who  have  prayed  for  the  mis-  | 
sionary  and  know  about  his  field  will|j 
be  there  to  encourage  that  missionary 
as  much  as  to  hear  him  speak. 

3.  Make  your  conference  an  impor- 
tant matter.  Speak  about  it  often. 
Publicize  it  extensively  with  colorful 
posters,  displays,  and  other  means 
which  may  be  available  to  you.  Ex- 
pect people  to  be  blessed  and  awakened 
spiritually,  not  merely  propagandized  I 

Missions   is   God's   program.      He  j 
blesses  that  which  honors  Him  and  ful  j 
fills  His  will.     Your  missionary  con  I 
ference  may  be  the  means  of  evange  I 
lizing  your  community  for  Christ  anc 
awakening  your  church  spiritually  oi 
it  may  be  only  another  obligation  foi  i 
the  faithful  few.     You  must  decide 
which  you  want.  n

the  home  base! 


Missions 
at  Home 


For  years  one  of  the  great  bugaboos 
to  the  first-term  missionary  has  been  a 
malady  known  as  "cultural  shock."  In- 
cluded in  this  are  all  the  differences  of 
speech,  customs,  and  practices  of  the 
people  among  whom  the  missionary 
has  gone  to  live  and  work,  and  the 
effect  that  this  avalanche  of  differences 
has  upon  him.  Place  yourself  in  the 
missionary's  shoes  and  you  will  under- 
stand the  crushing  sense  of  defeat  felt 
by  some  as  they  cannot  make  the 
simplest  purchase  without  embarrass- 
ment at  their  own  awkward  attempts 
to  speak  a  strange  tongue;  not  only 
this,  but  now  they  hear  no  other 
tongue.  The  food,  the  houses,  the 
music,  the  way  people  act— these  are 
all  strange,  only  here  these  strange 
people  with  their  strange  ways  are 
right  and  the  missionary  is  wrong!  The 
hurdle  presented  by  "cultural  shock" 
has  defeated  many  an  idealistic  novice 
missionary  and  sent  him  home,  or  at 
least  caused  him  months  of  doubt  and 
discouragement. 

Not  the  least  of  the  shocking  ex- 
periences of  the  new  missionary  is  that 
of  living  among  people  who  have  de- 
cidedly different  moral  values  than  we 
have  known  in  our  society.    Immor- 
ality-even as  a  part  of  religious  festivi- 
i  ties,  lying,  cheating,  and  stealing  are 
practiced  by  respected  leaders  in  the 
society.    These  and  many  other  vices 
|  rampant    among   many   peoples  have 
often  led  missionaries  to  feel  that  they 
i  could   not   keep  their  children  with 
.  them  on  the  field.  Thus,  a  good  home 
I  was  sought  in  tms  country  where  chil- 


dren could  grow  up  in  proper  environ- 
ment. 

But  tragedy  has  struck  at  home! 
Today  many  missionaries  feel  that  the 
moral  environment  at  home  is  little 
better  than  that  on  their  field.  A  mis- 
sionary, upon  returning  to  the  home- 
land recently,  was  reported  as  saying 
that  the  initial  cultural  shock  of  going 
to  a  foreign  land  was  not  nearly  so 
great  as  the  shock  of  returning  home 
to  see  how  moral  standards  had  lowered 
during  his  absence. 


Our  nation  needs  sound,  Biblical 
churches  filled  with  zealous  compas- 
sionate believers  and  pastored  by  plain- 
spoken  men  of  the  Word  of  God.  The 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  salutes  The 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  in  its 
purpose  to  confront  the  need  of  our 
day  with  churches  and  pastors  and 
concerned  people.  May  Brethren  every- 
where shoulder  this  responsibility  of 
prayer,  support,  and  action  which  is 
ours  toward  all  the  people  of  this  great 
nation— our  homeland.—  RWT  T 


THE   LATEST   FROM  GERMAPMY- 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Roger  Peugh  and  little  son,  Ryan,  who  left  the 
United  States  in  July,  are  now  settled  in  an  apartment  in  Radolf- 
zell,  Germany,  for  their  study  of  the  German  language.  Radolf- 
zell,  a  small  city  of  20,000  population,  is  located  in  extreme 
southern  Germany,  right  on  Lake  Constance,  which  lies  between 
Germany  and  Switzerland.  Eight  miles  away  is  Singen,  which 
has  a  population  approximately  twice  that  of  Radolfzell.  The 
smaller  city  has  no  evangelical  witness  whatsoever,  and  in  Singen 
there  is  probably  just  one  gospel-preaching  church,  a  Baptist 
church  where  the  Peughs  were  anticipating  good  fellowship  dur- 
ing their  stay  in  that  area. 

Language  study  will  be  the  first  order  of  things  for  this  new 
missionary  family  for  perhaps  a  year,  and  then  they  will  be 
ready  to  move  into  a  definite  testimony  for  the  Lord. 

Their  address  is  as  follows:  Appartement-haus  Mettnau,  776 
Radolfzell,  Strandbadstr.  86,  Germany. 
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^Jeneva,  international  city,  located 
on  the  shore  of  Lake  Leman,  is  the 
meeting  place  of  the  United  Nations, 
the  International  Work  Office,  and  the 
Central  Headquarters  of  the  Red  Cross. 
It  is  also  an  agreeable  place  to  stay  be- 
cause of  its  location  and  its  historic 
monuments. 

However,  this  city  is  not  only  fam- 
ous for  its  present,  but  it  also  has  a 
rich  past  in  important  events.  We 
Christians  must  not  forget  that  Geneva 
is  the  city  of  Calvin,  the  great  reformer 
(born  in  1509  and  died  at  Geneva  in 
1564).  It  was  Calvin  who  founded  its 
university  which  is  so  well-known  to- 
day. He  organized  in  his  time  a  Protes- 
tant republic  at  Geneva. 

What  happened  on  June  8,  1969? 
A  crowd  which  grew  denser  and  denser 
moved  toward  the  upper  part  of  the 
city  where  there  is  a  public  park  care- 
fully maintained  with  its  multicolored 
flower  beds.  But  it  was  not  to  admire 
the  flowers  that  all  these  people  pene- 
trated the  park.  At  this  park  there  is 
a  wall  called  the  "Reformation  Wall," 
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which  is  a  place  of  rendezvous.  There 
sculptured  in  yellow  stone  are  the 
statues  of  the  four  great  reformers: 
Farel,  Calvin,  Beza,  Knox.  It  is  a  re- 
membrance monument  so  that  no 
Protestant  will  ever  forget  .... 

That  is  why  a  manifestation  was 
organized  on  this  Sunday  by  the  Evan- 
gelical Alliance  of  Geneva  in  order  to 
protest  in  calm  and  dignity,  the  visit 
of  Pope  Paul  VI  to  their  city. 

Several  thousand  persons  partici- 
pated in  the  ceremony.  Three  dif- 
ferent speakers  addressed  the  crowd 
and  the  whole  assembly  sang  in  chorus 
the  hymns  dear  to  Protestants.  At  the 
end  each  one  received  a  declaration 
specifying  the  position  of  evangelical 
Christians. 

On  Tuesday,  June  10,  the  Pope  ar- 
rived at  Geneva,  invited  by  the  Inter- 
national Work  Organization,  at  the 
occasion  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
its  creation.  The  Ecumenical  Council 
of  the  churches  seized  this  opportunity 


to  take  its  turn  to  invite  Paul  VI  to 
visit  its  center.  At  the  close  of  this 
visit,  a  joint  prayer  was  offered. 

It  would  take  too  long  to  relate  in 
detail  all  the  events  of  that  day.  It  is 
necessary,  however,  to  underline  the 
fact  that  Paul  VI  is  the  fifth  Pope  to 
visit  Geneva,  the  last  having  come  in 
1472!  Also,  all  modern  means  were 
put  to  work:  journalists,  European 
television,  and  appropriate  literature. 
Portraits  of  Paul  VI  appeared  on  boxes 
of  chocolates  and  on  postal  cards. 

With  such  events  announcing  the 
coming  of  the  Antichrist,  it  is  urgent 
that  every  Christian  take  a  clear  posi- 
tion and  maintain  alive  the  faith  that 
he  has  received  as  a  heritage  of  the 
great  reformers  of  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury. 

(FMS  editor's  note:  The  first  papal 
visit  ever  to  the  continent  of  Africa 
has  been  made  recently  by  Pope  Paul 
VI,  who  has  described  himself  as  an 
"apostle  on  the  move"  and  who  is  said 
to  have  a  desire  to  visit  every  conti- 
nent. Africa  has  30  million  Catholics, 
according  to  U.S.  News  &  World  Re- 
port, and  their  numbers  are  growing 
each  year,  but  this  is  supposed  to  be 
due  simply  to  the  increase  in  popula- 
tion, since  the  number  of  converts  has 
decreased  in  recent  years.)  T 
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What  Happened  in  Geneva? 


Declaration 


of  the  Geneva  section  of  the  Swiss  Evangelical  Alliance 


The  Protestants  of  Geneva,  spiritual  sons  of 
the  Reformation  and  of  the  religious  Awaken- 
ing of  the  Nineteenth  Century,  assembled  be- 
fore the  Reformation  Wall  this  Sunday,  June 
8,  1969,  declare  that  which  follows: 

At  the  hour  when  the  chief  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  manifests  by  his  visit  to  our 
city  the  interest  that  he  shows  to  the  world 
for  the  ecumenical  movement,  we  measure  the 
importance  of  this  event  for  our  Catholic 
citizens  and  we  understand  the  welcome  that 
they  reserve  for  him. 

We  are  mindful  of  the  profound  mutations 
which  appear  to  be  operating  in  the  Roman 
Church  and  we  form  the  opinion  that  the 
Biblical  renewal  which  is  developing  is  bearing 
all  its  fruits. 

Nevertheless,  bearing  in  mind  the  difficult 
situation  of  many  Protestants  in  countries 
where  there  is  a  Catholic  majority,  and  espe- 
cially the  danger  of  a  superficial  ecumenicity, 
we  insist  on  raising  our  voices  at  the  occasion 
of  this  day  of  June  1 0  in  order  to  briefly  re- 
call the  foundations  of  our  faith,  with  the  will 
to  remain  faithful  to  Christ  and  to  His  sover- 
eign and  fully  efficacious  Word. 

We  refuse  to  do  this  in  a  spirit  of  religious 
sufficiency,  but  in  the  hope  that  faith  in  the 
Son  of  God,  delivered  to  believers  once  for 
all,  will  soon  reunite  in  a  common  service,  all 
those  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Concerning  the  traditions  and  errors  of 
men,  we  declare  that  we  intend  to  submit  to 
the  sole  authority  of  the  living  Christ,  who 
died  and  arose  for  our  salvation,  unique  medi- 
ator, supreme  chief  of  the  Church  to  which  the 
Holy  Scriptures  render  testimony  by  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  No  other  authority 
should  pretend  to  govern  the  Church,  and  the 
only  function  of  its  ministers  and  of  its  faith- 


ful ones  is  to  render  testimony  to  this  truth. 
That  is  what  the  reformers  wished  to  accom- 
plish and  we  deplore  again  that  the  official 
Church  of  that  time  did  not  receive  this  testi- 
mony. 

If  we  are  ready  to  dialogue  with  the  repre- 
sentatives of  all  the  fractions  of  Christianity, 
we  are  also  convinced  that  unity  requires  a 
despoilment  of  all  the  deformations  that  men 
have  caused  the  pure  Gospel  to  go  through 
under  the  impression  of  doctrines  and  of  prac- 
tices foreign  to  the  faith.  Conscious  of  and 
humbled  by  our  own  infidelities,  we  beg  the 
Lord  himself  to  bring  about  that  purification 
which  can  only  lead  to  an  authentic  com- 
munion among  all  Christians. 

Persuaded  moreover  that  the  men  of  today, 
profoundly  troubled  by  the  violence  which  is 
spreading  abroad  in  the  world,  by  wars  and 
risks  of  wars,  by  tensions  between  rich  and 
poor  countries,  by  the  confusion  of  ideas  and 
emptiness  of  heart,  have  more  need  than  ever 
of  the  revelation  of  the  love  of  God.  We  con- 
fess in  the  faith,  the  free  pardon  obtained 
solely  by  the  sacrifice  of  the  Son  of  God,  the 
new  life  which  began  with  His  resurrection  on 
Easter  Sunday  and  the  restoration  of  humani- 
ty rendered  possible  by  the  intervention  of  a 
God  who  far  from  being  dead,  continues  to 
work  with  the  view  of  establishing  His  King- 
dom of  peace,  of  justice  and  of  love. 

Strong  in  this  promise  and  founded  on  the 
Lord  of  the  Church,  uniting  our  voices  to 
those  of  the  apostles,  of  the  reformers  and  of 
all  the  martyrs  of  the  faith,  we  pray  God  to 
keep  us  faithful  until  the  return  of  Jesus 
Christ,  to  proclaim  the  only  name  that  has 
been  given  to  men  for  their  reconciliation 
with  God  and  with  each  other.

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hat  is  there  about  America— and 
,  Americans-which  makes  us  feel  su- 
perior to  our  brothers  in  Asia  ...  or 
Africa  ...  or  Latin  America?  I  know 
this  is  a  generalization,  but  it  is  too 
often  true  to  be  ignored. 

This  superiority  attitude  creeps  out 
in  so  many  ways  which  seem  innocuous 
to  the  offender  but  are  deeply  hurtful 
to  the  offended.  For  example,  we  are 
apt  to  call  our  friends  in  the  national 
church  in  Tanzania  or  Korea  or  Bolivia 
the  "natives"  or  "native  Christians." 
Immediately  this  calls  to  mind  half- 
naked  "savages"  or  head-hunters  or 
illiterate  peasants.  These  are  people. 
1  They  would  much  prefer  to  be  called 
!  "nationals"  or  "national  Christians"- 
or  Tanzanians  or  Koreans  or  Bolivians. 
Even  when  they  do  not  comment  on 
this  problem,  they  cringe  inwardly  un- 
der our  patronizing  attitude. 

Again,  this  attitude  is  often  reflected 
in  our  exported  Western-style  literature 
for  Christians,  with  little  appreciation 
or  understanding  of  the  culture,  ethnic 
background  and  history  of  the  people 
we  seek  to  reach.  It  is  increasingly  im- 
portant that  literature  be  written  and 
produced  by  people  who  have  this 
background. 

These  are  our  Christian  brothers  and 
friends.    Although  they  may  carefully 
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note  and  keenly  resent  our  insensitivi- 
ties,  most  of  them  would  never  be  so 
ungracious  as  to  bring  them  to  our 
attention! 

No  American  traveler  abroad  would 
likely  admit  that  he  is  part  of  the  in- 
famous "Ugly  American"  image.  And 
perhaps  he  is  not  usually  guilty  of  the 
gross  blunders  charged  in  that  book. 
Yet,  we  are  closely  observed  by  Chris- 
tians in  the  "younger"  churches  abroad 
(in  what  we  so  casually  call  the  "mis- 
sion field"  but  what  is  home  to  them), 
and  an  attitude  of  condescension  too 
often  shows  through.  Only  a  deliberate 
and  constant  awareness  of  this  problem 
can  eliminate  it.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
we  must  also  avoid  the  trap  of  simply 
"trying  to  do  better"  in  our  relation- 
ship. We  must  come  to  the  full  reali- 
zation that  these  people  are  our  peers, 
our    brothers,    our    co-laborers    with 


Christ.    At  the  Cross  of  Jesus  Christ, 
all  ground  becomes  level. 

Perhaps  we  need  a  new  missions 
vocabulary.  In  fact,  we  may  even  need 
a  new  word  to  define  "missions"  or 
"mission."  The  national  pastor  in 
India,  for  example,  ought  never  to  be 
called  the  "assistant"  to  the  mission- 
ary. He  is  an  associate  perhaps.  Con- 
trariwise, the  missionary  becomes  his 
associate.  There  is  no  higher  calling 
than  that  of  servant.  Our  Lord  himself 
most  perfectly  exemplifies  this  role, 
for  "the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be 
ministered  unto,  but  to  minister  . . .  ." 
How  important  it  is  for  us  to  assume 
this  role-as  fraternal  colleagues,  called 
to  serve  together. 

We  must  accept  people  as  they  are, 
even  as  Jesus  has  accepted  us.  This 
problem  of  unconsciously  feeling  su- 
perior seems  to  loom  large  among 
evangelical  Christians.  The  "we"  versus 
"they"  often  seems  to  be  a  character- 
istic among  evangelicals.  Can  we  not 
learn  to  identify  together?  In  the  work 
done  in  the  "ghettos"  of  the  world's 
large  cities  we  need  to  learn  not  only 
what  we  can  do  to  help  but  also  what 
"they"-whoever  "they"  may  be-can 
give  to  us.  They  do  have  much  to  offer 
and  give.  Here  is  where  our  "phoni- 
ness"  shows  through. 

As  a  friend  of  mine  has  said,  "We 
must  take  the  great  commandment  as 
seriously  as  we  claim  to  take  the  great 
commission.  The  Gospel  isn't  just  for 
the  good  guys.  'I  bring  you  good 
news,'  said  the  Christmas  angel,  'which 
shall  be  to  all  men.'  " 

How  can  we  correct  our  improper 
attitudes?  Perhaps  the  starting  point 
is  to  be  honest  with  ourselves. 

We  of  the  WASP  (White  Anglo- 
Saxon  Protestant)  community  are  far 
too  often  unwilling  to  face  the  fact, 
for  example,  that  the  white  race  is  not 
supreme.  We  have  difficulty  in  ac- 
cepting the  truth  that  we  stand  equal- 
as  sinners  and  as  servants-before  God. 
We  need  to  confess  our  sin  in  this 
regard.  Facing  the  fact  is  the  impor- 
tant start;  asking  God's  forgiveness 
should  follow.  God  help  us  to  be 
transparently  honest  in  every  relation- 
ship as  blood-bought  children.

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The  Proper  Mixture

(FMS  editor's  note:  A  missionary  is  reflect- 
ing concerning  the  training  and  service  of  the 
various  house-boys  who  have  assisted  in  her 
home  during  her  missionary  career.  Part  I 
concluded  with  this  paragraph:  "You  ponder 
the  difference  between  those  who  were 
faithful  and  those  who  could  not  be  trusted. 
It  seems  the  reason  is  given  in  Hebrews  4:2: 
'The  word  preached  did  not  profit  them,  not 
being  mixed  with  faith  in  them  that  heard 
it. '  A  knowledge  of  what  God  says  cannot 
produce  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  unless  that 
knowledge  is  mixed  with  faith.  ") 

There  were  two  boys  in  particular 
who  were  so  outstanding  in  their  ability 
to  understand  what  you  wanted  and 
to  see  dirt  without  its  being  constantly 
pointed  out  to  them,  so  dependable  in 
their  kindness  to  and  watchfulness 
over  the  children,  in  their  helpfulness 
on  bush  trips— and  both  were  such 
good  interpreters  when  it  was  neces- 
sary to  deliver  a  message  in  two  African 
languages.  Both  were  so  similar  that 
occasionally  the  memory  of  one  is 
superimposed  on  that  of  the  other  so 
you  almost  see  them  alike.  Yet,  what 
a  difference  between  Jim  and  Mike! 

Take  Jim  now.  He  came  to  you  as 
a  young  teenager.  He  was  intelligent, 
he  was  eager  to  learn  not  only  how  to 
do  his  household  tasks  but  to  read.  It 
was  before  the  days  of  government 
schools,  so  you  would  let  him  take 
time  from  his  work  in  the  morning  to 
attend  classes  with  other  young  people 
on  the  station.  He  made  up  the  time 
in  the  afternoon,  ironing  or  cleaning 
house  when  all  the  other  Africans  were 
taking  their  leisure.  He  studied  hard 
and  worked  faithfully.  Soon  he  was 
away  ahead  of  the  other  students  and 
you  could  give  him  extra  studying  to 
do  on  the  side.  He  was  so  talented, 
he  became  so  capable;  you  found  him 
so  understanding,  helpful  and  honest. 


Everyone  said,  "My,  you  have  a  posi- 
tive jewel  in  that  boy." 

Because  Jim  was  such  an  excel- 
lent interpreter  when  your  husband 
preached,  putting  the  message  in  his 
own  mother  tongue,  you  and  Hubby 
talked  it  over  and  prayed  about  it. 
Should  Jim  be  serving  the  Lord  as  a 
pastor  among  his  own  people  instead 
of  just  a  steward  in  the  household  of 
missionaries?  One  day  your  husband 
spoke  to  him:  "Ma'am  and  I  have  often 
wondered  if  you  have  ever  thought  of 
spending  more  time  studying  the  Word 
of  God  so  you  can  be  a  pastor  and 
spend  most  of  your  time  telling  the 
Good  News  to  your  people?  They 
listen  to  you  so  well  and  understand 
so  plainly  when  you  interpret  or  repeat 
to  them  what  I  have  said.  We  want 
you  to  know  that  if  you  feel  God  is 
calling  you  to  this  kind  of  work  we 
will  only  help  you,  although  we  know 
we  could  never  find  a  helper  that  we 
could  depend  on  or  love  more  than 
you."  Jim's  slow,  honest  answer 
brought  a  heartache  and  renewed  ur- 
gency in  prayer:  "Yes,  Sir,  I  have  very 
often  thought  of  it.  God  has  spoken 
to  me  several  times.  But  .  .  .  well,  the 
good  things  of  this  world  are  very 
sweet  and  tempting  to  me."  (He  re- 
ferred to  what  many  Americans  call 
"the  good  life.")  Was  it  at  this  point 
where  knowledge  and  faith  parted 
company?  He  knew  God  had  promised 
that  if  we  put  the  kingdom  of  God 
first,  all  these  necessary  things  will  be 
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added.  He  knew  the  promise,  "my 
God  shall  supply  all  your  need  accord- 
ing to  his  riches  in  glory  by  Christ 
Jesus."  Did  it  seem  that  God  would 
fail  to  fulfill  His  promise  because  now 
he  had  his  eyes  on  things  more  than 
on  the  Lord? 

Not  long  after  this  happened  you 
had  a  house  guest.  It  was  a  hurried 
Sunday  morning  with  a  rushed  break- 
fast so  that  church  could  be  reached 
on  time.  The  guest,  after  leaving  the 
table  to  go  to  his  room  for  his  Bible, 
returned  briskly.  "Call  your  boy!  He 
has  just  stolen  a  large  sum  of  money 
from  me."  You  were  incredulous. 
You  knew  the  guest  must  be  mistaken, 
and  to  prove  it  you  called,  "Jim,  come 
here  a  minute,  please.  Mr.  Guest  wants 
to  ask  you  something."  (Since  your 
guest  was  a  veteran  missionary  and 
much  more  experienced  than  you,  you 
left  things  in  his  hands.  Besides,  you 
could  not  find  the  words  to  even  sug- 
gest to  Jim  that  he  stole.)  Mr.  Guest 
said,  succinctly :  "Turn  all  your  pockets 
wrong  side  out  immediately."  And 
there  it  was— a  bill  of  large  denomin- 
ation. You  still  believed  there  was 
some  good  reason.  True,  it  had  been 
too  near  payday  for  him  to  have  that 
much  left  to  carry  around— and  yet 
....  Jim  was  taken  to  another  room 
and  searched  more  carefully  by  the 
two  missionary  men.  They  found 
nothing  more,  but  under  the  keen  gaze 
of  Mr.  Guest,  Jim  confessed  and 
showed  where  he  had  hidden  nine 
other  bills  of  the  same  denomination 
in  your  children's  room.  You  were 
actually  ill  with  the  shock  of  it.  How 
had  you  failed  Jim?  Had  he  seen  too 
much  delight  in  your  own  eyes  for 
some  of  your  pretty  things?   Had  you 
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There  were  two  boys 


cautioned  him  too  often,  "Please  be 
very  careful  of  that"? 

Where  Jim  had  once  been  proud 
that  he  was  trusted  and  respected,  he 
now  felt  ashamed  and  bitter.  He  went 
away,  sorrowing.  You  grieved  for  him, 
but  he  could  not  be  reached.  ("Oh, 
Lord,  where  is  Jim  now?")  You  have 
heard  he  is  a  storekeeper,  usually  under 
the  influence  of  liquor.  You  long  for 
an  opportunity  to  go  to  this  city  so 
you  can  search  for  him  and  say:  "Do 
you  remember  asking  us  to  pray  for 
you  night  and  day?  We  still  do,  we 
still  love  you;  and  more  than  that,  so 
does  God." 

Mike   was   a  bright-eyed,  friendly 
youngster  who  caught  your  attention. 
You  asked  him  if  he  would  like  to  be 
your  "boy."    He  said  he  would,  and 
k  he  learned  quickly   and   showed   the 
I  same  aptitudes  you  had  seen  in  Jim. 
One  day  some  visiting  missionaries  saw 
him,  and  the  lady  told  you  the  story  of 
:  his  conversion.    She  had  been  holding 
,  children's    classes    (like    Good    News 
i  Clubs)  and  one  day  she  was  telling 
about  how  the  Lord  will  return  for  us, 
:  catching  to  himself  in  the  briefest  mo- 
ment of  time  all  those  who  trust  in 
Him.     Suddenly  Mike  jumped  from 
i  his  place  and  ran  away.  The  missionary 
,was  troubled;  he  had  seemed  to  re- 
spond so  well,  and  nobody  could  ever 
be  more  attentive  and  interested  than 
Mike  had  been.    Why  did  he  leave  so 
abruptly?    What  had  she  said  to  cause 
,  it,  she   wondered.      Later  she  had  a 
i chance  to  ask  him  alone,  thinking  to 
apologize  if  she  had  said  something  to 
offend  him,  or  to  explain  if  he  had 
misunderstood.      "Oh,    no,   Ma'am," 
Mike  said.     "The  thing  is,  I  realized 
the  Lord  Jesus  could  come  the  very 


minute  you  were  talking,  and  there 
was  no  time  to  waste.  I  ran  to  tell  my 
mother  and  family  because  they  did 
not  know  about  Jesus  and  were  not 
expecting  Him."  Oh,  that  more  of  us 
might  respond  with  that  same  urgency 
to  our  Lord's  command  to  tell  to  all 
around  us  the  Good  News!  Mike  con- 
tinues to  be  a  delight  to  the  Lord  and 
to  the  missionary  for  whom  he  works 
as  carpenter.  He  continues  his  Bible 
study,  and  the  last  time  I  saw  him  he 
said,  "Being  a  pastor  is  the  greatest 
work."  Pray  for  him  that  he  might 
know  and  do  the  Lord's  will  for  Him. 

After  a  period  of  years  in  the  States, 
when  you  knew  you  were  returning  to 
Africa,  you  prayed,  "You  know,  Lord, 
I  just  can't  train  another  fellow  from 
scratch.  You  have  promised  to  supply 
all  my  need;  I'll  need  a  good  houseboy, 
and  I  can't  see  any  proper  way  to  get 
one.  So  I  am  depending  on  You. 
Somehow  .  .  .  ."  And  this  is  how  He 
answered. 

After  you  arrived  on  the  station 
you  were  given  the  name  of  Chris, 
whom  you  had  known  in  the  past  as  a 
particularly  loud  teenager.  What  you 
remembered  of  him  and  what  you  had 
heard  about  him  since  had  not  filled 
you  with  desire  to  have  him  work  for 
you.  Oh,  no,  not  him!  But,  all  right, 
Lord,  I  do  know  something  of  the 
troubles  he  has  had,  and  if  You  want 
me  to  help  him  in  the  home,  I'll  try. 
And  at  least  he  knows  which  end  of  an 
egg  beater  is  up,  and  how  to  sweep  a 
floor  and  hang  clothes  on  the  line. 
(And  now  you  are  ashamed  of  that 
grudging  acceptance;  how  could  you 
have  thought  the  Lord  would  give  you 
anything  less  than  the  best?)  Chris  is 
clean,    quick,    intelligent,    and    trust- 


worthy; he  also  manifests  a  very  sweet 
and  humble  attitude.  What  made  him 
noisy  as  a  teenager  now  shows  up  as  a 
gay,  happy  spirit.  In  a  household  no 
longer  containing  youngsters,  his  sing- 
ing at  his  work  is  a  joy  to  hear- 
especially  since  he  has  a  nice  voice  and 
an  aptitude  for  music.  He  is  the  choir 
director,  and  frequently  during  the 
week  there  are  moments  when  he  can 
lay  aside  the  chores  and  you  can  help 
him  with  how  to  conduct  this  number 
or  how  to  be  more  sure  of  the  melody 
in  that  song.  Another  missionary,  who 
works  with  Chris  in  the  choir,  found 
an  ancient  portable  organ  for  him,  and 
still  another  missionary  gives  .him  les- 
sons on  Sunday  afternoons— the  only 
time  when  both  of  them  are  free  at  the 
same  time.  This  organ  is  a  very 
wheezy,  wobbly,  old  thing,  and  you 
find  his  house  unbearably  dark;  but 
he  can  be  heard  faithfully  practicing, 
even  in  the  night  hours  with  a  flicker- 
ing light  from  a  wick  stuck  in  a  can  of 
kerosene.  He  spends  time  also  in  cor- 
respondence courses  of  the  Bible  and  is 
trying  to  learn  English  and  French,  but 
he  never  shirks  his  household  duties. 

It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  Chris's 
father  was  brought  to  the  Lord  by  the 
very  first  missionary,  for  whom  he 
worked  as  a  sawyer.  And  now  Chris 
works  for  the  daughter  of  that  mission- 
ary! Chris  and  his  younger  brother 
were  named  for  African  pastors  who 
have  been  faithful  preachers  of  the 
Word  for  years. 

Do  pray  for  the  missionaries  as  the 
Lord  uses  them  to  help  their  helpers. 
And  pray  regularly  for  these  helpers 
that  they  may  always  mix  with  faith 
that  which  they  learn  from  the  Word 
of  God.  T

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hen  a  black  evangelical  is 
asked  by  a  white  brother  in  Christ  to 
evaluate  the  relevance  of  the  church  to 
black  people,  he  finds  himself  in  con- 
flict. He  would  like  to  "tell  it  like  it 
is,"  but  he  is  not  sure  what  effect  it 
will  have  on  his  questioner.  Many 
Christians  are  not  prepared  to  hear  it 
"like  it  is."  They  become  uncomfort- 
able and  feel  that  the  black  evangelical 
is  either  exaggerating  or  has  a  prodi- 
gious persecution  complex!  Because 
there  is  so  little  dialogue  between  black 
and  white  Christians,  the  author  feels 
that  a  view  of  the  church  as  seen  by 
black  people  would  be  profitable.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  following  will  in  some 
way  lead  to  a  better  understanding  of 
black  people  by  my  white  brothers  in 
Christ,  so  that  together  we  might  share 
the  exciting  experience  of  making 
Christ  relevant  to  all  peoples. 

For  350  years,  black  people  have 
been  exposed  to  the  white  church. 
For  a  short  while,  the  church,  her 
sense  of  justice  and  morality  outraged 
by  the  evil  system  of  slavery,  raised 
her  voice  against  that  institution.  Com- 
plete integration  of  black  people  into 
the  spiritual  life  of  our  young  nation 
was  also  advocated.  In  1784,  our 
Methodist  brethren  declared  that  slav- 
ery was  "contrary  to  the  golden  laws 
of  God"  and  ordered  the  liberation  of 
slaves  owned  by  Methodists  within  one 
year.  In  1789,  Baptists  declared  that 
slavery  was  a  "violent  depredation  of 
the  rights  of  nature  and  inconsistent 
with  the  republican  government."  The 
Brethren  Church,  in  1 797,  decreed  that 
slaves  owned  by  Brethren  must  be  lib- 
erated. 

These  statements  were  noble  indeed, 
but  soon,  as  slave  labor  became  in- 
creasingly essential  to  the  economy  of 
the  South,  the  white  church  became 
strangely  silent.  She  adapted  quickly 
to  the  moral  schizophrenia  of  an  Amer- 
ica which  proclaimed  the  right  of  life, 
liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness, 
while  withholding  these  rights  from 
black  people.  The  church  helped  to 
bind  the  manacles  of  the  masters  upon 
the  slaves  by  "proving"  from  the  Bible 
that  Negroes,  under  the  curse  of  Ham, 
were  ordained  of  God  to  be  an  inferior, 
servile  race.  Thus,  early  in  the  history 
of  the  young  republic,  the  church  be- 
came inextricably  bound  to  American 
society  so  that  black  people  have  sel- 
dom been  able  to  tell  the  one  from  the 
other.      We   saw  our  African  culture 


systematically  destroyed  along  with 
our  family  structure  while  the  church 
gave  her  consent,  with  many  ministers 
owning  slaves  themselves! 

The  Emancipation  Proclamation 
technically  set  the  Negro  free,  but,  as 
history  bears  out,  the  manacles  of  slav- 
ery were  merely  exchanged  for  the 
chains  of  social,  economic,  and  political 
discrimination.  After  reconstruction, 
the  Negro  was  humiliated  and  terror- 
ized. Between  1884  and  1925,4,308 
lynchings  took  place.  For  some  time, 
one  Negro  was  lynched  every  three  and 
one-half  days!  Between  1918  and 
1921 ,  twenty-eight  people  were  burned 
alive.  During  the  past  five  years,  at 
least  forty  Negro  and  white,  civil-rights 
workers  were  murdered  in  this  country 
with  only  three  assailants  being  brought 
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"When  denominations 
attempt  to  evangelize 
Negroes,  the  methods 
they  employ  are  nota- 
ble for  their  inade- 
quacy" 

to  trial.    The  silence  of  Christians  was 
appalling! 

As  society  systematically  relegated 
black  people  to  a  status  of  inferiority 
by  legislation  and  violence,  the  church 
alternately  condoned  and  defended 
many  of  those  acts.  To  the  eternal 
shame  of  the  church,  she  has  been 
quilty  of  helping  to  weave  racism  into 
the  fabric  of  our  society. 

When  the  Supreme  Court  declared 
Montgomery's  segregated  busses  un- 
constitutional, our  beloved  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  King  said: 

We  tried  to  get  the  white  minis- 
terial alliance  to  make  a  simple 
statement  calling  for  courtesy 
and  Christian  brotherhood,  but 
in  spite  of  the  favorable  response 
of  a  few  ministers  .  .  .  the  ma- 
jority dared  not  get  involved  in 
such  a  controversial  issue.  This 
was  a  deep  disappointment.  Al- 
though the  white  ministers  as  a 


group  had  been  appallingly  silent 
throughout  the  protest,  I  still 
maintained  the  hope  that  they 
take  a  stand  once  the  decision 
was  rendered.  Yes,  there  were 
always  a  few;  but  they  were  far 
too  rare. 

Black  evangelicals  have  continued 
to  be  deeply  disappointed  by  the 
anemic,  otherworldly  stand  of  the 
church  while  22  million  aggrieved  black 
people  make  the  herculean  effort  to 
cast  aside  the  garments  of  inferiority 
imposed  upon  them  by  a  sick  society. 
The  church  continues  to  bless  a  status- 
quo  which  should  be  extirpated.  Eleven 
o'clock  on  Sunday  morning  is  still'the 
most  segregated  hour  of  the  week.  The 
black  American  accepts  the  Lord  Jesus 
as  his  Saviour  just  as  his  white  brother 
must  do-by  faith.  The  same  Bible  tells 
both  that  Christ  is  able  to  transform 
their  lives  from  utter  failure  to  ultimate 
victory.  The  black  American  reads 
that  "there  is  no  difference  ...  for  the 
same  Lord  over  all  is  rich  unto  all  that 
call  upon  him."  But  when  he  seeks 
to  fellowship  with  his  white  brother 
in  Christ,  he  finds  that  many  Chris- 
tians are  less  ready  to  afford  him 
equality  than  the  society  in  which 
he  lives.  As  fellow  believers  in  Christ, 
black  evangelicals  have  the  right  to 
expect  more  than  white  believers  have 
been  willing  to  give  of  Christian  love 
and  brotherhood. 

When  denominations  attempt  to 
evangelize  Negroes,  the  methods  which 
they  employ  are  notable  for  their  in- 
adequacy. If  a  black  family  moves  into 
a  previously  all-white  community,  the 
local  church  members  usually  tend  to 
get  a  bad  case  of  "Negrophobia."  They 
make  every  effort  to  flee  the  scene  be- 
fore the  Negroes  "take  over"  and  the 
value  of  the  church  building  plummets 
to  rock  bottom.  The  usual  rationali- 
zation is  that  "the  present  facilities  are 
too  small  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
congregation."  If  the  property  cannot 
be  sold  readily,  the  denomination  steps 
in  and  frantically  seeks  for  a  black 
evangelical  to  develop  a  "colored  work" 
in  the  recently  vacated  neighborhood. 
The  most  common  approach  taken 
by  the  church  to  evangelize  Negroes  is 
paternalism.  Paternalism  is  the  means 
by  which  Christians  delude  themselves 
into  believing  that  they  "love  the  dear 
colored  people."  Considerable  funds 
are  poured  into  the  work  as  churches 
are  built  in  the  black  community;  but 
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the  Negroes  do  not  make  a  "positive 
response."  White  Christians  are  baffled 
when  they  learn  that  black  people  take 
umbrage  at  such  an  approach.    What 
makes  paternalism  odious  to  black  peo- 
ple   is    the    fact    that    they    are    still 
placed   in  an  inferior  position  where 
they  must  come  hat  in  hand  to  receive 
of  the  white  man's  bounty.  We  are  in 
the  midst   of  the  Black  Revolution, 
which  seeks  to  restore  the  dignity  and 
self-respect   which  society  has   shorn 
from  the  Negro.    Therefore,  Negroes 
adamantly   refuse  to  jeopardize  their 
self-respect  for  the  dubious  fruits  of 
paternalism. 

Society  has  attached  a  negative 
connotation  to  blackness;  the  church 
has  adopted  the  same  evaluation.  From 
the  cradle  to  the  grave,  black  people 
are  constantly  reminded  that  anything 
sinister,  inferior,  unlovely,  and  impure 
is  equated  with  blackness.  On  the 
other  hand,  anything  pure  and  lovely 
and  righteous  has  the  connotation  of 
whiteness.  When  a  Negro  is  urged  to 
accept  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  he  is  told 


that  he  must  ask  Christ  to  cleanse  his 
black,  evil  heart  by  the  blood,  so  that 
he  will  be  "whiter  than  snow."  One 
does  not  have  to  stretch  his  imagina- 
tion very  far  to  realize  what  goes 
through  a  black  man's  mind  when  he  is 
implored  to  do  this.  Jesus  takes  on 
the  all  too  familiar  guise  of  a  strictly 
white  Anglo-Saxon  Protestant  middle 
class  God,  and  heaven  appears  to  be 
merely  a  glorified  ghetto  in  the  here- 
after. 

Because  of  the  negative  image  of 
Christ  and  Christianity  projected  to 
the  Negro  community  by  the  church, 
Negroes  are  increasingly  viewing  the 
church  as  a  totally  irrelevant  institu- 
tion.    Rev.  Albert  B.  Cleage,  Jr.,  of 
Detroit  declares  in  his  book,  The  Black 
Messiah,  that  "We  must  put  down  this 
white  Jesus  which  the  white  man  gave 
us  in  slavery  and  which  has  been  tear- 
ing us  to  pieces."  Christopher  S.  Wren 
stated    in   his    article,    "Black  Power 
Shakes  the  White  Church,"  (which  ap- 
peared in  the  January  7, 1969,  edition 
of  Look)  that  "Black  churchmen  have

Mr.  Bob  Dungy,  author  of 
this  article,  is  a 
student  at  Grace  College, 
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long  felt  that  white  theology  was 
stacked  against  them,  from  the  blond 
Jesus  of  the  Sunday-school  posters  to 
the  imagery  of  white  as  pure  and  black 
as  evil." 

The  picture  which  the  author  has 
painted  thus  far  has  been  disturbing. 
But  it  is  far  better  to  destroy  the  myth 
that  all  is  well  than  to  conceal  the 
truth  that  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
has  miserably  failed  to  provoke  black 
people  to  jealousy.  Of  great  encourage- 
ment to  us  black  evangelicals  is  the  fact  I 
that  notable  exceptions  to  the  above 
have  existed  throughout  our  history. 
Some  Christians  have  been  genuinely 
concerned  and  involved  in  taking  Christ 
in  all  of  His  beauty  to  black  people, 
but  they  have  been  far  too  few.  What 
we  must  do  is  to  make  these  excep- 
tions the  rule  in  the  relationship  of  the 
church  with  black  people.     A  fresh, 
vibrant  Christianity  subscribes  to  the 
Biblical   concept  that  two  segregated 
souls  never  meet  in  Christ.  An  artificial 
dismemberment  of  the  body  of  Christ 
takes  place  as  fellow  Christians  live  in 
isolation. 

The  Negro  Revolution  without 
Christ  is  now  operating  as  a  ship  with- 
out a  rudder.  Black  Christians  along 
with  their  white  brothers  in  Christ,  by 
His  Spirit  and  His  love  as  their  common 
bond,  will  be  able  to  give  the  moral 
and  spiritual  guidance  which  the  move- 
ment needs. 

We  have  been  mutually  deprived  of 
the  opportunity  and  blessedness  of 
sharing  our  experiences  in  Christ  with 
each  other.  We  have  both  suffered 
because  of  this.  Let  us  join  hands  and 
hearts  as  we  glorify  Christ  by  making 
Him  relevant  to  all  peoples  in  these 
confused  times.

Break  Up  Fallow  Ground

One  day  last  February  a  dental  stu- 
dent came  into  the  Logos  Bookstore 
to  buy  Perelandra  and  That  Hideous 
Strength  by  C.  S.  Lewis.  He  had  been 
in  a  week  earlier  to  get  Out  of  the 
Silent  Planet.  A  friend  of  his  had 
recommended  to  him  this  C.  S.  Lewis 
triology  since  he  had  liked  The  Hobbit 
and  The  Lord  of  the  Rings  by  J.  R.  R. 
Tolkein.  We  talked  of  these  books  and 
then  I  mentioned  to  him  The  Chron- 
icles of  Narnia  and  other  books  by  C. 
S.  Lewis.  He  borrowed  a  copy  of  The 
Great  Divorce.  He  then  admitted  that 
when  he  had  come  in  a  week  earlier 
he  found  himself  afraid  and  uncom- 
fortable when  he  saw  so  many  religious 
titles.  He  said  that  he  wasn't  religious 
in  any  sense. 

Before  he  left  we  listened  to  a  folk- 
rock  record  together.  We  were  friends 
when  he  left.  He  will  be  back  to  re- 
turn the  borrowed  book  and  to  buy 
some  more  and  talk  further.  We  did 
not  converse  about  Jesus  Christ  or  the 
Gospel  and  he  did  not  buy  or  borrow 
any  books  directly  teaching  the  way 
of  salvation. 

There  is  something  that  is  wise,  if 
not  necessary,  before  sowing  the  seed 
of  the  Word  of  God.  Here  it  is  in 
Jeremiah  4:3,  "Break  up  your  fallow 
ground,  and  sow  not  among  thorns." 
ITie  Lord  was  not  speaking  about  farm- 


ing. He  was  speaking  to  the  spiritual 
need  in  Israel.  His  illustration  was  apt. 
Farmers  do  not  sow  in  unplowed 
ground.  They  do  not  sow  in  thorns 
and  the  weeds.  The  land  is  plowed, 
disked  and  harrowed.  It  is  broken  up 
so  that  the  seed  gets  underground  in 
soft,  prepared  soil. 

Jesus  gave  an  illustration  of  a  farmer 
who  sowed  his  seed  at  random  (Mark 
4:1-20).  Some  of  it  fell  on  the  path, 
some  in  rocky  soil,  some  among  thorns. 
And  some  of  the  seed  fell  on  good, 
broken  ground,  with  no  rocks  and  no 
weeds.  When  the  seed  was  planted  on 
good  ground  it  brought  a  harvest  of 
30,  60  and  100  times  the  investment. 
None  of  the  others  brought  forth  fruit 
at  all.  Jesus'  teaching  is  on  the  re- 
ceptivity of  the  ground  to  the  Word 
of  God. 

The  command  given  to  Israel 
through  Jeremiah  not  to  sow  on  un- 
broken ground  or  among  thorns  was 
because  of  the  futility  of  it.  It  would 
be  fruitless  effort.  Jesus  also  explained 
to  His  disciples  that  the  Word  of  God 
was  the  seed  and  the  soils  represented 
the  hearts  of  the  people. 

We  are  to  sow  in  prepared  ground 
and  we  are  to  prepare  the  ground. 
How  do  we  prepare  people  to  receive 
the  Word  of  God?  It  is  not  done  by 
sowing  the  Word  on  hardened  hearts. 
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in  Ann  Arbor  and  sold  $30,000  worth  of 
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series  of  articles  on  witnessing  by  Mr.  Wilson. 
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First,  we  prepare  the  ground  by  loving 
people.  We  are  surrounded  by  people 
most  of  the  time.  All  of  these  people 
make  up  the  ground  to  be  planted.  It 
may  be  easier  to  scatter  the  seed  on 
this  ground  indiscriminately  than  it  is 
to  soften  the  ground  first.  But  if  we 
are  hoping  for  fruit,  it  is  necessary  to 
soften  the  ground. 

Our  expression  of  love  cannot  de- 
pend on  the  loveliness  of  the  people 
we  are  supposed  to  love.  It  must  de- 
pend upon  the  source  of  love-God  the 
Father-and  our  relationship  to  Him. 
Are  we  prepared  to  love  the  unlovely? 
If  so,  we  will  find  ourselves  sowing  the 
wonderful  Word  of  life  into  prepared 
hearts.  This  does  not  mean  that  there 
will  be  an  automatic  quick  response. 
A  long  period  of  loving  and  under- 
standing may  be  necessary.  On  the 
other  hand  it  may  be  only  a  matter  of 
minutes  between  the  time  you  express 
love  in  warmth  and  understanding  to 
a  person  and  the  time  you  have  a  pre- 
pared heart  in  which  to  sow  the  Word. 
It  doesn't  matter  whether  it  is  long  or 
short,  but  it  is  a  prerequisite  to  any 
harvest.  It  is  not  an  option. 

Second,  we  are  to  pray  for  the  peo- 
ple. Paul  wrote  in  I  Timothy  2:1,3,4, 
"First  of  all,  then,  I  urge  that  suppli- 
cations, prayers,  intercessions,  and 
thanksgivings  be  made  for  all  men. 
This  is  good,  and  it  is  acceptable  in  the 
sight  of  God  our  Saviour,  who  desires 
all  men  to  be  saved  and  to  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth."  Pray  for  the 
person  whom  God  desires  to  be  saved. 

For  months  we  have  loved  and 
prayed  for  a  Negro  graduate  student 
at  the  University.  He  has  responded 
to  the  love  but  has  refused  to  read  any 
literature  of  any  kind  that  was  Chris- 
tian. Recently  he  asked  me  for  a  copy 
of  His  magazine  and  he  also  borrowed 
a  copy  of  Francis  Schaeffer's  The  God 
Who  Is  There.  We  believe  that  the 
ground  is  broken  and  we  can  plant  the 
seed.  We  are  expecting  a  harvest.        ▼

MODERNISM  IN  MU 
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I  his  article  will  likely  produce 
some  contrary  thoughts.  Some  readers 
will  smile  wryly  and  wish  its  writer 
would  loosen  up  a  bit.

In  other  words,  what  is  here 
will  be  controversial,  to  say  the  least. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  let  us  launch 
forth  on  the  premise  of  a  beatitude: 
"Blessed  are  they  which  do  hunger  and 
thirst  after  righteousness:  for  they  shall 
be  filled." 

Indeed,  "one  thing  is  needful"  in 
this  day,  this  generation  and  this  world: 
a  people  whose  God  is  the  Lord,  whose 
practice  is  faith,  whose  premise  is  the 
Bible,  and  whose  hunger  and  thirst  is 
for  that  righteousness  which  will  an- 
swer for  them  in  time  to  come  when 
the  awesome  judgment  seat  of  Christ 
shall  loom  before  their  sight.  Let  each 
reader  face  the  question  honestly:  Do 
I  really  hunger  and  thirst  after  personal 
righteousness  here  on  earth?  Or  do  I 
simply  accept  all  styles,  mannerisms, 
fashions,  forms  and  methods  in  an  ex- 
istentialist, come-what-may,  what's- 
the-use  attitude? 

Music  is  one  part  of  man's  total  ex- 
perience and  endeavor.  The  fact  that 
music  becomes  more  degenerative  and 
depraved  through  the  years  has  its 
telling  effect,  even  on  "religious"  mu- 
sic. Along  with  music,  morals  become 
increasingly  degenerate  and  depraved. 
This  is  witnessed  in  the  blatant  sexuali- 
ty, dress,  pornography,  fornication  and 
adultery  of  our  day.  These  things 
should  not  exist  among  those  who 
should  "hunger  and  thirst  after  right- 
eousness." 

The  lack  of  conscience  and  purity 
on  the  part  of  God's  people  is  not  a 
proper    response    to    divine    holiness 
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which  thunders:  "Be  ye  holy:  for  I  am 
holy."  Indeed,  the  world  is  not  "a 
friend  to  grace,  to  help  me  on  to  God," 
as  the  hymn  writer  pointed  out.  But 
far  too  often  God's  people  become 
"enemies  of  the  cross  of  Christ"  and 
too  easily  partake  of  the  "weak  and 
beggarly  elements"  of  this  world. 

One  trend  in  music,  sponsored  by 
Christian  recordings,  is  the  use  of  the 
older  swing  style,  the  younger  jazz 
style  and  the  recent  rock  style  of 
worldly  musical  performance.  These 
recordings  are  sold  in  Christian  stores, 
heard  in  Christian  homes,  and  aired 
over  Christian  radio  stations.  They 
sound  so  much  like  the  swing,  jazz  and 
rock  which  the  world  originated  that 
such  a  fact  alone  should  teach  us  to 
"put  difference  between  unclean  and 
clean,"  as  the  Scripture  requires.  The 
continuous  "thump"  of  a  swing  beat; 
the  delayed  beat  of  the  jazz  syncopa- 
tion; the  delayed  vibrato  of  a  sensualis- 
tic  holding  note;  the  lush  harmonies  or 
disharmonies  of  dance  media;  the  fran- 
tic "chug-chug"  of  gyrating  motion; 
the  empty  religious  sentimentalities  of 
word  and  thought  content;  and  the  in- 
creasing triviality  of  vocal  and  instru- 
mental arrangement  and  accompani- 
ment are  all  symbols  of  uncleanness. 
The  world  originated  this  "musical 
dystrophy"  to  cater  to  false  pleasure, 
dreamy  vanity  and  sensual  unreality. 

Indeed,  "the  pleasures  of  sin  for  a 
season"  have  happened  to  Christian 
music!  Christians  in  general,  and 
preachers,  teachers,  and  evangelists  in 
particular  ought  to  notice  these  trends 
of  musical  modernism.  We  must  prac- 
tice separation  in  our  musical  tastes  as 
surely  as  in  our  doctrine.  We  must 
show  our  faith  by  our  music. 

The  mania  to  perform  the  Lord's 
songs  in  the  world's  ways  "is  too  much 


with  us,"  as  Wordsworth  would  say. 
Some  Christian  artists  find  themselves 
in  marital  and  family  difficulties  and 
otherwise  questionable  situations.  This 
parallels  the  allowance  of  unholy  man- 
ners in  arranging  holy  music,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  more  recent  inclusion 
of  today's  songs  of  far  lesser  worth  and 
musical  fitness.  In  this  writer's  rather 
large  library  of  recordings  he  discovers 
that  the  arrangements  of  hymns  and 
gospel  songs  performed  by  some  men 
of  the  world  evidence  more  devotion, 
spirituality  and  effectiveness  than  do 
many  arrangements  performed  by  men 
thought  to  be  of  like  precious  faith 
with  us. 

Musical  morality  has  become  so  re- 
duced and  hardened  that  standards  of 
Biblical  propriety,  sobriety  and  purity 
are  no  longer  applied.  Verily,  "the 
noise  of  them  that  sing,"  "the  dancing" 
and  the  accompanying  nudity  are  trace- 
able to  the  fact  that  "it  is  a  stiffnecked 
people."  The  Lord,  rather  than  send- 
ing revival,  would  like  to  say:  "Now 
therefore  let  me  alone,  that  my  wrath 
may  wax  hot  against  them"  (Exod. 
32:10).  Let  us  hope  that  the  Lord 
has  some  Moses  around  who  can  still 
intercede  for  this  people,  with  the  re- 
sult that  the  Lord  "repent  of  the  evil 
which  he  thought  to  do  unto  his  peo- 
ple." 

Can  it  be  denied  that  one  can  dance 
to  some  of  the  Christian  music  of  to- 
day's recordings,  with  their  thump  and 
swing?  Indeed  not!  And  now  the 
rock  'n'  roll  media  are  wrapping  them- 
selves around  the  very  hymns  and 
gospel  songs  to  whose  purity  we  ought 
to  return!  Even  the  theater  organ  of  a 
generation  ago,  with  its  cowbells, 
brushes  and  castanets,  has  now  found 
its  way  into  some  churches  by  way  of 
its  modern  electronic  counterpart.  Un- 
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less  this  trend  is  stopped,  there  will  be 
no  Moses  to  intercede.  And  the  mod- 
ern religious  music  modernists  include 
more  than  the  Duke  Ellingtons,  the 
Church-O-Theques,  the  Richard  Brauti- 
gans,  the  Brian  Whitcombs,  the  Beatles, 
the  Electric  Prunes  and  the  various 
assorted  denominational  preachers  who 
mix  jazz  and  Jehovah ;  they  come  quite 
■  close  to  some  of  the  schools  and  par- 
sonages who  might  otherwise  be  con- 
sidered at  least  evangelical! 

This  writer  has  consulted  his  file  on 
modern  religious  music  again  and  again; 
he  is  constantly  amazed  at  the  blas- 
phemy,  the   candor  and  the  so-what 
;   attitude  of  it  all.  It  would  seem  today 
;   that  "my  people  love  to  have  it  so," 
even  as  sin  was  tolerated  in  Jeremiah's 
:    day.    Sit  down  and  reflect  and  ponder 
1   over  the  need  for  revival  in  music  com- 
position,   arrangement   and  perform- 
.   ance.    Become  another  Moses  and  in- 
tercede before  the  holy,  righteous  God 
with  whom  we  have  to  do. 

Modernism  in  music  is  evident  in 
I  the  area  of  music  publication  as  well 
i  as  recordings.    Until  the  past  ten  years 
i  or  so,  Christian  publishing  houses  had 
published  by  and  large  good  collections 
1  of  gospel  songs  for  solo  and  special 
group  use.     However,  some  Christian 
publishing  houses  are  now  including 
music  which  is  performable  in  an  in- 
tended contemporary  style.    One  such 
song  is  indicated  to  be  performed  "in 
> '  a  folkrock  tempo."    Other  songs  are 
also  decidedly  performable  in  the  same 
manner. 

Trite  and  trivial  wordage  is  increas- 
!    ingly  evident  in  today's  songs.    Here 
1 1  are  two  of  many  examples: 
I       "Though  it  makes  Him  sad  to  see 
I  the  way  we  live, 

(He'll  always  say,  T  forgive.'  " 
No,  He  will  not  always  forgive! 
He  will  forgive  only  if  we  confess  our 
sins  on  the  basis  of  the  shed  blood  of 
■the  Lord  Jesus  Christ!  Yet  unregener- 
ate  people  make  themselves  feel  good 
in  singing  this,  and  Christians  allow  it. 
The  author  (and  composer  of  the 
music)  of  the  following  words  portrays 
the  dreamy  vanity  mentioned  previous- 
ly. 

I  i     "Now  He  walks  beside  me  day  by 

day, 

Ever  watching  o'er  me  lest  I  stray 


Indeed  the  musician  producing  this 
music  did  stray  from  the  ways  of  the 
^ord.   He  also  produces  music  for  the

world  as  well  as  for  Christian  record- 
ings, films  and  radio  use. 

The   word   or  lyric  content  of  so 
many  modern  compositions  is  subjec- 
tive. It  centers  in  "I,"  "me"  and  "my" 
in  describing  feelings,  thoughts,  desires 
and   "commitments."      Lyrics    which 
center  objectively  in  "Thee,"  "Thou," 
"Thine,"  "He,"  "Him"  and  "His"  are 
increasingly  disappearing.     Subjective 
expression  is  replacing  the  objectivity 
of  Christ,  salvation,  the  Bible,  the  Holy 
Spirit,  conversion,  confession  of  sin 
and   warnings   of  judgment  to  come. 
Many  songs  have  claims  such  as  "I  will 
serve,"  or  "I'll  be  a  friend."    This  re- 
minds one  of  Peter  who  said,  "I  will 
lay  down  my  life  for  thy  sake."  After 
his  denial  and  the  crowing  of  the  cock, 
as  the  Lord  had  said,  Peter  went  out 
and  wept  bitterly. 

The  tendency  is  to  glorify  the  Chris- 
tian experience  rather  than  honoring 
the  Christ  who  makes  the  experience 
possible.  Soon  the  Christian  experi- 
ence will  supersede  the  person  and 
work  of  Christ,  even  as  existentialism 
displaces  morality,  "experiential-ism" 
displaces  revelation.  A  proper  balance 
ought  to  be  maintained  between  the 
"psalms  and  hymns  and  spiritual 
songs,"  which  very  probably  take  prece- 
dence in  that  order.  Come  forth  with 
good,  objective  lyric  poetry,  you  writ- 
ers, and  let  responsible  music  be  the 
conveyance  thereof! 

With  the  decreasing  rate  at  which 
Christians  read  and  study  God's  Word, 
it  is  no  wonder  that  it  is  so  easy  to  ac- 
cept triviality  and  triteness  in  the  lyric 
content  of  today's  brand  of  Christian 
music.  We  need  to  guard  against  spirit- 
ualized sentiments  wrapped  in  worldly 
bundles  of  music.     We  must  make  a 
difference  between  belief  and  "com- 
mitment,"   between    conversion    and 
"getting  through."    Modernism  in 
words  set  to  music  can  find  too  easy 
an  access  into  our  hearing  if  we  do  not 
attend  to  the  doctrine.    We  ought  to 
have  the  Berean  philosophy  in  regard 
to  music,  emulating  the  Berean  Chris- 
tians   who    "searched    the    scriptures 
daily,  whether  those  things  were  so" 
(Acts   17:11).     The  result  will  be,  as 
with  the  Bereans:  "Therefore  many  of 
them  believed." 

In  this  writer's  thinking,  this  mod- 
ern Christian  music  does  not  properly 
represent  fundamentalism,  which  is 
centered  in  the  Godhead;  the  person 
and  work  of  Christ;  the  Holy  Spirit; 


the  Word  of  God;  and  the  works  of 
God.    Just  as  fundamentalism  in  doc- 
trine is  a  position  against  the  liberali- 
zation of  doctrine,  in  the  same  way 
fundamentalism  in  music  is  a  position 
against  the  modernization  of  musical 
expression.     To  say  that  music  pro- 
gresses and  requires  new  forms  and  ex- 
pressions equals  an  embarrassing  ad- 
mission that  doctrine  also  progresses 
and   requires   new  forms  and  expres- 
sions.   Musically  speaking,  we  need  to 
listen   to  the  word  of  the  Lord  to 
Jeremiah:  "Stand  ye  in  the  ways,  and 
see,  and  ask  for  the  old  paths,  where  is 
the  good  way,  and  walk  therein,  and 
ye  shall  find  rest  for  your  souls."  Trag- 
ically, however,  there  are  musical  mod- 
ernists who  immediately  answer:  "We 
will  not  walk  therein."    It  is  against 
such  personages  and  their  music  that 
we  ought  to  stand  preferring  the  "old 
paths"  of  musical  purity,  certainty  and 
objectivity. 

We    are    thankful    for    the    godly 
hymns  and  gospel  songs  that  have  been 
written,  and  for  those  which  are  still 
being  written.     But  the  inclusion  of 
swing,  jazz,  thump,  rock  and  chug  in 
recent  recordings  and  publications  of- 
fers no  continuing  purity,  sobriety  nor 
objectivity  in  Christian  music.     It  is 
tragic  to  read  newspaper  notices  such 
as  "Salvation  Army  Invades  Pop  Field"; 
or    "Veteran    pop  music   and   record 
producers  are  forecasting  a  bigger  fu- 
ture for  Gospel  than  that  enjoyed  by 
the  1962  craze,  the  bossa  nova";  or 
"Gospel  singers  have  become  the  rage 
of  show  business  personalities  and  cafe 
society";  or  a  sadly  prophetic  item, 
"There's  no  dance  for  pop  Gospel  yet, 
but  I'm  sure  the  kids  will  develop  one." 
An  Oklahoma  minister  wrote:   "The 
present  day  'sacred'  music  .  .  .  gives 
assent  to  any  easy  kind  of  Christianity. 
There  is  little  or  nothing  in  the  test 
that  is  spiritually  challenging  or  pro- 
found ...  a  sacred  song  literature  of 
convenience." 

The  time  is  long  overdue  for  revival 
in  our  music  habits,  allowances  and 
appreciations.  May  such  revival  be 
zealously  wanted  by  God's  own  people, 
and  graciously  given  by  that  people's 
God!  Let  us  forsake  modernism  in 
music  and  truly  hunger  and  thirst  for 
that  which  is  righteous!  T

Within  the  range  of 
our  character,  personality,  and  talent 
the  Lord  would  call  us  to  dedicate  our 
lives  for  His  work.  Specifically  the 
Scriptures  say  that  ".  .  .  ye  present 
your  bodies  a  living  sacrifice,  holy, 
acceptable  unto  God.  .  ."  (Rom.  12:1). 

It  is  with  enthusiasm  and  encourage- 
ment to  my  own  Christian  life  that  I 
have  studied  and  written  about  the 
lives,  character,  and  service  of  these 
women  of  the  Bible.  My  desire  is  that 
these  sketches  will  be  an  encourage- 
ment and  inspiration  to  each  WMC 
lady.  May  our  lives  be  challenged  to  a 
greater  devotion  and  service  for  God 
who  so  sacrificially  extended  His  love 
to  us.  Your  thoughtful  reading  of  the 
lives  of  these  women  as  well  as  others 
in  the  Scriptures  will  draw  you  into  a 
closer  fellowship  with  the  Master.

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Three  years  ago  I  was  preparing  to 
return  to  the  Central  African  Republic 
for  my  fourth  term  of  service.  Shortly 
before  my  departure  date  a  serious 
illness  in  the  family  suddenly  changed 
my  plans,  and  I  never  got  back  to  the 
field.  I  knew  that  God  had  a  purpose 
in  permitting  this,  and  that  my  place 
of  service  for  the  immediate  future  was 
to  be  at  home.  At  that  time,  and  since 
then,  the  Psalmist's  testimony  and 
prayer  became,  and  has  been,  mine: 
".  .  .  in  thee  do  I  trust:  cause  me  to 
know  the  way  wherein  I  should  walk 
..."(Ps.  143:8). 

As  the  Lord  led  me  in  the  past,  He 
has  now  led  me  in  various  ways  to  walk 
in  His  way.  I  praise  Him  for  leading 
me  to  a  local  group  of  believers  who 
love  the  Lord  and  His  Word.  When 
both  pastor  and  people  invited  me  to 
serve  as  a  Bible  teacher  I  took  it  as 
from  the  Lord.  It  has  been  a  wonder- 
ful privilege  and  experience  to  serve 
in  this  home-mission  church.  The 
teaching  responsibility  of  college  and 
career  young  people  has  been  a  tremen- 
dous challenge.

There  is  a  need  for  Good  News  Bible 
Clubs  in  my  home  town.  Homes  are 
available,  but  there  are  not  enough 
teachers.  A  teacher-training  class  was 
held  locally  to  help  meet  that  need.  I 
attended  some  of  the  classes,  and  as  a 
result,  am  interested  in  reaching  chil- 
dren for  Christ.  Will  you  pray  with  me 
that  I  might  know  God's  will  concern- 


ing such  a  club? 

There  have  been  times,  during  these 
past  three  years,  when  I  was  so  sure 
that  the  Lord  was  leading  a  certain 
way.  But  then,  the  way  would  be 
closed,  and  the  words  "stand  still"  and 
"wait  upon  the  Lord"  would  come  to 
me.  God  is  ever  faithful  to  His  prom- 
ises! As  He  led  in  the  past,  I  am  con- 
fident that,  "What-e'er  I  do,  Wher-e'er 
I  be,  Still  'tis  God's  hand  that  leadeth 
me."-EdithM.

I  was  saved  in  a  Daily  Vacation 
Bible  School  in  rural,  northern  Michi- 
gan when  I  was  about  eight  years  old. 
Although  my  parents  lived  by  the 
Golden  Rule  ("do  unto  others"),  we 
never  attended  Sunday  School  or 
church.  Through  my  high  school  years 
and  the  early  years  of  marriage  I  at- 
tended very  spasmodically. 

The  Gospel  in  a  nutshell  (John 
3:16),  The  Lord's  Prayer,  Psalm  23, 
and  the  Ten  Commandments  were, 
practically  speaking,  my  only  knowl- 
edge of  the  Word  of  God  until  the  fall 
of  1956  when  the  Lord  led  my  husband 
and  me  to  attend  the  Brethren  church 
in  Lansing,  Michigan.  Here,  under  the 
teaching  and  preaching  of  a  very  good

We  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches,  in  harmony  with  our  historic  position,  be- 
lieving the  Bible,  the  whole  Bible,  and  nothing  but  the 
Bible  to  be  our  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  of  practice, 
and  feeling  our  responsibility  to  make  known  the 
divine  message  of  the  Bible,  present  the  following 
articles  as  a  statement  of  those  basic  truths  taught  in 
the  Bible  which  are  common  to  our  Christian  faith 
and  practice: 

1.  THE  BIBLE:  the  Word  of  God,  the  sixty-six 
Books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  verbally 
inspired  in  all  parts,  and  therefore  wholly  with- 
out error  as  originally  given  of  God  (II  Tim.  3:16; 
II  Peter  1:21). 

2.  THE  ONE  TRUE  GOD:  existing  eternally  as 
three  persons-the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy 
Spirit  (Luke  3:22;  Matt.  28:19;  II  Cor.  13:14). 

3.  THE  LORD  JESUS  CHRIST:  His  preexistence 
and  deity  (John  1 : 1-3),  incarnation  by  virgin  birth 
(John  1:14;  Matt.  1:18-23),  sinless  life  (Heb. 
4:15),  substitutionary  death  (II  Cor.  5:21), 
bodily  resurrection  (Luke  24:3643),  ascension 
into  heaven  and  present  ministry  (Heb.  4: 14-16), 
and  coming  again  (Acts  1:11). 

4.  THE  HOLY  SPIRIT:  His  personality  (John 
16:7-15);  and  deity  (Acts  5:34);  and  His  work 
in  each  believer:  baptism  and  indwelling  at  the 
moment  of  regeneration  (I  Cor.  12:13;  Rom. 
8:9);  and  filling  (Eph.  5:18)  to  empower  for 
Christian  life  and  service  (Eph.  3:16;  Acts  1:8- 
Gal.  5:22-23). 

5.  MAN:  his  direct  creation  in  the  image  of  God 
(Gen.  1:26-28),  his  subsequent  fall  into  sin  re- 
sulting in  spiritual  death  (Gen.  3:1-24;  Rom. 
5:12),  and  the  necessity  of  the  new  birth  for  his 
salvation  (John  3:3-5). 

6.  SALVATION:  a  complete  and  eternal  salvation 
by  God's  grace  alone,  received  as  the  gift  of  God 
through  personal  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
and  His  finished  work  (Eph.  2:8-9;  Titus  3:5-6; 
I  Peter  1:18-19). 

7.  THE  CHURCH:  one  true  Church,  the  body  and 
bride  of  Christ  (Eph.  1:22-23;  5:25-32),  com- 
posed of  all  true  believers  of  the  present  age  (I 
Cor.  12: 12-13);  and  the  organization  of  its  mem- 


bers in  local  churches  for  worship,  for  edification 
of  believers,  and  for  world-wide  gospel  witness, 
each  local  church  being  autonomous  but  cooper- 
ating in  fellowship  and  work  (Eph.  4: 1 1-16). 

8.  CHRISTIAN  LIFE:  a  life  of  righteousness,  good 
works,  and  separation  unto  God  from  the  evil 
ways  of  the  world  (Rom.  12:1-2),  manifested  by 
speaking  the  truth  (James  5:12),  maintaining  the 
sanctity  of  the  home  (Eph.  5:22-6:4),  settling 
differences  between  Christians  in  accordance 
with  the  Word  of  God  (I  Cor.  6: 1-8),  not  engaging 
in  carnal  strife  but  showing  a  Christ-like  attitude 
toward  all  men  (Rom.  12:17-21),  exhibiting  the 
fruit  of  the  Spirit  (Gal.  5:22-23),  and  maintaining 
a  life  of  prayer  (Eph.  6:18;  Phil.  4:6),  including 
the  privilege,  when  sick,  of  calling  for  the  elders 
of  the  church  to  pray  and  to  anoint  with  oil  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord  (James  5:13-18). 

9.  ORDINANCES:  the  Christian  should  observe  the 
ordinances  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  are 
(1)  baptism  of  believers  by  triune  immersion 
(Matt.  28:19)  and  (2)  the  threefold  communion 
service,  consisting  of  the  washing  of  the  saints' 
feet  (John  13:1-17),  the  Lord's  Supper  (I  Cor. 
11:20-22,  33-34;  Jude  12),  and  the  communion 
of  the  bread  and  the  cup  (I  Cor.  1 1 :  23-26). 

10.  SATAN:  his  existence  and  personality  as  the 
great  adversary  of  God  and  His  people  (Rev. 
12:1-10),  his  judgment  (John  12:31),  and  final 
doom  (Rev.  20:10). 

11.  SECOND  COMING:  the  personal,  visible,  and 
imminent  return  of  Christ  to  remove  His  Church 
from  the  earth  (I  Thess.  4:16-17)  before  the 
tribulation  (I  Thess.  1:10;  Rev.  3:10),  and  after- 
ward to  descend  with  the  Church  to  establish  His 
millennial  kingdom  upon  the  earth  (Rev.  19:1 1- 
20:6). 

12.  FUTURE  LIFE:  the  conscious  existence  of  the 
dead  (Phil.  1:21-23;  Luke  16:19-31),  the  resur- 
rection of  the  body  (John  5:28-29),  the  judgment 
and  reward  of  believers  (Rom.  14:10-12;  II  Cor. 
5:10),  the  judgment  and  condemnation  of  un- 
believers (Rev.  20:11-15),  the  etneral  life  of  the 
saved  (John  3:16),  and  the  eternal  punishment 
of  the  lost  (Matt.  25:46;  Rev.  20:15).

Matsu  Crawford  (Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan:  Zondervan  Publishing  House, 
1969),  151  pages,  S2.95. 

"Love  is  like  an  acorn  in  a  crack  of 
the  wall.  Once  an  acorn  begins  to 
swell,  even  a  rock  wall  gives  way  before 
its  unyielding  force." 

When  Minoro  Tada  lost  his  grand- 
father, he  lost  the  last  of  his  immediate 
family,  but  gained  the  knowledge  of  his 
true  identity.  Now  he  understood  why 
any  mention  of  his  father,  America, 
foreign  ideas  or  even  his  physical  ap- 
pearance would  throw  his  Japanese 
family  into  turmoil  and  conflict.  He 
was  half  American! 

Mrs.  Crawford  does  an  excellent  job 
in  relating  this  story  of  a  life  ruined  by 
smoldering  hatred,  and  another  young 
life  beginning  on  the  same  path  but 
changed  in  its  course  by  the  all- 
consuming  love  of  God.

John  Hercus  (Chicago:  Inter-Varsity 
Press,  1968,  c1967),  136  pages,  S4.50. 

From  the  physician's  understanding 
of  emotional  problems,  and  the  sym- 
pathy of  a  Christian  heart  comes  this 
moving  look  into  the  life  of  David, 
shepherd  boy,  war  hero,  poet,  genius 
king,  man  after  God's  own  heart. 

Dr.  Hercus  examines  David's  life 
from  the  standpoint  of  his  background, 
a  superior  boy  in  a  broken  home, 
driven  by  forces  which  shaped  his 
character,  and  asks,  "What  does  God 
think  of  all  this?"  David's  life  itself 
provides  the  answer.  For  never  in  all 
history  was  there  any  success  to  come 
near  his.  Yet  opposed  to  this  is  the 
disgusting  record  of  all  that  is  shoddy 
and  unworthy.    David's  life  included 


greed  and  lust,  murder  and  deceit.  So 
how  could  God  approve  and  love  him? 

David  learned,  just  as  we  must 
learn,  that  there  is  only  one  thing  God 
wants  in  a  man.  That  one  thing  is  the 
only  thing  earth  can  offer  heaven: 
faith.  Through  his  boyish  faith  David 
discovered  the  I-Thou  relationship  a 
man  may  establish  with  God  and  in 
which  alone  man  can  be  joined  with 
God  in  a  union  of  one  will— God's  will.

Faith  for  a  Secular  World 

Myron  S.  Augsburger  (Waco,  Texas: 
Word  Books,  1968),  96  pages,  S2.95. 

The  title  of  this  book  is  true  to  its 
content.  In  the  twenty  brief  chapters 
averaging  four  pages  each,  the  author 
comes  to  grips  with  vital  topics  with- 
out waste  of  words;  rather,  there  are 
rich  phrases  and  quotable  sentences 
that  both  challenge  and  delight. 

There  is  an  excellent  chapter  on 
prayer;  not  platitudinous,  but  sharply 
practical.  On  social  injustice  Dr.  Augs- 
burger writes,  "The  Christian  perspec- 
tive holds  social  evil  and  personal  evil 
together  because  it  sees  the  individual 
as  having  infinite  worth;  communism, 
by  contrast,  sees  the  individual  as 
worthless."

Laymen, 

Are  You 

Ready? 


In  the  September  6  editorial  in  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  a 
need  was  presented  for  additional  laymen  representatives  on  the  seven 
Brethren  national  boards.  This  is  a  matter  of  great  importance  which 
I  hope  will  receive  due  consideration  from  the  Fellowship. 

As  I  travel  among  the  districts  and  observe  activities  on  the  national 
level,  a  strengthening  of  laymen  endeavors  is  noted.  The  district 
organizations  are  being  solidified  in  such  a  manner  as  to  contribute 
in  a  very  definite  way  to  progress  on  the  national  level.  Men  are 
sacrificing  in  order  to  serve.  They  are  setting  and  reaching  goals. 
They  are  making  a  start  toward  having  district  periodicals  for  laymen. 

The  normal  result  of  such  participation  by  our  men  will  be  that 
they  will  be  used  more  widely  on  the  national  level.  They  are  already 
being  used  as  national  officers;  they  can  profitably  be  used  on  the 
executive  committee,  as  well  as  on  the  committee  on  committees, 
the  nominating  committee,  and  others.  Their  business  experience 
will  be  of  great  help  in  these  functions. 

But  laymen  need  to  give  due  consideration  to  any  invitation  to 
serve  on  boards  and  committees.  Of  great  importance  is  the  consider- 
ation of  whether  one  can  be  present  at  all  meetings  since  continuity 
in  attendance  is  so  essential  to  gaining  a  knowledge  of  the  work.  Also 
to  be  considered  is  the  amount  of  time  necessary  to  attend  meetings 
and  to  discharge  the  duties  of  these  offices.  This  can  be  arranged; 
many  men  now  arrange  their  vacation  to  coincide  with  national  con- 
ference. Then  there  is  the  responsibility  of  being  willing  to  study  and 
learn.  It  is  only  natural  that  the  more  knowledge  one  can  gain  regard- 
ing his  specific  work,  the  greater  the  contribution  that  can  be  made. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  warning  that  should  be  sounded  is 
that  no  man  should  permit  himself  to  become  involved  with  too  many 
responsibilities.  If  he  is  elected  to  membership  on  a  national  board, 
he  should  not  allow  his  name  to  be  placed  in  nomination  for  member- 
ship on  another  board.  Rather,  he  should  dedicate  himself  with  a 
special  zeal,  for  a  particular  task,  on  a  specific  board. 

Laymen,  are  you  ready?  We  need  you;  we  want  you!  Strengthen 
your  district  organizations,  work  toward  having  better  laymen- 
oriented  district  magazines,  and  support  and  promote  your  projects. 
Meet  together  regularly  as  laymen  groups  for  fellowship  and  to  trans- 
act your  very  important  business.  Then,  stand  ready  to  serve  on  the 
national  level  if  and  when  the  Lord  leads.  v 
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New  Statement  of  Faith 

. . .  and  Home  Missions ! 


I  he  largest  delegated  body  of 
Brethren  people  in  the  history  of  the 
National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  met  at  Winona  Lake  in  Au- 
gust. The  entire  conference  was  char- 
acterized by  enthusiasm,  challenge, 
spiritual  fervor  and  faith.  There  was  a 
marvelous  display  of  unity  as  the  Spirit 
of  God  spoke  through  the  messengers 
of  the  Word  of  God  and  in  the  chal- 
lenge hours  of  our  national  interests. 

Two  years  ago  our  moderator  recom- 
mended that  a  committee  be  formed 
to  revise  "The  Message  of  the  Brethren 
Ministry."  This  is  a  statement  of  faith 
that  the  Brethren  ministers  believed 
but  had  never  become  the  official  state- 
ment of  faith  of  the  national  Fellow- 
ship. A  nine-man  committee  was 
formed— later  two  laymen  were  added 
and  work  proceeded.  Many  hours  of 
;areful  and  prayerful  deliberation  went 
into  the  revision.  This  was  a  most 
>dtal  task. 

The  final  draft  was  presented  early 
n  the  national  conference  for  prayer- 
ful scrutiny.  On  the  following  day  it 
vas  adopted  by  the  delegated  body 
vith  great  unity  and  satisfaction. 

The  Statement  of  Faith  is  important 
:o  Brethren  Home  Missions  because  it 
s  scriptural.  Brethren  churches  are 
iible-believing  churches.  The  Breth- 
en  ministry  is  characterized  as  a  Bible- 
weaching  ministry.  The  Apostle  Peter 
said,  ".  .  .  be  ready  always  to  give  an 
inswer  to  every  man  that  asketh  you  a 
eason  of  the  hope  that  is  in  you  .  . ." 
I  Peter  3:15).  We  believe  that  the 
vhole  counsel  of  God  should  be  pro- 
:laimed  and  Scripture  references  should 
Jways  point  the  hearer  to  the  author- 
ty  of  the  Word  of  God. 

Brethren  home-missionaries  are  en- 
;aged  in  a  basic  work  of  establishing 
he      self-supporting,      self-governing 


church.  This  church  extension  and 
home-mission  department  has  a  very 
grave  responsibility  to  set  in  action  a 
proper  Biblical  foundation  for  each 
new  mission  church.  This  outline  of 
basic  Biblical  truth  must  be  woven  in- 
to the  fabric  and  foundation  of  each 
mission  effort.  To  insure  the  blessing 
of  God  the  superstructure  of  God's 
church  can  only  be  built  upon  the 
truth  of  God's  Word  (Eph.  2:19-20; 
I  Thess.  2:13).  This  Statement  of 
Faith  is  then  the  foundation  of  belief 
for  each  missionary  and  each  church. 
It  becomes  an  inherent  part  of  the  con- 
stitution of  each  organized  body. 

The  message  is  practical  in  that  it 
deals  with  all  aspects  of  our  faith.  The 
new  format  makes  the  statement  ex- 
ceedingly practical  in  answering  ques- 
tions for  those  seeking  truth.  The 
twelve  points  begin  with  the  Bible, 
progressing  on  with  the  Trinity,  each 
member  of  the  Godhead,  Man,  Salva- 
tion, The  Church,  Christian  Life,  Ordi- 
nances, Satan  and  finishes  with  antici- 
pated future,  the  Second  Coming  of 
Christ  and  the  Future  Life.  The  com- 
mittee is  to  be  commended  for  the 
concise  and  positive  way  in  which  each 
truth  is  positively  presented.  The  in- 
corporation of  conclusive  references  in 
each  case  ties  the  doctrine  to  the  Word 
of  God. 

The  Statement  of  Faith  is  com- 
municable. The  child  of  God  is  ex- 
horted to  witness  of  Christ  (Acts  1:8); 
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to  build  upon  the  foundation  of  the 
prophets  and  apostles  (Eph.  2:20);  to 
rightly  divide  the  Word  of  God  (II  Tim. 
2:15);  to  be  involved  in  the  ministry 
of  reconciliation  (II  Cor.  5:18-19);  and 
to  ".  .  .  earnestly  contend  for  the  faith 
which  was  once  delivered  unto  the 
saints"  (Jude  3).  Whether  one  is  win- 
ning a  soul  to  Christ  or  teaching  the 
newborn  child  of  God  or  preaching  the 
wonderful  truth  of  the  Lord's  coming, 
this  message  is  the  framework  of  our 
main  thrust  of  communication. 

We  are  well  aware  of  the  apostasy 
which  has  slowly  crept  into  the  major 
religious  bodies  of  this  day.  In  an  hour 
when  it  is  more  popular  to  "merge" 
than  to  stand  for  differing  "truth"  the 
Brethren  people  remain  solid  on  their 
stand  for  the  Word  of  God.  The  over- 
whelming vote  of  approval  for  this 
statement  is  evidence  that  Grace  Breth- 
ren people  are  united  in  their  conten- 
tion for  "the  faith." 

God's  blessing  upon  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches,  evi- 
denced in  their  unity  of  doctrine, 
practice  and  fellowship  coupled  along 
with  the  continued  open  doors  of  op- 
portunity to  enter  new  fields  of  labor 
indicate,  we  believe,  God's  favor.  What 
a  thrill  to  build  new  churches  that 
stand  for  the  Bible,  the  whole  Bible, 
and  nothing  but  the  Bible.  What  a  joy 
to  evangelize,  to  teach  and  train  those 
who  come  to  Christ  through  our  minis- 
try. Let  us  be  aware  that  Satan  will  do 
his  utmost  to  upset  this  unity,  to 
thwart  our  dedicated  purpose  and 
hinder  our  efforts  to  reach  a  lost  world 
for  Christ.

Freeways,  interstates,  and  turnpikes, 
have  shrunk  America.  It  is  now  pos- 
sible to  travel  nearly  the  length  and 
breadth  of  this  great  land  with  but  an 
occasional  stop  for  rest  and  service. 
These  sophisticated  highways  have 
done  much  to  expedite  travel  but  they 
have  also  reduced  one's  awareness  of 
his  surroundings.  With  accelerated 
speeds,  landscaped  right-of-ways,  and 
esthetic  billboards  it  is  not  unusual  for 
the  traveler  to  be  totally  oblivious  to 
the  very  nature  of  the  countryside 
through  which  he  passes. 

Along  these  ribbons  of  concrete  and 
macadam  that  crisscross  America  are 
cities  and  towns  in  which  millions  of 
people  live  out  their  lives.  The  poor 
in  their  ghettos,  the  rich  in  their  se- 
cluded estates,  the  workers  in  factories, 
secretaries  in  offices,  farmers  in  their 
fields— all  separated  from  one  another 
by  the  social  standards  of  the  20th 
century,  but  participating  jointly  in  the 
marvelous  plan  of  God's  love.  How 
tragic  it  would  be  if  they  were  robbed 
of  their  "inheritance"  because  no  one 
had  come  their  way  with  the  news  of 
redemption. 

Your  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council,  when  perusing  the  map  of 
America,  does  not  see  the  myriad  of 
highways  that  traverse  its  contour,  but 
instead  the  miles  of  opportunity  that 
stretch  out  almost  interminably  in 
every  direction.  Just  one  little  section 
of  this  endless  road  of  opportunity 
concerns  us  this  year.  In  terms  of 
modern  travel,  hardly  any  distance  at 
all— forty-five  miles!  But  for  The 
Brethren  Church  it  represents  the  dis- 
tance we  must  travel  to  reach  our  goal 
in  home-mission  activity.  Forty-five 
miles  when  paved  with  dimes  totals 
$396,000  and  this  represents  the  exact 
amount  we  need  in  Brethren  Home 
Missions  for  1970.  One  mile  for  each 
mission  point  and  the  nearly  150  mis- 
sionaries serving  in  our  program.  How 
far  along  this  road  will  you  travel  this 
year?  Is  it  not  possible  that  we  could 
say  with  the  Emmaus  disciples,  "Did 
not  our  heart  burn  within  us,  while  he 
talked  with  us  by  the  way?"

lessiah,  come  in!" 

What  joy  our  hearts  experienced  as 
our  Jewish  friend  literally  cried  out 
this  prayer.  This  followed  a  period  of 
anguish  and  concern. 

Ann  Isaacson  and  I  had  been  calling 
on  Mrs.  G—  for  some  years.  She  had 
attended  our  luncheon-discussion  meet- 
ings but  heart  trouble  had  interfered. 
We  were  always  graciously  received. 
This  time  was  no  exception  as  she  in- 
vited us  into  her  home  and  then  to  the 
kitchen  for  a  cup  of  coffee.  Over  a 
cup  of  coffee  it  always  seems  more  re-

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laxed  and  easier  to  lead  into  a  discus- 
sion of  the  Word. 

As  we  talked  of  the  trends  of  to- 
day's society,  clothes,  immorality,  and 
so  on,  she  asked  if  the  children  did  not 
suffer  for  the  acts  of  their  parents. 
Yes,  often  physically  and  materially 
they  do,  but  not  spiritually.  To  show 
what  God  said  regarding  this,  Ezekiel 
18  was  read.  Each  person  gives  an 
account  to  God  for  his  own  actions. 

Isaiah  53:5-6  presented  the  fact  that 
all  have  sinned  but  that  God  has  pro- 
vided the  remedy.  As  we  discussed 
this  truth,  the  triunity  of  God  and  the 
deity  of  Christ  was  again  presented. 
These  truths  are  not  new  to  her.  As 
before  she  acknowledged  that  she  was 
a  sinner.  To  have  God's  cleansing  she 
needed  to  open  her  heart  and  ask  Him 
to  come  in  (Rev.  3:20). 

"I  believe,"  she  said  as  we  talked. 

"Will  you  ask  Him  to  come  in?" 

I  asked  her  to  pray  the  sinner's 
prayer  but  she  was  not  sure  she  could 
in  her  own  words  or  by  herself.    So  I 


asked  if  she  would  be  willing  to  repeat 
after  me.  This  she  said  she  would  do. 
"Dear  Father,  I  believe  that  Jesus 
is  God  (she  repeated),  that  He  is  Mes- 
siah (repeated),  and  that  He  is  my 
Saviour  who  shed  His  blood  for  me 

"I  can't  say  that.  I  don't  know 
why,  but  I  can't." 

Flabbergasted!  That's  putting  it 
mildly.  For  a  few  minutes  I  was  at  a 
loss  for  words.  If  she  had  hedged  on 
the  acknowledgement  of  His  deity,  I 
could  have  understood.  But  to  admit 
this  and  His  messiahship  and  then  to 
stumble  over  His  being  Saviour!  So, 
we  prayed  for  the  Lord  to  help  her  to 
understand  Christ  in  all  His  fullness. 

Back  we  went  to  Isaiah  53.  She 
acknowledged  her  sinfulness  and  that 
He  who  is  God  had  died  for  her.  Then 
it  happened. 

"Messiah,  come  in!" 

Yes,  now  she  could  acknowledge 
Him  as  God,  Messiah  and  Saviour. 

Now  she  could  share  in  the  blessed 


hope  in  Christ  the  Lord.  As  we  dis- 
cussed the  resurrection  of  believers,  she 
mentioned  some  Jewish  traditions  and 
some  questions  that  she  had.  The 
Lord's  resurrection  appearances  and 
events  were  recounted  to  her,  coupled 
with  I  John  2:3.  Then  I  Corinthians 
15:35-58  was  read. 

"God  is  able  to  do  anything"  was 
her  confession. 

Calling  back  on  her  a  short  time 
after  that,  she  confirmed  her  faith  in 
Christ  Jesus  and  accepted  a  New  Testa- 
ment. The  previous  time  she  said  she 
had  a  Bible,  but  it  would  probably  be 
just  the  Old  Testament.  At  this  time  I 
also  had  the  opportunity  to  talk  to  her 
daughter.  The  latter  is  not  antagonistic 
but  is  against  what  might  be  called 
"organized  religion." 

We  are  not  only  praying  that  Mrs. 
G—  will  grow  in  her  faith  and  be  a  wit- 
ness to  her  family,  but  that  the  Lord 
will  enable  her  to  return  to  our  lunch- 
eon-discussion meetings.

STEP  TWO:      SOW  THE  SEED 


STEP  ONE:  BREAK  UP  FALLOW  GROUND

Last  January  24  two  freshmen 
girls  from  the  University  of  Michigan 
came  into  the  Logos  Bookstore  in  Ann 
Arbor  about  7:30  in  the  evening.  They 
browsed  around  and  made  a  few  pur- 
chases. When  they  came  to  the 
counter  we  got  into  a  conversation 
about  the  world  situation,  the  cause 
and  cure  of  the  world's  problems. 
Shortly  I  found  myself  giving  a  Chris- 
tian view  of  history.  There  were  several 
people  in  the  store  at  the  time  who 
listened  in.  When  I  finished,  one 
couple  left  and  three  college  girls  re- 
mained. They  did  not  want  to  leave. 
We  sat  down  and  began  to  talk  about 
life  and  death  and  assurance  of  salva- 
tion. The  third  girl  was  a  Christian  and 
spoke  of  her  salvation  in  Christ.  The 
two  freshmen  were  Roman  Catholic 
and  were  not  sure  of  their  salvation. 
One  of  these  two  was  agreeable  to  the 
good  news  and  the  other  disagreed 
most  of  the  way. 

They  left  about  10:30  with  loaned 
copies  of  Peace  With  God  by  Billy 
Graham,  Basic  Christianity  by  John  R. 
W.  Stott,  and  My  Search  for  the  Ulti- 


mate by  Lambert  Dolphin.  They  said 
later  that  they  stayed  up  until  five  the 
next  morning  talking. 

They  returned  a  month  later  for 
another  90-minute  conversation. 
Stephanie,  who  had  disagreed,  apolo- 
gized for  her  resistance  and  they  both 
listened  with  open  hearts  to  further 
explanation  of  the  meaning  of  the 
death  of  Christ.  Helen  then  said,  "Why 
do  the  churches  have  to  make  it  so 
complicated  when  it  is  so  simple?" 

It  is  very  likely  that  Helen  was  a 
Christian  when  she  came  back  in  Febru- 
ary. She  was  very  open  to  the  Gospel 
during  our  first  conversation  and  had 
since  read  Peace  With  God  and  My 
Search  for  the  Ultimate.  Stephanie 
was  more  closed  during  our  first  con- 
versation and  wide  open  in  the  second. 
They  were  prepared  ground. 

Jim  Wilson  operates  the  Logos  Bookstore 
near  the  University  of  Michigan  campus.  He 
sold  $30,000  worth  of  books  in  the  first 
eight  months,  and  had  opportunity  to  speak 
with  hundreds  of  students.  "Step  Two:  Sow 
the  Seed"  is  the  second  in  a  series  of  articles 
on  witnessing  by  Mr.  Wilson. 


Once  the  ground  is  prepared  then 
it  is  imperative  that  the  seed  be 
planted.  Reglardless  how  prepared  the 
ground  is  there  will  be  no  harvest  un- 
less the  seed  is  planted.  There  are 
many  illustrations  in  the  Bible  relating 
the  harvest  to  the  sowing.  There  is  a 
direct  relationship.  In  most  instances 
it  is  normal  for  the  sower  to  be  the 
harvester.  Please  do  not  dodge  the 
responsibility  of  reaping  for  the  reason 
that  you  are  a  sower  and  not  a  reaper. 
We  have  many  sowers  which  causes  a 
harvest  too  great  for  the  few  reapers. 
Should  we  then  quit  sowing  rather 
than  let  a  ripe  harvest  die  because  of 
too  few  reapers?  Should  we  set  up  a 
soil  bank  and  let  the  millions  of  people 
remain  fallow  ground,  unplowed  and 
unsown?  It  would  be  tragic  if  we  pre- 
pare and  sow  when  there  are  not 
enough  reapers.  There  are  not  enough 
reapers  because  sowers  say  they  are 
called  to  sow  and  not  reap.  That  is 
foolishness  either  from  the  agrarian  or 
Biblical  standpoint.  The  only  reason 
to  sow  is  in  order  to  reap  a  harvest. 

"May  those  who  sow  in  tears  reap 
with  shouts  of  joy!  He  that  goes  forth 
weeping,  bearing  the  seed  for  sowing, 
shall  come  home  with  shouts  of  joy, 
bringing  his  sheaves  with  him"  (Ps. 
126:5-6). 

The  size  of  the  harvest  is  dependent 
upon  the  quantity  of  seed  sown.  "He 
who  sows  sparingly  will  also  reap  spar- 
ingly, and  he  who  sows  bountifully 
will  also  reap  bountifully"  (2  Cor.  9:6). 

He  who  sows  not  at  all  will  reap  not 
at  all.  If  we  are  not  harvesting  aharvest 
it  is  because  of  one  of  the  following 
reasons:  1)  we  have  not  sown;  2)  we 
have  sown  on  hard  ground,  rocky 
ground  or  in  thorns;  3)  we  have  sown 
on  prepared  ground  and  we  refuse  to 
reap  the  ripe  harvest. 

When   we   encounter  people   with 
prepared  hearts  let  us  plant  the  Word 
of  God.    Let  us  expect  and  wait  pa-   j 
tiently  for  a  harvest.  ▼  ' 
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You,  too,  Should  Be  Disturbed 


I   AM   DISTURBED- 

— because  of  the  national 
climate  of  violence  that  caused  two  of 
our  country's  leaders  to  be  assassinated 
last  year  a  few  months  apart. 

—because  our  U.S.  crime 
rate  is  increasing  six  times  as  fast  as 
our  population,  and  because  we  some- 
times release  even  confessed  murderers 
on  mere  legal  technicalities. 

—because  preschool  children 
spend  an  average  of  five  hours  a  day 
at  TV  screens  that  expose  them  to 
crime,  violence,  perversion,  and  raw 
sex. 

—because  instead  of 
"grounding"  drunken  drivers,  we  allow 
them  to  kill  30,000  persons  a  year  on 
our  highways. 

-because  our  public  schools 
are  closed  to  the  Bible  but  are  wide 
open  to  teachers'  vicious  and  sarcastic 
attacks  on  evangelical  Christianity  and 
on  students  who  believe  the  Bible. 

-because  we  allow  dis- 
gruntled minority  leaders  to  promote 
violence  and  anarchy.  We  excuse  their 
treason  in  the  name  of  free  speech. 

-because  we  are  taking  for- 
ever to  give  black  people  and  other 
minority  groups  the  fair  treatment 
they  deserve. 

-because  of  the  unrealistic 
operations  of  our  government.  We  pay 
farmers  millions  of  dollars  a  year  not 
to  produce  crops  so  food  prices  will 
remain  high.  Our  blundering  bureau- 
cracies waste  billions  on  senseless  ex- 
travagance. Still  more  billions  go 
annually  into  the  pork  barrel  of  graft. 


It  is  axiomatic  that  the  government 
way  (delivering  the  mail,  for  instance) 
is  the  slow,  inefficient,  and  most  ex- 
pensive way  to  do  a  job. 

-because  patriotism  seems 
to  be  going  out  of  style;  some  of  our 
young  people  won't  even  salute  the 
flag. 

-by  the  growing  absence  of 
righteous  indignation  among  Ameri- 
cans. 

-because  we  evangelicals 
have  for  the  most  part  ignored  the 
issues  I  have  mentioned.  True,  our  big 
job  is  to  preach  the  Gospel  rather  than 
change  the  social  order.  But  the  issues 
I've  named  are  not  merely  social,  eco- 
nomic, or  political.  They  are  moral 
issues-matters  of  right  and  wrong.  If 
the  evangelical  church  doesn't  speak 
plainly  on  these  topics,  who  is  going 
to  declare  God's  message  for  the 
present  generation? 

It  would  be  tragic  if  we  evangelicals 
turned  aside  to  a  "social  gospel"  or 
watered  down  our  preaching  of  the 
New  Testament  message  of  personal 
salvation  through  trust  in  Jesus  Christ. 
But  we  also  need  to  call  attention  to 
some  of  the  problems  facing  us,  rather 
than  act  as  if  they  didn't  exist.  We 
need  to  tell  what  the  Bible  says  on 
these  subjects.  We  need  to  encourage 
believers  to  think  about  these  issues, 
talk  about  them,  make  their  own  de- 
cisions, and  then  act  in  the  light  of 
God's  leading. -Henry  Jacobsen

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'e  are  playing  a  game  today  in 
our  denomination— something  like  min- 
isterial musical  chairs.  In  one  town, 
a  church  is  waiting  for  a  pastor  who 
has  resigned  from  another  church  to 
come  to  them.  And  the  church  from 
which  he  has  resigned  is  also  waiting 
for  a  man  who  has  just  resigned  from 
another  church. 

Though  some  are  aware  of  the  need 
for  more  pastors,  yet  it  does  not  seem 
to  be  a  matter  of  great  concern  among 
the  majority  of  our  Fellowship.  I  per- 
sonally believe  that  the  need  represents 
a  crisis  far  greater  than  most  of  our 
people  realize. 

This  dilemma  is  not  something  pe- 
culiar to  The  Brethren  Church.  Every 
other  denomination  in  the  country  is 
facing  the  same  problem.  I  have  inter- 
viewed and  corresponded  with  leaders 
in  many  different  denominations  and 
the  story  is  the  same  everywhere.  Re- 
cently two  hundred  Roman  Catholic 
leaders  met  in  London  to  discuss  the 
problem.  Cardinal  Heenan,  in  address- 
ing the  group,  made  this  interesting  ob- 
servation. "The  present  shortage  of  re- 
cruits for  the  clergy  is  so  acute  that 
some  people  are  recommending  panic 
measures.  The  most  commonly  sug- 
gested remedy  is  the  abolition  of  the 
celibacy  of  the  clergy ."  Then  he  added , 
"It  is  incredible  to  believe  that  a  mar- 
ried clergy  would  solve  the  vocation 
problem."  And  the  Brethren  could 
add,  "It  hasn't  solved  it  for  us,  either." 

In  all  fairness  it  should  be  remem- 
bered that  there  has  always  been  a 
shortage  of  men  for  the  ministry.  In 
the  Old  Testament  times,  God  looked 
for  a  man  to  stand  in  the  gap.  And 
Paul  lamented  the  fact  that  Timothy 
was  the  only  man  he  could  send  to  the 
Philippians  because  everyone  else 
sought  his  own  welfare  and  not  the 
things  of  Christ. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  I  believe  the  chal- 
lenge for  us  is  to  face  the  issue  and  do 
something  about  it.  Therefore,  let  me 
suggest  three  matters  I  believe  to  be 
basic  in  winning  young  men  to  the 
ministry.  These  observations  will  cen- 
ter around  three  words.  These  words 
express  the  feelings  of  young  people 
in  relation  to  the  Christian  ministry. 

The  first  word  is  disenchantment. 
This  word  is  a  common  one  today. 
Young  people  are  said  to  be  disen- 
chanted with  the  establishment,  with 
schools,  with  society  in  general  and  a 
thousand  other  areas  of  life.  Many 
adults  would  dismiss  all  this  as  a  pass-

ing  fancy,  but  only  fools  fail  to  see 
that  these  young  people  are  dead  seri- 
ous in  their  convictions.  Now  in  re- 
lation to  the  Christian  ministry  there 
are  several  areas  where  they  are  dis- 
enchanted. In  fact,  it  is  frightening  to 
know  what  they  really  think  of  the 
Christian  ministry. 

Their  chief  disenchantment  is  with 
preachers.  Most  of  us  know  that  the 
image  of  the  preacher  has  suffered 
greatly  in  the  last  few  years.  In  a  re- 
cent poll  taken  by  a  world-wide,  Chris- 
tian service  organization  it  was  learned 
that  the  preacher,  who  used  to  hold 
next  to  top  place  in  public  esteem,  is 
now  in  eleventh  place. 

There  are  many  reasons  given  for 
this  decline  in  respect  for  the  pastor. 
To  some  young  people-and  I  quote, 
"He  [the  pastor]  is  a  puppet  subject 
to  the  whims  of  a  crowd  of  neurotics." 
To  another,  "He  is  a  pawn  in  the  power 
struggle  that  takes  place  in  every 
church."  "He  is  a  man  who  should 
have  been  a  lady."  "He  is  like  an 
Indian  juggler  doing  a  dozen  jobs  and 
none  of  them  well."  "He  is  a  religious 
organizer  sprayed  with  Jesus."  "He  is 
a  hypocrite  and  a  moodier."

Before  we  discount  all  this  as  the 
rash  judgment  of  irresponsible  youth 
we  should  be  honest  enough  to  admit 
that  there  is  some  justification  for 
these  observations.  Too  many  preach- 
ers forget  that  young  people  are  hero 
worshipers  and  like  it  or  not,  just  like 
every  other  public  figure  the  pastor 
lives  in  a  fish  bowl. 

Sound  doctrine,  proper  organization 
of  sermon  material  and  a  pleasing  de- 
livery are  important  in  the  ministry. 
But  young  people  look  for  sensitivity 
to  their  personal  needs  and  the  prob- 
lems of  the  world.  Too  many  sermons 
are  answering  questions  that  are  not 
being  asked. 

I  have  had  dozens  of  young  people 
tell  me  that  they  do  not  believe  most 
preachers  are  excited  about  the  minis- 
try. If  men  really  enjoyed  their  minis- 
try, it  would  attract  young  people.  I 
heard  a  story  of  a  famous  agnostic  who 
was  hurrying  through  the  streets  of 
London  on  a  Sunday  morning  when  he 
met  a  friend.  The  friend  asked,  "Where 
are  you  going?"  He  replied,  "To  hear 
the    Reverend   Robert   Evans."      The 


friend  said,  "Why  I  didn't  know  that 
you  believed  the  Bible."  To  which  the 
agnostic  replied,  "I  don't,  but  he  does." 
Young  people  are  disenchanted  with 
preachers  and  we  (the  preachers)  are 
the  only  ones  who  can  change  this 
image. 

Young  people  are  also  disenchanted 
with  churches.  Recently,  a  friend  who 
has  spent  his  lifetime  ministering  to 
servicemen,  told  me  that  among  the 
college  age  servicemen  he  has  con- 
tacted the  thought  of  becoming  a  pas- 
tor is  virtually  nonexistent.  Why? 
They  indicate  that  to  do  so  is  to  be 
caught  up  in  keeping  machinery  going 
in  an  irrelevant  institution,  that  keeps 
one  from  penetrating  the  economic 
market  or  the  market  place  of  ideas 
with  the  Gospel. 

Now  I  am  one  who  gets  sick  and 
tired  of  all  this  talk  about  making  the 
Gospel  relevant.  The  Gospel  is  rele- 
vant. It  does  not  have  to  be  made  rele- 
vant. I  suspect  that  some  mean  by 
relevant  to  make  the  Gospel  conven- 
ient. If  this  be  the  case,  then  I  say 
no.  Because  the  Gospel  cannot  be 
diluted  or  accommodated  to  the  sins 
of  men. 

But  the  relevancy  of  the  church  is 
in  question.  There  are  many  who  feel 
that  the  church  no  longer  has  anything 
to  say  to  this  generation.  Even  some 
Christians  have  trouble  concerning  the 
formal  worship  and  organizational 
structure  of  the  church. 

The  recent  upheaval  in  the  Roman 
Catholic  church  should  warn  us  that  it 
is  possible  some  of  our  young  people 
are  disenchanted  with  The  Brethren 
Church.  In  some  cases  they  don't  see 
anything  in  the  church  but  a  cloistered 
group  of  privileged  people  totally  un- 
related to  the  world  around  them. 
Therefore,  for  youth,  the  church  holds 
no  challenge. 

It  is  true  that  the  problems  of 
society  are  basically  the  same  today 
as  with  the  first  man  and  woman-sin 
and  rebellion  against  God,  and  the 
church  is  to  witness  to  this  truth.  But 
it  is  a  common  error  for  individuals 
and  organizations  to  think  themselves 
always  right  just  because  their  cause  is 
right. 

We  must  recognize  that  our  message 
will  never  change,  but  methods  and 
outlook  must  be  updated.  The  church 
must  begin  to  minister  to  the  immedi- 
ate, personal,  and  practical  needs  of 
people  throughout  the  world.  If  it  is 
practical   to  minister  to  the  physical 
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needs  of  a  leper  in  Africa,  is  it  not  also 
right  to  minister  to  the  suffering  nar- 
cotic in  Long  Beach  or  Philadelphia? 
This  is  one  illustration  of  the  challenge 
to  the  church  to  minister  to  the  needs 
of  modern  man. 

Two  months  ago  the  director  of  one 
of  the  great  missionary  organizations 
in  America  told  me  that  he  believed 
one  of  the  weakest  areas  in  evangelical 
theology  was  the  doctrine  of  the 
church.  This  should  not  be,  for  the 
church  is  the  Lord's  Church,  it  is  a  tri- 
umphant church  and  it  is  following  a 
Captain  who  has  never  lost  a  battle. 
This  is  the  image  that  young  people 
must  have  of  the  church. 

Christian  education  is  another  area 
of  disenchantment.  My  correspond- 
ence with  the  president  of  a  large 
seminary  brought  this  observation. 
"The  great  variety  of  educational  op- 
tions for  the  Christian  ministries  has 
also  diluted  the  centrality  of  the  semi- 
nary program.  We  now  have  competi- 
tion with  short  M.A.  programs  such  as 
the  one  at  XYZ  Seminary  [not  too  far 
from  Winona]  and  surely  some  students 
are  looking  at  this  as  a  shorter  route 
to  graduation  and  service."  Now  it  is 
evident  that  he  is  very  much  put  out 
over  this  turn  of  events.  But  would  it 
not  be  sensible  to  give  some  serious 
consideration  to  the  objections  young 
people  have  for  seminary  programs  as 
they  now  stand? 

I  realize  I  am  raising  an  issue  that 
will  upset  some  people,  but  I  am  not 
a  beginner,  and  I  have  been  on  the 
front  lines  for  a  long  time.  As  a  direc- 
tor of  Biola  College  and  Talbot  Semi- 
nary and  with  more  than  one  hundred 
members  of  my  church  working  as 
public  school  teachers,  I  am  in  close 
touch  with  the  subject  of  higher  edu- 
cation. Furthermore,  nearly  every 
month  a  young  pastor  will  come  to  me 
for  counsel  on  subjects  that  were  never 
even  mentioned  in  his  seminary  train- 
ing. 

This  is  not  a  blast  at  Grace,  Talbot, 
Dallas  or  any  other  good,  conservative 
seminary.  I  thank  God  for  them  and 
my  personal  support  speaks  of  my  love 
for  them.  Nor  am  I  suggesting  that 
any  of  the  standard  courses  in  Biblical 
languages,  theology,  history  and  apolo- 
getics be  dropped  from  the  curriculum.

But  serious  consideration  must  be 
given  to  providing  training  in  some  ad- 
ditional disciplines  necessary  in  the  age. 

Without  a  doubt  the  emphasis  today 
on  neighborhood  programs,  social  en- 
volvement  and  contemporary  problems 
has  encouraged  many  would-be  pastors 
into  such  academic  disciplines  as  sociol- 
ogy, psychology  and  the  like.  Their 
choice  is  often  justified  by  their  desire 
to  be  where  the  action  is.  This,  of 
course,  is  another  way  of  saying  that  a 
theological  education,  as  it  is  now 
structured,  does  not  prepare  them  for 
the  action. 

This  may  not  be  very  pleasant  to 
accept.  But  we  must  face  the  music 
and  take  steps  now  to  change  the  situ- 
ation. 

The  second  word  to  consider  in 
winning  young  men  to  the  ministry  is 
direction.  The  first  step  in  meeting  the 
need  for  direction  is  to  recognize  that 
today's  youth  are  smart  because  they 
are  being  pressured  academically. 
Man's  knowledge  of  the  physical  uni- 
verse is  increasing  so  rapidly  that  one 
engineer  said  recently,  "If  an  engineer 
is  to  keep  abreast  of  the  new  knowl- 
edge in  his  field,  he  must  have  the 
equivalent  of  a  B.A.  education  every 
ten  years."  Even  my  grandchildren 
know  more  about  matter  and  astrono- 
my than  I  did  when  I  finished  college. 
But  youth  are  not  maturing  at  the 
same  speed  they  are  gaining  knowledge. 
Therefore,  they  are  graduating  from 
college  in  a  quandry  as  to  what  their 
next  move  should  be. 

They  are  further  confused  by  the 
dozens  of  areas  competing  for  the 
Christian  who  is  inclined  toward  serv- 
ice. This  is  a  poor  substitute  for  a 
"call,"  but  churches,  homes,  and  socie- 
ty in  general  are  producing  a  lot  of 
young  people  like  this. 

Everything  from  Overseas  Crusades, 
Sports  Ambassadors  to  the  Peace  Corps 
attracts  young  people. 

This  means  that  no  longer  does  the 
concerned  Christian  face  the  limited 
option  of  pastor  or  the  ministry.  And 
the  new  options  have  new  academic 
goals  that  do  not  always  include  semi- 
nary as  they  could  or  should. 

Young  people  in  increasing  numbers 
are  interested  in  serving  with  Christian 
organizations    that    have    an    aura  of 


action  and  challenge  about  them.  And 
the  sorry  thing  is  that  the  pastorate  is 
not  very  high  on  the  list  of  options 
for  Christian  service.  God  is  still  call- 
ing men  to  the  ministry  but  men  are 
not  answering  because  of  a  lack  of  di- 
rection. 

Can  the  Christian  ministry  supply 
the  action  this  "searching  generation" 
is  seeking?  Is  it  possible  to  present  the 
ministry  as  the  greatest  challenge  in  the 
entire  field  of  Christian  service?  I  be- 
lieve it  is  possible.  Lorn  Sanny,  presi- 
dent of  the  Navigators,  told  me  he  pre- 
sents the  Christian  life  to  his  men  as  a 
type  of  guerrilla  warfare,  the  biggest 
battle  on  earth— greatest  enemy— big- 
gest prize  (souls  of  men)  and  the  great- 
est leader,  Jesus  Christ.  He  contends 
that  when  the  battle  plans  are  defined, 
and  young  men  are  given  a  sense  of  di- 
rection, they  respond  to  the  challenge 
for  service. 

The  second  step  in  meeting  the  need 
for  direction  is  to  recognize  the  infor- 
mation gap.  This  is  a  major  problem. 
Ours  is  a  "searching  generation."  It 
doesn't  do  any  good  for  us  to  stand  on 
the  sidelines  and  criticize.  We  need  to 
face  reality  and  launch  a  new  program 
to  direct  young  people  into  the  minis- 
try. A  specific  program  to  recruit 
young  men  to  the  pastorate  is  needed. 

Young  men  are  asking,  "What  is  the 
ministry  really  all  about?"  We  answer 
that  theology  is  the  queen  of  the 
sciences,  and  the  pastorate  is  a  high 
and  holy  calling.  These  terms  are 
meaningless  to  a  generation  that  has 
been  conditioned  to  expect  specific 
answers  for  every  question.  This 
"searching  generation"  is  asking:  "Why 
should  I  become  a  pastor  rather  than 
serve  God  in  some  other  capacity?" 

At  the  risk  of  horrifying  some  of  my 
colleagues,  may  I  remind  you  that 
General  Motors,  Dow  Chemical  and 
other  industrial  giants  have  programs 
for  recruiting  the  top  scholars  in  our 
colleges  and  universities.  Qualified 
representatives  present  the  opportuni- 
ties and  challenge  of  a  career  in  indus- 
try. The  presentation  includes  a  job 
description,  starting  salary,  fringe  bene- 
fits and  opportunities  for  advancement. 

A  similar  program  can  be  used  to 
recruit  young  men  for  the  ministry. 
Not  a  matter  of  comparing  material 
aspects  of  ministry  with  other  voca- 
tions, not  to  suggest  that  as  a  pastor 
one  could  qualify  for  a  free  trip  to  the 
Holy  Land  or  get  a  10  percent  minis- 
terial discount  at  the  local  department 
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store.  But  the  point  is,  young  people 
need  direction  and  we  must  make  sure 
that  no  one  bypasses  the  ministry  be- 
cause of  an  information  gap. 

In  directing  men  into  the  ministry, 
the  pastor  has  a  key  role.  He  can 
achieve  great  success  by  manifesting 
real  concern  for  his  youth.  How  many 
ministers  give  their  young  people  the 
impression  that  they  really  care  about 
their  careers?  So  many  of  our  Chris- 
tian young  people  either  come  from 
broken  homes,  legalistic  homes,  or 
homes  in  which  no  one  cares  what  they 
do.  I  believe  this  is  one  of  the  greatest 
needs  of  the  hour.  Our  young  people 
need  someone  to  care.  I  think  a  young 
person  would  overlook  many  of  the 
inefficiencies  of  the  pastor,  would  also 
forget  the  economic  options,  if  they 
could  experience  with  their  pastors  a 
real  heart-to-heart  fellowship.  This  is 
the  key  to  the  real  ministry  and  it  is 
the  thing  that  makes  the  ministry  live. 

Pastors,  church  leaders  and  Sunday- 
school  teachers  must  take  a  more  per- 
sonal interest  in  the  whole  area  of 
training  young  people  for  the  ministry. 
Youth  should  be  given  opportunities 
to  attend  meetings  throughout  the 
community  and  should  participate  in 
church  services.  This  will  require  real 
imagination  on  the  part  of  the  pastor. 

The  pastor  should  meet  with  the 
key  youth  of  high  school  and  college 
age  for  a  time  of  Bible  study  related 
to  the  problems  faced  by  youth  and 
their  world. 

One  of  the  primary  reasons  that 
missionaries  give  concerning  their  call 
is  the  contact  they  had  with  missions 
when  they  were  students  or  sometime 
during  their  training.  Other  mission- 
aries have  influenced  them  to  con- 
sider it  as  a  vocation. 

It  is  a  well-known  psychological  fact 
that  one  primarily  learns  by  watching 
and  not  by  listening,  by  example  and 
not  by  reading.  Unfortunately,  we 
have  thrown  the  primary  method  away 
and  taken  the  course  of  least  resistance. 

The  church  should  have  an  intern- 
!  ship  program  each  summer,  taking  on 
i  and  paying  the  way  of  three  or  four 
j  college  or  seminary  students  and  put- 
ting them  to  work  both  inside  and  out- 
side the  church.  The  pastor  would 
meet  with  them  two  or  three  hours  a 
week  to  thoroughly  indoctrinate  them 
on  the  practical  aspects  of  the  ministry 
and  how  to  apply  the  Scriptures— tak- 
ing it  out  of  the  head  and  putting  it 
in  the  heart.  Such  an  internship  pro- 
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gram  has  been  wonderfully  worked  out 
at  a  large  church  in  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  area,  and  as  a  result  a  good  num- 
ber of  young  men  have  felt  called  of 
God  to  go  into  the  ministry. 

We  cannot  leave  the  job  to  the  semi- 
naries and  colleges  alone.  There  must 
be  a  united  effort  by  everyone  in  our 
Fellowship  to  win  men  to  the  minis- 
try now. 

The  third  word  is  dedication.  Many 
young  people  are  excluded  from  the 
ministry  simply  because  they  are  never 
challenged  to  dedicate  their  lives  to 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  To  me  the  very 
essence  of  the  evangelical  approach  is 
wrong.  I  realize  that  it  is  necessary  to 
warn  people  about  hell  and  that 
through  the  acceptance  of  Christ  they 
are  assured  of  heaven.  But  many  times 
this  is  presented  in  the  spirit  of  a  profit 
motive  .  .  .  what  you  can  get  out  of  it. 
No  one  considers- what  the  Lord  should 
get  out  of  it.  We  totally  ignore  the 
first  answer  of  the  Catechism  that  "the 
chief  end  of  man  is  to  glorify  God  and 
enjoy  Him  forever."  Consequently, 
our  presentation  of  the  Gospel  has 
given  the  impression  that  if  we  are 
saved  we  have  had  it.  As  a  result,  the 
old  question  of  discipleship  has  been 
ignored. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  reason  so 
many  young  people  are  joining  Chris- 
tian-service groups  is  that  they  are  con- 
stantly confronted  with  the  challenge 
of  the  person  of  Christ  and  His  com- 
mands to  discipleship. 

The  Lord  constantly  laid  before 
others  the  challenge  of  following  Him. 
He  asked  men  to  put  their  lives  on  the 
line,  and  to  become  involved  in  that 
which  totally  involved  Him.  Because 
of  the  quality  of  His  own  commitment 
to  His  cause,  He  could  readily  invite 
others  to  become  involved. 

In  this  respect,  their  commitment 
was  not  so  much  to  a  task  as  to  an 
individual.  Because  of  their  association 
with  the  individual  they  became  oc- 
cupied with  His  occupation.  It  was  the 
attraction  of  himself  and  not  His  mis- 
sion that  initially  captured  their  imagi- 
nation. His  spirit,  His  way  of  thinking, 
His  quality  of  life  completely  over- 
whelmed them.  They  readily  followed 
so  they  could  learn  of  Him. 

We  must  project  this  same  spirit  as 


we  challenge  men  for  the  ministry. 
You  can  see  Paul  saying  to  Timothy 
something  like— Come  join  me  in  this 
cause.  Spend  the  next  two  years  with 
me  telling  men  the  good  news.  To  the 
church  at  Thessalonica  Paul  said,  "Ye 
became  followers  of  us,  and  of  the 
Lord  .  .  ."  (I  Thess.  1:6).  To  the 
church  at  Philippi  he  said,  "Those 
things,  which  ye  have  both  learned, 
and  received,  and  heard,  and  seen  in 
me,  do  .  .  .  (Phil.  4:9). 

This  was  no  Madison  Avenue,  hu- 
manly compelling  challenge.  It  was  the 
spirit  of  Christ  in  Paul,  saying  to  the 
effect:  This  is  where  I'm  going,  follow 
me  and  I  will  make  you  fishers  of  men. 

Today's  "searching  generation" 
needs  this  challenge  to  dedicate  their 
lives  to  HIM. 

So  these  are  the  three  issues  of  great 
importance  in  winning  young  men  to 
the  ministry.  Be  aware  of  their  dis- 
enchantment, know  their  need  for  di- 
rection and  press  the  challenge  of  dedi- 
cation. 

Let  us  also  remember  something 
John  Wesley  said  regarding  the  Lord's 
service— "We  must  work  like  it  all  de- 
pends on  us  and  pray  like  it  all  depends 
on  God." 

Jesus  said,  "The  harvest  truly  is 
great,  but  the  labourers  are  few:  pray 
ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest, 
that  He  would  send  forth  labourers 
into  his  harvest"  (Luke  10:2). 

In  1955  our  national  conference 
was  in  Portland,  Oregon.  At  that  con- 
ference we  learned  of  a  desperate  need 
for  $35,000  to  build  a  mission  church. 
The  money  had  to  be  raised  immediate- 
ly or  an  opportunity  would  be  lost. 
We  went  to  our  knees,  and  before  the 
conference  was  over  the  money  was 
provided. 

Perhaps  we  have  been  making  our 
efforts  in  the  wrong  direction.  Money, 
buildings,  and  other  material  things  are 
essential  to  the  operation  of  our  Fel- 
lowship in  the  proclaiming  of  the 
Gospel.  But  what  good  are  they  with- 
out men  to  fill  the  gap?  My  brethren, 
let  us  obey  the  command  to  pray  for 
men  to  go  forth  unto  the  harvest  fields 
and  when  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  raises 
up  the  men,  He  will  also  provide  the 
means  of  preparing  them  and  sending 
them  forth  into  His  harvest  field.        T

God's  Out  There,  too,  You  Know

^After  reading  thousands  of  words, 
and  viewing  hundreds  of  pictures  of 
the  successful  Apollo  1 1  mission,  one 
must  still  find  himself  amazed.  How 
was  it  possible  that  such  a  lengthy, 
detailed,  and  precise  plan  could  be 
carried  to  so  perfect  a  completion? 
How  exciting  it  is  to  realize  that 
twenty-four  billion  dollars,  and  many 
years  of  work,  coordinated  by  thou- 
sands of  men,  resulted  in  a  mission  in 
which  a  self-contained  satellite  carry- 
ing three  men  traveled  for  a  one-week 
round  trip  and  a  short  visit  to  their 
nearest  neighbor,  the  moon. 

But  the  money,  work,  and  the 
efforts  of  men  would  have  been  in- 
volved in  useless  endeavor,  if  the  pre- 
cision of  motion  of  the  moon  and  the 
earth  were  not  equally  determined  and 
known  in  detail.  How  was  it  that  the 
moon  followed  a  path  so  perfectly  that 
its  every  motion  could  be  anticipated? 
And  how  was  it  that  the  earth  could 
continue  on  its  way  as  a  self-contained 
space  ship  with  its  three  billion  pas- 
sengers, and  maintain  a  position  so 
certain  that  the  three  astronauts  could 
find  their  way  back  without  mishap? 

The  Psalmist  looked  at  the  sky  and 
marveled,  "When  I  consider  thy 
heavens,  the  work  of  thy  fingers,  the 
moon  and  the  stars,  which  thou  hath 
ordained;  What  is  man,  that  thou  art 
mindful  of  him?  and  the  son  of  man, 
that  thou  visitest  him?"  The  Psalmist 
answers  by  saying:  "Thou  madest  him 
to  have  dominion  over  the  works  of 
thy  hands  .  .  ."  (cf.  Ps.  8:3-6).  A 
clear  reminder  of  God's  intent  when 
He  said:  "Let  us  make  man  in  our  own 


image,  after  our  likeness:  and  let  them 
have  dominion  over  ...  all  the  earth 
..."(Gen.  1:26). 

From  his  earliest  days,  man  has 
been  eager  to  know  more  about  God's 
creation,  and  himself  created  in  the 
image  of  God,  has  sought  to  emulate 
God  in  the  imaginative  expression  of 
creativity  within  the  boundaries  of 
God's  creation.  And  this  has  been  the 
intent  and  promise  of  God  for  man. 

Ptolemy,  about  A.D.  140,  reasoned 
that  man  was  God's  most  highly  prized 
creation.  Therefore,  man  would  logi- 
cally be  placed  in  the  position  of 
greatest  importance.  Likewise,  as  God 
had  created  all  things  perfectly,  and 
as  man  had  concluded  the  circle  to  be 
the  most  perfect  of  shapes,  man  must 
be  in  the  center  of  the  universe,  with 
all  other  objects  in  space  revolving 
about  him.  This,  of  course,  was  exact- 
ly what  man  wanted  to  hear,  so  for 
about  1,400  years,  few  seriously  chal- 
lenged the  conclusion  of  Ptolemy. 

The  one  hundred  years  from  the 
middle  of  the  15th  century  to  the  mid- 
dle of  the  16th  century  saw  many 
revolutionary  changes  in  man's  experi- 
ence. Gutenberg  invented  movable 
type  and  began  mass  printing  about 
1450;  Columbus  crossed  to  the  New 
World  in  1492;  Luther  challenged  the 
church  at  Worms  in  1521;  and 
Copernicus  published  his  book  on  the 
motions  of  heavenly  objects  in  1643. 
On  the  day  of  his  death,  at  the  age  of 
70,  Copernicus  had  summarized  his 
findings,  placing  the  sun  in  the  center 
of  the  solar  system,  with  the  planets, 
including  the  earth,  revolving  about  the

sun  in  circles.  Such  heresy  had  to  be 
hushed  up  by  the  church.  It  was  near- 
ly one  hundred  years  later  before 
Galileo  published  similar  findings.  He 
too  was  immediately  attacked  by  the 
church.  Even  though  he  was  able, 
through  his  newly  invented  telescope, 
to  see  Jupiter  with  four  of  her  moons 
circling  about  her,  he  was  unable  to 
get  the  authorities  to  look  through  the 
telescope.  They  would  not  admit  that 
there  were  objects  in  space  which  did 
not  revolve  about  the  earth. 

Galileo  died  in  1642,  and  in  that 
same  year,  Isaac  Newton  was  born. 
Of  him,  Alexander  Pope  wrote,  "Nature 
and  Nature's  laws  lay  hid  in  night;  God 
said,  'Let  Newton  be,'  and  all  was 
light."  At  last,  man  recognized  that 
the  sun  was  indeed  in  the  center  of  the 
solar  system,  and  the  earth  and  other 
planets  revolved  about  the  sun  in  el- 
lipses, and  some  of  the  planets  had 
satellites  or  moons  revolving  about 
them. 

So  the  trip  of  Apollo  1 1  rested  not 
just  on  a  few  years  study  by  modern 
man,  but  on  the  efforts  of  many  men 
of  earlier  days,  as  well. 

But  what  is  next?  Now  that  man 
has  reached  the  moon,  must  he  go  at 
once  to  Mars?  Shall  man  leisurely 
leave  such  exploration  for  another 
hundred  years  to  the  next  generations? 
How  soon  should  the  rim  of  the  solar 
system  be  reached  with  a  visit  to  Pluto? 
When  will  man  reach  the  nearest  star 
in  the  Milky  Way  galaxy?  Can  man 
ever  hope  to  reach  a  galaxy  beyond 
his  own?

These  are  exciting  questions.  But 
to  man's  disappointment,  most  of  these 
explorations  are  beyond  his  reach. 
The  next  object  to  the  earth  after  the 
moon,  is  one  hundred  times  as  far 
away;  the  nearest  star  in  the  Milky 
Way  is  one  hundred  million  times  as 
far  away  as  the  moon,  and  the  nearest 
galaxy  is  five  hundred  trillion  times  as 
far  away  as  the  moon.  Even  the 
closest  trip  will  involve  months  and 
years  of  travel,  instead  of  hours  and 
days. 

But  why  should  man  go  to  the 
moon  at  all?  We  are  being  bombarded 
by  economic,  scientific,  and  military 
reasons.  The  best  reason  remains  that 
man  will  go  to  the  moon  and  other 
objects  because  they  are  there  to  be 
explored.  Man's  advances  may  be 
measured  more  by  his  investigations 
into  pure  knowledge  than  by  his  solv- 
ing problems  of  expediency.  Two  bil- 
lion dollars  spent  in  a  period  of  five 
years  resulted  in  atomic  energy;  two 
billion  dollars  a  year  over  a  period  of 
ten  years  has  placed  men  on  the  moon. 
But  two  billion  dollars  a  month  over  a 
period  of  five  years  has  not  solved  the 
problems  of  a  Vietnam,  nor  would  an 
equal  amount  solve  the  problems  of 
poverty,  sin,  or  disease  at  home. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  that  a 
sufficient  concentration  of  men, 
money,  and  time  might  bring  a  scien- 
tific solution  to  nearly  any  scientific 
problem.  But  it  is  equally  certain  that 
any  combination  or  concentration  of 
similar  effort  will  prove  futile  as  a 
means  of  solving  man's  basic  problems 


of  his  relations  to  his  Creator,  or  to  his 
fellow  creatures.  Hunger  can  be  solved 
by  food  production  and  distribution. 
Man  knows  how  to  do  both.  Disease 
and  poverty  are  problems  whose  solu- 
tion in  local  situations  require  knowl- 
edges already  in  man's  possession.  He 
needs  only  to  act  on  the  information 
already  known  to  assuage  such  matters, 
while  the  scientist  busies  himself  in 
the  frontier  regions  of  understanding 
of  God's  creation  and  man's  dominion 
of  it. 

But  the  deeper,  non-scientific  prob- 
lems of  man's  existence  also  have  solu- 
tions, and  man  has  only  to  act  on  the 
knowledge  available  to  solve  them. 
What  does  God  expect  of  man?  Where 
will  one  spend  eternity?  How  is  it 
possible  to  live  a  peaceful,  moral  life 
in  the  midst  of  such  immoral  and  strife- 
torn  civilization?  These  questions  have 
answers  which  God  has  promised  to 
reveal  to  anyone  who  wishes  to  know 
the  answers.  God  has  provided  a  reve- 
lation in  His  Written  Word,  just  as  He 
has  provided  revelations  in  His  created 
world  for  scientists  to  discover.  Each 
person  has  a  responsibility  to  appro- 
priate what  has  been  accomplished  by 
the  scientists  and  explorers  who  have 
gone  before.  And  each  person  is  re- 
sponsible for  his  own  actions  as  he  ex- 
amines God's  answers  to  his  non- 
scientific  problems.  The  answers  found 
in  the  heavens  are  applicable  here  on 
earth. 

God  asked  Job:  "Knowest  thou  the 
ordinances  of  heaven?  canst  thou  set 
the  dominion  thereof  in  the  earth?"

A  School  Is  Its  Faculty 


September  marked  the  beginning  of 
the  thirty-third  year  of  Grace  Schools. 
As  of  that  date  more  than  2,200  young 
people  will  have  passed  through  these 
halls  and  will  have  gone  forth  to  bear 
some  sort  of  influence  on  the  society 
of  mankind.  We  are  certain,  whether 
this  impact  be  large  or  small,  that  it  is 
permeated  with  the  moral  and  spiritual 
philosophy  of  this  school,  and  it  is  ex- 
ercising at  least  some  restraint  upon 
the  evil  trends  now  sweeping  across 
the  world.  This  restraint,  though  it 
may  appear  to  be  small,  is  nevertheless 
being  used  of  the  Lord  to  hinder  the 
world  from  plunging  into  immediate 
destruction. 

Into  the  hands  of  the  faculty  you 
have  committed  this  awesome  task  of 
molding  the  thinking  and  the  lives  of 
these  young  people.  By  the  word 
"you"  I  refer  to  those  who  in  any  way 
own  or  contribute  to  Grace  Schools. 
Having  been  with  this  school  from  its 
origin,  I  want  to  commend  this  faculty 
as  being  the  finest  we  have  had  in  all 
the  years  of  this  school's  ministry. 
They  are  scholarly,  sound  in  the  faith, 
spiritual,  and  deeply  concerned  for  the 
stand  of  this  school  and  the  efficiency 
of  its  ministry,  not  merely  on  the  aca- 
demic level  but  even  more  so  on  the 
spiritual  level. 

When  you  think  of  Grace  Schools,  I 
hope  your  mind  will  go  immediately 
to  the  faculty.  Essentially,  the  faculty 
is  the  school.  You  could  have  a  cam- 
pus, buildings,  facilities  and  much 
more,  but  if  you  did  not  have  a  faculty 
you  would  not  have  a  school.  In  a  day 
when  there  are  more  than  2,200  col- 
leges and  universities  across  the  land 
beckoning  for  students,  it  is  a  rare 
thing  to  have  a  school  such  as  Grace 
where  a  competent  and  believing  facul- 
ty is  attracting  so  many  young  people 
who  want  a  thoroughly  spiritual  as  well 
as  a  scholarly  training. 

The  Enrollment  Is  Going  Up 

I   am  writing  this  editorial  a  few 


weeks  before  the  fall  term  opens.  At 
this  point  it  appears  that  the  enroll- 
ment will  go  up  in  both  the  college  and 
seminary.  It  could  be  that  registration 
will  make  it  necessary  for  us  to  re- 
adjust our  figures,  but  we  are  praying 
that  this  will  not  be  true. 

It  looks  as  though  600  students  will 
be  registering  in  the  college  and  about 
200  in  the  seminary.  This  means  that 
we  will  be  ministering  to  the  largest 
student  body  in  the  history  of  the 
school.  This  is  a  colossal  and  awesome 
undertaking. 

These  students  will  be  coming  to  us 
with  all  the  problems  that  beset  socie- 
ty. There  will  be  financial  problems, 
spiritual  problems,  social  problems, 
academic  problems,  philosophic  prob- 
lems, physical  problems,  and  a  host 
more  that  we  cannot  even  imagine.  In 
days  such  as  these  it  makes  one  almost 
shrink  from  the  prospect,  and  perhaps 
we  would  were  it  not  for  our  commit- 
ment to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Do  you  think  this  is  sufficient  rea- 
son to  appeal  to  you  people  who  read 
this  to  hold  up  this  faculty  and  admin- 
istration in  prayer? 

A  Formidable  Array  of  Foes 

You  are  perfectly  aware  of  the  ef- 
fort on  the  part  of  the  President  and 
Congress  to  cool  the  economy.  This  is 
being  felt  already  at  Grace  Schools. 
The  amount  of  student  aid  formerly 
made  available  to  the  school  from  the 
Federal  Government  has  been  reduced. 
This  means  that  some  students  who 
might  otherwise  have  been  helped  from 
this  area  of  aid  will  need  to  seek  it 
elsewhere.  If  this  should  reduce  or 
limit  the  number  of  students  who  can 
enroll,  then  the  effect  of  that  will  be 
passed  on  to  the  school.  This  could  be 
serious. 

More  than  200  new  students  will 
be  enrolling  this  fall.  They  come  from 
backgrounds  where  conditioning  influ- 
ences have  been  in  operation.  It  is  our 
hope  and  earnest  prayer  that  in  the 
case  of  the  students  admitted  at  Grace 
those  conditioning  influences  will  have 
been  for  good.  We  hope  that  the  Chris- 
tian faith  will  have  prevailed  over  the 
anti-Christian  philosophies  and  patterns 
of  life.  For  the  great  unbelieving  in- 
stitutions of  this  land  have  admitted 
those  who  were  potential  enemies  to 


academic  pursuits,  and  thus  many  of 
them  are  waiting  with  bated  breath  for 
what  may  develop  on  their  campuses 
this  fall. 

But  because  the  young  people  who 
come  to  Grace  live  in  this  world,  even 
though  they  are  not  of  this  world,  and 
must  of  necessity  breathe  the  atmos- 
phere that  permeates  society,  pray  for 
Grace  Schools  that  the  Spirit  of  God 
may  prevail  here,  and  that  the  adminis- 
tration and  faculty  may  be  able  to  lead 
these  young  people  voluntarily  into 
the  Christian  way  of  life. 

The  Greatest  Feat  Since  Creation 

In  the  exuberance  of  the  moment, 
as  he  stood  on  the  deck  of  the  Hornet 
welcoming  the  returning  astronauts, 
the  President  of  the  United  States 
made  the  statement  that  their  achieve- 
ment was  the  greatest  feat  since  crea- 
tion. At  a  time  when  emotion  runs 
high  and  a  leader  is  struggling  to  live 
up  to  the  demands  of  the  moment,  he 
can  misspeak  himself.  Then,  too,  he 
must  be  taken  within  the  context  of 
his  own  thought. 

If  the  President  meant  to  say  that 
this  is  the  greatest  achievement  of  man- 
kind since  creation,  perhaps  this  can 
be  accepted  at  face  value.  But  if  he 
had  in  mind  a  wider  range  of  accom- 
plishments, then  there  are  some  who 
would  beg  to  differ  with  him.  Certain- 
ly I  would  be  one  of  them. 

If  I  am  thinking  clearly,  the  Incarna- 
tion of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Substitution- 
ary Atonement  at  Calvary,  and  the 
Resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  from  the 
dead  constitute  achievements  since  cre- 
ation that  have  never  been  surpassed 
and  never  will  be  surpassed  in  all  the 
unfolding  ages  of  eternity. 

The  dramatic  ascent  to  the  moon 
and  back  is  without  doubt  an  amazing 
achievement,  but  it  still  falls  within 
the  human  and  natural  level.  By  virtue 
of  exploration  of  the  laws  that  God 
initiated  at  creation,  man  was  finally 
able  to  harness  them  in  this  epic  flight 
to  the  moon.  But  the  events  at  the 
incarnation,  Calvary,  and  the  tomb, 
were  on  the  divine  and  supernatural 
level.  Here  God  became  man,  bore 
the  penalty  for  all  sin,  and  rose  again 
from  the  grave.  Let  us  be  sure  to  keep 
our  eyes  in  focus,  so  that  our  worship 
will  be  directed  to  God.  ▼

Yet  many  times  it 
felt  as  though  we  had  been  on  tour 
all  our  lives. 

We  all  have  many  fond  memories 
of  the  friendly  people  that  we  met, 
sincerely  appreciated  their  gracious 
hospitality,  and  received  real  spiritual 
blessing  from  their  testimonies.  Par- 
ticularly, we  were' encouraged  by  those 
who  were  so  obviously  full  of  the  joy 
of  the  Lord  and  excited  in  His  service. 

Many  times  we  wondered— are  we 


being  effective?  Have  the  hours  of 
practice,  the  times  of  prayer,  the  ef- 
fort, been  worthwhile?  These  ques- 
tions brought  us  back  to  our  goals.

A 
guitar  is  purchased  here  and  our  lug- 
gage now  includes,  along  with  our 
suitcases,  school  literature,  and  so 
forth,  one  trumpet,  one  banjo  and  four 
guitars! 

Wednesday,  July  9-Today  we  left

It's 
great  to  sing  and  share  your  testimony, 
but  a  rest  is  welcome.  We  take  advan- 
tage of  the  night  off  by  playing  tennis 
until  dark  with  our  host  in  San  Jose. 


Friday,  July  18-We  leave  California 
now,  and  go  on  to  Oregon.  People 
continue  to  be  most  generous  with 
their  hospitality  and  most  pastors  have 
received  us  graciously.  By  now  we've 
left  an  identifying  trail  of  belongings 
behind-a  belt,  jacket,  Bible,  alarm 
clock,  and  so  on.  We  continue  to 
struggle  for  time  during  the  days  for 
necessary  tasks  like  dry-cleaning,  get- 
ting the  car  serviced,  completing  our 
weekly  financial  reports,  writing  to 
the  folks  back  home,  doing  our  wash, 
shopping  for  toilet  articles,  and  so 
forth. 

Wednesday,  July  30-Last  service 
of  the  tour  tonight  in  Sunnyside, 
Washington.  Dale  goes  back  to  his 
home  in  Goldendale  (Wash.)  tonight 
and  the  other  four  of  us  head  for  Wi- 
nona.

An  Educational  Experience

Atlantic  and  Southeastern  States. 

"The  Christian  Assembly"— the 
name  chosen  by  the  two  girls  and  four 
fellows  that  comprised  our  team,  trav- 
eled to  the  Southeast  this  summer.  Not 
many  days  of  traveling  were  com- 
pleted before  we  were  forced  into  a 
close  family  unit— a  family  with  its  ups 
and  downs  but  still  sharing  in  the  min- 
istry for  which  we  were  chosen.  Tour 
was  comprised  of  many  terrific  ex- 
periences and  ministries. 

Among  our  responsibilities  were  the 
experiences  of  a  public  ministry.  This 
included  keeping  a  fresh  approach  to 
testimonies  as  well  as  to  the  more  fre- 
quently used  songs,  and  sharing  our 
literature  with  interested  young  people. 
Then  there  was  singing  to  large  groups 
of  people,  swimming  with  the  kids  at 
the  children's  home,  skits  and  Softball 
with  the  campers,  teaching  the  daily 
lessons  at  Bible  school,  and  riding  in 
the  back  of  a  truck  to  sing  for  a  boys' 
camp.  Nor  will  we  soon  forget  the 
glamour  of  making  a  tape  for  color 
television  and  the  live  interviews  on  a 
secular  radio  station.  Add  to  these 
our  frustrations,  such  as  having  the 
projector  bulb  burn  out  during  a  slide 
presentation  or  announcing  how  happy 
we  were  to  be  in  West  Virginia  when 
we  were  actually  in  Pennsylvania.  Our 
experiences  varied,  from  singing  hymns 
to  the  bereaved  widow  at  her  husband's 
funeral,  singing  to  the  old  lady  at  the 
laundromat  or  to  hearing  the  reaction 
from  the  children  when  the  colored 
lights  were  turned  on  the  chalk  draw- 
ing. 

Highlighting  the  tour  were  the  many 
experiences  and  ministries  in  homes. 
This  included  talking  with  people  until 
late  at  night,  cake  and  ice  cream  be- 
fore bed,  and  the  frustrations  of  trying 
to  lose  weight  when  our  hostess  had 
just  prepared  a  most  delicious  meal. 
Also  there  was  hasty  preparation  for 
the   service,   rushing  for  the  shower, 


ironing  clothes,  reading  perfumed  let- 
ters from— uh,  the  relatives,  finding 
three  creases  in  our  dry-cleaned  pants, 
or  watching  a  team  member  drop  a 
pork  chop  on  his  lap. 

Tour  meant  sharing  with  fellow 
team  members,  such  as  always  packing 
and  repacking  the  car  or  sweltering 
without  air-conditioning  while  driving 
through  the  nation's  capital  with  tem- 
peratures soaring  above  the  hundred 
mark.  Sharing  was  not  lowering  the 
car  windows  because  the  girls'  hair 
would  blow,  and  the  frightening  ex- 
perience of  an  automobile  accident  at 
the  trip's  beginning.  For  this  we  shared 
in  thanksgiving  because  no  one  was 
hurt  and  nothing  was  broken.  How- 
ever, trying  to  look  happy  after  we  had 
just  wrecked  our  school's  car  was  diffi- 
cult. It  was  group  action  all  the  way, 
from  riding  a  skylift  in  the  Smokies, 
collecting  coral  at  the  ocean,  or  sharing 
colds. 

We  know  that  no  tour  could  be  of 
any  value  unless  there  was  complete 
dependence  upon  the  Lord.  This 
meant  some  early  morning  devotions 
and  practices  for  us.  We  prayed  for 
our  schools  and  our  ministry,  whether 
we  shared  devotions  under  a  tree  in  the 
Virginia  mountains  or  in  the  pastors' 
study  before  our  services.  Not  only 
did  we  see  the  Lord  work  in  our  lives, 
but  we  saw  decisions  in  the  lives  of 
others  at  the  close  of  several  of  our 
services.  How  frustrating  it  was  to 
meet  some  of  the  finest  people,  yet 
not  stay  at  any  one  place  long  enough 
to  know  them  better.  In  spite  of  frus- 
trations we  learned  to  love  the  tour. 
We  continually  talked  about  Grace, 
wondering  why  every  Brethren  pastor 
would  not  want  to  push  our  school. 

Although  we  were  sorry  to  see  our 
tour  end,  we  were  glad  that  God  had 
allowed  us  to  meet  some  wonderful 
people  and  to  be  challenged  by  some 
very  dedicated  pastors.  We  were  thank- 
ful that  we  were  able  to  attend  Grace, 
become  ambassadors  for  Christ  and 
our  schools,  and  know  He  had  blessed 
our  tour.  T

Will  We  Listen  ? 


On  page  19  of  this  issue  you  will 
read  the  findings  of  an  interesting  sur- 
vey, giving  the  reaction  of  a  group  of 
young  people  to  the  evangelical  church 
of  today.  I  urge  you  to  study  it  care- 
fully. 

While  surveys  are  not  infallible, 
they  do  supply  insight  on  problems, 
and  indicate  certain  trends.  In  all  sur- 
veys certain  people  are  contacted  who 
are  critical  of  the  status  quo,  and  who 
look  on  the  dark  side  of  every  issue. 
And,  there  are  always  those  who  are 
negative  in  their  outlook,  like  the  man 
who  said  he  always  votes  "no"  on  all 
public  issues  put  up  for  vote,  for,  if 
they  are  defeated,  they  will  always 
come  up  again  for  a  vote.  Further- 
more, in  any  particular  group  of  young 
people  there  are  those  whose  thinking 
might  not  always  be  considered  fully 
mature  by  older  adults.  However,  the 
average  young  person  today  is  well 
read  and  alert.  He  is  capable  of  analyz- 
ing a  situation  and  coming  to  a  logical 
conclusion.  And,  since  people  in  the 
under-twenty-five  age  group  are  in  the 
predominance  today,  we  should  com- 
municate with  them  with  the  view  to 
benefiting  from  their  opinions. 

The  point  has  been  made  that  young 
people  should  listen  to  adults— not 
adults  listen  to  young  people.  True. 
But  in  order  to  establish  rapport  be- 
tween the  two  age  groups  there  must 
be  understanding.  Our  problem  to- 
day is  not  so  much  a  generation  gap  as 
it  is  a  communication  gap.  We  must 
have  the  confidence  of  the  young 
people  in  order  to  get  them  to  bring 
their  problems  to  us,  and  to  want  our 
counsel.  Once  they  have  brought  the 
problems  to  us,  we  need  to  show  Chris- 
tian love  and  understanding  in  an  effort 
to  help  them  to  the  solution.  If  we 
have  a  problem  in  this  area  of  young 
people,  let's  face  it  and  solve  it.  If  our 


church  services  are  not  of  interest  to 
them,  let's  "get  with  it"  and  make 
them  more  interesting.  If  it  means 
expenditures  for  audio-visual  aids  and 
other  materials,  it  is  better  to  do  this 
than  to  lose  our  young  people. 

So  often  we  hear  the  criticism  con- 
cerning youth  that  they  are  always 
tearing  down;  they  are  always  "against" 
something;  they  have  no  constructive, 
positive  suggestions.  While  there  is 
some  truth  to  this,  isn't  it  also  true 
that  there  are  many  changes  that  need 
to  be  made?  Hasn't  the  church  fallen 
into  the  habit  of  only  "hearing"  young 
people  without  "paying  attention"  to 
their  cries?  We  are  very  glad  to  have 
them  in  our  services  to  count  on  our 
attendance  records,  but  it  is  so  diffi- 
cult for  us  to  get  involved  in  their 
problems.  How  often  have  you  heard 
the  remark:  "Young  people  get  under 
my  skin;  they  really  'bug'  me"?  Why 
not  "tear  down"  these  negative  ap- 
proaches and  "build  up"  a  genuine 
structure  of  love,  concern,  and  desire 
for  the  contribution  that  young  people 
can  make?  Or  why  not  tear  down  the 
old  structure  of:  "What  will  my  neigh- 
bors think  of  this  action  by  my  son?" 
with  "How  can  I  help  my  son  solve 
this  problem  in  such  a  way  that  he  will 
have  a  happy,  successful  life?" 

May  God  help  the  church  to  "pay 
attention"  to  what  our  young  people 
are  saying.  May  He  give  us  the  ob- 
jective common  sense  and  concern  to 
meet  the  criticisms  and  objections  of 
young  people  with  a  mutually  accept- 
able solution,  rather  than  subjectively 
running  away  with  hurt  feelings  and 
burying  our  heads  in  the  sand!  May 
the  Holy  Spirit  guide  us  in  praying  and 
planning  with  our  young  people  to 
make  them  a  part  of  the  exciting  pro- 
gram of  reaching  people  for  Christ 
through  the  church!  '

The  Chad?  Where  is  that? 

The  Chad  lies  nine  hundred  miles 
south  of  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  seven- 
teen hundred  miles  west  of  the  Indian 
Ocean,  and  fifteen  hundred  miles  east 
of  the  Atlantic.  This  puts  one  just 
about  in  the  middle  of  Africa.  The 
Chad  (495,752  square  miles)  is  ten 
times  larger  than  the  state  of  Ohio  and 
one  and  one-half  times  as  large  as  Texas. 
It  is  inhabited  by  four  distinct  racial 
groups:  the  Sudanic,  the  Niletic,  the 
Arabic,  and  the  Saharian,  totaling  about 
3,500,000  people,  making  an  average 
of  about  seven  people  per  square  mile. 

Historical  data 

This  part  of  Africa  was  dominated 
by  the  Pygmies  before  the  days  of  the 
slave  raider.  It  was  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  Chad  that  the  slave  raider 
met  the  most  effective  resistance  as  the 
fleeing  coastal  Africans  grouped  into 
large  villages  and  fought.  It  is  partly 
due  to  this  that  there  is  a  large  con- 
centration of  people  in  this  part  of  the 
Chad,  which  is  the  area  where  our 
work  is  located. 

The  Chad  was  first  explored  by  the 
British  about  1822.  The  French  came 
in  1880  and  by  1892  had  declared  this 
a  "Military  Territory."  In  1906  the 
Chad  and  the  Oubangui-Chari  (now  the 
Central  African  Republic— CAR)  were 
regarded  as  one  territory.  In  1920 
French  Equatorial  Africa  was  formed 
and  the  Chad  became  a  separate  colony. 
In  1960  they  gained  their  independ- 
ence and  the  Chad  and  the  Oubangui- 
Chari  (CAR)  became  separate  republics. 
The  Bekoro  field  was  on  both  sides  of 
the  present  boundary  between  the  two 
republics,  the  station  being  in  the 
Oubangui-Chari,  now  the  CAR. 

The  economic  picture  today 

The  gross  national  income  for  1968 
was  327  million  dollars.  The  average 
per  capita  income  was  $70.00.  About 
5  percent  of  the  land  is  now  cultivated 
and  more  is  being  prepared.  About  90 
percent  of  the  population  is  involved  in 
agriculture,  their  two  main  exports  be- 
ing cotton  and  meat. 

Secular  education 
About    30   percent    of  school-age 


children  are  in  school,  of  which  about 
12  percent  (of  the  30  percent)  are  girls. 
The  1968  reports  show  163,962  schol- 
ars in  the  primary  schools  and  8,207 
in  the  secondary  schools.  There  are 
about  7,500  dropouts  each  year  be- 
tween the  primary  school  and  the 
secondary  school  period.  This  group 
of  dropouts  can  become  a  real  problem, 
and  they  need  help.  Students  from 
the  Chad  are  in  schools  in  many  differ- 
ent countries,  including  the  USA. 

Growth  of  the  church 

There  are  several  good  evangelistic 
missions  working  in  the  Chad.  Most 
statistical  reports  show  that  about  50 
percent  of  the  Chad  is  still  pagan,  45 
percent  is  Muslim  and,  as  yet,  only  5 
percent  are  Christian,  namely,  Protes- 
tants and  Catholics.  The  first  response 
to  the  Brethren  gospel  message  was  in 
the  early  1930's  when  the  late  Miss 
Estella  Myers  took  a  trip  through  that 
area.  Five  young  Chadiens  went  to 
Bassai  with  her  to  learn  more  concern- 
ing the  Gospel.  Soon  after  this  the 
Bekoro  station  was  opened  and  the 
Bekoro  missionaries  were  used  to  evan- 
gelize the  southern  Chad  area.  By 
the  early  1960's  there  were  twenty-five 
churches  pastored  by  Chadien  grad- 
uates from  the  Bozoum  Bible  Institute. 

When  the  Chad  and  the  Oubangui- 
Chari  became  independent  in  1960,  I 
there  was  a  distinct  political  division,  I 
each  becoming  a  republic.  Soon  a  I 
strong  resentment  grew  on  the  part  of  I 
some  in  governmental  circles  due  to  I 
the  fact  that  the  churches  in  the  Chad  | 
received  their  oversight  from  the  CAR.  I 
Meanwhile,  the  government  requested  | 
the  churches  to  organize  themselves  I 
into  an  association,  declaring  what  the  I 
aim  of  the  association  is.  The  Breth-J 
ren  churches  received  recognition  as  I 
the  Association  des  Eglises  Evange-i 
liques  des  Freres  du  Tchad  (The  Breth-1 
ren  "Evangelical"  Church  of  thel 
Chad).1 

Resentment  continued  to  grow  be-| 
cause  there  were  no  Brethren  mission- 1 
aries  residing  in  the  Chad,  and  to  have  I 
missionaries  of  the  CAR  oversee  thel 
work  of  the  Chad  churches  was  con- 1 
sidered  a  slight  if  not  an  insult  to  the  1 
prestige  of  their  republic.  The  churches  I 
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found  it  increasingly  difficult  to  effect 
a  witness  in  this  situation.  In  1965  a 
missionary  couple  was  given  residence 
in  the  Chad,  which  has  removed  this 
criticism. 

Significant  events  of  the  year  1969 

l.The  churches  of  the  CAR  received 
recognition  as  a  Union  of  Brethren 
Churches  and  making  their  own 
General  Conference  of  Brethren 
Churches.  This  resulted  in  the  for- 
mation of  two  general  conferences, 
those  of  the  CAR  and  the  Chad. 
This  should  not  affect  fellowship 
between  the  churches  of  these  two 
different  republics. 

2.  The  pastors  of  the  church  in  the 
Chad  made  definite  plans  for  com- 
pleting the  evangelization  of  the 
Mboum  tribe,  about  30,000  people. 
This  plan  involved  missionary  co- 
operation as  to  counseling  them 
and  working  with  them. 

3.  A  central  Bible  school  was  opened 
which  will  grow  into  Bible  institute 
rating. 

4.  A  dispensary  was  opened  at  Dodang 
in  May  and  got  off  to  a  very  good 
start. 

5.  The  building  of  a  missionary  resi- 
dence at  Bessao  was  approved. 

6.  The  Chad  field  was  recognized  as  a 
separate  mission  field  and  mission- 
ary volunteers  are  being  sought  for 
that  field. 
There    are    now    thirty    organized 


churches  in  the  Chad  which  are  pas- 
tored  by  Bible  institute  graduates  of 
whom  eight  are  ordained  elders  and 
four  are  licensed.  There  are  five  more 
churches  in  the  process  of  organiza- 
tion now.  The  average  membership 
per  church  is  about  100  members,  and 
there  are  more  than  twice  that  number 
in  the  regular  Sunday  church  services. 
The  Sunday-school  program  and  the 
youth  and  adult  groups  are  beginning 
to  function. 

Church  development  plans  (the  burden 
of  both  the  African  pastors  and  the 
missionaries) 

These  plans  require  more  trained 
African  personnel  now  and  call  for 
more  missionaries  now. 

1.  Evangelization  of  the  Mboum  tribe, 
which  would  make  possible  the  es- 
tablishment of  approximately  twen- 
ty-five more  Brethren  churches. 

2.  Advanced  studies  for  the  pastors, 
as  well  as  working  with  them  in 
planning  their  activities,  creating 
study  helps  for  them  as  they  teach 
their  people;  these  study  helps  in- 
clude writing  of  Bible  dictionaries, 
commentaries,  study  pamphlets, 
concordances,  and  so  forth. 

3.  Cooperating  with  the  pastors  in  dis- 
covering methods  to  keep  in  touch 
with  members  of  The  Brethren 
Church  who  leave  their  villages  to 
go  to  the  larger  cities  or  centers  for 
employment  or  for  schooling;  these

may  become  the  nucleus  for  activi- 
ties and  churches. 
4.  The  training  of  workers  and  teach- 
ers, helping  them  to  organize  youth 
groups  in  the  churches  and  for  the 
Christian  students  in  the  schools. 

The  minimum  need  of  missionary  per- 
sonnel NOW— four  couples: 
One  couple  for  the  evangelistic  out- 
reach; 

One  couple  to  work  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  present  church  and  its 
workers; 

One  couple  thoroughly  involved 
with  the  youth  and  student  program; 

One  couple  to  cooperate  with  the 
pastors  in  the  program  of  the  extension 
of  Brethren  churches  beyond  the 
bounds  set  for  the  mission  (this  will 
be  in  fellowship  with  the  other  evan- 
gelical groups,  and  not  in  competition). 

Something  to  ponder: 

In  many  places  today,  the  mission- 
ary hears  these  words: 

"Missionary,  Go  Home! " 
Not  so  in  the  Chad.  They  are  saying, 
"Missionary,  Stay!"  and  urgently  ap- 
pealing, not  only  through  their  mission- 
ary, but  also  directly  to  the  church  in 
the  USA  via  letters  to  the  FMS  office, 
calling  attention  to  the  urgency  of  the 
task,  and  making  appeals  for  mission- 
aries now. 

The  desire  of  Cornelius  did  not  fall 
on  deaf  ears.  The  call  from  Macedonia, 
"Come  over  and  help  us,"  was  not 
sounded  forth  in  vain. 

Will  you  not  hear  our  call— their 
call:    "Come  Over  Now"? 

There  is  no  time  to  delay-Come 
along  to  go  Somewhere! 

The  Chad  is  a  "Somewhere." 


1  "Brethren"  cannot  be  used  as  an  ad- 
jective in  the  French  language,  and  so 
"Evangelique"  was  added  to  distinguish 
from  the  Plymouth  Brethren  and  Church  of 
the  Brethren  works. 


Jake  and  Freda  Kliever  began  their  mis- 
sionary service  in  Africa  in  1938.  When 
they  returned  to  the  field  for  this  past  term, 
the  Field  Council  asked  them  to  take  charge 
of  the  Brethren  work  in  the  Chad  republic. 
Now  that  the  Field  Council  and  the  Board 
of  Trustees  have  officially  separated  the 
works  in  the  CAR  and  the  Chad,  the  Klievers 
have  been  specifically  assigned  to  the  Chad 
work,  and  during  this  furlough  year  will  be 
actively  recruiting  the  needed  missionary 
personnel  for  this  field.  T 
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In  Retrospect  and  Prospect 


Weary  minds  and  tired  bodies— these 
were  experienced  by  many  around 
Winona  Lake  in  late  August,  and  no 
wonder— for  the  long  hours  of  board 
meetings  and  national  conference,  plus 
a  week  of  seminar  meetings  for  the 
foreign  missions  staff,  had  finally 
caught  up  with  the  limit  of  endurance. 
But  this  is  the  way  to  be  tired,  for  it 
gives  one  a  feeling  of  accomplishment 
to  be  involved  in  the  Lord's  work  and 
to  know  that  the  lectures,  committee 
meetings,  business  sessions,  and  mes- 
sages have  all  added  up  to  a  renewed 
vision  of  greater  effectiveness  for  the 
cause  of  Christ  in  the  coming  year. 

Missions  Seminar 

The  foreign  missions  activities  began 
July  28,  when  missionaries  from  the 
Central  African  Republic,  Chad,  Argen- 
tina, and  Brazil,  along  with  several 
missionary  candidates,  gathered  in  Wi- 
nona Lake,  Indiana,  to  begin  the  five- 
day  missions  seminar.  They  listened 
to  inspirational  messages  from  the 
Word  of  God  and  had  their  souls  fed 
and  spiritual  vision  sharpened.  They 
heard  reports  from  the  various  fields 
represented  and  discussed  problems 
peculiar  to  missions  in  this  day  and 
age.      They    shared    experiences  and 


traded  methods  as  answers  were  sought 
for  the  various  problems  in  the  life  and 
work  of  a  missionary.  Veterans  be- 
came reacquainted  with  the  operation, 
policy,  and  purpose  of  Brethren  For- 
eign Missions,  and  in  the  process  helped 
indoctrinate  and  orient  new  mission- 
aries for  their  association  with  the 
Society.  Twenty  missionaries  on  fur- 
lough plus  five  candidates  participated 
in  the  seminar.  Missionaries  were  pre- 
pared for  their  deputation  ministry 
among  the  Brethren  churches  this  fall. 
You  won't  want  to  miss  the  interesting 
program  when  missionaries  come  to 
your  church  to  tell  of  the  exciting 
things  that  God  is  doing  in  the  areas 
where  they  work. 

Board  Meetings 

August  4  through  8  found  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  hard  at  work  in  the  offices  of 
the  Society  at  Winona  Lake.  Field 
reports  were  carefully  evaluated,  mis- 
sionaries interviewed  (twenty-one  of 
them,  to  be  exact),  candidate  reports 
analyzed,  budgets  studied,  and  the 
many  details  that  go  into  the  operation 
that  covers  a  sizable  sphere  of  influence 
in  the  world  were  dealt  with.  Among 
the   significant   actions  taken   at  this 


meeting  were  the  following: 

1 .  African  agreement— The  approval 
of  the  agreement  worked  out  in  Africa 
between  the  mission  and  the  national 
church  with  respect  to  ownership  of 
stations  and  buildings.  This  agreement 
places  larger  responsibilities  upon  the 
national  church  and  brings  us  one  step 
closer  to  our  original  purpose  of  mis- 
sionary activity  in  Africa— that  is,  to 
produce  a  strong,  self-sufficient,  self- 
supporting,  self-propagating  African 
church. 

2.  A  new  field,  Chad— A  recom- 
mendation from  the  Africa  Field  Coun- 
cil implemented  a  decision  made  by 
the  board  in  1966,  suggesting  that  the 
works  in  the  Central  African  Republic 
and  the  Chad  should  be  considered  as 
two  different  fields.  Political  consider- 
ation, along  with  the  adoption  by  the 
CAR  churches  of  a  constitution  that 
affects  only  the  CAR  churches,  has 
now  made  it  practical  to  institute  this 
organizational  change.  Dr.  Jake  Kliever 
is  the  missionary  assigned  to  the  Chad, 
and  he  is  authorized  to  seek  missionary 
personnel  to  aid  in  the  evangelization 
of  the  southern  part  of  the  Chad.  Of 
special  interest  to  missionary  candi- 
dates is  the  fact  that  here  is  an  oppor- 
tunity to  work  among  a  tribe  of  35,000 


Personnel  attending  one  of  the  missions  seminar  sessions,  including  missionaries— active,  retired,  and  candidates;  staff  members  and  speakers. 
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people  who  thus  far  have  been  largely 
untouched  by  the  Gospel.  During 
board  meetings  a  letter,  written  by 
the  African  pastors  in  the  Chad  and 
addressed  to  the  board  of  trustees,  un- 
derscored the  fact  that  the  day  of  the 
foreign  missionary  is  not  over.  These 
pastors  made  a  special  appeal  to  the 
National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches,  through  the  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society,  to  seek  earnestly  mission- 
aries who  will  dedicate  themselves  to 
the  evangelization  and  the  develop- 
ment of  the  churches  in  the  Chad.  This 
in  itself  was  a  pleasant  surprise,  for  in 
a  day  when  specialists  and  those  with 
technical  skills  are  listed  as  of  priority 
value  in  developing  nations,  it  is  en- 
couraging to  know  that  the  man  who 
specializes  in  the  Word  of  God  and 
church  development,  is  wanted.  The 
missionaries  being  requested  are  listed 
along  with  other  missionary  personnel 
needs  elsewhere  in  this  issue. 

3.  Furlough  training  for  mission- 
aries- An  action  which  is  of  special  sig- 
nificance to  missionaries  deals  with  the 
desirability  of  a  missionary  on  furlough 
to  take  further  training  in  order  to  im- 
prove his  effectiveness  as  a  missionary. 
The  problems  faced  by  modern  mis- 
sions makes  it  imperative  that  a  mis- 
sionary keep  pace  with  the  times.  I  am 
sure  we  want  our  missionary  to  be 
aware  of  modern  missionary  methods, 
practices,  policies,  and  to  keep  up  with 
his  particular  phase  of  mission  activity. 
A  missionary  is  often  isolated  and  feels 
that  he  is  out  of  touch  with  a  changing 
society.  In  some  cases  government  re- 
quirements demand  that  teachers  have 
proper  degrees  in  order  for  Bible  insti- 
tutes  to  graduate  men   who  will  be 

.  recognized  as  pastors  in  the  country. 
Therefore,  a  few  missionaries  will  need 

,  to  complete  courses  to  get  the  required 
degrees.  Now,  after  eight  years  of  serv- 
ice, and  during  the  regular  furlough 
year,  a  missionary  may  receive  some 
financial  help  with  tuition,  providing 

j  that  he  follows  a  course  of  study  which 

1  will  be  of  real  benefit  to  him  in  his

work  as  a  missionary,  and  providing 
that  it  is  in  an  approved  institution. 

4.  Four-year  term  for  Argentina— 
The  furlough  plan  for  Argentina  was 
brought  in  line  with  board  policy  for 
other  fields.  Now  missionaries  in  Ar- 
gentina may  select  any  of  the  furlough 
plans  available  to  other  fields,  includ- 
ing one  year  of  furlough  for  four  years 
on  the  field.  Previously,  in  Argentina 
one  year  of  furlough  was  granted  for 
five  years  on  the  field. 

5.  "TIME"  team  for  France-1970- 
A  group  of  cadet  missionaries  will  be 
selected  under  the  "TIME"  program 
to  serve  in  France  next  summer.  This 
team,  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Fred  Fogle,  will  work  in  close 
cooperation  with  Brethren  missionaries 
in  Europe.

6.  FMS  budget  revision- -The  revised 
foreign  missions  budget  for  1969  totals 
$573,955.00.  The  amount  of 
$252,982.41  still  remains,  as  of  Sep- 
tember 23,  to  be  raised  before  the  end 
of  the  year  to  reach  this  goal.  Pray 
with  us  that  God  will  again  supply  the 
financial  needs  of  the  foreign  mission 
program. 

This  has  not  been  a  year  without 
problems  in  the  foreign  mission  pro- 
gram. We  saw  a  church  split  in  Argen- 
tina; a  hepatitis  epidemic  which 
threatened  to  lay  low  a  major  part  of 
our  missionary  personnel  in  Africa; 
the  spirit  of  rebellion  in  the  ranks  of 
African  church  leaders;  and  a  world  in 
political,  social,  and  economic  unrest 
that  made  the  future  of  missions  un- 
certain. Yet,  through  all  this  God  has 
led  our  missionary  personnel,  along 
with  the  national  churches,  to  a  posi- 
tion of  greater  strength  and  determina- 
tion to  obey  the  Great  Commission. 
Suffice  to  say,  there  is  no  reason  for 
pessimism  in  our  foreign  mission  pro- 
gram. The  outlook  for  the  Lord's 
work  in  Brethren  Foreign  Missions  is 
brighter  than  ever.

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The  Mischief  of  Foreign  Mission  Failure 

II  Kings  7:9

I  he  situation  in  Samaria  was 
desperate.  A  whole  city  was  starving. 
But  just  when  the  experience  was  dark- 
est, the  prophet  Elisha  predicted  an 
alleviation  of  the  difficulty.  Into  the 
picture  appeared  four  obscure  lepers 
who  were  to  change  the  entire  com- 
plexion of  things.  They  dwelt  outside 
the  gate  with  no  contact  with  the  in- 
habitants of  the  city.  Thoughtfully, 
they  contemplated  the  situation.  They 
were  getting  nothing  from  their  beg- 
ging. No  one  had  anything  to  give. 
Death  in  a  most  dreadful  form  was 
creeping  upon  them.  "Why  sit  we  here 
until  we  die?"  they  said.  "Let  us  go 
down  to  the  enemy's  camp.  They  can 
no  more  than  kill  us  and  we  are  already 
half  dead.  There  is  a  chance  that  they 
might  take  compassion  upon  us."  Thus 
these  poor  men  reasoned! 

So  down  to  the  Syrian  camp  they 
i  went  and  to  their  utter  amazement 
not  a  soul  was  stirring.  Through  a 
providential  manifestation  the  enemy 
had  fled  the  camp  leaving  all  its  pro- 
visions. The  lepers  were  now  in  posses- 
sion of  abundance  of  food  and  riches 
of  many  kinds.  Their  needs  were  satis- 
fied. But  then  their  consciences  began 
to  work:  ".  .  .  We  do  not  well:  this  day 
is  a  day  of  good  tidings,  and  we  hold 
our  peace.  .  ."  (II  Kings  7:9).  The 
needs  of  the  people  in  yonder  city 
kept  coming  before  them.  Obligation 
to  do  something  for  them  urged  the 
lepers  insistently.  Quickly,  action  was 
determined.  The  result  was  that  a 
whole  city  was  saved  from  starvation. 
What  if  the  lepers  had  kept  still? 
You  say  it  would  have  been  criminal. 
And  so  it  would.  But  let  us  ask  about 
those  who  possess  the  riches  of 'the 
saving  Gospel  and  say  nothing  about 
it-is  there  not  a  similar  obligation? 
There  are  times  when  silence  is  golden, 


but  at  other  times  it  is  criminal.  The 
lepers  with  riches  in  their  possession 
thought  of  silence  as  "mischief." 

Applying  this  principle  to  the  spirit- 
ual realm  and  to  foreign  missions  in 
particular,  it  is  clear  that  there  is  mis- 
chief in  failure  to  propagate  the  Gospel 
across  the  world.  Look  at  this  failure 
and  its  resulting  mischief  or  tragedy  in 
several  aspects. 

Failure  in  foreign  missions  results 
in  the  thwarting  of  the  supreme  re- 
sponsibility of  the  church,  which  is 
evangelism.  Only  a  witnessing  church 
will  experience  the  full  blessing  of  God. 
Only  such  a  church  is  worthy  of  the 
name.  "Why  sit  we  here  idle?"  Do 
we  think  that  when  God  saved  us  His 
work  was  done?  Do  we  suppose  that 
heaven  will  be  complete  because  we 
have  been  saved?  Will  we  be  satisfied 
to  eat  the  gospel  feast  alone?  We  need 
the  burning  compulsion  of  the  Apostle 
Paul  who  said:  "I  am  debtor  both  to 
the  Greeks,  and  to  the  Barbarians;  both 
to  the  wise,  and  to  the  unwise.  So,  as 
much  as  in  me  is,  I  am  ready  to  preach 
the  gospel  to  you  that  are  at  Rome 
also"  (Rom.  1:14-1 5).  He  had  a  world- 
wide vision.  Nothing  less  is  worthy  of 
the  church  of  Christ.  It  is  to  be  com- 
posed of  redeemed  individuals  from 
every  nation  and  tribe,  and  it  is  incum- 
bent upon  those  who  have  already 
found  a  place  in  that  body  to  present 
the  message  to  others  all  across  the 
world   so  that  they  too  can  become

Failure  in  foreign  missions  will  re- 
sult in  a  lost  sense  of  the  divine  pres- 
ence. The  Lord  comes  very  close  to 
those  who  labor  in  His  name.  "Lo,  I 
am  with  you  alway"  was  spoken  in 
connection  with  the  command  to  "go 
ye  into  all  the  world."  Have  you  lost 
the  sense  of  His  presence?  Quite  likely 
it  is  because  you  are  not  as  earnest  in 
witnessing  as  once  you  were.  Remem- 
ber how  close  the  Lord  seemed  when 
first  you  found  Him  and  you  bore 
witness  to  Him  faithfully?  Any  de- 
nomination that  fails  in  its  missionary 
responsibility  will  lose  its  spiritual  glow 
and  the  assurance  of  the  divine  pres- 
ence. 

Failure  in  foreign  missions  is  bound 
to  result  in  loss  of  spiritual  joy.  There 
is  a  joy  in  soul-winning  which  is  in- 
comparable. When  witnessing  ceases 
the  joybells  stop  ringing.  There  is  joy 
in  heaven  even  over  one  soul  who  finds 
Christ  as  Saviour.  This  same  joy  is 
reflected  in  the  church  on  earth. 

Failure  in  foreign  missions  in  any 
church  will  result  in  cessation  of  spirit- 
ual growth.  Lock  up  some  singing 
birds  in  a  cage  and  they  will  not  only 
cease  singing  but  will  die.  Refuse  to 
give  expression  to  your  Christian  life 
and  it  will  become  impotent.  Let  a 
church  cease  to  be  interested  in  evan- 
gelism and  foreign  missions  and  its 
doom  will  soon  be  sounded.  Good 
news  is  to  be  told.  It  is  contrary  to  all 
reason  that  it  should  be  silenced. 

"Why  sit  we  here  until  we  die?" 
Let  us  be  like  the  four  lepers  who  de- 
termined that  no  mischief  would  befall 
them  because  of  inactivity.  We  have 
Good  News  to  tell.  Let  us  tell  it.       T

The  offerings  for  the  week  totaled

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MINNEAPOLIS,  MINN.  (EP)-Churches  are  do- 
ing poorly  in  evangelism  "because  we  are  depend- 
ent upon  human  means  rather  than  upon  the  Spirit 
of  God." 

Those  words  from  Honorary  Chairman  Billy 
Graham  of  the  U.S.  Congress  on  Evangelism  in 
Minneapolis,  Sept.  8-13,  launched  the  six-day 
spectacular  which  drew  nearly  5,000  men  from  95 
denominations  in  50  states  for  the  first  interde- 
nominational national  effort  of  its  kind. 

Chairman  Oswald  C.  J.  Hoffman,  radio  preacher 
of  the  Lutheran  Hour,  admitted  at  the  opening 
press  conference  that  evangelism  has  a  "bad  odor" 
because  "some  find  the  very  idea  of  a  personal 
commitment  to  Jesus  Christ  resentful."  He  added: 
"We  are  not  self-righteous  snobs.  We  don't  want 
everyone  to  become  like  us.  We  want  them  to  be- 
come like  Him." 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (EP)-It's  possible  that  the 
death  of  Senator  Everett  M.  Dirksen  may  doom 
the  renewal  of  a  fight  to  have  the  Supreme  Court 
reverse  its  decision  and  allow  prayer  in  public 
schools  again. 

The  high-water  mark  in  the  issue  may  have  been 
reached  in  1966  when  the  Senate  voted  to  table  it, 
Washington  observers  said. 

YARINACOCHA,  PERU  (EP)-An  historic  first- 
ever  encounter  with  nine  savage  Mayoruna  Indians 
of  the  northeastern  jungle  region  of  Peru  offered 
this  radio  message:  "We  came,  but  were  afraid;  we 
are  here,  but  not  afraid." 

It  was  the  Mayorunas'  first  friendly  contact  with 
the  outside.  More  than  800  outsiders  have  report- 
edly been  shot  or  speared  by  them  since  the  turn 
of  the  century. 

Making  the  contact  were  aviation  personnel  and 
linguists  of  the  Summer  Institute  of  Linguistics, 
affiliated  with  Wycliffe  Bible  Translators.  Contact 
was  made  when  Ron  Snell,  19-year-old  son  of  an 
SIL  translator  and  two  Indians  from  the  Machi- 
guenga  tribe,  opened  a  trail  to  within  seven  miles 
of  the  Mayoruna  target  village.  The  nine  Mayor- 
unas were  met  by  Harriet  Fields,  who  knows  their 
language,  and  her  partner,  Hattie  Kneeland.  The 
Indians  were  painted  and  wore  only  G-strings. 
Their  fears  of  the  white  people  were  overcome  and 
finally  they  gained  enough  trust  to  take  airplane 
rides  to  get  a  bird's-eye  view  of  their  village. 

The  Mayorunas  have  agreed  to  allow  Harriet 


Fields  and  Hattie  Kneeland  to  live  in  their  village 
and  prepare  to  translate  the  Bible  into  their  lan- 
guage. 

HARRISBURG,  PA.  (EP)-Nonpublic  schools 
in  Pennsylvania  will  receive  an  initial  quarterly  pay- 
ment of  $1,212,232  in  aid  under  the  State  Elemen- 
tary and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1968. 

Secretary  of  Education  David  H.  Kurtzman  said 
that  a  total  of  $4,848,929  will  be  given  to  the  non- 
public schools  during  the  1 969-70  fiscal  year.  He 
said  that  97  percent  of  the  1 ,178  schools  who  filed 
for  the  aid  was  Roman  Catholic. 

ST.  PAUL,  MINN.  (EP)-The  Minnesota  Civil 
Liberties  Union  (MCLU)  has  filed  a  suit  in  Ramsey 
County  District  Court  challenging  the  constitution- 
ality of  the  new  Minnesota  law  permitting  use  of 
public  funds  to  bus  students  to  and  from  non- 
public schools. 

The  court  was  asked  to  declare  the  1969  school- 
bussing  law  unconstitutional  and  to  require  state 
officials  to  cut  off  all  state  funds  to  school  districts 
that  continue  to  bus  nonpublic  school  students. 
The  suit  was  filed  against  members  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  State  Commissioner  of  Edu- 
cation Duane  J.  Mattheis  and  State  Auditor  Wil- 
liam J.  O'Brien. 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (EP)-Indignation  over 
obscene  mail  is  growing  in  the  U.S.  Congress  where 
more  than  200  anti-obscenity  bills  have  been  intro- 
duced by  members  of  both  parties. 

Justice  department  and  post  office  department 
officials  have  also  urged  new  anti-smut  legislation. 
More  than  234,000  obscene  mail  complaints  were 
received  by  the  postal  department  last  year. 

Not  since  160  bills  to  overturn  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court's  ban  on  school  prayer  were  introduced  in 
1 964  has  any  issue  generated  such  congressional 
concern,  the  anti-obscenity  forces  say. 

MEXICO  CITY  (EP)-In  preparation  for  the 
Greater  Metropolitan  Crusade  here  with  Luis  Palau, 
some  half  a  million  portions  of  Scripture  are  being 
distributed  in  this  capital  city. 

The  committee  planning  the  crusade  expects 
nightly  attendance  to  be  in  excess  of  6,000  people 
for  the  two-week  effort. 

Evangelist  Palau  of  Overseas  Crusades  will  be 
accompanied  by  seven  other  men  in  the  meetings 
to  be  held  in  one  of  the  largest  canvas  auditoriums 
available  in  Latin  America.

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Does  the  Church  Have  Answers  for  Today? 


The  scene  is  a  classroom,  but  the 
similarities  to  a  courtroom  trial  are 
striking.  There  is  a  defendant,  a  set  of 
accusers  with  documented  evidence 
which  needs  to  be  weighed  in  the  bal- 
ance, and  a  judge. 

The  defendant  is  the  Evangelical 
church,  USA.  The  accusers  are  a  group 
of  well-meaning,  intelligent,  reflective 
young  people.  The  judge  is  not  a  man, 
nor  men,  but  God,  himself. 

The  "evidence"  was  gathered  recent- 
ly at  Grace  College,  Winona  Lake,  In- 
diana, as  the  result  of  a  survey  taken  in 
a  group  of  about  sixty  students,  rang- 
ing from  freshmen  to  seniors,  from  all 
parts  of  the  United  States,  and  mem- 
bers of  a  number  of  evangelical  de- 
nominations including  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches. 
Many  of  the  students  fearlessly  added 
their  names  to  the  written  statements, 
but  this  writer  will  not  betray  their 
confidence. 

The  subject  of  the  survey— Evaluate 
the  condition,  as  you  see  it,  of  the  con- 
temporary American  evangelical  com- 
munity. The  survey  did  not  deal  with 
any  one  church  or  denomination.  It 
was  taken  at  a  time  when  the  most 
favorable  conditions  prevailed.  The 
compliments  were  numerous.  A  sam- 
pling of  the  laudable  traits  for  which 
the  students  thanked  God  is:  1)  the 
Evangelical  church  takes  a  strong  stand 
upon  the  Word  of  God,  2)  pastors 
preach  good  sermons,  3)  there  is  a 
close  fellowship  among  Christians 
which  no  other  people  can  enjoy,  and 
4)  the  Evangelicals  have  a  basic  desire 
to  do  the  Lord's  will. 

But  the  great  proportion  of  the 
evidence  weighed  heavy  on  the  side  of 
the  accusations.  I  am  identifying  my- 
self with  these  young  people  in  the 
sense  that  those  I  felt  to  be  just  ac- 
cusations have  been  included.  Many 
found  here  appeared  repeatedly  on  the 
evaluation  sheets.  With  few  excep- 
tions, they  are  listed  here  without 
modification.  They  are  being  sub- 
mitted to  you,  as  believers  in  Christ, 
for  your  consideration,  appraisal  and 
positive  action.  It  is  my  conviction 
that  the  statements  were  made  in  a 
proper  spirit.  Accept  them  in  that 
light.     If  the  shoe  fits-wear  it,  and

make  the  necessary  adjustments  with 
the  help  of  God  so  that  your  "walk" 
will  be  that  which  adorns  the  Gospel. 

The  Church  in  General 

In  spite  of  its  Bible  message  offering 
salvation  to  all,  in  many  ways  the 
Evangelical  church  is  of  no  more  bene- 
fit to  society  than  is  the  liberal  church. 
It  is  at  a  low  spiritual  point.  It  seems 
to  be  a  sick  church.  There  is  too 
much  emphasis  on  social  programs  and 
a  lack  of  emphasis  on  soul-winning. 
There  is  too  much  bickering  over  petty 
matters.  The  church  has  become 
legalistic.  It  is  not  based  on  the  prin- 
ciple of  what  I  can  do  for  others,  but 
what  can  I  do  for  myself.  Few  realistic 
answers  are  given  to  the  most  contro- 
versial questions,  therefore,  many  "gray 
areas"  remain.  The  zeal  of  new  Chris- 
tians is  soon  diminished  by  the  in- 
difference of  the  "super-pious-saints." 
There  is  a  definite  lack  of  integration 
into  the  community;  there  is  too  much 
of  a  "club  image."  One  of  the  most 
serious  problems  is  materialism. 

Spiritual  Life 

In  this  realm,  some  very  positive 
statements  were  made,  so  we  can  thank 
God  for  every  sign  of  spirituality  among 
believers.  But  compliments  should 
sometimes  give  place  to  indictments, 
as  follows:  We  have  allowed  certain 
phases  of  our  lives,  like  education,  to 
replace  the  supremely  important  as- 
pects of  Christian  living  such  as  those 
hours  spent  with  the  Master.  The  dedi- 
cated Christian  who  is  concerned 
whether  God  wants  him  to  serve  at 
home  or  abroad  is  in  the  minority. 
The  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is  not 
sufficiently  emphasized.  There  are 
too  many  mediocre  Christians;  we  need 
to  be  "on  fire  for  the  Lord"  all  the 
time.  One  essential  thing  all  evangelical 
churches  must  do  is  to  keep  a  strong 
prayer-force,  seeking  God's  will. 

Evangelism 

Too  few  churches  are  interested  in

outreach.  There  is  a  great  need  for 
missionaries.  More  missionary  confer- 
ences should  be  organized.  Many  are 
sitting  back,  taking  care  of  their  own 
needs  first.  The  church  seems  almost 
unconcerned  whether  people  go  to 
heaven  or  hell.  Churches  ought  to  have 
a  better  personal-witnessing  program, 
stimulating  people  to  "give  away  their 
faith." 

Sunday  Schools 

Sunday-school  material  is  usually 
focused  above  or  below  the  level  of  the 
student  and  on  problems  which  he 
does  not  have.  The  teacher  is  often 
ill-equipped  to  handle  students  and  to 
relate  the  material  to  modern  society. 
The  classes  are,  as  a  whole,  antiquated 
and  irrelevant.  They  would  benefit 
from  new  audiovisual  technology, 
1 3am-teaching,  discussion,  research  and 
evaluation.  In  one  student's  estima- 
tion, all  this  makes  the  Sunday  school 
one  of  the  greatest  weaknesses  in  the 
evangelical  church  today. 

Pastors 

The  pastor  should  not  be  the  only 
one  to  go  out  witnessing  to  the  lost 
and  visiting  the  sick.  He  should  not 
always  be  the  first  one  to  be  con- 
demned in  adverse  situations.  The 
dedicated  ministers  are  fighting  a  losing 
battle  because  of  an  amazing  lack  of 
cooperation  from  the  members.  Some 
preachers  are  so  concerned  about  the 
proper  outline  that  they  do  not  make 
the  messages  relevant  for  the  people. 
Some  are  afraid  to  step  on  toes  and 
to  preach  on  hell-fire. 

Youth 

The  church  is  not  reaching  young 
people  today  for  Christ,  for  it  lacks  a 
good  youth  program.  Young  people 
are  not  permitted  to  have  an  active 
part  in  all  phases  of  church-life.  The 
church  is  not  urging  its  young  people 
to  reach  others  for  Christ  or  to  enter 
Christ's  service,  but  encourages  them, 
even  if  only  passively  or  unconsciously, 
to  satisfy  their  earthly  desires. 

Church  Services 

There  is  an  appalling  lack  of  rever-

WAIT

Jim  Wilson  operates  the  Logos  Bookstore 
near  the  University  of  Michigan  campus.  He 
sold  $30,000  worth  of  books  during  the  first 
eight  months  of  business,  and  had  opportu- 
nity to  witness  to  hundreds  of  students.  This 
article  is  the  third  in  a  series  of  articles  on 
witnessing  by  Mr.  Wilson. 


After  the  ground  is  prepared  the 
seed  is  planted.  Then  there  is  a  wait 
until  the  harvest  is  ready.  If  we  have 
planted  one  seed  in  one  little  piece  of 
ground  our  tendency  is  not  to  wait  in 
patience  and  confidence  until  the  plant 
is  grown  to  maturity.  We  rather  tend 
to  worry  it  to  death.  We  will  measure 
its  growth  and  end  up  killing  it  by 
overcare. 

We  are  like  this  with  people.  If  we 
just  witness  to  one  person  we  become 
over  anxious  and  we  speak  to  the  per- 
son at  every  opportunity.  We  also 
make  opportunities  in  an  awkward 
way.  We  become  like  the  three-year- 
old  who  plants  a  bean  and  then  digs  it 
up  every  day  to  see  if  it  is  growing. 
He  doesn't  understand  why  it  doesn't 
grow.  The  constant  inspection  is  the 
reason  it  does  not  grow.  Effective 
witnessing  includes  letting  the  person 
alone  to  allow  growth.  We  must  stay 
off  his  back.  It  is  hard  enough  on  him 
that  he  has  to  answer  to  God  without 
having  to  answer  to  us,  too.  If  we  ride 
him  he  may  reject  Jesus  Christ  because 
he  has  decided  to  reject  us. 

During  this  time  of  waiting  we 
should  pray  for  him  and  love  him,  but 
we  should  also  spend  our  time  with 
others,  preparing  the  ground  and  plant- 
ing more  seed.  Our  greatest  means  of 
waiting  is  to  be  occupied  somewhere 
else.  Then  as  we  wait  for  him  to  come 
to  harvest,  we  prepare  more  ground 
and  plant  more  seed.  This  allows  the 
harvest  to  ripen  normally.  It  also  pre- 
pares a  continual  harvest.  Soon  people 
are  coming  to  Christ  regularly. 

The  greater  the  amount  of  prepared 
ground  and  the  more  abundant  the 
sowing  the  greater  will  be  the  harvest. 
We  would  be  foolish  to  plant  one  seed 
and  then  wait  for  four  months  to  reap 
the  harvest  of  that  one  plant  before  we 
plant  another  seed.  This  would  make 
sense  only  if  we  had  just  one  seed  or  a 
plot  of  ground  that  would  support 
only  one  plant.  But  we  are  surrounded 
by  many  people  and  we  have  an  abun- 
dance of  seed  in  the  Word  of  God.  We 
can  be  occupied  all  of  the  time  in 
sowing. 


At  the  Logos  Bookstore  in  Ann 
Arbor,  Mich.,  we  meet  hundreds  of 
people,  many  of  them  in  passing  only. 
There  are  others,  many  others,  whom 
we  have  been  able  to  prepare  for  re- 
ceiving the  Word  of  God  by  love,  un- 
derstanding and  prayer.  Many  of  these 
are  people  in  whom  we  have  planted 
the  Word  by  testimony,  speaking  the 
good  news,  loaning,  giving  or  selling  a 
book  or  New  Testament  to  them.  Now 
we  wait  for  the  time  of  harvest. 

But  since  we  meet  new  people 
every  day,  the  wait  is  a  profitable  time 
spiritually,  and  we  know  that  we  are 
preparing  a  future  harvest. 

We  opened  the  Logos  Bookstore  on 
July  15,  1968.  The  first  six  months 
there  was  not  much  harvesting.  There 
were  people,  mostly  students  from  the 
University  of  Michigan,  being  prepared 
and  receiving  the  Gospel  who  are  now 
in  every  stage  of  germination  and 
growth.  We  can  see  some  of  these 
students  getting  close  to  harvest. 

One  student  listened  to  the  Gospel 
for  several  hours  last  summer.  But 
then  we  did  not  see  him  again  for 
weeks.  Two  or  three  months  later  I 
was  concerned  and  prayed  that  God 
would  bring  him  into  the  bookstore. 
He  came  in  one  noon  and  we  had  a 
short  conversation,  after  which  I  loaned 


him  a  copy  of  Basic  Christianity  by 
John  R.  W.  Stott.  More  time  went  by 
and  he  came  in  again.  This  time  he 
readily  admitted  that  he  wanted  real 
life  in  Christ.  I  have  not  seen  him 
since.  He  came  in  a  week  ago  and  left 
a  message  that  he  was  now  a  graduate 
student  at  Wayne  State.  He  had  been 
doing  some  reading  and  thinking  and 
said  he  would  write  to  me.  His  senior 
year  he  had  been  using  drugs.  He  is 
now  searching  for  real  life.  God  is 
faithful  and  we  can  trust  Him  to  bring 
fruit  from  the  planted  Word.  Will  you 
pray  for  him  as  we  wait  for  the  harvest 
in  this  young  man's  life? 

A  young  Negro  who  participated  in 
the  Detroit  riots  in  the  summer  of 
1967  and  who  had  written  an  account 
of  his  experience  in  the  riots  came  into 
the  bookstore  a  few  months  ago.  For 
several  visits  we  talked  about  his  manu- 
script and  publishers.  Then  he  opened 
up  to  the  personal  love  and  attention 
and  he  has  bought  or  borrowed  and  is 
reading  a  half  dozen  books  including 
Black  and  Free  by  Tom  Skinner  and 
The  Inside  Story,  which  is  Luke,  John, 
Acts  and  Romans  from  J.  B.  Phillips' 
translation.  The  harvest  of  this  young 
man's  life  is  approaching.

ence  and  meditation  before  the  services. 
Worship  services  fall  into  a  rut.  Visitors 
are  not  made  to  feel  welcome  by  all 
the  members.  Communion  is  not  held 
very  often.  If  one  misses  a  service,  he 
might  not  have  another  opportunity 
for  communion  for  a  year. 

Home  and  the  Family 

It  is  imperative  that  the  home 
establish  the  pattern  for  youth.  If  the 
church  wants  young  men  and  women 
to  carry  the  Gospel  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth,  an  example  must  be  given  in 
actions  as  well  as  words.  Children  and 
young  people  need  to  see  more  of  a 
realistic  religion  in  their  parents.  Many 
pastors  should  spend  more  time  raising 


their  own  children  and  being  with  their 
families. 

Can  these  declarations  be  considered 
as  merely  sweeping  generalizations 
which  cannot  be  supported  by  "legal" 
evidence?  That  is  not  my  opinion. 
The  students  spoke  frankly,  fairly  and 
factually.  If  they  would  be  con- 
stituted into  a  jury,  the  evidence 
gathered  conclusively  shows  that  they 
would  unanimously  submit  a  verdict, 
concerning  the  church  they  love,  of 
being  guilty  of  a  spirituality  below  the 
standard  God  has  set  in  His  Word. 

It  is  therefore  incumbent  upon  each 
one  who  claims  to  follow  Christ  to 
ask  God  to  bring  him  up  to  the  level 
to  which  he  was  foreordained,  so  that 
these  accusations  can  no  longer  be 
brought  against  the  church.  God's 
glory  is  at  stake.  ▼! 
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Victory  All  Around

^Jreetings  in  the  precious  name  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ! 

And  welcome  to  our  thirtieth  an- 
nual conference  of  the  Women's  Mis- 
sionary Council  of  the  National  Fellow- 
ship of  Brethren  Churches.  It  is  indeed 
encouraging  to  find  so  many  who  are 
faithful  in  attending  each  year.  We  are 
especially  happy  for  those  of  you  who 
are  here  for  the  first  time.  We  know 
this  can  be  the  beginning  of  a  very 
rewarding  experience  for  you. 

Again,  we  have  assembled  for  fel- 
lowship, for  encouragement,  and  for 
inspiration.  One  of  the  purposes  of  our 
Women's  Missionary  Council  is,  "To 
deepen  the  spiritual  lives  of  the  women 
by  Bible  study  and  prayer." 

We  have  had  a  challenging  year  with 
our  devotional  emphasis  upon  the 
Victorious  Life.1  No  doubt,  it  may 
have  been  one  of  victory  for  you  per- 
sonally, too,  as  was  promised  in  I  John 
5:4— "For  whatsoever  is  born  of  God 
overcometh  the  world:  .  .  .  even  our 
faith." 

We  have  been  told  that  praising  the 
Lord  for  what  He  has  done  for  us  must 
precede  petition  for  what  we  want  Him 
to  do.  Since  He  has  saved  me,  I  must 
praise  Him  for  saving  me.  I  would  be 
wrong  in  asking  God  to  save  me  when 
He  has  already  done  that  very  thing. 
We  should  claim  the  victory  and  praise 
Him  for  it.  If  I  do  not  believe  that  I 
have  victory  with  enough  certainty  to 
praise  Him  for  it,  I  may  not  have 
victory  at  all.  In  Psalm  34: 1  the  Psalm- 
ist says:  "I  will  bless  the  Lord  at  all 
times:  his  praise  shall  continually  be 
in  my  mouth."  This  should  be  the 
attitude  of  every  victorious  Christian. 


Even  though  it  be  an  effort  to  praise 
Him,  God's  Word  says,  ".  .  .  let  us  offer 
the  sacrifice  of  praise  to  God  contin- 
ually ..."  (Heb.  13:15). 

Recall  again  the  basis  for  a  victory 
that  "overcometh  the  world:  .  . .  even 
our  faith."  May  I  paraphrase  verse  5 
of  the  same  chapter  like  this:  "Who  is 
she  that  overcometh  the  world,  but  she 
that  believeth  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the 
Son  of  God." 

We  like  to  be  known  as  a  group  of 
believers  rather  than  a  group  of  doubt- 
ers. And  we  were  challenged  early  in 
our  WMC  year  to  demonstrate  this  in 
our  daily  living.  Jesus  taught  full  con- 
secration as  a  quality  for  service.  What 
greater  challenge  can  there  be  for  a 
victorious  life  than  the  awareness  of 
the  indwelling  presence  of  the  Holy 
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Spirit  within  us  to  perform  in  us  the 
subjection  of  sin  and  self,  and  to  per- 
form in  us  the  glorification  of  God  in 
the  service  He  empowers  us  to  com- 
plete. 

Evan  Hopkins  wrote:  "Faith  needs 
facts  to  rest  upon."  Once  we  begin  to 
count  on  facts,  the  Holy  Spirit  begins 
to  build  us  up  in  the  faith.  God  in  His 
Word  reveals  to  us  facts  with  which 
faith  has  to  deal.  The  reality  of  the 
victorious  life  involves  two  great  facts 
or  principles:  first,  we  are  justified  by 
grace  through  faith;  and  second,  we 
obtain  victory  through  faith.  And  may 
I  repeat  that  one  of  the  purposes  of 
our  Women's  Missionary  Council  is 
and  I  quote:  "To  deepen  the  spiritual 
lives  of  our  women  by  Bible  study  and 
prayer." 

The  present  reality  in  the  life  of  a 
true  believer  is  that  he  or  she  is  in- 
dwelt by  the  Spirit  of  God.  And  thus 
being  indwelt  by  Christ,  he  or  she  is  a 
child  of  God.  This  is  a  fact  to  be  be- 
lieved. It  is  upon  the  basis  of  this  fact 
that  one  is  qualified  to  make  a  testi- 
mony for  Christ.  And  who  is  more 
qualified  to  speak  of  the  favor  of  God, 
to  speak  of  the  blessing  of  God,  or  to 
speak  of  the  benefits  that  come  in 
salvation  than  the  one  who  has  actually 
experienced  the  presence  of  God  in  his 
or  her  life?  Until  the  believer  grasps 
this  fact,  he  will  never  have  the  courage 
of  conviction  to  express  this  to  others. 

Ladies,  I  want  to  remind  you  that 
when  we  became  members  of  our  WMC 
councils,  we  signed  a  covenant  of  faith 
which  says  in  part :  "Believing  that  the 
Lord  Jesus  would  have  all  men  and 
women  to  hear  the  Gospel,  and  that 
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His  followers  must  tell  the  story  of 
salvation  to  unregenerate  men  and 
women,  I  desire  to  become  a  member 
of  the  Brethren  Women's  Missionary 
Council."  Renewing  this  covenant,  I 
must  be  a  continuous  growth  in  grace, 
an  enlarging  experience  with  the  Lord, 
progressive  realization  of  the  facts  of 
the  benefits  that  come  in  salvation  will 
result  in  more  victories  in  our  lives. 
It  is  another  way  of  saying  that  there 
must  be  a  continusous  growth  in  grace, 
an  enlarging  experience  with  the  Lord, 
a  maturing  of  the  life  in  relation  to 
Christ. 

Let's  take  Peter  for  an  example. 
Peter  was  a  witness  at  the  outset  of 
his  ministry.  Thirty  years  later  he  was 
a  greater  witness  because  he  had  grown 
in  the  grace  and  knowledge  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  (cf.  II  Peter  3:18). 
I  trust  that  a  similar  statement  can  be 
made  of  each  one  of  us  thirty  years 
later.  Again,  an  echo  of  our  WMC 
purpose:  "To  deepen  the  spiritual  lives 
of  our  women  by  Bible  study  and 
prayer." 

Let's  recall  some  of  the  victories  we 
enjoyed  this  past  WMC  year  to  the 
glory  of  God.  Starting  with  our  own 
personal  lives,  for  what  victories  can 
we  praise  the  Lord?  In  my  own  local 
council  I  saw  the  results  of  the  Word 
at  work  in  the  lives  of  our  local  women. 
The  reports  that  I  gleaned  from  the 
district  newspapers  and  personal  cor- 
respondence with  district  presidents 
sounded  more  victories.  And  on  the 
national  level  we  learned  of  new  coun- 
cils having  been  organized. 

We  should  be  so  thankful  for  the 
alert  we  had  in  our  June  Bible  study 
on  the  dangers  of  the  victorious  life. 
Alan  Redpath  wrote  that,  "There  is  no 
experience  in  Christian  living  so  full  of 
danger  as  the  flush  of  victory."  Vic- 
tory is  so  thrilling,  so  inflating,  but 
there  is  real  danger  in  too  much  satis- 
faction in  present  attainment.  We  have 
noticed  that  the  more  victorious  Paul 
was  in  his  life,  the  more  he  testified 
to  being  the  "least  of  saints."  Let's 
not  feel  superior  to  those  who  have 
little  victory  over  sin  or  those  who 
have  made  less  spiritual  progress  than 
we  have. 

The  maturing  of  our  spiritual  lives 
will  be  put  to  a  test  during  the  1969- 
70  WMC  year  as  we  accept  our  new 
theme  taken  from  John  11:28— "The 
Master  is  come,  and  calleth  for  thee." 
These  words  were  spoken  secretly  by

Martha  to  her  blood  sister,  Mary. 
Martha  felt  in  Jesus  a  tower  of  strength. 
When  Jesus  told  Martha  that  her  broth- 
er would  rise  again,  she  remembered 
that  Jesus  was  the  Messiah.  She  re- 
membered that  He  was  the  Anointed 
One,  and  that  He  was  the  Son  of  God 
who  was  to  come  into  the  world  (cf. 
John  11:25-26).  It  was  after  this  con- 
versation with  Jesus  that  Martha  went 
to  Mary  and  said,  "The  Teacher  is  close 
at  hand  and  is  asking  for  you"  (Am- 
plified). 

Reading  through  the  Bible  we  are 
impressed  by  the  frequent  mention  of 
women  and  the  ways  they  were  used  in 
the  ministries  of  the  Church— meaning 
the  Bride  of  Christ.  The  Old  Testa- 
ment women  who  believed  and  trusted 
in  the  promises  of  God.  The  New  Tes- 
tament women  who  trusted  in  the 
words  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  in 
the  teachings  of  the  Apostles,  and  the 
teachings  of  the  Disciples— then  how 
these  women  subsequently  matured  as 
Christians.  Today  God  is  still  calling 
and  using  women  to  communicate  to 


those  outside  the  Body  of  Christ.  We 
read  in  verse  28  of  John  1 1  that  after 
Mary  heard  the  message,  "The  Master 
is  come',  and  calleth  for  thee,"  she 
sprang  up  quickly  and  went  to  Him. 

Remember  when  God  calls  us  now, 
we  can't  walk  to  where  He  is  in  the 
manner  in  which  Mary  did.  We  read 
that  Mary  sat  at  Jesus'  feet.  She  was 
called  to  listen  to  His  words.  Jochebed 
was  called  to  train  a  mighty  servant  for 
the  Lord:  the  Shunammite  woman,  to 
share;  the  widow,  to  give;  Lydia,  to 
hospitality;  Ruth,  to  love;  Dorcas,  to 
sew;  the  woman  at  the  well,  to  go  and 
tell.  Sarah,  to  the  home;  Deborah,  to 
encourage;  Queen  Esther,  to  stand; 
Rahab,  to  opportunities. 

If  additions  were  being  made  to 
Chapter  1 1  of  Hebrews,  no  doubt, 
names  of  some  women  living  today 
would  be  recorded  in  the  list  of  ex- 
amples like  those  found  in  this  chapter 
that  begins  with  "Now  faith  is  the  sub- 
stance of  things  hoped  for,  the  evidence 
of  things  not  seen." 

I  want  to  encourage  you  to  weigh 
heavily  each  call  to  serve  the  Lord  as  it 
comes  to  you  this  year.  The  Master's 
call  could  come  in  an  announcement 
like  the  one  received  by  Mary:  "The 
Master  is  come,  and  calleth  for  thee." 
It  may  not  be  delivered  by  a  blood 
sister.  That  call  could  come  through 
your  pastor,  your  Sunday-school  super- 
intendent, your  young  people,  or  your 
call  might  be  delivered  in  some  other 
way  or  manner. 

May  our  study  of  the  Bible  this  year 
help  us  to  recognize  the  Master's  call, 
help  us  to  detect  the  urgency  of  the 
Master's  call,  and  help  us  to  respond 
to  the  Master's  call  as  quickly  as  Mary 
did. 

The  Lord  has  no  other  plan  to  get 
the  Good  News  to  others  than  this  one. 
People  today  are  still  believing  on  Him. 
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What  Should  WMC  Do  ?

1.  REGULAR  BIBLE  READING  AND 
STUDY.  First  choice-The  entire  Bible  in 
1969-70.  Three  chapters  a  day  and  five 
on  Sunday,  or  send  to  the  Brethren  Mission- 
ary Herald,  Box  544,  Winona  Lake,  Indiana 
46590,  for  Bible  Reading  Charts.

c.  That  each  council  pray  for  youth  in  your 
district  who  have  made  decisions  for  full- 
time  service. 

4.  SOUL-WINNING,  a.  Our  goal-every 
member  a  witness  and  a  soul  winner  with  the 
prayer  chairman  keeping  a  record  of  all  souls 
saved,  b.  Encourage  each  woman  to  be 
active  in  the  evangelization  of  youth  and 
assist  willingly  in  SMM,  DVBS,  Sunday 
school,  Children's  Bible  Classes,  ACT  or 
BYF,  Missionary  Helpers  Club,  and  other 
church-sponsored  youth  activities. 

5.  STEWARDSHIP.  That  each  WMC 
member  give  regularly  as  the  Lord  leads  and 
prospers  her. 

A  minimum 
of  12  meetings,  using  the  Brethren  WMC 
programs.

DISTRICT 

1.  Each  district  is  encouraged  to  honor 
with  an  award  those  reading  the  entire  Bible 
within  a  year. 

2.  a.  Each  district  shall  be  represented 
on  the  national  board  at  national  conference 
by  the  president  or  alternate.  It  is  suggested 
that  expenses,  wholly  or  in  part,  be  paid 
by  the  district,  b.  A  four-minute  written 
report  shall  be  given  by  the  district  president 
at  the  national  board  meeting.  Retiring 
president  shall  be  responsible  for  it. 

3.  The  district  president  shall  promote 
the  organization  of  a  WMC  in  every  Brethren 
church  in  her  district. 

4.  Each  district  shall  contribute  an  annual 
free-will  offering  to  be  used  toward  the 
furnishing  and  repair  of  the  Brethren  Foreign 
Missionary  residences  at  Winona  Lake,  In- 
diana. This  offering  shall  be  sent  to  the 
national  WMC  financial  secretary-treasurer 
by  June  30  and  used  as  the  committee  in 
charge  sees  the  need. 

5.  SMM  shall  be  recognized  on  the  dis- 
trict WMC  conference  program.  Each  dis- 
trict WMC  shall  give  financial  assistance,  if 
possible,  that  its  district  SMM  patroness 
and/or  president  may  attend  national  con- 
ference. 

6.  Each  district  president  shall  stress  the 
importance  of  using  the  Brethren  WMC  pro- 
gram packets  and  achieving  our  objectives 
and  recommendations  in  the  local  council 
to  foster  unity  among  us. 

7.  Each  district  shall  sponsor  at  least  one 


project,  said  project  to  be  cleared  through 
the  national  first  vice  president,  Mrs.  Ralph 
Hall,  to  avoid  duplication.  Each  district  has 
the  privilege  of  keeping  it  within  the  district. 

8.  All  district  offerings  for  national  Breth- 
ren works  shall  be  sent  to  the  WMC  finan- 
cial secretary-treasurer,  Mrs.  Robert  Ash- 
man. 

9.  Each  district  president  will  receive  the 
local  annual  statistical  reports  and  will  com- 
pile the  district  statistical  report  to  be  sent 
to  the  national  secretary  by  July  20. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  a.  That  a  membership  renewal  and 
consecration  service  be  held  annually  (prefer- 
ably early  fall)  in  each  local  council  to  re- 
consecrate membership  and  to  recognize 
new  members,  b.  That  the  secretary  of  each 
local  council  keep  the  membership  cards  and 
be  responsible  for  giving  her  card  to  any 
member  transferring  to  another  council. 

2.  That  each  local  president  or  repre- 
sentative attend  each  district  meeting  and 
national  WMC  conference,  her  council  aiding 
in  expenses  for  the  latter,  if  at  all  possible.

4.  That  the  women  in  each  council  be 
urged  to  show  increased  interest  in  the  SMM 
in  all  possible  ways,  such  as  prayer,  work 
projects,  financial  help,  and  a  willingness  to 
serve  as  a  patroness,  assistant,  or  in  any 
other  capacity. 

5.  That  the  women  of  each  council  read 
and  use  the  Pen  Pointers.  We  suggest  an 
annual  quiz  in  each  council.  (Pen  Pointers 
may  be  obtained  from  the  WMC  literature 
secretary.) 

6.  That  each  council  purchase  and  en- 
courage the  reading  of  the  following  books, 
which  may  be  purchased  from  the  Brethren 
Missionary  Herald  Company,  Box  544,  Wi- 
nona Lake,  Indiana  46590:  Thy  People  Shall 
Be  My  People-Ruth  June  Perl;  Voice  Under 
Every  Palm -Sane  Reed  and  Jim  Grant; 
God's  Smuggler-Brother  Andrew. 

7.  That  officers  in  the  local  council  be 
elected  and  begin  planning  in  June,  installed 
in  July,  and  take  office  at  the  close  of  the 
August  meeting.  The  national  and  district 
statistical  reports,  compiled  by  the  retiring 
president,  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  dis- 
trict president  by  July  1,  and  shall  include 
all  reports  from  July  1,  1969  through  June 
30,  1970. 

8.  That  all  local  and  district  councils  use 
BRETHREN  talent  when  available  and  sup- 
port BRETHREN  works.

A  House  in  Hue 


OmarEby  (Scottdale,  Pennsylvania: 
Herald  Press,  1968),  109  pages,  paper, 
$1.00. 

The  author  tells  the  story  of  the 
1968  Tet  offensive  in  the  city  of  Hue, 
Vietnam,  as  seen  through  the  eyes  of 
June  Sauders,  a  home  economist  on 
assignment  there  by  the  Mennonite 
Central  Committee.  She  shared  "the 
house"  with  six  other  American  Chris- 
tians and  several  Vietnamese  friends. 
What  they  saw  through  a  slit  in  the 
drawn  drapes,  what  they  heard. and 
felt  as  the  war  screamed  about  them, 
and  their  rescue  by  United  States  Ma- 
rines caused  them  to  reflect  on  the 
work  they  had  been  able  to  accom- 
plish previous  to  that  week. 

This  book  is  exciting  and  disturb- 
ing reading.  The  author  offers  no  easy 
solutions  to  the  terrible  problems  that 
tear  this  devastated  country.  He  gives 
valuable  insights  into  why  the  Viet- 
namese people  are  confused  as  to  who 
is  their  friend  in  this  war.  This  is  a 
short  book,  easily  read,  but  not  quickly 
forgotten. 

June  concludes,  "I  am  convinced 
that  God  uses  ordinary  people  in  His 
work.  I  had  always  looked  at  people 
for  whom  God  did  miracles  or  through 
whom  He  worked  in  extraordinary 
ways  as  people  who  were  perfect.  But 
I  find  this  is  not  true.  God  doesn't 
ask  us  to  be  perfect  before  we  serve 
Him.  God  uses  each  in  some  small

Footsteps  to  Freedom 

LeviO.  Keidel,  Jr.  (Chicago:  Moody 
Press,  1969),  253  pages,  $3.95. 

Written  from  the  perspective  of  an 
African  about  the  1964  Congo  turmoil, 
this  book  shows  the  effect  of  the  up- 


heaval upon  the  Congolese  people 
themselves.  All  white  people  should 
read  it  for  the  story  raises  implications 
bearing  on  America's  racial  problems. 
Coming  from  a  black  viewpoint,  it 
should  cause  the  white  man  to  search 
his  own  soul  before  insisting  on  forcing 
his  ways— ways  he  thinks  are  always 
best— upon  the  black  man. 

It  should  also  provide  a  lesson  to 
all  who  seek  independence  whether 
they  are  prepared  for  it  or  not.  The 
Congolese  found  that  independence 
brought  fighting  and  poverty,  wran- 
gling and  strife,  simply  because  they 
were  not  trained  for  self-rule,  which 
was  thrust  upon  them  overnight.  As 
the  main  character  says,  "The  word 
independence  tricked  us.  There  was 
power  inside  of  it  that  we  did  not 
know  about.  People  wanted  to  throw 
away  all  the  chiefs  that  were  over 
them.  But  really  they  were  slaves  to 
other  chiefs  .  .  .  chiefs  of  selfishness, 
greed,  lust,  enmity." 

Added  to  the  account  of  the  revolu- 
tion is  the  story  of  a  man's  spiritual 
progress  with  Christ  in  the  midst  of 
much  suffering.  This  makes  Footsteps 
to  Freedom  well  worth  anyone's  read- 
ing.

Eileen  Guder  (Grand  Rapids,  Michi-

Write  the  Sponsor 


Violence  on  television  makes  its  im- 
pression and  takes  its  toll.  There  is 
mfficient  documented  evidence  to 
prove  this  statement.  Dr.  Lawrence 
r.  Friedman,  senior  faculty  member 
)f  the  Los  Angeles  Psychoanalytic  In- 
stitute said:  "If  a  child  watches  enough 
:elevision,  he  will  automatically  be- 
;ome  violent,  because  he  has  nowhere 
:lse  to  go  with  his  normal  agressive 
mergy  that  he  should  be  working  off 
n  creative  activity."  There  seems  to 
3e  a  definite  relationship  between  the 
nassive  diet  of  violence  on  TV  and  the 
ncreasing  crime  rate.  Add  to  this  the 
fact  that  the  federal  government  sus- 
pects that  the  day-in  and  day-out  ex- 
posure to  violence  on  television  might 
mpair  normal  mental  health  develop- 
nent.  An  inquiry  has  been  initiated 
:o  study  this  phase  of  the  subject.  Add 
:o  this  the  fact  that  children  are  being 
:xposed  to  a  superabundance  of  sex, 
ind  the  seeming  glorification  of  drugs 
ind  we'll  have  to  conclude  that  tele- 
/ision  poses  a  real  problem. 

The  sad  fact  is  that  the  networks 
ire  perpetrating  this  "deterioration  of 
3ur  youth"  for  pay  under  the  smoke 
icreen  that  it  is  not  true.  They  try  to 
;et  us  viewers  to  believe  we  are  by 
lature  a  violent  people,  and  that  the 
:xposure  to  violence  does  not  affect 
/outh  sufficiently  to  cause  them  to  go 
)ut  and  practice  violence.  Yet,  they 
sell  advertisers  on  the  fact  that  their 
:ommercials  will  affect  viewers  suf- 
ficiently to  cause  them  to  act  on  the 
suggestions— to  become  purchasers  of 
:he  advertised  products.  Are  there 
separate  impression  standards  for  one 


and  not  the  other?  Not  likely. 

But  the  saddest  fact  of  all  is  that 
many  parents,  if  not  most,  do  realize 
the  detrimental  effects  of  overexposure 
of  their  children  to  violence,  sex,  and 
drugs  on  TV  but  they  do  nothing  about 
it.  They  shrug  it  off  with,  "My  child 
is  different,"  "I  can't  do  anything 
about  it,  anyway,"  "Everyone  is  watch- 
ing it  and  everyone  isn't  going  out  as  a 
criminal,"  or  "I  am  a  Christian.  My 
home  and  the  church  will  correct  the 
matter."  All  such  irresponsible  atti- 
tudes are  to  be  categorized  as  "whis- 
tling in  the  dark."  This  is  simply  not 
facing  up  to  the  problem. 

Will  we  as  a  society  continue  to  so 
drift?  Will  we  not  come  to  our  senses 
and  say,  "They  can't  do  this  to  us." 
I  hope  we  will,  even  though  so  far  we 
have  not.  There  are  remedies  if  we  will 
accept  them.  For  one  thing,  parents 
can  supervise  TV  viewing.  It  is  possible 
to  say  "no"  to  a  child,  even  though 
it  seems  to  be  getting  more  and  more 
difficult  to  do.  Not  just  "no";  but 
"no"  accompanied  by  a  reason  for 
saying  it.  Know  the  facts— watch  some 
programs  with  the  children,  present 
evidence  as  to  why  these  themes  run- 
ning through  programs  have  harmful 
effects.  Furthermore,  enter  into  cre- 
ative activities  with  small  children  and 
continue  the  practice  over  the  years. 
Make  things  with  them;  go  places  with 
them;  be  genuine  ("for  real")  with 
them  in  all  that  you  do ;  win  their  con- 
fidence and  you  will  be  able  to  talk 
to  them. 

The  very  most  effective  thing  that 
can  be  done  is  to  eliminate  harmful 


programs  from  TV  schedules.  But 
how  can  the  viewers  do  this?  It  is 
simple:  Write  the  sponsor.  News- 
papers, congressmen,  and  many  others 
are  working  faithfully  to  clean  up  our 
screens,  but  their  sad  lament  is  that 
the  volume  of  complaining  mail  from 
average  viewers  is  practically  nil!  Such 
lethargy  cannot  be  continued;  we  sim- 
ply must  act.  And,  the  interesting 
fact  is  that  if  enough  of  us  write 
regularly,  it  will  be  effective.  If  we 
will  advise  the  sponsor  who  is  paying 
big  money  for  the  program  that  we  do 
not  like  it,  and  that  we  will  not  tolerate 
it,  changes  can  and  will  be  made.  How 
simple  the  solution,  but  how  difficult 
to  see  it  come  to  pass!  It  is  not  as 
difficult  to  "write  in"  as  one  might 
think.  One  method  is  to  write  to  the 
sponsor  in  care  of  your  local  station. 
The  letter  will  reach  its  destination. 
But  better  still,  secure  a  booklet  listing 
the  executive  officers  of  sponsoring 
companies  and  send  your  complaint 
or  your  commendation  (and  let's  do 
both)  directly  to  the  executive  officer 
of  the  sponsoring  company.  Such  a 
booklet  can  be  purchased  for  seventy- 
five  cents.  The  booklet  can  be  ob- 
tained by  writing  to:  National  Tele- 
vision Advertisers,  3245  Wisconsin 
Ave.,  Berwyn,  111.  60401.  Ask  for 
"Sponsors'  Booklet"  and  enclose 
seventy-five  cents  for  cost  of  printing 
and  mailing. 

Christians  especially  should  be  dili- 
gent in  such  matters.  How  important 
that  we  have  a  voice  in  what  our  chil- 
dren watch,  and  thus  have  a  part  in 
their  future  good  health!  ▼

Sangre  Cristo  Mountains 


estled  high  up,  seven  thousand 
feet,  on  a  mesa  in  the  foothills  of  the 
Sangre  de  Cristo  (Blood  of  Christ)  i 
Mountains,  overlooking  the  scenic 
gorge  of  the  Rio  Grande,  you  find 
Taos,  New  Mexico. 

Taos  is   one   of  the  most  unique 
areas  in  the  United  States.  It  contains 
a  blend  of  cultures  achieved  over  four 
hundred  years,  under  four  flags— In-  • 
dian,  Spanish,  Mexican  and  American. 

In  the  year  1540  Captain  Hernando  i 
de  Alvarez  and  his  detachment  of  I 
Spanish  Conquistadores  from  the  Cor- 
onado  Expedition  were  the  first  white 
men  to  enter  Taos.  By  1615,  five  years 
before  the  Pilgrims  landed  at  Plymouth 
Rock,  the  Spaniards  had  colonized 
Taos.  Taos  is  thus  considered  to  be  the 
third  white  settlement  in  the  United 
States. 

The  long  and  colorful  history  of  I 
Taos  has  thus  rendered  it  famous.  The 
charm  of  Taos  lies  in  the  six-hundred- 
and-twenty-year-old  Indian  Pueblo,  the 
many  native  Spanish  villages  with  their 
sun-baked  adobe  houses,  the  charming 
old  mission  churches,  and  red  ristras 
of  chilies  drying  in  the  sun. 

Like  a  relic  from  the  old  world, 
Taos  lay  basking  under  sunny  skies  for 
many  years.  While  suburbia  fostered 
growth  and  problems  in  other  parts  of 
the  country,  Taos  continued  to  excel 
as  an  art  center  with  thriving  art  gal- 
leries and  world-renown  ski  resorts. 

Today  Taos  reminiscently  enjoys 
the  history  of  its  past  and  tolerantly 
endures  the  encroachment  of  an  ever- 
advancing  modern  society;  a  society 
whose  product  is  commercialism,  in- 
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dustry,  superhighways,  and  "hip- 
pieism."  In  effect  much  change  has 
transpired  in  Taos  .  .  .  some  for  good, 
much  for  worse. 

The  Indian  came  here  seeking  a 
home,  the  Conquistador  seeking  gold, 
the  artist  for  scenes  to  paint  and  the 
hippie  for  permissive  living;  but  thank 
God,  this  is  not  all  that  has  come  to 
Taos  in  recent  years.  For  through  the 
foresight  and  direction  of  God  The 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  came 
to  Taos  as  well.  For  some  two  decades 
The  Brethren  Church  has  been  affecting 
change  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  men 
in  Taos. 

The  Brethren  testimony  is  thorough- 
ly established  in  Taos.  Our  daily  radio 
program  "Chapeltime"  affords  oppor- 
tunity to  reach  the  greater  part  of  Taos 
county,  other  portions  of  surrounding 
counties,  and  some  parts  of  southern 
Colorado.  Because  of  inexpensive  radio 
time  we  also  have  live  broadcast  of  our 
entire  Sunday  morning  service.  Soon 
we  hope  to  start  an  Indian  radio- 
program  ministry  as  well.  The  Taos 
Pueblo  with  a  population  of  approxi- 
mately one  thousand  people  has  little 
or  no  gospel  witness.  The  Lord  has 
raised  a  Christian  Indian  couple  in  our 
church  who  is  desirous  of  ministering 
to  the  Indians. 

Our  church  kindergarten,  the  only 
one  of  its  type  in  the  entire  county, 
opened  its  doors  for  the  tenth  year 
this  fall.  This  avenue  of  service  has 
proved  to  be  a  real  bridge  between  the

church  and  the  local  community  of 
Taos. 

More  recently,  the  Lord  led  us  to 
start  two  Spanish  Bible  classes  in  ad- 
jacent communities.  These  classes  are 
held  in  homes  with  the  host  member 
inviting  neighbors  and  friends  to  study 
God's  Word.  We  are  reaching  a  num- 
ber of  unchurched  people  through 
these  church-extension  classes. 

The  summer  months  are  always  full 
of  activities  here  in  Taos.  Through  the 
Brethren  Christian  Education  Depart- 
ment's TIME  program  we  were  able  to 
have  two  summer  workers— Kevin  Hug- 
gins,  from  Wheaton,  Illinois;  and  Sandy 
Baer,  from  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania. 
One  of  our  own  local  young  people, 
Carmen  Varos,  returned  from  Biola 
College,  where  she  is  finishing  her 
senior  year,  to  serve  for  the  entire  sum- 
mer. 

Summer    youth    camp,   sponsored 


jointly  by  the  Taos  and  Albuquerque 
churches  saw  close  to  one  hundred 
campers  attend.  There  were  some 
twenty-four  first-time  decisions,  and  a 
host  of  young  people  dedicated  their 
lives  to  the  Lord  anew.  Too,  summer 
Bible  school  as  always  proved  to  be  a 
very  fruitful  ministry.  Of  the  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  people  en- 
rolled, a  goodly  number  made  de- 
cisions. 

This  year,  as  in  years  past,  two  of 
our  church  young  people  spent  several 
months  engaged  in  missionary  work  in 
Mexico.  One  of  our  young  people  is 
currently  serving  under  Operation  Mo- 
bilization in  Spain. 

Significant  changes  and  challenging 
adjustments  have  characterized  these 
latter  times  in  Taos;  but,  how  grateful 
we  are  that  the  changless  Gospel  of 
Christ  is  influencing  change  in  the 
hearts  and  lives  of  Taosenos.  ▼

The  Ladies  Come  Through 


lew  would  question  that  a 
woman's  place  is  in  the  home,  but  in 
this  complex  society  it  is  becoming  in- 
creasingly difficult  for  her  to  remain  in 
that  primary  place  of  her  service.  Many 
things  have  tended  to  keep  her  from 
this  private  domain.  The  ladies  of  The 
Brethren  Church  have  demonstrated 
that  their  hearts  are,  first  and  fore- 
most, inclined  in  this  direction. 

For  many  years  the  missionary 
residence  at  the  Spanish-American  Mis- 
sion in  Taos,  New  Mexico,  has  con- 
tinued to  deteriorate.  Crumbling 
foundations,  eroding  adobe  walls,  sag- 
ging roof,  inadequate  heat,  ancient 
plumbing,  are  but  a  few  of  the  long 
list  of  problems  faced  by  the  mission- 
aries there.  Although  they  never 
complained  it  was  obvious  that  main- 
taining a  decent  home  was  nearly  im- 
possible. The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  was  greatly  concerned  over 
this  deplorable  condition  but  as  so 
often  is  the  case  an  already  over- 
loaded budget  prohibited  any  major 
change. 

Just  when  things  looked  hopeless 
our  wonderful  ladies  of  the  national 
WMC  learned  of  this  predicament.  In 
a  magnanimous  gesture  they  offered 
to  assume,  as  their  annual  project,  the 
cost  of  fixing  up  the  missionary  resi- 
dence. But,  a  quick  survey  showed  it 
to  be  too  expensive  to  remodel  the 
old  facility.  Determined,  however,  to 
do  something  about  this  shameful  con- 
dition the  ladies,  in  cooperation  with 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council, 
worked  out  a  plan  whereby  the  WMC 
annual  offering  could  be  applied  to  a 
brand  new  residence. 

A  builder  was  quickly  found  and 
by  faith  the  new  residence  was  begun. 
Under  the  watchful  and  frugal  eye  of 
Rev.  Robert  Salazar  the  cost  was  kept 
to  a  minimum  with  the  missionaries 
themselves  contributing  many  hours 
of  labor  to  the  project.  Businessmen 
and  craftsmen  responded  as  well  and 
the  total  cost  was  far  less  than  ex- 
pected. The  simplicity  of  the  typical 
Spanish  architecture  blends  well  with 
the  surrounding  community  and  the 
spacious  rooms  provide  comfort  -ble 
living  quarters  for  the  missionaries. 
The  guest  facilities,  attached  to  the 


main  residence,  have,  likewise,  proved 
to  be  a  worthwhile  addition  to  the 
Mission  facilities.  Summer  workers 
and  visiting  Brethren  have  kept  it  oc- 
cupied nearly  every  day  since  its  com- 
pletion. 

The  SMM,  like  their  adult  counter- 
parts, also  showed  their  interest  in  this 
Mission  project.  The  original  plan  was 
to  leave  the  guest  facility  uncompleted 
but  these  young  ladies  insisted  on 
providing  the  necessary  funds  to  com- 
plete the  project.  To  date  over  $8,000 
have  come  in  for  this  timely  project 
making  it  one  of  the  largest  projects 
ever  undertaken  by  the  women  of  our 
church.  This  unselfish  gesture,  in 
providing  a  home  for  others,  deserves 
The  new  Taos  mission  home 


a  tribute  of  praise  which  we  find  so 
beautifully  said  in  the  Word  of  God. 
"She  layeth  her  hands  to  the  spindle, 
and  her  hands  hold  the  distaff.  She 
stretcheth  out  her  hand  to  the  poor; 
yea,  she  reacheth  forth  her  hands  to  the 
needy  ....  Strength  and  honour  are 
her  clothing;  and  she  shall  rejoice  in 
time  to  come  ....  She  looketh  well 
to  the  ways  of  her  household,  and 
eateth  not  the  bread  of  idleness  ....

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There  Will  Always  be  a  Jew

O  ince  moving  to  California,  I  have 
enjoyed  the  coolness  following  the 
"setting"  of  the  sun.  On  the  other 
hand,  I  must  hasten  to  add,  to  the 
disgust  of  many  of  my  Golden  State 
friends,  I  do  miss  the  four  seasons  I 
enjoyed  so  much  in  the  East.  And, 
do  you  know,  I  came  upon  a  gentle- 
man who  also  is  a  spring,  summer,  fall 
and  winter  fan.  Let  me  tell  you  about 
this  delightful  son  of  Israel. 

It  was  Friday  morning,  and  so  just 
before  Shabbos  (Sabbath).  Women,  on 
this  day,  would  be  busy  getting  things 
arranged,  the  house  cleaned,  in  prepar- 
ation for  their  greeting  the  Bride,  the 
Sabbath.  From  the  open  doors  would 
come  the  sometimes  tantalizing  and 
at  other  times  unsavory  odors  of  food 
being  cooked  in  Jewish  kitchens. 
Would  we  receive  the  treatment  we 
usually  experienced  on  Friday  morn- 
ing in  the  rush  and  bustle  of  the  Jewish 
home?  Time  would  tell! 

This  Friday  was  to  be  different. 
God  was  to  bless  our  calling  on  this 
day.  We  were  able  to  give  a  gospel 
message  to  two  Negro  maids,  and  to 
have  a  rare  conversation  with  an  English 
girl  who  had  become  a  Buddhist.  She 
was  another  part  of  what  we  call  our 
"Foreign  Mission  Field"  out  here.  We 
were  just  about  ready  to  call  a  halt  to 
our  calling  but  something  kept  us  going 
to  just  one  or  two  more  houses  down 
the  street— and  are  we  glad  we  did! 
Our  eyes  were  drawn  to  the  walk  at 
the  side  of  the  house  we  had  just 
visited  on  which  ambled  a  most  color- 
ful old  Jewish  man,  my  friend  of  the 
four  seasons. 

As  he  drew  contentedly  on  an  old 
pipe  clenched  between  his  teeth,  hand 


to  the  bowl,  I  greeted  him  and  asked 
if  he  resided  in  the  back  court  apart- 
ment. "Oh,  yes,"  he  advised,  he  lived 
there.  I  queried  as  to  whether  he  was 
a  Jewish  man.  Yes,  he  was  Jewish.  I 
then  mentioned  Meshiach  (Messiah)  as 
I  handed  him  the  "Mediator."  The 
pipe  came  out  of  his  mouth,  and  with 
a  raising  of  one  eyebrow  and  a  sem- 
blance of  a  smile  curling  one  side  of 
his  mouth,  accompanied  by  a  wise  look 
from  aged  eyes,  he  observed  (was  it 
quizzically,  teasingly)  "Meshiach"?  I 
pressed  him,  inquiring  if  he  was  familiar 
with  the  Tenach  (the  Hebrew  Old  Tes- 
tament). "My  book  is  the  Torah," 
replied  the  little  old  man.  "Oh!  then 
you  should  believe  in  the  prophet 
greater  than  Moses  promised  in  the 
Torah,"  I  parried.  And  with  that,  I 
seem  to  recall,  I  launched  into  the 
prophecy  of  Isaiah  53,  the  blood  atone- 
ment in  Leviticus  17: 1 1 ,  the  Messianic 
reappearance  of  Zechariah  12:10,  the 
new  covenant  in  Jeremiah  31:31. 

So  you  see,  I  gave  him  the  "busi- 
ness" as  fast  as  I  could,  believe  me— but 
he  just  looked  at  me  with  no  answer. 
In  order  that  the  conversation  would 
not  lag,  and  because  I  am  always  in- 
terested not  only  in  finding  out  where 
people  are  going  (!)  but  from  where 
they  came,  I  continued  our  dialogue. 
I  was  able  to  ascertain  some  details 
other  than  that  he  liked  the  four 
seasons.  I  discovered  he  was  going 
back  to  Minnesota  where  he  had  lived 
for  sixty-six  years,  and  that  he  hoped 
to  stay  there. 

"How  old  do  you  think  I  am?"  he 
asked.  I  was  afraid  to  venture  a  guess, 
but  men  of  his  years  are  always  proud 
to  tell  you  that  they  are  really  old— 


I  believe  I  had  heard  him  say  he  was 
nineteen  when  he  came  from  Poland, 
was  in  Minnesota  sixty-six  years  and 
in  California  ten  years.  I  may  have  my 
figures  wrong  here  since  they  add  up 
to  ninety-five.  He  said  he  was  ninety, 
and  that  although  he  wanted  to  go 
back  to  Minnesota,  he  did  not  want  to 
go  back  to  Poland.  The  big  thing  he 
seemed  to  remember  about  the  country 
of  his  birth  was  that  he  was  called  a 
"Christ-killer"  by  members  of  a  "Chris- 
tian" religion  in  that  country.  "Was  I 
around,"  he  asked,  "when  Christ  was 
killed?" 

As  we  left  old  Sam  S.,  it  was  like 
leaving  an  old  friend— he  was  already 
in  our  hearts.  We  proceeded  to  one 
more  home,  but  were  to  turn  back 
for  our  old  friend  was  calling  to  us. 
It  was  now  that  he  was  to  give  us  a 
piece  of  wisdom.  "Do  you  know  why 
there  will  always  be  a  Jew?"  he  asked. 
By  this,  he  explained,  that  he  meant 
all  the  Jews  could  not  be  exterminated. 
I  wanted  to  hear  his  answer  before  I 
gave  him  mine,  and  so  I  told  him  that 
I  had  the  answer  but  that  I  would  like 
to  hear  his.  "There  will  always  be  a 
Jew,"  this  nonagenarian  sage  observed, 
"as  long  as  Messiah  lives." 

This  certainly  does  not  disagree 
(does  it?)  with  the  eternal  covenant 
made  by  the  ETERNAL  ONE  with  our 
Jewish  friends.  And  as  long  as  there 
will  always  be  a  Jew  around,  until  the 
Lord  comes  there  should  always  be  a 
Christian  believer  to  give  him  a  witness. 
Won't  you  join  your  missionaries  then 
in  the  work  of  Jewish  evangelization, 
not  only  in  the  Fairfax  area  of  Los 
Angeles,  but  where  you  live?  Remem- 
ber, God  will  bless  you  for  it!  v 
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Service  Call  and  Gospel  Service

I  have  a  large  territory  to  service  here 
at  Kenai.  One  of  my  first  service  calls 
was  over  1 ,500  miles  away  at  the  Navy 
base  on  Adak  Island.  The  Aluetian 
Islands  are  nearest  to  my  territory  for 
the  Alaska  Scale  Company  so  when 
the  Navy  needed  a  large  truck  scale 
repaired  the  call  came  to  me  to  do  the 
job.  I  jumped  at  the  chance  for  it  was 
an  opportunity  to  see  more  of  Alaska 
with  all  expenses  paid. 

On  Monday  morning,  August  1 1 , 
1969,  I  boarded  a  plane  from  Kenai  to 
Anchorage  and  then  traveled  from 
Anchorage  to  Adak.  The  first  interest- 
ing sight  was  the  forest  fire  on  the 
Kenai  Peninsula.  We  flew  almost 
directly  over  it  and  then  over  the 
Alaska  Mountain  Range  which  was 
spectacular  in  its  beauty.  Upon  my 
arrival  in  Adak  at  4  p.m.  I  began  the 
repair  job  and  finished  it  on  Thursday 
of  that  week.  There  was  no  plane  out 
on  Thursday  so  I  had  to  stay  over  until 
Friday.  Due  to  some  motor  trouble 
of  the  plane  I  was  not  able  to  leave  on 
Friday  and  had  to  remain  until  Satur- 
day. 

The  Lord  had  a  reason  for  these  de- 
lays and  I  had  some  interesting  experi- 
ences. On  Wednesday  evening  Mr. 
George  Parkko  invited  me  to  go  to 
choir  practice  with  him.  He  wanted 
me  to  meet  the  Navy  Chaplain  who 
turned  out  to  be  a  very  fine  young 
man  with  a  real  burden  for  the  people. 

On  Thursday  evening  we  went  to  a 
Navy  man's  home  for  a  Bible  study 
with  a  group  of  about  seventeen  people 
and  had  a  very  fine  time  of  Christian 
fellowship. 

For  five  nights  I  stayed  at  a  con- 
struction camp  and  on  the  last  one  I 
felt  the  leading  of  the  Lord  to  make 
a  greater  effort  to  reach  some  of  the 
forty  men  staying  there,  some  of  whom 


were  rough  and  tough.  At  the  supper 
hour  I  had  the  cook  get  their  attention 
and  I  announced  an  evangelistic  service 
at  7  p.m.  in  the  lounge. 

Lo,  and  behold,  twelve  men  showed 
up  and  two  more  drifted  in  later.  I 
had  the  opportunity  to  give  them  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  and  to  answer 
questions  for  the  following  hour.  One 
man  with  whom  I  worked  all  week 
asked  me  to  his  room  and  I  was  able 
to  talk  to  him  about  Christ  until  1 1 :30 
p.m.  He  didn't  make  a  decision  but  I 
am  going  to  follow  him  up. 

It  was  a  "service"  call  all  right  but 
the  main  service  was  to  tell  the  men 
about  Christ.  It  is  wonderful  to  serve 
the  Lord  wherever  you  are  and  I  trust 
many  of  my  "service  calls"  will  turn 
into  calls  for  a  gospel  service.  y

AA  correlation  of  yielded  talent  on 
the  human  level,  a  consistent  minis- 
try with  the  Word  of  God,  bathed  in 
the  sovereign  control  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
are  absolutes  in  building  God's  Church 
anywhere  on  the  earth. 

Having  just  returned  from  a  visit  in 
a  number  of  our  strategic  missions  in 
the  great  southwest  this  writer  was 
made  aware  of  our  dependence  upon 
God,  an  utter  necessity  to  the  accom- 
plishment of  our  task.  One  cannot 
face  an  area  like  greater  Denver,  Colo- 
rado, the  spiritual  needs  of  the  Spanish- 
Americans  of  northern  New  Mexico  or 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
a  mission  among  the  Navajo  without 
the  divine  aid  of  God. 

The  myriads  of  problems  of  estab- 
lishing a  new  mission  church  in  a  major 
city  with  its  ethnic  diversity;  its  shift- 
ing, exploding  population;  its  material- 
istic philosophy  and  its  sin  is  definitely 
a  monumental  calling.  To  break 
through  cultural  barriers,  and  ancient 
customs  and  practices  of  pagan  reli- 
gions with  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
demands  the  skill  and  wisdom  of  spirit- 
ual giants.  The  establishment  of  the 
indigenous,  self-supporting  churches 
among  any  segment  of  mankind  re- 
quires the  revelation  of  the  sovereign 
will  of  God,  the  divine  enduement  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  and  the  tireless  efforts 
of  dedicated,  spirit-filled  servants. 

When  our  Lord  departed  from  this 
earth  He  gave  a  definite  promise  to  His 
disciples,  "Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  He  that  believeth  on  me,  the 
works  that  I  do  shall  he  do  also;  and 
greater  works  than  these  shall  he  do; 
because  I  go  unto  my  Father"  (John 
14:12).  The  Holy  Spirit,  the  great 
Comforter,  was  to  be  the  constant 
guide  to  His  disciples  (cf.  John  14:16, 
18,  26).     His  disciples  were  to  have 


the  presence  and  the  divine  capacity  to 
accomplish  His  work  on  earth. 

The  Lord  committed  to  His  fol- 
lowers the  task  of  evangelizing  the 
world.  He  stated  precisely  the  source 
of  the  divine  enablement,  the  nature 
of  their  work  and  the  scope  of  their 
objective  (Acts  1 :8).  Power  is  an  all- 
important  prerequisite  to  the  success 
of  our  spiritual  labor:  "For  we  wrestle 
not  against  flesh  and  blood  .  .  ."  (Eph. 
6:12).  The  Apostle  Paul  was  careful 
to  point  out  that  "the  sword  of  the 
Spirit"  was  one  of  the  most  effective 
weapons  of  the  battle  against  the  arch- 
enemy Satan  and  his  organized  hosts 
of  wickedness.  The  Holy  Spirit  has 
come  to  reside  in  each  believer  to  in- 
spire, motivate,  direct  and  guide  in  the 
fulfillment  of  God's  purpose. 

The  Book  of  Acts  records  the  acts 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  through  the  Early 
Church.  Peter,  filled  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  spoke  the  Word  and  saw  3,000 
people  come  to  Christ  (Acts  2:4). 
The  Early  Church  and  its  new  converts, 
controlled  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  ".  .  . 
continued  steadfastly  in  the  apostles' 
doctrine  and  fellowship,  and  in  break- 
ing of  bread,  and  in  prayers"  (Acts 
2:42).  Barnabas,  "a  good  man,  and 
full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  faith:" 
ministered  at  Antioch,  "and  much 
people  was  added  unto  the  Lord" 
(Acts  11:24). 

The  Holy  Spirit  has  a  special  minis- 
try in  the  calling  of  individuals  for 
missionary  service  (Acts  13:1-6).  He 
takes  the  conditions  of  the  time,  im- 
presses them  upon  His  children  to 
stimulate  the  call  to  service  (Acts 
12:20-25).  He  causes  the  Word  of  God 
to  grow  and  multiply  (Acts  12:24).  He 
motivates  the  church  into  action  to 
stand  with  and  support  their  mission- 
aries (Acts    13:1-4).      He   empowers, 


opens  the  way  and  uses  the  Word  of 
God  in  new  areas  (Acts  13:5).  His  il- 
luminating ministry  in  prayer  with  the 
missionary  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most 
comforting  aspects  of  His  work  (Rom. 
8:26-27;  Eph.  6:18;  Jude  20). 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil cannot  minimize  the  importance  of 
this  ministry.  Whether  we  talk  about 
the  call  of  a  particular  missionary,  the 
selection  of  a  field,  a  problem  in  the 
mission  church,  or  the  progress  of  the 
indigenous  church,  we  are  dependent 
upon  the  guidance  of  the  great  Com- 
forter. The  home-missionary  must  ex- 
ercise great  care  to  recognize  and  sub- 
mit to  the  ever-present  leadership  and 
empowering  ministry  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  To  a  great  extent,  the  skill  in 
handling  the  Word  of  God,  the  effec- 
tiveness in  reaching  souls,  and  the  uni- 
fying growth  of  the  local  body  of 
believers  will  be  determined  by  the 
sensitiveness  to  the  direction  of  the 
Spirit.  Miraculously,  the  Holy  Spirit 
coordinates  all  of  these  results  to  build 
a  work  for  Christ's  glory. 

The  churches  at  Taos  and  Albuquer- 
que, New  Mexico,  bear  clear  evidence 
of  God's  blessed  work  through  His 
missionaries,  His  children  and  His  Word. 
The  breakthrough  in  the  cultural  barrier 
of  paganism  at  Counselors  Post,  New 
Mexico,  among  the  Navajo  Indians  is 
indicative  of  the  Spirit's  direction  in 
so  many  phases  of  this  ministry.  At 
Arvada,  Colorado,  we  were  privileged 
to  talk  briefly  with  an  entire  family 
who  just  recently  came  to  Christ  and 
are  now  happy  in  the  new  home- 
mission  church.  It  matters  not  where 
-He  is  always  there-in  the  witness, 
behind  the  Word,  teaching,  convicting, 
filling,  energizing  and  bringing  glory 
to  Christ  in  the  building  of  His  glorious 
church  (Eph.  1:13-14).  ▼ 
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NEW  TROY,  MICH.  Mrs.  Eddie 
Mensinger,  missionary  to  Africa  was 
the  special  guest  for  the  opening  of  a 
new  SMM  year  at  the  New  Troy  Breth- 
ren Church.

r^  few  weeks  ago  a  boy  and  girl 
came  into  the  Logos  Bookstore.  It 
became  obvious  to  me  that  the  girl  was 
a  Christian  from  the  happiness  and  ex- 
citement she  expressed  when  she  saw 
books  she  recognized  and  wanted.  She 
continued  looking  for  at  least  30 
minutes  while  the  young  man  stood  by 
rather  passively.  When  they  were  ready 
to  pay  for  her  books  I  asked  them  if 
they  were  active  in  any  student  group 
on  campus.  He  replied  that  they  were 
looking  for  a  church  which  they  could 
attend  together.  Her  background  was 
Baptist;  his  was  Unitarian  and  Presby- 
terian. I  recommended  three  strong 
Christian  churches  in  the  area,  which 
they  appreciated.  Then  I  asked  them 
what  their  real  interest  was;  that  is, 
apart  from  denominations  what  did 
they  believe  about  Jesus  Christ. 

"I'm  ready  to  be  convinced,"  he 
said. 

"Ready  enough  to  read  a  book?" 

"Yes,"  was  his  reply. 

I  went  to  the  shelf  and  picked  up 
Basic  Christianity  by  John  R.  W.  Stott, 
which  he  then  purchased. 

"Ready  enough  to  talk  with  some- 
one?" I  asked. 

"Yes." 

"When?" 

He  wanted  his  girl  present  during 
any  conversation.  Since  they  were 
together  then,  I  volunteered  that  I  had 
free  time  if  they  wanted  to  talk.  We 
went  to  my  office  and  spent  the  next 
45  minutes  sharing  and  making  clear 
the  good  news  of  Jesus  Christ.  There 
was  no  argument  and  he  had  no  ques- 
tions.   As  he  had  said,  he  was  ready.

He  must  have  received  Christ  shortly 
after  leaving  the  store  because  when 
he  came  in  the  next  time  he  was  a 
Christian.  He  wanted  to  tell  me  about 
it.  He  left  with  a  very  good  Bible 
study  series  entitled,  Learning  to  Love 
God,  Learning  to  Love  Ourselves, 
Learning  to  Love  Others. 

There  was  no  ground  preparing  on 
my  part.  There  was  no  sowing.  There 
was  no  waiting.  He  was  a  ripe  harvest 
when  he  came  into  the  store. 

Because  we  do  not  think  we  are 
called  to  reap  or  because  we  think 
that  the  Holy  Spirit  does  the  reaping 
or  because  we  do  not  think  that  people 
are  ever  ready  to  be  harvested  there 
are  many  people  who  are  ready  to  be- 
come Christians  and  no  one  will  help 
them  make  the  decision. 

Jesus  said  to  His  disciples  in  Samaria, 
"Do  you  not  say,  'There  are  yet  four 
months,  and  then  comes  the  harvest'? 
I  tell  you,  lift  up  your  eyes,  and  see 
how  the  fields  are  already  white  for 
harvest.  He  who  reaps  receives  wages, 
and  gathers  fruit  for  eternal  life,  so 
that  sower  and  reaper  may  rejoice  to- 
gether. For  here  the  saying  holds  true, 
'One  sows  and  another  reaps.'  I  sent 
you  to  reap  that  for  which  you  did  not 
labor;  others  have  labored,  and  you 
have  entered  into  their  labor"  (John 
4:35-38). 

Jim  Wilson  operates  the  Logos  Bookstore 
near  the  University  of  Michigan  campus.  He 
sold  $30,000  worth  of  books  in  the  fust 
eight  months,  and  had  opportunity  to  speak 
with  hundreds  of  students.  "Step  Four: 
Reap  the  Harvest"  is  the  fourth  in  a  series 
of  articles  on  witnessing  by  Mr.  Wilson. 


There  are  several  truths  in  this  pas- 
sage. 1)  There  is  an  immediate  harvest 
with  no  wait.  2)  Other  men  did  the 
groundbreaking,  sowing  and  waiting. 
Another  does  the  reaping.  3)  He  who 
reaps  receives  rewards  for  himself  and 
gathers  eternal  life  for  those  he  harvests. 

If  these  principles  are  true,  and  I 
believe  they  are,  then  in  western  civili- 
zation where  there  has  been  much  labor 
expended  in  sowing  the  Word,  there 
may  be  a  ripe  harvest  in  any  given 
place  at  any  given  time. 

The  difficulty,  if  there  is  any,  is 
recognizing  the  ripe  harvest  from  the 
unprepared,  unsown  or  the  not-ready 
harvest.  Although  there  are  ways  to 
recognize  the  difference  in  people,  the 
simplest  way  is  to  be  willing  to  be  led 
by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  to  trust  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  will  also  lead  the  ready 
harvest  to  you.  This  mutual  leading 
makes  it  obvious  and  simple  to  intro- 
duce the  person  to  the  Father  through 
Jesus  Christ. 

Notice  this  mutual  leading  in  three 
consecutive  chapters  in  the  Acts.  In 
Acts  8  the  Holy  Spirit  led  Philip  to  the 
desert  road  and  then  to  the  chariot  in 
which  the  treasurer  to  the  Queen  of 
Ethiopia  was  at  that  moment  reading 
Isaiah  53.  The  Ethiopian  was  ready 
and  Philip  had  been  willing  to  be  led. 
In  Acts  9  we  see  Saul  of  Tarsus  and 
Ananias  led  together.  In  Acts  10 
Cornelius  and  Peter  were  directed  to 
each  other. 

Fourteen  years  ago  on  an  aircraft 
carrier  in  the  China  Sea  I  began  to 
pray  that  God  would  lead  me  to  pre- 
pared hearts  and  that  He  would  also 
lead  these  men  to  me.  In  two  months, 
almost  ten  officers  and  thirty-five  en- 
listed men  came  to  know  Jesus  Christ 
through  this  daily  prayer.  One  of  these 
officers  arrived  on  board  seeking  the 
Lord.  He  had  been  consulting  his 
minister  but  without  much  benefit. 
He  was  corresponding  with  a  friend, 
expressing  to  him  his  spiritual  need. 
He  came  on  board  as  my  roommate 
and  he  later  said  that  on  seeing  my 
Bible  his  first  thought  was,  "At  last, 
a  Bible."  He  received  the  Lord  as  a 
result  of  the  Bible  study  held  each 
evening,  finished  his  naval  service,  went 
on  to  seminary  and  is  presently  serving 
as  a  naval  chaplain. 

Jesus  said,  "The  harvest  is  plentiful, 
but  the  laborers  are  few;  pray  there- 
fore the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send 
out  laborers  into  his  harvest"  (Matt. 
9:37-38).  ▼ 
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The  World  Is  Too  Much  With  Us

Alicja  Iwanska,  a  Polish  anthropologist,  in  describ- 
ing her  observations  upon  an  American  farming  com- 
munity, made  some  generalizations  which  struck  me 
as  extremely  pertinent  as  a  summary  of  American 
value  systems.  She  said  that  for  the  farmers  on  the 
large  Western  farms  which  she  had  studied  the  universe 
was  divided  up  into  three  different  categories.  She 
labeled  the  first  category  landscape.  It  included  the 
distant  mountains,  the  trees,  the  scenery,  the  environ- 
ment of  the  farmers  in  so  far  as  this  environment  was 
not  manipulated  by  them.  They  looked  at  it,  they 
enjoyed  it  in  a  disinterested  sort  of  way.  It  had  no 
high  emotional  content  for  them. 

The  second  category  of  life  she  labeled  machinery. 
To  these  farmers  machinery  was  an  important  part  of 
their  lives.  They  polished  their  machines,  they  cared 
for  them.  The  machines  had  high  value  to  them  and 
they  rated  their  machines  in  terms  of  their  productivity 
in  their  farming  life.  The  livestock  belonged  to  this 
machinery  class  of  the  universe.  It  was  important 
according  to  its  productivity.  It  was  cared  for  and 
kept  with  much  the  same  earnestness  and  much  the 
same  eye  to  profits  that  the  machinery  had.  Real 
affection  and  interest,  and  a  great  deal  of  value,  was 
placed  upon  the  machinery  category. 

Finally,  the  third  category  was  that  which  she 
labeled  people.  People  were  neighbors,  individuals 
who  came  in  for  a  cup  of  coffee,  folks  who  cooperated 
in  times  of  need  or  emergency.  People  were  human 
beings  with  whom  one  grew  up  and  lived  and  died, 
and  with  whom  one  had  constant  relationships  on  the 
social  and  business  level. 

Human  Beings  but  not  People 

The  fascinating  significance  of  all  this,  however, 
was  that  not  all  human  beings  were  people.  The  In- 
dians, for  example,  belonged  to  the  landscape  class. 
They  were  part  of  the  scenery.  On  a  Sunday  after- 
noon one  took  a  drive  out  to  the  reservation  to  look 
idly  and  curiously  at  the  Indian  communities  as  one 
drove  by.  Mexican  migrant  workers  were  machinery. 
Their  value  lay  in  their  productivity.  Their  help  was 
important  to  the  same  degree  that  the  help  of  a  cow 
or  the  functioning  of  a  fuel  pump  was  important. 
When  their  productivity  was  lessened  they  would  be 
discarded  in  much  the  same  way  as  an  old  car  would 
be. 

Human  beings  who  were  people  were  different  in 
that  they  had  value  in  and  of  themselves  regardless 
of  their  productivity. 

As  I  listened  to  her  talk,  I  could  see  myself  in  her 
characterization.  There  have  been  many  times  when  I 
have  sensed  the  temptation  to  look  on  certain  groups 
of  human  beings  as  scenery,  as  part  of  a  landscape. 
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And  how  utterly  characteristic  is  the  tendency 
to  look  on  human  beings  as  machinery!  We 
like  to  take  care  of  them,  to  keep  them  in  good 
health;  we  like  to  keep  them  in  their  proper  place, 
however,  like  the  well-loved  dog  which  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  family  so  long  as  it  sleeps  on  the 
floor. 

The  Need  for  Change 

If  we  are  going  to  deal  with  people  as  people  in  a 
culture  that  is  vastly  different  from  our  own,  we  have 
to  come  to  the  fundamental  realization  that  people 
are  different  from  society  to  society,  and  to  do  this 
we  are  going  to  have  to  make  the  major  move  to 
change.  If  we  are  going  to  be  persons  among  people, 
our  privacy,  our  established  patterns  of  what  is  con- 
venient and  comfortable  are  going  to  have  to  be 
drastically  modified.  Our  sense  of  belonging  to  others, 
which  characterize-,  so  many  societies  in  the  world. 

This  sort  of  experience  involves  a  tremendous 
emotional  drain.  It  is  an  extremely  difficult  attitude 
to  take  and  position  to  follow.  It  means  "becoming 
all  tilings  to  all  men  so  that  by  all  means  we  might 
win  some"  in  the  deepest  sense,  and  it  means  a  type 
of  cultural  suicide  which  Paul  characterizes  as  being 
"crucified  with  Christ."  On  the  American  scene  the 
problem  is  just  as  great.  It  means  to  count  as  people, 
and  not  simply  as  machinery,  the  Negro  groups  in  our 
communities,  so  that  they  enter  into  the  life  of 
people,  as  people,  in  our  church  groups,  in  our 
schools,  and  in  our  neighborhoods.  This  requires  a 
transformation  of  a  major  sort  for  the  American 
system  of  values. 

The  deep-seated,  ingrown  values  which  have  been 
characterized  here  cannot  easily  be  peeled  off.  Rather, 
a  change  involves  an  internal  restructuring.  It  in- 
volves being  remade  inside.  Jesus  called  it  being  re- 
born. It  implies  an  intellectual  and  emotional  con- 
version on  our  part  to  the  point  where  we  can  become 
neighbors  with  all  human  beings  everywhere. 

In  all  of  the  discussion  about  what  "worldliness" 
means  in  a  Biblical  sense  and  all  of  the  examples  of 
various  kinds  of  behavior  which  have  been  classified 
as  worldly  by  one  group  or  another,  I  think  that  often 
has  been  neglected  the  very  basic  fact  that  the  spirit 
of  this  world  is  not  easy  to  identify  nor  is  it  easy  to 
shake  off.  Certainly  it  lies  in  the  attitude  and  pre- 
dispositions of  our  day  more  than  in  any  particular 
thing  we  do.  I  believe  that  an  important  ingredient 
in  the  spirit  of  the  American  world  is  that  we  so 
often  do  not  really  consider  human  beings  to  be 
people.

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Grace  College's  Future? 


I  hirty-two  years  ago  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary  was  born  in  a  prayer 
meeting.  At  the  time  no  plans  were 
made  for  a  college.  It  was  believed  by 
the  founding  fathers  that  Brethren 
youth  could  be  trained  in  Christian 
colleges  and  from  there  channeled  into 
Grace  Theological  Seminary  to  prepare 
for  Christian  service  in  The  Brethren 
Church. 

This  course  was  pursued  for  eleven 
years  before  Grace  College  came  into 
existence  in  1948.  During  this  time  it 
became  increasingly  clear  that  youth 
trained  in  non-Brethren  Christian  col- 
leges were  gradually  conditioned  to- 
ward ministries  outside  The  Brethren 
Church.  The  realization  of  this  came 
as  a  great  disappointment  to  pastors 
and  congregations  who  had  nurtured 
young  people  in  their  own  congrega- 
tion and  then  had  done  much  to 
finance  these  young  people  through 
non-Brethren  colleges. 

The  growing  conviction  of  the  need 
for  a  Brethren  college  led  a  group  of 


ministers  to  bring  pressure  upon  the 
board  of  trustees  and  the  administra- 
tion of  Grace  Theological  Seminary  to 
establish  a  college.  After  several  years 
of  deliberation,  a  collegiate  division 
was  finally  organized  in  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary  consisting  of  two 
years  of  liberal  arts  work. 

The  Collegiate  Division  Succeeds 

The  purpose  of  this  division  was  to 
prepare  men  for  entrance  into  the 
seminary.  It  was  believed  that  younger 
men  could  be  grounded  in  the  Brethren 
atmosphere  and  then  sent  on  to  other 
schools  for  the  completion  of  their 
college  work,  whereupon  they  would 
be  admitted  to  the  seminary  as  regular 
students.  For  older  men,  they  could 
be  admitted  immediately  into  the  semi- 
nary as  special  students. 

This  program  met  with  immediate 
favor,  and  thirty  students  enrolled  the 
very  first  year— most  of  them  older 
students.  After  finishing  these  two 
years  they  entered  the  seminary  and 


are  today  in  the  ministry.  Younger 
students  went  away  to  other  colleges 
to  complete  the  two  years  of  their  col- 
lege training,  and  then  returned  to  the 
seminary. 

A  gradual  transition  took  place  over 
a  period  of  five  years.  The  older 
students  soon  disappeared  and  only 
younger  students  came  to  the  collegiate 
division.  One  year  of  college  convinced 
them  of  the  value  of  a  college  educa- 
tion and  they  transferred  to  other 
colleges  for  the  final  three  years.  The 
result  was  that  three  years  in  another 
institution  influenced  them  away  from 
The  Brethren  Church,  and  they  did  not 
return  to  the  seminary.  Many  students 
who  saw  this  happening,  decided  not  to 
come  to  the  college  division  at  all,  but 
went  immediately  to  a  college  where 
they  could  get  the  full  four  years  of 
training. 

The  Change  to  Meet  New  Conditions 

The  board  of  trustees  and  the  ad- 
ministration were  compelled  to  reeval-

uate  the  new  set  of  conditions.  Though 
it  was  a  difficult  decision  to  make,  it 
seemed  quite  evident  that  the  col- 
legiate division  must  be  enlarged  to  a 
full  four-year  liberal  arts  course  if  the 
school  was  going  to  attract  and  hold 
young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry 
and  missionary  service.  By  this  time 
pastors  were  insisting  that  there  were 
many  young  people  within  the  denom- 
ination who  also  deserved  the  privilege 
of  a  college  education  within  a  Chris- 
tian atmosphere,  under  the  control  of 
The  Brethren  Church,  but  who  were 
not  necessarily  called  into  the  ministry 
or  missionary  service. 

So,  by  action  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  a  four-year  plan  was  intro- 
duced in  the  fall  of  1953  for  a  college. 
The  new  program  met  with  instant 
favor  throughout  the  Church,  and  the 
student  body  began  to  grow.  The 
school  has  not  changed  from  its  original 
purpose  of  channeling  young  men  into 
the  ministry  and  missionary  service, 
but  there  was  the  added  purpose  of 
training  all  young  men  and  women  for 
Christian  service.  By  this  time  the 
Christian  day-school  movement  was 
under  way.  Consequently,  the  edu- 
cation department  was  added  with  the 
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primary  purpose  of  training  teachers 
for  the  Christian  day  school. 

Grace  College  Has  Grown  Large 

From  the  original  thirty  with  which 
the  collegiate  division  started,  the 
school  has  now  multiplied  twenty 
times.  About  one-fifth  of  the  Brethren 
young  people  who  attend  college  come 
to  Grace  College.  We  wish  all  of  them 
would  come  to  Grace.  But  this  is  not 
the  case.  In  addition  to  Brethren 
students,  almost  half  of  the  student 
body  comes  from  other  denominations. 

The  question  arises,  is  Grace  College 
fulfilling  the  original  purpose,  namely, 
to  channel  young  men  and  women  into 
Christian  service?  Perhaps  some  sta- 
tistics will  help  us  to  evaluate  the 
measure  of  success  at  this  point. 

At  the  spring  graduation,  forty- 
seven  men  received  their  degrees.  Of 
this  number  twenty-one  applied  for 
entrance  to  Grace  Seminary  and  were 
admitted.  Seventeen  of  these  were 
Brethren.  One  man  went  into  Chris- 
tian day-school  teaching.  Some  of  the 
young  women  also  went  into  Christian 
day-school  teaching.  We  have  no  way 
of  knowing  how  many  of  the  other 
twenty-five  men  have  also  gone  for 


training  in  other  theological  seminaries. 
In  checking  on  the  influences  that 
led  the  twenty-one  to  Grace  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  various  answers  were 
given.  High  on  the  list,  however,  was 
the  influence  of  Grace  College  in  the 
lives  of  these  young  men,  as  stated  in 
their  application  to  Grace  Seminary. 
Among  other  reasons  given  were:  the 
study  of  God's  Word,  exposure  to 
Christian  service,  father's  example, 
working  with  youth,  the  Lord,  and 
such  like.  Even  these  may  have  a  very 
vital  connection  with  Grace  College. 

Would  You  Want  to  Close  Grace? 

Do  the  facts  in  this  limited  area 
argue  convincingly  for  the  worthwhile 
value  of  this  school?  If  Grace  College 
is  succeeding  to  this  extent  in  chan- 
neling youth  into  Christian  service, 
does  this  not  suggest  that  the  school 
is  worthy  of  prayer  and  support?  But 
what  about  the  multitude  that  does 
not  feel  called  into  specialized  Christian 
service?  Does  this  necessarily  mean 
that  they  do  not  need  and  profit  from 
training  in  a  Christian  college?  We 
hope  you  agree  with  us,  and  that  you 
will  demonstrate  this  by  generous  giv- 
ing as  well  as  by  continued  prayer.     T 
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Christian  Athletes  Tell  the  Story

I  here  were  just  three  minutes  left 
in  the  first  half  and  we  were  three 
points  behind  in  what  had  been  a  close 
game.  We'd  been  up  against  all  of 
these  players  before,  but  they  had  all 
been  on  different  teams.  Now  we  were 
playing  them  all  together  in  the  best 
basketball  team  in  this  section  of  the 
Philippines. 

We'd  started  out  pretty  well  moving 
the  ball  and  getting  back  quickly  on 
defense.  At  first,  however,  our  offense 
didn't  seem  to  jell.  We  were  having 
the  usual  problems  of  getting  used  to 
the  constantly  changing  playing  con- 
ditions. Courts  were  of  all  shapes  and 
sizes  with  rims  as  high  as  twelve  feet 
and  as  low  as  nine.  Perhaps  it  was  be- 
cause this  court  was  so  close  to  regu- 
lation size  that  we  were  having  our 
troubles.  We  had  already  played  one 
game  earlier  in  the  day,  but,  of  course, 
this  was  only  a  two-game  day— some 
days  we  played  three. 

I  glanced  at  the  official  timer  hold- 
ing his  Japanese  watch  in  one  hand 
and  waving  the  other— cheering  his 
team  on.  Occasionally,  he  did  cheer 
for  our  team,  but  only  occasionally. 
It's  a  funny  thing  about  basketball, 
Philippino  style.  Somehow  those  last 
three  minutes  of  a  period  sometimes 
seemed  like  ten  minutes  stateside,  de- 
pending, of  course,  on  how  the  game 
was  going  and  which  team  needed  the 
time  most;  but  then  I  never  did  trust 
those  Japanese  watches. 

One  of  our  guards  dribbled  the  ball 
downcourt.  His  partner  at  the  guard 
position  set  a  block.  I  was  supposed 
to  cut  around. 

As  I  started  forward,  my  Philippino 
counterpart,  who  wanted  to  do  the 
best  possible  job  of  guarding  me  with- 
out chasing  me  all  over  the  court,  had 
discreetly  taken  a  firm  hold  on  my 
basketball  trunks.  The  result  was  a 
rip  which  I  was  sure  the  entire  crowd 
of  about   two   thousand   must   have 
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heard.  Much  to  my  relief,  however, 
the  rip  was  not  nearly  as  bad  as  it  had 
sounded  and  I  was  now  free  of  any  de- 
fense so  I  made  my  cut  to  the  basket 
and  got  the  pass.  My  Philippino  friend 
was  at  this  moment  in  a  very  poor  posi- 
tion to  make  any  defense  leaving  me 
with  a  clear  shot  at  the  basket.  Being 
half-a-foot  taller  increased  my  advan- 
tage so  I  instinctively  took  my  usual 
jump  shot  releasing  the  ball  with  my 
arms  almost  fully  extended  above  my 
head.  Just  as  I  released  it,  however, 
a  wiry,  brown  arm  reached  up  and 
jolted  my  shooting  arm  sending  the 
ball  ingloriously  into  the  stands.  Im- 
mediately I  glanced  at  the  referee  for 
his  call,  but  there  was  none.  He 
smiled  nicely,  but  with  no  trace  of 
sympathy.  Our  opponents  simply 
took  the  ball  out-of-bounds  and  the 
next  thing  I  knew  we  were  sprinting 
downcourt  trying  to  catch  them. 

I  couldn't  say  they  hadn't  warned 
us.  In  Taiwan  we  were  told  by  the 
local  missionaries,  "Whatever  you  do, 
don't  swing  your  elbows."  We  found 
the  Chinese  have  great  respect  for 
sportsmanship,  but  they  loathe  any 
other  type  of  conduct.  They  do  not 
boo,  having  a  much  more  refined 
method  of  expressing  themselves.  They 
hiss!  In  a  stadium  full  of  people  it 
sounds  like  a  huge  snake  pit  with  you 
in  the  middle.  It  is  the  most  piercing 
sound  I've  ever  heard. 

In  Hong  Kong  prominent  business- 
men warned  that  there  would  be  Com- 
munist-backed troublemakers  both  in 
the  stands  and  on  the  court.  We  were 
supposed  to  brace  ourselves  for  any- 
thing. Above  all  they  cautioned, 
"Whatever  happens,  remember  to 
smile."  I  never  got  so  tired  from 
smiling  in  my  life. 

Somehow  we  managed  to  scrape 
some  baskets  together  with  a  little  de- 
fense to  come  out  on  top  by  one  point 
at  the  close  of  the  half.    When  that 


timer  announced  that  time  was  up, 
I  scooted  over  to  the  bench  to  give  my 
feet  thirty  seconds  of  rest  before  we 
put  on  our  half-time  service. 

Some  of  the  local  church  people 
brought  over  a  pot  of  water  and  a  case 
of  Pepsi.  By  this  time  everyone  on  the 
squad  was  painfully  aware  of  the  dis- 
comforts a  little  harmless  looking  water 
could  bring.  These  people  were  con- 
ditioned to  the  water  and  all  the  un- 
seen organisms  it  harbored.  We  were 
not,  so  we  usually  went  heavy  on  the 
Pepsi  when  there  was  a  choice.  These 
few  Christians  would  always  treat  us 
like  royalty.  Four  or  five  households 
would  combine  to  prepare  a  feast 
which  was  fantastic  according  to  their 
standards.  We  would  do  our  best  to 
eat  appreciatively,  but  finding  it  so 
different  from  our  own  food,  when 
we  were  finished  there  was  always  an 
abundance  left  for  our  hosts  to  eat. 

They  gave  us  their  best  beds  when 
we  stayed  in  their  homes.  Of  course, 
their  best  bed  might  be  wooden,  with 
no  springs  or  mattress,  but  only  a  mat 
to  sleep  on.  We  learned  to  adjust  and 
to  smile  regardless  of  the  circumstances 
and  to  appreciate  what  was  given  to  us 
out  of  Christian  love.  To  appreciate, 
not  necessarily  what  was  given,  but 
rather  the  love  behind  it. 

The  public  address  system  was  up 
so  I  took  my  place  in  the  semicircle  of 
sweating  basketball  players.  There  was 
a  wide  variety  of  backgrounds  among 
us  with  some  who  attended  secular 
universities,  Bible  colleges  and  Chris- 
tian liberal  arts  colleges  like  myself. 
We  even  had  one  preacher. 

Coach  emceed  our  program  which 
started  with  a  trumpet  solo.  As  he 
talked,  I  could  watch  the  people  be- 
yond him,  who  would  not  consider 
listening  to  a  local  pastor,  but  now 
were  more  than  willing  to  listen  to 
basketball  players  who  were  far  less 
profound. 


We  tried  to  make  up  for  our  lack  of 
polish  with  our  enthusiasm.  How  can 
you  be  too  enthusiastic  about  the 
Christian  life?  We'd  each  found  a  cer- 
tain satisfaction  in  knowing  that  this 
was  where  the  Lord  wanted  us  this 
summer.  The  dedication  and  enthusi- 
asm evidenced  in  the  lives  of  the  mis- 
sionaries we  worked  with  rubbed  off 
on  us.  Whether  it  was  playing  basket- 
ball outdoors  in  the  rain  or  struggling 
to  bridge  communication  gaps,  we 
took  courage  and  strength  from  the 
knowledge  that  the  Lord  was  working 
through  us. 

During  the  service  several  of  my 
teammates  gave  their  testimonies  in 
which  they  presented  the  plan  of  sal- 
vation. Special  music  was  provided  by 
our  team  quartet.  Coach  closed  the 
service  telling  about  the  back  page  of 
the  programs  that  each  of  us  would 
be  handing  out.  Many  would  tear  off 
the  back  page  and  mail  it  in  for  a  series 
of  free  Bible  correspondence  lessons. 
Through  these  lessons  thousands  have 
been  brought  to  a  saving  knowledge 
of  Christ. 

Half  time  would  be  over  in  several 
minutes  as  we  all  gathered  close  to  the 
mike.  First  our  guitar  player  strummed 
the  chord— then  we  began.  It  was  one 
big,  sweaty  choir  with  a  separate  kind 
of  "beautiful"  music.  But  God  blessed 
and  used  our  witness  to  His  glory.      ▼

/Although  Jesus  Christ  is  "the  same 
yesterday,  and  to  day,  and  for  ever" 
(Heb.  13:8),  the  times  in  which  we  live 
are  in  constant  change.  More  than 
fifty  nations  have  emerged  since  1945. 
One  of  these  is  Israel.  In  Luke  21:24 
we  read  the  following  prophecy,  ".  .  . 
Jerusalem  shall  be  trodden  down  of  the 
Gentiles,  until  the  times  of  the  Gentiles 
be  fulfilled."  A  little  over  two  years 
ago,  in  June  1967,  there  was  the  Six- 
Day  War  between  the  Arab  nations  and 
Israel.  The  result  of  that  conflict  was 
Jerusalem  coming  back  under  com- 
plete control  of  the  Jews.  And  the 
Israelies  refer  to  this  as  one  of  the 
"un-negotiable  conquests"  of  that  con- 
flict. We  are  not  saying  this  is  a  literal 
fulfillment  of  Luke  21:24,  but  it  is 
another  indication  that  we  are  living 
in  a  world  of  change,  and  we  are  fast 
approaching  the  end  of  this  age  of 
grace. 

People  today  are  looking  for  some- 
thing real.  What  we  offer  must  be 
genuine  enough  to  withstand  a  careful 
and  thorough  probing.  People  of  our 
times  are  not  fooled  by  pious  persons 
whose  religion  only  goes  skin-deep. 
The  only  way  to  provide  a  realistic 
solution  to  the  specific  needs  of  men 
today  is  to  demonstrate  that  what  we 
profess  in  Jesus  Christ  is  real.  This 
calls  for  "Dedication,  Now!" 

In  Matthew  21:28-31,  Jesus  related 
a  parable  of  two  sons.  Christ  is  speak- 
ing to  the  Pharisees,  who  had  chal- 
lenged His  authority  after  cursing  the 
fig  tree  on  Monday  of  Holy  Week.  In 
the  matter  of  moral  righteousness  the 
Pharisees  always  professed  much.  They 
were  like  the  second  son  of  our 
parable,  who  said,  "...  I  go,  sir"  (v. 


30).  The  word  "go"  should  not  be  in- 
cluded for  it  reads  literally,  "I,  Lord." 
Here  was  a  man  who  professed  zeal 
and  ready  obedience.  "I,  Lord." 
"You  may  depend  on  me  to  go." 
"That's  right  up  my  alley!"  This  is 
the  graphic  force  of  the  words  used 
here. 

Does  this  not  speak  to  many  of  us 
today?  We  maintain  respectful  atti- 
tudes towards  Christ  and  regularly  ob- 
serve all  the  outward  ordinances  of  the 
church  but  many  of  us  have  not  com- 
pletely given  our  hearts  to  God.  We 
say  from  time  to  time,  "I,  Lord." 
Perhaps  at  that  moment  we  have  every 
intention  of  keeping  God's  commands 
and  walking  in  the  same  way  all  the 
days  of  our  lives.  But  most  of  us  have 
no  strength  of  purpose,  and  have  not 
attained  a  spirit  of  self-sacrifice.  When 
called  to  do  something  for  Christ, 
which  He  said  as  a  burden  would  be 
light,  we  think  of  His  work  as  some- 
thing heavy  and  crushing.  Or,  we  shrink 
back  from  service.  The  yoke  which 
the  Lord  said  was  light  seems  hard  and 
rough.  So  many  of  us  are  like  the 
second  son  of  this  parable,  "I,  Lord, 
and  he  went  not."  It's  a  dangerous 
thing  to  break  a  vow  made  to  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Jesus  said  on  one 
occasion,  "why  call  ye  me,  Lord,  Lord, 
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and  do  not  the  things  which  I  say" 
The  challenge  to  us  in  this  hour  is 
one  of  obedience.  To  be  hearers  of 
the  Word  and  not  doers  is  to  seriously 
jeopardize  our  Christian  experience. 
"Faith  without  works  is  dead."  The 
average  Christian  of  today  does  not 
need  more  light  on  the  Word  of  God, 
he  needs  more  obedience  to  the  Word 
of  God.  In  the  larger  context  of  the 
Bible,  John  13:17  is  so  true:  "If  ye 
know  these  things,  happy  are  ye  if  ye 
do  them."  "Happy"  or  "blessed"  are 
ye  if  ye  do  them.  But  many  of  us  in 
The  Brethren  Church  are  the  most  un- 
happy, unblessed  people  I  know.  Why? 
Because  we  are  disobedient.  The  Lord 
has  said,  "Son,  go  work  today  in  my 
vineyard."  And  we  have  not  gone. 

But  there  is  still  hope  for  the  work 
of  Christ  that  we  as  Brethren  must  do. 
Most  of  us  are  like  the  first  son  in  the 
parable  rather  than  the  second.  The 
first  son,  Jesus  related,  "answered  and 
said,  I  will  not:  but  afterward  he  re- 
pented, and  went"  (v.  29).  It  is  to  this 
man  that  we  direct  our  attention;  the 
man  who  has  been  saying,  "No,  I 
won't,"  but  who  is  beginning  to  repent 
of  this  attitude.  You  and  God  are  not 
agreed.  God  has  spoken  clearly  to  you, 
making  His  will  plain  concerning  some 
issue  in  your  life,  whether  a  simple 
matter  or  some  great  matter  of  dis- 
cipleship.  God  has  spoken  clearly  and 
unmistakably;  but  up  to  now,  your 
answer  has  been,  "I  will  not."  My 
prayer  is  that  this  hour  will  be  the 
parting  of  ways  for  you.  May  the 
issues  of  God's  Word,  as  they  come  to 
you  this  day,  lead  you  into  the  perfect 
will  of  God  and  away  from  disillusion- 
ment and  despair.    Your  whole  life's 
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future  may  hang  on  your  response  to 
the  need  of  "Dedication,  Now!"  Con- 
sider carefully  and  prayerfully  this  man 
who  said,  "I  will  not:  but  afterward  he 
repented,  and  went."  Note  three 
things. 

First,  the  father's  voice  had  been 
heard.  That  morning  when  he  arose  to 
begin  a  new  day  the  father  came  into 
the  son's  presence  and  said,  "Son,  go 
work  to  day  in  my  vineyard."  This 
was  a  voice  that  he  knew  so  well.  The 
voice  that  speaks  inside  you  today  to 
your  conscience  and  to  your  heart  is 
the  voice  of  your  Heavenly  Father. 

The  son  made  several  mistakes  when 
he  heard  the  voice  of  his  father.  The 
word  son  speaks  of  a  relationship  which 
he  forgot.  Why,  he  owed  his  very  life 
to  his  father.  He  had  forgotten  all  the 
sacrificial  acts  performed  by  the  father 
for  his  son.  Surely  it  was  ungrateful 
for  him  to  say,  "I  will  not."  He  had 
forgotten  the  ties  of  kinship  with  his 
father.  And  have  not  many  of  us  for- 
gotten what  we  owe  to  God  for  the 
death  of  His  Son  on  Golgotha's  brow? 
We  sing:  "I'm  a  child  of  the  King,  A 
child  of  the  King.  With  Jesus  my 
Saviour,  I'm  a  child  of  the  King."  We 
belong  to  the  family  of  God  and  for- 
get it  so  many,  many  times. 

Then,  too,  in  saying,  "I  will  not," 
the  son  of  our  parable  was  rejecting 
the  control  of  the  father  over  his  life. 
Alfred  Plummer,  in  his  commentary  on 
Matthew's  Gospel,  says,  "the  word 
'son'  is  not  so  much  an  expression  of 
affection  as  a  claim  to  obedience."  A 
father  has  every  right  to  tell  his  son 
what  to  do.  And  this  is  the  exact 
teaching  of  the  New  Testament  with 
respect  to  the  child  of  God.  "Ye  are 
not  your  own  ....  ye  are  bought  with 
a  price:  therefore  glorify  God  in  your 
body.  .  ."  (I  Cor.  6:19-20).  And  every 
born-again  man  or  woman  who  says, 
"I  won't  go"  not  only  forgets  the  re- 
lationship he  sustains  to  his  Heavenly 
Father  but  he  is  also  rejecting  the 
rights  of  Almighty  God  to  control  his 
life.  You  and  I  belong  to  the  Lord.  It 
was  a  happy  day  when  Jesus  washed 
our  sins  away.  We  are  the  children  of 
God.  The  first  son  in  the  parable  had 
heard  the  voice  of  the  father.  So  have 
you  and  so  have  I. 

Second,  we  can  say,  this  son  had 
been  taught  the  will  of  the  father. 
"Son,  go  work  to  day  in  my  vineyard." 
This  is  not  merely  the  statement  of 
fact  but  an  imperative  command.  When 
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the  father  awakened  the  son  that  day 
and  gave  him  this  command  it  was  to 
lead  him  into  a  useful  purpose  for  his 
life  for  that  day.  The  father's  plan 
was  the  best  he  could  think  of.  There 
was  something  for  him  to  do  and  a 
place  in  which  he  was  to  carry  out  that 
purpose— "the  vineyard."  The  vine  is 
the  most  noble  of  all  plants,  but  it 
needs  the  most  care.  However,  it  also 
repays  most  richly.  The  vineyard 
represents  a  noble  place  to  work  with 
the  opportunity  of  enriching  the  owner 
and  the  workman  alike.  This  is  God's 
purpose  for  His  sons  today.  "Work 
to  day  in  my  vineyard." 

All  the  time  the  son  "went  not," 
the  work  remained  undone  in  the  vine- 
yard. To  every  redeemed  soul  God 
gives  some  work,  not  excessive  and  not 
shameful.  Every  child  of  God  is  capa- 
ble of  work  for  God  to  help  forward 
some  of  God's  great  plans.  And  God's 
command  always  carries  with  it,  work 
today— not  tomorrow.  While  the  son 
remained  at  home  "and  went  not," 
the  pruning  in  the  vineyard  remained 
undone,  the  thorns  continued  to  grow, 
and  the  fruit  was  rotting  on  the  vine. 
Oh,  how  much  remains  undone  today; 
how  much  fruit  (lost  souls)  remains 
unpicked  because  Jesus  Christ  is  only 
our  Lord  in  theory  and  not  in  fact. 
The  Lordship  of  Christ  is  not  estab- 
lished in  one's  life  by  the  singing  of  a 
hymn  or  by  walking  down  the  aisle  of 
a  church.  It  comes  about  by  the 
obedience  of  a  life.  So  this  first  son 
knew  and  had  been  taught  the  will  of 
the  father.  So  have  you.  So  have  I. 

In  the  third  place,  the  son  had  ex- 
perienced the  patience  of  the  father. 
"Son,  ...  to  day."  How  long  the 
father  had  waited  for  the  son's  obedi- 
ence we  do  not  know.  Our  passage 
merely  says,  ".  .  .  afterward  he  re- 
pented, and  went."  Was  it  an  hour,  or 
many,  many  days?  The  Bible  does  not 
tell  us,  but  all  the  time  the  son  was 
saying,  "I  will  not,"  the  father's  pa- 
tience was  manifested  until  finally  the 
son  repented.  And  this  word  "re- 
pented" is  not  the  ordinary  New  Testa- 
ment word  which  means  "sorrow  for 
sin,"  but  this  word  conveys  the  idea 
of  chagrin  at  not  having  done  better. 

How  long  has  God  been  waiting 
for  some  of  us  to  be  obedient  to  His 
will?  How  long?  For  some  He  has 
waited  a  long,  long  time.  However 
long,  it  is  too  long.  It  ought  not  to 
be  a  moment  longer. 


The  danger  we  face  at  the  moment 
in  our  Brethren  family  of  churches  is 
that  of  procrastination  and  thus  miss- 
ing the  opportunity  now  setting  be- 
fore us.  This  is  the  day  of  grace.  But 
we  ought  not  to  leave  for  an  unreal  to- 
morrow what  God  calls  us  to  do  to- 
day. With  Jesus,  there  is  no  past,  pres- 
ent, or  future.  "Today  is  the  day  of 
salvation,"  and  "when"  in  the  will  of 
God  is  always  in  the  present.  It  is 
dangerously  easy  for  the  Christian  to 
procrastinate  in  spiritual  things.  Many 
of  us  are  continually  planning  to  be 
men  and  women  of  prayer  or  of  Bible 
study.  We  are  constantly  planning  on 
being  witnesses  for  Christ.  Tragically, 
these  things  are  always  in  the  future, 
when  God's  command  is  today— now— 
the  present;  not  tomorrow,  nor  next 
week,  nor  next  month  but  NOW! 
Again  I  want  to  remind  you  that  the 
issue  of  the  hour  is  one  of  obedience. 
God  works  through  obedient  sons  and 
daughters.  "Sons,  today,  today!" 

There  is  a  need  for  "Dedication, 
Now!"  We  heard  of  the  man  who  was 
converted  at  a  Salvation  Army  street 
meeting.  When  he  came  home  after 
his  first  attendance  at  a  meeting  he 
complained  to  his  bedfast  wife  that 
they  were  all  dressed  in  red  sweaters 
but  he  had  none.  So  his  wife  knitted 
him  one  the  next  week.  But  he  was 
still  dissatisfied  because  the  others  had 
writing  on  theirs.  So  his  wife,  being 
unable  to  read,  copied  a  sign  being 
painted  on  a  storefront  across  from 
their  apartment.  The  next  Sunday  the 
husband  returned  home  radiant,  ex- 
claiming, "they  all  said  I  had  the  best 
sweater  of  all!"  You  see  on  it  his  wife 
had  inscribed  these  words,  "This  busi- 
ness under  new  management." 

This  sums  up  the  need  of  this  hour 
for  Brethren  people,  the  need  of  "Dedi- 
cation, Now!"  How  can  we  say,  "I 
will  not,"  when  God  says,  "Go  work 
to  day  in  my  vineyard"?  Three  tragic 
words:  "I  will  not."  God  help  us  to 
strike  from  our  hearts  that  third  word 
-"not,"  and  to  say,  "I  will."  This  will 
turn,  what  up  to  now,  has  been  a  re- 
fusal, into  a  blessed  response.  God 
grant  that  these  truths  from  His  Word 
may  be  used  to  bring  in  each  of  our 
lives,  "Dedication,  Now!"  There  is 
work  in  the  Lord's  vineyard  undone  by 
The  Brethren  Church  and  it  will  remain 
so  until  we  catch  the  urgency  of  these 
words,  "Son,  go  work  to  day  in  my 
vineyard."  ▼ 
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Missions  in  Grace  Schools

^3  race  Schools  enter  into  their  thirty- 
second  year  of  operation  with  the  be- 
ginning of  this  school  term.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  the  blessing  of  God  has  been 
upon  both  the  seminary  and  the  college 
since  the  inception  of  each.  One  of 
the  mottos  of  Grace  has  been  "To 
know  Christ  and  to  make  Him  known." 
The  aim  has  been  to  make  this  a  world- 
wide accomplishment  with  the  school 
training  its  students  to  take  the  Gospel 
to  all  the  corners  of  the  earth.  Through 
the  years  its  graduates  have  been  doing 
just  that.  The  last  several  years  have 
witnessed  the  addition  of  a  department 
of  missions  to  the  teaching  program 
of  Grace.  The  department  has  already 
taken  its  place  as  an  instrument  of  the 
Lord  in  training  students  for  mission- 
ary work. 

The  incoming  student  body  of  600 
in  the  college  and  200  plus  in  the  semi- 
nary will  find  a  change  in  one  aspect 
of  their  missionary  education.  This 
year  at  Grace  a  new  program  will  be 
launched  which  will  incorporate  the 
Christian  Service  Department  with  the 
various  organizations  on  campus  such 
as  World  Missions  Fellowship,  Campus 


Crusade  and  Child  Evangelism.  The 
main  change  will  be  noted  in  the  col- 
lege because  of  the  larger  student 
body.  It  is  designed  to  lessen  con- 
fusion and  to  get  the  entire  student 
body  involved  in  witnessing.  The  de- 
partment of  missions  will  be  very  in- 
strumental in  making  the  program 
effective. 

One  reason  why  God  has  blessed  our 
schools  is  because  of  believers  who 
prayed.  Grace  Seminary  and  College 
were  born  in  a  prayer  meeting,  and 
they  will  continue  only  as  God's 
people  are  faithful  in  prayer  on  their 
behalf. 

Let  us  be  faithful  in  doing  our  part 
in  whatever  way  we  can  help  Grace 
Seminary  and  Grace  College.  They 
are  definitely  a  part  of  the  missionary 
program  of  our  church.  Pray  specifi- 
cally for  the  department  of  missions 
and  this  new  program  of  getting  stu- 
dents involved  in  Christian  witnessing. 
One  result  will  be  having  the  number 
of  pastorless  churches  reduced  sub- 
stantially and  also  having  more  candi- 
dates to  fill  the  vacancies  of  our  nine 
mission  fields.  T 
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Grace  College  and  Seminary  has  set 
an  all-time  enrollment  record  with  a 
combined  total  of  823  students  on 
campus  for  the  fall  semester  of  1969. 
This  is  almost  double  the  enrollment 
of  421  students  just  five  years  ago. 

The  largest  freshman  class  of  207 
students  pushed  the  college  enrollment 
to  599  for  a  6.6  percent  increase  over 
last  year,  double  the  predicted  national 
increase  in  college  enrollment. 

Seminary  enrollment  jumped  17 
percent  from  189  in  1968  to  224,  in- 
cluding 82  new  students.  Registered 
in  the  regular  three-year  Master  of 
Divinity  program  are  88  juniors,  63 
middlers  and  38  seniors.  Fourteen 
students  are  registered  in  the  two-year 
Master  of  Religious  Education  curricu- 
lum, six  are  special  students  and  three 
are  in  the  three-year  Theological  Di- 
ploma program. 

Fourteen  students  in  the  post- 
graduate division  includes  six  in  the 
Master  of  Theology  program  and  eight 
in  the  Doctor  of  Theology  program. 

Religiously,  the  students  come  from 


19  different  denominational  and  in- 
dependent groups.  Leading  in  the 
college  with  350  or  58.4  percent  of  the 
student  body,  is  the  National  Fellow- 
ship of  Brethren  Churches,  while  Bap- 
tists of  all  conventions  are  next  with 
89  students  or  15  percent.  In  the 
seminary,  the  Baptists  lead  with  98 
students  or  43  percent,  while  61  come 
from  the  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches  for  27  percent. 

Geographically,  the  students  come 
from  35  states  from  California  to 
Maine,  and  Washington  to  Florida.  At 
least  five  foreign  countries  are  repre- 
sented. 

According  to  Ron  Henry,  college 
registrar,  and  Dr.  Homer  A.  Kent,  Sr., 
seminary  registrar,  315  students  or 
37  percent  of  the  combined  college 
and  seminary  enrollments  are  new  on 
Grace  campus.  This  reflects  God's 
continued  blessing  upon  the  program 
of  Christian  higher  education  you  are 
supporting  with  your  gifts,  your  prayers 
and  your  young  men  and  women.

Two  Grace  College  and  Seminary 
alumni  have  been  named  cochairmen 
for  the  1969  Grace  Alumni  Fund  Cam- 
paign, October  1  through  December  31.

Dr.  Homer  A.  Kent,  Jr.,  dean  of 
Grace  Theological  Seminary,  was  ap- 
pointed Vice  President  of  Grace 
Schools  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on 
August  9,  1969.

Bob  Jones  University  in  1947. 

The  teaching  ministry  of  Dr.  Kent, 
Jr.,  began  in  1949  in  the  collegiate 
division  of  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary and  since  1951  he  has  served  con- 
tinuously as  a  professor  in  the  semi- 
nary, was  promoted  to  the  chairman- 
ship of  the  department  in  1962  and 
elevated  to  the  deanship  in  that  same 
year.  For  the  past  seven  years  he  has 
also  served  as  a  member  of  the  presi- 
dent's advisory  committee. 

Among  his  significant  contributions 
to  Christian  literature  is  the  book,  an 
exposition  of  The  Pastoral  Epistles, 
and  an  exposition  of  The  Gospel  of 
Matthew  which  is  included  in  the  Wy- 
cliffe  Bible  Commentary.  He  has  also 
written  numerous  articles  for  theo- 
logical quarterlies  and  magazines. 

Dr.  Kent  holds  an  office  in  the 
Winona  Lake  Brethren  Church  of  which

My  favorite  definition  of  evangelism 
i,  "Communicating  the  good  news  of 
he  Gospel."  This  may  not  satisfy 
veryone,  but  I  believe  it  is  clear 
nough  to  get  the  point  across.  How- 
ver,  it  is  not  the  definition  of  the 
/ord  with  which  I  am  particularly 
oncerned  here,  but  what  the  church 
i,  or  is  not,  doing  about  evangelism, 
"o  say  that  we  are  not  doing  all  that 
re  should  surely  is  a  charitable  evalu- 
tion.  Perhaps  one  of  the  reasons  why 
re  are  not  doing  all  that  we  should 
i  that  we  do  not  fully  realize  just 
tow  to  go  about  evangelizing;  we  have 
dealized  our  approach  to  the  subject. 

As  one  considers  this  subject  the 
irst  inclination  is  to  think  of  mass 
vangelism,  and  how  we  can  do  a  better 
Db  of  it,  or  to  feel  that  we  need  to 
tep  up  our  world-missions  ministry, 
■low  both  of  these  are  very  essential 
unctions  of  the  church,  and  will  nor- 
nally  result  if  we  have  basically  the 
iroper  approach  to  evangelism.  But 
he  heart  of  evangelism,  and  the  secret 
a  achieving  success  in  this  ministry  is 
ocked  up  in  the  hearts  of  individual 
nembers  of  the  body  of  Christ  on  the 
ocal  level,  wherever  that  body  of  be- 
ievers  may  be  found.    To  bring  them 


to  the  proper  place  of  service,  there 
must  be  a  continual  preaching  of  the 
Word  of  God,  and  all  that  Christ  taught 
about  our  relation  to  fellow  Christians 
and  to  the  people  around  us.  But  we 
must  also  practically  live  and  practice 
the  teaching  as  we  come  in  contact 
with  others.  There  can  be  no  full 
success  in  evangelism  until  and  unless 
we  have  a  genuine  love  for  others;  a 
love  put  into  our  hearts  by  our  personal 
experience  with  Jesus  Christ.  We 
simply  cannot  reach  the  unsaved  for 
Christ,  if  we  fail  to  practice  the  love 
of  Christ  with  our  associates  and  fellow 
Christians.  This  is  clearly  expressed  in 
Acts  2:46-47:  "And  they,  continuing 
daily  with  one  accord  in  the  temple, 
and  breaking  bread  from  house  to 
house,  did  eat  their  meat  with  gladness 
and  singleness  of  heart,  Praising  God, 
and  having  favour  with  all  the  people. 
And  the  Lord  added  to  the  church 
daily  such  as  should  be  saved." 

The  simplest  and  most  effective  way 
to  say  it  is  that— Christians  should  just 
be  Christians!  What  else  is  there  that 
can  be  said?  If  we  are  born-again 
children  of  God;  if  we  have  the  love  of 
God  in  our  hearts;  if  we  show  by  our 
lives  the  teachings  God  has  given  us  in 


His  Word;  if  we  have  a  love  for  souls 
and  see  them  as  though  they  are  on 
their  way  to  hell;  and  if  we  bear  our 
witness  as  the  Holy  Spirit  leads,  then 
we  will  be  Christians— and  evangelism 
will  normally  result.  We  will  be  doing 
what  comes  naturally-(spiritually) 
naturally! 

The  Christian  cannot  wait  for  that 
special  "soul-winning  opportunity." 
He  must  live  in  all  of  his  community 
at  home,  at  work,  at  school,  and  at 
church  as  a  child  of  God  and  he  will 
have  opportunities  to  share  daily  his 
faith  with  these  people  with  whom 
he  comes  in  contact.  This  is  the  way 
it  is  to  be!  Christ  puts  us  in  different 
communities  around  the  world,  but  He 
gives  to  all  of  us  normal,  natural  con- 
tacts through  which  we  can  practice 
evangelism.  A  requisite  for  all  Chris- 
tians is  that  they  must  be  so  fully 
dominated  by  the  Holy  Spirit  that  they 
will  live  out  Christ  in  their  lives  and 
will  claim  every  opportunity  to  bear 
witness  to  Christ,  the  only  One  who 
can  save  souls  and  give  them  true 
peace.  As  we  proceed  in  this  manner 
there  will  be  a  continual  ministry  of 
evangelism  and  there  will  be  no  lack 
of  workers  to  reach  people  in  the 
homeland  or  abroad.  ▼ 
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Forbid  Them  Not  I" 
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"But  Jesus  called  them  unto  him, 
and  said,  Suffer  little  children  to  come 
unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not:  for  of 
such  is  the  kingdom  of  God"  (Luke 
18:16). 

Is  it  necessary  that  we  try  to  win 
the  little  children  here  on  the  mission 
field  in  Argentina?  Is  it  necessary  that 
we  teach  them  about  the  Gospel  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ?  Or,  aren't  they  im- 
portant? 

Even  to  ask  these  questions  would 
be  to  doubt  the  words  of  our  Lord 
Jesus.  The  Pharisees  were  entangled 
in  their  self-righteousness  and  misjudg- 
ment  of  others  for  their  own  personal 
gain.  The  kingdom  of  God  can  be  re- 
ceived by  a  little  child  without  prob- 
lems, especially  those  of  position  and 
rank.  The  Apostle  Paul  wrote  to  young 
Timothy  saying,  "And  that  from  a 
child  thou  hast  known  the  holy  scrip- 
tures, which  are  able  to  make  thee  wise 
unto  salvation  through  faith  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus"  (II  Tim.  3:15).  In  the 
Old  Testament,  too,  we  have  many 
examples  of  children  who  were  taught 
the  Scriptures  and  became  great  men 
of  God,  wise  and  strong  in  the  faith. 

When  one  begins  to  think  that  a 
little  child  is  not  important  and  does 
not  need  the  teaching  of  the  Word,  his 
thinking  has  become  distorted  like  that 
of  the  Pharisee.  He  has  taken  to  be  a 
small  thing  that  which  God  counts  as 
great.  Many  people  of  the  world  are 
expressing  themselves  in  violent  ways 
because  as  little  children  they  never 
heard  of  Christ's  invitation,  or  never 
accepted  it.  The  Lord  Jesus  has  ad- 
monished us  to  let  the  little  children 


come  unto  Him,  and  not  to  forbid 
them.  Could  it  be  you  and  I  who  have 
counted  as  a  small  thing  that  which 
God  counts  as  great— a  little  child?  His 
reproach  then  is  to  us,  as  it  was  to 
those  of  that  day,  not  to  turn  the  chil- 
dren away.  And  what  a  responsibility 
really  is  ours  when  He  says,  "But  who- 
so shall  offend  one  of  these  little  ones 
which  believe  in  me,  it  were  better  for 
him  that  a  millstone  were  hanged  about 
his  neck,  and  that  he  were  drowned 
in  the  depth  of  the  sea"  (Matt.  18:6).

The  future  world  lies  in  the  hands 
of  the  little  children  of  today.  Since 
our  fundamental  beliefs  admonish  us 
that  the  only  future  for  this  world  is 
the  Gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
our  understanding  of  this  should  take 
us  directly  to  the  child.  To  teach  him 
the  Holy  Scriptures  is  to  prepare  for  a 


future.  To  neglect  him  is  to  neglect 
the  future  of  the  Lord's  work  and  that 
which  Jesus  called  the  "greatest  in  the 
kingdom  of  heaven." 

Here  in  Argentina  we  find  that  it  is 
worthwhile  to  teach  these  little  ones 
the  Scriptures.  We  know  that  the  seed 
planted  in  a  little  life  is  precious  and 
will  bring  forth  fruit.  Here,  as  in  the 
homeland,  we  have  seen  parents  won 
to  Christ  because  of  the  faith  of  little 
ones.  Christian  day  school,  Good  News 
Clubs,  and  Sunday  schools  are  means 
used  of  the  Lord  to  reach  and  instruct 
the  child  in  Argentina. 

Pray  that  we  will  be  able  to  reach 
more  children  for  Him.  We  know  that 
the  heart  of  Jesus  is  tender  toward 
those  who  are  little  and  also  toward 
those  who  seek  to  win  and  instruct  the 
little  ones  in  the  Word.  As  He  has  said, 
"And  whoso  shall  receive  one  such 
little  child  in  my  name  receiveth  me." 
"Even  so  it  is  not  the  will  of  your 
Father  which  is  in  heaven,  that  one  of 
these  little  ones  should  perish"  (Matt. 
18:5,  14).  * 
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X*all  to  me  and  I  will  answer  you, 
and  will  teach  you  great  and  hidden 
things  which  you  have  not  known" 
(Jer.  33:3,  translation  from  Spanish). 

Always  I  have  liked  to  hear  and  read 
testimonies  of  how  the  faithfulness  of 
God  has  been  as  a  rock  to  sustain, 
bless,  guard,  and  guide  across  the  years. 
And  now  it  is  my  privilege  to  tell  you 
how  the  faithfulness  of  God  has  been 
present— "Yea  and  amen"— in  my  own 
life. 

When  I  think  of  my  infancy  and 
youth,  I  can  see  how  the  Lord  put  His 
hand  upon  my  life;  and  I  have  to  thank 
God  with  all  my  heart  for  His  faithful- 
ness in  answering  the  prayers  of  my 
parents,  missionaries,  and  Sunday- 
school  teachers.

Things  Great  and  Hidden 


AN  APT  DESCRIPTION,  REALLY

were  based  in  the  Book  of  Acts.  I  re- 
member especially  how  she  spoke  upon 
the  sixteenth  chapter  of  that  book, 
and  how  she  explained  the  plan  of  sal- 
vation so  clearly  and  simply  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  began  His  work  in  my 
heart.  A  few  years  after  that  I  gave 
my  heart  to  the  Lord,  and  since  that 
day  the  faithfulness  of  God  has  been 
continual  in  my  life. 

One  day,  Mrs.  Anita  de  Rampollo 
told  me:  "You  ought  to  begin  to  pray 
for  a  husband;  the  Lord  has  one  pre- 
pared for  you  since  'before  the  founda- 
tion of  the  world.'  '  At  that  time  I 
did  not  understand  exactly  what  she 
wanted  to  tell  me,  but  I  do  now. 

Soon  the  days  of  camps,  confer- 
ences, and  Bible  Institute  arrived,  and 
then  after  that  I  helped  the  missionaries 
for  one  year  in  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

The  conviction  that  the  Lord  want- 
ed me  in  the  mission  field  carried  me 
to  Buenos  Aires  to  the  British  Hospital 
to  study  to  be  a  nurse.  Many  things 
changed,  but  the  faithfulness  of  God 
remained  all  through  those  years,  al- 
ways the  same. 

Then  arrived  also  the  time  of  choos- 
ing the  husband  that  the  Lord  had  se- 
lected from  "before  the  foundation  of 
the  world"  .  .  .  but  .  .  .  which  one? 
How  wonderful  that  I  could  think  then 
in  the  faithfulness  of  God.  I  prayed 
for  years  that  the  Lord  would  show  me 
and  not  permit  me  to  make  a  mistake. 
Jeremiah  33:3  promised  me  that  He 
would  "answer"  and  "teach."  And 
here  again  He  was  faithful. 

The  Lord  gave  me  the  husband  that 
He  had  for  me  in  the  person  of  Ray

Davis,  a  man  of  God  with  a  tender 
heart,  and  a  heart  full  of  love  and 
passion  for  lost  souls. 

"Call  to  me  and  I  will  answer  you, 
and  will  teach  you  great  and  hidden 
things  which  you  have  not  known." 

Here  again  the  Lord  was  faithful  in 
answering  and  teaching,  but  this  time 
there  were  great  things,  and  things  that 
to  my  human  mind  were  hidden. 

The  Lord  has  His  time,  His  hour, 
His  minute  to  teach  things  both  great 
and  small  in  the  lives  of  His  children. 
I  say  "great"  and  "hidden,"  because 
after  we  were  married  the  Lord  guided 
us  to  Canada  for  one  year,  and  this 
meant  that  I  must  leave  my  country, 
my  parents,  my  brother,  my  sisters, 
and  my  friends,  without  knowing  if  I 
would  get  to  see  them  again. 

After  that  His  hand  guided  us  to  the 
United  States  where  my  husband  went 
to  the  college  and  seminary  that  our 
church  has  there.  Ten  years  have  gone 
by  since  we  came  here,  and  within  a 
few  weeks  my  husband  will  graduate 
from  seminary.  These  were  years  of 
struggle  and  victories,  the  years  that 
the  Lord  used  to  mold  us  to  His  image. 
They  were  not  easy  years,  they  were 
hard  and  of  much  work,  physical, 
mental,  and  spiritual.  But  here  again 
the  faithfulness  of  God  was  shown 
with  all  His  power  and  grace  to  sus- 
tain, bless,  supply  our  material  needs, 
spiritual  needs,  and  also  mental  needs 

In  the  past  and  in  the  present,  God 
has  been  and  is  faithful,  and  how 
beautiful  it  is  that  we  are  able  to  trust 
and  depend  on  Him  for  the  future.  He 
has  a  plan  for  our  lives  which  is  perfect, 
and  in  Him  we  are  trusting,  hoping 
that  with  the  conviction  in  our  hearts 
that  God,  who  guided  us  in  the  past 
and  in  the  present  with  His  faithful- 
ness, will  not  abandon  us  in  the  future. 

Let  us  rejoice  together  in  these 
moments  for  His  faithfulness  toward 
us.

Second,  there  are  others  who  seem 
to  feel  that  they  have  now  graduated 
from  this  calling.  Their  attitude  seems 
to  be:  "I've  served  the  Lord  for  many 
years.  Now  let  the  younger  people  do 
it."  As  long  as  Christ  leaves  you  and 
me  in  this  world  our  commission  and 
primary  task  will  be  to  spread  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  We  will  be  held 
eternally  responsible  for  how  we  per- 
sonally fulfill  this  command!  No 
matter  who  you  are,  what  your  age 
may  be,  or  what  specific  work  God  has

ow  and  when  do  you  know  if 
God  has  called  you  to  the  mission 
field?  I  want  to  do  the  Lord's  will, 
but  I'm  not  sure  if  I  should  go  to  the 
mission  field.  How  can  I  know  God's 
will  for  my  life?"  Almost  every  pastor, 
evangelist  and  youth  worker  has  heard 
these  questions  and  remarks  not  once 
but  over  and  over  again.  Young  people, 
particularly  toward  the  close  of  high 
school  years,  are  often  perplexed  and 
unsure  of  their  future,  especially  as 
they  think  of  its  relation  to  the  will  of 
God.  This  article  is  addressed  primarily 
to  that  group  and  is  written  in  the  hope 
that  it  will  make  some  of  the  answers 
to  those  questions  easier  and  decisions 
more  clear. 

Called  and  Commissioned 

It  should  be  made  clear  that  there  is 
no  question  about  your  call  to  serve 
the  Lord  or  your  primary  work  in  life. 
If  you  are  a  Christian,  no  matter  what 
your  age  or  how  long  you  have  been 
saved,  your  primary  work  in  life  will 
always  be  to  get  out  the  Gospel— to 
witness  for  Jesus  Christ.  Jesus  clearly 
stated  that  He  left  us  in  the  world  for 
one  purpose,  to  spread  the  Gospel 
(Matt.    28:19-20;    John    15:16;    Acts

led  you  to  do,  your  first  call  from  God 
is  to  tell  others  that  Jesus  saves.  This 
call  applies  to  all. 


Not  "If"  But  "Where' 
"In  What  Way" 


and 


If  you  are  a  young  person  in  teen  or 
college  years,  there  is  one  issue  which 
you  must  face  if  you  want  to  be  a 
Christian  in  the  will  of  God-one 
question  you  must  ask  yourself.  You 
must  consider  what  your  part  and 
place  shall  be  in  the  spread  of  the 
Gospel  for  the  rest  of  your  life.  "Where 
does  God  want  me  to  witness  for  Him? 
What  is  my  part  to  be  in  fulfilling  the 
Great  Commission?"  These  questions 
you  must  answer  if  you  honestly  want 
to  be  a  Christian  in  the  will  of  God. 
How  sad  have  been  the  stories  I  have 
heard  from  aged  people  who  with  tears 
of  regret  have  told  me  of  their  refusal 
to  face  this  issue  in  their  younger 
days.  How  inviting  seemed  the  future 
then.  How  wonderful  seemed  that 
person  they  were  about  to  marry, 
though  out  of  the  will  of  God.  How 
full  of  confidence  they  were  in  their 
own  ability.  True  then— but  how  deep 
the  remorse  now! 

I  do  not  say  that  you  must  go  to 
the  mission  field,  must  serve  in  the 
pastorate,  must  be  an  evangelist,  must 
teach  in  a  Christian  school,  or  any 
other  phase  of  full-time  Christian  serv- 
ice, but  I  do  say  that  to  experience 
the  leadership  and  blessing  of  God  for 
the  remainder  of  your  life  you  must 
seek  the  Lord's  will  with  an  open  mind 
in  this  most  important  issue.  Where 
and  in  what  way  does  God  want  you 
to  serve  Him  in  your  life's  work?  His 
direction  may  change  during  your  life- 
time, but  you  should  seek  to  set  your 
course  for  life  in  the  direction  in 
which  He  may  lead.  There  is  no 
question  about  your  call  to  witness 
—only  the  place  and  in  what  particular 
way. 

Have  You  Been 
Called  to  the  Mission  Field? 

Sorry,  but  if  you  expected  a  short, 
clear  answer,  you're  not  going  to  get  it. 
Only  the  Holy  Spirit  can  answer  that 
question  for  you— but  He  can  and  will 
answer  it.  May  I  help  you  by  saying 
that  the  will  of  God  is  not  hard  to 
find.    Just  determine  to  be  in  it,  yield 


yourself  to  the  Holy  Spirit  today,  and 
take  the  next  step  that  He  has  shown 
you  right  now.  God  is  not  in  the 
business  of  hiding  His  will  from  His 
children!  He  may  make  us  wait  for 
His  leading  for  a  time  to  teach  us  more 
about  prayer,  patience  and  faith,  but 
He  will  most  surely  lead  us  into  His 
will  if  we  want  it.  Don't  worry  about 
it,  and  don't  be  afraid  of  it.  You  are 
His  child,  He  loves  you,  and  He  will 
give  you  His  best. 

Let  me  make  a  few  suggestions  con- 
cerning how  to  discern  the  will  of  God. 
First,  there  must  be  a  genuine  com- 
mitment to  Christ  as  the  Lord  of  your 
life.  Are  you  sure  you  want  His  will? 
Is  He  your  Lord?  Again  let  me  say, 
don't  be  afraid  of  Him.  He  loves  you. 
Second,  you  must  have  an  open  mind 
to  His  leadership.  All  of  us  have  too 
often  asked  God  to  bless  our  plans 
rather  than  having  an  open  mind  to 
His  will.  Third,  seek  to  learn  the  need. 
Have  you  ever  wondered  why  a  greater 
percentage  of  children  from  missionary 
families  return  to  the  mission  field 
than  from  any  other  type  of  family? 
Why  is  it  that  a  greater  number  of  mis- 
sionary volunteers  have  presented 
themselves  before  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  as  candidates  after  a  Chair  of 
Missions  was  established  at  Grace  Col- 
lege? Why  is  it  that  a  missionary 
comes  home  on  furlough  and  some 
months  later  candidates  for  that  field 
begin  to  present  themselves?  All  these 
have  seen  a  need!  It  was  when 
Isaiah  heard  God  say,  "Whom  shall  I 
send,  and  who  will  go  for  us?"  that  he 
answered,  "Here  am  I;  send  me"  (Isa. 
6:8).  Seek  to  learn  the  need. 


In  conclusion,  I  want  to  ask  every 
reader  two  questions.  First,  whoever 
you  may  be,  are  you  facing  the  fact 
that  you  have  been  called  of  God  to 
get  the  Gospel  out— no  matter  what 
your  age  or  vocation  in  life  may  be? 
How  faithful  have  you  been?  Are  you 
witnessing  or  offering  excuses? 
Second,  if  you  are  a  young  person, 
have  you  honestly  sought  the  will  of 
the  Lord  as  to  what  your  part  and 
place  in  life  should  be  in  the  spread 
of  the  Gospel?  I  don't  know  if  God 
wants  you  on  the  mission  field,  but 
there  are  a  lot  of  young  people  who  are 
not  facing  that  issue  because  I  am  sure 
it  is  God's  will  for  a  lot  more  to  be 
going  than  are  going.  You  have  been 
called  to  witness  for  Christ.  You  have 
only  to  determine  in  what  place  and  in 
what  way.  Have  you  faced  this  issue? 
Maybe  you  have  been  called!  ▼

Children's  School  in  the  Central  African  Republic.  They  will 
also  serve  in  the  areas  of  teaching  and  station  maintenance  as 
time  permits.  Present  families  on  the  field  have  assumed 
added  responsibilities  in  order  to  care  for  the  needs  of  the 
school.  For  the  physical  as  well  as  the  spiritual  well-being  of 
all  concerned,  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  must  do  all 
within  its  power  to  get  this  family  to  the  field  as  quickly  as 
possible  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  missionary  children  who 
are  living  in  the  dorm.  Support  is  needed  before  they  can 
fulfill  this  assignment.

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The  Missing 
Motive  in 
Missions 


An  analysis  of  Protestant  foreign 
mission  activity  was  made  by  the 
Roman  Catholic  scholar,  Professor 
Pierre  Charles.  He  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  four  basic  motives  had 
progressively  stimulated  the  Protestant 
foreign  mission  program.  In  the  eight- 
eenth century,  claimed  Professor 
Charles,  the  motive  which  compelled 
Christians  to  spread  the  Gospel  was 
the  fear  of  God.  This  motive,  we  are 
informed,  was  championed  by  John 
Wesley,  who  looked  upon  God  as  a 
righteous  Judge,  and  preached  on  hell 
with  enthusiasm.  The  second  motive 
that  he  lists  dwelt  upon  the  love  of 
God,  and  gained  ascendancy  about 
1850.  The  third  concentrated  on  the 
love  of  man  and  became  popular  during 
the  Second  World  War.  Today,  accord- 
ing to  Professor  Charles,  the  Protestant 
missionary  motive  centers  in  the  fear 
of  man:  the  potential  for  evil  in  the 
unconverted  human  race  is  so  frighten- 
ing that  Christians  are  compelled  to 
engage  in  missionary  activity  for  the 
survival  of  the  human  race  itself. 

All  of  this  is  an  oversimplification 
of  the  case.  The  grouping  may  serve 
as  a  handy  reference  point  upon  which 
the  professor  based  his  mission  studies, 
but  it  is  doubtful  whether  these  mo- 
tives ever  stood  alone  as  the  major 
compelling  force  which  drove  Chris- 
tians to  the  dedication  of  missionary 
life.  Without  doubt  parts  of  the  first 
three  motives  can  be  found  in  the 
large  percentage  of  Christian  mission 
activity  in  any  period  of  history.  How- 
ever, I  believe  we  can  state  categori- 
cally that  the  last-mentioned  motive 
(fear  of  man)  forms  no  part  in  the 
motivation  of  evangelical  Christian  mis- 
sionaries. 

But  what  about  that  motivation 
which  comes  from  a  Christian's  knowl- 
edge of  the  teaching  of  Scripture  with 
respect  to  judgment?  Is  this  an  inferior 


motive  not  worthy  of  Christian  accept- 
ance? Are  we  to  censor  John  Wesley 
for  championing  such  a  motive,  or  dis- 
associate ourselves  from  Jonathan  Ed- 
wards because  he  preached  on  the 
theme,  "Sinners  in  the  Hands  of  an 
Angry  God"? 

A  belief  in  future  retribution  may 
be  a  terrifying  doctrine,  but  it  is  no 
less  true  on  that  account.  The  Bible 
teaches— and  to  this  the  Christian 
church  down  through  the  centuries 
has  held— that  people  who  do  not  re- 
pent and  take  the  Son  of  God,  Jesus 
Christ,  as  their  Saviour,  will  be  judged 
and  condemned  to  a  future  state  of 
everlasting  punishment  (John  3:36; 
Rev.  20:11-15).  Therefore,  it  is  dis- 
turbing to  see  that  this  motivation  is 
passing  from  the  scene  in  foreign 
missions. 

One  example  of  this  missing  moti- 
vation showed  up  recently  in  a  survey 
taken  among  students  at  the  Inter- 
Varsity  Missionary  Conference  at  Ur- 
bana,  Illinois,  in  1968.  It  was  deter- 
mined that  less  than  40  percent  of 
the  students  take  the  position  that 
a  person  not  hearing  the  Gospel  is 
lost. 

The  effect  of  this  opinion  is  influ- 
encing the  approach  to  missions  in  a 
subtle  way.  There  is  a  great  desire 
not  only  on  the  part  of  young  people, 
but  on  the  part  of  many  American 
Christians,  to  get  involved  with  peoples 
of  different  cultures,  especially  in  the 
underdeveloped  countries  of  the  world. 
Short-term  missionary  service,  Peace 
Corps,  and  the  VISTA  programs  do 
not  lack  for  volunteers  who  are  willing 
to  spend  a  part  of  their  lives  in  a 
culture  and  standard  of  living  different 
from  what  they  are  used  to  in  order 
to  be  of  assistance  to  the  physical 
needs  of  the  human  race.  Humanity, 
in  the  opinion  of  many,  is  no  longer 
divided  into  the  saved  and  the  lost,  but 
rather  into  the  "haves"  and  the  "have- 
nots."  It  is  now  the  responsibility  of 
the  "haves"  to  help  the  "have-nots" 
to  have. 

Such  a  motive  may  lead  a  person  to 
dedicate  a  few  years  of  his  life  to  the 
betterment  of  humanity  without  one's 
concerning  himself  with  the  eternal 
welfare  of  the  human  race  or  of  man's 
relationship  to  his  Creator.  If  God  is 
not  to  be  feared,  if  there  is  no  judg- 
ment, if  there  is  no  final  retribution, 
then  perhaps  Christian  missions  should 
give  priority  to  bettering  the  physical 


lives  of  the  peoples  of  the  world.  To 
take  the  message  of  salvation  through 
the  shed  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  on  the 
cross  of  Calvary,  and  to  teach  that  men 
who  do  not  believe  this  message  are 
eternally  lost,  does  not  necessarily 
result  in  a  better  life  for  those  who 
believe.  In  many  cases  it  means  just 
the  opposite— persecution,  loss  of  job, 
loss  of  respect  in  the  community;  it 
means  to  be  despised,  to  be  ridiculed, 
to  give  up  any  hope  of  advancement  in 
position,  and  in  some  cases  it  even 
means  death.  History  testifies  that  of- 
ten folks  are  worse  off  socially  and 
economically  by  becoming  Christians. 

Logic  would  thus  lead  us  to  con- 
clude that  there  are  peoples  who  may 
be  better  off  according  to  the  standards 
of  the  world  without  the  Gospel-that 
is,  if  there  is  no  judgment.  It  would, 
of  course,  be  a  commendable  and 
humanitarian  act  to  help  them  solve 
their  social,  physical,  and  economic 
problems.  But  from  the  Christian 
viewpoint  man's  problem  extends 
much  deeper  than  a  low  standard  of 
■living  or  a  sick  body. 

Humanity  outside  of  Jesus  Christ  is 
lost-hopelessly  alienated  from  God. 
And  although  it  is  the  Christian's  re- 
sponsibility to  visit  the  fatherless  and 
widows  in  their  affliction  (James  1:13), 
to  bind  up  the  wounds  of  the  oppressed 
(Luke  10:34),  and  to  feed  the  hungry 
(Matt.  25:31-46),  it  is  also  his  respon- 
sibility to  warn  of  the  judgment  of 
God  upon  a  disobedient  race  (Ezek. 
3:18)  and  to  preach  redemption  in 
Jesus  Christ.  Admittedly,  the  fear  of 
God  may  be  an  insufficient  motive  for 
the  missionary;  it  needs  to  be  coupled 
with  that  motive  which  springs  from 
love  for  and  obedience  to  Jesus  Christ 
(II  Cor.  5:14;  Matt.  28:19),  but  it  can 
be  disregarded  only  at  the  expense  of  an 
effective  missionary  thrust. l-JWZ     ▼ 

1a  modern  school  textbook  insinuates  that 
Jonathan  Edwards  was  relieved  of  his  post 
because  his  congregation  could  not  stomach 
his  harsh  views  of  the  wrath  of  God.  This, 
of  course,  is  utter  nonsense.  He  resigned  his 
charge  when  he  found  himself  involved  in  a 
dispute  after  an  attempt  on  his  part  to 
prohibit  ^some  of  the  younger  members  of 
his  congregation  from  perusing  certain  books 
which  in  his  opinion  were  obscene.  The 
school  text  further  suggests  that  Edwards 
was  forced  to  go  among  the  Indians  where 
his  doctrines  would  be  less  harmful.  The 
writer  fails  to  note,  however,  that  Jonathan 
Edwards  was  so  highly  thought  of  among 
his  peers  that  he  was  called  to  succeed 
President  Burr  of  Princeton  College,  New

Somehow,  too,  the  missionaries  are 
forced  to  live  without  being  blasted 
out  of  bed  every  morning  by  a  factory 
whistle,  without  having  their  sleep  dis- 
turbed by  the  2  a.m.  street  cleaners,

don't  even  benefit  from  Walter  Cronk- 
ite's  daily  voice  of  doom,  or  the  in- 
tellectual challenge  of  a  TV  program 
like  "Hee  Haw"  or  "Beverly  Hillbillies." 
They  don't  get  a  daily  newspaper  to 
keep  them  up  to  the  minute  on  the 
latest  robberies,  rapes,  riots,  and  mur- 
ders. One  wonders  how  they  ever 
manage. 

They  also  miss  out  on  seeing  bill- 
boards lining  the  highways.  They  have 
to  look  at  trees  and  grass  and  rivers 
just  the  way  God  made  them.  When 
they  look  up  into  the  sky  over  Bata 
they  see  pastel  blue  instead  of  smoggy 
gray.  At  night  the  stars  stand  out  in 
startling  contrast  against  the  inky  black- 
ness. Those  stars  are  still  up  there.  I 
was  beginning  to  think  they  had 
stopped  shining. 

Missionaries  miss  the  fellowship  of 
others.  Some  of  them  are  rather  iso- 
lated. To  make  up  for  this  they  have 
to  develop  a  greater  affection  for  each 
other.  The  children  make  aunts  and 
uncles  out  of  all  the  other  missionaries. 
Simple  joys  and  heavy  burdens  are 
shared  by  all.  They  love  each  other. 
This  is  their  way  of  compensating  for 
what  they  miss  by  leaving  America's 
shores.  Terrible,  isn't  it? 

Let  me  tell  you  something  else  they 
miss.  They  miss  the  frustration  of  hav- 
ing said  no  to  God's  command  to  go 
and  teach  the  Gospel.  Instead  they 
have  the  joy  of  knowing  that  they  have 
obeyed  the  Great  Commission.  They 
miss  the  frustration  of  ministering  to 
gospel-hardened  individuals  to  whom 
Christianity  means  only  a  name  on  a 
church  roll  or  a  token  attendance  in 
church  several  times  a  year.  And,  in 
Africa  where  the  results  are  so  evident, 
they  miss  the  discouragement  of  look- 
ing at  empty  church  seats  every  Sun- 
day. The  Africans  fill  their  churches.

The  chaplain  ministry  com- 
prises a  continuing  program  of  pastoral 
counseling,  and  visiting,  including  regu- 
lar visits  to  flightlines,  alert  facilities, 
confinement  facilities,  homes,  and  so 
forth."  The  U.S.  Army  and  Navy  have 
similar  programs.

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NEW  YORK  (EP)-What  does  Pastor  Ernest  T. 
Campbell  think  of  Carl  Mclntire's  "Christian  Mani- 
festo" nailed  to  the  portal  of  his  Riverside  Church? 

It's  a  document  "without  substance,  resting  on 
a  marshy  foundation  of  innuendos  and  self-pity," 
said  Dr.  Campbell. 

The  Bible  Presbyterian  minister  had  read  his 
manifesto  from  the  steps  of  the  church  and  later 
attached  it  to  the  door.  He  demanded  $3  billion 
in  "reparations"  from  the  mainstream  Protestant 
denominations  affiliated  with  the  National  Council 
of  Churches  and  an  "immediate  contribution"  of 
$5  million  from  Riverside  Church. 

The  demands,  according  to  Mclntire,  would  con- 
stitute monetary  compensation  for  Bible-believing 
Christians  who  have  "suffered  persecution  and 
affliction  at  the  hands  of  apostates,  modernists  and 
unbelievers." 

NEW  YORK  (EP)-On  her  first  Sunday  in  office 
as  president  of  the  24th  session  of  the  U.N.  Gener- 
al Assembly,  Miss  Angie  Brooks  of  Liberia  sought 
out  an  evangelical  church. 

Madame  President  found  herself  in  the  worship 
service  of  Calvary  Baptist  Church  at  123  W.  57  St. 

Pastor  Stephen  Olford  was  out  of  town,  how- 
ever, and  the  congregation  didn't  know  the  dis- 
tinguished visitor  was  with  them  until  after  the 
service  when  Associate  Minister  Edwin  Mitchell 
had  an  opportunity  to  greet  Miss  Brooks. 

The  spunky  leading  lady  at  the  U.N.  is  not 
ashamed  to  declare  herself  the  daughter  of  an  im- 
poverished, Protestant,  African  pastor  or  that  she 
worked  her  way  through  Shaw  University  in 
Raleigh,  N.C.,  by  washing  dishes  and  scrubbing 
floors. 

BISMARCK,  N.D.  (EP)-A  group  of  North 
Dakota  legislators  has  declined  to  tamper  with  two 
North  Dakota  laws  which  permit  Bible  reading  in 
public  schools  and  require  display  of  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments in  all  classrooms. 

One  attempt  to  recommend  that  the  Legislature 
wipe  the  laws  off  the  books  was  overwhelmingly 
defeated  on  a  voice  vote. 

Officials  say  only  a  small  minority  of  public 
school  teachers  now  read  the  Bible  in  North 
Dakota  classrooms  and  very  few  schools  meet  the 
requirement  that  placards  containing  the  Com- 
mandments be  hung  in  every  classroom— from  one- 


room  rural  schools  to  university  lecture  halls. 
Neither  law  has  been  challenged  in  the  courts. 

MINNEAPOLIS  (EP)-The  minister  of  a  United 
Presbyterian  church  called  for  a  new  understanding 
of  evangelism  in  a  position  paper  at  the  U.S.  Con- 
gress on  Evangelism  here. 

Dr.  Richard  C.  Halverson  explained  that  "evan- 
gelism is  something  that  is  happening  all  the  time 
when  the  church  is  truly  community,  truly  in 
fellowship,  truly  renewing." 

A  congregation  without  community  cannot  ful- 
fill its  evangelistic  mission,  Halverson  stated  to 
some  4,700  registrants  at  the  national  congress. 

"Conversely,"  he  added,  "when  a  congregation 
is  spiritually  healthy,  that  is,  committed  to  Jesus 
Christ  and  to  each  other  and  constrained  by  a  self- 
less concern  for  all  men,  evangelism  will  occur 
spontaneously,  effortlessly,  continuously,  effec- 
tively." 

This  understanding,  said  the  pastor  of  the 
Fourth  Presbyterian  Church  of  Washington,  D.C., 
"might  help  to  dissolve  the  destructive  polarization 
between  evangelism  and  social  responsibility  which 
is  rending  the  church." 


PASADENA,  CALIF.  (EP)-The  Sunday  radio 
program  of  the  late  Charles  E.  Fuller  will  feature 
David  Allan  Hubbard  as  permanent  speaker  begin- 
ning October  5,  1969,  according  to  Daniel  P.

sound." 

The  world-wide  radio  program  is  the  world's 
oldest  continuous  broadcast  of  the  Gospel. 

The  format  of  "The  Joyful  Sound"  features  the 
popular  "Old  Fashioned  Revival  Hour"  choral  en- 
semble which  H.  Leland  Green  has  directed  for 
25  years.  The  choir  is  accompanied  by  famed 
pianist  Rudy  Atwood  and  organist  Anne  Ortlund. 

"The  Joyful  Sound"  was  the  title  chosen, 
according  to  the  new  speaker,  because  "it  captures 
the  excitement  of  the  Christian  message,  the  good 
news  that  God  has  shown  His  love  in  Jesus  Christ."

Everything  the  Church  does  is 
not  evangelism,  but  everything  the 
Church  does  should  be  evangelistic. 
That  is  to  say,  in  conventional  terms, 
no  member  of  the  Church  is  telling  the 
Gospel  all  the  time  (not  even  the  pro- 
fessional evangelist);  nor  will  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  engage  in  telling 
the  Gospel  some  of  the  time  (men 
simply  do  not  have  the  gift  of  verbal- 
izing, for  many  different  reasons).  But 
the  total  Church,  individually  and 
collectively,  ought  to  be  witnessing  to 
the  redemptive  love  of  God  in  Christ 
in  all  that  they  do  all  the  time.  Wit- 
ness by  presence  and  performance  as 
well  as  proclamation,  are  the  product 
of  the  Spirit-filled  life." 

These  words  by  Dr.  Richard  C. 
Halverson  reflect  the  heartbeat  of  the 
first  United  States  Congress  on  Evan- 
gelism which  was  held  in  Minneapolis 
on  September  8-13.  Five  thousand 
pastors,  laymen,  evangelists  and  de- 
nominational executives  from  fifty 
states,  ten  nations  and  ninety-three 
denominations  participated  in  the 
unique  Congress  which  originated  as 
an  outgrowth  of  the  World  Congress 
on  Evangelism  in  Berlin  in  1966. 

Dr.  Billy  Graham  served  as  Honorary 
Chairman  of  the  Congress.  Dr.  Oswald 
C.  J.  Hoffman,  National  Chairman, 
stated  that  the  hopes  of  the  Congress 
were  to  "help  people  take  part  in  the 
work  of  the  Gospel,  to  help  them 
vouch  for  the  truth  of  the  Gospel,  and

to  help  people  participate  in  the  prog- 
ress of  the  Gospel,  so  that  Christ's 
men  and  women  may  have  more  con- 
fidence in  the  Lord  and  may  grow 
bolder  all  the  time  in  speaking  of  the 
Word  of  God  without  fear." 

The  Congress  program  included  such 
outstanding  speakers  as  Dr.  Leighton 
Ford,  Dr.  Harold  Lindsell,  Anglican 
Archbishop  Marcus  L.  Loane,  Mr.  Keith 
Miller,  Senator  Mark  O.  Hatfield,  Dr. 
Paul  S.  Rees,  Dr.  Myron  Augsburger, 
Evangelists  Ford  Philpot  and  Tom 
Skinner,  and  Dr.  Kenneth  L.  Chafin. 

Forty-two  different  "How  to  do  it" 
workshops  were  conducted  each  day 
providing  opportunities  for  the  dele- 
gates to  load  up  with  an  unlimited 
number  of  new  ideas  and  methods  on 
how  to  get  the  job  of  evangelism 
accomplished  more  effectively. 

The  Congress  showed  real  evan- 
gelical strength.  Most  every  challenge 
emphasized  in  some  way  the  lostness 
and  hopelessness  of  unregenerated 
men,  the  urgency  of  this  revolutionary 
hour,  and  the  complete  adequacy  of 
Jesus  Christ  to  redeem  and  restore. 

The  "generation  gap"  problem  was 
fully  discussed,  although  it  was  recog- 


nized that  there  are  many  wonderful 
young  people  active  in  the  churches 
of  today.  That  there  are  "hippies"  and 
others  unreached,  was  dramatically 
presented  Wednesday  night,  when  two 
students  from  the  University  of  Minne- 
sota were  evicted  from  the  auditorium 
by  the  ushers,  when  it  appeared  that 
they  were  going  to  attempt  to  ask  a 
question  from  the  floor  of  one  of  the 
speakers.  Cries  of  "No!  No!"  were 
heard  from  the  audience  as  they  were 
taken  out.  Later  Congress  leaders 
apologized  to  them  and  youth  workers 
prevailed  upon  them  to  return  for  the 
remainder  of  the  session.  The  incident 
pointed  out  in  sharp  etching  one  of  the 
problems  the  Congress  was  considering. 

It  was  Dr.  Leighton  Ford  who  re- 
minded the  Congress  that  we,  the 
Church,  share  a  common  concern  with 
the  world:  "Which  way  do  we  go  from 
here  to  make  a  new  world?  There  are 
some  who  say,  'Learn  '-education  is 
the  way.  Some  say,  'Earn '-economic 
development  will  solve  our  problems. 
Some  voices  are  crying,  'Burn  '-society 
is  so  corrupt  we  must  destroy  it.  But, 
Jesus  Christ  says,  'Turn. '  Be  converted. 
Put  your  trust  in  God.  Seek  first  His 
will.  Then  you  can  be  part  of  the  new 
world  God  is  making." 

With  much  emphasis  at  heart,  the 
overall  impact  of  the  U.S.  Congress  on 
Evangelism  is  sure  to  be  felt  in  the 
congregations  and  communities  of  all 
those  who  attended.  T 
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lo  doubt  many  of  you  have  been 
called  upon  by  the  so-called  "Jehovah's 
Witnesses."  There  are  many  Christians 
who  believe  they  are  just  an  off-brand 
of  Christian;  others  know  practically 
nothing  of  the  Witnesses,  other  than 
the  fact  that  they  operate  quite  differ- 
ently from  the  established  church. 

The  movement  began  in  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania,  around  1870.  A  teen- 
age boy  named  Charles  Taze  Russell, 
an  agnostic  (admitted  by  the  Watch- 
tower  Society),  turned  from  a  study  of 
heathen  religions  to  start  a  laymen's 
rebellion  against  all  organized  religion. 
The  measure  of  his  success  is  deter- 
mined by  what  has  grown  out  of  this 
beginning.  Here  is  what  his  followers 
have  done  in  barely  one  hundred  years: 

They  have  25,000  churches  (called 
"Kingdom  Halls").  They  win,  on  the 
average,  5,000  members  every  ten  days. 
Every  week  they  conduct  study  classes 
in  more  than  800,000  homes  through- 
out the  world.  Every  book  is  published 
with  a  first  printing  of  not  less  than 
2,000,000  copies.  The  Awake!  maga- 
zine is  published  in  twelve  languages, 
twice  a  month,  4,750,000  copies  an 
issue.  The  Watchtower  magazine  leads 
all  other  religious  publications  in  the 
world  with  a  circulation  of  5,000,000 
copies  an  issue,  in  seventy-one  lan- 
guages, twice  a  month.  They  distribute 
daily  three  and  one  half  times  more 
printed  material  than  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic Church.  They  have  the  largest 
privately-owned  printing  plants  in  nine- 
ty countries.  There  are  more  Jehovah's 
Witness  teachers  than  there  are  Roman 
Catholic  priests.

Jehovah's  Witnesses  conduct  huge 
conventions:  I  have  attended  many  of 
them.  In  1958  at  the  Yankee  Stadium 
and  Polo  Grounds  combined  (New 
York  City)  they  drew  over  258,000 
people  from  123  countries  of  the 
world.  During  a  convention  such  as 
this,  running  Sunday  to  Sunday,  they 
distribute  an  average  of  75,000,000 
to  85,000,000  books,  tracts,  and  maga- 
zines to  the  public  in  that  area.  On 
Saturday  afternoon  at  that  convention 
they  baptized  7,136  people  in  one 
service! 

The  Watchtower  Society  has  its  own 
translation  of  the  Bible,  The  New 
World  Translation.  They  have  dis- 
tributed more  than  10,000,000  copies 
in  a  dozen  languages  since  it  first  ap- 
peared in  1950.  Nearly  50,000  Je- 
hovah's Witnesses  work  as  local  or 
foreign  missionaries. 

They  thrive  especially  in  Roman 
Catholic  areas  (the  city  of  Sao  Paulo, 
Brazil,  has  125  Kingdom  Halls).  In 
North  America  at  least  50  percent  of 
the  Watchtower  movement  is  made  up 
of  former  Catholics.  The  peak  attend- 
ance at  their  Kingdom  Halls  last  year 
was  2,000,000. 

They  are  predicting  the  Millennium 
to  begin  in  1975.  They  teach  that  all 
persons  who  do  not  become  Jehovah's

Witnesses  are  eternally  damned.  This 
means  (to  them)  that  non-members  will 
be  annihilated.  We  do  not  have  a  soul, 
and  hell  is  no  more  than  the  grave, 
they  say.  Only  144,000  are  to  go  to 
heaven,  with  the  remainder  expecting 
to  come  to  life  again  during  the  Millen- 
nium, gradually  reach  human  perfec- 
tion, and  live  forever  on  the  earth, 
which  is  expected  to  be  a  paradise  by 
then. 

They  will  not  take  or  give  blood 
transfusions,  and  they  refuse  to  salute 
the  flag,  pledge  allegiance,  vote,  run 
for  political  office,  serve  on  juries,  or 
aid  in  civil  defense.  They  will  not  serve 
in  the  armed  forces  or  do  alternate 
service.  They  believe  all  religions  are 
wrong  except  theirs,  all  clergymen  are 
servants  of  the  devil,  and  at  Armaged- 
don all  churches  except  their  own  are 
to  be  destroyed. 

It  has  been  estimated  by  those  who 
have  studied  them  that  given  another 
generation,  Jehovah's  Witnesses  will  be 
one  of  the  leading  religions  of  the 
world.  As  the  coming  of  our  Lord 
draws  near,  the  faith  of  many  Chris- 
tians will  be  tried.  False  cults  such  as 
the  Watchtower  movement  will  de- 
ceive many. 

Christians  should  remember,  how- 
ever, that  these  are  people  for  whom 
Jesus  suffered,  bled,  died,  and  rose 
again.  In  love  we  should  deal  kindly 
with  them,  presenting  Christ  as  the 
sure  cure  for  their  unregenerate  state. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  attack  the  Watch- 
tower  Society.  It  is  only  necessary  to 
preach  Christ— crucified,  risen,  and 
coming  again! 
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What  Is  the 
Church's  Mission?

■  he  task  of  the  church  is  not  to 
build  a  good  society  by  fostering  paci- 
fism, crusading  for  civil  rights,  apply- 
ing political  pressures,  or  encouraging 
lawlessness.  Nor  are  we  to  assist  in 
guaranteeing  the  deprived  of  two 
chickens  in  every  pot. 

This  world  is  not  anyone's  home— 
for  long.  But  "spiritual"  leaders  have 
steered  the  professing  church  into  re- 
verse mission.  These  men  of  the 
"cloth"  have  almost  totally  slanted 
their  efforts  into  concentrating  on  this 
present  evil  world,  and  have  deliberate- 
ly refused  to  accept  at  face  value  the 
direct  and  implied  revelation  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures— and  of  Christ  him- 
self—concerning the  world  to  come, 
and  the  spiritual  state  of  those  who 
are  not  in  cohesion  with  Him.  "He 
that  believeth  on  him  is  not  con- 
demned: but  he  that  believeth  not  is 
condemned  ....  He  that  believeth  on 
the  Son  hath  everlasting  life:  and  he 
that  believeth  not  .  .  .  shall  not  see  life 
..."(John  3: 18,  36). 

Somehow  these  solemn  words  have 
lost  their  literality— or  almost  so— in 
the  thinking  of  even  believing  Chris- 
tians (and  there  are  no  other  kind). 
It  is  reckoned  that  those  of  average  or 
better  moral  standards  are  .excluded 
from  the  precise  meaning  of  con- 
demnation as  such,  because  they  are 
too  good  to  be  lost.  We  tend  to  brush 
aside  the  knowledge  conveyed  by  Holy 
Writ  that  "There  is  a  way  that  seemeth 
right  unto  a  man,  but  the  end  thereof 
are  the  ways  of  death"  (Prov.  14:12). 
The  Pauline  doctrine  that  "all  have 
sinned"  (Rom.  3:23),  and  that  the 
"wages  of  sin  is  death"  (Rom.  6:23), 
seems  unjustifiably  harsh,  from  the 
standpoint  of  our  own  tolerant  philoso- 
phy. 

But  who  can  pretend  to  regard  the 
Bible  as  verily  the  Word  of  God  in  toto 
—verbally  inspired  and  placed  in  accu- 
rate and  minute  juxtaposition  by  the 
direct  agency  of  the  Holy  Spirit-with- 
out accepting  unquestionably  the  ex- 
plicit warnings  regarding  judgment  to 
come  upon  all  men  outside  of  Christ; 
or  more  accurately,  the  judgment  now 
resting  upon  them? 

"If  any  man  be  in  Christ"  he  is  an 
entirely  new  creation.  Patching  up,  re- 
furbishing, renovating  after  the  ways 
of  men,  cannot  alter  the  facts.  Only 
the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  cleanses  from 
all  sin,  so  that  a  thrice-holy  God  can 
pronounce  justification  upon  a  repent- 
ant individual   lost   in  trespasses  and 


sins. 

Thus  we  are  left  no  alternative  but 
to  believe  and  teach  the  Word  of  God, 
that  is  that  morality,  religion  (as  such), 
philosophy,  charity,  community  wel- 
fare projects,  political  activity,  patriotic 
zeal— such  things  as  are  commendable 
in  themselves— are  not  the  royal  road 
to  eternal  life.  ".  .  .  no  man  cometh 
unto  the  Father,  but  by  me"  (John 
14:6).  Whatever  we  may  speculate  as 
to  the  workings  of  God  in  men  who 
confess  Him  not,  it  cannot  be  denied 
that  personal  salvation  comes  only 
through  the  merits  of  Christ.  Scripture 
teaches  a  moral  principle  operative  in 
the  unsaved,  but  only  as  a  deterrent  to 
anarchy  in  society  at  large.  "For  the 
power  of  lawlessness  is  already  in  ac- 
tion, but  its  evils  are  restricted  until 
the  restraining  power  is  removed"  (2 
Thess.  2:7,  literal  translation). 

This  is  not  to  categorically  limit  the 
privilege  of  salvation  to  only  those 
who  have  had  our  unbounded  advan- 
tages. The  same  Apostle  who  asks 
"how  shall  they  believe  in  him  of 
whom  they  have  not  heard?"  also 
states  that  the  inner  moral  sense  of  the 
great  segment  of  humanity  unen- 
lightened by  preaching  is  aroused  by 
the  creational  environment  around 
them:  "being  understood  by  the  things 
that  are  made,  even  his  eternal  power 
and  Godhead;  so  that  they  are  without 
excuse"  (cf.  Rom.  10:14  and  1:20). 
Nor  is  there  license  to  deny  a  "born- 
again"  experience  to  only  those  whom 
we  deem  to  be  the  elect.  There  is 
abundant  evidence  that  evangelicals 
(including  Brethren!)  tend  toward  ec- 
clesiastical discrimination  against  those 
not  strictly  of  the  evangelical  school. 
Although  the  doctrinal  imports  of  neo- 
orthodoxy  and  liberalism  may  be  dis- 
tasteful and  even  obnoxious,  there  is 
little  reason  to  clasp  tightly  about  us 
the  Pharisaical  garments  of  self- 
righteousness  and  holier-than-thou. 
While  leaders  who  publicly  deny  the 
Lord  that  bought  them  may  well  in- 
deed be  ".  .  .  wandering  stars,  to 
whom  is  reserved  the  blackness  of  dark- 
ness for  ever"  (Jude  13),  there  are, 
nevertheless,  perhaps  thousands  on  the 
converging  fringes  of  apostasy  who 
have  not  bowed  the  knee  to  Baal,  and 
who  have  a  living  faith  in  the  Christ  of 
salvation  in  spite  of  their  outward  con- 
nections. 

On  one  occasion  our  Lord  was  con- 
fronted with  a  demonstration  of  eccle- 
siastical pride  on  the  part  of  his  dis- 


ciples: "And  John  answered  and  said, 
Master,  we  saw  one  casting  out  devils 
in  thy  name;  and  we  forbad  him, 
because  he  followeth  not  with  us.  And 
Jesus  said  unto  him,  Forbid  him  not: 
for  he  that  is  not  against  us  is  for  us" 
(Luke  9:49-50). 

Our  mission,  then,  is  not  a  negative 
ministry  on  the  defensive  against  a 
deviating  dogma  (though  certainly, 
within  bounds,  it  should  include  this); 
but  a  positive  and  point-blank  con- 
frontation of  humanity  with  the  peril 
of  sin's  dilemma  and  the  glad  tidings 
of  that  dilemma's  solution  in  Jesus 
Christ. 

Our  mission  in  brief  is  the  spreading 
of  the  Gospel.  Chiefly  this  is  by  word 
of  mouth;  second,  it  is  by  the  printed 
page.  It  has  ".  .  .  pleased  God  by  the 
foolishness  of  preaching  [whatever  the 
media]  to  save  them  that  believe"  (I 
Cor.  1:21). 

What  is  the  preached  message?  It  is 
"that  God  was  in  Christ,  reconciling 
the  world  unto  himself  .  .  ."  (2  Cor. 
5:19).  What  is  the  mission?  It  is  that 
He  has  committed  unto  US  the  word 
of  reconciliation. 

Too  often  we  regard  conversion  as 
the  end  and  aim  of  missionary  en- 
deavor. But  the  great  commission 
given  by  our  Lord  is  two-pronged:  (1) 
Enroll  and  baptize;  and  (2)  Instruct 
(Matt.  28:19-20). 

We  must  conclude  that  our  mission 
—the  mission  of  the  Church— is  the 
carrying  forth  of  the  Word  of  God  into 
the  minds  and  hearts  of  men  of  every 
kind  and  condition,  in  the  confident 
hope  that  its  quickening  influence  will 
not  only  make  "disciples  of  all  na- 
tions," but  will  also  inform  every  race 
and  kindred  and  tribe  of  the  multiple 
blessings  of  the  peace  made  at  the 
cross. 

The  difference  between  failure  and 
success  in  this  respect  is  the  difference 
between  heaven  and  hell  for  untold 
millions;  and  the  difference  between 
salvation  and  complete  indoctrination 
which  makes  for  "joy  in  believing." 

The  ultimate  goal  is  that  "we  all 
come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  ' 
the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  un- 
to the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the 
fulness  of  Christ"  (Eph.  4:13),  "That 
he  might  present  it  [the  church]  to 
himself  a  glorious  church,  not  having 
spot,  or  wrinkle,  or  any  such  thing; 
but  that  it  should  be  holy  and  without 
blemish"  (Eph.  5:27). 
This  is  the  church's  mission.  ▼ 
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Christ  called  me.  His  calls  were 
very  clear;  they  were  not  mere  insipid 
suggestions.  He  called  me  to  come  for 
salvation.  He  called  me  to  be  faithful 
He  called  me  to  go.  Now  we  are 
"veteran"  missionaries  of  seventeen 
years.  But  our  calling  is  not  com- 
pleted. Christ's  calls  are  still  very 
clear.  He  calls  all  of  His  followers  to 
do  His  bidding  daily. 

What  do  we  do  on  the  field  in 
Africa?  First  of  all,  most  missionaries 
teach  in  one  avenue  or  another.  Then 
our  particular  jobs  are  in  the  literature 
field:  production  and  distribution. 
Sunday  school  is  one  of  our  great  in- 
terests; quarterlies  must  be  prepared 
and  gotten  out  to  the  people,  and 
enthusiasm  must  be  generated. 

My  husband  also  helps  the  pastors 
in  the  planting  of  churches,  but  he 
does  not  pastor  a  church.  The  African 
pastors  do  this.  But  we  still  have  been 
called  to  perform  the  "helps"  of  a 
pastor  and  his  wife.  Our  Master  calls 
us  to  be  a  heart,  and  a  hand,  and  a 
home  among  the  people. 

He  calls  us  to  be  a  heart.  God's 
Word  counsels  us,  "A  merry  heart 
doeth  good  like  a  medicine:  but  a 
broken  spirit  drieth  the  bones."  A 
good  sense  of  humor  is  a  very  definite 
requirement  in  a  missionary's  outfit. 
This  often  gets  us  over  humps.  And 
we  have  to  be  very  careful  of  our  con- 
duct. But  this  is  the  way  it  should  be. 
We  should  be  interpreters  of  the  Word 
of  God;  putting  it  into  action.  You 
have  heard  of  the  old  saying,  "No 
house  is  big  enough  for  two  women." 
A  local  African  pastor  said  that  he  was 
watching  Dorothy  Goodman  and  me 
to  see  if  we  would  get  along  on  the 
same  station.  Yes,  we  are  read  quite 
thoroughly. 

Christ  not  only  calls  us  to  be  a 
happy  heart,  but  a  loving,  and  a  coun- 
seling, and  a  comforting  heart.  Re- 
cently a  neighbor  of  ours  reverted  to 
heathendom  and  accused  another  per- 
son of  causing  the  death  of  his  child. 
This  is  a  common  belief  among  those 
who  hold  to  the  "old  things."  After 
a  time  of  thinking  and  of  sorrow,  the 
neighbor  repented.  Our  job  is  to 
counsel;  to  make  and  not  to  break. 

One  of  our  "helps"  is  trying  to  be  a 
comfort.  Since  the  death  of  our  four- 
teen-year-old daughter,  and  the  finding 
of  the  great  comfort  that  the  Lord  gave 
to  us  at  that  time,  we  now  in  turn 
should  be   a   comfort.

The  Africans  are  a 
sympathetic  people.  Upon  our  return 
to  Africa,  after  the  death  of  our 
daughter,  an  old  friend,  a  pastor's  wife, 
held  my  hand  for  a  long  time  in  a 
crush  of  sympathy. 

Christ  calls  us  to  be  a  hand.  One  of 
the  international  badges  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  WMC  is  that  they  are  "full 
of  good  works."  In  Africa,  the  councils 
find  firewood  and  buy  soap,  and  take 
them  to  the  sick  and  helpless.  They 
carry  mud  blocks,  or  bricks,  and  grass, 
to  help  build  church  buildings.  They 
purchase  items  for  their  churches,  in- 
cluding benches  and  communion  sup- 
plies. They  help  the  pastors  and  their 
wives  in  times  of  need.    They  prepare 


food  for  Christian  leaders  who  are 
attending  conferences  and  classes.  We 
want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
all  of  you  WMC  ladies  for  being  a  help- 
ing hand,  and  to  thank  you  for  your 
gracious  generosity  in  giving  for  the 
needs  of  missions.  You  do  so  much! 

The  Lord  calls  us  to  be  a  home. 
Where  do  we  all  have  some  of  our  most 
precious  times  of  fellowship?  It  is  in 
the  eating  around  the  table.  We  fre- 
quently have  guests  in  our  home  in 
Africa,  and  our  African  brothers  and 
sisters  are  very  generous.  We  thank 
you  for  your  flowing  hospitality. 
Thank  you  for  the  way  you  have 
opened  up  your  homes  to  us  mission- 
aries as  we  have  been  among  you  in 
deputation  work.  Yes,  all  of  us,  no 
matter  where  we  live,  can  be  a  heart 
to  others,  a  hand  to  others,  and  a  home 
to  others.  The  Master  calleth! 

We  are  often  asked  if  we  are  going 
back  to  Africa.  Let  me  answer  with 
another  question.  Are  the  doors  open 
—are  we  invited  to  go  back?  Here  are 
two  literal  prayers  from  Africa  that 
will  help  give  you  the  answer.  "God, 
thank  you  for  the  missionaries  in  our 
midst.  They  left  their  far  land  and 
came  to  show  us  the  affair  of  God.  It 
is  a  great  reason  for  praise.  The  world 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  devil.  If  they  had 
not  come  with  the  Word  of  God,  how 
could  we  have  salvation."  "Father,  if 
the  missionaries  had  not  come  with  the 
affair  of  God,  we  would  not  have 
heard.  Thank  you  much  because  love 
pushed  them  to  come,  and  because  of 
this  we  are  able  to  believe."  ▼

Chancje  Helps  Us 


"Change"  seems  to  be  everywhere, 
and  Argentina  is  no  exception.  But 
whereas  most  of  the  changes  have  been 
for  the  worst,  there's  been  a  change 
for  the  good  for  the  Gospel  in  Argen- 
tina. And  for  this  we  praise  the  Lord. 

Fifteen  years  ago  there  was  a  great 
amount  of  prejudice  there  against  the 
Gospel,  due  largely  to  the  widespread, 
erroneous  reports  about  evangelical  be- 
liefs—reports such  as,  "Protestants 
don't  believe  in  the  Virgin  Mary"  and 
"Protestants  have  a  painting  of  the 
Virgin  Mary  on  the  floor  of  their 
churches,  right  inside  the  door;  and 
they  spit  in  her  face  as  they  enter." 
But  gradually  most  of  the  prejudice 
was  dispelled,  largely,  I  believe,  through 
gospel  radio  broadcasts.  Thousands 
upon  thousands  of  Argentines,  hearing 
for  themselves  just  what  the  gospel 
message  is,  learned  that  our  teachings 
weren't  heretical  after  all. 

We  aren't  in  favor  of  the  ecumenical 
movement,  of  course,  but  the  Lord 
has  brought  good  out  of  even  this. 
Roman  Catholics,  now  permitted  to 
read  the  Bible— a  Book  long  closed  to 
them— are  eager  to  learn  its  teachings. 
And  since  the  ecumenists  have  declared 
all  Christians  to  be  "One,"  Roman 
Catholics  are  no  longer  reluctant  to 
make  contact  with  us.  In  fact,  several 
priests  have  asked  for  our  Bible  corre- 
spondence courses  in  order  to  study 
our  beliefs.  And  whereas  we  used  to 
be  considered  heretics,  one  of  these 
priests    always    begins   the   letters  he 


sends  with  the  lessons,  "Dear  Sister 
Abel." 

So  great  has  been  the  change  in 
Argentina  that  when  I  returned  after 
furlough  five  years  ago,  there  was 
already  a  very  noticeable  hunger  for 
spiritual  things  and  a  diligent  search- 
ing for  the  truth.  People  of  all  ages 
are  asking  questions  about  God,  sal- 
vation, and  the  Bible;  and  even  young 
people  are  eager  to  spend  hours  dis- 
cussing these  matters. 

Our  missionary  endeavor  in  Argen- 
tina has  reached  the  time  of  harvest. 
The  fields  are  white— ready  and  waiting 
for  workers  to  do  the  reaping.  Our 
missionaries  for  decades  labored  faith- 
fully, sowing  the  seed  and  then  water- 
ing it— many  times  under  very  trying 
circumstances  and  many  times  seeing 
little  visible  results.  And  so  the 
heartbreak  is  that  now,  just  when  their 
labor  is  really  bearing  fruit,  the  mis- 
sionary force  in  Argentina  is  so  de- 
pleted that  we  can't  take  advantage  of 
the  many  opportunities  that  are  open 
to  us  there. 

Right  now  the  doors  for  the  Gospel 
are  wide  open.  Right  now  there  are 
marvelous  opportunities  for  Christ  in 
that  land  without  limit. 

Several  years  ago  I  read  a  statement 
that  is  comical  but  which  contains  a 
truth  that  we  need  to  keep  in  mind. 
It  said,  "Gardening  has  one  big  ad- 
vantage: If  you  put  it  off  long  enough, 
it's  too  late."  Oh,  let's  not  put  off 
the  harvesting  in  Argentina  until  it's 


Miss  Bertha  Abel  returned  to  the  United 
States  in  July,  1969,  for  a  year's  furlough.

When  You  Pray 


Harold  Lindsell  (Wheaton,  Illinois: 
Tyndale  House,  1969),  182  pages, 
$3.95. 

The  editor  of  Christianity  Today 
tells  it  clearly  in  language  easily  under- 
stood by  a  person  who  is  considering 
starting  a  prayer  life  as  well  as  by  one 
who  prays.  "I  commence  with  the 
fact  of  prayer,"  Lindsell  starts,  and  so 
his  book  gives  not  a  defense  of  prayer 
but  explanations  of  the  presupposi- 
tions, kinds,  laws,  problems,  and  hin- 
drances to  prayer. 

After  these  chapters  filled  with 
Bible  quotes,  there  are  two  chapters 
on  the  power  of  prayer.  He  gives  ex- 
amples of  answered  prayer  from  the 
Bible,  then  from  the  lives  of  Christians 
of  mostly  a  century  or  two  ago. 

Lindsell  seems  thorough,  and  if  his 
book  lacks  emotional  or  even  inspir- 
ational style,  he  should  get  you  to 
your  knees— or  face  down  or  standing 
or  sitting— on  the  sheer  completeness 
and  conviction  of  the  writing.  He 
does  not  fly  by  very  common  and 
difficult  problems  for  a  pray-er— like 
"Is  no  really  an  answer?"  "What's  the 
sense  of  praying  for  sick  people  when 
they  will  die  if  it  is  God's  will  any- 
way?" "And  what  if  you  pray  for  rain 
and  your  neighbor  for  sunshine?" 

Dr.  Lindsell  distinguishes  between 
"the  grace  of  faith"  and  "the  gift  of 
faith"  in  the  "Problems"  chapter, 
which,  along  with  the  one  on  "Hin- 
drances," has  to  be  the  most  original 
and  best.  "The  'grace  of  faith'  is  based 
upon  some  promise  from  the  Word  of 
God."  It  is  available  to  all.  By  the 
"gift  of  faith"  God  helps  you  believe 
an  answer  will  come  for  a  request  not 
related  to  a  particular  promise.  Its 
absense  is  not  a  sin. 

"Prayer  is  work,"  the  author  says, 
and  for  one  seeking  a  textbook  and 
Biblical    investigation    on  this  many- 


faceted  way  of  life,  When  You  Pray  is 
an  answer.  If  you  want  "Rah,  Rah, 
let's  everyone  pray"  stuff,  read  else-

God  Owns  My  Business 

Stanley  Tarn  and  Ken  Anderson 
(Waco,  Texas:  Word  Books,  1969), 
155  pages,  $3.95. 

The  laymen  who  attended  the  1968 
national  conference  will  remember 
Stanley  Tarn  as  the  dynamic  Ohioan 
who  started  his  fortune  by  retrieving 
silver  used  in  film  processing.  But  a 
funny  thing  happened  on  the  way  to 
riches.  Tam  was  convinced  he  should 
give  God  the  controlling  interest  in  his 
business.  First  he  made  God  the  bene- 
ficiary of  his  will,  then  senior  partner, 
then  increased  His  proportion  of  the 
stock  to  60  percent.  The  ultimate 
step,  after  adding  a  few  subsidiary  con- 
siderations such  as  a  plastics  company 
that  eventually  far  outstripped  the 
original  silver  reclaiming  business,  came 
with  the  1955  decision  to  make  God 
sole  and  complete  stockholder  of  both 
businesses.  Hardly  the  usual  story, 
nor  is  the  rest  of  the  tale. 

And,  oh  yes,  for  those  about  to  sell 
their  businesses  to  God,  "Let  me  urge 
you  not  to  use  me  as  an  example.  I 
must  live  Stanley  Tarn's  life,  being 
obedient  to  the  directives  I  feel  God 
gives  me,  and  you  must  live  your  life, 
being  equally  obedient  to  the  priorities 
God  asks  of  you.  ...  He  may  .  .  . 
orient  and  motivate  you  in  completely 
different  ways."

Guidance  by  God 


James  H.  Jauncey  (Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan:  Zondervan  Publishing  House, 
1969),  160  pages,  $2.95. 

There  are  no  pat  formulas  or  simple 
procedures  for  determining  the  will  of 
God  for  one's  life,  whether  in  small, 
everyday  matters  or  for  a  total  plan 
for  vocational  Christian  service.  But 
James  Jauncey,  who  has  been  a  com- 
mitted Christian  since  his  youth  and 
has  followed  careers  as  a  missile 
scientist,  pastor,  and  now  head  of  a 
theological  school  in  Australia,  analyzes 
the  factors  God  uses  in  the  guidance  of 
individuals. 

His  approach  is  sensible  and  spiritual 
and  is  basically  built  upon  a  positive 
and  Biblical  understanding  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  His  present  ministry.  In 
twenty-five  short  chapters  he  deals 
with  such  subjects  as  guidance  through 
the  Holy  Spirit,  through  Christ,  through 
holiness,  through  total  commitment, 
through  spiritual  sensitivity,  through 
the  unseen,  through  the  Bible,  through 
prayer,  through  the  church,  through 
conscience,  through  circumstances, 
through  "hunches,"  through  dreams, 
visions,  and  voices,  and  through  spirit- 
ual gifts. 

His  illustrations  are  well  chosen, 
and  all  along  the  way  he  makes  prac- 
tical, scriptural  observations  related 
only  indirectly  to  his  main  subject. 
He  concludes  with  a  step-by-step  re- 
capitulation on  finding  the  perfect  will 
of  God  for  one's  life.  This  is  an  ex- 
cellent, very  readable  book.- Ralph  J.

The  Road  Ahead 


The  1970  road -what  will  it  be  like? 

Some  speak  of  the  future  as  "a 
rough  road,"  others  describe  it  as 
"smooth  sailing."  Difficulties  are  often 
anticipated  by— "It's  a  rough  row  to 
hoe."  Regardless  of  our  various  de- 
scriptions, the  road  will  not  be  diffi- 
cult to  find  or  to  travel  if  we  know 
where  we  are  going  and  are  dedicated 
to  our  task. 

Interest  was  keen  in  a  recent  U.S. 
Air  Force  Command  Chaplains'  con- 
ference which  had  as  their  1970  pas- 
toral ministry  theme:  "The  Road 
Ahead."  Outstanding  speakers  brought 
messages  that  challenged  the  chaplains 
and  denominational  endorsing  agents 
to  a  united  effort  of  ministering  to 
the  service  personnel  in  a  more  thor- 
ough manner  than  ever  before.  It  was 
interesting  to  see  the  precision  with 
which  the  conference  moved  along; 
there  was  a  plan  and  a  program  of 
instruction  for  the  ministry  to  service 
personnel  in  1970.  The  Chief  of 
Chaplains  and  his  staff  gave  every  in- 
dication of  meticulous  planning  on 
this  project. 

This  is  indeed  reassuring,  especially 
when  one  realizes  that  the  other 
branches  of  the  service  also  have 
planned  programs  for  ministering  to 
our  youth.  It  is  more  satisfying  when 
we  realize  that  our  own  chaplains  in 
all  branches  of  the  service  are  on  the 
job  to  assist  in  this  great  program. 
These  chaplains  have  the  opportunity 
I  of  counseling  and  dealing  with  young 
i  men,  both  as  to  their  spiritual  welfare 
[in  the  service,  and  in  preparation  for 


their  adjustment  after  release  from  the 
service.  In  the  U.S.  Air  Force  each 
new  recruit  comes  before  the  chaplain 
for  an  initial  interview.  This  gives  some 
idea  as  to  the  importance  of  the  chap- 
lain in  the  military. 

The  road  ahead— what  will  our  con- 
tribution be  to  the  service  personnel 
whom  we  know?  They  pass  before 
us  week  after  week  in  our  homes,  in 
our  schools,  and  in  our  Sunday  schools 
and  churches.  What  is  our  ministry  to 
them  in  preparing  them  for  entry  into 
the  service?  Do  we  care?— care,  that  is, 
enough  to  do  something  more  than 
just  wish  them  well  or  pray  generally 
for  "our  boys"?  Do  we  show  enough 
interest  as  pastor  and  people  to  have  a 
farewell  service  as  they  depart— a  serv- 
ice that  will  tell  them  that  we  will  pray 
for  them;  will  send  them  a  good  book 
once  in  a  while;  will  exchange  tapes 


and  letters  with  them?  Will  we  en- 
deavor to  secure  for  the  inductee  au- 
thentic and  up-to-date  information  on 
the  purpose  and  function  of  the  mili- 
tary chaplain?  Will  we  assure  them  of 
our  full  and  complete  interest  in  them 
so  that  they  will  feel  free  to  confide 
and  counsel  with  us?  And,  will  we 
endeavor  to  work  closely  with  them 
in  their  time  of  readjustment  to  civilian 
life? 

Here  is  a  field  of  endeavor  in  which 
all  of  us  can  engage.  The  military 
serviceman  will  be  with  us  over  the 
years  ahead.  Even  if  the  draft  is  abol- 
ished, there  will  always  be  some  who 
will  enter  on  a  voluntary  basis.  Let 
us  prepare  for  a  service  to  these  young 
people  so  that  we  may  be  assured  that 
the  road  ahead  will  be  pleasant  both 
in  the  year  1970  and  in  years  to  come.

We  had  a  goat 
of  120  for  our  attendance  and  the 
Lord  gave  us  125.  The  Communion 
Service  was  one  of  the  finest  spirit- 
filled  services  we  have  ever  experienced. 
Rev.  Marvin  Goodman,  missionary  to 
the  Central  African  Republic,  brought 
an  excellent  missionary  challenge.  In 
addition  to  all  of  these  spiritual  bless- 
ings God  sent  our  way  this  day,  we 
had  one  of  our  greatest  offerings  as  a

We  are  grateful  to  Brethren  Home 
Missions  for  the  many  ways  in  which 
they  have  assisted  us  from  the  very 
beginning  right  up  to  our  going  self- 
supporting.  On  Sunday,  September 
14,  Rev.  Lester  E.  Pifer  (Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  secy.)  was  with 
us  for  a  special  service  of  encourage- 
ment and  challenge  looking  forward  to 
our  going  self-supporting.  The  Mission 


Board  of  the  East  District  has  been 
faithful  in  standing  by  us  from  the 
very  outset  right  up  to  the  last  year. 

The  Geistown  congregation  had  its 
inception  on  November  21,  1958.  A 
group  of  twenty  people  met  in  a  home 
for  prayer  and  to  consider  the  establish- 
ing of  a  soul-winning,  Bible-teaching 
church  in  the  Geistown  section  of 
Greater  Johnstown.  Soon  the  Geis- 
town Grace  Brethren  Church  was  or- 
ganized and  Mr.  Don  Rager,  a  layman 
then,  along  with  other  laymen  con- 
ducted the  services. 

The  group  met  in  a  small  building 
and  called  Mr.  Max  Fluke,  who  had

been  working  with  the  Brethren  Con- 
struction Company,  to  become  the 
first  pastor.  Mr.  Fluke  arrived  on  the 
field  July  1,  1960  and  soon  put  his 
building  abilities  to  work.  Ground 
was  broken  on  September  4,  1960  and 
the  building  plans  prepared  by  Rev. 
Ralph  C.  Hall  began  to  take  the  shape 
of  the  present  structure.  Pastor  Fluke 
really  "built  the  church"  by  acting  as 
the  building  superintendent  as  well  as 
the  pastor  of  the  church. 

The  beautiful  new  church  was  built 
for  $54,000  and  dedicated  to  the  Lord 
on  July  9,  1961.  The  auditorium  will 
seat  250  people  and  lends  itself  with 
ease  to  the  worship  of  God.  The  large 
lighted  cross  on  the  stone  veneer  front 
panel  has  been  admired  by  the  whole 
community.  The  first  night  it  was 
lighted  about  25  neighbors  gathered 
around  to  express  their  delight  in  this 
addition  to  their  neighborhood. 

Mr.  Fluke,  with  his  building  talents, 
felt  led  of  the  Lord  to  accept  a  call  to 
Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  in  1962  to  as- 
sume the  position  of  foreman  of  con- 
struction for  Grace  College  and  Semi- 
nary. Grace  Schools  was  just  then 
launching  an  extensive  building  pro- 
gram. 

Rev.  Randall  Poyner  then  followed 
Mr.  Fluke  as  pastor  and  served  from 
1963  to  1966.  With  the  termination 
of  Mr.  Poyner's  ministry,  I  accepted 
the  call  to  become  pastor.  It  has  been 
a  wonderful  experience  to  work  with 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council. 
We  have  seen  the  Lord's  blessings  on  ' 
this  group  of  people  to  the  extent  we 
can  now  be  counted  as  one  of  the  self- 
supporting  churches  in  the  NFBC. 

October  5  has  shown  us  that  God's 
goodness  to  us  is  not  exhausted  and 
that  it  will  continue  upon  the  Grace ' 
Brethren  Church  of  Geistown.  We  can 
surely  say:  "The  Lord  hath  done  great 
things  for  us;  whereof  we  are  glad"1 
(Ps.  126:3).  ▼ 
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Shades  of  Green,  Orange,  and  Blue 


I  he  title  may  sound  strange  but  it 
is  significant!  It  is  simply  to  reveal 
how  the  battle  being  waged  in  Ireland 
between  the  green-wearing  Irish  and 
the  equally  Irish-blooded  Orangemen 
affects  the  ministry  of  your  Jewish 
missionaries  to  our  friends,  with  their 
traditional  blue,  in  the  Fairfax  District. 

Since  we  have  arrived  on  the  field, 
now  over  two  years  ago,  we  have  met 
those  who  seem  to  raise  questions 
which  involve  the  attitude  of  the 
Church  toward  Jewish  people.  These 
have  presented  another  kind  of  barri- 
cade in  the  battle  for  the  souls  of  our 
Fairfax  friends  in  our  outreach  with 
the  message  of  salvation  through 
Yeshua  Ha-Meshiach,  Jesus  the  Mes- 
siah! Many  times  we  have  had  our 
testimony  interrupted  by  the  query, 
"Where  were  you  when  the  Nazis  ex- 
terminated the  Jews  in  Dachau  and 
Auschwitz?"  One  day  I  shot  back,  "I 
was  in  Philadelphia;  where  were  you?" 
My  female  tormentor  unthinkingly  re- 
plied, "I  was  in  New  York"— and  then 
realizing  she  had  been  "victimized"  at 
her  own  game,  she  changed  the  subject. 

At  one  time,  another  opposition  to 
I  our  approach  to  those  in  Israel,  still 
,  another  condemnation  of  the  church, 
raised  by  them,  is  how  do  we  account 
for  Jews  who  were  persecuted  by  the 
"church"  in  a  certain  foreign  country 
whose  adherents  carried  a  cross  as  they 
accused  Jews  of  killing  Gentile  children 
to  get  blood  for  Jewish  festivals.  You 
can  see  this  kind  of  anti-Semitism  can 
be  a  real  obstacle  to  Jewish  people  who 
desire  so  much  love  but  have  been 
shown  so  little,  and  who  have  been  so 
indoctrinated  by  such  oft-repeated 
stories  of  "Christian"  butchery. 

Now  that  which  is  being  portrayed 
in  the  theater  of  world  history  in  a  day 
of  strife,  rebellion,   hatred,  cynicism

and  bloodshed,  is  the  Irish  rebellion 
taking  place  in  that  part  of  Ireland 
which  sings,  "God  Save  Our  Queen." 
If  a  shillelagh  (cudgel)  wielded  by  an 
Irish  Protestant  who  sings  the  praises 
of  William  of  Orange,  comes  down 
with  a  sickening  crunch  on  the  pate  of 
an  Irishman  who  wears  the  Shamrock 
green  and  who  loves  to  tell  stories 
about  St.  Patrick  (now  no  longer  a 
saint  we  are  told— poor  St.  Patrick  and 
tragic  March  17)  does  it  matter  to 
Jewish  spectators?  Or  if  Irish  con- 
fetti (just  the  common  brick)  is  hurled 
by  one  who  is  warm  to  Dublin  at  one 
whose  heart  is  quickened  at  the  men- 
tion of  Belfast,  does  this  all  matter  to 
those  who  eat  lox  and  bagles  with 
cream  cheese  in  the  Fairfax  District? 
It  matters,  believe  me,  it  matters. 

You  see,  since  the  "Green"  Irish 
represent  the  Catholic  side  of  "Chris- 
tianity" as  the  Jewish  view  it,  and  the 
"Orange"  Irish  represent  the  Protestant 
persuasion,  the  question  now  comes 
time  and  time  again  from  Jewish  lips, 
"What  do  you  think  of  all  that  fight- 
ing in  Ireland?"  What  I  believe  these 
folk  mean,  if  I  know  these  who  ask 
these  questions  is,  "Christianity  doesn't 
work,  does  it?"  and,  "Answer  that,  if 
you  can."  It  seems  to  me  that  they  sit 
back  smugly  with  a  look  not  unlike 
that  on  the  face  of  a  hunger-satisfied 
cat  after  he  had  swallowed  the  canary. 

Well,  is  there  an  answer  to  give?  We 
try— and  I  Corinthians  10:32  is  one  line 
of  approach— "Give  none  offense, 
neither  to  the  Jews,  nor  to  the  Gentiles, 
nor  to  the  church  of  God."  We  tell 
them    there    are    Jews,   non-believing 


Gentiles,  and  believers,  the  latter  speak- 
ing of  believing  Jews  and  Gentiles,  the 
Church  of  the  living  God,  who  have 
received  Messiah  Jesus  as  Lord  and 
Saviour.  Just  because  one  is  an  Irish 
Catholic  or  an  Irish  Protestant,  we  ex- 
plain, does  not  mean  he  is  really  a  be- 
liever in  the  One  who  said  that  the  one 
who  lived  by  the  sword,  would  die  by 
the  sword.  You  see,  praise  the  Lord, 
even  this  current  wrath  of  man  affords 
I  real  opportunity  of  slipping  in  a 
testimony  to  bring  praise  to  our  God! 
However,  our  Jewish  friends  have 
taught  me  a  very  valuable  lesson  in  that 
they  have  pointed  out  what  they  think 
Christians  should  be  like-and  that  is, 
we  should  be  a  people  who  dwell  to- 
gether in  love. 

As  it  relates  to  Israel  and  our  wit- 
ness, it  does  matter  then  if  riots  flare 
in  Ireland  since  it  affords  our  Jewish 
friends  ammunition  for  another  skir- 
mish in  the  already-long  battle  we  are 
engaged  in  to  win  their  hearts,  already 
so  full  of  tradition,  prejudice  and  sus- 
picion, to  a  saving  knowledge  of  Christ. 
It  should  matter  to  us  who  are  believers 
interested  in  souls  that  we  should 
exhibit  to  them  the  love  of  Christ 
flowing  out  of  our  hearts  to  one 
another  so  that  Jewish  people  might  be 
influenced  to  believe  in  our  blessed 
Lord.  Some  of  them  might  do  so  be- 
cause they  would  observe  as  others 
did  centuries  ago.  "Behold,  how  they 
love  one  another."  It  is  something  to 
think  about,  isn't  it! 

And,  beloved,  as  we  love  one 
another  as  believers,  let  us  spare  a 
little  love  for  those  in  Israel  to  whom 
we  owe  so  much,  remembering  the 
admonition  to  "Owe  no  man  any  thing 
but  to  love  one  another  .  .  ."  (Rom. 
13:8)  and  that  includes  our  Jewish 
friends  for  whom  Christ  died!  ▼

Clayhole,  Kentucky,  produced 
many  "firsts"  in  thirty  years. 

The  year  of  1969  marks  the  thirti- 
eth anniversary  of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  at  Clayhole.  Rev.  Sewell 
Landrum,  serving  as  the  first  pastor, 
has  led  this  church  all  but  two  years 
of  this  period.  He  describes  this  minis- 
try as  a  great  joy  in  the  service  of  the 
King. 

We  doubt  that  there  is  any  pastor  in 
The  Brethren  Church  who  has  endured 
the  hardships,  worked  in  a  more  diffi- 
cult area  geographically,  and  received 
less  financially  than  has  this  faithful 
servant  of  God.  Probably  no  pastor 
enjoys  a  greater  respect  of  his  people, 
or  is  better  fitted  for  his  people  than 
Sewell  Landrum.  Whether  it  be  the 
menial  task  of  firing  the  furnace  at  the 
church,  taking  that  rugged  trip  up 
Troublesome  Creek  to  visit  some  fami- 
ly in  need,  or  standing  before  a  chapel 
filled  with  Kentucky  "youngins" 
Sewell  is  in  his  prime. 

The  Kentucky  Mountain  Mission 
Field— so  remote  in  the  past  because 
of  narrow,  unimproved,  and  crooked 
roads,  has  now  become  a  beautiful 
scenic  area,  crisscrossed  by  interstates 
and  mountain  parkways.  Sewell  says, 
"the  need  now  in  Kentucky  is  as  great 
as  it  was  thirty  years  ago.  New  roads 
and  means  of  travel  have  opened  to 
us  many  more  families  who  need  the 
Gospel." 

Clayhole  was  the  first  mission 
church  to  go  into  a  building  program. 
Christian  men  and  women  came  from 
far  and  near  to  help  put  up  this 
"church  house." 

It  was  the  first  Brethren  church  to 
use  the  bus  system  of  transportation. 
The  first  mission  point  to  conduct  a 
summer  camp  for  its  young  people. 
Here  they  used  the  first  summer  mis- 
sionaries.   Another  first  was  the  Bible 


classes  conducted  in  the  schools,  reach- 
ing as  many  as  four  hundred  children 
a  week. 

Clayhole  was  the  first  church  to 
work  the  branch-church  program, 
reaching  back  up  into  remote  mountain 
areas  of  the  country.  It  has  been  a 
rewarding  ministry  to  see  two  pastors, 
Rev.  Harold  Combs  and  Rev.  Robert 
Combs  as  full-time  pastors  and  Rev.

n  the  first  of  July  a  law  entitled 
Truth  in  Lending  was  passed  which  re- 
quired all  institutions  extending  credit 
to  publish  and  disclose  clearly  the 
exact  interest  rates  of  the  transaction 
to  each  prospective  customer.

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Clever  Devils ...  or  Competent  Disciples? 


Lducate  men  without  religion 
and  you  make  them  but  clever  devils." 

This  statement  is  sufficient  reason 
for  considering  seriously  the  purpose 
of  education. 

Nearly  everyone  is  agreed  that  the 
purpose  of  education  is  to  lead  human 
minds  in  the  right  way  and  to  make  the 
very  best  out  of  them.  The  question, 
however,  lies  in  the  motivation  for  this 
purpose.  From  the  standpoint  of  the 
public  school,  the  servant  of  the  state, 
the  motivation  might  be  a  desire  to 
develop  the  very  best  citizens;  the 
school  teacher,  on  the  other  hand,  may 
be  motivated  by  a  desire  for  self- 
satisfaction  in  knowing  that  he  has 
given  himself  valiantly  to  the  develop- 
ment of  persons  equipped  in  ability 
and  character  to  meet  life  and  all  the 
situations  of  it. 

However,  a  Christian  teacher,  by  the 
fact  that  he  is  called  by  God  to  do 
this  work,  has  a  much  higher  and  a 
much  more  compelling  motivation  for 
teaching.  Paul,  as  a  missionary-teacher, 
said  he  was  engaged  in  ".  .  .  instructing 
every  one  in  all  wisdom,  [in  compre- 
hensive insight  into  the  ways  and  pur- 
poses of  God]  that  we  may  present 
every  person  mature -full-grown,  fully 
initiated,  complete  and  perfect— in 
Christ,  the  Anointed  One.  For  this  I 
labor  [unto  weariness] ,  striving  with 
all  the  superhuman  energy  which  He 
so  mightily  enkindles  and  works  within 
me"  (Col.  1 : 28-29  Amplified  NT.). 

Some  might  take  issue  with  this 
application  and  insist  that  the  school 
is  to  be  engaged  in  intellectual  training 


and  the  church  in  spiritual  training.  I 
maintain  that  this  is  a  false  division 
and  one  that  threatens  the  very  con- 
cept of  God  within  the  mind  of  the 
student.  If  the  church  teaches  that 
all  the  treasures  of  wisdom  and  knowl- 
edge are  hidden  in  Christ,  and  the 
school  completely  ignores  Him,  how 
is  it  possible  to  develop  citizens 
equipped  in  character  or  in  ability  to 
meet  life  and  all  the  situations  of  it? 
No  life  situation  can  claim  complete 
immunity  from  God.  All  truth  is  God's 
truth.  There  is  no  truth  but  God's 
truth.  God's  Word  is  the  test  of  all 
truth.  God  is  Truth. 

For  the  student,  particularly  the 
younger  one,  the  world  in  which  he 
lives  depends  on  the  interpretation 
given  to  it  by  the  teacher.  The  teacher 
himself  is  the  key  to  introducing  a 
unity  in  the  total  education  of  a 
student.  That  unity  is  God.  Mark 
Fakkema,  who  served  as  educational 
director  of  the  National  Association 
of  Christian  Schools,  has  defined  Chris- 
tian philosophy  as  "the  romance  of 
seeing  all  things  as  one  whole  with 
God  as  Ultimate." 

A  well-known  and  much  overdone 
practice  in  education  today  suggests 
that  we  must  not  force  our  philoso- 
phies, whether  good  or  bad,  on  poor, 
defenseless  children.     We  must  wait 
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Philosophy  of  education  does  make  a  difference. 
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until  they  are  old  enough  to  decide 
for  themselves.  My  reaction  to  this  is 
answered  very  vividly  by  Coleridge. 
"The  wall  thought  it  very  unfair  to  in- 
fluence a  child's  mind  by  inculcating 
any  opinions  before  it  had  come  in 
years  of  discretion  to  choose  for  itself. 
...  I  showed  him  my  garden,  and  I 
told  him  it  was  my  botanical  garden. 
.  .  .  'How  so?'  said  he;  'it  is  covered 
with  weeds.'  .  .  .  'Oh,'  I  replied,  'that 
is  only  because  it  has  not  yet  come  to 
its  age  of  discretion  and  choice.  The 
weeds,  you  see,  have  taken  the  liberty 
to  grow,  and  I  thought  it  unfair  in  me 
to  prejudice  the  soil  toward  roses  and 
strawberries.'  " 

The  head  start  that  the  weeds  of 
secular  education  get  during  those 
"waiting"  years  will  in  most  cases 
prove  too  much  for  the  antidote  ad- 
ministered by  the  church  only  once  a 
week.  Children  need  to  sense  God 
working  today.  As  they  face  subjects 
relevant  to  their  daily  experience,  they 
need  a  teacher  who  can  guide  them  to 
the  Word  and  to  the  All-sufficient  God. 
Otherwise  God  might  become,  and  I 
say  this  with  caution  and  reverence, 
God  might  become  "old-fashioned," 
"out-dated,"  and  unrelated  to  them. 

As  they  study  geography  and  the 
natural  sciences,  they  need  a  teacher 
j  who  can  give  them  a  true  account  of 
i  creation  and  the  Creator,  not  just  a 
,  hazy,  hurried-over-lest-I-offend-those- 
of-another-faith  theory.  If  they  are 
:  denied  this  privilege  and  right,  they 
I  may  be  swept  away  by  the  so-called 
'  philosophies  and  intellectualism  based 


on  men's  ideas  rather  than  on  God's 
truths. 

As  they  study  history  and  things 
of  the  past,  they  deserve  a  teacher 
who  can  show  them  God's  hand  work- 
ing in  the  affairs  of  men,  and  how 
situations  might  have  been  different 
had  men  sought  out  God's  will.  If 
they  don't  have  this  guidance,  history 
becomes  a  hideous  monster  of  failures, 
war,  instability  and  a  mere  "survival  of 
the  fittest." 

Children  need  a  teacher  who  can 
present  the  fine  arts  as  talents  given 
by  God  and  to  be  used  for  His  glory. 
If  this  is  not  done,  how  can  we  be  sure 
our  children  will  not  use  these  things 
for  self,  sin  or  Satan? 

As  they  study  mathematics  and 
science,  they  need  to  have  these  truths 
presented  as  God's  truths  lest  they  be 
tempted  to  elevate  men  and  his  mental 
and  experimental  abilities. 

What  is  education  anyway?  Is  not 
God  the  beginning  of  all  wisdom?  The 
Psalmist  David  says,  "Through  thy  pre- 
cepts I  get  understanding:  therefore  I 
hate  every  false  way  (Ps.  119:104). 
How  can  we  expect  children  to  hate 
the  false  way  if  they  are  not  presented 
with  the  true  way,  let  alone  given  guid- 
ance that  their  attitudes  and  wills 
might  be  in  accordance  with  this  truth? 

S.  M.  Ellis  has  well  defined  educa- 
tion. We  do  well  to  consider  his  defini- 
tion: "To  know  the  laws  of  God  in 
nature  and  revelation  and  then  to 
fashion  the  affections  and  the  will  into 
harmony  with  these  laws— this  is  edu- 
cation." ▼ 
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THE  BLOODY  NILE 


^•ver  3,000  years  ago,  two  aged 
men  stood  in  the  royal  court  of  the 
Pharaoh  of  Egypt.  Beautiful  red  granite 
was  seen  everywhere.  Massive  lime- 
stone columns  with  delicately  painted 
hieroglyphics  lined  both  sides  of  the 
main  court  area.  The  room  was  silent 
as  the  two  men  approached  the  throne. 
The  pharaoh,  in  majestic  splendor,  sat 
on  a  gold  inlaid  throne  which  was 
situated  on  large  granite  platforms. 
After  formal  introductions  were  com- 
plete, the  two  men  spoke,  "Thus  saith 
the  Lord  God  of  Israel.  Let  my  people 
go,  that  they  may  hold  a  feast  unto  me 
in  the  wilderness"  (Exod.  5:1). 
Pharaoh  appeared  somewhat  startled 
by  the  demand  at  first,  but  very 
quickly  his  amazement  was  changed  to 
anger.  After  all,  according  to  Egyptian 
religious  thought,  he  was  a  god.  By 
what  right  did  these  two  Israelites 
come  making  demands  in  the  name  of 
a  strange  god?  The  voice  of  Pharaoh 
could  be  heard  throughout  the  main 
court  area  as  he  shouted,  "Who  is  the 
Lord,  that  I  should  obey  his  voice  to 
let  Israel  go?  I  know  not  the  Lord, 
neither  will  I  let  Israel  go"  (Exod.  5:2). 
After  several  exchanges  regarding  this 
matter,  Moses  and  Aaron  left  the 
palace  knowing  that  the  plight  of  en- 
slaved Israel  would  now  become  worse 
(cf.  Exod.  5:3-23). 

THE  CHALLENGE.  The  challenge 
of  Pharaoh  would  not  go  unheeded, 
for  in  a  short  period  of  time  God  would 
speak  in  such  a  way  that  His  identity 
and  His  power  would  be  unquestioned. 
Chapters  seven  through  twelve  of  the 
Book  of  Exodus  have  been  the  subject 
of  considerable  debate  and  criticism. 
Traditionally  the  ten  plagues  have  been 
regarded  as  miraculous  events  designed 
by  God  to  humble  Pharaoh  and  to  free 
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the  people  of  Israel.  Modern  com- 
mentators, however,  have  generally  re- 
jected the  concept  of  supernatural 
events.  Therefore,  miracles  are  viewed 
in  a  number  of  ways.  Some  claim  that 
such  events  are  possible.  In  this  they 
reject  the  power  of  God.  Others  argue 
that  such  miracles  are  unnecessary. 
This  view  denies  the  clear  proclama- 
tions of  Scripture.  A  final  group  would 
argue  that  the  miracles  recorded  in 
Scripture  are  essentially  meaningless. 
Such  a  view  rejects  the  basic  principles 
of  revelation. 

Many  liberal  scholars  are  willing  to 
concede  that  certain  events  did  happen 
which  are  described  in  the  Book  of 
Exodus;  however,  they  are  unanimous 
in  their  opinion  that  these  events  repre- 
sent nothing  more  than  natural 
phenomenon  which  can  be  experienced 
today.  The  words  of  Keller  are  an  ex- 
ample of  this  view:  "These  things 
which  the  Bible  describes  are  still  ex- 
perienced by   the   Egyptians,  as,  for 


example,  the  'Red  Nile.'  "  However, 
in  the  light  of  the  progression,  in- 
tensity, predictiveness,  and  brevity  of 
events  described,  it  is  very  difficult  to 
explain  such  occurences  on  grounds 
of  purely  natural  phenomena.  Archae- 
ological  discoveries  have  done  a  great 
deal  to  shed  light  on  both  the  nature 
and  the  purpose  of  the  ten  plagues  as 
described  in  the  Book  of  Exodus.  The 
plagues  had  at  least  three  primary  pur- 
poses: (1)  To  establish  the  identity, 
nature,  and  power  of  Jehovah  (Exod.  | 
7:5,17;  8:10;  9:14).  (2)  To  demon-, 
strate  the  foolishness  of  idolatry  both 
to  the  Egyptians  and  to  the  Israelites 
(Exod.  12:12;  Num.  33:4;  cf.  Exod. 
18:11).  (3)  To  humble  the  arrogant 
king  of  Egypt  (cf.  Exod.  9:27;  10:16). 
THE  ENCOUNTER.  The  first  major  j 
encounter  with  Pharaoh  following  the 
miracle  of  the  changing  of  the  rods  to 
serpents  (Exod.  7:10-13)  took  place 
at  the  bank  of  the  Nile  River  or  one  of 
its  major  tributaries.    The  Lord  com- 
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manded  Moses  to  meet  Pharaoh  in  the 
morning  at  the  edge  of  the  river  (7: 15). 
In  all  probability.  Pharaoh  went  to  the 
river  daily  to  participate  in  some  form 
of  worship,  for  the  Nile  River  was  con- 
sidered to  be  sacred  by  the  Egyptians. 
Large  temples  with  their  causeways 
were  located  up  and  down  the  Nile 
Valley.  Little  did  Pharaoh  know  that 
morning  that  this  would  be  the  be- 
ginning of  a  long  series  of  tragedies 
which  would  ultimately  humble  him 
before  Moses  and  Aaron  and  cause 
him  to  recognize  the  power  of  the 
God  which  he  questioned  earlier. 

THE  DISASTER.  The  nature  and 
extent  of  the  plague  CExod.  7:17-22). 
Jehovah  promised  that  He  would  turn 
the  river  to  blood,  the  result  of  which 
would  be  the  death  of  the  fish  in  that 
river.  The  river  would  also  become 
loathsome  to  the  Egyptians  and  they 
would  be  unable  to  drink  the  water  of 
that  river  (w.  17-18).  Many  com- 
mentators have  attempted  to  interpret 
these  passages  in  the  light  of  natural 
events,  as,  for  example,  red  silt  washing 
into  the  Nile  River,  or  the  rapid  in- 
crease of  certain  specie  of  alga  which 
when  it  becomes  overabundant  turns 
the  water  to  crimson  and  kills  the 
animals  in  the  vicinity.  While  the  latter 
explanation  might  illustrate  the  possi- 
bility of  a  miracle,  it  certainly  does  not 
account  for  the  scope  of  the  miracle  as 
described  in  verse  19,  for  all  the  water 
sources  of  Egypt  were  polluted  as  a 
result  of  this  plague.  This  miracle  was 
performed  in  the  sight  of  Pharaoh,  and 
while  it  was  duplicated  by  the  ma- 
gicians, there  is  no  doubt  that  the  work 
Df  Moses  and  Aaron  was  of 
natural  origin. 

The  question  to  be  asked  at  this 
point  is.  "Why  did  God  start  with  the 
Nile  River0"    One  needs  onlv  to  look 
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at  a  map  and  examine  the  geographical 
setting  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  the 
reason  will  become  obvious.  Her- 
odutus.  an  early  historian,  made  the 
classic  statement  that  "Egypt  is  the 
gift  of  the  Nile."  There  is  no  more 
eloquent  way  of  expressing  this  self- 
evident  truth.  Egypt  is  totally  depend- 
ent upon  the  Nile  flood  for  its  crops. 
The  heavy  rains  of  the  tropical  regions 
lying  far  to  the  south  provide  the 
necessary  waters  to  swell  the  Nile 
River  thus  flooding  the  Nile  Valley- 
causing  the  crops  to  be  watered  and 
therefore  productive.  The  above  facts 
lead  us  logically  to  another  important 
consideration. 

The  effects  of  the  plague.    The  im- 
mediate   effects    of   this    plague    on 
Pharaoh  were  apparently  minimal  at 
this    point.      Since   the  magicians  in 
Egypt  were  able,  in  some  manner,  to 
duplicate  the  miracle  (v.  22t.  Pharaoh 
felt    that    there    was  nothing  unique 
about  the  event.     In  fact,  it  appears 
that  the  events  of  that  day  were  not 
even    given    serious    thought   by   the 
arrogant  king  (v.  25 1.    While  Pharaoh 
may  have  remained  unmoved  by  this 
tragedy,   the   economic  and  religious 
life  of  the  country  as  a  whole  must 
have  been  seriously  affected.    One  of 
the  interesting  documents  coming  from 
the  thirteenth  century  B.C.  is  entitled 
"The  Hymn  to  the  Nile."    The  text 
was  evidently"  composed  in  Thebes  and 
comes  to  us  in  rather  good  condition. 
It   is  clear  from  this  hyTnn  that  the 
economy  of  Egy  pt  was  contingent  on 
the  faithfulness  of  the  Nile  to  provide 
clean  water  both  for  drinking  and  ir- 
rigation purposes.     Here  is  what  the 
Egyptians  thought  of  their  river:  "He 
who  makes  the  barley  and  brings  era- 
mer  into  being,  that  he  may  make  the 
temples  festive.    If  he  is  sluggish,  then 
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'What  does  this  miracle 
mean  to  us?  I  would 
suggest  two  possibilities. 
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nostrils  are  stopped  up,  and  everybody 
is  poor.  If  there  be  (thus)  a  cutting 
down  in  the  food  offerings  of  the  gods, 
then  a  million  men  perish  among 
mortals,  covetousness  is  practiced,  the 
entire  land  is  in  a  fury,  and  great  and 
small  are  on  the  execution  block. 
(But)  people  are  different  when  he 
approaches." 

Perhaps  more  significant  is  the  im- 
pact of  this  miracle  on  religious  think- 
ing in  Egypt,  for  the  Nile  was  con- 
sidered by  the  Egyptians  to  be  a  sacred 
river.    Many  of  their  gods  were  associ- 


ated either  directly  or  indirectly  with 
this  river  and  its  productivity.  For 
example,  the  great  Khnum  was  con- 
sidered the  guardian  of  the  Nile 
sources.  Hapi  was  believed  to  be  the 
"spirit  of  the  Nile"  and  its  "dynamic 
essence."  One  of  the  greatest  gods 
revered  in  Egypt  was  the  god  Osiris 
who  was  the  god  of  the  underworld. 
The  Egyptians  believed  that  the  river 
Nile  was  his  bloodstream.  In  the  light 
of  this  latter  expression,  it  is  appro- 
priate indeed  that  the  Lord  should  turn 
the  Nile  to  blood!  In  the  "Hymn  to 
the  Nile"  we  are  also  informed  of  the 
Egyptian's  affection  for  this  river  and 


Osiris 


its  provisions:  "The  bringer  of  food, 
rich  in  provisions,  creator  of  all  good, 
lord  of  majesty,  sweet  of  fragrance." 
The  significance  of  this  first  plague  is 
again  apparent,  as  we  read  in  Exodus 
7:21  that  the  fish  in  the  river  died  and 
the  river  stank.  It  would  have  been 
interesting  to  have  visited  the  temples 
along  the  Nile  River  during  that  seven- 
day  period  as  fish  floated  to  the  shore 
lines  and  the  river  flowed  in  a  deep 
red  color.  Rather  than  the  river  bring- 
ing  life  and  refreshment,  it  brought 
death  and  a  stench  that  certainly 
caused  great  frustration  among  the 
Egyptians  as  they  sought  water  for  J 
their  cattle  and  their  crops. 

PRACTICAL  CONSIDERATIONS.!

The    bloody   Nile    ' 
therefore,  is  a  testimony  to  the  powei   i 
of  God,  His  willingness  to  deliver,  anc  J

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Alerting  Parents  Now

he  breakdown  of  the  American 
home,  the  rise  in  juvenile  delinquency, 
the  rapid  increase  of  crime,  and  the 
rapid  spread  of  immorality  with  all  of 
the  resultant  evils,  demands  that  we 
take  a  second  look  at  the  American 
home  and  evaluate  our  weaknesses  and 
develop  our  strengths. 

This  is  indeed  a  difficult  subject  for 
several  reasons.  First,  none  of  us  have 
done  a  perfect  job  in  our  own  homes 
and  we  recognize  all  too  well  our  short- 
comings. Second,  we  have  no  idea 
what  our  children  will  be  facing  to- 
morrow because  of  the  rapidity  of 
change  in  the  world.  And  in  the  third 
place,  the  guidelines  for  a  proper  home 
environment  as  found  in  the  Scriptures 
are  generally  ignored,  even  by  many 
who  call  themselves  Christian. 

THE  TEENAGER.  A  quick  look 
at  the  teenager  of  our  land  reveals  that 
his  attitudes  leave  something  to  be  de- 
sired. He  feels  that  the  world  we  have 
given  him  is  an  idiotic  ball  and  chain 
about  his  neck.  He  is  very  critical.  He 
does  not  believe  that  God  exists  or  if 
God  does  exist,  he  has  forgotten  his 
I  creation.  He  feels  that  the  present 
older  generation  has  flubbed  their 
opportunity  and  has  nothing  to  offer 
him.  Again  this  teenager  is  caustic. 
He  does  not  hesitate  to  express  him- 
self, to  demonstrate,  to  criticize,  to 
burn,  and  to  bring  about  drastic  changes 
according  to  his  own  desire  and  design. 
Also,  he  is  conformed.  While  he  boasts 
of  his  liberty  and  endeavors  to  express 
it  and  to  exercise  it,  at  the  same  time 
it  is  an  obvious  fact  that  he  is  con- 
formed to  the  present  evil  world  and 
s  actions  and  his  attitudes  are  domi- 

ted  by  the  group  and  not  by  in- 
vidual  convictions. 

Someone  has  recently  characterized 
teenagers  in  three  categories.  Namely, 
number  one,  alienated.  These  are  the 
lippies  and  the  beatniks  who  have 
separated  themselves  from  society  and, 
who  like  the  prodigal  of  old,  have  gone 
nto  a  far  country  to  live  eventually 
vith  the  pigs  (and  by  the  sight  and 
anell  of  this  group  that  is  just  about 
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where  they  belong).  Number  two, 
apathetic.  The  apathetic  young  people 
might  be  characterized  by  the  elder 
brother  who  stayed  at  home  in  the 
story  of  the  prodigal  in  Luke  15.  He 
didn't  cause  any  trouble.  He  just  ac- 
cepted the  status  quo  and  went  along 
with  the  "establishment."  He  is  the 
individual  who  will  grow  up  to  be  just 
like  his  parents,  will  live  in  the  same 
atmosphere  with  the  same  attitudes 
and  the  same  accomplishments.  Num- 
ber three,  the  activist.  These  are  they 
who  are  found  demonstrating,  making 
their  requests  known  in  a  boisterous 
fashion  and  openly  expressing  them- 
selves in  various  manners.  While  their 
activities  disgust  us  in  general,  yet  we 
do  recognize  that  here  is  the  group 
that  probably  will  determine  what  goes 
on  in  our  nation  and  in  our  world  to- 
morrow. Therefore,  we  must  consider 
this  group  seriously  and  do  something 
to  redeem  their  activity  and  direct 
their  enthusiasm  in  the  right  channels. 
In  order  to  best  serve  the  teenage 
generation,  parents,  educators  and 
clergymen  need  to  do  what  the  proph- 
et Ezekiel  expressed  when  he  said  he 
went  down  and  stayed  where  the 
people  stayed,  sat  where  they  sat, 
lived  where  they  lived,  for  a  period  of 
time,  until  he  could  fully  understand 
them  (Ezek.  3:15-17).  Only  after  he 
had  penetrated  their  minds  and  their 
souls  with  understanding  and  concern 
did  Ezekiel  feel  free  to  speak. 


THE  PARENTS.  Most  parents  are 
pretty  well  "trapped."  They  are 
driven  from  PTA,  to  Little  League,  to 
club,  to  church,  to  work— and  as  a  re- 
sult they  find  themselves  completely 
bewildered.  One  man  evaluating  his 
home  and  the  situation  therein  said, 
"If  my  home  life  was  depicted  on  TV, 
I  would  switch  channels." 

One  of  the  reasons  for  parental  in- 
effectiveness is  because  we  have  aban- 
doned God-given,  Bible-outlined  rules 
for  marriage,  child  training,  and  family 
living.  The  father  has  rejected  his 
position  as  authoritative  head  of  the 
home.  The  mother  has  become  quite 
involved  in  worldly  pursuits  outside 
the  home  and  she  therefore  is  not 
.ivailable  to  the  child  as  needed.  The 
end  result  is  the  "permissiveness"  that 
children  experience  in  the  present  evil 
world.  While  most  parents  assume 
that  by  allowing  their  children  to  do 
what  they  want  to,  they  are  doing 
them  a  favor,  actually  they  are  doing 
them  a  great  disfavor. 

World  conditions  in  which  we  must 
dwell  have  contributed  largely  to  the 
breakdown  of  the  American  home. 
Prolonged  wars  have  brought  in  a  flood 
of  immorality.  Prolonged  prosperity 
has  introduced  a  great  irresponsibility 
and  prolonged  atheism  has  created  an 
insensitivity  to  integrity  and  purity. 

The  end  result  of  these  accumulative 
conditions  has  been  defeatism  in  the 
American  home  leading  to  delinquency 
on  the  part  of  the  American  teenager 
which  defeatism  and  delinquency  bid 
fair  to  destroy  the  nation  which  we 
cherish  and  love. 

THE  CURES.  There  are  cures  for 
this  state  of  confusion  in  the  American 
home.  First  of  all  we  need  to  deter- 
mine our  goals  and  priorities.  A  care- 
ful reading  of  Hebrews  13:15-17  will 
give  us  a  pattern  of  action  which,  if 
followed,  will  bring  success  in  child- 
rearing  and  training  in  our  homes. 

Note  these  key  words  in  the  pas- 
sage: 1.  "Sacrifice"-this  suggests  the 
Gospel  which  is  a  personal  and  knowl- 
edgeable experience  of  right  relation- 
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ship  with  the  Father  through  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  The  first  cure  for  the 
problems  of  the  home  is  to  make  sure 
that  our  chilren  are  saved.  2.  "Con- 
tinually"—consistency  of  life  and  testi- 
mony on  the  part  of  the  parents  and 
leaders  of  the  children,  as  well  as  the 
children  themselves,  will  go  a  long  way 
toward  establishing  in  them  the  right 
virtues  and  the  right  convictions  they 
will  need  to  face  in  later  life.  3.  "Com- 
municate"—parents  have  experience 
and  knowledge,  and  at  a  proper  time 
and  in  a  proper  fashion  they  should 
communicate  these  truths  to  their 
children.  Frequently  this  communica- 
tion is  rejected.  4.  "Watch"— Paul  had 
a  deep  desire  to  watch  for  the  souls  of 
those  whom  God  had  committed  unto 
him.  This  must  become  the  passion  of 
us  parents.  We  must  show  the  same 
concern  for  the  souls  of  our  children  as 
we  do  for  their  bodies  and  their  minds. 
5.  "Joy— grief— if  we  discharge  our  re- 
sponsibilities in  the  ministries  unto 
which  God  hath  called  us,  we  will  have 
real  joy  and  not  grief.  As  a  pastor  I 
desire  to  have  joy  when  I  stand  in  the 
presence  of  the  Lord.  Therefore,  I 
serve  diligently  those  whom  He  hath 
committed  unto  me.  How  much  more 
important  it  is  that  parents  serve  dili- 
gently so  that  they  will  stand  in  the 
presence  of  the  Lord  with  joy  and  not 
with  grief.  6.  "Unprofitable"-this  is 
the  summary  word  in  the  Hebrew 
passage.  If  we  start  with  the  Gospel 
and  continue  through  watchfulness  for 


the  souls  of  our  children,  this  will  be- 
come profitable  for  them,  for  us,  and 
for  the  Almighty.  If  we  do  not  obey 
these  guidelines,  we  shall  lose  the  en- 
tire profit  and  the  end  result  will  be  a 
tremendous  loss. 

CHANGE.  Recently  a  sign  was 
placed  on  a  research  laboratory  wall 
which  read,  "If  it  works,  it's  obsolete." 
This  illustrates  the  rapidity  of  change 
in  the  world  in  which  we  live.  In  the 
19th  century  we  experienced  a  mechan- 
ical revolution;  the  wheel,  the  car,  the 
airplane,  all  came  into  prominence. 
At  that  time  a  member  of  the  passing 
generation  solemnly  observed,  "There 
goes  the  younger  generation,  hell- 
bound  on  wheels."    In  the  20th  cen- 


tury we  experienced  a  technological 
revolution.  This  resulted  in  the  com- 
puter, the  spaceship,  the  moon  land- 
ing, TV  pictures  from  Mars,  and  only 
the  wildest  imaginations  of  man  can 
feature  what  will  come  out  of  the 
rapid  increase  of  knowledge  which  has 
been  brought  about  in  this  space  age. 

In  the  21st  century  we  will  be  ex- 
periencing a  biological  revolution  and 
if  we  think  the  changes  of  the  last 
several  centuries  have  been  great,  we 
are  just  beginning  to  scratch  the  sur- 
face. They  tell  of  an  anti-hostility 
drug  that  can  be  introduced  into  the 
water  supply  of  the  cities  which  will 
result  in  the  people  standing  by  even 
while  an  invading  army  would  march 
in  and  take  over  their  schools,  their 
churches,  and  their  children.  It  has 
also  been  demonstrated  in  the  labora- 
tory that  life  can  be  generated  from  a 


substance  found  in  every  human  cell. 
This  would  mean  that  without  the 
normal  procedures  of  reproduction  a 
cell  from  a  male  body  could  be  used 
to  reproduce  that  same  body  over  and 
over  again.    This  is  frightening! 

This  cumulative  learning  of  the  ages 
has  been  accelerated  greatly  by  natural 
causes,  with  each  new  bit  of  informa- 
tion opening  up  wide  new  areas  for 
further  exploration  and  research.  Also, 
there  have  been  unnatural  contributing 
factors  to  this  growing  store  of  knowl- 
edge and  its  destructive  use.  It  was 
Lenin  who  said,  "If  you  destroy  the 
youth,  the  revolution  is  won."  This  is 
exactly  what  the  Russian  Communists 
would  do.  They  know  that  if  you 
"educate  a  man  in  mind  but  not  in 
morals  you  create  a  menace  to  society." 
That's  why  we  are  not  so  much  con- 
cerned about  the  missiles  which  may 
be  poised  and  ready  to  be  fired  from 
Cuba.  We  are  more  concerned  that 
the  sugarcane  fields  are  being  converted 
to  the  raising  of  cocaine,  heroin,  mor- 
phine, and  other  drugs  which  are  being 
smuggled  into  the  United  States  of 
America  and  have  become  one  of  the 
chief  sources  of  supply  for  that  traffic 
which  is  causing  us  to  become  a  nation 
of  drug  addicts  with  all  the  evil  results 
thereof. 

SOME  SUGGESTED  GUIDE- 
LINES. Here  are  some  guidelines  in 
the  Scripture  which  will  help  us  to  pre- 
pare our  teenagers  to  live  in  a  confused 
and  changing  world. 

The  atmosphere  in  our  homes  needs 
to  be  greatly  improved.  In  Deuterono- 
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"Our  churches  must  be  worthy  of  the 
respect  and  participation  of  our  families. 


my  6:4-9  parental  stability  was  to  be 
imparted  to  the  children  through  the 
teaching  of  the  Word  of  God.  One  of 
the  practices  of  the  past  that  has  fallen 
into  disrepute,  but  should  be  revived 
in  our  homes  and  in  our  churches,  is 
the  memorization  of  favorite  passages 
of  the  Scripture,  especially  while  chil- 
dren are  young.  It  was  David  who 
wrote,  "Thy  word  have  I  hid  in  mine 
heart,  that  I  might  not  sin  against 
thee"  (Ps.  119:11).  We  need  to  cause 
our  children  to  memorize  the  Ten 
Commandments,  the  Beatitudes,  Ro- 
mans 12,  Psalm  1,  I  Corinthians  13, 
and  other  such  choice  portions  of  the 
Word  of  God. 

The  attitude  in  our  homes  needs 
to  be  improved  with  a  proper  evalu- 
ation of  priorities,  an  appreciation  for 
spiritual  things,  and  participation  in 
the  total  program  of  the  church.  The 
attitude  of  parents  toward  honesty, 
integrity,  courtesy,  and  compassion 
will  go  a  long  way  toward  training  the 
children  to  reflect  such  attitudes  when 
they  come  to  a  position  of  authority 
and  decision. 

There  needs  to  be  a  reestablishment 
of  authority  in  the  home.  Solomon 
wrote,  "Except  the  Lord  build  the 
house,  they  labour  in  vain  that  build 
it  .  .  ."  (Ps.  127:1).  God  not  only 
planned  the  home  but  He  is  also  vitally 
interested  in  its  success.  To  assure 
such  success  parents  are  responsible  to 


bring  their  children  up  in  the  fear  and 
admonition  of  the  Lord,  to  train  them 
in  the  way  they  ought  to  go,  to  take 
authoritative  responsibility  for  them, 
and  to  bring  them  to  spiritual  maturity 
so  that  they  might  in  turn  bear  a  good 
witness  for  Christ  and  assume  their 
parental  responsibilities  in  due  season. 
Our  homes  and  our  lives  must  therefore 
be  church-oriented.  However,  our 
churches  must  be  worthy  of  the  re- 
spect and  participation  of  our  families. 

CONCLUSION.  From  a  missionary 
family,  we  discovered  their  secret  of 
success  in  bringing  up  their  children 
in  the  fear  and  admonition  of  the  Lord. 
They,  because  of  the  nature  of  their 
work,  lived  alone  with  their  family, 
day  after  day,  in  the  jungles  of  Brazil. 
There  the  family  was  self-sufficient 
and  self-reliant,  developing  those  vir- 
tues that  are  needed  to  face  life 
successfully  in  the  name  of  Christ. 
Unfortunately,  there  are  not  enough 
jungles  for  all  of  us. 

Someone  has  suggested  that  we 
need  to  reestablish  the  old-fashioned 
home.  Despite  some  virtues,  to  return 
to  such  a  type  of  living  is  undesirable, 
for  it  has  produced  our  modern  gener- 
ation and  to  duplicate  it  would  only 
magnify  our  defects  and  continue  the 
problems  that  we  are  facing.  Also,  to 
reestablish  the  old-fashioned  home  is 
unrealistic,  for  our  world,  our  prob- 
lems, our  life,  and  our  children  are 
different.  We  dare  not  revert  to  the 
past.  We  must  prepare  them  to  face 
the  world  in  which  they  must  live  in 
the  immediate  future.  We  ask  the 
question,  "How  can  we  prepare  them 
to  face  such  a  world  and  how  can  we 
challenge  them  to  live  for  Christ?" 
Here  are  two  answers:  First,  we  must 
bring  them  to  that  place  of  security 
that  results  from  a  strong  personal 
commitment  to  Jesus  Christ.  Fear  and 
insecurity  are  two  of  the  major  prob- 
lems of  the  growing  generation.  They 
need  to  know  that,  as  believing  chil- 
dren of  God,  they  "shall  never  perish" 
(cf.   John    10:28-29).      In    the   New 


Testament  security  is  set  forth  as 
assurance  against  destruction  (Matt. 
2:13),  being  made  void  (I  Cor.  1:19), 
being  deprived  (Matt.  10:42),  straying 
(Matt.  10:6),  going  to  waste  (Matt. 
26:8),  or  being  marred  (Mark  2:22). 
If  our  youth  can  be  assured  that  their 
lives,  lived  to  His  glory,  will  be  mean- 
ingful and  fruitful,  they  will  stand  the 
test  and  come  to  spiritual  maturity. 

Second,  they  need  to  know  that 
when  on  course  with  the  Lord  they 
will  ultimately  arrive.  The  moon  men 
had  completed  their  great  feat  of  set- 
ting foot  on  that  distant  satellite.  All 
that  was  necessary  was  the  return  trip 
and  the  reentry  into  the  earth's  at- 
mosphere. During  that  fiery  blackout 
period  they  were  at  ease  and  secure. 
Why?  Because  their  ship  and  pro- 
cedures had  been  proved  faultless.  As 
we  see  our  youth  entering  into  their 
world,  in  a  sense  "blacked  out"  tem- 
porarily from  their  parents,  their 
churches,  and  their  foundations,  we 
know  they  will  be  safe  if  committed 
unto  the  Lord.  While  we  cannot  live 
their  lives  for  them,  we  can  direct  them 
to  the  One  whose  spiritual  powers  with- 
in will  enable  them  to  meet  the  test 
and  complete  a  successful  flight.        ▼

I  never  will  forget  the  exciting  summer  of 
1969.  I  had  my  fust  jet  ride,  my  frist  trip  out 
of  the  United  States,  and  my  first  attempt  at 
witnessing  for  Jesus  Christ  in  a  language  that 
was  foreign  to  me. 

What  a  thrill  it  was  to  ride  through  a  city 
of  ten  million  people  at  rush  hour:  to  stand 
atop  the  tallest  building  in  all  of  the  .Americas;

with  a  sawdust-covered  floor. 

My  fondest  memories  don't  come  to  mind 
with  things  we  did.  or  the  places  we  visited,  but 
with  the  friends  we  made.  God  gave  us  a  real 
love  for  the  Mexican  people.  And  in  return,  the 
warmness.  interest,  and  kindnesses  they  showed 
toward  us  will  always  be  remembered.  Especial- 
ly the  Christians  we  met,  with  Christ  as  the 
binding  tie  between  us.  we  have  friendships  for 
eternity. 

Through  my  summer  in  Mexico  City.  God 
made  himself  very  real  to  me.  He  blessed  so 
richly— "exceeding  abundantly  above  all  that  we 
ask  or  think."  He  taught  me  the  necessity  for 
complete  reliance  upon  Him.  With  each  prob- 
lem He  worked  out  the  perfect  solution.  Praise 
God!

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Report  on  the  Assembly 


Just  one  year  ago,  ownership  and 
control  of  the  Winona  Lake  Christian 
Assembly  was  transferred  to  Grace 
Schools.

ASSEMBLY  BOARD.  All  the  assets 
and  liabilities  of  The  Winona  Lake 
Christian  Assembly  belong  to  Grace 
Schools,  but  the  two  organizations  are 
operated  separately,  including  the  re- 
spective business  and  financial  trans- 
actions. A  separate  Board  of  Directors 
for  the  WLCA  consists  of  sixteen 
men.  Twelve  are  elected  by  the  Grace 
Schools  Board  of  Trustees,  and  four 
elected  by  the  former  corporation 
members  of  the  WLCA. 

SEPARATE.  Students,  faculty,  and 
Brethren  constituency  have  asked 
whether  Grace  Schools  is  subsidizing 
the  Assembly.  That  answer  is  no!  The 
Assembly  operates  on  its  own  merits, 
hires  its  own  staff,  pays  its  own  bills, 
arranges  its  own  schedule.  The  person- 
nel overlaps  but  those  staff  members 
simply  change  hats  when  they  move 
from  one  organization  to  another. 
Their  remuneration  is  provided  by  the 
organization  they  service  and  is  com- 
mensurate with  the  time  and  value  of 
the  service. 

BOTH  ORGANIZATIONS  BENE- 
FIT. Grace  Schools  benefits  in  many 
ways.  The  living  quarters  of  the  As- 
sembly provide  space  for  students, 
thereby  eliminating  the  urgency  of 
building  new  dormitories. 

During  the  1968-69  school  year, 
sixty  students  were  housed  in  Assem- 
bly facilities.  This  year  the  total  will 
hit  one  hundred.  The  Assembly  admin- 
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istration  building  was  refurbished  and 
all  business  offices  of  Grace  Schools 
transferred  to  that  building.  Assembly 
business  quarters  remain  there.  A 
house  belonging  to  the  Assembly  was 
remodeled  to  serve  as  offices  for  stu- 
dent organizations.  The  Eskimo  Inn 
was  completely  renovated  by  Grace 
students  for  use  as  a  student  union 
building  and   renamed   "The  Lamp." 

The  Winona  Lake  Auditorium  has 
been  available  when  special  occasions 
called  for  a  seating  capacity  exceeding 
anything  on  Grace  Campus.  The 
Winona  Hotel  has  not  been  needed  to 
house  students  and  has  been  available 
to  other  groups  for  weekend  confer- 
ences, and  for  special  occasions  planned 
by  Grace  Schools. 

Previously,  Grace  Schools  could  not 
have  provided  these  benefits  because 
of  lack  of  funds,  greatly  hampering  its 
operation.  By  bringing  the  Assembly 
into  the  ownership  and  control  of 
Grace  Schools,  it  has  been  possible  to 
arrange  for  this  use  at  great  profit  to 
the  schools. 

However,  the  Assembly  has  bene- 
fited, too.  It  has  made  progress  with 
the  historic  problem  facing  the  Assem- 
bly—how to  meet  a  twelve-months  of 
overhead  with  only  a  two  and  one- 
half  months  income.  Annual  shortages 
have  enlarged  the  deficit. 

All  of  the  facilities  described  above 
and  used  by  Grace  Schools  are  treated 
as  facilities  for  which  the  Assembly 
should  be  properly  reimbursed.  This 
reimbursement  enlarges  the  income  of 
the  Assembly  and  helps  to  balance 
the  books. 

ASSEMBLY  BETTER  OFF.  As  a 
result  of  using  the  buildings  and 
grounds  of  the  Assembly  for  nine 
months  of  the  school  year,  September 
through  May,  and  in  addition,  opera- 
ting the  Assembly  facilities  for  three 
months  of  the  summer  for  Bible  Con- 
ference and  Christian  meetings,  the 
Assembly  is  better  off  this  year  than 
last  by  approximately  $20,000.  This 
does  not  mean  that  there  has  not  been 
some  deficit  incurred,  but  the  situation 
is  better  than  it  would  have  been  if 
Grace  Schools  had  not  entered  the 
picture.  Moreover,  by  operating  the 
Assembly  this  past  year,  our  own  staff 
has  learned  some  of  the  problems  and 


will  be  better  able  to  confront  them. 
New  ideas  are  already  in  the  making  to 
enhance  the  usefulness  of  the  Assem- 
bly grounds  and  facilities,  and  thus 
attract  many  more  people  in  the  future. 

A  BONANZA.  Grace  Schools  not 
only  did  not  subsidize  the  Assembly, 
it  benefited  financially.  Overflow  of 
crowds  requiring  room  and  board  were 
channeled  to  Grace  Schools  dormi- 
tories and  dining  facilities.  This  re- 
sulted in  an  actual  surplus  of  $20,000 
in  June  alone.  This  is  reason  for  great 
rejoicing  on  the  part  of  Brethren.  To 
have  started  the  new  school  year 
$20,000  in  the  red  would  have  been  a 
serious  thing,  in  the  face  of  the  many 
problems  that  confront  schools  these 
days. 

DECISIONS-1 ,200.  Christian  peo- 
ple sometimes  wonder  about  the  value 
of  a  Bible  Conference,  and  doubtless 
this  question  has  been  raised  concern- 
ing the  Winona  Lake  Bible  Conference. 

An  unofficial  inventory  of  the  sum- 
mer revealed  that  at  least  1,200  de- 
cisions were  made  on  these  conference 
grounds  during  the  summer.  Some  of 
the  decisions  were  for  salvation,  others 
were  for  dedication  of  life,  and  some 
were  for  full-time  Christian  service. 
Surely,  this  is  a  valuable  ministry. 

Continue  to  pray  that  the  Assembly 
Board,  which  met  November  11,  will 
direct  a  program  through  the  coming 
year  that  will  be  more  effective  in

evangelizing,  planting  churches,  and  also 
helping  by  means  of  medicine,  literature, 
schools  and  radio.  Two  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine  national  pastors  minister  to  about 
70,000  baptized  believers,  with  actual  at- 
tendance about  twice  that  number.  Ger- 
many was  entered  in  July  1969.  Fourteen 
young  people  served  in  foreign  lands  last 
year  in  cooperation  with  the  TIME  pro- 
gram.

Later  in  this  address  we  will  comment 
on  the  condition  of  our  churches,  some 
gaining,  some  losing.  In  almost  every  case 
the  losing  is  during  a  time  when  the  local 
church  is  without  a  pastor.  We  are  having 
such  short  pastorates,  and  so  many  changes. 
I  am  pleading  for  long  pastorates.  Some  of 
my  friends  believe  the  Christian  ministry  is 
being  degraded  in  the  eyes  of  our  young 
people,  that  congregations  do  not  respect 
the  pastor  as  they  should.  Others  believe 
young  ministers  are  greedy,  and  go  to  the 
place  and  type  of  work  that  will  pay  the 
most  money.  Some  say  pastors  are  dicta- 
torial and  seem  to  want  to  run  the  church. 
Of  course,  we  all  know  it  is  the  pastor  who 
will  be  blamed  should  a  church  or  program 
fail.  I  have  seen  many  instances  in  which 
pastors  have  been  considered  as  servants 
of  the  church  to  be  dominated  and  directed 
by  boards  and  committees,  rather  than  as 
elders  to  be  respected  and  followed.  I 
don't  know  the  cause,  but  I  do  see  the 
urgent  need.  Young  people  do  volunteer 
for  VISTA  and  similar  types  of  humani- 
tarian work,  and  that  is  fine.  But  in  doing 
so  all  they  are  offered  is  hardship,  sickness, 
danger,  and  fifty  dollars  per  month.  If 
youth  will  respond  for  VISTA,  our  Brethren 
young  people  will  respond  for  needed 
Christian  service.  Let's  continue  to  plead 
and  pray. 

No  Time  To  Wait- The  executive  com- 
mittee for  this  national  conference  recom- 
mended a  theme  of  "NO  TIME  TO  WAIT."

Again,  there  is  time  to  wait—  "Wait  for 
his  Son  from  heaven  (I  Thess.  1:10).  For 
long  it  has  been  said,  "the  coming  of  the 
Lord  draweth  nigh"  (James  5:8).  Never 
could  it  have  had  a  more  intense  meaning 
than  today.  The  great  minds  of  the  world 
are  looking  for  the  destruction  of  the  earth 
and  all  that  is  associated  with  it  in  a  great 
nuclear  blast.  Whatever  may  be  in  store  for 
the  lost  and  godless  world,  there  is  some- 
thing very  precious  ahead  for  the  child  of 
God— God's  Son  from  heaven.  To  wait,  as 
it  is  mentioned  here,  is  not  the  "wait"  of 
indolence.  As  we  wait  let  us  tell  the  largest 
possible  number  of  people  about  Jesus 
Christ,  persuade  men  and  women,  boys  and 
girls  everywhere,  to  believe  on  Jesus  Christ, 
and  trust  Him  as  personal  Saviour.  While 
we  wait,  let  us  work,  and  watch,  witness 
and  warn,  wear  and  withstand— and  having 
done  all— let  us  stand. 

No  Time  To  Wait-There  is  no  time  to 
wait  in  our  youth  situations.  Terrible  things 
are  to  be  expected  from  unregenerate,  un- 
saved youth.  But  the  thing  that  appalls  me 
is  that  those  of  our  Christian  young  people 
and  our  Christian  parents  are  being  so 
seriously  affected.  Most  of  the  riots  are  led 
by  young  people.  I  have  been  thrilled  a 
number  of  times  with  the  very  fine  groups 
of  young  people  in  missionary  conferences. 
Many,  many  of  our  Brethren  young  people 
are  standing  firmly  for  the  things  of  the 
Lord.  But  I  have  been  challenged  by  the 
fact  that  we  have  had  other  conferences 
in  which  scarcely  a  young  person  was  pres- 
ent. Just  now  some  startling  things  are 
being  said  about  our  being  in  a  young 
people's  world.  These  figures  are  being 
quoted  from  different  sources  (some  Chris- 
tian and  some  non-Christian).  Within  five 
years  50  percent  of  the  population  of  the 
United  States  will  be  under  20  years  of 
age,  and  at  that  same  time  75  percent  of 
our  population  will  be  under  40  years  of 
age.  How  is  your  local  congregation  meas- 
uring up  to  this  challenge?  Unless  50  per- 
cent of  your  congregation  is,  or  soon  will 
be,  under  21  years  of  age,  and  75  percent 
under  40  years  of  age,  it  is  out  of  step  with 
our  generation.  It  is  in  no  way  ready  to 
meet  the  challenges  facing  us. 

No  Time  To  Wait-  There  is  also  urgency

oral.    Situations  have  become  so  bad 


that  honorable  unregenerate  people  cannot 
keep  quiet.  When  this  happens,  it's  bad! 

No  Time  To  Wait'-Wnen  the  illicit  drug 
and  narcotic  situations  are  so  hopelessly 
out  of  hand,  we  must  do  something. 
Through  the  local  daily  paper,  recent  reve- 
lations concerning  our  Warsaw  schools,  and 
of  the  surrounding  communities,  speak  of 
things  none  of  us  could  have  been  en- 
couraged to  believe.  Of  course  this  com- 
munity has  marijuana  growing  wild.  It  was 
once  a  cultivated  crop  for  another  purpc  J. 
At  least  there  seems  to  be  an  aroused 
populace.  Recently  there  was  a  meeting  in 
which  some  700  were  expected— over  1,700 
came!  I  suppose  before  pointing  a  finger 
at  our  community,  it  might  be  well  to  study 
your  own.  You  probably  have  situations 
similarly  bad. 

No  Time  To  Wait!- In  the  light  of  the 
listlessness,  slothfulness,  and  indifference 
of  so-called  evangelical  believers  and 
churches,  there  is  urgency.  The  Word  of 
God  has  something  to  say  in  each  of  these 
situations,  and  we  should  be  the  instru- 
ments to  say  it.

our  districts.  I  have  written  to  all  these 
moderators,  and  have  received  answers  from 
some  of  them.  I  shall  quote  from  their 
reports. 

One  moderator  says:  "I  think  that  our 
people  know  what  to  do  but  I  don't  know 
how  to  get  more  of  them  involved.  Interest 
in  our  work  is  a  necessity  and  especially  in 
these  days."  His  moderator's  address  was 
to  the  very  challenging  title,  "A  Purifying 
Hope  in  a  Troubled  World."  He  proclaims 
this  hope  as  in  Jesus  Christ. 

Another  says:  "The  spiritual  state,  as  I 
see  it  district-wise,  is  tremendous  as  we 
view  the  fact  that  this  is  a  'missions'  dis- 
trict, four  of  the  seven  churches  being  aided 
financially  by  the  Home  Missions  Council. 
We  are  ONE  in  the  task  before  us.  We  are 
growing  stronger  in  our  Men's  Fellowship, 
WMC,  and  youth  work."  Then  he  men- 
tions three  new  district  mission  projects, 
and  these  are  in  very  opportune  cities. 

Another  asserts  that  the  spiritual  con- 
dition of  the  churches  is  as  good  as  he  has 
ever  known  it ;  that  the  pastors  and  churches 
are  working  together  well  with  no  major 
problems.  He  mentions  a  number  of  items 
of  congregational  growth,  and  ways  in 
which  the  churches  of  the  district  have  been 
able  to  help  each  other.  His  is  a  large  dis- 
trict with  some  8  million  people,  with  37 
cities  with  population  of  25,000  or  more. 
There  is  a  great  unfinished  task,  but  the 
churches  are  very  few! 

Another  sees  so  much  of  sin  and  aposta- 
sy, and  feels  the  attitude  of  believers  must 
be  changed.  He  mentions  three  areas  of 
necessary  activity.  These  are:  Repentance, 
that  there  shall  be  a  greater  interest  in  God 
and  His  work;  Reassessment,  of  our  oppor- 
tunities, blessings,  responsibilities,  and  ob- 
jectives; Rededication,  by  spiritual  com- 
mitment, determination,  and  enthusiasm. 
There  is  no  time  to  wait  for  repentance 
from  our  sins,  reassessment  of  our  task, 
and  rededication  to  the  Lord. 

Another  sees  three  spirits  in  the  world 
in  contrast  to  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  with 
ministries  opposing  His.  These  are:  the 
spirit  of  lawlessness  in  the  world;  the  spirit 
of  conformity  in  the  church;  and  the 
spirit  of  pharisaism  amongst  believers.  He 
says  in  summation:  "The  only  remedy  for 
the  ills  of  the  modern-day  church  is  the 


transformation     of     the    individual 
Brethren  people— Christian  people—  neei

Another  writes:  "First  of  all,  there 
great  need  of  evaluation  and  discussion 
the  relationship  of  the  pastor  and  his  1 
pie.

There  is  no  time  to  wait  for  The  Breth- 
ren Church  to  measure  up  to  her  oppor- 
tunities. It  is  time  now  that  she  shall  do 
some  screaming  and  yelling  of  the  gospel 
message. 

No  Time  To  Wait-Now  is  the  word  ex- 
pressing the  time  element  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment. It  is  the  time  element  for  the  church, 
for  The  Brethren  Church.  For  guidance  in 
our  thinking,  we  want  to  call  in  expert 
counsel.  We  are  calling  in  Paul,  the  Great 
Apostle.  He  is  an  authority.  Let  us  study 
what  he  has  to  say  and  what  he  demon- 
strated in  his  ministry. 

Multitudes  Were  Saved.  In  the  Book  of 
Acts  there  is  mention  of  5,000  converts 
once  and  again.  It  speaks  of  the  believers 
as  a  multitude,  then  multitudes.  In  one 
place  mention  is  made  that  almost  the 
whole  city  came  out  to  hear  the  Gospel. 
There  is  declaration  that  the  Word  of  God 
grew  and  multiplied.  Mightily  grew  the 
Word  of  God  and  prevailed.  The  Word  of 
God  increased  greatly. 

Very  interesting  things  are  said  of  the 
believers  and  the  churches.  There  are 
several  mentions  that  believers  were  added 
-to  the  Lord  and  to  the  church;  also  that 
churches  were  added.  But  there  is  more  in 
God's  arithmetic.  The  Bible  says  the  be- 
lievers multiplied,  and  then  it  even  says 
that  the  churches  multiplied.  Churches 
were  established,  and  increased  in  number 
daily. 

We  want  to  rejoice  in  the  gains  that  have 
been  made  in  recent  years.  In  1966  our 
total  trine-immersed  membership  was 
29,563,  a  gain  of  356  over  the  year  before. 
This  was  a  gain  of  about  one  and  one-half 
percent.  In  1967  the  membership  reached 
30,650,  a  gain  of  1,087,  and  in  1968  the 
membership  reached  31,727,  a  gain  of 
1,077.  In  these  last  two  years  the  gain  was 
four  plus  per  church  per  year.  In  Sunday 
school  the  pattern  was  much  the  same.  In 
1967  the  total  attendance  was  29,653,  a 
gain  of  939,  while  in  1968  it  reached 
29,982,  a  gain  of  329,  or  a  gain  of  about 
one  and  one-half  per  church.  We  thank 
God  for  the  gains,  especially  when  quite  a 
few  denominations  are  reporting  losses. 
But  our  gains  are  so  small  compared  with

The  following  is  a  survey  of  our  Breth- 
ren churches,  using  information  from  Breth- 
ren Annuals,  from  Sunday-school  reports, 
and  from  my  personal  knowledge  of  Breth- 
ren churches,  extending  over  quite  a  num- 
ber of  years. 

The  report  is  factual,  and  should  chal- 
lenge each  of  us.  It  is  on  the  basis  of  233 
churches.  Twenty-seven  percent  are  making 
commendable  gains.  Forty-eight  percent 
are  just  holding  their  own,  few  gains,  few 
losses— totals  have  been  much  the  same 
through  the  years.  Nineteen  percent  are 
slowly  losing  out,  and  have  been  in  this 
condition  for  a  number  of  years.  Four 
percent  are  in  such  a  distressing  condition 
that  it  seems  they  cannot  continue  for  long 
unless  there  is  an  outstanding  enablement 
from  the  Lord.  Two  percent  have  closed  in 
recent  years.  Should  any  of  you  not  be  of 
a  mind  to  accept  these  conclusions,  I  chal- 
lenge you  to  study  the  situation  carefully 
from  every  viewpoint,  and  come  up  with 
your  own  conclusions. 

One  thing  is  very  sure,  with  only  27  per- 
cent making  notable  gains,  we  will  not  in- 
crease, expand,  add,  and  multiply  as  the 
Early  Church  did.  But,  I  am  not  dis- 
couraged. We  worship  an  enabling  God. 
He  is  alive!  We  are  alive,  and  still  here  on 
earth!  There  is  yet  opportunity.  Much 
can  be  done.  So  far  as  the  church  is  con- 
cerned, my  confidence  is  in  the  48  percent 
that  are  holding  their  own,  and  have  been 
for  a  number  of  years.  If  those  members  in 
these  churches  can  be  fired  with  the  Early- 
Church  type  of  zeal,  and  if  they  will  step 
out  for  God,  it  is  not  too  late.  The  48 
percent  and  the  27  percent  would  give  us  a 
phalanx  of  75  percent  of  our  churches  on 
fire  for  God.  This  75  percent  will  then  in- 
spire and  challenge  many  in  the  remaining 
25  percent.  With  the  multitudes  who  will 
follow  in  their  train,  we  can  evangelize  and 
win  and  teach  and  establish  millions  of  be- 
lievers in  an  unbelievably  short  time.  But 
until  there  is  a  fiery  passion  for  the  lost,  a 
rededication  to  the  presentation  of  the  Gos- 
pel, and  an  empowering  from  the  Holy 
Spirit,  those  coveted  results  will  not  come. 
Occasionally  it  has  been  said  that  there  is 
too  much  evangelism  in  the  church.  People 
say   they  are  tired  of  it.     Now  I  realize

Man  has  been  to  the  moon,  and  has  re- 
turned.

Multiplied  billions  of  dol- 
lars have  been  spent.  If  all  born-again  be- 
lievers would  dedicate  themselves  to  wit- 
nessing and  missions,  world  evangelization 
could  be  quickly  accomplished,  and  at 
probably  far  less  expenditure.  No  accom- 
plishment under  heaven  could  be  greater 
than  this. 

It  may  be  too  late  to  turn  the  tide  so 
that  the  message  and  motive  of  the  church 
will  be  personal  witnessing.

There  is  another  matter  of  urgency,  and 
one  which  will  probably  become  increasing- 
ly urgent  as  we  approach  the  end  of  this 
age,  and  may  see  even  greater  disorders 
come  upon  us,  either  from  natural  or  super- 
natural sources.  I  refer  to  the  great  catas- 
trophes that  affect  us,  and  our  response  to 
them.  Floods,  fires,  riots,  and  willful  de- 
struction of  our  churches  or  communities.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 

REVISION  OF  THE  MESSAGE 

OF  THE  BRETHREN  MINISTRY 

In  the  Moderator's  Address  of  1967,  a  specific 
recommendation  was  made  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  review  and  revise  the  staten  nt 
known  as  The  Message  of  the  Brethren  Ministry. 
A  committee  of  nine  was  elected  by  national  con- 
ference and  proceeded  with  its  task. 

A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  every  minister 
listed  in  The  Brethren  Annual.  One  hundred 
sixty  replies  were  received,  with  over  one-hundred 
of  these  calling  for  some  clarification  or  addition. 
Every  member  of  the  committee  read  every 
questionnaire  that  was  returned.  Among  the 
weaknesses  noted  in  the  original  Message  of  the 
Brethren  Ministry  was  the  absence  of  any  clear 
statement  regarding  the  Trinity,  the  Christian 
life,  the  Church,  prayer,  or  eternal  punishment. 

In  the  report  made  to  national  conference 
last  year  (1968)  by  the  chairman,  Dr.  Russell  D. 
Barnard,  the  guidelines  whereby  the  committee 
functioned  were  listed.  These  were  as  follows: 

1.  Express  that  which  is  believed  to  be  the 
consensus  of  our  Brethren  ministers. 

2.  Keep  the  statement  as  brief  as  possible, 
consistent  with  the  needs. 

3.  Add  Scripture  verses  to  buttress  every 
statement. 

4.  Review  and  revise  certain  areas  for  clarifi- 
cation and  consistency. 

5.  Strengthen  the  statement  in  its  purpose  to 
present  the  teaching  of  the  Word  of  God. 

6.  Be  careful  to  keep  the  wording  clear, 
positive,  and  grammatical. 

The  national  conference  of  1968  voted  to 
continue  the  committee  in  order  that  it  might 
have  further  time  to  contact  each  member  of  the 
National  Ministerium  by  mail,  and  to  study  their 
reaction.  Conference  also  enlarged  the  com- 
mittee by  the  addition  of  two  laymen. 

On  November  8,  1968,  a  copy  of  the  revision 
was  sent  to  the  Brethren  ministerium  by  mail 
with  a  questionnaire.  Eighty  replies  were  re- 
ceived. Of  these,  fifty  approved  the  revised 
statement  as  it  stood,  some  with  special  words 
of  commendation.  Twenty-eight  approved  the 
revised  statement,  but  made  additional  sugges- 
tions. Two  disapproved  the  statement. 

Another  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held 
on  January  31,  1969,  to  restudy  the  revised  state- 
ment in  the  light  of  its  evaluation  by  the  minis- 
ters. A  final  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held 
on  August  8,  1969.  The  result  of  this  meeting  is 
the  Statement  of  Faith  which  is  called  the  fourth 
draft,  and  is  herewith  presented  for  your  con- 
sideration.

Only  one  item  was  de- 
leted, and  that  was  the  reference  to  "confirma- 
tion." The  deletion  was  decided  upon  for  three 
reasons: 

1.  The  term  "confirmation"  is  frequently  mis- 
understood. 

2.  Questionnaires  to  the  ministers  revealed  a 
wide  divergence  among  the  NFBC  as  to  the 
purposes  of  confirmation  and  lack  of  unanimity 
in  its  use. 

3.  The  absence  of  any  specific  command  in 
Scripture  to  perpetuate  it.

few  observations  from  the  statistics  of  our  Fel- 
lowship. 

1.  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS.  With  almost  a  daily 
depreciation  of  the  value  of  the  Sunday  schools 
in  both  the  secular  and  religious  press,  we  are 
facing  the  onslaught  of  the  enemies  of  the  church. 
This  depreciation  of  Sunday  school  has  invaded 
the  thinking  of  some  evangelicals,  and  our  own 
Fellowship  has  not  escaped.  There  are  those 
even  within  our  Fellowship  who  question  whether 
the  Sunday  school  is  relevant  to  the  hour,  and 
whether  it  is  making  any  impact  upon  the 
"NOW  GENERATION."  However,  the  fact  still 
remains,  that  the  Sunday  school  is  a  Bible- 
teaching  agency  which  involves  more  people  than 
any  other  agency  of  the  church.  It  puts  more 
people  to  work  and  provides  opportunity  for 
sharing  the  Word  of  God  for  thousands,  even 
within  the  framework  of  our  own  church. 

A  brief  summary  of  our  statistics  indicates 
that  105  of  our  schools  showed  increases  in  their 
average  attendances  last  year,  while  100  of  our 
schools  showed  losses.  Seven  schools  remained 
absolutely  static -neither  gaining  nor  losing  in 
attendance,  while  10  new  schools  reported.  We 
had  a  net  gain  in  Sunday-school  attendance  of 
732  people  per  Sunday-which  means  a  total  of 
38,064  class  hours  additional-732  times  52  Sun- 
days equals  this  figure  of  38,064.  Eight  districts 
showed  total  gain  in  Sunday-school  attendance 
while  eight  others  showed  losses. 

The  other  observation  from  our  statistics 
which  our  board  of  directors  has  carefully  noted, 
and  given  direction  concerning  help  for  the 
future  is  in  the  fact  that  105  of  our  schools  have 
an  average  attendance  of  less  than  100  persons 
per  Sunday.  We  recognize  that  the  size  of  a 
Sunday  school  does  not  tell  the  total  story,  for 
out  from  some  of  our  small  Sunday  schools  have 
come  servants  of  God  in  many  areas  of  life.  How- 
ever, the  fact  that  105  schools  have  less  than  100 
in  attendance  demands  our  utmost  attention  and 
help.  I  am  deeply  concerned  over  a  seemingly 
growing  philosophy  that  we  ought  not  to  have 
our  churches  grow  to  be  too  large.  I  am  not 
quite  certain  what  is  meant  by  the  term  "too 
large"  but  I  am  convinced  that  we  ought  to  make 
the  greatest  impact  possible  for  Christ  upon  the 
communities  in  which  we  serve,  and  the  impact 
of  our  larger  churches  is  surely  being  made  in  the 
communities  where  they  serve. 

To  assist  in  this  total  effort,  we  are  continu- 
ing our  national  Sunday-school  contest,  and  our 
annual  enlargement  campaign.  We  will  continue 
to  stress  growth  as  a  very  important  part  of  the 
work  of  the  Sunday  school. 

2.  BRETHREN  TRAINING  HOUR.  As  a  new 
agency  in  name  this  is  an  encouraging  factor  in 
the  total  Christian  Education  program  of  our 
churches.  Although  we  are  only  beginning  to  gain 
some  understanding  and  evaluation  through  the 
statistics,  we  are  encouraged  at  God's  goodness 
in  this  area  of  our  program.  We  have  inaugurated 
a  very  definite  program  of  promotion  to  en- 
courage every  church  to  attempt  to  use  the  train- 
ing hour  at  every  age  level  in  their  churches  that 


we  might  be  better  equipped  to  meet  the 
for  additional  leadership. 

3.  VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOLS.  Our  j 
tician  reported  Vacation  Bible  Schools  for  j 
His  report  showed  a  total  of  21,028  person 
volved  in  these  schools  in  1968.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
MODERATOR'S  ADDRESS 
We  commend  our  moderator  for  his  excellent 
work  in  evaluating,  from  his  own  wide  experience 
and  observation,  and  from  extensive  contact  with 
our  national  boards,  agencies  and  district  moder- 
ators, the  spiritual  state  of  our  National  Fellow- 
ship, with  its  progress  and  problems.  We  appre- 
ciate also  his  concise  and  helpful  review  of  the 
world  conditions  in  which  the  church  must  v  ork 
today;  manifesting,  indeed,  that  there  is  "No 
Time  to  Wait." 

We  concur  with  and  reemphasize  the  chal- 
lenge running  through  his  entire  address,  so  well 
said  also  by  our  main  conference  speaker,  Dr. 
Jack  Hyles,  that  soul-winning  is  the  first  and  fore- 
most business  of  the  church;  and  we  urge  our 
pastors  and  people  to  be  directly  involved  in 
this  responsibility  and  privilege  NOW. 

We  reaffirm  with  our  moderator  the  belief 
that  the  church  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  will 
never  fail,  and  must  triumph,  as  He  promised 
However,  we  agree  that  we,  as  the  people  of  local 
churches,  have  often  failed;  and  insofar  as  we 
have,  have  contributed  to  the  loss  of  confidence 
in  the  established  church  experienced  by  today's 
world.  Yet  we  deplore  those  who  write  off  the 
organized  church  as  a  lost  cause,  and  seek  to  work 
totally  outside  its  framework.  We  must  remem- 
ber the  distinction  between  the  organism  of  the 
church  invisible,  the  true  bodv  of  Christ,  and  the 
organization  of  the  visible  church,  the  professed 
body  of  Christ.  We  must  keep  the  organization 
and  its  methods  flexible  with  the  times,  while 
the  message  remains  unchangeable. 

We    commend    our   moderator    for   his   fine 
words  on  pastor-people  relationships-a  problem 
area  today.     It  is  obvious  that  a  local  church 
suffers  greatly  without  the  leadership  of  a  dedi- 
cated, capable,  loving  under-shepherd.  Therefore, 
we  urge  our  pastors  and  people  to  make  every 
effort   to   insure   constancy  in  the  pulpit.     We 
urge  our  pastors  to  consider  the  many  advantages 
of  a  long  ministry  in  one  church-the  advantages 
to  himself,  his  church-,  and  his  community.  And, 
with  the  help  of  the  Lord,  prepare  himself  for 
such  a  ministry.     We  urge  our  people  to  pray 
faithfully  for  the  pastor,  to  love  him,  cooperate 
tully  with  him,  and  support  him  adequately  in 
the   face   of  our  ever-escalating  economy.

We  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches,  in  harmony  with  our  historic  position,  be-

A  Good  Merger 


We  are  becoming  accustomed  these 
days  to  all  sorts  of  mergers  and  con- 
glomerates. There  seems  to  be  no  rule 
for  what  types  of  industry  may  merge, 
whether  it  be  a  shoe  company  with  a 
book  publishing  firm,  or  a  broadcasting 
company  with  a  professional  sports 
organization.  The  same  has  happened 
with  churches  and  church  denomina- 
tions. The  COCU  (Committee  on 
Church  Unions)  has  been  working 
overtime  of  late.  Ecumenical  denomi- 
nations merging  with  little  regard  to 
the  hazards  of  mixing  various  doctrinal 
positions.    The  announced  purpose  of

the  mergers  is  that  a  larger  and  stronger 
body  will  be  formed,  and  greater  in- 
terest will  be  created  through  the 
union.  It  still  remains  to  be  proved 
just  how  two  small  ecumenical  groups 
can  result  in  anything  other  than  a 
large  ecumenical  group,  or  how  two 
groups  which  have  departed  from  the 
faith  can  through  merger  result  in  any- 
thing other  than  a  religious  conglom- 
erate that  still  does  not  proclaim  the 
good  news  of  salvation. 

On  the  church  news  page  of  this 
issue  of  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald 
there  is  the  announcement  of  what  I 
look  upon  as  a  good  merger.  Dr. 
Bernard  N.  Schneider  announces  the 
joining  of  two  evangelical  churches  in 
Fort  Myers,  Florida,  for  the  express 
purpose  of  forming  a  stronger  group 
for  the  proclamation  of  the  Gospel  in 
that  area.  There  is  strength  in  union 
if  the  union  is  built  on  a  solid  founda- 
tion; this  is  the  case  in  the  Fort  Myers 
church  merger. 

Here  is  a  case  where  two  fundamen- 
tal groups  built  churches  within  one 
mile  of  each  other,  where  two  evan- 
gelical pastors  were  called  to  lead  two 
congregations,  operating  on  two  sepa- 
rate budgets,  giving  forth  the  very  same 
message  to  reach  a  limited  number  of 
people.  While  both  churches  have 
achieved  success,  both  are  small  and 
both   can  profit  from  joining  forces, 


cutting  overhead,  and  making  a  strong- 
er, more  united  effort  to  reach  the  lost 
and  to  build  up  the  saints  in  the  faith. 
Thus,  a  merger,  through  the  unanimous 
vote  of  both  congregations— the  Page 
Park  Bible  Church  and  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  of  Fort  Myers  has  be- 
come a  reality.  The  facilities  of  the 
Page  Park  Bible  Church  will  be  sold 
and  the  assets  used  by  the  newly 
merged  group— the  Grace  Brethren 
Bible  Church.  The  combined  member- 
ship will  give  the  new  group  much 
more  strength  and  potential. 

It  is  very  seldom  that  this  type  of 
merger  occurs.  Surely  there  must  have 
been  some  problems;  some  lengthy 
discussions  must  have  been  held.  But 
it  is  a  healthy  situation  and  it  speaks 
well  of  the  cause  of  Christ.  It  is  good 
to  see  a  situation  where  Christians  are 
willing  to  give  and  take;  to  have  opin- 
ions of  their  own,  but  to  share  the 
opinions  of  others;  where  Christians 
can  live  and  work  together  in  harmony 
for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of 
His  cause.  There  is  not  an  over- 
abundance of  this  type  of  Christian 
harmony  in  the  church  today.  Surely 
this  situation  can  be  encouraging  to 
individual  Christians  and  to  churches 
to  work  together  in  love,  putting 
personal  interests  aside  for  the  greater 
and  more  important  interests  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ.  ▼

ARGENTINA 

It's  Christmas  Eve  at  midnight.  We 
hear  the  bang-bang  of  fireworks  and 
then  laughing  voices  from  open  win- 
dows and  doors  on  the  other  side  of 
the  patio  walls.  Everybody  is  happy  as 
families  and  intimate  friends  celebrate 
Christmas  on  this  warm  summer  night 
in  Argentina.  Depending  on  the  desire 
of  the  group,  a  light  supper  is  eaten,  or 
perhaps  it  will  be  a  big  meal.  For  the 
adults,  alcoholic  drinks  accompany  the 
meal,  of  course.  The  traditional  fruit 
cocktail  has  been  prepared  with  some 
wine  added  to  give  it  zest!  This  night 
is  definitely  a  family  affair. 

But  in  the  home  of  the  missionary 
there  are  no  relatives  other  than  the 
immediate  family.  Christian  friends  are 
with  their  own  families.  This  is  the 
one  day  of  the  year  there  comes  a  bit 
of  nostalgic  feeling  in  thinking  of  the 
folks  in  the  homeland  and  of  child- 
hood Christmases. 

However,  it  is  good  to  be  with  one's 
immediate  family.  Probably  there  is 
a  Christmas  tree  with  a  number  of  gifts 
under  it,  and  other  decorations  have 
been  put  about  the  house.  The  Christ- 
mas cards  from  the  homeland  and  also 
from  fellow  missionaries  have  been 
hung  up  and  make  quite  an  impressive 
array. 

Our  own  custom  has  been  to  shoot 
off  fireworks  for  a  while  and  then  to 
gather  around  for  the  reading  of  the 
Christmas  story  once  again.  Usually 
we  have  read  from  Luke's  Gospel, 
followed  by  prayer  when  we  thank 
our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  true 
meaning  of  Christmas— the  birth  of  our 
Saviour.

Hot  weather— final  exams  for  the 
school  year— VBS's.  Sounds  like  the: 
month  of  June,  does  it  not?  And  fire- 
works would  definitely  turn  our  minds 
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Several  missionaries  on  furlough  recall 
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back  to  July.  But  in  Argentina  all 
these  things  belong  to  the  month  of 
December,  and  it  is  in  this  atmos- 
phere that  Christmas  activities  are  in 
full  swing. 

Commercially,  Christmas  in  Argen- 
tina seems  to  be  following  the  example 
of  the  States,  although  a  few  steps  be- 
hind. Every  year  the  stores  have  their 
decorations  up  and  their  Christmas 
merchandise  out  just  a  little  earlier 
than  the  year  before-but  yet,  not 
nearly  to  the  extent  and  elaborateness 
as  done  in  the  States. 

The  Argentines  are  getting  more  and 
more  in  the  habit  of  sending  Christmas 
cards.  But  since  the  post  office  hires 
very  few,  if  any,  extra  workers  to  help 
handle  this  flood  of  mail,  cards  and 
letters  really  get  piled  up.  Consequent- 
ly, some  of  the  mail  might  not  get 
delivered  for  three  or  four  weeks. 

Families  have  their  celebration 
Christmas  Eve.  The  meal  consists  of 
a  number  of  special  dishes,  one  of 
which  is  usually  the  meat  of  piglets; 
and  hard  cider  is  practically  always 
served  in  abundance.  Afterwards  the 
presents  are  opened,  and  most  of  the 
children  stay  up  until  midnight  or  even 
later  playing  with  their  new  toys  and 
shooting  fireworks.  The  Roman  Cath- 
olic churches  hold  a  mass  at  midnight, 
and  all  devout  Catholics  attend  this 
special  service. 

Most  Protestant  churches  have  a 
Christmas  program,  which  attracts 
people  who  would  never  come  for  any- 
thing else.  Almost  all  Argentine  chil- 
dren and  young  people  really  enjoy 
performing.  So,  besides  the  verses  and 
: songs  by  the  children,  there  are  usually 
Itwo  plays  on  the  program— one  by  the 
older  children  and  the  other  by  the 
young  people.  Although  these  pro- 
grams require  a  great  deal  of  work, 
precious  seed  is  sown,  and  it  is  also  an 
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enriching  experience  for  most  of  those 
who  participate.

BRAZIL 

Christmas  in  Brazil  is-shall  we  say 
-"blah."  There  are  three  reasons  for 
this  condition:  namely,  the  dominant 
religion,  the  poverty  of  the  people, 
and  the  climate. 

Since  the  dominant  religion  is  Ro- 
man Catholic,  the  emphasis  is  on  the 
mother  of  the  Child  born,  not  on  the 
Child.  The  Scriptures  teach  that  it  was 
not  the  merit  of  Mary  herself  that 
makes  her  the  blessed  person  she  is 
but  because  she  was  the  mother  of 
our  Lord.  It  is  He  who  should  receive 
the  glory  and  honor  because  of  who 
He  is,  the  divine  Son  of  God. 

The  poverty  of  the  people  in  general 
makes  Christmas  a  sad  occasion  for 
the  majority.  Oh,  it  is  true  that  the 
commercial  interests  of  the  land  have 
gone  to  great  lengths  to  make  the 
people  conscious  of  the  season,  stores 
are  full  of  merchandise,  bells  ring, 
advertisements  appear  in  newspapers, 
radio  and  TV  commercials  vie  with 
cruising  sound  trucks  to  belabor  the 
ears  of  the  passing  throng.  But  for  the 
vast  majority  these  blandishments  en- 
gender only  a  desire  to  have  things 
which  are  beyond  the  means  of  the 
would-be  customer. 

The  climate  makes  the  very  idea  of 
the  traditional  Christmas  an  affront 
to  the  human  race.  The  sight  of  a 
sweating  Santa  Claus  garbed  in  the 
traditional  red  suit  and  whiskers, 
slouching  down  the  street  in  85  to 
90  degree  temperature  under  a  blazing 
sun  and  enveloped  in  humidity  of  al- 
most one  hundred  percent  is  one  way 
to  kill  quickly  any  incipient  Christmas 
spirit.  Pine  trees?  Unknown.  Snow? 
Unbelievable.  A  sled?  What's  that? 


One  small  comfort  afforded  to  the 
Protestant  pastor  in  the  States  is  de- 
nied him  in  this  Portuguese-speaking 
country.  He  cannot  even  urge  people 
to  put  Christ  back  into  Christmas.  The 
word  for  Christmas  in  Portuguese  is 
"Natal."  How  can  one  put  "Cristo" 
back  into  "Natal"? 

Like  I  said,  Christmas  in  Brazil  is— 
"blah"!

AFRICA 

"Mister,  may  we  pick  some  of  your 
flowers  to  decorate  the  church  for  our 
Christmas  program,  and  please,  does 
your  daughter  have  a  large  doll  we 
could  use  in  our  Christmas  play?" 
These  were  the  requests  of  three  Sister- 
hood girls  from  the  Bozoum  church 
in  the  Central  African  Republic  last 
year. 

Excitement  runs  high  as  our  fellow 
believers  in  Africa  celebrate  the  birth 
of  the  Saviour.  Chains  are  made  by  the 
young  people  from  the  dark  green 
leaves  of  the  familiar  mango  trees. 
These  chains  are  draped  over  the 
windows  and  across  the  interior  of  the 
church.  Palm  branches  and  many 
colorful  flowers  grace  and  beautify 
the  walls  of  the  mud-block,  thatched- 
roof  church. 

The  service  at  the  church  starts  on 
Christmas  Eve.  The  African  pastor 
brings  a  message  on  the  subject  of  the 
birth  of  Christ.  There  is  a  great  deal 
of  enthusiastic  congregational  singing, 
interspersed  with  testimonies.  Special 
numbers  are  popular  and  varied.  Those 
desiring  to  render  a  special  number 
need  to  inform  the  local  pastor  ahead 
of  time.  His  list  becomes  quite  long 
since  there  are  numbers  by  families, 
class  groups,  prayer  groups,  and  also 
soloists. 

Each  year  the  young  people  put  on 


a  detailed  play.  This  is  interesting  and 
often  quite  original  as  they  display 
their  interpretation  of  the  people, 
actions,  costumes,  et  cetera,  of  the 
events  that  took  place  in  relation  to 
Christ's  birth. 

The  church  service  continues  on 
until  the  early  hours  of  Christmas 
morning.  Believers  then  return  to  their 
homes  for  a  few  hours  of  sleep,  after 
which  they  return  to  the  church  for  a 
great  feast. 

Praise  God  that  thousands  in  the 
Central  African  Republic  know  the 
Christ  of  Christmas  and  love  Him.

What  a  strange  Christmas!  Just  a 
minute!  Don't  leave!  Let  me  show 
you  a  few  things.  As  we  are  talking  in 
our  home  on  the  side  of  a  hill,  we 
hear  voices  coming  from  the  road  to 
the  mission  station.  Let  us  go  outside 
and  listen  while  the  group  of  children 
from  the  church,  who  are  carrying  a 
homemade  nativity  scene,  sing  of  the 
Christ  Child. 

After  they  leave  we  will  go  down  to 
the  church.  Long  before  we  approach 
it  we  can  see  that  there  is  an  overflow 
crowd.  It  is  late  on  Christmas  Eve  and, 
as  is  the  custom,  the  program  has  just 
started.  You  will  be  noticing  that  the 
characteristics  of  the  service  are  origi- 
nality, enthusiasm,  and  lengthy  dur- 
ation. 

We  will  return  to  the  center  of  town 
before  you  go  on  your  way  to  return 
to  America.  Did  you  notice  something 
there  before?  Come  and  let  us  view 
the  front  window  of  the  Christian 
bookstore.  The  manger  scene  has  ap- 
propriate explanations  with  an  evange- 
listic appeal. 

You  have  seen  Christmas  in  Africa. 
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It  has  been  very  simple.  It  has  been 
different.  But  has  it  been  strange? 
It  depends  upon  what  you  think  Christ- 
mas means.

Christmas  in  Africa  is  different  in 
many  ways  from  Christmas  at  home, 
and  yet  there  are  many  similarities  and 
we  do  observe  the  true  meaning  of 
Christmas  with  our  fellow  missionaries 
and  African  brethren. 

At  Yaloke  there  is  always  a  special 
Christmas  Eve  service  at  the  church 
which  is  decorated  with  palm  branches 
and  mango  leaves.  The  service  begins 
around  six  o'clock  with  the  singing 
of  Christmas  carols  and  other  appro- 
priate songs.  There  is  usually  a  skit 
dramatizing  the  Christmas  story.  Vari- 
ous church  members  come  dressed  as 
shepherds,  wise  men,  and  so  on,  and 
they  really  put  themselves  into  their 
parts.  After  that  there  are  musical 
numbers  by  some  of  our  high-school 
students  and  various  groups  from  the 
church.  The  pastor  brings  a  brief 
message  telling  the  true  meaning  of 
Christmas,  which  ends  the  regular  pro- 
gram. For  those  who  wish  to  stay, 
special  numbers  and  group  singing  con- 
tinue until  nine  or  ten  o'clock  and 
sometimes  later. 

On  Christmas  Day  a  big  dinner  is 
held  for  all  the  missionaries  on  the 
station.  Each  one  contributes  to  the 
meal  and  we  have  a  good  time  of  fel- 
lowship together.  In  the  evening  we 
meet  together  again  and  sing  Christmas 
carols,  followed  by  brief  devotions. 
Then  there  is  a  gift  exchange.  The 
adults  also  give  gifts  to  each  of  the 
children  on  the  station,  which  is  a 
special  treat  for  them.  The  evening  is 
climaxed  by  light  refreshments. 

It  is  a  real  joy  to  celebrate  Christmas 
in  Africa  because  the  emphasis  is  put  on 
the  real  meaning  of  this  day.  The 
Africans  have  not  yet  become  involved 
in  all  the  extra  things  associated  with 
Christmas.  It  has  not  yet  become 
commercialized  to  them.  So  we  are 
happy  to  see  them  give  thanks  to  God 
for  the  gift  of  His  Son,  which  has  made 
possible  their  salvation.  They  can 
truly  say  with  us,  "Thanks  be  unto 
God  for  his  unspeakable  gift."

What  is  the  significance  of  the  25th 
of  December?  Is  it  not  just  like  any 
other  day?     Yes,  for  many  Africans 


it  is  just  another  day.  But  for  those 
who  know  Christ  as  their  Saviour  it  is 
a  special  day. 

Christmas  Eve  in  Africa  is  an  ex- 
citing time.  In  the  afternoon  the  Chris- 
tian young  people  are  busy  pinning 
mango  leaves  together  with  small  sticks 
to  add  to  the  festive  air  of  the  church. 
Sometimes  Chinese  lanterns  are  inter- 
spersed with  these,  adding  to  the  at- 
tractiveness. There  is  much  activity 
in  progress  with  the  men  decorating 
the  church,  the  women  busy  making 
makalas  (African  raised  doughnuts 
without  the  hole)  to  eat  with  their 
coffee  later  in  the  evening,  and  the 
children  huddled  in  a  corner  memoriz- 
ing verses. 

At  seven  o'clock  everyone  gathers 
in  the  church,  or  if  the  crowd  is  too 
numerous— which  it  usually  is— they 
gather  in  a  circle  outside  the  building. 
After  the  pressure  lanterns  are  pumped 
up  and  lit,  the  program  begins  with 
special  numbers  from  every  organi- 
zation in  the  church,  individual  groups, 
and  several  numbers  by  the  choir. 
Everyone  loves  to  sing  in  front  of  the 
crowd.  No  one  is  in  a  hurry  to  get 
home  that  night.  If  one  member  has 
an  instrument,  this  just  adds  to  the 
delight  of  the  audience.  Of  course 
each  group  quotes  Scripture,  too,  many 
having  memorized  the  complete  Christ- 
mas story  from  Matthew  one  and 
Luke  two.  The  pantomine  of  the  birth 
of  Christ  is  the  highlight  of  the  evening. 
This  is  a  most  realistic  presentation, 
often  putting  emphasis  on  Mary  and 
Joseph's  faith. 

When  Mary  and  Joseph  go  to  pay 
their  taxes,  they  tell  the  census  taker 
that  they  have  a  Son.  The  census 
taker  asks  the  Son's  age.  Mary  and 
Joseph  say  He  has  not  been  born  yet. 
The  census  taker  is  very  provoked  and 
throws  his  book  on  the  table.  He  yells 
at  them:  "Why  did  you  do  this?  Why 
have  you  made  me  spoil  my  record 
book?  How  do  you  know  you  will 
have  a  boy?"  They  reply  that  God 
told  them  Mary  would  bear  a  Son  and 
His  name  will  be  called  Jesus  and  He 
shall  save  His  people. 

What  a  wonderful  story  to  proclaim! 
Following  the  church  services  this  is 
just  what  most  of  our  Christians  do 
as  they  walk  through  the  village  or 
villages  singing  their  gospel  songs  dur- 
ing the  wee  small  hours  of  the  morning.

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"Tough,  Badly  Paid.  .  .  Dangerous"

I  he  title  above  was  a  newspaper 
headline  which  reared  to  a  recent 
item  about  professional  football  refer- 
ees. And  the  more  I  think  about  it, 
the  more  I  believe  these  words  describe 
the  lot  of  the  missionary  of  today. 
By  contrast,  the  life  of  the  average 
Brethren  middle-class  family  in  Amer- 
ica is  easy,  well  paid  and  safe.  We  live 
in  nice  homes,  in  pleasant  surround- 
ings; attend  a  fundamental  church 
where  the  Word  is  faithfully  preached; 
and  lack  nothing  essential. 

Just  think:  to  go  as  a  missionary  is 
to  run  immediately  into  opposition. 
"What  a  waste  of  a  man's  life,"  many 
say!  That  is  "tough"  to  face.  Then, 
too,  very  few  parents  take  to  the  idea 
of  their  children  going  out  as  mission- 
aries. Christian  parents,  believe  it  or 
not,  often  object  strongly.  Yet  little 
objection  is  voiced  if  that  same  young 
person  offers  to  serve  in  the  armed 
forces  or  the  Peace  Corps,  or  some 
business  job  which  might  take  him 
overseas  for  several  years.  But  to  be  a 
missionary— oh,  no! 

On  arrival  in  a  foreign  land,  the 
missionary  is  hurled  into  "work"  from 
the  start:  language  study,  attendance  at 
services  conducted  in  an  unknown 
tongue,  mixing  with  a  strange  people 
whose  habits  are  so  different  from 
one's  own.  Traveling  in  all  kinds  of 
weather  on  bad  roads  may  seem  to  be 
fun  for  a  while,  but  soon  it  becomes 
drudgery,  especially  when  the  mission- 
ary's vehicle  breaks  down.  The  new 
worker  soon  gets  very  tired.  It's 
tough.  Many  a  missionary  falls  into 
bed  at  night  worn  out.  Of  course,  the 
businessman  overseas  may  suffer  some 
of  these  things.  But  usually  he  is  well 
paid  and  gets  frequent  vacations  back 
to  America. 

Speaking  of  missionaries'  income, 
there  is  a  constant  crisis  facing  today's 
missionary,  what  with  inflation  running 


rampant  throughout  the  world.  Not 
enough  to  live  on,  not  sufficient  for 
his  work,  for  gasoline  and  other  sup- 
plies, for  maintaining  the  mission  sta- 
tion. Praise  the  Lord,  ninety-nine  and 
forty-four  one-hundredths  percent  of 
our  Brethren  missionaries  do  not  com- 
plain. In  fact,  with  radiant  face,  they 
tell  you  at  missionary  conferences  in 
our  Brethren  churches  how  wonder- 
fully the  Lord  has  provided!  And  so 
God  does,  but  what  "more"  could  be 
done  if  God's  people  were  more  faith- 
ful in  supporting  the  fine  corps  of 
Brethren  missionaries  God  has  called 
to  serve  Him  in  foreign  lands.  God  is 
the  owner  not  only  of  the  cattle  upon 
a  thousand  hills  but  also  of  the  cars  in 
innumerable  garages  and  the  carpets 
in  our  innumerable  cozy,  comfortable 
homes.  The  difficulty  is  that  those 
of  us  who  recognize  His  ownership  do 
very  little  about  it.  This  explains  why 
missionary  societies  like  our  own  Breth- 
ren Foreign  Missionary  Society  must 
constantly  keep  before  us  the  financial 
needs  of  missionary  endeavor.  Mis- 
sionary strategy,  I  have  discovered  as 
one  of  the  newest  FMS  board  mem- 
bers, must  not  be  dictated  by  money, 
but  missions  cannot  carry  on  without 
it. 

How  is  this  money  to  be  obtained? 
The  Scriptures  begin  with  God.  He  is 
revealed  as  the  owner  of  everything, 
the  possessor  of  heaven  and  earth. 
Every  beast  of  the  field  is  His,  and  so 
is  the  silver  and  the  gold.  God  has 
entrusted  His  possessions  to  His  peo- 
ple's care  and  use.  And  peculiar  perils 
are  attached  to  the  stewardship  of 
money.  If  such  perils  are  to  be  avoid- 
ed, the  grace  of  God  must  be  sought 
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so  that  we  might  properly  use  what  has 
been  entrusted  to  us.  Remember, 
money  for  Brethren  missions  comes 
from  the  Christian  community  alone. 
We  should  reconsider  periodically  what 
we  are  doing  gift-wise  for  the  cause  of 
Brethren  Foreign  Missions.  Greater 
faithfulness  and  increases  on  our  part 
would  help  our  missionaries  to  share  in 
the  increases  we  have  been  getting 
here  in  America  in  recent  years.  But, 
in  spite  of  a  lack  of  funds,  missionaries 
reflect  their  love  to  Christ  and  their 
utter  confidence  in  Him,  giving  no 
liint  of  the  brink  of  poverty  upon 
which  they  live. 

As  for  the  dangers,  many  diseases 
which  once  were  labeled  "killers"  have 
now  been  conquered;  typhoid,  for  ex- 
ample. But  others  still  lay  a  man  low: 
amoebic  dysentery,  or  malaria,  despite 
regular  medication.  If  a  person  suffers 
any  physical  weakness,  that  will  be  ac- 
centuated in  a  strange  land  with  a 
difficult  climate.  There  is  also  the 
danger  of  assault  upon  the  soul  by  the 
forces  of  spiritual  darkness  in  a  man- 
ner we  do  not  know  here  in  America. 
More  suffer  in  this  way  than  they  will 
admit.  Is  it  necessary  to  remember  the 
Auca  Indians  or  the  Congo  to  remind 
ourselves  that  missionaries  share  physi- 
cal dangers  where  they  live? 

Few  are  called  to  be  missionaries 
and  many  are  called  to  stay  at  home. 
Are  there  two  standards,  one  for  the 
missionary  and  another  for  us  at  home 
living  in  security,  comfort,  and  afflu- 
ence? Should  our  servants  of  the  Lord 
in  foreign  fields  be  expected  to  face 
what  we  evade  by  not  going?  Could 
we  endure  the  tough  life  they  have  to 
live,  the  poor  pay,  the  dangers  they 
face?  There's  no  necessity  for  me  to 
labor  the  point  I  am  seeking  to  make. 
The  missionary  has  counted  the  cost 
and  given  all;  how  much  are  you  doing? 
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Careys  to  Serve  in  C.A-R. 


Providing  for  the  needs  of  the  mis- 
sionary children  is  an  important  factor 
not  only  for  missionary  parents  but 
also  for  the  mission  as  a  whole.  In  the 
earlier  years  of  the  Africa  mission, 
parents  taught  their  children  at  home, 
or  left  them  in  the  USA  for  most  of 
their  schooling.  In  the  mid-1 940's 
the  Missionary  Children's  School  was 
established  on  the  field  as  a  boarding 
school,  first  at  the  Bellevue  station, 
and  then  later  it  was  given  a  permanent 
location  at  the  Bible  Center  station. 
A  school  building  was  erected,  and 
later  a  dorm  building. 

Through  the  years,  since  the  school 
was  established,  Miss  Ruth  Kent  has 
taught  the  MKs  with  one-year  replace- 
ment teachers  filling  in  during  her  past 
two  furloughs.  A  year  ago  a  second 
teacher,  Bob  Juday,  went  to  the  field 
to  assist  in  the  teaching  load,  mainly 
with  the  older  MKs. 

Although  various  ones  of  the  mis- 
sionary personnel  have  served  as  dorm 
parents,  there  have  been  no  missionaries

to  date  assigned  specifically  to  this 
task.  The  situation  became  more  acute 
a  few  months  ago  when  furloughs  and 
resignations  depleted  the  missionary 
forces  to  the  place  that  existing  per- 
sonnel on  the  field  had  to  make  shifts 
and  adjustments  just  to  keep  the  key 
works  going.  An  urgent  plea  came 
from  the  Field  Council  for  a  couple 
to  serve  in  the  specific  ministry  of 
dorm  parents  for  the  MKs  who  must 
live  away  from  home.  At  present 
there  are  eighteen  children  who  fall 
into  this  category.  They  have  been  as- 
signed to  several  families  at  the  Bible 
Center  station  who  already  had  other 
duties,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Peters 
carrying  the  heaviest  load  with  the 
care  of  eleven  boys  besides  their  own 
four. 

But  God  was  preparing  some  willing 
and  qualified  workers.  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Arthur  Carey  have  served  in  Brethren 
pastorates  across  the  land  for  a  number 
of  years,  the  most  recent  being  the 
Community  Grace  Brethren  Church  of

Grand  Terrace,  California,  which  they 
have  been  instrumental  in  establishing 
and  building  up.  After  an  almost- 
lifelong  interest  in  missionary  service 
on  the  part  of  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carey, 
two  years  ago  they  felt  led  to  submit 
their  application  to  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society.  This  paved  the  way 
for  a  contact  on  the  part  of  the 
Foreign  Secretary,  and  in  a  very  short 
time  the  Careys  signified  their  willing- 
ness to  go  to  Africa  as  soon  as  possible. 
Their  primary  responsibilities  will  be 
with  the  missionary  children.  How- 
ever, since  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carey 
are  experienced  schoolteachers,  and 
Mr.  Carey  is  a  first-rate  handyman, 
these  qualifications  may  also  find  out- 
lets as  time  permits. 

The  Carey  family  consists  of  seven 
children— five  older  sons,  one  of  whom 
is  in  Campus  Crusade  work  in  Europe, 
and  the  youngest  is  in  college— and  the 
two  daughters,  Janet,  thirteen,  and 
Jill,  ten,  who  will  accompany  their 
parents  to  Africa. 

It  can  be  readily  understood  that 
the  well-being  of  the  missionary  chil- 
dren is  a  vital  factor  in  the  whole  mis- 
sion program.  The  month  of  March 
has  been  set  as  the  hoped-for  arrival 
date  of  the  Careys  in  Africa.  Please 
pray  about  their  going,  and  that  their 
every  need  will  be  quickly  supplied.  T

/All  men  covet  peace-if  it  can 
be  had  on  their  own  terms.  The 
dictator,  the  revolutionary,  the 
rioter,  the  communist,  the  striker, 
the  demonstrator,  the  hippie— all 
want  to  change  existing  order  and 
most  seem  willing  to  resort  to  vio- 
lence to  do  so.  But  they  expect 
and  will  demand  peace  after  their 
ends  are  achieved.  Today  many 
people  are  growing  impatient  with 
the  promises  for  an  elusive  peace 
which  never  seems  to  materialize, 
and  they  now  add  to  the  con- 
fusion by  making  unreasonable, 
almost  fanatical  demands,  for  a 
commodity  which  will  never 
come  through  methods  they  ad- 
vocate. Peace  may  be  the  ardent 
desire  of  the  human  heart,  but 
alas!  it  will  remain  the  unattain- 
able desire. 

A  young  Christian  was  invited 
to  address  the  student  Christian 
organization  at  a  state  college.  It 
was  his  first  talk  as  a  Christian, 
and  in  the  course  of  the  lengthy 
(Genesis-through-Revelation)  dis- 
course, an  insignificant  remark 
apparently  electrified  a  few  of 
the  young  ladies  present.  At  any 


rate,  they  objected  to  something 
which  was  said,  and  told  the 
speaker  emphatically  they  were 
shocked  to  learn  that  a  Christian 
would  express  such  a  horrible 
prospect  for  mankind.  And  what 
was  this  terrible  statement  which 
aroused  the  ire  of  the  young 
ladies?  It  was  nothing  more 
than  the  unoriginal  pronounce- 
ment that  the  world  can  never 
experience  peace  as  long  as  it  re- 
jects the  Prince  of  Peace.  Ap- 
parently they  were  offended  by 
what  they  looked  upon  as  dog- 
matic pessimism  and,  since  they 
had  not  studied  the  Bible,  were 
hoping  that  this  outlook  for  the 
human  race  was  in  error.  This 
occurred  shortly  after  the  end  of 
the  Second  World  War,  when 
most  people  were  in  no  mood  to 
hear  "prophets  of  doom"  even 
though  motivated  by  the  teaching 
of  the  Bible.  All  wanted  to  be- 
lieve that  that  war  had  been,  at 
last,  the  war  to  end  wars,  not- 
withstanding the  world's  neglect 
of  God.  Alas!  it  was  not.  Still 
the  dream  of  humanity  lingers. 
Peace— at    least   the   kind   the 
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world  demands— is  attainable  to  a  de- 
gree. Jesus  spoke  of  the  peace  that  the 
world  gives,  and  this  is  the  only  kind 
of  peace  the  godless  know.  It  is  attain- 
able in  various  realms.  In  the  political 
realm,  peace  can  be  realized.  It  is  true 
that  aggressor  nations  exist,  but  peace 
can  be  obtained  by  force.  The  nature 
of  the  Napoleons,  the  Hitlers,  the 
Stalins,  the  Ho  Chi  Minhs,  the  Castros, 
is  still  so  solidly  entrenched  in  human- 
ity that  it  is  folly  to  imagine  that  peace 
can  be  obtained  by  isolation  or  appease- 
ment. "Conquer  or  be  conquered"  is 
the  law  of  this  depraved  human  jungle, 
and  the  practical  application  of  the 
principle  has  brought  a  measure  of 
peace  to  the  world  from  time  to  time. 
But  the  nations  are  far  from  hailing 
Him  who  can  cause  swords  to  be  beat- 
en into  plowshares  and  spears  into 
pruninghooks  (Isa.  2:4).  Thus,  lasting 
political  peace  is  impossible  and  will 
remain  an  unobtainable  dream. 

Since  peace  among  nations  is  elu- 
sive, men  seek  it  in  other  directions, 
such  as  by  conforming  to  a  corrupt 
age.  Lot  found  peace  of  a  sort  in 
Sodom;  he  acquiesced  to  the  depravity 
of  that  wicked  city.  Poor  Lot— it 
would  have  been  difficult  for  him,  just 
as  it  is  difficult  for  many  modern 
couples  caught  in  the  web  of  a  sinful, 
godless  society,  to  admit  that  what  he 
experienced  was  peace.  And  thus  a 
new  ingredient  must  be  added  to  create 
the  illusion  of  peace.  This  ingredient 
may  be  one  or  more  of  the  many  es- 
cape mechanisms  that  society  thinks 
it  must  have  to  flee  the  pressures,  the 
competition,  the  mad  pace  of  what  so 
many  label  "the  rat  race."  Alcohol, 
marijuana,  narcotics,  sleeping  pills,  pep 
pills,  tranquilizers— all  play  a  part  in 
man's  desire  to  escape  reality  and  find 
peace.      Aldous  Huxley  once  wrote: 


"In  the  course  of  history  more  people 
have  died  for  their  drink  and  dope  than 
have  died  for  their  religion  or  country. 
Their  cry  was  not  for  liberty  or  death, 
but  for  death  preceded  by  enslave- 
ment." 

But  temporary  escape  from  the  un- 
pleasant things  of  life  does  not  banish 
the  distractions,  the  anxieties,  the 
strifes,  the  realities  of  everyday  living. 
Nor  does  it  prepare  one  for  the  duties 
and  obligations  of  the  responsible  citi- 
zen. If  a  person  is  to  be  a  producer 
rather  than  a  drag  on  society— if  he  is 
to  be  a  whole  person,  then  peace  must 
be  sought  in  a  different  direction. 

When  the  angelic  host  spoke  the 
words:  "On  earth  peace,  good  will 
toward  men,"  they  were  not  engaged 
in  meaningless  rhetoric,  nor  was  our 
Lord  when  He  said,  "Peace  I  leave  with 
you,  my  peace  I  give  unto  you."  This 
peace  does  not  concern  itself  with  a 
man's  position  in  life.  Jesus,  His  dis- 
ciples, and  the  early  Christians  be- 
longed to  a  minority  group  which  was 
despised.  It  has  nothing  to  do  with  a 
man's  economic  security.  Jesus  and 
His  disciples  lived  on  the  verge  of 
poverty.  .  .  .  Nor  does  it  offer  person- 
al protection.  Shortly  after  our  Lord 
spoke  these  words,  He  was  crucified, 
and  most  of  the  disciples  experienced 


violent  deaths. 

In  spite  of  this  it  is  an  undeniable 
fact  that  our  Lord,  His  disciples,  and 
countless  Christians  down  through  the 
centuries,  even  in  the  midst  of  diaboli- 
cal persecution,  possessed  peace.  And, 
incredible  though  it  may  seem,  peace 
is  attainable  even  in  the  midst  of  this 
present  troubled  world.  The  offer  of 
Jesus  Christ:  "Peace  I  leave  with  you, 
my  peace  I  give  unto  you,"  is  a  reality 
in  the  lives  of  many— and  it  could  be 
for  all  if  they  were  willing  to  accept 
God's  terms  for  peace.  Peace  is  a  gift 
(John  14:27)  made  possible  through 
reconciliation  (2  Cor.  5:18)  available 
by  faith  (Romans  5:1)  and  experienced 
by  all  who  believe  the  Gospel  (Acts 
10:36). 

The  Christian,  whether  he  be  pastor, 
missionary,  or  dedicated  layman, 
should  be  involved  in  the  most  im- 
portant peace  overture  in  history.  By 
guiding  people  of  all  nations  to  the 
cross,  their  search  for  peace  will  end 
and  become  a  reality  in  a  redeemed 
life. 

If  the  peace  of  God  which  is  beyond 
our  utmost  understanding,  is  guarding 
your  heart  and  your  thoughts  in  Christ 
Jesus  (Read  Phil.  4:7,  New  English 
Bible),  why  not  share  this  peace  with 
others  during  the  Christmas  season!    ▼

ost  of  us  can  remember  the 
joy  we  had  when  we  received  Christ  as 
Saviour.  Perhaps  some  will  have  to 
make  an  effort  to  remember,  simply 
because  they  no  longer  have  joy. 

A  friend  came  to  our  home  in  Yoko- 
hama some  years  ago.  He  had  been 
my  roommate  abroad  an  aircraft  carrier 
and  during  our  time  together  he  had 
become  a  Christian.  On  this  visit  he 
said,  "I  have  that  deep  inner  peace 
that  I  belong  to  Christ,  but  I  don't 
have  daily  joy." 

Of  course  something  was  wrong.  It 
is  basic  that  our  joy  as  well  as  peace 
are  results  of  salvation.  Our  joy  is  in 
our  salvation.  Jesus  promised,  "I  will 
see  you  again  and  your  hearts  will  re- 
joice, and  no  one  will  take  your  joy 
from  you."  When  the  seventy  returned 
from  their  evangelistic  itinerary,  re- 
joicing because  of  the  power  and 
authority  they  had  and  miracles  they 
had  done,  Jesus  told  them  their  joy 
was  misplaced:  "Nevertheless  do  not 
rejoice  in  this,  that  the  spirits  are  sub- 
ject to  you;  but  rejoice  that  your 
names  are  written  in  heaven." 

We  tend  to  think  that  circum- 
stances are  the  primary  cause  for  hav- 
ing joy,  but  according  to  the  Prophet 
Habakkuk,  this  is  not  so:  "Though  the 
fig  trees  do  not  blossom,  nor  fruit  be 
on  the  vines,  the  produce  of  the  olive 
fail  and  the  fields  yield  no  food,  the 
flock  be  cut  off  from  the  fold  and 
there  be  no  herd  in  the  stalls,  yet  I  will 
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rejoice  in  the  Lord,  I  will  joy  in  the 
God  of  my  salvation." 

Something  was  wrong  with  my 
friend  in  Yokohama.  Whatever  it  was, 
he  and  I  knew  that  it  wasn't  circum- 
stances. Joy  is  a  state.  It  may  be  an 
expressive  state.  It  is  not  the  same 
as  pleasure.  Pleasure  and  joy  may  be 
expressed  in  the  same  way.  For  in- 
stance, I  can  sing  for  joy  or  I  can  sing 
for  pleasure.  In  the  first  case,  singing 
is  the  result  of  the  great  joy;  it  bursts 
out  into  singing.  In  the  second  case 
singing  is  the  cause  of  the  pleasure,  not 
the  result. 

This  is  true  with  other  forms  of  ex- 
pression, such  as  dancing  and  laughing. 
I  can  sing  or  dance  or  laugh  for  joy, 
but  singing,  dancing  or  laughing  will 
not  bring  joy.  They  might  bring 
pleasure  and  we  might  convince  our- 
selves that  this  is  joy  or  rejoicing. 

In  the  texts  quoted  earlier  we  see 
that  joy  is  directly  related  to  the  Lord 
and  His  salvation  for  us.  Why  then 
do  we  sometimes  lack  joy? 

We  have  an  explanation  in  Hebrews 
12:11:  "For  the  moment  all  discipline^

seems  painful  rather  than  pleasant; 
later  it  yields  the  peaceful  fruit  of 
righteousness  to  those  who  have  been 
trained  by  it." 

Discipline  comes  from  God  (Heb. 
12:5-6)  because  of  sin  in  the  Chris- 
tian's life.    God  intends  discipline  to 
be  momentary.  It  yields  peaceful  fruit 
to  them  who  are  trained  by  it.    If  a 
person  is  not  trained  by  discipline  then 
it  continues;  it  is  then  not  momentary 
and  remains  the  cause  for  loss  of  joy. 
The  right  response  to  discipline  for  sin 
is  the  confession  and  forsaking  of  sin. 
Joy  then  returns.    One  of  the  reasons 
we   had  great  joy  when  we  received 
Christ  was  that  our  sins  were  all  for- 
given.    We  had  become  clean  after 
years  of  accumulated  sin.    Since  that 
day  of  conversion  we  have  been  accum- 
ulating sins  again,  some  of  which  we 
have  confessed  and  we  have  received 
forgiveness.    But  perhaps  our  sins  have 
not  been  confessed.    Then  we  wonder 
where  the  joy  has  gone!  We  are  under 
the   chastening  and  it  is  not  joyous. 
God  has  promised  His  faithfulness  to 
forgive  and  cleanse  on  one  condition: 
"If  we  confess"  (I  John  1:9).    When 
my  friend  realized  that  it  was  a  matter 
of  instant  confession  for  daily  joy,  he 
confessed  his  sins  and  his  joy  was  re- 
stored. 

Evangelism  is  sharing  the  good  news 
of  salvation.  Good  news  does  not 
normally  come  to  us  in  a  long  face.  If 
it  did  we  would  doubt  that  the  news 
was  good  news. 

David  had  been  disciplined  for  his 
sin.  He  had  lost  his  joy.  Psalm  51  is 
a  record  of  his  confession  and  he  prays, 
"Restore  unto  me  the  joy  of  thy  salva- 
tion. .  .  .  Then  I  will  teach  transgres- 
sors thy  ways;  and  sinners  shall  be  con- 
verted to  thee."  David  knew  that  he 
could  not  teach  transgressors,  and 
sinners  would  not  come  to  the  Lord  as 
long  as  he  was  without  the  joy  of  his 
salvation. 

Think  of  those  you  know  who  are 
effective  in  evangelism.  Are  they 
people  with  joy?  Are  they  people  who 
know  all  the  right  answers  on  the  plan 
of  salvation  but  who  do  not  seem  to 
rejoice?  If  we  are  going  to  draw  water 
from  the  well  of  salvation  let's  do  it 
with  joy.

r^  four-foot-ten-and-one-half  hu- 
man dynamo  equipped  with  a  keen 
sense  of  humor— this  is  Miss  Gail  La 
Verne  Jones,  the  missionary  nurse  in 
charge  of  the  Yaloke  dispensary.  In- 
imitable is  the  word  for  Gail,  and  part 
of  her  story  follows  in  her  own  words. 

It  all  began,  she  says,  in  Nanty- 
Glo,  a  little  Welsh  town  in  western 
Pennsylvania,  where  "I  was  launched 
into  this  business  called  'life.'  The 
date's  a  secret  on  account  of  I'm  a 
woman.  But  it  was  in  the  20th  cen- 
tury! 

"My  dad  was  Welsh  from  his  toes 
up— which  didn't  go  too  far  since  he 
was  just  five-foot-five  and  of  slight 
frame.  He  specialized  in  processing 
coal— which  is  a  nice  way  of  saying 
'coal  cracker.'  In  later  years  he  was 
with  the  Firestone  Rubber  Company. 
As  for  Mom— she  was  most  unusual— 
not  only  did  she  put  up  with  my  two 
brothers  and  one  sister  but  she  also 
endured  me!  Her  background  was 
English  and  Pennsylvania  Dutch.  Our 
family  resided  in  East  Conemaugh,  and 
that  is  where  I  received  my  schooling 
in  the  grades  and  high  school.  My 
folks  followed  the  Methodist  persua- 
sion, and  it  was  also  the  church  which 
I  attended. 

"I  was  the  youngest  of  the  four 
and,  according  to  some,  probably 
spoiled,  although  I'd  hardly  ever  own 
up  to  that!  I  will  admit  to  being  a 
tomboy,  though.  I  sold  magazines  for 
two  years;  a  manager  made  the  rounds 
to  collect  the  money  and  give  us  the 
weekly  books.  One  day  when  he  came 
I  told  him  I  was  going  to  have  to  give 
up  my  route  as  I  had  to  start  wearing 
dresses  all  the  time— Mom's  rule!  He 
looked  at  me  as  though  I  had  two 


heads  and  asked,  'Wear  dresses?  Is 
your  mother  punishing  you  or  isn't  she 
well?'  I  told  him  it  was  neither,  but 
she  said  that  since  I  was  a  girl,  it  was 
time  to  acknowledge  the  fact  and  live 
with  it,  no  matter  how  painful  it  was 
(and  it  was  painful)!  He  wouldn't  be- 
lieve me:  'You're  agirll  I  don't  believe 
it!'  So  he  trotted  up  to  the  door  and 
talked  to  Mom— and  she  convinced 
him!" 

Although  as  a  teenager  Gail  con- 
tinued active  in  her  own  church  and 
was  president  of  the  young  people's 
group,  one  night  she  finally  consented 
to  miss  her  own  meeting  and  go  with 
a  girl  friend  to  the  Brethren  mission 
in  the  neighboring  borough  across  the 
river  from  Conemaugh,  where  the 
friend  wanted  Gail  to  accompany  her 
as  she  sang  a  solo  at  a  revival  service. 
"Kay  prevailed  upon  me  to  see  that  as 
long  as  we  were  attending  a  service  in 
a  good  cause,  it  would  be  all  right -so 
we  went.  They  talked  about  things  I 
never  did  hear  before!  I  kept  going 
back,  and  then  one  night,  following  a 
service,  I  went  home  and  in  the  quiet  of 
my  room  I  accepted  Christ  as  my 
Saviour." 

After  high  school  Gail  began  the 
operation  called  "making  a  living." 
Four  years  later  she  had  the  funds  to 
enter  nurses'  training  in  Philadelphia. 
"I  believe  that  the  Lord  used  my  con- 
tacts with  missionaries  to  place  the 
burden  of  Africa  on  my  heart,  and  it 
was  with  this  strong  belief  that  Africa 
was  to  be  His  place  of  service  for  me 
that  I  took  up  a  nursing  career." 

Shortly  after  completing  her  train- 
ing she  went  to  Winona  Lake,  Indiana, 
to  study  at  Grace  Seminary.  Her  two 
years  of  seminary  resulted  in  gradu- 
ation and  then  further  preparation— to 
France  for  language  study  and  on  to 
Belgium  for  special  training  in  tropical 
medicine. 

During  Gail's  furlough  years  she 
took  some  postgraduate  work  in  sur- 
gery and  obstetrics.  Following  her 
second  term  on  the  field,  she  remained 
in  the  United  States  for  seven  years. 
In  the  early  summer  of  1968,  after  the 
death  of  her  brother,  which  left  her 
the  sole  remaining  member  of  her 
family,  she  returned  to  the  field. 

"It's  wonderful  to  be  back,"  she 
says.  "Although  missionary  endeavor 
in  this  day  requires  different  methods 
and  approaches,  yet  the  God  of  mis- 
sions remains  ever  the  same,  and  man's 
great  need  is  still  spiritual. 


"I  am  grateful  for  the  values  I  was 
taught  at  home;  I  praise  the  Lord  for 
leading  me  into  The  Brethren  Church 
(may  its  tribe  increase!),  for  Grace 
Seminary  and  its  tremendous  impact 
upon  my  life,  and  for  the  firm  and 
true-to-the-Word  teaching  I  received 
under  the  ministry  of  men  of  God  like 
Dr.  Alva  McClain  and  Dr.  Herman 
Hoyt.  Yes,  also  I  am  grateful  for  the 
many  WMC's  scattered  throughout  our 
brotherhood,  whose  constant  interest 
and  provision  for  missionaries'  needs 
has  always  played  a  major  part  as  the 
very  essence  of  WMC,  and  for  their 
continued  prayer  support  of  all  of  us 
on  Brethren  mission  fields.  May  God 
bless  them  individually  and  nationally 
for  their  godly  concern  and  interest. 
Certainly  I  am  deeply  honored  to  be 
chosen  as  a  birthday  missionary  for 
this  year  of  1969-70. 

"For  my  'life  verse'  I  like  to  choose 
two— Galatians  2:20  and  John  15:16. 
Unless  we  are  crucified  with  Christ, 
there  can  be  no  John  15:16  experi- 
ence." 

Gail  (otherwise  known  as  "Jonesy") 
is  a  member  of  the  Riverside  Brethren 
Church,  Johnstown,  Pennsylvania.  For 
most  of  her  years  on  the  field  she  has 
been  in  charge  of  the  Yaloke  station 
dispensary,  where  Miss  Elizabeth  Ty- 
son, now  retired,  served  for  so  many 
years.  Here  at  the  second  largest 
dispensary  on  the  field,  where  hundreds 
of  Africans  come  for  treatment  every 
week,  missionary  nurse  Gail  Jones  con- 
tinues her  tireless  efforts  for  her  Lord, 
and  thereby  many,  many  Africans  are 
finding  that  not  only  are  their  physical 
needs  assuaged,  but  that  the  Great 
Physician  alone  is  the  answer  to  their 
even  greater— spiritual— need.  ▼ 
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My   Calling    as 
a     Doctor's    Wife

"The  Master  Calleth' 


Several  times  in  the  past  five  years 
women  have  said  to  me,  "Oh,  your 
husband  is  a  doctor!  I  always  wanted 
to  marry  a  doctor."  Recently  a  Chris- 
tian woman  remarked,  "It  must  be 
nice  to  be  'called'  to  be  a  doctor's 
wife."  Whatever  the  motives  behind 
the  comments,  these  phrases  are  usual- 
ly grating  to  my  mind,  because  I  sus- 
pect the  speakers  of  placing  value 
upon  abundant  material  possessions,  or 
of  being  envious  of  social  position.  I 
must  say  right  now  that  the  Lord  has 
never  called  me  to  be  a  doctor's  wife. 

Now  don't  think  I'm  unhappy  in 
this  situation.  I  have  great  joy  and 
deepest  peace  each  day,  but  not  be- 
cause I'm  a  doctor's  wife.  Indeed, 
when  I've  prepared  one  of  Glenn's 
favorite  dishes  for  the  evening  meal, 
and  when  the  children  are  clamoring 
to  eat,  and  he  is  not  yet  home  from  the 
office  at  6:30  p.m. -I  find  my  joy 
breaking  a  little.  When  the  favorite 
food  is  either  cold  from  setting  on  the 
table  so  long  or  all  dried  up  from  being 
kept  warm  in  the  oven,  and  the  chil- 
dren are  quarreling  and  shouting  be- 
cause they  are  so  hungry,  and  it's 
7:15  p.m.,  and  he's  still  not  home,  my 
peace  is  quite  disturbed.  After  another 
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Church  there. 


meal  with  the  children's  daddy  missing, 
and  even  after  the  little  ones  are 
tucked  into  bed,  Daddy  arrives  just  in 
time  to  grab  the  telephone— a  call  to 
go  out  again!  At  3:30  in  the  morning 
when  the  ringing  of  the  phone  wakes 
the  baby,  and  it's  a  drunk  who  got  into 
a  brawl  and  needs  stitches,  then  I 
realize  anew  that  my  peace  does  not 
come  from  being  a  doctor's  wife.  My 
peace  and  joy  can  only  come  from 
knowing  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ!  My 
calling  from  the  Lord  is  to  be  Glenn's 
wife. 

This  calling,  to  be  a  sweet  Christian 
wife,  is  a  most  difficult  one.  Think  a 
moment  of  the  culture  in  which  we 
live  that  has  turned  our  minds  in  a 
different  direction  from  the  Lord's 
way.  Our  country  is  so  concerned 
with  giving  equal  rights  in  jobs,  fair 
housing,  treating  each  person  the  same 
as  every  other  person  that  we  have 
come  to  believe  that  a  woman  is  to 
have  as  much  authority  as  a  man  in 
every  field.  This  is  carried  over  into 
society's  thoughts  on  married  life  as 
well. 

People  around  us  believe  marriage 
is  a  "50-50  proposition."  That  is,  each 
must  give  and  take  the  same  amount 
in  order  to  have  a  happy  marriage.  We 
are  deluged  by  television  programs  and 
magazine  articles  which  visualize  happy 
families  as  those  in  which  the  wife  or 
mother  has  equality  with  the  husband 
or  father.  But  for  the  Christian,  this  is 
not  to  be.  We  must  submit  our  very 
selves  to  our  husbands.  It  is  not  "give 
50  percent  and  take  50  percent,"  but 
give  100  percent.  Ephesians  5:22  says, 
"Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your 


own  husbands,  as  unto  the  Lord." 
Certainly  we  could  never  say  it  is  right 
to  give  the  Lord  only  50  percent  of 
our  lives. 

Now  some  of  us  by  our  very  force 
of  character  find  ourselves  assuming 
the  place  of  directing  rather  than  sub- 
mitting. If  this  is  the  case,  we  have 
to  make  ourselves  be  subject  to  our 
husbands  just  like  we  must  subject 
our  wills  to  Jesus  Christ.  The  Ampli- 
fied New  Testament  tells  us  in  Ephe- 
sians 5:22  to  "adapt"  oursleves  to  our 
"husbands  as  [a  service]  to  the  Lord." 
We  must  make  ourselves  over  to  fit 
into  our  husbands'  dominion.  No  one 
can  challenge  the  fact  that  the  highest 
peace  and  greatest  blessing  come  from 
yielding  to  the  control  of  a  Christian 
husband. 

So,  you  see,  my  calling  is  to  be  a 
Christian  wife,  not  a  doctor's  wife.  If 
in  future  years,  Glenn  should  choose 
to  change  his  profession,  then  I  would 
be  joyful  in  following  him:  "For  the 
husband  is  the  head  of  the  wife,  even 
as  Christ  is  the  head  of  the  church  . . ." 
(Eph.5:23).

lo  young  married  couples  who 
are  planning  families  I  think  I  am 
qualified  at  this  time  to  give  a  little 
advice,  which  summed  up  would  be: 
"Don't  forget  to  include  God's  plan  in 
your  family  planning."  He  certainly 
made  my  wife  and  me  to  understand 
that  our  plan  was  far  different  from 
His  plan. 

It  was  in  the  World  War  II  years 
that  we  were  married— on  May  12, 
1943.  We  did  not  think  too  much 
about  a  family  in  those  years,  and  then 
when  I  was  sent  overseas  with  a  U.S. 
Marine  replacement  battalion  we  won- 
dered if  we  would  ever  see  each  other 
again.  But  God  was  gracious  and  I  was 
one  of  those  who  was  able  to  return, 
and  we  were  once  again  reunited  as 
husband  and  wife.  In  our  family  plan- 
ning we  just  wanted  a  child  right  away. 
But  the  years  began  to  roll  by. 

In  1955,  twelve  years  after  we  had 
taken  our  vows  as  husband  and  wife, 
there  were  no  children  and  our  hopes 
began  to  fade.  We  even  thought  at 
that  time  we  were  too  old  to  adopt 


one.  But  God  had  other  plans  as  you 
will  see. 

In  that  same  year  of  1955  we  moved 
to  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  to  follow  a 
call  into  the  ministry  and  study  in 
Grace  College  and  Grace  Theological 
Seminary.  Five  more  years  passed  and 
we  finished  our  studies  there.  Seeing 
the  fields  of  the  world  ripe  unto  har- 
vest, we  volunteered  for  the  foreign 
mission  field,  choosing  Argentina  as 
our  goal.  After  a  year  studying  Spanish 
in  a  language  school  in  Texas,  we 
found  ourselves  aboard  a  ship  headed 
for  Argentina.  On  November  17,  1961, 
we  arrived  on  the  field,  landing  at 
Buenos  Aires.  Almost  immediately 
we  went  to  the  interior  to  be  pastor 
of  one  of  our  churches  in  a  small  town 
called  Huinca  Renanco  in  the  Province 
of  Cordoba. 

There  in  Huinca  Renanco  in  the 
year  1966,  on  June  12,  twenty-three 
years  after  we  had  become  husband 
and  wife,  David,  our  first  child  was 
born.  Without  a  doubt  we  had  believed 
that  we  would  be  childless.  But  God's 
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plan  was  still  in  progress.  We  had 
prayed  for  a  child  but  we  accepted 
the  will  of  God  that  we  would  never 
have  one.  In  our  prayers  we  had  ceased 
asking  for  a  child. 

David  was  three  years  old  this  past 
June.  When  we  went  on  furlough  to 
the  United  States  in  1967  another  boy 
was  born  to  us— John  Mark,  but  the 
Lord  took  him  at  birth.  Now  we  have 
our  third  son,  Daniel  Carl,  born  on 
July  1  of  this  year. 

Call  us  Abraham  and  Sarah  if  you 
like  but  I  can  guarantee  you  one  thing: 
we  did  not  plan  it  that  way  but  we  are 
happy  with  "that  way"  which  is  God's 
way. 

So,  this  may  be  of  some  help  to 
you— young  married  couple.  You  who 
are  planning  your  family,  don't  forget 
that  it  is  God  who  gives  life;  therefore, 
His  plan  must  prevail.  But  after  all,

Dear  Sue, 

Thank  you  for  asking  me  to  help  you.   I'll  try. 
Your  first  problem  is  one  that  many  SMM  girls 
have  at  one  time  or  another.  May  I  give  you  some 
suggestions? 

First,  I  believe  we  must  realize  the  value  of  our 
daily  devotional  time  with  the  Lord.   If  we  expect 
to  have  power  in  our  lives  we  must  be  in  a  position 
to  receive  that  power.  Our  lines  of  communication 
must  be  open  between  the  Lord  and  us.  Since  you 
have  been  a  SMM  girl  for  several  years,  Sue,  you 
understand  the  value  of  quiet  time. 

It  seems  as  if  your  real  problem  lies  in  "finding 
time."  The  answer  to  this  is  discipline:  setting 
aside  a  certain  time  each  day  and  making  sure  that 
we  guard  this  time.  Habit  is  the  clue.  This  is  why 
we  stress  that  Little  Sisters  in  SMM  should  have 
Q.T.  as  one  of  their  goals;  they  start  the  habit  early 
in  life.  Daily  devotions  should  be  as  much  of  a 
habit  as  eating  three  meals  a  day,  and  most  of  us 
don't  have  too  much  trouble  on  that  score! 
D  Do  you  have  an  alarm  clock,  Sue?  If  so,  why 
not  set  the  alarm  1 5  minutes  earlier  and  start  the 


day  with  devotions?   You  won't  have  to  "find 
time"  then;  you'll  have  it  "made"! 

It  may  be  that  part  of  your  problem  is  spasmodic 
reading  of  the  Bible.  Do  you  pick  up  your  Bible 
and  just  read  any  place  it  falls  open?  There  are 
some  very  good  helps  to  a  better  reading  of  God's 
Word.  I'll  list  just  a  few. 

To  help  you  understand  what  you  are  reading, 
try  using  a  different  translation  or  the  Amplified 
Version  now  and  then.   I've  found  the  paraphrased 
epistles  Living  Letters  and  paraphrased  minor 
prophets  Living  Prophecies  to  be  exceptionally 
helpful. 

There  are  many  daily  devotional  books  and 
paperback  booklets  available  from  the  Missionary 
Herald  Company.  Along  with  this  idea  is  the 
monthly  "Rendezvous"  in  Campus  Life  magazine, 
and  "Quiet  Time  Thoughts"  in  Young  Ambassador. 
Both  are  good. 

Most  Sunday-school  study  quarterlies  list  a 
daily  reading  correlated  with  each  Sunday's  lesson 
and  usually  contain  a  pertinent  thought  for  each 
day's  passage. 

Above  all,  Sue,  keep  your  SMM  goal  sheet 
marked  daily.  It's  a  real  reminder  of  daily  walking 
with  the  Lord. 

Now,  for  your  second  problem.  Just  be  your 
sweet  self,  with  an  inner  glow  shining  through.  If 
you're  friendly  and  radiate  happiness,  that  "cer- 
tain" boy  will  be  able  to  see  the  "real"  you  some 
day.  Just  give  him  time:  boys  mature  more  slowly 
than  girls.  Right  now  he's  probably  more  interested 
in  model  racing  cars  than  girls.

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Good  News  for  Children 

Sheri  Dunham  Haan  (Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan:  Baker  Book  House,  1969), 
240  pages,  $4.95. 

An  obvious  take-off  of  the  American 
Bible  Society's  Good  News  for  Modern 
Man,  this  attractive  book  of  Bible 
stories  is  an  attempt  to  make  theo- 
logical concepts  understandable  to  chil- 
dren. It  is  aimed  at  second  and  third 
graders.  The  type  is  large,  and  the  style 
is  simple. 

Mrs.  Haan  starts  with  the  creation, 
fall,  and  redemption  of  man.  The  re- 
maining two-thirds  of  the  book  re- 
counts stories  from  various  parts  of  the 
Bible  and  discusses  such  topics  as 
prayer,  faith,  and  the  Christian  life. 

Although  the  book  claims  to  be 
Bible  stories,  much  of  it  is  really  fiction 
based  on  Bible  stories.  There  are  a  few 
actual  errors  (God  put  "childlike  an- 
gels" at  the  entrance  to  the  Garden  of 
Eden;  after  the  Fall  the  animals  were 
"sinful";  Mary  and  Joseph  took  Jesus 
home  to  Nazareth  when  he  was  about 
a  week  old)  and  countless  embellish- 
ments (Eve  "turned  red"  and  "felt 
hot"  when  confronted  with  her  sin;  at 
Cana  Jesus  made  "tangy  red  wine"; 
and  the  soldiers  scourging  Jesus  "gig- 
gled"). -Lois  I.  Baker,  Highland  Park,

Seekers  After  Mature  Faith 

E.  Glenn  Hinson  (Waco,  Texas: 
Word  Books,  1968),  250  pages,  $4.95. 

Guided  by  "a  firm  conviction  that 
private  devotion  is  essential  to  the  life 
of  the  Church  and  that  the  devotional 
classics  have  much  to  contribute  to 
private  devotion"  (p.  7),  Hinson  in- 
troduces historically  some  recognized 
classics  of  Christian  devotion. 

Devotional  classics  fall  into  two 
broad  categories:  a  group  including 
confessions,  biographies  or  auto- 
biographies, letters,  diaries,  and  another 


group  giving  directives  for  private  and 
corporate  worship.  A  devotional  trea- 
tise is  referred  to  as  a  "classic"  if  it 
is  born  of  a  depth  of  experience.  Such 
works  can  contribute  to  the  Church 
today  in  that  people  need  a  stable  faith 
which  will  enable  them  to  weather  the 
change  and  turbulence  of  our  time. 

Hinson  follows  the  various  stages  of 
church  history:  Church  Fathers,  Middle 
Ages,  Renaissance,  Reformation,  post- 
Reformation  era,  and  twentieth  cen- 
tury. Each  chapter  begins  with  histori- 
cal background,  followed  by  discussion 
of  the  personal  piety  characteristic  of 
an  age. 

Hinson  has  well  accomplished  his 
purpose  to  provide  a  historical  intro- 
duction to  this  important  literature. 
Also,  the  first  chapter  offers  some  fine 
suggestions  on  studying  the  devotional 
classics,  it  being  Hinson's  desire  that 
his  readers  turn  to  the  classics  for  them- 
selves. A  special  feature  of  the  book 
is  the  inclusion  occasionally  of  psy- 
chological observations  written  by 
Wayne  E.  Oates.— Joel  L.  Samuels,

A  Reader's  Guide  to 
Religious  Literature 

Beatrice  Batson  (Chicago:  Moody 
Press,  1968),  188  pages,  paper,  $2.25. 

C.  S.  Lewis  was  somewhere  credited 
with  the  advice  that  for  every  new 
book  read  one  should  read  an  old  one. 
Beatrice  Batson  guides  the  casual  reader 
who  wishes  to  do  just  that.  In  brief 
space  she  scans  the  dominant  mood  of 
an  age,  the  setting  of  selected  authors' 
lives,  and  the  tack  taken  in  their  main 
works. 

Though  restricted  to  religious  litera- 
ture, her  principles  of  selection  are 
wider  than  the  theme  of  devotional 
literature  E.  Glenn  Hinson  used  in 
Seekers  After  Mature  Faith.  She  dis- 
cusses all  forms  of  literature:  prose  and 
poetry,  novels,  plays,  sonnets,  and 
hymns.  By  literature  she  means  imagi- 
native attempts  to  display  one's  own 
vision  of  life.  The  authors  discussed 
are  religious  in  the  sense  that,  though 
their  writing  may  not  be  about  "God 
or  immortality  or  heaven,"  their  out- 
look on  life  is  controlled  by  their  be- 
lief in  God. 

Miss  Batson  does  cover  some  of  the 
same  works  as  Hinson,  but  from  the 
artistic  or  literary  rather  than  devotion- 
al perspective.  For  her  the  obvious 
flowering  of  religious  literature  is  the 
seventeenth  century  with  John  Donne, 
John  Bunyan,  and  John  Milton.  She 
assigns  it  more  than  twice  the  space 
accorded  the  Middle  Ages  and  Renais- 
sance or  any  of  the  following  centuries.

What  is  all  the  rioting  on  college 
campuses  about?  It  could  be  that  part 
of  it  stems  from  the  stereotyped  ap- 
proach to  education  by  many  colleges 
and  college  administrators.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  much  of  today's  edu- 
cational program  is  creaky  and  stag- 
gering, and  literally  dying  at  the  top. 
For  too  long,  formal  education  has 
been  an  end  rather  than  a  continuing 
happy,  creative,  learning  experience. 
Often  one  needs  only  the  degree  to 
secure  a  top-paying  position  in  many 
schools,  regardless  of  actual  teaching 
ability. 

It  is  refreshing  to  read  of  new  con- 
cepts in  education  such  as  the  Grace 
College  Creative  Studies  idea  presented 
by  Virginia  Biddinger  on  page  17  of 
this  issue  of  the  Herald.    It  is  a  turn  in 
S  the  "3R"  road,  toward  "blazing  a  trail 
|  in  a  new  concept."    This  program  en- 
'  compasses  the  areas  of  journalism,  art, 
!  music  and  drama  with  the  expressed 
■  purpose  of  giving  the  student  a  prac- 
!  tical  working  knowledge   in   all  four 
I  disciplines,  looking  toward  a  new,  fresh 
I  creativity.     Undoubtedly  the  practice 
|  of  the  ipecac  method,  where  the  stu- 
I  dent  takes  from  his  mind  the  things 


he  has  gathered  through  rote  memori- 
zation and  passes  them  back  to  the 
professor  at  examination  time  is  bene- 
ficial. However,  a  higher  excellence 
surely  could  be  achieved  through  group 
studies  and  joint  projects.  The  for- 
mer method  kills  creativity— the  latter 
stimulates  it.  Mr.  Joseph  T.  Bayly, 
writing  in  the  May  1968  issue  of 
Eternity  magazine,  says:  "Creativity 
is  a  pattern  of  thinking,  an  outlook, 
a  set  of  attitudes."  How  much  better 
to  build  the  patterns  of  thinking,  the 
sets  of  attitudes,  and  the  outlook 
through  stimulating  group  study  rather 
than  through  isolated  rote  memori- 
zation? Mr.  Bayly  correctly  points  out 
also  that  creativity  must  be  nurtured, 
developed,  lest  it  be  extinguished. 
And,  he  says  it  often  is  harmed  even 
in  childhood  by  parents,  teachers, 
other  children,  toys,  and  the  mass 
communications  media.  How  impor- 
tant it  is,  then,  to  revive  and  stimulate 
it  on  the  college  level! 

There  is  a  great  need  for  study  of 
and  emphasis  on  creativity  from  the 
cradle  to  the  grave.  For  a  fact,  on  the 
grave  end  there  appears  to  be  more 
creativity  than  on  the  beginning  end 


of  life.  Morticians  are  coming  up  with 
more  and  different  ideas,  even  though 
they  do  cost  us,  on  how  to  get  the 
body  buried  than  many  parents, 
churches  and  schools  are  using  on 
methods  of  child  (student)  training. 
Columnist  Rowan  has  pointed  out  in  a 
very  recent  column  that  the  preschool 
child  should  be  exposed  to  creative 
learning  experiences  lest  his  learning 
potential  be  thwarted.  And  it  follows 
that  at  all  ages  this  emphasis  should 
be  continued  right  through  college 
and  university  experience. 

Who  should  be  more  involved  than 
Christians  who  are  themselves  indwelt 
by  the  God  of  creativity,  yes,  the  God 
of  all  creation!  With  the  plan  of  salva- 
tion at  the  heart  of  our  message,  we, 
more  than  any  others,  need  to  make 
the  program  interesting,  creative;  as 
well  as  instructive,  in  order  that  people 
will  want  what  we  have  to  offer.  So, 
our  thanks  to  Miss  Biddinger  and  Grace 
College  for  bringing  the  matter  of 
creativity  to  our  attention.  Let  us  on 
all  levels  embrace  this  idea  so  that  our 
learning  and  our  teaching  may  be  more 
effective  and  thus,  more  pleasing  to 
God.  T

On  October  1,  1969  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church,  Lexington,  Ohio, 
joined  a  host  of  other  ex-home-mission 
churches.  "The  Brethren  Church  Grows 
With  Home  Missions,"  a  theme  adopted 
by  The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil has  again  proved  to  be  true.  Home- 
mission  churches  have  made  and  will 
continue  to  make  significant  contri- 
butions   to    the   entire   National   Fel- 


lowship of  Brethren  Churches. 

Sometimes  this  growth  is  very  evi- 
dent. It  is  evident  in  beautiful  new 
buildings  like  ours  and  other  groups 
that  are  constantly  planning  buildings 
and  dedicating  new  churches.  (The 
latest  one  dedicated  being  our  Minerva, 
Ohio,  neighbor.)  More  important,  it 
can  be  seen  in  souls  being  saved  and  a 
growing    congregation    like    the    one 


here  in  Lexington,  Ohio,  now  hovering 
around  the  two  hundred  figure. 

There  is  still  one  more  evidence  of 
growth  and  this  is  the  kind  that  does 
not  appear  on  a  quarterly  report,  a 
statistical  blank  or  in  the  Missionary 
Herald.  It  is  the  growth  reflected  in 
the  concern  of  our  people  for  the 
people  for  the  community  in  which 
God  has  placed  them.  This  has  been 
one  of  the  great  joys  in  serving  the 
flock  here  in  Lexington.  We  have  seen 
men  concerned  enough  to  speak  to 
others  about  Jesus  Christ.  Men  here 
have  questioned  their  own  goals  in  life. 
Young  people  have  asked  their  pastor 
how  to  win  their  friends  to  Christ. 
This  concern  is  seeing  souls  being 
saved  in  Vacation  Bible  School,  Sister- 
hood of  Mary  and  Martha,  Brigade  and 
other  auxiliaries  of  the  church. 

The  Lexington  Grace  Brethren 
Church  is  thankful  to  the  Lord  for  the 
growth  we  have  experienced,  both  the 
seen  and  unseen  growth.

of  existence. 

The  work  in  Lexington,  Ohio,  began 
as  a  Sunday  evening  Bible  study  class 
in  October  of  1965.  The  home  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  James  Brundage  was  opened 
for  the  meeting  place.  It  was  here 
that  a  small  group  of  believers  began 
to  "look  to  God"  and  to  "listen  to 
God"  for  His  leading  for  a  Brethren 
church  in  Lexington. 

Rev.  Carl  Key  of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church,  Mansfield,  Ohio,  was  called  as 
teacher.  A  few  months  later  (February 
of  1966)  the  class  moved  to  the  Fesco 
Building  where  the  church  met  until 
moving  into  their  own  new  building. 
The  following  month  the  church  was 
accepted  by  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 


sions Council.  I  was  called  to  become 
pastor  of  this  new  work  and  began  my 
ministry  in  June.  In  these  few  inter- 
vening months  a  church  location  was 
purchased.  The  attendance  was  aver- 
aging sixty  by  this  time. 

A  growing  church  must  make  plans 
for  growth  and  the  Brethren  Archi- 
tectural Service  was  contacted  to  begin 
plans  immediately.  Plans  were  com- 
pleted and  ground  broken  on  June  25, 
1967.  Then  the  Lord  said  "wait."  He 
told  us  to  wait  on  the  Brethren  Con- 
struction Crew  when  we  could  not 
afford  to  pay  the  price  of  local  con- 
struction on  the  basis  of  bids  received. 

The  Brethren  Construction  Crew 
began  construction  in  the  summer  of

The  young  married  Sunday-school  class 
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1968  and  by  January  1969  we  were 
in  the  new  building.  Also  by  this  time 
the  average  attendance  had  climbed 
into  the  160's.  By  March  23  the 
church  was  readied  for  dedication  and 
this  was  a  day  of  great  rejoicing  as 
443  joined  us  in  our  praise  to  God  for 
what  He  had  done  in  Lexington. 

With  every  goal  we  reached  we  had 
another  one  projected  out  beyond  it. 
And  so  with  dedication  behind  us  the 
next  one  was  self-supporting.  The 
growth  pattern  continued  and  the 
church  decided  we  should  go  "on  our 
own"  October  1,  1969.  On  October  5, 
we  celebrated  our  "new  status"  as  a 
Brethren  church.  Rev.  Carl  Key,  who 
was  the  first  teacher,  was  invited  to 
speak  on  this  occasion.  In  the  four 
short  years  from  the  time  Mr.  Key  met 
with  a  few  people  in  a  home,  he  spoke 
to  180  in  our  church  on  this  day. 

What's  ahead  for  Lexington?  The 
growth  pattern  continues.  A  few 
weeks  of  being  "on  our  own"  and  the 
attendance  is  now  over  the  200  mark. 
Any  more  goals?    Yes,  we  have  plans

for  increasing  our  building  facilities  in 
the  very  near  future. 

We  cannot  help  but  be  overjoyed 
at  the  visible  victories  we  can  enumer- 
ate for  you  on  this  page.  We  only 
wish  there  was  some  way  to  report  the 
invisible  ones,  for  we  know  they  would 
be  much  greater  and  much  more  ex- 
citing. We  realize  as  a  home-mission 
church  we  have  had  many  people  pray-

We 
want  to  report  many  more  "seen  and 
unseen"  victories  here  in  Lexington, 
Ohio.

•In  either  case,  there  are  several 
possible  reactions.  You  can  always 
panic.  But  it  takes  very  little  time  to 
discover  that  this  does  not  provide 
the  needed  money.  Along  with  upset 
stomachs  and  badly  frayed  nerves,  we 
sometimes  hear  comments  like,  "We 
should   not  have   spent   so   much   on 


this,"  or  "Maybe  we  were  wrong  in 
purchasing  that,"  and  this  only  makes 
matters  worse. 

In  a  situation  such  as  this  it  is  not 
a  time  to  react  so  much  as  it  is  a  time 
to  act.  Instead  of  panicking,  we  prayed. 
Instead  of  worrying,  we  went  to  God's 
people.  We  presented  the  need  to  our 
own  congregation,  as  well  as  to  other 
congregations  of  our  own  district. 

It  never  pays  to  panic.  But  when 
God's  people  begin  to  pray  the  very 
God  of  Heaven,  who  owns  the  cattle 
on  a  thousand  hills  and  at  the  same 
time  is  our  Father,  begins  to  move  in 
mysterious  ways  His  miracles  to  per- 
form. Within  a  few  weeks  all  that  was 
needed  had  been  invested  in  the  Breth- 
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ren  Investment  Foundation  specifically 
for  Minerva.  God  answers  prayer! 
Miracles  at  Minerva  were  being  record- 
ed. 

But  where  did  it  all  begin?  It  was 
back  in  1965,  when  a  few  Brethren 
families  met  and  organized  a  Bible 
class  which  in  its  initial  stages  was  led 
by  Rev.  Wesley  Haller.  As  interest 
grew,  the  church  was  organized  and 
the  Bayard  school  building,  an  old, 
one-room  school,  was  rented  as  the 
meeting  place. 

Rev.  Kenneth  Taylor,  of  Canton, 
Ohio,  was  part-time  pastor  for  a  short 
time.  The  new  work  came  under  the 
direction  and  assistance  of  The  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  Council  and  Rev. 
Roy  Glass  was  called  and  served  as  the 
first  full-time  pastor. 

Following  graduation  from  Grace 
Seminary  in  the  summer  of  1967,  Rev. 
Dennis  Beach,  along  with  his  wife, 
Louise,  moved  to  Minerva,  Ohio,  to 
begin  their  present  ministry.  In  the 
months  that  followed,  two  acres  of 
land  were  purchased,  located  in  the 
heart  of  a  growing  development  just 
east  of  town  and  only  two  blocks 
south  of  U.S.  Route  30.  Mr.  Ralph 
Hall,  of  the  Brethren  Architectural 
Services,  was  contacted  and  plans  were 
drawn  for  a  Colonial-style  building. 
At  the  same  time,  a  loan  was  secured 


from  the  Brethren  Investment  Founda- 
tion. 

The  Brethren  Construction  Crew, 
under  the  supervision  of  Donald  Sellers 
and  including  Herbert  Christopher  and 
Wilmer  Witt,  began  to  erect  the  struc- 
ture early  in  March  of  1969.  These 
men  and  their  families  were  an  inspir- 
ation to  us  throughout  the  entire 
program.  It  is  an  unequaled  combina- 
tion when  you  have  capable  builders 
who  really  love  the  Lord,  too. 

October  5  was  "moving  in"  day  and 
the  first  time  services  were  conducted 
in  the  new  building.  This  was  Rally 
Day  in  our  fall  enlargement  program 
and  God  gave  us  two  record  attend- 
ances with  70  in  Sunday  school  and  78 
in  the  worship  service. 

So,  you  see,  all  of  this  preceded  and 
led  up  to  November  16,  1969-Dedi- 
cation  Sunday.  And  what  a  day  it  was, 
as  it  far  exceeded  even  the  greatest 
dreams  of  the  39  members  of  our 
church.  Having  set  goals  of  200  people 
in  attendance  and  $  1 ,000  for  the  build- 
ing fund,  we  saw  those  goals  exceeded 
in  a  big  way  with  320  people  packing 
pews  and  chairs  everywhere.  When  the 
offering  was  counted  it  totaled  $  1 ,765 
and  before  the  day  was  over,  a  grand 
total  of  $  1 ,86 1  had  been  received  with 
an  additional  $759  in  memorial  gifts. 
Miracles  at  Minerva  were  happening.

The  dedication  speaker,  Rev.  Rich- 
ard Grant,  pastor  of  the  Mansfield 
Grace  Brethren  Church,  challenged  the 
congregation  to  be  a  Redemption  Cen- 
ter, an  Intercession  Center,  and  an 
Affection  Center.  Special  music  was 
provided  by  a  brass  ensemble  from 
Grace  College,  which  included  from 
Minerva,  Bob  and  Don  Bechtel  on 
trumpets  and  Sally  Bechtel  as  pianist. 
Mr.  Jerry  Franks,  instructor  of  music 
at  Grace,  also  thrilled  the  audience 
with  his  trumpet.  Added  to  all  of 
these  blessings  was  the  presence  of 
Rev.  Bill  Smith,  director  of  the  Board 
of  Evangelism,  who  spoke  in  the  morn- 
ing and  evening  worship  services. 

And  now  dedication  day  is  over, 
but  the  work  has  only  begun.  From 
where  we  are  now,  we  are  made  to 
look  back  with  thanksgiving  and  to 
look  ahead  with  faith.  We  look  back 
and  are  made  grateful  for  the  direction 
of  The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil, the  aid  of  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation,  the  plans  of  the  Brethren 
Architectural  Services,  the  work  of  the 
Brethren  Construction  Crew,  the  sup- 
port and  concern  of  our  own  North- 
eastern Ohio  District,  and  the  many 
friends  across  the  Brotherhood  who 
have  prayed  and  given  toward  this 
work.  We  look  ahead  and  are  made 
confident  that  He  which  has  begun  a 
good  work  in  us,  individually  and  as  a 
body  of  believers,  shall  perform  it  until 
the  day  He  comes  again  to  take  us 
home  with  Him.  T 
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I  he  telephone  rang  for  the  ump- 
teenth time. 

"I  have  ten  free  tickets  to  a  banquet 
at  the  M—  Hotel,"  one  of  our  friends 
(blind)  told  my  husband.  "How  about 
you  and  your  wife,  Sally  and  John, 
and  Isobel  going  with  us?" 

My  husband  thought  quickly  but 
no  reasonable  excuse  for  not  agreeing 
occurred  to  him.  In  spite  of  the  fact 
we  hadn't  had  time  to  do  our  Christ- 
mas shopping  nor  clean  the  house  after 
all  the  Christmas  parties,  he  agreed  to 
go- 

"Bring  your  daughter,  her  husband, 
and  your  mother-in-law,"  our  friend 
invited  merrily. 

I  groaned,  thinking  of  floors  waiting 
to  be  scrubbed,  packages  needing  to 
be  wrapped,  last-minute  gifts  selected, 
groceries  bought— plus  a  few  other 
things.  Oh,  well.  Why  be  a  spoil- 
sport? 

So-o-ooo,  came  eleven  o'clock  on 
the  morning  of  the  banquet. 

"Dress  nicely,"  my  husband  cau- 
tioned. "I  understand  there  will  be  a 
fashion  show,  maybe  television  cameras 
and  who  knows  what  else?" 

So  Sally  and  I  dressed  very  care- 
fully. Isobel  had  some  previous  ar- 
rangement and  couldn't  make  it  but 
Mother  and  Diane  were  available. 

We  were  to  pick  up  our  two  Jew- 
ish blind  friends  at  11:30.  As  I 
waited  for  the  others  to  come  to  the 
car  I  couldn't  help  but  question  the 
tickets. 

"Ten  tickets,"  I  said  aloud,  "and 
free  ones  at  that.  Now  where  do  you 
suppose  they  secured  that  many  free 
tickets  and  what  sort  of  a  banquet  is 
it?" 

My  husband,  buttoning  his  coat, 
said,  "You  are  always  so  skeptical. 
What  do  you  care?  We  couldn't  turn 
them  down,  anyway." 

"Um-m-m,"  I  said. 

As  it  happens,  southern  California 
is  a  pleasant  place  in  winter.  A  bulky 
sweater  is  usually  comfortable  for  the 
coldest  day  so  one  is  never  prepared 
for  the  few,  rare  days  when  the  temper- 
ed. Note:  This  article  written  by  Mrs. 
Leanore  M.  Button  relates  to  a  1968  Christ- 
mas experience  at  the  Brethren  Messianic 
Testimony.  It  arrived  too  late  last  year  for 
publication  in  the  December  issue  of  the 
Herald,  but  we  felt  it  was  of  such  interest 
that  it  should  be  published.

Or:  What  Can  Happen 
to  Jewish  Missionaries 
Through  No  Fault  of 
Their  Own?

ature  falls  below  fifty  degrees.  The 
night  before  it  had  dipped  into  the 
low  thirties  and  by  noon  it  had  climbed 
scarcely  beyond  the  forty  degree  mark 
even  though  the  sun  shone  brightly  and 
the  mountains  lifted  their  white-tipped 
heads  against  the  blue  sky,  no  longer 
shrouded  by  smog.  We  rode  down- 
town with  the  heater  on,  shivering  in 
our  thin  garments. 

The  lobby  of  the  hotel  was  filled 
with  an  odd  assortment  of  people.  At 
the  last  minute  my  husband  had  been 
informed  it  was  a  gathering  for  the 
ladies  only  so  the  men  were  going  to 
a  restaurant  for  lunch.  They  left  us  at 
the  door  of  the  hotel.  The  lobby  was 
dreary  and  cold  in  spite  of  the  milling 
people  and  a  tall,  spindly  tree  with 
colored  lights  and  decorations  graced 
the  center  of  the  room.  A  big  green 
and  white  sign  was  posted  over  the 
elevators  advising  everyone  to  remain 
in  the  lobby  until  summoned  upstairs. 

Two  hours  later  at  1:30  p.m.,  we 
were  told  we  could  take  the  elevators 
to  the  second  floor  where  the  Gold 
Room  would  be  the  scene  of  the  ban- 
quet. Two  hundred  people  sought  to 
crowd  into  two  small  elevators  at  the 
same   time.      Eventually,   though,   all 


were  whisked  (?)  to  the  Gold  Room. 
Here  we  found  the  tables  set  attractive- 
ly in  white  with  brilliant  red  napkins 
at  each  plate.  It  was  a  little  crowded, 
so  much  so  one  wondered  which  coffee 
cup  belonged  to  him.  Sally  leaned 
over. 

"They  must  believe  in  'together- 
ness,' "  she  observed. 

I  nodded.  I  was  in  charge  of  a 
Jewish  blind  lady  who  was  also  diabetic 
and  who  was  afraid  she  might  faint  if 
the  food  didn't  come  soon.  I  quickly 
secured  a  packet  of  sugar  just  in  case. 

The  program  before  dinner  wasn't 
exactly  tops  as  programs  go  but  it  was 
a  program,  complete  with  Christmas 
carols.  A  minister  brought  a  few 
thoughts  on  Christmas  and  more  carols 
were  sung  while  one  exuberant  lady 
jigged  around  in  the  narrow  space 
between  tables.  I  looked  at  Sally  and 
she  looked  at  me  and  we  began  to 
wonder .... 

The  door  prizes  were  given  out 
while  above,  on  the  balcony,  still 
cameras  began  to  click.  There  was  no 
fashion  show  and  no  television  cameras. 

The  dinner  began  with  salad  fol- 
lowed by  rolls  covered  by  red  napkins. 
The  rolls  were  ice  cold,  like  the  room. 
The  coffee  cooled  in  the  cup  before 
it  could  be  raised  to  the  lips  and 
there  weren't  enough  rolls,  coffee 
cream,  or  butter.  (Maybe  there  was  a 
shortage  of  rolls  because  we  noticed 
some  of  the  women  had  brought  plastic 
bags  of  various  sizes  and  were  busy 
stuffing  them  with  excess  food!) 
When  the  plates  arrived  they  were 
heaped  with  food— turkey,  peas,  sweet 
potatoes— but  large  enough  portions 
for  three  men  and  certainly  far  too 
much  for  one  woman.  Nonplused,  one 
lady  deposited  most  of  her  plate  into 
a  plastic  bag  to  take  home  to  her  "dog." 

Someone  told  Sally  the  reason  the 
men  couldn't  come  was  that  they 
didn't  mind  lining  up  for  free  dinners 
but  women  wouldn't  stand  in  line  so 
they  decided  to  have  it  at  a  hotel  where 
everyone  could  sit  down.  Then  it 
dawned!  It  was  a  banquet  for  the 
underprivileged  of  Skid  Row!!!  And 
here  we  were,  front  row,  center,  al- 
most! There  was  the  staff  of  the 
Brethren  Messianic  Testimony  (or  part 
of  it)  being  treated  to  a  meal  for  the 
underprivileged!  And  our  pictures,  no 
doubt,  would  appear  in  the  morning 
papers!

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1969  Victories  Mark  Progress 


The  Apostle  Paul  spoke  generously 
in  words  of  appreciation  concerning 
the  stewardship  of  the  churches  at 
Macedonia  (II  Cor.  8:1-6).  He  gra- 
ciously pointed  out,  ".  .  .  the  grace  of 
God  bestowed  on  the  churches  of 
Macedonia;  How  that  in  a  great  trial 
of  affliction  the  abundance  of  their 
joy  and  their  deep  poverty  abounded 
unto  the  riches  of  their  liberality.  .  .  . 
beyond  their  power  they  were  willing 
of  themselves;  .  .  .  Praying  us  with 
much  intreaty  .  .  .  but  first  gave  their 
own  selves  to  the  Lord,  and  unto  us 
by  the  will  of  God." 

True  Christian  stewardship  does  not 
rest  in  monetary  gifts  alone  but  rather 
in  a  heart  of  gratefulness,  in  a  life  of 
true  Christian  experience,  in  a  dedi- 
cation of  heart,  talent  and  life,  and 
finally  out  of  a  willingness,  yieldedness, 
and  utter  concern  for  the  provision  of 
others. 

In  the  missionary  realm  it  would 
seem  that  the  principle  of  stewardship 
as  given  in  the  Word  of  God  would 
apply  to  both  supporting  churches  and 
the  missionaries  in  the  field.  In  either 
realm,  a  serious  breakdown  of  the 
basics  of  Christian  giving  may  result 
in  retardation  of  the  Gospel  outreach. 

Brethren  Home  Missionaries  are 
mindful  of  the  fact,  ".  .  .  we  were 
allowed  of  God  to  be  put  in  trust  with 
the  gospel,  .  .  ."  but  it  is  ".  .  .  God, 
which  trieth  our  hearts"  (I  Thess. 
2:4).  The  following  1969  series  of 
events  bear  record  of  the  ministry  of 
home  missionaries  and  their  congre- 
gations, the  power  of  the  Word  of  God, 
and  the  blessing  which  God  has  been 


pleased  to  give  to  His  people.

"The  wicked  shall  be  turned  into  hell. 
and  all  the  nations  that  forget  God" 
(Ps.9:17).  How  long  will  the  judgment 
of  God  be  withheld? 

If  God  permits,  1970  must  be  a  year 
of  challenge,  a  year  of  greater  oppor- 
tunity. Surely,  America  is  ripe  for  a 
revival,  a  spiritual  awakening,  a  moving 
of  the  spirit  of  God  upon  the  righteous 


and  unrighteous.     Pray   that  it  may 
come  to  pass. 

The  words  of  the  Apostle  Paul  again 
come  to  mind,  "For  what  thanks  can 
we  render  to  God  again  for  you,  for 
all  the  joy  wherewith  we  joy  for  your 
sakes  before  our  God"  (I  Thess.

So 
we  thanked  our  hosts  on  the  way  out 
while  they  smilingly  invited  us  back 
next  year.  "The  more  the  merrier," 
they  told  us. 

On  the  way  home  I  thought  about 
the  situation  in  which  we  had  found 
ourselves  through  no  fault  of  our  own. 
We  had  been  trying  to  please  some  of 
those  who  come  to  our  meetings  and 
we  hadn't  bothered  to  inquire  what 
kind  of  a  banquet  it  was  or  anything 
about  it.  (Maybe  they  didn't  even 
know!)  So  we  found  ourselves  in  the 
wrong  place  at  the  wrong  time. 

What  about  those  who  blissfully 
travel  life's  path  without  asking  where 
it  is  taking  them-and  why?  What  if, 
on  the  day  they  meet  death,  they  find 
themselves  in  the  wrong  place  spiritual- 
ly? What  if  the  God  of  heaven  says 
to  them,  "What  have  you  done  with 
my  Son,  the  Saviour?"

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The   Missionary  I   Love    Most 


I  have    seen   hundreds    of  missionaries 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  but  I  want  to 
tell  you  of  the  missionary  I  love  most. 
He  has  deeply  influenced  my  heart  and 
greatly    enriched    my    life.      He    is    the 
missionary    after   my    heart,    and  God's 
heart  too.      Given  a  chance,  he  would 
conquer  the  world  within  our  generation. 
Surprisingly,    this    missionary   idol    of 
mine  is  the  frailest  of  all  missionaries  I 
have  met.      He  looks   thin,  ill  clad,  de- 
spised.   He  can  hardly  stand  upright  and 
spends   most   of  his  days  leaning  upon 
others.     He  cannot  walk  a  block  unless 
transportation  is  provided  for  him.    He 
sits  speechless  most  of  the  time,  though 
he  loves  to  talk  to  someone.  He  loves  to 
be  handled  like  a  little  child,  but  he  is  so 
frail  that  a  child  can  mistreat  him  or  a 
drunken  man  can  trample  him  under  his 
feet. 

I  have  seen  this  amazing  missionary  at 
work.  Fifty  years  ago  he  was  sent  to 
India  to  evangelize  the  most  sin-degraded 
head-hunting  mountain  people.  When  he 
arrived  in  the  village,  the  chief  examined 
his  credentials  and  issued  him  a  permit 
to  stay.  Before  long,  everyone  was  im- 
pressed with  his  message,  and  night  after 
night  people  came  to  see  him.  He  was 
so  humble  that  everyone  loved  him.  His 


long-suffering  and  gentleness  especially 
impressed  the  people.  He  was  calm 
even  when  the  children  handled  him 
roughly. 

Before  long  five  men,  including  the 
chief,  announced  their  willingness  to 
accept  his  message.  Since  that  day,  the 
missionary  has  multiplied  his  witness  a 
thousand  times.  He  has  learned  many 
new  languages  even  while  traveling  much 
of  the  time.  He  has  had  the  joy  of  seeing 
over  100  indigenous  churches  established, 
and  has  had  a  part  in  winning  over 
30,000  souls  to  Christ.  I  have  known 
him  for  the  past  twenty-five  years,  and 
the  more  I  work  with  him  the  more  I 
love  him  and  appreciate  him. 

His  name  is  Mr.  Written  Word,  and 
his  message  is  the  Gospel.  The  people  he 
reached  were  my  own  people  and  several 
other  hill  tribes  in  Assam,  India.  Mr. 
Written  Word  is  today  livelier,  stronger, 
and  has  a  more  effective  ministry  than 
ever  before.  The  burden  of  the  Lord  is 
heavy  upon  him.  He  desperately  needs 
your  fellowship  in  prayer  and  giving.  Will 
you  encourage  him  today  so  he  may 
reach  other  people  needing  the  message?

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When  To  Build  Again 


From  1950  until  the  summer  of 
1969  (except  for  temporary  inter- 
missions) Grace  Schools  have  been  en- 
gaged in  building.  At  no  point  in  this 
period  of  time  has  the  extent  of  the 
building  adequately  met  the  needs  of 
these  two  schools.  The  interruption  of 
the  building  program  has  in  every  case 
been  tailored  to  the  financial  resources. 
At  this  point  the  same  thing  is  true. 
Financial  resources  are  at  the  moment 
lagging  and  it  would  be  very  unwise 
to  begin  a  new  project  until  we  have 
cleared  away  the  entire  indebtedness 
upon  the  library— which  at  this  point 
is  something  over  three-hundred  thou- 
sand dollars. 

BUILDING  LAGS.  Thirty-two 
years  ago  we  had  a  mere  handful  of 
students.  Thirty  years  ago  when  we 
moved  to  Winona  Lake  there  were 
twenty-eight  students.  Today  there 
are  more  than  eight-hundred  and 
twenty.  For  fourteen  years,  Grace 
Schools  occupied  rented  quarters.  The 
pressure  for  more  room  became  so 
great  that  the  first  building  designed 
for  one  hundred  students,  was  erected 
in  1950-51.  We  moved  in  with  150! 
With  a  rapidly  expanding  college,  de- 
manding far  more  diversified  facilities 
than  were  needed  for  a  seminary,  the 
first  college  classroom  building  and  a 
gymnasium  were  constructed  in  1957- 
58. 

Soon  we  were  facing  some  very 
stringent  circumstances  in  the  housing 
of  college  students.  Renting  hotel  and 
motel  facilities  in  which  to  house  col- 
lege students  hardly  provided  the  es- 
sential appointments  for  proper  super- 
vision. So,  mounting  pressure  finally 
forced  the  school  to  begin  the  erection 
of  the  first  dormitory,  including  dining 
facilities.     Over  a  period  of  approxi- 
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mately  two  years,  1962-64,  this  struc- 
ture finally  became  a  reality. 

With  the  continual  growth  of  the 
schools,  a  men's  residence  hall  was 
next  planned  and  it  was  completed  in 
1965.  However,  the  expansion  prob- 
lem continued  to  be  present  and  soon 
some  of  the  men  had  to  find  lodging 
in  homes  in  the  community  during  the 
years  1966-68.  With  the  acquisition  of 
the  Winona  Lake  Christian  Assembly, 
it  became  possible  to  use  some  of 
these  facilities  for  housing.  It  now 
appears  that  additional  student-body 
growth  may  be  experienced  before  our 
residence  facilities  become  inadequate. 

OTHER  NEEDS.  The  new  library 
has  met  a  tremendous  need.  It  is  ade- 
quate to  handle  all  the  library  needs 
for  both  the  college  and  the  seminary 
for  years  to  come.  When  McClain  Hall 
was  vacated  by  the  moving  of  books 
and  fixtures  to  the  new  library,  suffi- 
cient space  was  made  available  to  pro- 
vide four  classrooms  for  seminary  use. 
This  provision  came  just  in  the  nick  of 
time.  The  large  increase  in  seminary 
students  this  year  would  have  other- 
wise confronted  us  with  the  almost 
insurmountable  task  of  handling  them. 
The  seminary  student  body  has  reached 
225.  This  is  more  than  twice  the  num- 
ber for  which  the  seminary  building 
was  originally  planned. 

A  still  larger  college  student  body 
this  year  could  not  have  been  accom- 
modated, as  far  as  classroom  space  is 
concerned,  nor  could  professors  have 
had  offices,  if  the  lower  floor  of  the 
library  building  could  not  have  been 
used  temporarily.  But  there  are  other 
needs  that  are  without  proper  provi- 
sion. A  chapel  must  be  erected  in  the 
near  future.  The  auditorium  in  Mc- 
Clain Hall  is  jammed  with  college 
students.  Another  year  of  growth  will 
force  the  college  chapel  to  seek  other 
quarters.  Even  the  seminary  chapel  is 
now  filled  to  capacity. 

As  a  makeshift,  the  school  is  using 
houses  on  the  fringe  of  the  campus 
for  art  and  music.  These  houses  are  a 
far  cry  from  adequate  facilities  in 
which  to  do  high-class,  efficient  work. 
But  it  is  the  best  we  can  do  at  present. 
A  science  building  is  desperately  need- 
ed. The  quarters  now  being  used  for 
this    discipline    are    located    on    the 


second  floor  of  the  college  classroom 
building.  They  are  too  small  and  in- 
adequately furnished.  Also,  it  creates 
no  small  problem  for  chemistry, 
physics,  biology,  and  mathematics  to 
operate  within  the  same  area. 

The  acquisition  of  the  assembly 
property  has  provided  some  temporary 
answers  to  other  needs:  a  larger  audi- 
torium for  combined  student  bodies; 
a  building  to  house  the  business  of- 
fices; a  building  to  house  student 
organization  offices;  and  a  building 
that  functions  well  as  a  student  union. 
Eventually,  the  proper  sort  of  build- 
ings must  be  erected  on  campus  to 
fill  these  needs,  if  the  campus  is  to  be 
completely  developed.  This  must  also 
include  an  administration  building. 

CAMPUS  PLAN.  In  1962  and  1963 
the  administration  and  faculty  worked 
out  a  campus  plan  covering  the  next 
twenty-five  years.  Growth  in  every 
area  was  projected  through  those  years, 
almost  eight  of  which  have  gone  by, 
and  the  growth  in  the  student  body  has 
followed  almost  parallel  with  that  plan. 
It  is  in  the  areas  of  faculty,  facilities, 
and  finances  that  we  have  fallen  be- 
hind. It  has  been  impossible  to  project 
buildings  without  seeing  our  way  clear 
to  finance  them.  It  has  been  impos- 
sible to  recruit  adequate  faculty,  not 
only  because  of  finances  but  also  be- 
cause properly  qualified  faculty  mem- 
bers have  not  been  available. 

BOARD  MUST  PASS.  Even  though 
the  administration  has  at  no  time  pro- 
posed building  what  was  not  absolute- 
ly needed,  considering  the  possibility 
of  available  funds,  the  administration 
could  not  move  without  the  approval 
of  the  board  of  trustees.  No  building 
has  ever  been  undertaken  without  the 
approval  of  the  board.  This  board, 
composed  of  twenty-eight  members, 
is  the  largest  single  board  in  The  Breth- 
ren Church.  It  more  widely  represents 
The  Brethren  Church  than  any  other 
board.  The  Home  Missions  Council, 
the  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education,  and  the 
Board  of  Evangelism  are  all  represented 
on  the  Grace  Schools  Board,  and  the 
Herald  Company  is  represented  through 
its  editor-business  manager.  It  is  this 
board  that  weighs  the  proposals  for 
building,  and  up  to  the  present  has 
given  the  green  light.  We  may  be  sure 
that  this  board  has  considered  carefully 
what  building  on  campus  would  mean

prove  its  ability  to  cope  with  the 
problems  of  that  vacillating  world.  It 
demands  that  Christian  colleges  teach 
men  and  women  to  use  the  change  for 
their  own  growth  and  for  outreach  for 
social,  economic  and  religious  impact. 

In  an  attempt  to  equip  students  for 
this  goal  and  encourage  creative  pro- 
ductivity, Grace  College  has  initiated 
a  Creative  Studies  Program  which  en- 
compasses four  areas:  journalism,  art, 
music  and  drama.     This  unique  pro-

gram  will  help  integrate  the  creative 
and  imaginative  resources  of  the  stu- 
dent with  functional  uses  for  that 
creativity. 

Flexibility  is  the  strength  of  the 
program.  It  is  designed  around  the 
individual  rather  than  designing  the 
student  into  the  program.  Emphasis 
is  placed  on  creativity  rather  than 
memorization,  with  encouragement  for 
the  student  to  explore  new  means  of 
expressing  himself. 

The  sixty-hour  program  is  based  on 
the  principle  of  "over-arching"  the 
four  areas  of  study;  that  is,  the  student 
does  not  pursue  a  major  or  minor  in 


just  one  of  the  specified  fields.  Instead, 
each  student  gains  a  general  background 
in  all  four  disciplines  by  taking  six  to 
ten  hours  in  each  area.  The  student 
then  concentrates  the  remainder  of  his 
hours  in  two  areas  he  chooses  for  his 
primary  emphasis. 

The  potentially  beneficial  effects 
of  the  Creative  Studies  major  are  nu- 
merous. Grace  College  is  "blazing  a 
trail  in  a  new  concept,"  said  Professor 
Alva  Steffler,  one  of  the  organizers  of 
the  program  and  an  art  instructor  at 
the  college.  In  the  long  range  it  pro- 
vides the  background  knowledge  essen- 
tial in  preparing  the  student  to  work 
with  the  multi-media  used  in  modern 
communication.  Such  preparation  will 
be  of  benefit  to  both  church  and  com- 
munity. 

One  immediate  result  of  this  pro- 
gram is  the  mutual  benefit  of  student- 
to-community  and  c  o  m  m  u  n  i  t  y-to- 
student  aspect.  The  Creative  Studies 
major  attracts  imaginative  students 
who  in  turn  enrich  the  Warsaw-Winona 
Lake  community  by  their  work  in  it. 
The  companies  aid  the  students  by 
employing  them  and  training  them  in 
their  areas  of  interest. 

One  example  of  this  mutual  benefit 
is  illustrated  by  the  arrangement  with 
Ken  Anderson  films.  Don  Ross,  em- 
ployee of  Anderson  Films,  is  also 
employed  by  the  college  to  instruct 
courses  in  photography  and  cinema- 
tography. In  turn,  the  Anderson  facili- 
ties are  made  available  for  college 
use. 

The  studio  benefits  by  the  use  of 
the  creative  productivity  of  students 
such  as  those  who  work  with  Peter 
Penner  in  the  animation  of  cartoon 
features. 

Such  a  program,  which  is  attempting 
to  provide  a  basic  background  in  the 
major  fine  arts  and  in  the  field  of 
communications,  is  essential  in  evoking 
and  utilizing  originality  of  Christian 
men  and  women.  In  today's  world  of 
new  ideas,  Christians  need  to  be  able 
to  approach  their  world  and  their 
churches  with  confidence  and  quality 
contributions.  ▼

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The  Parthenon 


Ihese  simple  words  describing  a 
portion  of  Paul's  second  missionary 
journey  record  only  the  fact,  but  do 
not  indicate  anything  of  the  physical 
and  aesthetic  features  of  the  trip.  It 
has  been  observed  that  the  author 
Luke  could  describe  in  fascinating  de- 
tail the  events  in  which  he  was  a  par- 
ticipant, but  in  reporting  actions  at 
which  he  was  not  present  (as  here), 
he  covers  an  amazing  amount  of  travel 
with  very  few  words!  This  past  sum- 
mer the  writer  traversed  this  same  re- 
gion, and  sensed  something  of  what 
Paul  must  have  encountered. 

A  Look  at  Athens 

Paul  had  been  at  Athens  without 
any  companions  at  first  (Acts  17:15- 
16).  They  joined  him  for  a  brief 
period  later  (I  Thess.  3:1-2),  but  most 
of  the  time  he  was  alone.  While  there 
he  visited  the  Agora  (marketplace), 
and  saw  the  many  temples  in  the  city 
devoted  to  the  deities  revered  by 
Athens.  Most  spectacular  of  all  were 
the  temples  on  the  Acropolis,  the  an- 
cient hill  just  beyond  the  Agora,  which 
had  been  crowned  with  many  marble 
sanctuaries.  It  was  such  sights  as  these 
that  caused  the  heart  of  the  Apostle 


to  yearn  for  these  artistic  but  pagan 
people. 

On  the  Acropolis  Paul  would  have 
seen  among  its  splendors  the  monu- 
mental entrance  gate  (Propylaea),  the 
Temple  of  the  Wingless  Victory,  the 
Erechtheion,  the  Temple  of  Dionysos, 
the  Odeion  of  Herodes  Atticus,  and  of 
course,  the  incomparable  Parthenon. 
The  Parthenon  was  dedicated  to  the 
goddess  Athena.  It  was  built  on  the 
highest  point  on  the  Acropolis  be- 
tween 447  and  438  B.C.  under  the 
direction  of  the  famous  Pericles.  The 
architects  counteracted  optical  illusion 
by  curving  the  stones  slightly.  The 
floor  is  arched  ever  so  gradually  so 
that  it  will  not  seem  to  sag.  The  forty- 
six  columns  lean  in  and  back  just 
enough  so  they  will  not  appear  splayed. 
If  the  lines  were  projected  from  the 
corner  columns,  they  would  not  be 
exactly  parallel,  but  would  converge  a 
mile  and  a-half  in  the  air.  Yet  to  the 
onlooker,  everything  seems  perfectly 
proportioned! 

Today's  visitor  sees  only  the  ruins 
of  the  Agora  and  the  Acropolis— yet 
even  these  are  magnificent.  It  is  im- 
possible to  clamber  over  those  polished 
stones  without  sensing  something  of 
the  grandeur  of  the  place.  The  Parthe- 
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non  is  roofless  now.  Many  centuries 
ago  it  was  turned  into  a  Christian 
church,  and  after  that  a  mosque.  In 
1687  the  Turks  had  used  it  to  store 
gunpowder,  and  a  shell  fired  by  the 
Venetians  exploded  inside.  Looting 
took  place  later  and  most  of  the 
statuary  disappeared— most  of  it  to 
England.  From  the  Acropolis  one  can 
see  Mars'  Hill  a  short  distance  away, 
the  probable  scene  of  Paul's  searching 
challenge  to  the  philosophers  of 
Athens.  Beyond  Mars'  Hill  lie  the  ruins 
of  the  Agora— that  bustling  center 
where  self-assured  Athenians  regarded 
Paul  as  a  "babbler"  with  a  most  un- 
likely message  (Acts  17:18).  One  is 
reminded  of  the  fleeting  nature  of 
even  man's  grandest  monuments  when 
compared  to  the  undying  relevance  of 
God's  Word. 

The  Trip  to  Corinth 

But  then  Paul  left  Athens  and  went 
to  Corinth.  He  had  to  travel  along 
the  isthmus  that  connects  the  Pelopon- 
nesus with  the  mainland  of  Greece,  a 
total  distance  of  eighty-six  kilometers 
from  Athens  (approximately  fifty-three 
miles).  Upon  leaving  Athens  he  would 
have  gone  along  the  shores  of  the 
beautiful  Bay  of  Salamis,  and  then  the 
Saronic  Gulf.  Most  of  the  way  his 
route  passed  along  a  narrow  plain  be- 
tween the  sea  on  the  south  and  the 
mountains  just  a  few  miles  to  the 
north.  On  this  narrow  plain  the  trav- 
eler can  see  groves  of  olive  trees  grow- 
ing in  the  balmy  Mediterranean  climate. 
Today's  visitor  can  make  the  trip  in 
just  over  an  hour,  traveling  on  a  modern 
highway  through  breathtaking  scenery. 

Five  kilometers  (three  miles)  before 
one  reaches  Corinth,  he  comes  to  the 
Corinth  Canal.  This  man-made  water- 
way across  the  Isthmus  of  Corinth 
connects  the  Saronic  Gulf  and  Aegean 
Sea  on  the  south  and  east  with  the 
Gulf  of  Corinth  and  the  Ionian  Sea  on 
the  north  and  west.  The  canal  did  not 
exist  in  A.D.  51  when  Paul  passed  this 
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Ruins  of  Corinth 

way,  but  in  A.D.  67,  the  Roman  em- 
peror Nero  began  the  digging,  import- 
ing 6,000  slave  laborers  from  Judea 
to  do  the  work.  The  project  was 
never  finished,  however,  and  sailors 
who  wished  to  save  themselves  the 
200-mile  voyage  around  the  Pelopon- 
nesus put  their  ships  on  rollers  and 
moved  them  overland  on  tracks. 

In  1882  a  French  company  began 
building  the  present  canal,  and  it  was 
completed  by  a  Greek  firm  in  1893. 
Interestingly,  when  the  modern  route 
for  the  canal  was  being  laid  out  by  the 
engineers,  they  found  remains  of  Nero's 
borings  almost  on  the  exact  line  of 
their  own  proposed  route.  Today  an 
automobile  bridge  crosses  the  canal, 
and  one  can  watch  ships  passing 
through.  The  canal  is  almost  4  miles 
long,  70  feet  wide,  and  necessitated  a 
200-foot  deep  cut  in  the  rock.  The 
water  is  26  feet  deep. 

Ancient  Corinth 

Ancient  Corinth  is  in  ruins  today, 
and  lies  six  kilometers  (three  and  one- 
half  miles)  west  of  the  present  town. 

Acrocorinth 


The  sparkling  blue  waters  of  the  Gulf 
of  Corinth  are  not  far  away.  Just  be- 
yond the  ancient  site  is  the  Acropolis 
of  Corinth,  the  imposing  hill  which 
once  served  as  a  citadel  and  then  as 
the  location  of  the  Temple  of  Aphro- 
dite where  1,000  sacred  priestesses 
gave  themselves  to  the  passion  of  the 
worshippers.  As  one  walks  the  ex- 
cavated streets  and  sees  the  ruins  of  the 
once  crowded  Agora  with  its  shops  and 
government  buildings,  including  the 
Bema  (tribunal),  he  imagines  how  ac- 
tive this  city-center  must  one  day  have 
been. 

When  Paul  visited  here  in  A.D.  51, 
he  found  a  prosperous  city,  one  of  the 
richest  and  most  beautiful  of  ancient 
Greece.  It  had  two  good  harbors— 
Cenchreae  on  the  south  side  of  the 
isthmus  and  Lechaeum  on  the  north. 
This  made  it  a  bustling  center  of  trade. 
Every  two  years  the  Isthmian  Games 
were  held  at  Corinth,  attracting  thou- 
sands of  visitors. 

The  eighteenth  chapter  of  Acts 
records  the  events  of  that  first  visit. 
The  sacred  historian  describes  how 
Paul    made    tents    with    Aquila    and 


Priscilla,  how  he  preached  to  both 
Jews  and  Greeks,  and  continued  in 
Corinth  for  a  year  and  a-half. 

A  Landmark  Decision 

During    that    time    something   oc- 
curred that  had  far-reaching  implica- 
tions for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  in 
those  early  years.  It  was  here  that  Paul 
was  seized  by  his  Jewish  opponents 
and  taken  before  the  governor  of  the 
Roman  province,  Gallic    The  ruins  of 
that  tribunal  can  be  seen  today.  It  was 
the  first  time  that  Paul  (or  any  other 
apostle  as  far  as  we  know)  had  been 
on    trial   before   a   Roman   provincial 
governor.   (He  and  Silas  had  appeared 
before    local    magistrates  in   Philippi, 
but    not    before    any   governor.)      If 
Gallio   had   decided  the   case  against 
Paul,  this  precedent  would  doubtless 
have  been  noted  by  other  proconsuls, 
and  the  missionary  endeavors  of  the 
Early  Church  would  have  become  much 
more  difficult. 

Gallio,  however,  threw  the  whole 
case  out  of  court,  ruling  that  it  was  a 
religious  dispute,  and  in  no  sense  a 
matter  of  crime  or  under  civil  juris- 
diction (Acts  18:14-15).  Because  of 
this  important  ruling,  the  Apostle  was 
free  to  continue  his  ministry,  not  only 
in  Corinth  but  throughout  the  province 
of  Achaia,  and  in  the  rest  of  the  em- 
pire where  this  decision  would  be  made 
known.  Corinth,  therefore,  was  the 
scene  of  a  landmark  decision  for  the 
Christian  cause.  T 

Corinth  canal 
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So,  Johnny  Wants  To  Play  the  Trumpet

That  a  thrill  it  is  for  little 
Johnny  to  awaken  Christmas  morning 
and  see  his  brand-new,  golden  trumpet 
glistening  in  its  case  under  the  tree. 
Mom  and  Dad  affectionately  disregard 
the  horrible  spueaks  and  squawks  that 
Johnny  is  making  on  his  new-found 
friend,  because  they  know  in  a  few 
short  years  he  will  be  playing  big, 
beautiful,  round,  resonant  tones  that 
will  be  the  envy  of  everyone  around. 

"Yes,  we  are  going  to  have  some- 
thing we  have  always  dreamed  of— a 
musician  in  the  family,"  they  said. 

These  parents  have  a  right  to  feel 
secure  in  their  dreams  for  little  Johnny 
because  they  had  taken  the  proper 
steps  to  insure  his  success.  They  knew 
that  the  novelty  of  blowing  that  shiny, 
new  horn  would  soon  wear  off,  and  it 
would  be  increasingly  more  difficult 
for  them  to  get  him  to  spend  the  many 
hours  of  practice  that  would  be  neces- 
sary for  him  to  become  a  good  player. 
It  was  for  this  reason  that  these  parents 
launched  Johnny's  musical  career  sever- 
al months  before  buying  that  shiny, 
new  horn,  to  make  sure  that  he  had  the 
ability  to  do  the  job  and  also  to  insure 
that  their  son  would  be  placed  on  the 
right  instrument. 

They  had  heard  that  just  because 
a  person  liked  a  particular  instrument, 
didn't  necessarily  mean  that  he  would 
be  able  to  play  it,  so  they  decided  to 
get  some  expert  help. 

First,  they  went  to  the  band  direc- 
tor at  Johnny's  school.  This  man  ex- 
plained to  them  that  since  Johnny  was 
about  to  enter  the  fourth  grade,  it 
would  be  a  good  time  for  him  to  get 
started.  He  then  took  Johnny,  along 
with  several  others,  and  gave  him  a 
musical  aptitude  test  to  see  if  he  had 
some  musical  ability.  Johnny  passed 
the  test  with  flying  colors  and  was 
now  ready  to  select  an  instrument. 
Since  Johnny  liked  the  trumpet,  the 
band  director  sat  down  with  him  and 


carefully  examined  his  facial  structure 
and  jaw  formation.  He  first  checked 
to  make  sure  that  Johnny  did  not  have 
an  excessive  over-bite  because  this 
would  be  a  determining  factor  in  the 
youngster's  ability  to  be  able  to  pro- 
duce a  good  full  sound.  He  then 
checked  Johnny's  horizontal  teeth 
alignment,  making  sure  that  they 
curved  slightly  outward  on  both  the 
upper  and  lower  jaw  formation.  He 
knew  that  if  Johnny's  teeth  were  too 
flat  in  front,  he  would  have  a  very 
difficult  time  playing  in  the  high 
register  of  the  trumpet.  He  also 
checked  to  make  sure  there  were  no 
irregular  or  crooked  teeth  that  might 
cut  into  soft  lip  tissue  and  cause  dis- 
comfort and,  therefore,  make  it  diffi- 
cult for  him  to  play.  The  boy's  lip 
was  pretty  normal  which  was  an  ad- 
vantage because  extra  thin  or  extra 
heavy  lips  can  also  pose  problems  for 
students  on  the  higher  brass  instru- 
ments. 

After  the  instructor  had  completed 
his  analysis  of  Johnny's  facial  structure, 
he  was  ready  to  advise  the  parents  as  to 
how  to  go  about  purchasing  a  high 
quality  student  line  instrument  that 
would  be  suitable  for  the  band  and 
easy  for  Johnny  to  learn  to  play.  The 
band  director  then  recommended  to 
the  parents  some  reputable,  franchised 
musical  instrument  dealers  in  the  im- 
mediate area  and  some  of  the  brand 
name  instruments  they  had  to  offer. 

Johnny's  parents  knew  the  impor- 
tance of  buying  a  brand  name  instru- 
ment, because  they  remembered  an 
incident  that  occurred  to  a  family  in 
their  neighborhood.  These  people  had 
purchased  an  instrument  through  a  mail 
order  catalog  so  that  they  could  save 
a  little  money;  but  somehow,  one  day, 
their  son  managed  to  get  the  mouth- 
piece stuck  in  the  horn  and  had  to 
carry  it  home  without  the  case.    Un-

fortunately,  he  caught  it  in  the  school 
bus  door  and  it  had  to  be  taken  to  a 
repair  shop.  Since  the  instrument  was 
an  off-brand  and  the  mail  order  com- 
pany did  not  have  a  service  depart- 
ment, parts  were  not  available  and  the 
repairman  had  to  make  them— which 
proved  to  be  quite  expensive  and  time 
consuming.  Besides  that,  the  band 
director  complained  about  the  instru- 
ment being  out  of  tune  and  the  young 
lad  was  constantly  being  placed  at  a 
disadvantage  because  all  the  other  stu- 
dents had  quality  instruments  that 
played  so  much  better  and  easier  than 
his. 

With  this  in  mind,  Johnny's  parents 
proceeded  to  go  to  the  dealer  of  their 
choice  and  were  able  to  purchase  a 
trumpet  that  was  satisfactory  to  both 
student  and  teacher  alike.  The  band 
director  was  instrumental  in  helping 
them  find  a  qualified  private  music 
teacher  that  understood  the  funda- 
mentals of  teaching  brass  and  also  en- 
joyed working  with  young  students. 

They  were  advised  by  the  teacher 
of  the  importance  of  scheduling  a  daily 
practice  session,  and  that  it  was  indeed 
the  parents'  responsibility  to  make  sure 
that  little  Johnny  rehearsed  the  pre- 
scribed amount  of  time  every  day. 
After  discussing  it  with  Johnny,  they 
decided  that  from  3:30  to  4:00  each 
day  would  be  a  good  time  for  him  to 
practice. 

With  these  factors  cared  for,  John- 
ny's parents  were  fairly  certain  that 
their  son  would  become  a  successful 
trumpet  player  some  day.  They  don't 
know  if  he  will  ever  have  the  desire 
and  dedication  to  be  a  professional 
musician,  but  they  can  rest  assured 
they  have  provided  him  with  the  po- 
tential, and  who  knows  what  the  future 
will  bring?  One  thing  they  do  know  is 
that  they  have  prepared  their  son  well 
for  his  entrance  into  a  new  and  ex- 
citing experience  and  they  know  he 
will  be  able  to  play  that  trumpet  for 
the  glory  of  the  Lord. 

If  you  will  follow  the  steps  that 
little  Johnny's  parents  did,  with  your 
sons  and  daughters,  you,  too,  will  be 
able  to  insure  your  children  a  success- 
ful and  gratifying  musical  experience. 

Always  keep  in  mind  that  music  is 
one  thing  that  your  children  will  never 
thank  you  for  not  giving  them!

Ace.  Deuce.  Love.  No,  Ron  Clase 
is  not  a  cardsharp  or  a  hippie.  But 
those  words  can  be  heard  wherever 
Ron,  a  Grace  College  junior,  "does  his 
own  thing."  And  that  "thing"  these 
days  seems  to  be  separating  players  on 
the  other  side  of  the  net  from  what- 
ever pride,  good  record  or  confidence 
they  have  at  the  time. 

That  may  sound  cruel  for  such  a 
relaxing  game  as  tennis  is  known  to  be, 
but  that's  the  way  Ron  takes  his  game. 
This  driving  spirit  has  nailed  down 
the  captain's  spot  on  the  Grace  Col- 
lege tennis  team  for  Ron.  This  fall 
he  led  the  team  into  a  second-place 
finish  in  the  Mid-Central  Conference, 
behind  Concordia  Senior  College  at 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 

Ron's  record  for  this  season  proves 
the  damage  he  inflicts  as  he  slams  them 
from  his  number  one  spot.  In  singles 
competition  he  registered  a  ten  win, 
no  loss  record  in  the  conference.  In- 
cluding all  opponents,  Ron  racked  up 
twenty-one  victories  without  a  single 
setback.  His  record  is  even  more  im- 
pressive when  you  break  it  down  into 
three  sets  of  six  games  which  compose 
one  match.  Ron  won  a  total  of  132 
games  this  season.  That's  pretty  good. 
Now  think  of  winning  109  of  them  in 
a  row.

Don't  make  a  mountain  out  of  a 
molehill,  but  Ron  did  lose  one  match 
in  three  years.

Ron  is  a  hometown  boy  at  Grace, 
having  attended  Warsaw  High  School. 
His  winning  ways  are  not  new  to  the 
folks  here.  He  went  all  the  way  to 
the  state  finals  his  senior  year,  and 
suffered  only  four  defeats  in  his  high 
school  career. 

Ron  also  provides  half  of  a  great 
doubles  team  for  the  Lancers.  Siding 
with  John  Wickstrom  of  Syracuse, 
Indiana,  this  duo  has  proved  too  tough 
for  any  challengers  as  they  registered 
twelve  wins  and  no  losses  this  season. 

The  most  effective  weapon  in  the 
Clase  arsenal  is  an  overpowering  serve. 
An  "ace"  in  tennis  is  when  your  first 
serve  flies  past  your  opponent  so  fast 
he  cannot  get  his  racket  on  it  for  a  re- 
turn. Ron  obliges  his  foes  with  this 
feat  quite  frequently.    But  if  the  first 


serve  does  go  astray,  his  second  one  is 
fired  just  as  hard.  When  he  is  pressed 
to  go  beyond  the  serve,  Ron  has  a 
variety  of  shots  ready  that  usually 
find  the  opponent  resting  on  his  ear. 

In  the  summer,  Ron  turns  from  the 
pressure  of  college  life  to  his  hobby. 
You  guessed  it-tennis.  He  coaches 
the  young  risers  in  the  Warsaw  sum- 
mer recreation  program.  He  began 
playing  tennis  himself  about  ten  years 
ago  at  the  age  of  nine. 

When  the  Lancer  netman  hang  up 
their  rackets  for  the  winter,  Ron  moves 
inside  to  help  the  Grace  basketball 
team.  He  holds  down  a  starting  guard 
spot  on  the  varsity,  and  possesses  an 
outside  set  shot  nearly  as  good  as  his 
serve  in  tennis.

to  the  other  national  interests. 

As  of  this  date,  there  are  no  plans 
for  more  construction  until  the  in- 
debtedness on  the  library  is  completely 
wiped  out.  This  does  not  mean  that 
plans  will  not  be  in  the  process  of 
formulation,  and  perhaps  proposals 
submitted  to  the  board.  This  will  be 
forced  upon  us  as  circumstances 
change. 

Above  all  things,  we  need  to  under- 
stand that  the  most  precious  heritage 
God  has  given  to  us  is  this  enlarging 
number  of  personalities  who  clamor 
for  the  privilege  of  training  to  serve 
the  Lord.  Buildings  are  merely  the 
means  to  the  end.  They  are  tempo- 
rary and  will  eventually  pass  away,  but 
personalities  that  have  been  fashioned 
over  the  pattern  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  will  abide  forever.  ▼

ATCS    Conclave 

Third    Time 


"Maturity  Through  Christian  Education"  was  the  theme 
of  the  twelfth  annual  convention  of  the  Association  of 
Teachers  of  Christian  Schools,  held  on  the  Grace  Schools 
campus  this  fall.  The  ATCS  conventions,  which  are  held 
each  year  in  early  October,  have  grown  rapidly  since  they 
were  first  held  on  the  Grace  campus  in  1967. 

This  year  over  four  hundred  administrators  and  teachers 
of  Christian  schools  gathered  from  at  least  nine  midwestern 
states  for  two  days  of  instruction,  inspiration,  and  Christian 
fellowship. 

They  heard  a  stimulating  challenge  by  President  Carl 
Key,  an  alumnus  of  Grace  Seminary  and  the  director  of 
development  of  the  Mansfield  Christian  Schools,  and  an 
unforgettable  keynote  address  by  Dr.  W.  Robert  Smith, 
professor  of  philosophy  at  Bethel  College  (St.  Paul). 

They  participated  in  twenty-four  different  workshops 
held  on  Thursday  afternoon  and  Friday  morning,  dealing 
with  such  diverse  areas  as  Public  Relations,  the  Christian 
School  Kindergarten,  Music  in  the  Classroom,  and  the 
Coaching  of  Senior  High  Basketball. 

They  enjoyed  a  stirring  musical  program  presented  by 
Jerry  Franks  and  the  Grace  College  Brass  Choir  at  the 
Thursday  evening  banquet  session  held  in  the  Winona 
Auditorium. 

They  got  involved  in  the  Friday  morning  "share  time"— 
a  new  feature  this  year— where  the  teachers  met  in  fourteen 
smaller  groups  by  grade  levels  or  subject  areas  to  discuss 
their  particular  problems,  ideas,  and  teaching  innovations. 

Reflecting  on  the  experience  of  having  so  many  addi- 
tional guests  on  the  Grace  College  campus,  Dr.  William 
Male,  academic  dean,  expressed  his  opinion  that  "the  im- 
pact of  these  conventions  on  our  students  and  staff  may  be 
seen,  in  part,  by  the  growing  number  of  Grace  graduates 
who  are  choosing  to  serve  their  Lord  as  teachers  in  Christian 
schools." 

"In  turn,"  he  added,  "the  attractiveness  of  the  Grace 
campus  and  the  quality  and  Christian  character  of  our  edu- 
cational program  are  obviously  making  an  impact  on  these 
convention  guests.  Although  it  is  gratifying  to  hear  their 
words  of  commendation  about  the  beauty  of  our  buildings, 
and  the  wholesome  appearance  of  our  students,  we  are  most 
encouraged  by  the  growing  number  of  inquiries  and  appli- 
cants to  Grace  College  coming  from  the  Christian  schools 
represented  at  these  conventions." 

Plans  are  already  under  way  for  the  next  ATCS  con- 
vention to  be  held  October  8-9,  1970-once  again  on  the 
Grace  campus.  Everyone  involved  anticipates  that  it  will 
be  even  better  attended  and  more  effective  than  this  year's.

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Grace    Sets 
Liberty    Bell 
Corner

■he  new  "Liberty  Bell  Corner" 
in  the  Grace  campus  library  contains 
a  small  Liberty  Bell,  an  American  flag, 
a  plaque  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, an  eagle  and  a  split  leaf 
philodendron. 

The   bicentenary  bell,  commemor- 
ating  the   American   Revolution,  was 
donated  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Claude  K. 
Snider  of  Roaring  Spring,  Pennsylvania. 
Dr.  Snider,  a  physician,  is  interested  in 
history,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  his 
son,  Professor  R.  Wayne  Snider  of  the 
Grace  College  history  department,  de- 
cided to  make  the  bell  his  own  project. 
The    bicentenary    bell   is  exact   in 
every  particular  to   the   Liberty  Bell 
cast  by  master  founder  Thomas  Lester 
at   the  Whitechapel   Bell  Foundry  in 
London  for  the  State  House  of  Pennsyl- 
vania.    For  the   1976  anniversary  of 
the  Revolution,  the  same  foundry  is 
casting  2,400  commemorative  Liberty 
Bells  to  the  original  design  and  on  the 
original  site.     The  bell  in  the  library 
is  mounted  on  an  oak  base  which  is 
hand  carved  in  the  style  of  the  period 
and  bears  two  inscribed  silver  plaques. 
Engraved  on  the  plaque  to  the  left 
of  the  bell  are  the  following  words: 

"Where  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  is, 

there  is  Liberty."

The  plaque  mounted  on  the  right 
bears  the  words: 

"Cast  by  the  Whitechapel  Bell 
Foundry,  London,  to  the 
Original  Design  of  the  Liberty 
Bell;  Cast  by  them  on  the 
Same  Site  in  the  Year  of  our 
Lord  1752." 

The    miniature   bell   recalls   much 
national  history.    Liberty  was  a  much 
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prized  quality  in  the  American  colonies 
long  before  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence was  formally  committed  to 
paper.    The  Province  in  Pennsylvania 
had  a  liberal  government  and  a  policy 
of  religious  toleration  which  protected 
the   rights  of  its  citizens,  as  well  as 
provided    a    persistent    influence    on 
other  American  communities.    It  was 
no  accident  that  in   1751,  when  the 
Assembly  of  the  Province  decided  to 
order  a  bell,  that  the  words  of  Leviticus 
25:10  were  inscribed  about  its  shoul- 
der: "Proclaim  liberty  throughout  the 
land  unto  all  the  inhabitants  thereof." 
In  September  1752  the  Liberty  Bell 
was  landed  in  America,  apparently  un- 
damaged.   It  cracked,  however,  upon 
the  first  stroke,  obviously  as  a  result 
of  some  mishandling  on  the  journey. 
In  400  years  it  is  the  only  bell  from 
the  Whitechapel  Bell  Foundry  to  have 
cracked  in  such  a  manner. 

Two  local  workmen  undertook  to 
recast  the  bell  and  succeeded  at  the 
second  attempt  in  reproducing  Thomas 
Lester's  bell. 

For  twenty-three  years  the  bell 
summoned  legislators  to  the  Assembly 
in  Philadelphia.  It  became  a  part  of 
American  history  when  on  July  8, 
1776,  it  rang  in  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  which  had  been  adopted 
four  days  before  by  the  Continental 
Congress. 

With  the  threat  of  the  British  occu- 
pation of  Philadelphia  in  1777,  the 
State  House  Bell,  as  it  was  then  called, 
was  removed  from  the  city  to  prevent 
it  from  falling  into  British  hands  and 
being  made  into  a  cannon.    Taken  to 


Allentown,  the  bell  was  hidden  in  the 
Zion  Reformed  Church  for  almost  a 
year  and  returned  to  Philadelphia  in 
the  summer  of  1778  when  the  British 
withdrew. 

The  bell  cracked  in  1835  while  be- 
ing tolled  at  the  death  of  Chief  Justice 
John  Marshall  of  Virginia.  In  1846 
an  attempt  was  made  to  restore  the 
tone  of  the  bell  by  separating  the  sides 
of  the  fracture,  but  this  failed.  The 
bell  was  rung  for  Washington's  birth- 
day, but  the  crack  began  to  spread, 
and  it  was  rung  only  on  special  oc- 
casions. 

Over  two  hundred  years  after  the 
casting  of  the  first  Liberty  Bell,  the 
2,400  miniature  ones  made  to  one- 
fifth  the  size  of  the  original  are  being 
cast  to  represent  the  2,400  months  of 
the  independence  of  the  States. 

Smaller  in  size,  the  bicentenary  bell 
differs  in  only  two  other  particulars 
from   the  original  bell  which  is  now 
housed  in  Philadelphia.  It  has  inscribed 
on  it  Lester's  name  with  the  year  1 752. 
And  the  bicentenary  bell  has  no  crack. 
Desiring  to  make  the  Grace  College 
corner  more  complete,  Professor  and 
Mrs.  Wayne  Snider  donated  the  Ameri- 
can flag,  the  plaque  of  an  eagle  and  the 
table   on  which  the  bicentenary  bell 
rests. 

The  Declaration  of  Independence 
plaque  was  donated  by  the  Lake  City 
Bank  in  Winona  Lake  through  Mr. 
George  Heaton,  branch  manager.  The 
split  leaf  philodendron,  completing 
the  corner,  was  presented  at  the  time 
of  the  library  dedication  by  Heckman 
Bindery  in  North  Manchester.  ▼

Highlighting  the  evening  concert 
was  the  superb  performance  of  the 
Grieg  piano  concerto  in  A  minor  by 
Maxine  Peugh,  senior  music  major, 
accompanied  by  the  85-piece  concert 
band,  directed  by  Jerry  Franks.  De- 
lightful also,  was  the  music  of  the 
Grace  College  Chorale  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Prof.  Don  Ogden. 


A  bonfire  and  pep  rally  topped  the 
evening  for  many  students,  while  visit- 
ing alumni  and  friends  enjoyed  open 
house  at  "The  Lamp." 

Under  sunny,  Indian  summer  skies 
on  Saturday  morning,  an  18  unit, 
Christ-honoring  parade  moved  through 
downtown  Warsaw.  Five  floats  by  the 
four  college  classes  and  the  seminary 
depicted  the  theme,"Yesterday,  Today 
and  Tomorrow."
